In the Darjeeling district and in the Dhalbhum ancT Porahat parganas of the 
Singhbhum districti the Cess Act of 1880 was in force during the year under 
review. It was also in force in certain tracts of the Sonthal Parganas from 1st 
SeptenDd>er 1901, while the other Pf^ganas of the Singhbhuin district and other 
tracts of the Sonthal Parganas district were not under the operation of either of 
the above Acts.

Receipts. 

2. In the Darjeeling district, and in the Dhalbhum and Porahat paiganas 
of the Singhbhum district in which the Cess Act wtts in force, the cess was 
levied at the maximum rate allowed by law. In the tracts of the Sonthal 
Parganas, however, in which the Cess Act was introduced, there were cess 
collections for the first time during the year. I or the portions of the Sonthal 
Parganas and Singhbhum districts which wore not under the operation of the 
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Act, and in which therefore there were no cess collectiona, funds were provided 
by‘'granfs-in-aid. The receipts for the year 1905-1906, compared with those 
of the previou s year, are shown below

6. In tho Darjeeling district tho increase in expenditures under Connnurii- 
cations—Repairs was due to tho increased provision for certain roads aind 
adjustment of certain accounts of previous years during the year. In this 
district the year opened with a balance of Rs. 30,383, but closed with a 
balance of Rs> 26,777. ‘ This closing bnlanco was more than one quarter of 
the year’s receipts of the Committee,^ that is, above^ the limit pr<^cv^hed in 
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paragraph 9 of the Rosolutioa No. 4228K.C., dated 18th December 1885; 
buit this is allowed in Bengal Government No. 5106ft.C., dated 26th September 
] 892, as a special ease. 

7. In the Singhbhum district the year opened with a cash balance of 
Ks. 14,975, but closed with a balance of lis. 23,189, which was excessive. 

8. In the Sonthal Parganas district also the year opened with a cash 
balance of Rs. 09,940, but it closed with a balance of Its 93,512, which was 
VxccssivOf The cause of this heavy closing balance was mainly due to— 

(a) the non-utilization of Rs. 30,000 set apart for improving the Bhagaya- 
Bhahabad, Bonji Saliebganj and Tinpahar-Borio roads, out of 
which Ks. 750 could only be spent on the first-mentioned work, 
as sanction to the projects was rocaivod very lato in tlie year; and 
(h) the Committee being without a District flnginoer for practically 
half the year, the present incumbent having joined his duties on 
the 14th August 1905, 

9. Of t)io total expenditure incurred during the year, lis. 1,11,116 was 
devoted to Civil Works, while the outlay under other sub-hGads, exchisivo of 
‘‘Suspense Accounts’* was Rs. ^9,418 in the aggregate. The distribution of

1. Working of Committj£bs— {a) District Rond Commit tee. —There were 17 members of 
the Committee—6 oilioial and 12 non-oiliGia]. Four mootings wore bold during the year. 
The average attendance was 7 or 41*2 t)er cent, at a meeting. There was no quorum at one 
meeting only. 

{b) Kurseong prafich —The total number of members was 0—3 oflioial and C 

non-oflicial. Six meetings were hold during the year, including one at which there was no 
quorum. The average attendance was 3*0, or 40 per cent, at a meeting. 

(>) Terai Branch Road Committee. —Eighteen was the total number of members of this 
Branch Committee—0 official and 12 non-ofKoial. Altogether G meetings were held during the 
year in one of which tliero was no quorum.

7. A total of 297 miles of unmetalled district roads, including bridges thereon, 
was repaired hi a cost of Hs. 14,203-12-1, or 47*8 per mile, and 10 miles of village roods 
at a cost of Rs. 413-4, or 41-3 per mile. Rupees. 2,312-13-9 out of Rs. 14,017-0-1 was 
spent for the maintenance of oertain bridges under the Darjeeling District and Kuraeong 
Branch Road Oommiitees. The inorease in tho cost per mile of the district roads is due to 
the oircumstanoes stated in paragraph 6 above, and the decrease in the cost per mile of the 
village roads is due to the extra cost for special repairs done to road No. 6 (Pulbazar 
below Dbuteria to Namsu through Dhojea) during 19<i4-1905. 

8. Lial of Hoads, —The total number of district roads was 49 and that of the village 
roads 6. 

9. Arboriculture* —As there are no Road Fund lands by the aides of the roads, the^ 
owners of the lands were asked to plant trees by the road-sides at their own cost. Hench • 
there was" no expenditure under this head. 

10. Water-supply, —There was no expenditure under this head, as this is attended to by 

the Darjeeling Improvement Fund and GovemmcNot. * 

11. Jj)an. —A sum of Rs. 3,997-6-10 principal and Rs. 3,313-10-10 interest was paid 
during the year towards the loans granted by Qovommeut in 1900 oi^ 1901 for reconstruction 
and repairs of the road cess bridges debtroyed and damaged by the cyclono in September 
1899. No fresh loan was taken during 1905-06, 

^ 12. Public Wof'k Estabhshmmts. —There was no District Engineer under tho Committee 
during 1905-1900. All tho works and repairs in the hills and most of tltose^u the Terai of tho 
district were executed by tho membois of tho Committees and the managers of tea gurdiuie. 
The thanks of tho Committee are duo to thorn for their valuable assistauco. The important 
bridges under the Committee were repaired by the Public Works Department at the cost of the 
Road Jbund. Tiie snm of Rs. 1,047-6 was spent for the entertainment of an overseer and a 
peon under the Terai Branch Road Committee at Siliguri. The pay of the overseer was 
Rs. 60 with a fixed horse allowanco of Rs. 20 and 4hat of tho peon was Rs. 7 per mensem. 

13. Administration, —There were two Branch Road ComxQiittces under tho District Rood 
Committee, viz , BLurseong and Terai. J. H. E. Q-arrett, Esq., i.c.s., the thou X>£*puty 
Commissioner, was the eas^offivio Chairman of the District and Terai Branch Road Commit¬ 
tees, and J. D. 61 wilt, Esq., was the Vice-Chairman of the District Rood Committee through¬ 
out the year. H. R. T. S. Parrott, Esq., i. c. s., tho then Subdivisional Otficer 
Of Kurseong, was the em*offic%o Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Kurseong and Terai 
Branch Road Committees, respectively* The post of Vice-Chairman of the Kurseong Branch

1. Workinff of the UommiUee.-~^ThB Road Committee held eight meetings 
during the year, in all of which quorums were obtained. 

2. The accounts were, as usual, audited by the Finance Committee 
appointed under^ section 174 of the Act. The Local Auditor inspected the 
accounts for the period from lat February 1904 to Slst May 1905. 

BECBIFTS. 

3. The cess was levied at the maximum rate of 6 pies in the rupee. 
There was no diflSculty in collecting it at head-quarters. The demand on 
account of cess on lands, mines, &c., during the year, including the arrears of 
the preceding year, amounted to Rs. 12,480. Of this, Rs. 12,152 has been 
realued within the year, leaving a balance of Bs. 328 only outstanding on Slst 
March 1906. Including a few i^all miscellaneous receipts, special and annual 
Government grants, and opening balance of Rs. 14,974*8-9, the income 
available for expenditure in the year was Rs. 49,927-7. 

^ EXPENDITUEE. 

4. Original works —During the year a sum of Rs. 9,439-10 was spent 
for new works imder head “ Communications” against a budget allotment of 
Rs. 7,314. The excess expenditure incurred was partly mot from the special 
Government grant and the opening balance for the year. 

5. Repairs^Civil Buildings .—The Road Cess building at Chaibassa was 
repaired at a cost of Ks. 239-12-3, the sanctioned allotment being Rs. 250, 

6. Repairs — Corntnunicatiofts. —Twenty-seven roads were re Aired during 
the year at a cost of Rs. 12,249-4-1, against an allotment of Rs. 10,417, the 
excess being met by reduction of the allotment of Rs. 1,800 under head 

Communications—New works ” against Chaibassa-Bend road. Tho works 
ohiefly consisted of the annual maintenance of these roads, including repairs 
to road surfaces, bridges, and culverts, and easing down the steep approaches 
to beds of unbridged streams and rivers.

8. AriorictiUure ^—Three hundred and nineteen new^ trees were planted 
dorinff the year. These, together with 1,320 unestabliflhed plants . of the 
preceding year, were maintained at a cost of Rs, 349-10-0, the^ allotment being 
Rs. 350. The existing trees were reported to be in fair condition* 

9. Nursery ,—There are four nursery gardens as reported in the previous 
year. The garden at Cbaibassa on the south bank of the ‘ Jubilee Tank ’ 
contains 300 mants. The garden at Boea contains 70 plants ; that at Jorapokar 
contains 25 plants ; and that at Gamaria oontaius 200 plants. ^J'he plants were 
reported to be thriving well.

14. Water-supply .—EWun new bandhs (reftorvoira) and 4 now wells 

were constructed and 10 oldrw^ls repaired in the Kolhan Government Estate 
from the Estates Improvomont Fund during the year. Twelve old wells were 
repaired by tlie District Road Cess Committoo at a cost of Rs. 193 in the 
said estate. A sum of Rs. 1,000 was received from Government in March 
1905 for the supply of water in the villages. Eudeavoiir was made to spend 
the amount within the year, but the information as to the rcnil want of \vater 
being gathered very late in the year, nothing could be spent out oi tlio 
amount. 'I'he District Engineer has been directed to inspect the places 
personally and make all necessary arrangements for construction of wells 
at once. Considering the number of rivers, streams, and springs, the sources of 
water-supply, as a whole, are not insufficient for the populntioj^ of this district. •

I HAVE the honour to submit lierewif a copy of the annual accounts and 
of the report on the administration of the Uiati'ict Road <Jomniitteo of the 
Sonthal Pargunus for the year 1905-1900. 

2. The averag’e attendance of the niijmbers of the Road Conimitte<i has 
decreased from 4 in 1003-1904 and 3^ in 1904-1905 to only d in 1905-1906. 
The percentage of average atten(hmce fell from 40 00 and 35*55 in the 
preceding two years to only 33*33. 'Plie Chairman repeats his usual 
complaint of the apathy of the norvofficial members, as m the previous 
years. 

3. The Committee began the year with an opening balance of Rs. 69,940. 
The income of Iho Committee from all sources amounted to Rs. 1,23,838, and 
the expenditure to Rs. 1,00,236, leaving a closing balance of R«. 93,542 at the 
end of the year. This balance includes Rs. 3,286 on account of outstanding 
deposits, and Rs. 8,160 allotted out of the Government grant of Rs. 61,000 
made to the Bliagalpur DivisiOTi|pin.Bengal Governmont General Department 
Circular No. 6, dated the 31rtt rfanuary 190(>. for the construction of the 
primary school buildings. The heavy closing balance is explained by the 
Chairman to bo due (!) to the non-utilization of Rs. 30,000 set apart for 
improving Bhaga 5 g,-Sahabad, Banji-Sahobganj, and Tinpahar-Borio Roads, out 
of wdiich Ks. 7TO could only bo spent on the first-mentioned work, as 
sanction to the projects was received very late in tlio year; and (2) to the 
Committee being without a Tistrict Engineer for practically half the year, the 
present incumbent having joined his duties on the 14th August 1905, For the 
latter reason work in Soiithal Parganas suffered grievously both in the previous 
year and in the year under report. Considerable difficulty was experienced in 
securing a suitable Engineer, mere t!mn one candidate having withdrawn after 
or on the eve of being selected. 

7. On agriculture improvements, only Rs. 749 was spent, out of an 

allotment of Rs. 1,929. •***•• 

8. The expenditure on communications amounted to Rs. 42,418, against* 

Rs. 41,375 of the previous year, that on original works having increased by.*, 
Rs, 2,261 and on repairshaving diminished by Rs, 1,218.* * * 

9. The expenditure of the Committee on establishment has increased 

from Rs. 15,846 in 1903-04 and i^s. 16,850 in 1904-05 to Ks. 19,175, and • 
consequently the percentage cost of establishment on tlie expenditure on Civil 
works rose from 28*85 in 1 04 05 to 31*91. The total cost is, however, 
within the limit proscribed in the Cess Act, namely, one fourth of tVio year’s 
receipts, excluding the opening balance. The higli percentage is due to the 

failure to utilise a“ large pcTtion of the incomes * ♦ ♦ ♦ 

10. The two dispensaries at Barhait and Amrapara # • ♦ were 

opened during the year. They arc in class 1, and have boon put under the 
management of thv Subdivisioiial Officers of Rajmnhal and Pakour respectively 
under Government orders No. 701 Modi., dated the 20th February 1906. The 
District Road Committee was concerno<l onlj with the construction or improve¬ 
ment of thc^ buildings. • 

11. From tho water-supply statement for the Rajmuhnl subdivision, it 

appears that the niunbei’ of tanks and wells foil from 1,204 and 1,124 in 
1904-05 to 1,100 and l.«98 respectively in the year under report. The number 
of villages shown in each thana is also much less than that shown in the 
previous year’s statement. * * # ♦ ♦

The Local Self-Government Act was not in force in this district. The 
provisions of the Bengal Cess Act IX of 1880 wore extended to some selected 
portions of the district under Government Notification No. 4489R.P., dated the 
20th August 1901, but tlie actual collection of the cesses did not take place till 
tho year 1905-06, when a beginning was made with tho notified estates 
borne on tho tauzi roll of this district. 

2. WorJeina of the Committee. —There was no change in the constitution 
of the Comndtteo, which consistcjd of 9 members, of which 3 were ex-ojficio 
and tho rest non-official. The Committee held 20 meetings during tlie year, 
against 18 in the previous year, of which 9 were special and the rest ordinary. 
In two meetings no quorum could be obtained, against one in the year before. 
The avera*?© attendance of members was 3"00, against 3*55 iu the previous 
year, and tho percentage of average attendance was 33*33, against 35‘55. As 
mentioned in the report for 1904-05, the attendance of the non-official members 
was anything but satisfactory. 

KECE1PT8. 

3. The year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 69,940 and the income 
of the Commitfeo from all available sources amounted to Rs. 1,23,838 and 
tho expenditure to Rs. 1,00,236, leaving a closing balance of Us. 9 1,542 at the 
end of tho year. This balance includes Rs. 3,286 on account of outstanding 
deposits and Rs. 8,160, being Government grant for consdruction of primary 
school buildings, which arc not at the disposal of the Committee. The heavy 
closing balance was mainlj due to tho following causes :— 

(1) Rupees 30,000 was set apart tor improving Blmgaya Sahabad, Baiiji 
8aholiganj, and Tinpahar-Borio Roads, out of whicli Rs. 750 
could only be spent on the first-montioned work, as sanction to 
• the projects was received very late in the year. 

The Committee was without a District Engineer practically for half 
the year, Tho present iucumbent entered into his duties on the 
14th August 1905. 

4. The receipts of tlie year consisted mainly of the Government grants- 
in-aid. The following tabic compares the receipts under several heads of the

6. FZ ,—Provincial Rates .—Cess was ooUected for the first time in 
district during the year. I'he total demand for the year was Rs. 3,950, out 
of which Rs. 3,491 (including Rs. 3 as advance collection) was collected, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 4G2 only outstanding on the 31st March 1906. The 
cess was levied at the maximum rate allowed by the law* 

6. JCXV.^JMiscellaneous. —The sum of Rs. 160 shown against **Fees, 
fines, and forfeitures ” represents the amount of deposits forfeited by some of 
the contractors for non-completion of works within the contracted time. The 
increase under Miscellaneous ” is due to the amount received from sale of 
stamped tender forms introduced for the first time having been credited to 
this head. 

7. XXXII .— Civil Werks. —The increase under Receipts from staging 
bungalows” is purely incidental and is due to the large number of coolio 
recruiters visiting the district during the year. Rupees 1,000 shown 
under Contribution from private persons ” represents the amount of 
donation paid by Mr. Mating Grrant, zamindar of Dumka estate, towards 
the construction of the Dhanbasa bridge in the road leading from Dumka 
to AshanKani, which has already boon completed. The income under Mis¬ 
cellaneous” fell off to a largo extent owing to the sale of fruits not fetching 
more than Rs. 25, against Rs. 247 in the previous year, 

8. The increase under Gofrerament grant is due to— 

(a) The receipt of Rs. 6,000 as a special grant from the Commis¬

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10. The total expenditure under ‘‘Land Revenue” wasKs. 17,055, against 
Its. 16,672 iu the your before. The increase was appreciably Jorge under 
‘‘New works,” ‘^Repairs,” and ‘^Agricultural iuiproveuu'nts,” with a oorres- 
ponding decrease under “Miscellaneous” and “Sanitary improverncriW’ The 
rise under the first two heads and the fall under “Miscellaneous” is mainly 
due to the expenditure incurred on the construc'tioii or repair of Damin 
bungalows, hitherto charged to the latter head, having been debited to either 
of the former, as the case may be, with effect from the year 1905 00, 

11, Agricultural Improvc^ncnin.^ Rupees 726 was spent in deepening tanks 
and improving bundhs in the Damin for the storage of \va*:er for the purpose 
of irrigating rice fields, besides Rs. 24 sjjont on agricultural experiments. 
TJio experiment with ground nut in the Damin, IriciJ in the 3’ear before, 
continued to yield satisfactory results. During the ^'ear experiments were 
tried in the Qod<la Damin with potato, Patna peas, ^onamoovg^ bringals, and 
radishes, but tln^y did nut prcjvo successful. 

12. Sanitary Improveme^iis .—In addition to Rs. 88 8pent on two 
vaccinators in the Godda Damin, Rs. 1,111 Avas expended in constructing, 
repairing, and improving tanks, wcllr, and baiullis in the Damin. 

13. Provincial Mates .—Rupees 11 was spent for cost of the certificate 
procedure for realising the arrears of the road and Public Works cesses and 
Rs. 214 on valuation work.

Madhupur Road has been provided with an inspection bungalow at a cost of 
about Rs. 2,600, well furnished with furniture and crockery and a pucka well. 

24. The total number of echedulod village roads was the same as^ in the 
previous year. Four roads with a total mileage of 33 miles were maintained 
at a cost of Rs. 472, tho cost per mile being 14*3. No improvement was 
eflectod in the present condition of the village roads, except that the work 
of gravelling the Deoghur village road was completed during the year at a 
cost of Ilfs. 854. 

25. Railway feeder roach .—The construction of new feeder roads was 
not taken up during the year, but the existing ones were improved and 
maintained in proper condition for general traffic. The sanction to improve 
the Mirjachowki to Sahabad Road, so as to make it passable for all manner 
of traffic tliroughout the year, at an estimated cost of Rs. 16,155 was received 
during the year, but little was done before the close of the year. 

26. Famine relief .—No famine relief operations wore carried out during 
tho year, but a sum of Rs. 63 was, however, spent in preparing projects for 
famine relief works.

28. Medical .—There are no medical institutions under the Committee 
and there was thus no expenditure under this head. A sum of Rs. 1,290 was 
spent towards the construction of now Rarhait Dispensary buildings and the 

^^lospital Assistant’s quarters and Rs, 50 for the addition and alteration of 
^the Amrapara Dispensary buildings, out of the Estate Improvement grant. 
Rupees 171 was also spent in supplying furniture for the two dispensaries named 
above.

29. Village Sanitation .—Tho scheme promulgated by Government in 

Circular No. 10 F.—M., dated the 30th May 1903, for the improvemont of sanita* 
tiou of villages and lui'ul towns was not tried in this district duriuc; tho vear 
1905-06. ^ 

30. ArhoticuUure .—The progress in roadside planting has not been satis¬ 
factory owing to the want of a definite working scheme. Steps are being 
taken to have one prepared in pursuance of the recent orders of tho Govern¬ 
ment of India yi the subject.* During the ydhr lGOd-06 a sum of its, 595 was 
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spent in the tree-planting on roadsides and in the compound of inspeotion 
bungalows and in laying out several nurseries to grow young seedlings for 
transplantation, against He. 98 in the previous year, besides Ks. 1,420 oxpon^Jed 
towards the wages of road nmlis entertaii^ed throughout the year.* It is 
reported that 1,968 new plants were planted during the year, against 985 in 
the preceding year. In the year each Damin bungalow has been provided 
with a mali-chaukidar, whoso main chai ge will bo tree-planting, and it is 
expected that material progress will be made in future in connection therewith 
.as far as the Damin roads are concerned*

FORECAST OP THE RABI CROPS OP BENGAL, 
1906-07 

The following note is published for general information. 

E. A. Gait,

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, BENGAL. 

Forecast op the Rabi Crops of Bengal, 1906-07. 

[On an averago ol the five yearn ending lb04*05, the area under aummer rice, 
which, is included ill this foreenst, in the territory to which it relates, haa 
represented some 0'3 jier cent, of the total area under rice iu British India.] 

Explanatory. —The crops dealt*with in this forecast are 
the spring crops, such as rice, barley, gram, tobacco, poppy 
and other food and non-food crops, wliich arc harvested 
betwoGii February and April. In these food and non-food 
crops are included rahar^ kalai^ mung^ peas, lentils, khevari^ 
kuUhi^ buck-wheat, ehina^ potatoes, yams, melons, chillies and 
other spices as well as oats and rail vegetables. 
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Rihar is the chief rM-growing tract, but rabi crops are 
important also in Bard wan, Midnapore, Outback, Palamau, 
tiingbbhnm and in all the districts of the Presidency 
Division, excepting the 24-Parganas. 

3, Ch%i acter of the reason .—In October the rainfall was 
above the normal in the Sonthal Parganas, ISambalpur, 
Cuttack, Puri, Ranchi, Manbhum and in all the districts of 
Lower Bengal, excepting Khulna. In the rest of the 
Province it was deficient. In November, there was no rain 
in tlio districts of the Patna Division and in Purnea, 
while some light showers fsll in the rest of tlio Province. 
The sowings, which goncrnlly take place in October and 
November, were retarded in Bengal Proper, but were normal 
in Bihar, Want of rain was felt till the first week of 
February, when there was general rain all over the 
Proviiic,^, the fall being much heavier than usual everywhere, 
except in South-west Bengal whore it was slightly below the 
normal. About the middle of this month when tlie harvest¬ 
ing o| the crops was somewhat advanced, there was general 
rain, and in places hail, which damaged the crops to some 
extent in most of the Bihar districts and in Hooghly, 
Hazuiibagli, Ranchi and Palamau. Injury was done by 
insect pests in Saran and J\longhyr. The season was not 
favourable on the wliole for the crops. 

ij. Area sown .—The normal area sown with the various 
rahi crops in the Pi evince as now reported, amounts fo7,716, 
400 acres against 7,745,100 acres shown last year. The 
difference is due to the revision of estimates of normal areas 
by the District Officers of Burdwan, Midnaporo, Hooghly, 
Howrah, 24rPargaiias, Murshidabad, Khulna, Gaya, 
Champaran, Bhagalpur, Aiigul, Puri and Sambalpur. 'I'ho 
actual area sown this year is estimated at 7,341,500 acres, 
against the corresponding area of 7,?49,000 acres of last 
year, which has been subsequently revised to 7,332, 600 acres, 

4. Outturn .—From Appendix I it will be seen that only 
two districts, viz., Birbhum and Balasore, expect a normal 
crop. In six districts, viz., Howrah, Gaya, Champaran, 
Sonthal Parganas, Angul and Sambalpur, the estimates vary 
from 90 to 99 per cent., in five they vary from 80 to 89 
per cent., and in twelve others, from 70 to 79 per cent. Six 
districts anticipate a crop between fiO to 69 per cent., while 
Darbhanga and Palamau sliow outturns of 51 and 57 per 
cent., respectively. 

From the eKStimales submitted by the District Officers, 
the outturn of the different rahi crops for the Province as a 
whole, amounts to 72 per cent, of the normal. The outturn 
for last year was estimated as 75 per cent, of the normal. 
In many cases the estimates of the District Officers appear 
to bo too low, and at least a 76 per cent, outturn may be 
expected* 

The probable outturn of summer rice is now shown as 
76 per cent. Accepting this figure, the gross outturn for 
the Province of this crop, amounts to 1,014,600 cwts. against 
1,093,800 cwts. estimated*last year.

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BIHAR SCHOOL OP ENGINEERING. 

PbOSPKCTUS FOB Al'MIfiSlON. 

This school is under the management of the rrincipal of the Patna Oollego, assisted 
by a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to n fund raised by residents of Bihar to corn- 
memoraie the Tisit to India of His Majesty the King when Prince of Wales. The object 
of the fund was the promotion of feohuical instruction in Bihar. The sohdol was formally 
opened on the 11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor ol Bengal. 

2. The number of students admitted to the first-yoar class of each year will be limited 
to 60. Froferenoe is to be given to Biharis. Failing, however, a sufficient number of 
Bihari applicants, students who are natives of other provinces may be admitted, preference 
being given to Bengalis domiciled in Bihar over non-domiciled Bengalis or other applicants. 

As far as accommodation is available, students who have passed the final ** B’* class 
examination will be admitted to the second-year class, provided they are not over 21 years 
of age, prcLerenoe again being given to Biharls and domiciled Bengalis. 

3. The school, as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appointments as Sub-0ver&oors and Overseers. 

The curriculum includes— 

(1) A 6o\ind study of elementary mathematics. 

(2) Careful training in survey work. 

(3) Drawing both froo-hand and engineering. 

(4) Elements of road-making and the oonslruot'on of simple buildings. 

(6) Workshop practice, with hand tcols and macliiuery. 

Students are propared for the Overseer crrtificatc of tho Public Works Department. 
The necessary additional buildings have now been completed; and Government has 
agreed to reserve one appointment annually for a xjualified student from this school, who 
must be a Bihari by race. 

4 . Tho next fcssion will cotnmenoo on let July 1907. 

f>. In tho Overseer Department, which corr^ponds to the Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, tho monthly fee is Lie 1-8, except for non-domiciled Bengalis, who shall 
pay Rs, 4. All seholarship-holtlerfl, however, receive free tuition. Government scholarships 
of the value of lls. 7 a month/tenable one year, are awarded each }ear on the results of tho 
annual ox ami nations, eighC being tenable in the second-year class, in the third^yoar class, 
and tiifi in tho fourth-year class. Of the seholarahips attached to the school, 75 per cent, 
of them are to be reserved for those students who are Biharis by race, Tho teaching is in 
English. 

6 . Candidates for admisfeion to the Overseer Department must be under 20 years of 
ago, and must have passed one of tho tests mentioned below - 

(1) Tbo Entrance examinalion of an Indian Dnivcrsiiy in English and mathematics. 

(2j Standard VII of the Code of European schools. 

(3) SUidcuis who have hot passed either of these tests, and who are otherwise eligible, 
will bave4o pass an oxamicaiion in English and mntkematfos (of about the 
same standam as tho Entrance examination of the Calcutta University in these 
Bubjeotn) to be held by tho Principal of the Patna College on the 4th and 
5 th July, respeclivoly (from 6 a.m. to 9 a.m. each day). 

7 . Candidates for admission must apply to the Principal not later than the 30th June. 
Their "application must give ihe following particulars 

(а) Name, address, and occupation of father or guardian. 

(б) Hace and religion. (A domiciled Bengali must produce evidence to show that 

his father with his family have taken up their residenoe in Bihar.) 

(c) A oorti fleete of good moral character from last head-master. 

(d) An attested certifioals of ago (showing that he is under 20 years of age). 

(e) A medical cortifioato showing him to be fit fvtr employment in the public service. 

(/) A certificate of having passed either of the first two of the three tests mentioned 

above, faiHng which the application will be kept pending till a certificate 
showing that tho candidate has passed the third test is given to the Prinoipal. 

8 . There is also an Amin class, admission to which may be obtoined by students who 
do not know Entrlish. In the Amin class the course of study is for one year, and the 
monthly fve is Re. 1. An Amin-student is taught elementary surveying with a correspond¬ 
ing amount of mathematics and of geometrical drawing. He will not be admitted to the 
w^kehop. A student in the first-year class of the Overseer Department, who fails to pass 
the examination, lor promotion to the second-year class, but who has shown on adeq[uate 
knowledge of elementary surveying and iiie other subjects taught in the Amin class may, 
at bis option, leave tho school with an Amin certificate. 

Candidates for Amin i lass, who have not passed the middle English or middle vemaeular 
examination, will be examined at tho school on tho 4th July; caiididates failing at this 
examination will not be adotitt d.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


OOnKT-FKItS IS THE SONXaAI!. XAfGANAS. 

The Hon’ble Babo Jogkndra Nath IfHSBABJV asked: — 

Will the Government bo plenaed to state whether any additional 
Court-fee is leviable on n suit or on an issue raised therein, when such suit or 
issue baa been referred to the Subordinate Judge for decision under the Sonflial 
Settlement Law ? If not, will the Government be p1ease4 to state if any Ooprt- 
fee has been levied on sunh suits or issues in the Sonthal Pargonas, and wlien 
not paid on demand, such suits have been dismissed f 

The Hon’ble Mb. Caulyle replied; — 

"This Government was advised in 1901 that no Court-fees are leviable 
under the Regulations at present in force in the Sonthal Parganas on a suit 
or issue raised therein, when such a suit or issue has been referred to the 
Subordinate Judge for decision under section 6 of Regubtion HI of 1872. 
Court-fees are, however, leviable on documents filed, exhibited or recorded 
after the transfer. Government was not aware before the receipt of tlie 
question that a different practice was followed. A report will be called for.” 

SU.B.DEPDTY COLLECTORS. * 

The Hon’ble BiBU Jogendba Nath Mckharji asked: — 

(a) Has the attention of, Government been drawn to a loader in the 
Behari newspaper of tho 22nd January, 1907, and letters from its correspond 
ents appearing in that newspaper of t.ho 25th January, 1907, and 6th February 
1907, regarding the injustice done to Sub-Deputy Collectors in general and 
Bihari Sub* Deputy Collectors in particular, in the matter of promotion to the 
grade of Deputy Collectors ? ^ 

(h) Are the allegations made in the said letters and leader to the effect-— 
(ij that over 20 Sub-Deputy Collectors of the lowest grade have been promoted 
to the grade of Deputy Cofleotora superseding old and experienced officers of the 
first four grades ; and (u) that a Sub-Deputy Collector, who is not a graduate 
and who had not then passed tho departmental examinations, was promoted 
from the fifth grade to the second grade ? 

(c) If so, will the Government be pleased to state its reasons for so doing- 

(d) Is the Government aware that there is a general feeling of disappoint¬ 
ment and dissatisfaction among the officers who have been serving for the last 
10 or 12 years, but whose claims have .been altogether overlooked in favour 
of quite junior officers ? 

(«) Will tho Government be pleased to state under what uroumatances 
extraordinary grade promotions such as those which were made in the oases 
of the Sub-Deputy Collectors referred to in (6) above are generally made ? 

(/) Is it necessary that officers receiving gr^e promotionB, ordinary or 
extrauidinary, should, before receiving such promotions, pass the Departmental 
Examinations ? If so, will the Government be pleased to state why the Sub- 
Deputy Collector raforred to in (6) above was promoted when he bad not 
passed the departmental examinations ? 

(y) If the answer to question (f) above be in the negative, wiU the Govern¬ 
ment be pleased to state why other officers who had completely jwssed the 
Departmental Examinations before the introduction ^ the new role, which 
makes passing in a second vernacular language compulsory, wen not promoted 
to the next higher grade ?

These wwe o&oew who had been selected 
ment In 1906 ao suitable for Deputy CollectOTOhxps. They could not he# 
provided with appointments ao Deputy Collectors then, as at that time the Pro* 
vinoial Civil Semce cadre bad not b^ increased. They were accordingly 
riven appointments in the 6th grade of Sub-Deputy Collectors, with a promise 
that their claims to appointments as Deputy Collectors would bo compered 
when the cadre of the Provincial Civil Service was increased, provided of 
oouri6 they did well meanwhile* 

«It is correct that a Snb-Deputy Collector, who »6 not a graduate and who 
had not passed the departmental examinations, was promoted from the 5th 
to the 2nd grade. This was done,under exceptional circumstances. 


“(d) it has been brought to the notice of Government that there has been 
some misunderstanding amongst some Sub-Deputy Collectors, and Government 
is glad to have tho opportunity of removing it. The answers to questwiis 
(6) and c) above will show that the appointment oi the &ub-Depnty Collectors 
as Deputy Collectors was merely a matter of deferred appointment, 

“ f e) Extraordinary promotions suoh as that referred to in the casf|^ me^ 
tioned by the Hon’ble Member are made under very special oircumstanoerf 
Each case is decided on its iftrits. 

“ (/) Officers receiving ordinary grade promotion should, before reoeivlK 
such promotion, pass tho departmental examinations according to the ru^M 
laid down by ISoverninent in its Resolution No. 3297A.D., dated the 20tb 
September, 1906, published in the Calcutta Gazette of the 17th Octouer, 1906. 

“ Jn tho Resolution it is mentioned that extraordinary promotion may he 


given in special cases. 

“(^) Tho answer to (/) being in the affirmative, this requires no answer.”

The Hon’blo Bado Jogekdra Nath Mokharji asked 

(a) Did not (ho Government promise at the time the Budget for 1906-07 
was discussed that by the increase in tho cadre of Deputy Collector* (which 
lias since been effected in the financial year 1900-07) a number of senior 
Sub-Dep'ity Collectors would be promoted to the grade of Deputy Collectors r 
If ao, will the Govornnientbe pleased to state why out of about 80 appointment, 
made during tho year in the last pade of Deputy Collectors, only 10 Sub- 
Deputy Collectors were promoted to l^t rank ? 

(J) Will tho Government be pleased to state why, in making appoint 
ments of Deputy Collectors, the claims of Sub-Deputy Collectors of approved 
merit and ability have been overlooked in favour of outsiders with inferior 
educational qualifications mad with no experience whatever? 

(f) Will the Government be pleased to state whether it considers it 
desirable (hat the period of sub. pro tempore service of Sub-Deputy Collectors 
should be counted as one of qualifying service in calculating their claim to 
pension and leave ? If not, why not ? 

(d) Does not Government consider it feasible to include the case of sub- 
pro Utnpore or officiating Sub-Deputy Collectors, in Article 375 of the Ckvil 
Service Regulations ? 

(o) Will the Government be pleased to consider the general question 
ragging the travelling allowance of Sub-Deputy Collectors, whi<m it was 
pieMcd to state in reply to a question put in Council on (he 7th April, ;190b, that 
(t bad nri considered till then f Does not the Govorumeiit consider it very 
hard ftw such officers, in view of the work timy are generally required to do, 
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that, ordinarily apeakingj they should pay their travelling expenses iirom their 
pay ? Does not the trork of Government suffer in eonaeqnenoe of the rule 
that now exists on this point? 


The Hon’ble Hb CABitYLS replied:—‘ 

*‘(a) It does not appear from the disoussions on the Budget for i906*180t 
that Go'SemmeUt promised that, on the increase in the cadre of Depu^ 
Collectors taking effect, a number of senior Sttb*Oeputy Collectors would be 
pzoinoted to the grade of Deputy Collectors. Owing to the increase in the 
oadve, 53 officers wOre appointed substantively pro tempore to the last grade 
(ff Xte^uty Collectors, and 33 Probationers were appointed. Of the 63, 37 
were promoted Sub-I eputy Collectors, or if the 20 dub-Deputy Collectors of 
the 5tn grade who received deferred appointment to the grade of Deputy 
Collectors under special circumstances be excluded, 17 Sub*Deputy Collectors 
were promoted. 

“ {h) The answer to this question is that the'olaims of Sub-Deputy ColIeotT 
ors of approved merit and ability were not overlooked. 

“ (c) and d) The period of substantive pro tempore service of Sub-Deputy 
Collectors counts, under certain conditions, as qualifying service in calculating 
their claim to pension and leave. The case of substantive pro tempore Sub- 
'Deputy Collectors is already covered by Article 375 of the Civil Service Regular 
tions. The attention of tho Don’hle Mombor is drawn to the answer given to 
j him in Council on the 7th April, I90ti, on the subject. There are no Officiating 
Sub-Deputy Collectors. 

“(e) The general question regarding the travelling allowance of Sub- 
Deputy Collectors has been referred to the Government of India.” 


APPELLATE COUETS IN THE 80NTIIAL PAEflANAS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jooendra Nath MuKHAUjr asked : — 

(o) Will tho Government bo pleased to consider the advisability of 
withdrawing the power which Appellate Courts in the Sonthal Parganas 
now possess, of enhancing punishments in criminal appeals, and of bringing 
the law in this connection into conformity with the General Criminal Law 
of the country ? 

(i) Will the Government be pleased to state what local exigencies 
necessitated the introduction of such a law, and its perpetuation in the face 
of the fact that, out of a population of 1,809,737 souls in the Sonthal Parganas, 
1,144,266, that is nearly two-thirds are non-Sonthals, and that the nnmbew of 
the non-Sonthal population of tho area has been rapidly increasing in conse- 
quenoe of the development of trade and of the natural resources of the country ? 

(e) Does not Government consider that, even in the interests of the 
aboriginal population, it is more necessary that such a law should be 
abolished in the non-hegulation, than in the Regulation, districts? 

The Hon’ble Mb. Gait replied:— 

“I propose to give a general reply on the points raised in the questions of 
the Hon’ble Member. It must bo remembered that the peculiar Sontlial system 
• of criminal administrarion cannot lightly be set aside, and that it is very neces¬ 
sary to protect the interests of the aboriginal races for whom the ordinary 
Judicial system is in some respects unsuitable. ^ 

“The Hon’ble Member has alluded to the power of enhancing punishments 
which the Sonthal Appellate Courts now possess. The attention of the 
Lieutenant-Governor was drawn to this provision of the law in an "dd nwrt 
presented by the peiple of the district, and this subject as well as the whole 

a uestion of the Judicial Administration of the Sonthal Parganas is now tinttw 
te oottsideration of Government.” *

THE BENGAL LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT (AMENDMENT) 

BILL, 1906. ' ^ 


' .u . Teesident I dwire to inform Hon’ble Member* 

that the GoTerfimen* had ooine to the decision to postpone the considorafinn nf 
the Bill to amend the Beural Local Self-Government Act of 188f> The 
principal reasons which have led to this decision are two. In the fir^V nlace 
the .Government of Bengal entirely agrees with what appears to be the 
unanimous opinion of the non-official Members of this Council, that the Road 
Cess should be devoted to the objects for which it is collected. The difficulty 
in the way of bringing this into an Act is a technical one, namely, that it w 
regarded ns inexpedient to bind the hands of the Government and the Local 
Authorities alike by tlie provisions of an Ant. Inasmuch, however, as we 
are all apeed as to the propriety of esr-marking the Road Cess, 1 am anxious 
to consider at leisure whether it may not be jpossible to get over this technical 
difficulty. My second reason is, that 1 hail with satisfaction the strong 
feeling in favour of Sanitary legislation ; and I am somewhat loath to proceed 
with the Bill without making some effort to devise some sanitary provisions 
which may be acceptable to the Government of India, and may find a place 
in the Bill. 1 regret that this decision should bo arrived at so late in the 
S^sion; but I think that I shal^cAtTy the unanimous appreval of the Council 
with me in deciding not to take the Bill up this Session at all.” 


THE BENGAL FLn’ANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1907-08. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kaij Paoa Ghosh saidSir—Before entoiing into 
the dry details of the Financial Statomeut placed before us, I may be permitted 
to offer, our thanks to Vour Honour for inaugurating a happy change in the 
procodure conneottd with the preparation of tho present Budget, a change 
which was foreshadowed in Your Honour’s Budget epeech of la^t year. 
Unlike the stereotyped method of enveloping the settlement of Budget detaiU 
with official secrecy, Y«iur Honour thought it proper to invito suggestions 
from some of the non-official Members of Council who were summoned to 
attend a Conference that was held for the purpose. I am not aware on 
what points tho suggestions of the Hon’bie Members were sought or to 
what extent they were aocopted. But what little share they might have 
been allowed in tho preparation of tho Budget, the principle of associating non- 
official Members with a matter whioh_ plays perhaps the most important part 
in shaping the affairs of the Province is indeed noble in its conception and may 
be far-reaching in its consequenees. The greater the confidence reposed by 
the Government on the people entrusted to its oliarge, (ho more solid does its 
foundation become. In this connection it may not be out of place to observe 
that the suggesiions made on the Budget by tho non-official Members from • 
their places in tho Council do nol. count much. They are invited to offer 
their criticism at _e stage which may bo considered too late for any 
material modifiication of the Budget, and such criticism, as a matter of 
fact, is more often explained-away than given effect to. The procedure 
adopted this year has at least afforded to some of the non official Members 
an opportunity of offering suggestions at a time and in a manner which may 
be fruitful of results hereafter. 

“ In reviewing the Budget Estimate of 1906-1907, the Hon’ble the Fioanoial 
Secretary has shown that the actual receipts of the year have exceeded the origi¬ 
nally ^mated amount by over 10 lakhs (Rs. 6,03,87,000 minus Rs. 4,92,72,000) 
and this increase has been sliown as the net result of improvements under 
oertoin heads, such as Straps, Excise, Assessed Taxes, Registration and 
Irrigation. The first-mentioned tliree heads are so elastic in their character 
that they can admit of aqy expansimi or whftt is called progressive increase^ 
'^thout oallin|( for. special oommeut But the increase of two lakhs under the 
head of * Registration’ is so unusual in its character that it is bound to attract

notice. It is sud that this inoroaee is due in part to the unfaroumbfe oharaoter 
of the season in some localities wltich neoessitateJ the execution of a larger 
numtor erf bonds. No other cause having been specifically mentioned* one 
may infer that the increase is muirly due to the abo«re cause, and if it }>6 so, it 
is certainly not a matter fur congratulation ; un the other hand, it reveals 
rather an alarming state of things and ureseiits a sad outlouk for tho Province. 
We are not also told which particular ^ looslities have oontrihuted to t^s 
increase, but having regard to the excessive rise in the price of food>^rains 
throughout the Province, one may presume that the people under the pinch of 
^stress and poverty have hud recourse to the borrowing of mouey to meet the 
necessaries of life. 

‘*lt is indeed gratifying to find that tho Government of India have 
formulated a scheme for relieving the burden of the Provincial Governments 
on account of Famine lleliof Exprinditure aud have made it possible for 
this Government to provide fi>r about 8 lakhs to be spent for this pui^se 
in tho current year. We are grateful to the Government of India for this 
help in a matter of such vital importance. But rogai'd being had to the 
distress that has prevailed in the Province during me last year, and to 
the high prices off food-grains in the current year and to the emergency 
which may arise through failure of rains or any other cause, the provision 
already made may not be adequate. 

In paragraph 14 of the Financial Statement where provision has been 
made for recurring outlay, no amount has been shown under the head 
‘ Increase of pay of Ministerial officers m addition to the spdbial grant made 
by the Government of India,’ although we notice that a sum of Rs. 1,50,000 
was put under this head in the last Budget. In Appendix B, under the 
head * Laud-revenue,’ a sum of Us. 1,40,000 has been shown in the place of 
Rs. 3,30,000 provided in the last Budget, and under the head ^Gonersl 
Administration ’ a rum of Ks. 3, t7,(K)0 which stool in the last Budget has 
also beon provided in the present Budget. I hope the Uon’ble the Financial 
Secretary will favooxms with an explanation as to the cause of this apparent 
omianon or decrease, and give us au assurance that these changes do not 
affect tho main obi »ct in view. 411 that we are anxious to know is, when 
Govermiient will be in a position to give effect to this long*deferred 
scheme, so that relief may at lattt reach the hard worked and poerly-paid 
Ministerial ofiicers. 

Turoiug to the vexed question of Sanitation which carries in its train 
the question (rf Water-supply, we do not find anything in the present Budget 
which may lead us to think that this question is engaging ttie special attention 
of Guverument. Instead of any inorease iu the provision under thu head, the 
special allotment for anti-malarial measures which was put down at Bs. 20,000 
last your, finds no place in the preecnt Budget. 

“ It is said that the whole Medical Department is maintained for the pur¬ 
pose of combating all soils of diseases, Malaria including, and thMre is therefore 
no ueed for making any special provision for Malaria. It is true that a sum of 
Rs. 23,61,U00 has been provided under the Budget head * Medical,’ but the 
question is, how much of it is available for medical rehef of ffie rural j^pulation 
stricken with Malaria. Out of this amount, if anything can possibly be claimed 
for such relief it is the provision of Rs. 1,35^300 shown under the sub-head 
* Grants to Muf assal Hospitals and Dispensaries,’ but we know it as a matter of 
fact that the major portion of such grants is given to hospitals and dispensaries 
which are mostly situated at the head-quarters of districts and sub-divisions. 
It. is superiluouB to say that no appreciable relief can reach the runl populaticn 
out oi this grant. 

“ We have been further told that it ie the duty of the District fioardt to 

adequate relief in the matter of Water^upply, and that the Gov^MUeomti is 
prepared to contribute towards the expenditure for this putrpeee. itie eertaiahr 
not our object to goarrel with the Government as to the BOurco firom whiw 
relief onght to come, and we riiall be satrafied so long as we find tbut steps sate 








betug takea to remove tliie ffrievaaoe^ perhape the t^ieat gcievaime bf Mople 
ir^aoitiiig the rural parte m the Pronnoe. Sir, this question has Iwen 
upon the attention ol the Qovenunent times without number, but eg itla 
a question oY lile and deatii, it oan bear repetition. It would oertainlV be a 
matter of groat diaappomtuient if G-orernment would simply rest contented 
by throwing its responsibility in a matter of such importauco on the 0istriot 
fmarda. It is said tiiat the Distriot Boards do not appear to r^ard the 
matter as one of urgency and are not theiefore keenly interested in it. 1 do 
not think that any Distriot Board is prepared to pleM guilty to such a charge. 
So far as I a<n awam the Distriot Boards are keenly alive to the importance 
of thii question, but, limited as their tesouroes are, they find themselves unable 
to nfitord material relief in this directioa. Unless Government would take 
up the question in right earnest and be prepared to place funds at the 
disposal of the D^rict Boards, specially for this purpose, there is little chance 
of anything substantial being done out of the funds of the District Boards. 
If the wealthier classes of the people are oonvinced that the scheme organised 
for affording relief in this matter has found favour with Government, they 
will poin hands with it with as much libescality as they do in many works of 
public utility initiated by Government. 


With special provision in the Budget for Water-simply and a portion 
of the annual grant to th# District Boards ear^marked for the purpose and 
with private contributions which, we are sure, will be forthcoming, a practical 
scheme for such water-supply may be ^ected. 1 feel assured that the country 
will weloome ipoh a scheme with feelings of deep gratitude to Government, 
oven if it be effeoted at the oortailineut of expenditure on other projects. 


** I may be excused for taking the time of the Council by speaking on a 
matter which, it may be thought, has been rendered stale by repetition, but it 
stiould be boine in mind that 1 am pleading the cause of millions of suffering 
humanity whose voice is too feeble to reach the ears of Government. 


** Under the head of ' Excise Reeeipts,* we find that the revised estimate 
lor the year 190fi'1907 has been passed for Rs. 1,60,80,000, showing an increase 
of mom than 8 lakhs over the actuals of the preceding year. We ai^ told and 
told on high authority that mere increase in the Excise revenues is not necessarily 
an indication of greater ponsumution of intoxicants, and such increase is quite 
compatible with the avowed Government policy of discouraging drinking. 
We do not certainly claim tn possess what may be called expert knowledge of 
Excise Administration but to os, the unimtiated, the above statement seems 
rather inexplicable in the light of stern facts which wp come across in our every* 
day experience. I may be permitted to place boforo the Hon'ble Members 
of the Oonnoil certain facts which are within my personal knowledge and 
leave the Members to draw their dWn eonelusidne from them. 


** the Division of Chota Nagpwv where there is a large clsasof abeiiglnal 
population who ate notortous for Weir drinking tendency, we find that tise 
Exeise rovenee is etaadUy increasing and within the last l6 yaars it has deiubled 
itaell. In the year 189Y-88, the revenue was Bs. 8,64,880 and id die year 
1908*1'807, it ewsAled to over 16 lakha It ie said .the inoreaae is due 
partly to the greater |Nroa|ierify of the labouring cLna owing to a rise id their 
duly Wages, but, so far as Oboto Nagpur is eoncemed,- there has hardly been 
any appreciable inorMse in the wages -of the labouring claas, eiicept that laat 
year owing to a rise in the price of food-grains the wages have slightly risen, 
and what was two anttaa before is tWtf-and-half-annas now. There can be 
no doubt that the excessive drunlmniiejm instead of indicaling prosperity in 
tlie lower classes hr oood^rbufitig to the increase of poverty amongst (hem. 
Thur twdispnted fact is noticed by an officer possessing loi'ig experience &u>t 
an hfUmate knowledge of that part ox the ootmtry, no other than the llon’ble 
Mr. fflhcke vriio ie now sittiag with ue and who in his report on the adminis¬ 
tration of the diTiildm, When he was its Commissiuner, made piomioent mention 
©fit. 
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'*None CAn fail to admire the avowod intentions of Goyernment as far as 
Giey appear in Oiroulars end Regulations and in Statements emanating from' 
high authorities We are assure J that it is tlie intention of Government to 
keep the prices of the stimulants reasonably high and not trTafford undut* 
facilities in the way of obtaining intoxicants and we know that Circulars have 
been issued prohibiting location of liquor shops in the markets or at their 
entrances or near the main roads. If this be the settled policy of Government 
to check undue growth of diunkonness, it has, so far as 1 am aware of the 
circumstances of Uhota Nagpur, been lamentably disregarded. The price of 
liquor, 1 moan of ordinary mahua liquor, in which the lower clusses of people 
generally indulge, has been kept steady for years and years and except in 
the immediate neighbourhood of head-quarter stations, the price has not under¬ 
gone any appreciable change, and a bottle of mahua liquor which was selling 
ten years ago at one nnna in the iub^rior of the districts, is still selliug at that 
price. As regards the location of liquor shops, we find that in the case of 156 
shop) in the district of Ranohi, 110 are situated at or in tlto immediate 
neighbourhood of markets, and the rest on the main roads or close to them. 
The sites of tho shops, so far as tlie other districts are concerned, are equally 
objectionable. 

“Sir, may I ask whether in a country inhabited by people of known drink¬ 
ing habits, the existing circumstances, as indicated by the above facts, afford 
proi>er check on their drinking tendency, or whether they are not calculated to 
stimulate such tendency ? To show to what extent the habits of intemperance 
in drink are prevailing among the aborigines and the deplorablf consequences 
resulting therefrom, I cannot do bettor than refer to a passage in a Memorial 
which was submitted to Government sometime ago by some of the representa¬ 
tive people in the district of Ranchi, and to which I have already invited tho 
attention of Government. After stating certain facts, tho Memorial goes on to 
say : — 

‘ Colonel Swaine, i.m.b., for many years fUvil Hurgeon and Superintendent of tlio Jail in 
Ranohi, writea thus of his esperienoe: - “ I found tliat a large proportion of seriou-* crimes, 
suoh as asaaiilts and murders, were oommittoi during the state of intoxication, and not only 
this, but numbers of poisons die from exposure and congestion of the lungs, eapeeially in tiie 
very cold weather. T^ey leave the liquor shop hopehssly drunk, usually late in the evening, 
they stagger along for a time, then fall down and are found dead in the morning. Tn my 
experience, 1 have seen many suoh oases brought for ptvi morttm examination.” That deaths 
directly due to over indolgeuoe in dam* still ooour, is tho experience of many. 

* On bazar days, it is a eommon sight to see the road side strewn with men and women 
in varions stages of advanced intoxication. 

‘ Besides this, many of the people waste a large proporlion of the money they have 
brought for purohaaing neoessary articles for home use in the liquor shop.’ 

“ In tho face of these facts, can we become convinced of the increasing 
prosperity of tho labouring class which the increase in the Excise Revenue is 
supposed to indicate? True, the Government is not openly inviting people to 
indulge in drinks and it is equally true that no compulsion is placed on 
licensees to take out licenses, but that is not certainly the means to keep a 
cheek on tho growth of drunkenness in a country where the people cannot help 
themselves. 1 am indeed thankful to Government for the most symjmthetie 
answer that was given to my question on this subject, and I am glad that as 
matter which is demoralizing those pepole and mining them in body and mind 
has engaged the special attention of Government. 

“ On the subject of ^ Education/ the tabular statement given in page 11, 
showing the growth of expenditure under this head does not form a very 
useful guide, as it presumably contains the oombined figures for both the 
Pvovinoes up to the year 1005-1906. But even the statement as it stands 
affords sufficient materials for reflection. * Direction ’ which cost oidy 
Rs. 78,000 in 1901-1908 for both the Provinces now rises to a lakh for only ope of 
then:, and what is more striking is that ‘Inspection ’ which coat Ks. 2,47,000 in 
1901-1003 for United Bengal has swelled to Rs. 4,78,00!) only for this Province. 
These have evidently gained at the expense of some woitUer objects of State 
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•utpport, the UniTeiwty an4 tb© ©o^nn^ient Schools Geiiersb foT laciun^te, 
tbe ^srshts of which ats mmj hot lor vMoh no liberal prormon has been ihwite 
Certainly the expenditure on ‘Education’ is growing year after year ttna 
we are immensely grateful to the Government for this increased appreciation 
of owr educational needsj but if the objects of lesser importance swallow up 
the increase at the espouse of copiparatively worthier objects, the full 
measure of the blessing cannot be appreciated. 


** Against grants-in-aid, it ii presumed, are showu all sums paid to Primary 
as well as Secondary Schools. If so, there is no^ means of finding to what 
extent each of these two importaat branches of instmction is recoiving the 
treatment it deserves There are reasons to believe that while Primary Education 
is justly receiving its due share of attention, as far as possible, Secondary 
Education, both English and Vemaoular, is not being dealt with in the same 
Btnrit and that accordingly most ci the aided High and Middle Schools in the 
^nvinoe aro in receipt of exiguously small grants, which again are being 
unsparingly reduced every time when an application comes up fur renewal. 

“While it is a matter of sincere gratification that the Government of India 
have allotted large sums for Education, it is disappointing to find that no 
adequate provision has been made in the Budget for Technical Education. 
I believe 1 voice the feelings of the entire public, when 1 say that a Polytech* 
niquo on a broad basis is the 0tymg need of the country at the present day. 

“ I cannot conolnde without expressing my thanks to the Hon’ble the 
Financial Secretary for presentation of a Budget containing several useful 
s^emes for reh>rm proposed to be undertaken during the current year. 
Generally speaking, those projects have been fairly distributed all over the 
Province, but one thing that wo cannot fail to notice in this connection is, that 
some of the provisions that were made last year under the head ‘ Civil Works ’ 
have been carried over to the present year apparently for non-execution of the 
works. In the division of Orissa, the only project proposed to be token in 
baud this year is the drainage for Pun Municipality at Ks. 79,000, but a 
similar provision was made iu the last Budget. I hope the amount allotted 
last year bos all been spent fox this purpose, and the present year’s allotment is 
a supplementary grant.” 


The Hon’ble Raja Peabt Mohan Mhkbasji said“ By giving Hon’ble 
Members an opportunity of examining, in Chamber, the Financial Statement by 
the light of the information which the Hon’ble the l*iitancial Secretary cotdd 
:daee at their disposal, Yonr Honour’s Gevemmeut has dono all (bat an honest 
Government, sapiently bent upon allowing its pulioy to be submitted to the 
eearoh'light of unsophisticated criticism, can .do to avoid error. The procedniw 
oolodiated to raise tire Counoil in the estimation of the country has been 
emmently eati^buitory in its results. 

“ The Provincial Revenues and Expenditure have been brought into a* 
condition of proper equilibxiui^ and adequate provision has been made for.the 
reqntreinents of a progressve mvilixation. Far be it from me to assume the 
po&diifioal attitude in criticising the Financial Statement. 1 am quite content 
to rdy on the judgment of the responsible Officers of Government in the 
matter of the distribution of -the aatete -for meeting the demands of the 
dUbrant dcquartments of ld>e State. 

I .cannot, however, diegitiae from tnyseM the fact that the provision 
rdMlasg 40 Famhiee is onylhiDg but satMfactory. Instead of relying on 
fvecwruiiaessignmente from the Govera«ae»t*of Inma for meeting the demands 
of famines which ever and anon afflict the country, it would be more satiafao- 
tory if apart of the money raised by the Public Works Cess be set opart 
dor the-purpose, illue wocM be in oonawmiice with the declarations made at 
fhevtimeit^t tlm (Cesa v^dmjpcMed. Famiaes should not bo treated as abnormal 
ca exceptional e a h a n iUee. mound dnanoial principles require that the obliga- 
'i^tW’Caat^ed by fsanhieB.upoa Gwvamment should be expressly reoogni'svd 
and provided for among-tee cudinary charges of the Provincial Government. 
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** There ere two other questions—the improvement of the Polioe and ^e 
^mprovetnont of the Ministerial Htaff of the Courts—to which 1 would inidte 
the particular attention of Government. 1 am pleased to find that provision 
has been made in regard to both these questions. I would, diowever, beg Iciave 
to suggest that an inconsiderable part of the money allotted^ for the re¬ 
organization of the Police and for increasing the pay of minii^rial officers of 
Courts should go to establish and maintain Vigilance Committees in every 
district. The reform of the Police and of the Court Officers would be a 
hopeless task, unless the people co-operated with the Government for effecting 
it. The action of organized bodies in this respect would not only be more 
effective, hut would also be free from the stain of interested motives which 
might otherwise be cast upon it.” 

The Hon’ble Raja Bait Bihabi Kapob said:— “Your Honour, the Bud^ 
before us to-day, which has been very admirably framed by the Hon’ble the 
Financial Secretary, must be declared a Prosperity Budget. 

“It is a matter pf.. great satisfaction indeed that our finances are steadily 
impHwitlg7*ah3’tTiat we can safely look forward to an increase of receipts 
—’Irmm all sources of Revenue from year to year. 

“ I feel very great pleasure in congratulating Your Honour and the 
Hon’blo the Financial Secretary on such a good Budget. The Budget is clear, 
simple and comprehensive. It fully supplies all necessary information, and its 
allotments are reasonable and fair. I shall not detain the Council long, as 
I do not consider it necesssary to discuss the Budget in^detml. I shall 
confine myself to two heads only. 

“It is a matter of satisfaction to find that the Iraporial Government 
liave been pleased to make a separate grant for the building up of a reserve of 
credit with the Imperial Government on which your Government will be able 
to draw when they have to cope with Famines. The Provincial Funds, being 
thus relieved to a certain extent, will be better able to meet other necessary 
calls for the benefit of the Province. 1 desire to offer through Your Honour 
our thanks to His Excellency the Governor General in Council for the inaura- 
ration of tho system under which the Provincial Government will bo spared the 
obligation of meeting the whole cost of Famine. 

“ I am thankful to Your Honour for tho provision of Rs. 1,60,000 made 
in the Budget for the ‘paying patients’ block for Indians in the Medical 
College Hospital, Calcutta.* But I understand, Sir, that the whole of this 
amount will be required few tho purpose of acquiring land for the building rf 
tile blocks, and nothing will bo available for tho construction of any of the 
five separate double-storied blocks for the accommodation of the paustrtii. I 
have not seen the estimate as to what each block of biding m likely 
to cost, but I am informed that each block bi building will probaluy cost 
' about Rs. 30,000 to Rs. 35,000; may I, therefore, bo allowed to aA Your 
Honour to set apart Rs. 60,000 to Rs. 70,000 more for this work from our 
estimated surplus and to order the oonstruotion of at least two blocks m 
building for receiving iamatee before the dosing of the present financial year? 

“ If this proposal meets with Your Honour’s approval, then We sh^ have 
three blocks of buildings completed during tiie year, efr., one vritb the 
handsome donation made by the worthy eitusen, Se» ^pMsad_ Joonjoonwmla 
and the other two from tho surplue of the Provmdal Funds. 1 need bardly 
repeat. Sir, that this is a real wdnt, and dnceidy hope ihaM Your Hwumr wiD 
be pleased to remove it at an early date*” 

The Hon’ble lETisHAH-tn-MuLK Ram-ud-Dowla. AifiB-ni.-OiiBAH Nawab 
ASKV Kodb Syod WAfcv Au Mbkbza Kbah Bauadub Mabasot Jbvo, Nawab 
Bahadur of Murshidabod, said:—“ 1 think the present Budget offors few joints 
for controversy, and as such I have very few observations to subnnt by 
way of criticism. 
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Tbe Budget Statement dictploies tb^ feet that though high pricers prevnUed 
during last year, Government Bevenue did not suffer and, in fact, coaaideral4y 
exceeded the estimates, thus enabling Govmmiuent to meet the unexpMtte^ 
demand consequent upon Famine expenditure, which has not been antimpatea 
originally, but which unfortunately was incurred, .witliout having recourse to 
the necessity of curtailing expenditure on other heads. This, no doubt, 
reflects credit upon those concerned in tbe collection of the revenue. It is 
always prudent to make provision for Famine expenditure. It is, however, a 
relief to be told that such provision is not necessary to be made now, although 
a large amount will possibly have to be incurred on account of Famine, because 
the expenditure on that account will, under the new scheme, be met from 
Imperial Hovenues, which will be some relief to the Local Government. 

“ Speaking of last year’s receipts, an increase of nearly two lakhs in tlie 
Revenue, derived from Excise, is an increase which is liable to be viewed with 
dissatisfaction, if it indicated an increased demand for and an increased con* 
sumption of exciseablo ariicles, a state of things which is not much to be 
desired; but it is some satisfaction to know that this increase is ascribed to 
more satisfactory settlement than to anything else. It is to be hoped that tbe 
increased estimate in the present Budget will, if approached, be not due to 
increased consumption, for nothing can be more objectionable than any 
increase of the Excise Revenue from an expansion of the traffic in exciseable 
articles, the disastrous eonse^ences i>f which, as much their cause, it should 
surely be one of the fortmost thoughts of Government to avoid. The allot¬ 
ment of a larger amount for the construction of small spirit depdts seems to 
be an objectifnable item, to which advocates of temperance will, no doubt, 
take exception ; for the greater are the facilities offered by placing exciseable 
articles within easy reach of consumers, the more wilt be the opportunities 
forded to obtain without difficulty supplies resulting, as a matter of course, 
in more consumption. 

“ Though the expenditure under the head of * Education ’ has been an ever- 
increasing item, for which we must all be grateful, yet less cause for complaint 
would have been given if it wore found possible to provide a still increased 
allotment, for tiiero are few causes which demand the yet greater attention and 
deserve the yet further help of Government than the cause of Education. 
Looking to the fact that great importance is now rightly attached to more 
extensive Primary Education, the larger the sums spent thereupon, the better 
for the country. 

Tho provision for a class for the training of Motor-car Driver Artisans is 
as opportune os it is necessary and, being in the right direction, will be hailed 
not only by tliose who own or desire to own motor-cars, but by the public 
generally, in view of the possibility of miniraisuig accidents, which untrained 
or imperfectly trained drivers are now responsible for. 

« The handsome provisions for Siakiaht will be welcomed by my co-reli^n- 
ists, who are so much in need of help and encouragement, so far as matten 
educational, in particular, are concerned. Properly administered, the allotment 
is honnd to work out good results. 

Equally satisfactory is the large allotment for training institutes for 
Primary School Teachers. It is of the utmost importance to put pupils in 
ebM{^ of well-trained and duly qualified teachers, and no provision can be 
too high for institutes designedior the proper training of thorn who in their 
tern will have to take charge of the trainmg of the youth of the Province. 
Wlntever mig^t be said of tbe suffiedenqy* of the total allotment under the 
hm of ‘ Edoeetion’, the sum of four lakhs and fifty-four thousand for Primaiy 
5“^ t seems to be a fair proporiion, though a larger allotment would ho 
doubt iiftTo booti iQuoh moM approciotode 

lam sorry tlie improvement of the Bhagirathi River finds no place in the 
of tw Thst is a subject upon which, to a large extent, depend 

toe life, hesl t n ahd happiness of 'flie population of a large area, bordering on the 
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river. Though the Bailwajr liues on both sides of the river vkill, touome ezh»i^t 
remove the inconveniences to trafSe which the silting up of the river has oaum« 
^et they would not in any way, I respiic*^fully submit, improve the riv^^ as » 
great soureo of water-supply. The stagnation of the watelr is attended with all 
its evil consequences, and the opening up of the mouth, as also the keepmg up 
of the canal, by inducing a current from the Ganges, would be a great boon to 
suffering humanity. A dredger has more than once been dtmanded. One 
costing four and.a-half lakhs has been brought out from iilngland. If pt^ible 
that should be spared for work in the river. Considering that the Bhagirathi, 
even in its moribund condition, brings in a large income in the shape of tolls 
levied on all boats which pass up and down the river, two or three years’ 
proceeds spent upon a dredger will not be money misspent. The necessity of 
providing an adequate and healtliy supply of drinking-water to the riparian 
villages still exists, and ought never to be lost sight of. 

“ The provision for the construction of residences for Munsifs is one in the 
ri^ht direction. Considering how hard-worked these officers are, and t'r.e 
difficulty of procuring decent rented houses in the Mufassal, the -construction of 
quariers in each chowki should be carried out as soon as possible. 


I am glad to find that the Budget provides for the erection of an Obelisk 
at the battle field of I'lasscy. 1 hope the proposed monument will be majestic 
in proportion to its importance. The rest-house at Piassey, already constructedt 
has removed a great want, but tlio several pillars and other laud-marks, which 
have been erected throughout ti e field, are too small and liable to be concealed 
in the growing crops. These might well be substituted by larger pillars with 
descriptive tablets. The plan of the field might with advantage be hung up 
on the walls of the rest-house, and the whole of the field, wliieh was the scene 
of operations, might, if possible, be acquired and converted into a Park for the 
hard-worked people of Calcutta to resort to, to spend a holiday, now that 
Plassey is within easy reach by the opening of the Marsludabad branch of the 
Bail way, which with an increased speed, for which there is room, will bring 
Plassey nearer to Calcutta and render it capable of being done in less than 24 
houw’ journey both ways, and halt included. In this connection, 1 beg to 
draw the attention of Government to the desirability of transferring Plassey 
from the jurisdiction of Nadia to that of adjoining Murshidabad, with which 
it is so indissoluble connected and associated. 


“There is no subject to which Government can bestow greater attmtion, 
and for which more outlay can with propriety l>e made than ^ Sanilation. 
Beyond half a lakh provided for Sanitary Improvements in Darjoeliuji; and 
certain allotments to Municipalities for Oivil Works, I regret to_ miss in the 
estimates any scheme for the general raprovement of the sanitation of the 
Province. There are parts of it which may require greater and earlier attention 
than others, but there can be little doubt that the necessity exists of thoroughly 
investigating into the general unhealthy condition of most districts, most 
prominent among which I regret to have to mention my own. If the mattiw 
were inquired into, it would at once become apparent that unhoalthkaesa m 
commensurate with the exuberance of rank vegetation, which unfortunately is 
showing signs of increase all round. 

“True it is that in Urban and Municipal areas, the law gives^ cntqkta 
powers to local bodies to cut down and remove vegetation noxious to health, 
hut the appearance of such areas does not at all show that the nrovisions of the 
enabling sections of the Municipal Act aro carried out with any degree pf 
vigour. The case of areas covered by the Local Self-Government Act seems to 
be ttiU worse. Here whole villages are removed from the action of free air 1^ 
the high and impenetrable walls of trees and jungles with which they are 
•arroonded. The removal of trees, which are sometimes fruit-trees and so^e- 
titneS tknber, is not free from difficulty; but the rank vegetatian and the 
-nndetgrowth can suredy be 40011 with ana the ^avinB of law. <mn surely dMmh 
iiixem. 






^ In Snni^y matters as in most other matters, we are in need of govern* 
meni help, and unless Oormroment ^es the initiative, there is little hope 
of our relieved Of oiistr ‘seflerini^. The people are already thanM^l 

fcnr the inquiries which have bOen started by members of what is known as the^ 
Drainage Commission; and when thej have gathered statistics and completed 
their investigation and submitted their report, there is httle doubt a sobeme 
will be formulated, whereby the drainage of the Province, obstructed by 
railways and embankments and otherwise, will be improved and defective ■ 
drainage now one of the fruitful sources of Malaria, will be a thing of the 
past. The cases are worst whore deficient drainage, coupled with superfluity 
of vegetation, whioh prevents sun, light and air to have free acetss, brin^ 
suffering to humanity. 

** I think there ought to be in Bengal a regular and thorough organization 
for the extermination of jungle, that is showing an ever-growing tendency to 
increase. If a Commission is appointed, or the Drainage Commission, already 
appointed, be instructed to direct their iriquirits with special reference to the 
cause of uuhealthineas so far as it is due to the overgrowth of jungle, any 
additional money, spent in that direction, will be money not spent in vain. 1 
crave leave to plead speeially the cause of my own district. Murshidnbad is an 
old historic place, full of historic associations, and no one would like to see it 
reduced and converted into a great jungle. . If any experiments have to be 
made, let us be^^ with Murshi^bpa. If my information is correct, the death- 
rate in the old city, its suburbs and adjoining villages exceeds the birth-rate, 
and I am afraid that if things go on at that rate the time is not distant when 
there will be left not one human being in this area to tell the tale of its miseiy. 

** I think this is a matter which' should invite the earnest attention of 
Government. I confess that much of what is required to be done may be done 
by local bodies, but they are hampered by the insufficiency of the funds at 
their disposal, and an organized scheme, capable of coping with the exigencies 
and requirements of the occasion and the enormity of the subject, is beyond the 
power end purse of most local bodies. Here it is that Government must step 
m to do for us what we cannot do ourselves. It is not for me to suggest, mnoU 
less to dictate, what exact line of action Government should adopt. All 1 wish 
to press for is, that anything which persons in a position to give authoritative 
opnion upon can suggest should be attended to in order to improve the 
sanitary condition of the Province, as much by expeditions against mosquitos 
and the prt>per drainage of low and marshy tracts, as by the cutting away and 
removal of rank, unnecessary and obnoxious vegetation, whioh has encroached 
to a large extent on most villages in Bengal, and to which hitherto has not 
been paid that degree of prompt, earnest and systematic attention which the 
serious evils resulting from them so urgently demand. 

“ There is one other matter which should engage the first and foremost 
attention of Government, and that is tiim high prices of Articles of Food, specialiy 
rtoe that has become, so to speak, chrome. The fact that notwitha tanfiiwg . 
the harvesting of a comparatively bumper crop, high prices, almost famine 
prices, still prevail, is a matter for very serious consideration. We have bera 
told that this state of things is due not to increase exports but to the 
encroachment made by jute upon paddy land and the abnormal storage of rice 
by growmrs and others for thiir consumption as a safeguard against a 
reonrrenoe of famine.^ Whatever may be the cause, to whatever this state 
of things may be ascribed, there is a growing feeling tliat rice at any rate and 
at any ouet must be made cheap, so that the classes that aro affected most by 
high prices may afford, witn their limited means, to have at least two full 
meals in twenty-four hours. People would not grudge so much at the high 
prices of luxuries or even of things not so absolutely necessary as the high 
price of what forms the staple of Bengal. Give them rice, the same freight for 
the rupee as it use<t to fetch twenty yeara back, there wiff then be not that 
general complaint whieh now ao unfortunately prevaihrf* That is aoommon- 
sense view cl things. 
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“ 1 hear veiy little now«arda 7 S of theTefo# M riee deptite that upete ftwrted 
or propoaed to be atacied with a /new to meet the tequiraoMiita of a bad yea^. 
1 ao not know if mneh 1 >m been done in that dbeetioiu Uenoe it ia that 
9 Government ioterventhm and Oorernment aetion are neeoaaory to deriae 
meana^ wbicsb will inudnoe or enable the aetual tiller od the aoit ter dev«^ 
naore attention and give more land to the oultivation ol paddy and leaa 
io that o£ and which will place hia neighbour, whoae nrofeaaion ia not to 
hold the plough, but whoae life, health, eaae and eoaafort depend to a hum 
extent upon the extended cultivation of paddy, to give himaelf and hie family, 
dependent upon Ma earnings, two full meida a day. 

Your Honour, the matters relating to Sanitation and high prices upon 
which I have taken the liberty of addressing the Coun<dl are of aooh jg^neral 
importance that the appointment of one ox more Oommianons to thoroughly 
investigate ia a matter for the serious consideration of Your Honour’s sympatbe* 
tie Government, and wUl, I have no doubt, be greatly a^;q;Hreciated by a pec^le 
who are already grateful for your beneficent rule.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Jogbndra CnAsnsA Ghobe said Your Honour, 
it would be ungrateful on our pwt not to acknowledge the great conoes* 
sion made by Your Honour of allowing the non*official Members an raportunilw 
of considering the Budget before it is placed in the Council. Tbia yeaPs 
experience has been rather disappointing on aooount of the fact that we had 
the Budget placed in our hands at ^ the Meeting and had no time given to us 
probably because it could not be given io ua of considering it, excepting there. 
To make the experiment a success, two things are necessary, first, a desire on the 
part of the Offioials'in charge to seriously consult the non*9ffioial Members 
wad to ascertain from them the needs of the coontry and not to be impatient 
of their oritidsms and auggestiona; second, on the part of us, non-ofiloiBl 
Members, industry, knowledge of the country and » oonrageous and eamtet 
^riving, to make the country advance in all mattmu, in oo< operation with the 
Government. 

**It is usual to congratulate the Financial Secretary on the Budget, and 
1 do so with pleasure. But if 1 linger long on feboitations or on idle 
criticisms and high politics and fine phrases, I shall miss the opportunity 
of directing the attention of the Government and of the Council to matters <m 
which depend the true welfare of this country. 

** Now 1 shall go to the emssidaration of the Budget. 1 must say it dierioses 
a. condition of lamentable inaction on the part of the Government for 
good of the people, whidi' is wholly at variance with the known earnest dedre 
ol Your Honour to help.tiie people, and for which probably you are not reapon. 
Bible. If we look at page 4 of the Budget, we find that most of the improve¬ 
ments for which money was sanctioned last year have not been carried out. 
The grants for the paying patients^ block for Indians in the Medical College 
Hospital, acquisition of the Haritola Buitee, near Ganmbell Hospital, double- 
atoned^ btoek in Campbell Hospital, Calcutta Municipality Incinerator, 
bhag^bur Municipality Water-works, Nadia Municipality repairs to Emban)^- 
mente, Mongbyr Municipality Water-supply, Berhampore MunioipBlityDrainage, 
Pari Muniripality Drt^age^ made last year have been repeated this yeuf. 
I find also that many of toe improvements for which money bad been bu^ 
get tod the year before last have not been carried out«. Indeed, very little of ttte 
goed oontemplated by Your Honour during the last two years has been 
os-rried out. 

Further,, we. have gone back, . Last year Rs.-75^000 was saDctioned fur 
the Bhnixab Valley Drainage, this year, it lms been struok out altogether’on’the 
ground, I undeiutand, that the. project is not ready. My compfaunt is^ that 
we are never ready. Again, 1 do net understand why, as regards tire grant of 

7/5,000 to the Puri Munidlmlit-y, while last year it was stated that 
Ka. 25,000 was for Drainage and as* 50,000 for Sanitation, this ymr the eatire 
ambuht haa been ear-marked fbr Drainage only. Probablj the words *aad

to be removed within a very short time; 

“There is no reason assigned for the fact that for the Obelisk at Plassey, 
the sum bndgetted this year is Rs. 25,000, white last year it was only Ks. 15,000’. 

“ A giMi tbe large sems graiited for Bundarban reclamations should be 
objeoted to en the ground, first, thei^ sure^more urgent needs of the country, 
and second tiiat it violates tbe prmeiple hitherto fmlowed that the Government 
i^tdd not be competitors with private capitalists in such work to tbe detriment 
of tbe latter. 

“At page 10 of the Budget, I find under heading * Civil Works’the 
expenditure for original works and repairs is estimated, at about 60,50,000 
and the establi^ment oost is laid at Rs. ^,80,587. The establishment cost 
is thus about 14 per etiit. Of the expenditure. I believe that it is possible 
to reduce the establisfament cost to 10 psr cent, especially when all 
Government work is done hff '6ontractore, and a saving of about Ra. 3 lakhs 
should be made if possible for original works. The works in the districts 
may bci done by District Board Engineers without any payment if they are 
reared to do so by the' Qovertament. Indeed, it is possible greatly to 
rraoce tiie estamishment Coat. 

“ This brings me to my main contention. The Oovemraent is aware of tbe 
extraordinary unhealthiness of the districts of Hurshidabad, Erisbnagore and 
JesBore. Life is one eonttnded sofEertng for tlie people in the interior of 
these districts on account of Ualaria. The deterioration of the rivers and the 
Water*channelB is mainly responsible for the result. The Government has up 
to this time simply stood by and looked at the result in mute despair. Difficult 
to mend matters. Rivers, if excavated, will again silt up. Impossible. 
Inquiries have been set on foot. Inspections made. These are the explanations 
for inaction we are aeoustomed to. The Government is aware of tho vast 
sehemes of Canal carried out in France, Germany and Russia for commercial 
and military pniposes. Uere, in Bengal, for internal commerce and for drain¬ 
age and for keeping out the salt water of the sea, we require to keep alive 
the dying rivers of tlie Presidency Divirion. We require it for our lives. We 

certainly canalise the existing rivers and have Canals at very much lees 
cost than in the European countries mentioned above. 

** At page 23 of the Budget, I find that the toll receipts of the Nadia 
rivers have, within the last 3 years, fallen by Rs. 70,000 a year. The revenue 
is thus also sufEering. Now to mend this state of things is certainly possible 
but it will entail a large expenditure. But it is possible for the Government to 
toewr* a large expenditure. It is doing so for the Town of Calcutta where the 
European reridents have become very much afraid of the Plague. So Rtf as 
the dutaricta axe oonoemed, we have been standing still in ell things, as 1 Shall 
presently show. I earnestly Tour Honour’s Government to be more oouragc- 
ouf'aitd make the country advance. My contention is, that all works of pumic 
utility should be done not out of Capital bat out of Loan account. We spend 
70 lahhe'for works every year. We can at once spend 7 erores of rupees 
on teorks^ if wo do the works by loan, leaving still a large margin for ordinary 
eXpeh^turet In 20 years’ time the loan may be paid up, and we may tidco up 
oteer works. That is how work is done in every progressive country. And 
many of these works will be productive. 

“Ifottndno reason in tee critimsm of tee Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale in the 
Imperial Budget duousmon teat the Government should only make unproductive 
expenditure. Only ball-rooms, Government buildings, decorations and the 
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like are strictly iniprodaotire. Everything that 19 truly good for the people 
ia worth paying for by them and can be made to yield a return if neeessaiy. 
If the Gorerument will not do such works, the people themselves will do them 
'Ut their own cost. I trust the Government will not adopt the policy adTOOated 
by Gentlemen wliose forU is high politics. We want water*ways for the 
development of the inland trade, for the carriage of onr jute and rice. We 
want a proper Drainage system for tho districts. We want also more Railways. 
We want to fight Malaria which prevails not only in the districts I have 
mentioned but in Western Bengal, and is advancing to Midnapore, Bankura 
and Birbhum. it is no time to stand still. Bengal is advancing materially 
by leaps and bounds, through the development of the industries of foreign 
countries and through the railways built by private European companies. The 
Government is doing very little for the people. Excepting the Tribeni 
Canal, since the making 01 the Soue and Midnapur Canals which are paying 
works, tho Government has simply done nothing for the Irrigation, Water-ways 
and Drainage of the districts. 

It is very well known that good drinking-water is essential for the 
health of tho people. Tho Government, 1 find, has made inadequate grants 
to enable some District 'i'own Municipalities to have pure filtered water. 
•Sufficient funds should be placed in the hands of all District Towns to enable 
them to have filtered water atotfee, instead of asking District Boards to make 
grants foe tlie purpose. lafe is short. If the present generation of men suffer 
and die, what do they care for what may come to pass after them ? What has 
the Government done for the prevention of Malaria ? We hear of the mosquito 
theory. It may be good. But we want tho remedy to be adopted —jungles 
to be cleared, dirty water-pools to be filled up, good drinlLing-water to be 
supplied. Large expenditure is necessary. District Boards, Village Unions 
and the like are not able to grapple with this great question. The Government 
should take it up. 1 plead for a change of policy, and that is, great works 
should be taken up and all original works should be done out of Loan account. 

“ 1 next go to the matter of Education. 1 find the Budget defective* 
as there is no heading of the expenditure under Primary Education or 
Female Education. It ia fortunate for the Government that it is so. Here 
also we havo been standing still, so much so that we have not been able 
to spend the lO laklis of rupees granted by the Government of India in 
1905 for Primary Education and entered in the Ben^l Budget. I know people 
find it very difficult to spend money on works of beneficence, but 1 did not 
expect to find it in our Government. Tho fault again is not with the Head of 
oui* Government but with those who have the carrying out of woik. 

Primary Education, I understand, cannot advance because gvrut require 
training. If we arete train (fVfus first and tfaen teach our boys, we shall have to 
let the present generation go without education. We, who have seen the old 
system of pathaalaB do not appreciate the difficulty Female education is also at 
a standstill, because we are told we have got no female teachers. If we have to 
Wait for female teachers, I am afraid our girls shall have to go without educa¬ 
tion. Lt would be a long time before we shall be able to get orthodox ladies 
to take to teaching. Everybody in Bengal knows that there is no objection to 
girls below 12 being taught by male teachers. But the Government answered 
to a question put by me that that waa niit correct, and it was not possible to 
start Middle Vernacular Schools without male teachers. The answer was 
giv< n to me who is the Secretary of one of the most orthodox and largely 
attended of such schoitls. This year x am glad to find a lump provision di 
Its. 4,54,207 for Primary 1- duoatipn of boys and girla, inriuding an extra 
amount of one lakh of rupees granted through I believe the personal interven¬ 
tion of Your Honour and on account of the persistence oi some non-official 
Members. I trust the amount will be spent. 

“ Similarly, Your Honour has repeatedly expressed your desire to eriablish 
a properly-equipped Technical Sobool in connection with the Sibpnr Eugilieer- 
jug College. We find this year a trifling sum budgetted for the ln»utrial

is owing to the unpopularity of the reformed University. But that we aise 
not advanoitig as we should do, as Japan has done and is doing, is a fact, uid 
we hold the Government responsible for it, 

“ I next go to our expensive Civil Service. ITie Partition of Bengal has 
added to our burden on that bead. We have a legitimate grievance in this 
matter. Mr Naoroji, during the last Congres?, spoko of the fact that the 
Statutory Civil Service obtained by him for the people of the country has been 
abolinhed as one of the groat disappointments of his life. Some few appoint* 
ments, as Uistrict Judges and District Magistrates, are now given to natives of 
India. They may be loft out of consideration. What reason is there that at 
least one-third of the appointments now held by Covenanted Civilians sluiuld 
not bo given to the people of this country ? The abolition of the Statutory 
Service has boon a retrograde measure making the administration more expen¬ 
sive. In the interests of economy, in Bengal at least, it should bo revived. 

“ I must thank the Government for the grant of Es. 40,000 for the 
residences of Munsiffs. 

“ I should here mention tfl!^t Assistant Surgeons arc also entitled to proper 
houses in which they can live with their families. Now in a few distncts 
they got two rooms in the Charitable Disiionsaiios for tbeir quarters. Theirs 
is a hard-worknd and very ill-paid service. I .rust Your Honour will kindly 
take their case into consideration. 

‘‘Thisleads mo to a very important matter. Your Honour baa observed 
the extraordinary rise in the price of rice. To t!ie cultivator, it probably 
means prosperity. But to the class it moans ruin. No doubt tiiey 

are not more than 10 par cent, of the population, and they arc the people 
who are in tho front of all agitations against Government measures, out 
their shortoumiugs should be fui gotten in pity for their helpless condition 
notwithstanding the assertion made by a few irresponsible men among them 
that they have the power to overturn tho Govi-rument and set up a Govern¬ 
ment of their own, and which they cannot do becanse thi y have not yet 
been able to decide whether it is to be a Monarchy or a Eopuulic. Just now 
they have to depend only on Government Offices or the Law Conits for 
their iivdihood. There are people whom the extremists sometimes cry shame 
upon, who are working without ceasing and who have determined to saeiiBco 
everything in order to secure for the people independent maans of livelihood 
and t’ley, 1 hope, will succeed in their efforts. Hut still it behoves the Govern¬ 
ment to devise measures for the greater employment of the educated classes. 
In any case, having regard to the fact that the rise of food-groins means tl^ 
depreciation of the value of the rup^, the Government should, without delay^ 
consider the advisability of ordering an inorease of salary, at least of tne 
offieialB drawing a salary less than 100 rupees a month. It is more neoes^j 
and urgent than making provisiuns for the residences of high-paid Officials. 

“ As regards the amount bndgetted for the Co-Operative Credit Someties, 
it seems to be very insnffioient. A beginning has been made, but the progress 
is so slow that one despairs of seeing good results aarisiug out of it in his 
lifetime. More vigorous action in this direction is also necessary. 

“ There is one moie matter in which t am greatly interested and to which 
1 Hiall revert on a future occasion. 1 find at page Si-l, that Es. 3,o5,000 
w ere spent on Experimental Cultivation in 1005-00. 1 find at page 21, the 

receipts on account of Experimental Cultivation of lOOd 06 to have been 
only Rs. 1,457. The result seems to me so extraordinary that 1 am afraid 
there is some mistake somewhere. 
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I liave done. 1 have found f»uU with the Giovernment in manv thinif^ 
and have used atroni^ words of bondomnution. That is beoau^e 1 beUevo the 
Governnoeiit to be a beneficent one, and a Government wliiob wo should 
«consider ours, and with which we should heartily co-operate. I wish my 
people to advance abreast with the other nations of the East now pulsatini^ 
with a new life and which have or are about to take their place among the 
proudest nations of the West. But the means 1 wish to see adopted in our 
present conditions are not those which high Indian Oouncillors are advising and, 
which if not adopted, thev have warned the Government will lead to its early 
end. I should be at one with them in asking for political reforms advocated 
by them, but there are more urgent matters to consider, kor the last two 
years political agitations have diverted the attention of the Government and 
the pecmle from all good work, and the Government had some excuse for 
inaction. But now there is little excuse. Permit me to tell Your Honour 
that unless there is vigorous action taken for the material progress of the 
country, it will lead not to the end of the Government but to the end of the 
people over which it has hecn placcl by Providence. * 

The Hon’ble Babu Radha Charan Pal said:—“May it please Your 
Honour—I have heard with great pleasure that some of the non-ofiicinl 
MQi»beiB'of"Your Honour’s Council were taken into confidence bcfoie the 
Budget was prepared. A groat principle is thus recognized for which we are 
thankful to Your Honour, but I hope from next, y-rar it will be given fuller and 
not partial eflfect as this year. 

“I congratulate the Government on the satisfactory state of its finance 
as disclosed in the Finnncial Statement laid before the OouCicil. The year 
1908-1907 is strictly speaking the first year of the Administintion of tlie 
Government of Bengal after the Partition. Accordingly a new Provincial 
Settlement has been made with the Government of India, and a generous 
provision made for the growing neeJs of the premier Province of the British 
Indian Empire by allotting larger shorrs of the divided heads of revenue 
to Your Honour’s Government. 

“ The estimates for 1907-1908 show R». 5,20,28,000 as receipts, excluding 
the opening balance, and Rs. 5,:iti,86,000 as expenditure. The latter figure 
inclmJes a non-recurring expenditure of Rs. 37,48,000 which mostly consists of 
erants of public utility, and in this connection 1 gratefully acknowledge the 
provision of Rs. 3,06,000 for additions to the Medical College Hospital, includ¬ 
ing a block for Indian paying patients and of one lakh for additions to the 
C^pbell Hospital; while provision has also been made f«ir a more generous 
scale* of diet for patients. All this testify to Your Honour’s cure for the 
well-being of the people. 

“ My hon’ble friend, Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose, has alluded to the 
grant to^ the Calcutta Municipality of Rs, 46,000 for an Incinerator. My 
friend has evidently been misled by the item in the Budget. As the Hon’ble 
the Financial Secretary will bear me out, it is not a grant for an Incinerator, 
hut for the removal of the refuse platform on the west of the Campbell 
Hospital. I hope, however, some day in the future the Government will be 
pleased to see its way to make a grant for Incinerators and thus help the 
Corporation to abolish the refuse platforms, which are a standing menace to 
the City. 

“ The large accumulated opening balance which by gradual diminution 
stands at Rs, 91,14,000 ?.t th« beginning of the current year has been 
judiciously drawn upon to meet tho non-recurring expenditure of the cuiT nt 
year and tho normal growth of revenue his on the whole met the increase in 
recncriog expenditure, it is a sound principle of finance that the accumnlated 
balance should be returned to tho tax-payer in some shape or other and should 
not form the basis of recumng charges. As Member for the Corporation, 
1 wish this principle had boon followed there to bring tno recurring expendi¬ 
ture within the rocei[>ts which alone could put a stop to the pMfMtual 
phenomenon of a deficit Budget. 
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directing that n.> Muiumpal lioan is lo be raised in the market ^11 t^o In^ml 
Government has obtained al4 the niouoy it requires. This is higMy anfahf^tft 
, tlio local bo^os and disadvantageous to the rate-payers. Ordmardy,, it texeS 
* 2 months aud-a-hal£ to obtain the sanction of the Govommont to raise a loati> 
and if the Government postpone tho issue of a Corporation loan to such time as 
suits their own couveni noe it would be most projudioial to tho interests of the 
Corporation The Uoveramont should not forget that the tnunicipalities and 
local bodies are but p.nM8 of tho wliolo administrative maoLinery and that they 
are doing in a small way what tho Governtnont is doin^ on a much larger scale. 

1 hope Your Honour will bo pleas* d to safeguard the interests of the Corpora¬ 
tion and other local bodies. 

“ The Income-tax, notwithstanding the raising of tho mini¬ 

mum limit from Rs. 500 to lis. 1,0()0 a year, has brought an increase of revenue, 
troiii Us. 4G,4''‘,405, the rise bting in 100.5-00, to Rs. 48,40,000 in 1900-1907;. 
For 1907-1908, tho figures have been fixed at Rs. 50,80,000, of which the re¬ 
ceipts from Calcutta «nd iis .Suburbs am' unt to about Rs. 30,00,000. Direct 
taxation is alvva\-8 hateful to the people and tho Income-tax being an inquisi¬ 
torial tax is odious alike to tho Kuropeans and Indians. But tUorc can be 
nothing mure odious to the people ut' this country than the imposition 6f 
income-tax on nsidentiul nnuses which absolutely bring no income. If a dork 
ora Bho.p-koe{>er earns lis. dOa month and if he happens to possesss an ancestral 
dwelling house, which is assessed by the Municipality at Rs. 700 jper antmtn, his 
earnings and the vuluation of his ancestral dwelling-house are added together 
and tho Income-tax is calculated on tliat total and is imposed on him. 

“ The Income-tax was levied, as Your Honour knows, m a temporsTy 
measure to meet tho urgent needs of tlio State and a distinct pledge was given 
at the time of its imposition that it would be withdrawn as soon as thO' state 
of finance would pennit. Unhappily for us, the pledge has not been redeem^ 
end the tax to-day presses very heavily upon the middle class who can 
scarcely in there hard times make two ends meet. May I not appeal to 
Your Honour to exercise your influecce with tho Goveruinent of India to 
raise the niinimum limit to at least Ks. 2,t0t> a your and to exempt tho 
hohd fide residential houses from the operation of the tax ? Your Honour is no 
doubt aware of the attachment of tho people of Bengal to their ancestral 
dwelling houses which are worshipped as bastu vhitas and to which they cling 
even though smitten with poverty. To impose an Income-tax upon such 
unproductive holdings is not only ha^, but unfair. ^ An Income-tax is a tax 
on income, and it ought not to be imposed on Capital sunk in a residential 
house any more than on money sunk in books, furnituro, oinaments or clothing. 

now come to the expenditure side of the Budget. 

" There is a saving of over three lakhs of rupees in the last year’s Budget doe 
to the non-utilization of the full grant for additional Deputy Magistrates and their 
establishments, and of the grant for tho increase of pay of the ministerial 
. e.stab1ishment. 'Phanks to the generosity of the Government, the bard-worked 
and ill-paid ministerial staff had some consideration shown to them, fiat it 
is a matter of deep re gret that owing to the delay in giving effect to the 
proposal of the Salaries Commission the grant could not be utilized. I appeal 
to Your Honour's generosity to give retrospect!vo effect to the proposal for 
increase. 

** SUptndiartf and Jlonorary Pretidency Maqielratet,—^ find provision has been 
made in the Budget for a Fourth Presidency Magistrate. Formerly there 
were two Stipendiary Magistrates who, witn the Honorary Magistrates, 
disposed of all Police and Municipal cases. During recent years, a third 
Stipendiary Magistrate has been added, and it is again proposed to add a fourffi 
in spite of the reduction in the number of cases owing to the establishment of 
a Municipal Court. It is worthy of note that the total number of easea before 
the Bench Magistrates was 6,185 in 1003, but since the addition of a third 
Hagistrato in the latter part of DMember of that year the number of oases fell 
off to 1,217 in 1901. Now that it is contemplated to appoint a ^nnaneat fourth

** Jffitftfoipai Moiffuirate .—As regards the Municipal Magistrate’s Court I 
believe Your Honour is aware that no Court in the Metropolis of the British 
Bnijpue is more unpopular than this Court. 1 do not in tne least exaggerate 
when I say tliat rightly or wrongly the pe^le believe that they cannot expect 
in ti|is Court that independent adminisiration of justice which is the proud pri¬ 
vilege of the meanest of British subjects. It may bo due to the peculiar con¬ 
stitution of the Court. It is well known that in every case before it the 
Qiahrman of the Corporation is the prosecutor, and rightly or wrongly it is 
bebeved that the Magistrate who owes his appointment to his rocom- 
nundation cannot act generall^ith independence. It is also a noteworthy 
foot tiiat the fines realized m this Court generally exceed the estimated 
reeeipts under this head in the Municipal Budget and this is a matter 
whion ; is commented upon both in and out of the Munidpahty. It has been 
bnmonrottsty dnscribed by some as a Bevenue Depwtment of the Corporation. 
Botoe of the caaee which came up for revision in the High Court elicited 
trenchant remarks from the Hon’ble Judges, whieh were not calculated to raise 
the Mnnicipal Court in publie estimation. Quite recently, as Your Honour is 
aware, a great hue and cry was raised that the Municipal Magistrate should 
look for advanoement to the inflaenoe and patronage of the Chairman of t^ 
Corporation. Considering all these oircumstanees, I would beg leave to suggest 
timt the Muoioipal Court may be abolished an 1 that the Municipal (»ses 
may be tried by the Prendency Magutrates in the Police Court, and lam sure 
this aet of Your Honour will inspire confidence in the administratitm of 
joittoe in Municipal eases. 


” PoUee Chargea .—As remds the Police, the allotment for District Police 
Offioers has been raised from Rs. <3,90,000 to Rs. 4,90,000, while that for the 
Subordinate Police Force has been raised from Rs. ^7,30,000 to Bs. 30,84,000, 
i.«., an increase of 95*64 par eani. in the case of District Superintendents 
and Assistant Superintendents and 19*96 per cani. in the case of laspcotors, 
Snb-lnspeetors, Bead-Constables and Constables. Great was the expectation of 
the pttbue when the Police Commission was appointed. The Police, which, in 
one sense, ought to be a source of strength to the people and the Government, 
has uttfortnnately been a source of discontent to the people. The oormption 
and oppression of the Police have not a little contributed to this discontent, biA 
it can hardly be expected that the meagre increase of salaries of the subordinate 
nmks the Police would lead to any effective reform. Fm-ther, the difference 
in ^ percentages is so striking that when it is remembered that the higher 
ranks of the Police service are mostly recruited from persons of Euro^an 
desoent and the lower ranks from pure Indians, it is possible that tho 
inferenee may unhappily be drawn that it is due to consideratioas of race 
and creed. 


MPoliee Court Bu/Wtny.—A provision of rupees one lakh has been made 
in the Budget for Calcutta Police Buildings, but no provision has been made for 
additions and alterations of the Peliee Court Building. The existing builJing 
is unsnited to the requirements of the Court. It is ill-lighted and ilf- 
ventilsted, and^ tite ^urt rooms, especiatly those of tho Houcrary (tench, 
bATe not sofi^eut light evmi in mid-day, People are so cramped and 
Iptossed for i^oe that Kterally iqwakiog there is hardly moving space when 
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the Courts are all sitting. There is no waiting room * for witnesses and 
suitors, and all are huddled together in the verandah, which is padced to 
fits utmost capacity. In short, it is a most unhealthy and insanitary build* 
ing, qnite unworthy of the City. 1 am sure the necessity of re-modelliag 
the Police Court building is recognised by Your Honour, and that in the 
oourse of the year the matter will be taken up and a s<heme matured so 
that the necessary provision may be made in the next Budget. 

Prttidenry ColUg». —I do not wish tu take much time by dwelling on the 
^estion of Education which 1 leave to my learned and distioguished colleague 
the Member for the University. 

I wish to make a few observations on the improvement of the Presidency 
College, for whioli Rs. 46,000 have boon aliottod this year. The question 
is, whether the College is to be improved itt stta or to be transferred to a new 
site. As far as the costs of the two schemes are concerned, they are roughly 
estimated to be the same, namely Rs. 20 lakhs. A very large section of tiie 
community are strongly of opinion that the College should be retained in its 
present site and that it should be expanded by the acquisition of land in its 
neighbourhood. This will have a double effect. In the first place, ‘it will 
be within easy reach of students residing with their parents or guardians 
in the Indian section of the town and it will be in close proximity to the 
University and other Educational Institutions. In the second place, the 
acquisition of land in the vicinity will remove a large insanitary area in 
one of the most congested wards in the town. 

“ Teehnical 8<^hool. —A lump sum of Rs. 35,000 has only h^en allowed for 
Technical Education. I feel constrained to say that the grant is not adequate 
for the growing needs of the country. The salvation of the country depends 
to a great extent upon the diffunon of Technical Education among the masses. 
There ought to bo Polytechnic Institutions in every important district and 
centre. True it is that certain additions in this respect have bean made 
to the Sibpore Engineering College, but that College being in an out* 
of-the>way place, even the people of Calcutta cannot fully avail them* 
selves of its benefits. Calcutta ought to have a Model Toohnioal College 
within easy reach of its inhabitants. 

In this connection, I desire tu draw the attention of Tour Honour to the 
training of artisans and handicraftsmen who have a largo field before them. 
The struggle for existence is keen amongst my conntiymen. The clerical 
appointments are not sufficient for the growing population of the country, the 
emoluments are too small to meet even the bare necessaries of life. I 
cannot, therefore, lay too groat a stress on the urgency of establishing 
institutions for imparling practical'training in artisanship and handicraft, as is 
done, though on a small scale, in the Reformatory School for juvenile offenders. 
Encouragement should be given for the admission of apprentices to the 
dock-yards, telegraph works and work-shops. Much may be done in this 
direction if the Engineering Firms could be persuaded to kindly admit into 
their work-shops Indian youths as apprentices. A very good imj^etus may be 
given to this education by the Chairman of the Corporation throwing open the 
Municipal Workshops to Indian apprentices. The Port Commissioners may 
also lend their help in this direction. I cannot allow the occasion to ptM 
without referring to the useful work that is being done at the Oxford Mission 
Industrial School at Ballyganj and at the Technical School established by 
Messrs. Labchand and ftlotichand in their Marble House and the Bengal 
Technical Institute, founded by some of my countrymen, foremost amongst 
whom stands Mr. T. Palit. 

“ Free Primary Fdueation.-SiT, the news^ that the Government of India 
contemplate to make suitable and requisite assignment for the extension of free 
Primary Education, has been received with great satisfaction. If any pMrtioii 
of the assignment made to the Govornmant of Bengal is allotted to Calcutta, 1 
pray that the management of the grant be entrustod to the Corporation in tfab 
same way as the District Boards and the Municipalities in the Muffaswl. 
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“Ineed hatdly say that tbe Cidouifa Municipality by Tirtne of ita Ideal 
knoarledge will bs in a better position to promote the diffusiou of ^mary 
Sdttoation than any other agency, mid that each an arrangement will ba 
welcomed by the people. I am sure, in this matter, 1 have the support of my 
hon’ble friend, Mr. Allen. 

“ J?»yA jarfeg of B’ce .—I am glad that n^ interpellations as regards the high 
price of rice and the replies of Your lionour’s Government attracted the 
attention of the llon’ble the Finance Minister, and he admitted from liis 
seat in the Imperial ('ouncil that the poor hhadrahge were the principal 
sufferers. 1 regret to observe that the poor bhadralogca constitute a contiiderable 
element of the population of Uengal. I am glad to learn from the replies of 
the Uon’ble^ Mr. Carlyle that Your Honour’s Government is aware of the 
marked rise in prices and is making inquiries to ascertain the cftuse of the rise. 
The price was never so high for such a length of time and it seems that in future 
the high prices will be the chronic condition. 

might also tell Your Honour that not only the price of rice but also 
the price of every article of food'Stuff has hud an unpieoedented riso which 
adds to th^ misery of the people. They are now in a state of suspense and 
anxiety for the outturn of the next monsoon harvest and they shudder to 
contemplate what is in store for them, should the next monsoon prove unfavour* 
able. A solemn and serious respftosibiUty rests with the Government to take 
timely steps to save the people from the grip of starvation which is looming 
in the not distant future. 1 am grateful that Your Honour is alive to tiie 
cavity of the situation. 1 hope the Government will lose no time in pu^ 
lishing the resuk of their inquiries to allay the public anxiety. 1 can assure 
Your Honour of the co-operation of the Public with your Government iu 
the matter. On the initiation of the conductors of the ‘ Bangabashi ’ news¬ 
paper a very useful Committee has already been formed, with His Highness 
the Maharajah of Dnrbhanga as President, to ascertain the causes of the 
rise and to suggest remedial meosures. I have no doubt this Committae will 
be able to furnish useful information to your Government. 

*' I take this opportunity to make a suggestion as regards grain com¬ 
pensation allowance. Last year grain compensation was allowed to all whole¬ 
time servants of Guvemment on Rs. 30 and less. Never in the history of 
Bengal the coat of living has been so high as now. 'i he Port Commissioners 
have allowed grain compensation to all their employees drawing salaries below 
Bs. 50 a month. It would bo an act of kindness on Your Honour's part if 
Your Honour is graciously pleased to similarly extend the allowance to persons 
drawing Rs. 50 and less a month in the service of Government. 

“ CUy Improvement .—I cannot allow this occasion to pass without refer¬ 

ring to the City Improvement Scheme, The Public have learnt that an official 
Conference has lately been held in which the financial part of the scheme has 
been greatly ro*ir>odollcd. J am sorry to observe that the representatives of the 

B iople were not taken into confidence in that Conference, so as to enable Your 
onour to judge the question from every aspect. The public are anxiously 
looking forwaru for any ieformatiou which Your Honour may be pleased to 
voiiohsafe on the subject. 

** The question of ways and means is agitating the public mind at the 
present moment- it is well known that the burden which has been imposed upon 
the Corporation of Calcutta and which is steadily increasing with the growing 
Municipal needs of the town is already too much for them. With an increas¬ 
ing revenue they are still unable to maintaiq an eqailibriam in their finance. 
The current ycar’a Budget shows an income of Rs. 74,00,000 and an ex¬ 
penditure of Its. 7.6,49,000, and this deficit of Rs. 2,49,000 has been met by 
drawing upon the accumulated opening balance which has this year dwindled 
almost to a vanishing point. Witli the continually increasing cost of living 
in Ctdculta wliich is complained of both by Europeans and Indians and 
also with the eontinually increasing assessment, any further increase in 
tlie rates of the City will be a disaster to the people. Sir, overtaxation is 
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the seed of diaoontent. Ho^rever strong may be the ^rapatiiy of our 
Rulers, however anxious they may be to bring about a better understanding 
f»between themselves and those under their rule, all their eadeavouxs will be 
fruitless, when people groan under taxation and curse their fate in uttar 
helplessness. 

** The structural defect of the town, os has been amply shewn in 
Mr. Justice Trevelyan’s Repuit, is a legacy made over to the Corporation of 
Calcutta by Government who neglected to remedy it when it conld have been 
easily done at a nominal cost. 'I'lie Corporation hare done unaided all that 
they could do. Since the administration of Calcutta was made ov'or to them in 
1863, hundreds of lakhs have been spent on the improvotuent of the City. 
Numerous roads have been opened out and any one who had seen Calcutta 50 or 
even 30 years ago cannot recognize it now. The rapid strides of improvement 
'"should have oontinned had it not been for the amalgamation of tho Suburbs 
with Calcutta in I860. More than a hundred Inkha have been devoted to the 
improvement of the amalgamated area and several lakhs have still to bo spent 
both on the Suburbs and the fringe area. This has crippled the resources ot the 
Corporation and the structural improvements have not therefore prooeedud 
at the same rapid pace as before. 

“ Further, the new law has imposed upon the Corporation the continuous 
Water-supply system. The water-supply is notoriously dofeotivo. 'J he 
continuous supply which should have been completed within the statutory 
period of five years, is yet fat- from being completed, though we are now at 
the end of the seventh year. While the City is clamouring for water we are 
compelled to give away water to the outside Municipalities. All this hns 
necessitated a new scheme for additional water-supply, which will cost another 
50 lakhs. These and several other important works, which are-too numerous to 
enumerate, will entail the imposition of additional burdens upon the rate-payers, 
and I am afraid that any further addition to the burden on account of the City 
Improvement Scheme will bo the last straw to break tho camel’s back. This 
question was carefully considered by the Trevelyan Commission and they 
observed;— 

*■ House owners in Calcutta hive to bear taxation out of proportion to the biwdeas 
■ which are placed npon the shoulders of owners of other classes of property.' 

’*They accordingly recommended the imposition of a Jute-tax at one 
anna per mauiid on jqte exported from Calcutta and used in the neighbour¬ 
ing Mills which they caJculatea would produce about 16 lakhs a year. They 
also observed that ‘much might bo done if the Government made over to 
tlie Corporation a substantial portion of Canal Dues and Excise Revenue levied 
in Calcutta.’ The London County Council gets a substantial contribution 
from the English Exchequer. Tho Bombay Municipality receives the Excise 
Revenue from the Government. May not the rate-payers of Calcutta ajmeal 
to Your Honour for a simitar annual contribution for the improvement or the 
• City which is tho seat not only of tho Imperial, but also of the Provincial, 
Government? I find Your Honour has granted in this year’s Budget half a 
lakh to tho DurjooUng Municipality, tho summer seat of Your Honour’s 
Government. May not a similar favour in proportion to ils needs and 
importance bf5 shown to the City which is tho capital seat of Your Honour’s 
Government ? 

Deemiralisdtion .—Year before last Your Honour was pleased to state in 
tho Council that you were considering the question of decentralization of 
Municipal Corporation work in .Calcutta. You were pleased to admit that 
the work was enormous and a gi-eat deal of local agency was lost by endeavour¬ 
ing to do tho work by (he central authority only. Your Honour farther 
announced that you had appointed a representative Committee to consider the 
matter and that on the receipt of (he report of the Committee you would 
deal with the matter promptly. Two years have passed since Your Honour 
made t' e pronouncement and wo are yet in the dark ls to the report of the 
Committee and the intention of the Government on the eabjoct. 
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** Your Honour ia aware that about a year ago the District Committees 
wrero formed and that it has bep held by high authorities that they are 
illegal. Mr. Qreer, while in this CouticU, stated that legislation would 
be necessary to give effect to his scheme of decontraliaatioii. But nothing 
has been done in that direction and tho District Committees continue without 
being vested with any legal authority. I, for my part, recognize the 
usefulness of the District Committee. Divested, as the present Curpomtion 
is, of much of its representative character, it cannot be expected to bo 
cognizant of the wants and wishes of the rate-payers and the urgent local 
necessities of districts as the District Commissioners sitting within their own 
districts end discussing matters among themselves. The roguirements of a 
district are better discussed and threshed out in tho District Committee with 
the Executive Head of the Disfrict in their midst than in a big Corporation 
meeting where local questions attract little or no attention. Unfortunately, 
the District Committees hare no legal status and have no functions dotinedliiy* 
law, and it is my experience that the General Committee refuse to recognize 
tho deliberations of the District Committees as they are not appointed by them. 

“ In tho absence of any legal status, the deliberations of the District 
Oommittees are confined to such matters as tho Chairman may choose to commit 
to them from time to time; in fact they practically exist on tho sufferance of 
tho Chairman- The usefulness of tho District Committees is not tlicrefore fully 
brought into play, and the lodfl experience of Ward Commissioners cannot 
therefore be utilized to the fullest extent. Such a state of things cannot 
conduce to efficient administration. 

*'ln this cennoction, 1 cannot help mentioning that tho constitution of 
the General Commitioo is such that tho elected Commissioners aro in a 
perpetual minority. Of tho 50 Commissioners who constitute the Corpora¬ 
tion, one-half is elected by the rate-payers and it is but fair and just that the 
General Committee should be so formed that at least half tho members should 
be representatives of the elected Oommissionors. As at present constituted, 
out of 12 membei's of the General Committee, tho proportion of Commis¬ 
sioners elected by the rate-payors to the other half is 4 to 8 excluding the 
official Chairman, who is also tho Chairman of tho General Committee. 
Such a constitution cannot fail to bo unsatisfactory, and 1 am sure Your Honour 
will recognize it. 1 confidently ho 2 >e, in view of tho declared wrishes of the 
Government of the day, that an advance will be marie on tho linos of greater 
expansion of represontative Government, and that this anomaly will bo soon 
removed and greater trust will bo imposed upon tho pooiih', which is tho sui'cst 
way to inspire confidence in the intentions of Government. 

“ River-»ide Roada, Gh&ts and Lmding-stagea. —While speaking on tho affairs 
of tho CJity, I deem it my duty to bring to Your Honour’s notice tho grievances 
of the pnblio in the matter of gh4ts and landing-stages and roads in the 
juxisdiction of tho Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, to the north of the 
Hooghly Bridge. The Strand Bank Roads are in a broken condition, 
full of ruts, holes and depressions. The space just below the ghhts has siltejl 
up, and at ebb-tide the bathers tumblo over the pitfalls and hollows and h'eaps 
on the river bank. The landings for dinghy passengers aro broken, and a 
portion of Strand Bank Road on the north has sunk and is in a dangerous con¬ 
dition. The Government has delegated its function for the presorvation and 
maintenance of ghhts, landing-stages and roads, on the river side, to the Port 
Oommiasionexa. May 1 crave Your Honour to move the Port Commissioners ttx 
take necessary steps to remove tho grievances complained of. 

**Malarioua Tracta, —Year after year,,Hon’ble Members representing the 
different constituencies have dwelt upon the unhealthy condition of the 
towns^ and villages of Bengal. Outside Calcutta pooplo are smitten down by 
malaria^ and cheuera, which not only levy a heavy yearly tribute upon the 
population^ but have debilitated the oonstitution of the people of Bengal. 
Emarged livers and spleens and ansomio bodies aro common sights outside the 
boondwes of Calcutta, Some of the fairest and most flourishing districts of

Bengal have been laid low by the ravages of cholera and fever within the 
life time of a generation. A moral responsibility rests upon the GoveimArOnt 
to save-the lives of the people. Just as the Government reats up an effioient 
p: Ainciy and Navy for the protection of the people, so it is the boundmi duty 
. o'f-the Government to whom Providence has committed our destinies, to take 
imFeasurea for the eradication of those insanitary conditions which conduce to 
enfeeble and to enervate and even to exterminate the population. 

*‘lt is commonly believed that the obstruotion or diversion of the natural 
drainage of the country and the silting up of the rivers and channels of the 
Gangetic Delta loading to the gradual obliteration of tho sources of pure water* 
supply are the fruitful causes of malaria and cholera. The congestion of 
Cmcutta is due to the influx of population into the City owing to the dread of 
malaria and cholera outside. 1 understand Government have appointed a 
w Gjtpaniiasion to consider and report upon tho causes of Malaria in the Presidency 
''*TCfivision to suggest means for its prevention. Wo are all awaiting tho Report 
in great expectation of vigorous steps being taken to rid the outskirts of 
Calcutta of tho scourge. 

HeaUk Resorts.—1 am grateful to acknowledge that Your Honour takes 
a personal interest in the matter of establishing health resorts for the people. 
Largo sums of money have been spent on Frasergungc, but owing to several 
difficulties it cannot be conveniently availed of by my countrymen. 
Diamond Harbour is a healthy place -where my wearied and jaded countrymen 
after a week’s hard toil can easily repair for relaxation and iuvigoration. 
It is a kkasmahal property and Government can easily improve it for utiliza¬ 
tion (IS building sites. I am snre, the Hon’ble Mr. Collin *^will extend his 
sympathetic help in the matter and I appeal to Your Honour, in the name 
of my countrymen, to make a grant fur the improvement of Diamond 
Harbour, which wdl serve the same purpose to Indians as Frasorgunge to 
Foropoaiis. The grateful thanks of tho Hindu community, not only of Bengal 
but of the whole of India aro due to Your Honour for tiie grant of Rs. 75,000 
for the improvement of drainage of that ancient and venerated place of 
pilgrimage, Puri. I hope the grant will be continued till the improvement of 
drainage and water-supply of that town, which is now also a health resort 
of the Europeans, is completedi.” 


STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT. 

The Hun’ble the Pbebidekt said:—regret that, owing to illness, the 
Hon’blo Mr. Bertram is unable to attend and to deliver his own speech ; but he 
has requested that it should be laid on the table. This has been done ; and 
copies of it are in the hands of Hon’ble Members.” 

The Hon’ble Mn. Bbbtbam said:—*'Your Henour, I am sorry that under 
section 2 of the Indian Councils Act, 1892, and the Rules of the 7th February, 
1893, made thereunder, the Members of the Council are not permitted to pro¬ 
pose a Resolution or divide the Council in respect of any discussion on the Finaiti- 
cial Statement, nor, under rule 5, is it permissible to enter upon a criticism of 
Imperiiil Finance. Perhaps this unfortunate state of things, which robs the 
debate in this Council of all semblance of active life in a matter of such vitid 
importance as the Provincial Budget, may yet be altered in consequence of the 
proposals drafted by tho Council of His Excellency the Governor General nnd 
which, one learns from the public press, are now under tho consideration of the 
Right Hon’ble Iho Secretary of State. 

“ I ask, what has Government to lose by a full and free disoossion of 
its measures ond methods. In this Council there is an official majozK^i 
and in case of a tie Your Honour has a casting vote, and for a non*ofBeral 
Member to carry a resolution or an amendment to the Budget, he must in^ed 
have a very strong case to put forward. Our privilege, or, I might pmEape 
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more properly put it, our duty is Uo make observations,’and our role iher|t 
loro IS to be critics, though not neoessarily hostile or unfriendly Critios, ot 
G oyernraent. It is in this;spirit Ipropose to criticise the Statement the HOp’ble 
Mr. McIntosh has laid on the table.

‘*1 see from the Statement laid before us that the settlement elTectod with 
the Government of India as the result of the Partition of Bengal was based op 
a revenue of Rs. 4,67,01,000 to which the Bupreme Government added 
Rs. 7,30,000 as a fixed assignment to meet a total Provincial expenditure of 
Rs. 4,74,40,000. 

“ The year 1907-08 is expected to show an improvement of Rs. 31,28,000

The net amount available for expenditure is shown as Rs. 5,41,42,000, 
of which it is pr oposed to spend* Rs. 53,68,600, leaving Rs. 4^.56,000 still 
available for allotment in excess of the minimum working balance and the 
money ear-mark ed for the Calcutta Improvement Trust. 

Investment oj Surplus Funds ,—I wquldlike to point out a now source of 
Revenue to Government, Bhould«X^our Honour care to pursue it. If the not 
opening balance of Rs. 41,14^00, which includes the minimum working 
balanco of Rs. 20,00,000, together with auy surplus monies at the credit of 
Government, which cannot immediately or at an early date be applied to the

suggestion for what it may be worth. If Govemmout advice is good for the 
Corporation of Calcutta, it naturally follows it is good for the presf^il^g 
authority. Rupees 2 or 3 lakhs cannot be called a trifle even to a wealthy; 
overnment like the Government of India, let alone to the Government of 
Bengal. 

*^The Hon’ble Mr. Mdntosh may tell me again (as he has already told me 
Gin his office) that Government does not do these tmngs, but my r6|>ly to him 
is^ that it is not wise to persist in folly and to carelessly throw away opportu- 
mties to administer the public funds to the beat advantage. At the present 
time tho unemployed lands of (Overnment might be earning probably 7 per 
cent, on short deposit. In passing, perhaps, 1 may be permitted to refer to 
the recently published accounts of the Victoria Memorial Fund, to show what 
con be done in the way of earning interest on Surplus Funds. 

I would like here to draw attention to one or two items on the 
Revenue side of the Provincial Ledger. 
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_ “ Excise. —It is with much regret I soe the increase of Bs, 3,60,000 in 
too Excise receipts over the previous year. The conlinued raising of duties 
and the pressure on the part of the Excise authorities to show more revenue 
must mean that bad liquor is vended at the grog-shops. If peo}>le must have 
strong drink, better that it should be good and wholesome, even if Government 
gets less duty. The policy of Governmont to stop drinking by raising dutira 
18 , in my opinion, a vicious one. Better far to shut up half the grog-shops in 
Bengal, if Government is honestly determined to make peom© sober by 

i ‘ Act of Parliament.’ Their action would tlicn bo applauded by the country. 
Later on, half the remaining grog-shops could bo closed. The average man 
does not drink strong liquor wantonly. If a grog-shop is near, he will 
^ut I suppose in this country at least men will not go 3 or 4 miles for 
a glass of liquid poison. My constituents who are interested in Coal tell 
me the grog-shops are the curse of tho Coal districts. 1 am glad to say I am 
heartily in sympathy with the Calcutta Temperance Federation, and hope that 
Government will hand over the licensing of drink shops in Calcutta to the 
Corporation as the Local Licensing Authority. 

Then there is tho important subject of Forest Revenue. It is 
generally believed in non-ofDcial circles that if a more vigorous policy on com- 
morcial lines was pursued by the Forest Department bestter results would accrue 
from sales of timber and forest produce, No doubt this important subject has 
Your Honour’s constant attention. 

Manufactures. —Show an increase in estimated receipts of Bs. 21,000. 
It is to be hoped this is not caused by undue and unfair competition with 
private enterprise. 

^^{Hospitah .—I now turn to tho expenditure side of tho Provincial Budgret 
for 1907-08 and congratulate Your Honour’s Government on the generous 
provision made for Hospitals. I notice it is proposed to spend during the year 
the following sums on tho three great hospitals of Calcutta

Port Hospital I am sorry to say complaints had been made by the 

shipping that European sailors cannot get accommodation readily at the 
Presidency General Hospital, notwithstanding that they have a m-eforential 
right by virtue bf their employers paying Port Hospital Dues. To obviate 
this in future, I venture to suggest that a special block be built for sailors (with 
private rooms for officers) and be maintained entirely ^ at tho cost of the Port 
Hospital Dues Fund, the proceeds of wbiob are specifically ear-marked fdr tho 
benefit of European sailors. Owners of vessels visiting this Port have to pay 
these dues, and are desirous that full use should be made of their money, so far 
as allowed by law. 1 would here mention that sick officers have to be paid iot 
separately, though the vessels on which they are employed have alrea.dy paid 
Hospital Dues. 

The Mayo Hospital and Howrah Hospital also have claims on ship¬ 
owners. 'While tho last-mentioned gets a grant, I understand the first-named 
gets nothing from the Fund, and I would suggest that the Port Aet be amended 
so that the Lieutenant-Governor can give to Hospitals treating sick laaoars the 
benefit of the Port Hospital Dues, as so many of the vessels in the Calcutta 
foreign trade carry lascar crews and the men are not all residents of Oalentta, 
or of Bengal for the matter of that. 

** While on the subject of the Hospital Dues, I again put fmrward the 
demand that interest be allowed on tho funds in the hands of Government, 
as it is trust money and not a portion of tho General .Revenue of the 
Froriooe. 
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** S«met /br Officialf,~~l am rare we are all glad to see that the enpezior ‘ 
Offieece o£ Qoreniinent in Oeloutta and Howrah are to have houses provided, for 
them, but what is to be done taae the inferior, though no less hardworking, ‘ 
servants of the public? On them the burden of the high rents ruling-in 
Calcutta and Howrah presses with greater soTerity, ‘ 

**P/asssy Obelitk.^I am sorry I cannot approre of the proposed expenditure 
of Rs. 25,000 in providing an Obelisk at the ' Plaseey ’ battlefield. This might 
well be cut out with advantage. It is not^ politic, I think, to signalize this one 
battlefidd for special distinction, especially at the present time, above all 
others. No Obelisk is needed to record the battle. History is a sufficient 
lecofd, and if it has taken 150 years to evolve the idea.of an Obelisk, it shoves 
that our predecessors in Bengal did not consider such a thing needful. 

“ Piht Cruiser .—^The Pilot steamer Fraser is again off her 8tafthn,'*nni' 
my constituentsi therefore, appreciate the provision for the second Pilot cruiser 
for the Sandheads, and every eff orb should be made to get it on its station as 
earhjr as possible. The periodical removal of the FreU’-r causes great incon¬ 
venience to shipping, especially as the advantages of wireless telegraphy with 
the Sandheads are felt by the community as a real step in advance. 

“ Agricultural College .—^Tho provision of an Agricultural College at Bhagulpur 
is no doubt a wise measure, au^ also the extension of the Veterinary Institutes 
at Belgatcbia is necessary, but it is much to be regretted that no provision is 
made for the establishment of model farms in various parts of j^ugal, say 
fur frnit in Behor or dairy and irrass farms near Calcutta or in Jessore, where 
an improved cli^ss of uatlic oouM be evolved from the local type. It is the 
indigenous animal we want improved. The Allahabad results show wliat can 
bo done with Country cattle. 

“ Agricultural Department .—I venture to congratulate the Agricultural 
Department of Bengal on the very excellent work done for the period of 15 
months from Ist April, 1905, to 30th June, 1906, as detailed in-tho last report 
of the Departmmit. 

** The results brought out by the use of bone moal and saltpetre as manure 
for paddy are marvellous, and the results of the cultivation of jute and p:iddy 
as successive crops on the same land open up vast possibilities for the ryot of 
Bengal. 

'‘Government cannot spend too much money on pushing their erperi- 
u ental farms. It is a truism to say that the prospetity of tho agriculturist is 
the test of the prosperity of the Froviooe. In improved agricultnro is bound 
up the well-being of the whole community. The examples of all progressive 
countries cannot be neglected in Bengal. 'The soil lends itself to kind cultiva¬ 
tion and will give a bounteous return to good treatment. The country looks 
with confidence to Government to do all in its power to aid tho agricultural 
development of the Province. There is a good market for every maund of 
produce raised in Bengal, and the need of increasing tho outturn of food-grains * 
IS patent to the most casual observer. 

"In connection with raising the material well-being of the ryot, 1 wunld 
press earnestly on Government the necessity of granting loans to cultivator 
at moderate rates of interest, and I look forwara to tho day when there will 
be a great Agricultural Bank with Government capital invested in it. Bengal 
is years behind Egypt in this respect. 

**-Rood's.—Alliod with agriculture is the shbjeet of roads, and I venture to 
suggest that the contributions to District Boards for Uie upkeep of main roads 
in the Mufussal might be on a more liberal scale, and that specwl grants might 
also be made for the oonstruotiun of new roads, as 1 understand that in many 
places the . opening up of the country, bordering on newly-constructed lines of 
railway, is - being hindered by the went of soitablu roads giving access to the 
lailway station. 
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“ Waier~tcork9 .—Tlio proposed allotmonts in aid of sundry Water>works 
in tlio larger Provincial tnwiii are to be commended : good potable water in 
f necessit y of life. While on the subject of water, 1 think Government might in 
future years devote funds to itssist Union Committees in sinking artesian wdls 
in villagos, so as to strike poronri vl water. Small villages cannot afford Water¬ 
works, but artesian wells aro cheap and, if systematically exploited, the benefit 
to the people would be incalculable. 

“Government has oulv to turn to ;\ustrnHa to see what can ho done by 
the aid of ai'tesiiin wells in tlin way of providing drinking-water and water for 
irrigation. The terrible outbreaks of cholera in the Mufussal are all to be 
attributed to pe >pln diiiiking foul or stagnant water. In many places they Uan 
got nothing else, aiid suroly Govornmont will do all in its power to keep its 
a^opjo aJIjvo ain! hcultliy. 

“ Police. —It is Kiitisfrtctory to find th if Government is doing something for 
the Police, who, generally if a re an under paid but hard-working body 

of men—good pay u.sualljj|lliffRlf^ood men, which makes for good service. 
The pub!j i \vill wutcii tho Police reform with real interest. The entry in 
,.tlio liucig; t of Rs. *^5,000 for ‘ House allowance and Local allowance of 
Pers -nal Assistant to Inspcc'^or-Goneral and D.iputy Inspector-General of 
Police and of other oilicors of tiie Criminal Invesrigation Department ’ is a lot 
of inonoy and wants some explanation. 

Monumenia ani Antiquities .—Out of the grant for Monuments and 
Antiquities 1 hope some small sum wiil be spared to thoroughly renovate the 
marbles, brasses and historical tombs in St. John’s Church, Galcutta, and in 
tins connection perhaps His Kxoolleney the Viceroy will supply a new bust of 
his ancestor, tho Govornor-Geiioral, to take tho place of tho bust which 
fell down and and was broken to pieces iu tho earthquake of 1897, 
It was under the first Earl of Minto, that the Church was enlarged and 
re-openod for J'ivino worship. 

“ I fear I have taken up the time of the Council for an anduo length of 
tine, but tho Budget discussion is tho one opportunity we have daring the 
year to bring ‘burning subjects’ prominently to tho notice of Government. 
I will now, therefore, turn to a few subjects that Goverument might deal with 
generously during the coming year, 

“ Fi'h. —Wo h<i^o to thank Your Honour for the Hon’ble Mr. Gupta’t^ 
fish inquiry, for the further prosecution of which R.s. o0,000 have been allotted. 
We look for great evoutual results from that inquiry, and I ask Your Honour 
to see that enorgotic und suBtuinod progress is made in opening up, in panicular, 
the valuable fisheries on the sea face of Bengal and Orissa. VVe want Your 
Honour’s Government to emulate the Government of tho United States of 
America aud bo ‘ aggressive ’ in yoar methods and to start works for dealing 
with fish and its various by-products, so that in time valuable trades can be 
worked up. 

“ Tlio jute industry of Bengal can take fhousands of niaunds of *Swa- 
deshi ’ fish oil for batching. Japan finds it profitable to catch herrings and 
export. tVie oil therefrom to India, for use in our jute mills. Private entorpriae 
iu Bengal in this busiuess is nou-oxistent. Following lire example of other 
enlightened Governments, Your Honour’s Govornment might show the way 
here. I'iie residue after the oil is extracted would form a valuable maniure, 
and would no doubt find ready buyers all over the country. 

“ In connection with fish, is it too much to cxpoct that Your Honour will 
press tho Eastern Bengal State Railway to equip their line with some properly 
inc-ulated wagons to bring down the valuable fish caught at Goalundo and 
Diamond Harbour? At present, hundreds of maunds of magnificent fish 
hare to be thrown away as unfit for humau consumption, owing to inade¬ 
quate means of bringing it fresh to market. 
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“ J'i'jfer*.—Another subject .1 desire to brinw to Your Honoux^s notice 
today is the unbusinesH-like “way of getting riel of ‘man-eating’ tigers in 
Bengal. It seems that till quite a number of people are killed, no real intoreA 
is taken in the matter by the local authoritie.'<. Quite recently a ‘ man-eating’ 
tiger roamed the Itodarma Beserved Boreat, and during two years some 52 
people, I understand, were disposed of, witliout cc-unting cattle. Eventually 
a large reward was offered, and a man on the East Indian Huilway killed the 
scourge of the district. But what I want to know is this. Is it not the duty 
of the Police (or tho Magistrate, who is the Head of the Police) to lake steps to 
exterminate any tiger, or leopard, who is known to Imvo killed a l.umsn 
being, and not wait till a number of people are killed before woiking up 
reward to encourage a ‘shikari’ to try his luck? I should think the most 
sensible way is to offer tho maximum reward at onco immediately the exisienee 
of the objeotionablo brute is known. *

“ If a human murderer were at large, the whole strength of the Police 
would be interested in tracking him down. 1 ask for this policy to be pursued 
in the case of a ‘ man-eating ’ tiger, and I trust Your Honour will give tho 
matter tome little attention during the official year, which is now young. 
Force is given to what 1 have said by what was written in the ‘ Indian 
Forester’ for January, 1907 - 
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‘The ^‘Indian Forostor’’ for January ha^ an article on tlio mo rfality from wild arinial 
in India wliicb containa a number of valuable suggestions regarding the best means for 
waging war on umn-eating tigers and leopards. Ap irt from tho interest the subject will 
neoosaurily hay© for sportsmen, it is, wo think, ono of sufHeient imporlance to receive tho 
closer attention ol Uovernmeui. In tne lent Resolution issued hy the Government if Xndia« 
the number of people reported as having been killed bv tigers and leopards was 786 and 4t>l, 
respectively. This heavy mortality wits^ there can be no doubt, iu a great measure due to 
the amount of rope given to animals which were kno vn to have acquired a tas'e fur human 
flesh, tho only 8fco|i8 taken by tho antorities to rid affected districts of these scourrgos being 
to issue Sf’eoi'il licenses to ^shikaries’ for their destruction, with what success may be gathered 
from the fact that in tho Maud la district of ike Central Provinres twenty-six such licenses 
were issued during the year to forest otHoials and police constables for the destruction of 
ouruivora with a net robult of two wounded tigers .—C and M Gazette.* 

Provincial Finance ^—Though the Momberfl of this Council are precluded 
from criticising Impetia] Finance, we are not prevented from aisoussing 
Provincial Finance. It seems to mo wo should not bo indebted to the Govern¬ 
ment of India for all our needs, if a proper system of decentralized Unonce were 
introduced. 

This Provinoo has many wants which can only*' bo supplied at great first 
cost or after great delay for want of funds, and consequently projects, 
good in themselves, are unnecessaiily and indefinitely postponed and 
the Province suffers. Cannot Your Honour approach the Government ol 
India with a proposal to be allowed to raise Local or Provincial loans with ap 
Imperial guarantee, if necessary, and to be paid off by a Sinking Fund? These 
would not add permanently to the indebtedness of the country. In this con¬ 
nection, might I venture to draw Your Honour's attention to sectiin 138 S) of 
llengal Act Hi of 1899, which to mv mind is peculiarly suited to Provincial 
loans, and is on quite up-to-date lines f 


^^Totiys HuUith C inal ^—There is the project of the new Tolly’s Nullah Canaliza¬ 
tion Scheme which is still under reference backwards and forwards, so one 
understands, between the Governments of^ndia and Bengal—and apparently 
^ want of funds’ stands in the way of progress. Surely the various (joveriimenta 
concerned, that is India, Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam, do not want 
to be told times out of numbor that it is a project of first rate impurtanoe to the 
commerce < f the two Bengals and Assam, and should be vigorously pushed on 
without further procrastination and delay. If the Governments of Bengal and 
Kasterii Bengal and^ Assam had tho power to raise loans, the direct aid of Hue 
Government of India would not be required. 
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•an oonseoaenoe of the AUly-shelly poUcy about this Oand, Your 
Honour’s Works Depaitraont do httle or nothrag to keep Tolly s Nnll^ 

(Uen for regular nuTigation, even for the smallest boate. 1 he niercbants of 
ffi“are Kr in tiheir oomridints, and see no early amelioration of the 
present unsatisfactory state of things. 

Government and the Eaetem Bengal State Railwajf.^Ono ^tmot think for 
a moment that, as the Government of India own the Eastern Bengal State 

V Wlwnv, their poUoy is to force merchants to use that mlway and its connec- 
ktions and its Southern branch in preference to sending their goods by boat, 
fjl would draw Your Honou.’s attention to the weighty remarks of the Chairm^ 

V if the India General Navigation and Railway Co., delivered at the half-yearly 
/ neeting in London in May last, which perhaps you may have seen:— 

Mr J Ghandhuri, to whom I referred at our meeting last year, said the 
‘ oiher day in the LegislatiTe Oouuoil of Bengal: “ 1 see no reawn why wo should not sp«d 
M muoh of our Provinoial resouroes as may he availahle for the improvemmt of oto water- 
instead of hlooking them up in unprofitahle brwk and mortar. We should also ask 
Government of India, so for as it is heyond our resouroM, to undertake the improvement 
S^m^iretorwaya out of borrowed capital.” This is a sentiment we may cordially subsonbe 
to M the uood of the country is honud up with the development of onr own speoul entor- 
p^” which oan only prosper in aiding the cause of more efficient and cheaper transport.’ ‘ 

While referring to the question of minimum railway rates and the rivalry 
between Bombay and Calcutta for the trade lying in the interior between them, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Nimmo pointed out that Bengal was trying to recover business 
that had been seduced away from it over the railways to Bombay by question¬ 
able devices. It seems to me that the Hon’ble gentleman might show that 
there is a simple means by which Calcutta could draw a vast amount of freight 
to the Eastern side of the Continent and away from the Western. The natural 
routes to the East are the large rivers, and if only Goveriimont took seriously 
in hand the improvement of the channels of the Ganges, even if railway rates 
were left as they ore,’ Calcutta would gain an enormous ai-cession of trade by 
means of cheaper water carriage. Your fleet is being kept fully up to the mark, 
and the new vessels which have been added show better results than those 
which wont before them, being larger cairiers with comparatively cheaper 
working charge. 


Now what are the moans by which we can achieve this end, and maintain 
our river services against the constantly growing railway competition ? It can 
be done, and can be done thoroughly, but there is only one way—we must be 
able to Miry larger cargoes for the same, or even for less, money than we do 
now and this can be achieved by loading, our vessels deeper. We can load our 
deeper only if we have the water to run them in. It is for this reason 
we have been doing our best to urge the Government of India to adopt the 
nolicv of other countries, not in our interest alone, but with it in the much wider 
mterest of the whole community, which must gain an enormous advantage by 
the cheapening of carriage. "From a narrow point of view, and at first sight, 
the cheapening of water carriage might be taken to mean a decrease in the 
earnings of the Railways, but in piaotice this has not been found to be the 
result for cheapening of transport by whatever means attained, has invariably 
been accompanied by such largely increased development in all directions that 
every means of transport has prospered in oonsequenco. It has been said that 
it is the last foot in the draft of a vessel that pays. And that is quite true. 

• When 1 tell you that during a great portion of the year our vessels are unable 
to load full oargooB, you will imagine what that means ! Could they load up a 
foot deeper, the whole of the extfa freight carried would be profit after 
deduction of a small extra allowance for coal? 


** There is another point where much can be done to help navigation, namel v, 
the rtiortening of routes. 1 think we have si own the Government conolusirely 
that the route between Oalontta and Gtoalundo by water can be easily shortened 
by 266 ; between Calcutta and Narainganj and^ Cachar by 197 miles; 

and between Calcutta and the North-West by 425 miles: thia oau be done by 
the expenditure of a very moderate capital outlay, which would be highly 
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remunerative to Government from the tolls they would receive—if, indeed, 
they were advised to take tolls at all for preserving and openinir up the great 
natural water roads which the oouhti^' possesses, I may add that 1 see, in the 
Engineering Supplement of ‘ih» Tme$ an account of one large dredger wMch 
the Government of India have ordered from Messrs. William iSimons & Oo., 
of Renfrew. Wo understand that three such drt dgera are going out, and wo 
look forward with very great and pleasurable anticipation to tho work they' 
will perform in those rivers, not only to our benefit, but, as I say, to tlie benefit 
of tho whole of the country. 

“ On behalf of f^e Commercial community of Bengal, both European ana 
Indian, I ask Your Honour to vigorously support tho demand for the canaliz® 
tion of To11>’8 Nullah, ai d to see that the Goveriiment of India pushes m 
with the work. A 

“ Railway Facilities, Sara OhAt and W'ffjjroiM,—The percnniiltnnftlJvniP^ 
improved railwav facilities, the Sara Ghat Bridge and the scarcity of wagons 
have been fully dealt with by the President of tho Bengal Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the Hon’blo Mr. Apoar, cs.l., in the Supreme Council, and I only refer 
to them here to say that the Ihrovlnoe over which Your Honour rules is suffer¬ 
ing grievous loss by all these drawbacks to trade. 

Djtnuda Rivet Improvstnent. —A demsnd ha^ been put forward that an 
alternative route is wanted lor bringing down coal from the di-stricts where it in 
raised. The Damuda rivOT is said to offer facilities, if they are properly utilized. 

I suggest Your Hei;oar takes up the canaliratioii of this river as a Provincial 
work, for wo cannot expect the Government of India to look with favour on 
such a project, as they own outright the East Indian Riiihvay, and in due time 
will also become tho proprietors of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. I refer 
Your Honour to what is being done in Belgium, l^'ranoe, Germany, Russia 
and the United Stares of America to cheapen transport by utilizing water 
communication to the utcaost. Such a project, as 1 have ventured to outline, 
might bo financed by a local loan fiuated in tho manner I have alieady 
indicated 

“ CaUuUa Impruvement Trust .—There is one subject of absorbing interest 
to Calcutta, and we re all wait ng to see the Calcutta Improvement Trust 
usheied into being. Can Your Honour yet take the public into your conii- 
derce? We shall ILnow of the burdens imposed on the trade of the town and 
on the rate-payers of Calcutta quick enough. Can Your Honour tell us to-day 
when the necessary legislation to iriaagnrate the Trust will be introduced into 
this Council ? ” 

The Hou’hle Mb. Spink said:— “ Your Honour, it is a matter for congrat¬ 
ulation that the Financial Statement laid before us discloses steady and 
marked prosperity in the Province, five lakhs of the increase of revenue 
over the estimates having arisen from such staple sources as Stamps, Excise 
Assessed Taxes, Registration and Irrigation. ^ 

“It is a somewhat dilhcult task to effectively criticise the accounts from 
the Statement laid before us, and 1 do not propose to do so in detail;'but 1 
would venture to suggest that the Government should, in forthcoming annual 
statements, set out the actual results of at least three previous years, so as to 
enable Members of this Council, by comparison of the revenue and expenditure 
for these periods, to form a more correct estimate of public lequirements, and 
tlie possibility of adequately satisfying these requirements from the revenue. 

“ Passing.to a few of tho prominent featni'es of the Budget, it is to 
he regretted that the Governnient have not made a larger appropriation to 
H'echnica! Education. The country is rapidly developing along every lino, and 
though no dpubt University Education have its great advantages, the Govern¬ 
ment should use every eiufeavour to encourage the practical possibilities of the 
people and Technical Education might, with advantage, receive closer attention 
and fuller aid from Government. The necessity of giving more generous support 
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to this branch of edaoation wA* atrongly urged upon the authorities by my 
predecessor, the llon’blo Mr. tAnaour, in iiiii Budget speech in 1905, and his 
views received Your Honour’s cordial support; one, therefore, views the small 
allCtment under this head with consldcrublo disaopointment. 

‘The Government has bee n oddressod from time to time by the Association 
which 1 have tlie honour to roprc'sont, on the subject of Jail Manufactures. 
hVom the Statement before us, tlio cost of Jail Adininistrutidn is set down 
roiiffhly as 24 ]akli>, and tlio tcvoiiuc yielded by the Jails appears to be 
JSjl lakhs. A refoiviice to tljo figures for tlie ])rococ^ing years sliovirs that the 
Leveiiue from this sourco, in .•-toad of showing a decrease, marks a steady rise 
tom year to year. Wo know that this matter is now receiving tlio careful 
of the Governroenls of India and thmgal, and I trust that the 
^ 'Cussion of the various issues that iiave arisen in connection with the 
M\q jail indusfrios with private enterprise and which are so 

cTearly set foith in the Governinonl of India’s letter, No* 103 of 10th August 
last, will lead to a settlement satisfactory to the parties concerned. 

‘‘Few of the aj)|>roprialions sot out in the Budget will, I hoai’tily believe, 
meet witli greater approval than tliose in connection with hospital and 
medical needs in t iis City, and we liuve to thank Your Honour ihat these have 
been meted out wdth no nuau hand. Owdng to these liberal grants, niid al o to 
the generous ullotnients to Calcutta I’hiirities from Her Excellency Lady Minto’s 
Fa icy Fete Fund, (.alcutra will begin to realize that her wants ore at least 
receiving the recognition they deserve, and we shtdl shortly st?e the paying 
patitnts’ wards, botli in the General and Medieul Hospitals, available for the 
purposes for wdiicli they are so much needed. ^ 

^‘Thc want of much more accommodation for Small pox patients has 
bcH>n keenly UM for some years past during which the disease Jins been so 
terribly prevalent in Calcutta; iJie extension of the Campbell Hospital is a 
stop in the riglit direction, but it is to be hoped Government will not rest 
satisfied with this somewhat tardy recognition of the City's needs in this 
particular direction. 

“ It is to be hoped that the Government will devote its close attention 
to the improvement of the w’ntor-wavs of Bengal. Tlin network of navigable 
rivers intersecting the Province, if efliciently policed and otherwise rendered 
navigable for vessels, would do much to free tlie railways fiH>m their overburden 
of traffic, and would lessen tlic price of raw materiuls and food*«tuffs now 
ruling in this Ihovinco. Tim pro.^ent high prices of food-stuffs has fallen 
heavily upon the commercial and trading community in Calcutta, who have 
been compelled to grant iiicreasod wages of their employes, whilst it has 
also caused much suffering and distress to the people. The Goverament might, 
with advantage, examine the cpicstion of the Water-ways of Bengal and see if 
this amelioration would not tend to clioapeti the prices of these commodities. 
The expenditure on itivers and Canals is so small as to lead to the conclusion 
that the matter has not received the attention which it needs fi’om the hands of 
the Government. 

“ The allotment of 50 lakhs to the much-needed scheme for the improvement 
of this City leads us to hope that the subject will receive the very early and 
energetic attention of this Government. To handle the problem in a Iwld and 
wholehearted way, much further assistance will be required, and it is to be 
• hoped that Government will see its way to deal this out with no niggardly hand 
in future Budgets. 

‘‘The extensiou of the High Coilrt buildings, for which I see a grant of 
Ks. 1,30,000 has been made, will bo welcomed by all whose busijtess calls them 
there, either as willing or unwilling visitors* The entire absence of any 
accommodation whatever for jimuuen, witnesses, etc., has long been felt as a 
vorv distinct grievance by a class of the community who have, mostly against 
their will, to spend many valuable hours in its crowded courts and corridors, 
and I strongly urge that under no circumstancos should their claim for decent 
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Prorinces on which I would wish to speak, bnt that may not be, not until 
the 'settled fact* official parlance is unsettled by the united effort of an 
entire community. 

Be-orgemuatioH Scheme.—Sir, the re-organization scheme of the Provincial 
and Subordinate Educationid Services has been published, and 1 must thank the 
Government on behalf of niy unhappy ermntrymen engaged in the work of 
Education for the relief, however inadequate, given to theni: but the number of 
appointments in the Provincial Service which begins with the grade of Bs. 200 
rising to and ending with the grado of Its. 700 a month, is only 112, distributed 
over 8 grades. The lowest or tlio eighth grade was fixed in Bee gal at Its. l.oO 
a month as one of our distinguished Directors of Public Instruction thought 
that we in Bengal would get plenty of good graduates for Rs. 150 a nionth, 
thotigh the grade carried a salary of Rs. 2u0 a month in the other Provinces 
graduatos were not so plentiful as in Beugul: in restoring to the grade, 
thepay originally intended for it, the Government has dune what is after all 
tardy j ustice. 

“Leaving the Provincial branch of the Education Service and going down 
the ladder into the Subordinate Educational Service, wc find 615 appointments 
distributed over 8 grades, beginning with Rs. 50 a month and ending 
with Rs. 260. I'he only relief to this branch has been the crestion of 
a few more appointments, which, so far as the lower grades are con¬ 
cerned, will servo to retard promotion. 

“Coming fuither down to the lower Subordinate Educational Service, we 
have 950 appointments distributed over 5 grades, commencing at Its. 15 and 
ending at Ks. 45. This is the improved state of things in the western division 
of the old Province. A first class M.A., if he is very lucky, begins in tl>e 
Subordinate Educational Service on Rs. 75 a month, that is to say, in the 
sixth grade. lie must go through 14 ^pu.do» before ho can attain to the 
highest grade of the Pro\incial SeiTices, vig., Rs. 700 a month. Human life, 
specially in sei'vico in this country, is too short for this weary journey. No 
one has yet done it, and the highest that one can aspire to is Rs. 250 a month, 
the first grade in the Subordinate Service. 

“Is it any wonder that our brilliant Uuivorsijy men shun the Edu¬ 
cational Department like the Upas tree? 11 the prospects of this branch 
of the service are bad, and bad enough they are in all conscience, what 

is the position of that unfortunate class who pass their lives between 

Rs. 15 to Rs. 45 a month in tlio education of our children? They are like 
miners entombed, shut away from the warmth and radiance of life, though 
set to extracting much richer ore than any that a mere mine can yield. 
Does Your Honour expect any display of energy from men whoso life is 
one uniform and unredeemod drudgery? Tiiese are the teacliers in our 
Secondary Schools. 

“ Corning to the ffuru teacher in our Primary Schools, we find that he 
receives thu magnificent emolument of Its. 4-10-0 a month. Says the 
Inspector of the Dacca Division: ‘ It is important to note that this oum 

is prubahly doubled in any cases by the performance of other duties, the 

copying <if deeds, etc., by agriculture or by free board extended to him 

by the vilbigcrs.’ And the same Inspector remarks: 'Even this remuneration 
would harJly attract a coolie’. Such is the lot of that humble class of officers 
who aro sujqioscd to teach our little children the elements of all the sciences 
known to men, biology, physics, chemistry, botany, hydrostatics, geology, etc. 
Your Honour could not get a peon for the salary offered to these teachers, lam 
quite sure the Government ma-.f feel as keenly as any one interested in the work 
of Education that such a state of things cannot be allowed to continue. 

“ We arc grateful to Government for the assuranoo it has held out in answer 
to some questions of my hou’ble friend, Babu Kali Pnda Ghosh, that the lot of 
the lower subordinate class will receive consideration. 1 hope the teachers in 
our I’riniary Schools will not be forgotten when the scheme is revised. 
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“ If the lot of the officers iix the lower ranks is deplorable, the prospects of 
those who are in the upper ranks, in the branch known as the Provincial 
Educational Service, are not very inspiring or encouraging. They will now 
begin on Hs. 200 and end, after passinfcg through 8 stages, with lls. 700, In 
these ranks are found some of the most brilliant men omongtit us; men who 
have obtained high academic distinctions in Oxford or Cambridge or tho Scottish 
Universities; men who would shed lustre on any educational institution with 
which they may be connected. 

“ Many namrs would at once occur to Hon’blo Members who have tho 
privilege of knowing some of the officers employed iu this branch of tho 
service? Hero we find Dr. P. C. Roy, who is an ideal teacher idolized by 
his students and who has done oiiginal work in chemistry, of which his 
countrymen and tho Government wliich employs him may feel just ly proud. 
Here in a lower grade we find Mr. Malialnobis who has given to the PreBTOffBy 
College its Biological Department, and hero too, in a grade further lower 
down, is tiiat eminent Chemist, Babu Chandra Bhusan Bhaduri, to whoso 
devoted co-operation with Dr. P. C. Roy, wo owe those promising and well- 
equipped Chemical Woiks, known as the Bengal Chemical and Pharma- 
ceuti^l Works, wliich for ojganization, economy and efficiency, would 
be an object lesson to many dopaitmonts of State, and who after 22 
years of service wns pining in the grado of Rs. 250 a month until the reorgani- 
zatioii scheme, which gave hint an extra Re. 50 a month. Other names equally 
deserving might be mentioned, but I have only selected a few to show wliut 
prospects are held out in the Educational Service to our most distinguished 
graduates. • 

JProviniiial v&. Imperial informer years any distinguished Indian 
graduate who had taken to tho Educational Service might aspire to rise to 
the highest position in that Seivioe. A separate Indian Service, known as tiio 
Impenal Service, where the grading begins on Us. 500 and goes on to Ks. 1,.500 
a month or more to be recruited in England was ujtknoan in those days, 
and Indian Educational Officers have occupied high places and discharged 
their duties with conspicuous ability. The spirit that the native of India 
must be kept down had not then manifested itself and he was welcomed as a 
colleague, but during the last 12 ycara a change has enmo over that spirit, and 
a system of recruitment has been adopted by which Indians wore practically 
debarred from thu higher branch of the Educational Service. 

“ Callow youths, not always distinguished graduates of the Home 
Universities, have been recruited at Rs. .500 a month and have speedily 
risen to the grado of Rs. 1,000 a month, whereas older men, who had made 
their mark as teachers and had achieved distinction in the subject of their 
choice as original workers, wearily struggle against the bars of colour and race. 

“ Sir, an aspiring Lawyer whose education may have been confined 
purely to an Indian University may rise to be a Judge of the highest Court* 
in tho country ; any enterprising^ young man who may secure a place after - a 
coarse of prelimmary coaching, in the Civil Service may rise to be a Cummi.s- 
siouer of a Division, or even a Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, and 
I trust the day may not be far distant when one of my countrymen may 
occupy the exalted seat wliich Your Honour is now holding. And it is 
Buroiising that in the domain of education, when tho Indian has a traditional 
and inherited aptitude, he should be forcibly relegated to a back seat. I 
am not one of those who would for a moment advocate that the emolu¬ 
ments oRerad to purely English ^aduates should be curtailed. I am still 
old fashioned enough to believe wint the association of the west and the east 
iu the field of knowledge has been productive of great good to ourselves, and 
that for many years yet to come this association must continue; but what I do 
urge is, that my countrymen should not be excluded from the higher ranks 
merely because they are Indians. 
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“In putting thh elnitti fotwdrd, I boliete 1 aitt not addiWMin^ in alto¬ 
gether unsVinpathetic GKiyerttment. Evidence it viwbli c® all ndes 
(ha spirit which would keep an Indian down^ merely because he is an Indisn, 
is giving way to a jnster appreciation of the claims and capabilities of the 
Indian. No less a personage than Ilia Royal Highness the Prince of Wales has 
re-stated the pilnciplo that should guide the Englishman in the OuvemmCnt of 
India, and our present Secretary of State has emphasiz^ ^e adoption of ^t 
principle from his place in Parliament. If, Sw, this just grievance is not 
removed in the present rcgmi, we shall have little hope of this wrong being 
remedied within a measurable distance of time. 

“ Neglect of Edrteation .— Sir, if the prospects of our officers engaged in the 
Education Department are so gloomy, the prospect of education itself is not 
very hopeful. I cannot believe that those interested in the work of Education 
■MSMWiUvantry will share the gratiBcatioii of the Hon’ble the Financial Seorctai^ 
at the progressive increase of expenditure on the bead of Education. We do 
not like the pro^ble saving of Ks. 3,41,000. The grant now stands practically 
at 43 lakhs. Is this a sum adequate to meet the educational needs oi a popula¬ 
tion of 60 millions? The result is, that every department is starved. 

In all Bengal, until lately claiming to be the premier Province of India, 
there is not a single Technological Institution, there is not a single colleger 
properly-equipped, not a single school properly-housed and furnished. This is 
a sweeping statement I admit, hut absolutely true. There is no Teohnolqgioal 
Institution m the country and there is no more to be said about it. As regards 
College, take the first College in Bengal, the Presidency College, cabined, 
cribbod, confined,—overcrowded class rooms, inefficient and insufficient labora¬ 
tories, an inadequate staff, absence of a gymnasium or play ground, that is 
the verdict of (government Officials. As specimens of Government schools, 
take the foremost, either the Hindu or the Hare School,— ill-lighted, ill-ventila¬ 
ted, incommodious, unattractive, that is the verdict of the Committee appoiPted 
by Government. 

*‘If the Government is anxious to promote education, it is not enough to 
pass measures of officialized legislation and rest content; it mu6t|pour forth 
plenty out of its treasury to find the means which are considered essential 
toOrards a sound system of education. We cannot rest, while all the world is 
progressing. Sir, for the information of my Colleagues, 1 shall place _ certain 
figures as to the scale of public expenditure in civilized countries and 
in Bengal.

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“ It will appear from the above table, that whore Your Honour’s Govern¬ 
ment spends Rs. 207 per student in the Presidency College, Manchester spends 
Ivs. 1,070 and Liverpool Rs. 1,050; and of this sum of Rs 207 spent in the 
Presidency Oollege, the student himself cont4ibute.s Rs. 144, the Crovernnmnt 
spending the magniticent sum of Its. C3 per annum per student for Collegiate 
Educatidn in the Premier College in Bengal. Talking of nontribution, it will 
be interesting to observe that while the public revenues of Japan contribute 
83*2 per cent, of the cost of education, Bengal contributes only 42*9; and 
while a Japanese student pays only 9‘8 per cent, of the cost of his education, 
the Bengali student pays 38*91 per cent. 

' “ Sir, in a recent debate the Hon’ble the Chief Secretary, controverting 

’some observations which 1 had made in this Council, contended that the 
'dttMHHHMMMt of Bengal had a couscience. Sir, I do not vonturo to follow 
my hon’ble friend, wlio hails from a country which lias given birth to some 
of the most astute metaphysicians whom the world has known, into the 
intricacies of such a recondite and abstruse proposition. Rut this much I 
can safely say, that if the Government which my hon’blo friend has 8<» 
courageously vindicated had any lineaments, the figures that 1 have quoted 
would raise a blush even in the grave and sedate countenance which would 
befit such a Government as ours. 

“ Sir, 1 if cannot move the Government on the question of Education for 
the whole of the Province, I can plead with confidence the cause of the 1st. 
College in Bengal, if not in India. 1 do not propose to place before the Council 
the many shortcomings which have boon pointed out in the report of the 
Commission appointed by the University, and admitted anef confirmed by 
the Director of Public Instruction in his admirable annual report. Whatever 
Your Honour’s Government may do, it must at once decide on tho future of 
the College. If it is decided to keep it where it is, lauds should be taken up 
at once and.laboratorieB and class-rooms should be built and o(|uippod without 
delay. The new University Regulations impose a serious and heavy respon¬ 
sibility on the Government and unless the Government is propovod to soo the 
College disaffiliated in science, it must do something to put the College bn 
a satisfactory basis; but if these improvements require tim«>, no time need be 
wasted in strengthening its staff, where there is much room for improvement. 

“ 1 believe I am not overstating tho case tvhon I say that, in many subjects, 
missionary and private colleges in Calcutta can show a stronger staff than the 
Presidency Oollege: this is a state of thitigs which ought not to be. I speak 
with some assurance when 1 say that at least 20 lakhs would be required for 
the improvenioiit of the Presidency College, money which could not be better 
spent, and we have Rs. 46,000 allotted to the College! Truly, an offer which 
would ti-y the patience of a saint much lusS*of an expectant nation. 

'■’•Hindu and Hare Schools .—1 have already referred to the condition of the 
Jlimlu and Hare ‘Schools. The class-rooms aro badly lighted, tho upper 
classes are overcrowded, tho lower classes are huddled together, the sanitary 
arrangements aro defective ; and the Hindu School has no play-grouiid at all. 
This is a state of things which the Government should not allow to continue 
in its premier schools in Calcutta, and 1 earnestly commend the condition 
of these schools to the attention of Government. Might 1 suggest for the 
consideration of Government that, instead of two fim class Government 
schools being located in the same place, tho Hare School should bo removed 
to a more southerly situation in Calcutta for the benefit of the Itidiau 
population in the southern and outlying division of the town. 

" Sihpur Engineering College .—Speaking of removals, would it be desirable 
to remove the Sibpur Engineering College far away from Calcutta ? The 
Government lias in contemplation the addition of 'J'ochnological Departments 
to this Institution on a large scale. Would it bo to the interest of such depart¬ 
ments to be removed far away from industrial centres, where boys could neve 
practical lessons and training ? '1 hat is an aspect of the case which I M'ould 
respectfully ask the Government to consider. 
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**I^mal4 ^««a/t 0 it.-->I| ^ f4iuii^(|on of our ia still noeleoted tb»t 
©or girls iif )ictpeles4]r liaokwfirfl, Jfn tli^ trestem p^rt of ihe old Provioco of t 
Uongpi, tbo pxoportioii of mfde pqbpl^.t^ *1^® *»»!« populatioo of school-going 
ago is 28'47, whereas tho propwrtioigi in the case of giyU is 2-93. - In the 
eastern part of the same Province, inoludii^ A^sam, the proportion is 30*62 in 
the case of boys and 3*31 in the cas^ qf girls* Under Your Honour’s jorisdic- 
tiou, private institutions of an ftdvancpd type for boys number 17,191 sgaiust 
160 for girls, and the elementary private institutions punibor 37,*261 for boys 
against 2,409 for girls. This indicates, I am afraid, the national apathy to the 
education of girls. But Government is hardly more svmpatiietio: it has got 
151,055 Booondary schools for boys again'^t 6,503 secondary schools for girls; 
and as regards primary schools, there are 888,096 public institutions for boys 
against 107,021 for girls. There is a growing desire, a gromng neo0Sslty*4bsH 
the education of our girls, and if bar marriage laws and social customs make 
higher education of our girls difficult, there may be a much larger number of 
upper and lower primary schools for our girb. 

<< Training of Lady Tmchart ,—While on the question of the education of 
girls, we are thankful to Govemment for the facilities itb seeking to provide for 
the training of lady teacdiers, for the advanced classes of female students. It is 
a move in the right direction, wd hm been inaugurated none too soon. The 
scheuie owes its initiation to Mr. Earle, and we are particularly grateful to him 
for the energy and ability with which he has pushed it forward. Your Honour 
was pleased to inaugurate the scheme, and may I request Yotu* Honour to put 
it into operatioi^in Bengal at once, even though private contribuTions have not 
come up to the amount anticipated. Only a very small margin has to be made 
up, and 1 am sure Your Honour’s Government will readily come forward to 
cover the margin, especially as ihe Budget anticipates a probable saving of 
Kb. 3,41,000 under the head of ‘ Education. 

*'*• Training College for Teaehtre.—X may inform Hon’ble Members of the 
Council that, while such a necessary measure of reform is hanging fire fur want 
of bunds, we have in our midst, for more than six months, a coumlete staff of 
teaebtrs for the projected training institution for male teachers. This institn- 
tion is not in exutraoe, and from all accounts will not be ready until the next 
two or three years. In the meantime, the curious are asking as to the expen¬ 
diture incurrim in the salary of the stafi already brought out ? I am told the 
expenditure will not be less than Bs. 3,0 0 a mouth for a stsiff which has no 
wcwk to do. 

Diminished Scholarships.—SiTf both myself and my immediate prede 
cessor in the representation of the Upiveimy have called attention to the* 
diminution in the value of schqlarj^ps, cauring great hardship to our poor but 
deserving students who find thqt thpir college fees cutceed their scholarjriiipjB. 
Last year, we only spent Rs. 1,50,000 put of a total revenue of over six 
crores I congra|ialate myself th tt ^e matter has 4ritwn the attention of 
Mr. Earle, and I have no doubt that the grievance will soon be removed. * 

** Muhmmadan ;*Sir, .while dwelling on the question of Bchbbr- 

ships, which means facilities to poorer students, I cannot pass over the question 
of'Muhammadan Educatiou. In the old Province, the Muhammadws represent 
a peroentage of 17*3 of^ the general population, but unfortunately this percen¬ 
tage b not borne out in the school-going popubtion. In the primary schoob, 
the percentage of Muhatemadans u 13, while pa the higher stages of instruction 
it b still less. Thus in secondary schoob, the percentage b 8*7, in Arts 
Colleges 6*3, while in Professional OoAlegeiT it b only 4*3. This is a state of 
things whicn requires careful investigation, and if special facilities are needed 
to help the ^ead of edu<»tion amongst the Muhammadans, 1 am certain the 
educated Hindu compinhity will not gpudge. 

“ PvrtKiiop,—X^th year, JL bad A»Aeu objeetiam to the appomtaient of an 
5 i;pttiider ns Ihraotor ,oJF .Public jlnMnaetion in Repgal. My objection was on 
pvj^ciple and, as such, it ^1 .stapes, ^g^d; but whib maintaining my objection 
on the ground of prinoiple, 1 must firankiyand freely aeknowiedge that 
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outside the Tanka of the Education Department no aeloction could have been 
better than that vt Mr. Earle. His energy and enthusiasm in the discharge of 
his new and onerous duties andhia devotion, are worthy of all praise. He has 
carried out changes and reforms which had become stranded on the way for 
want of motive power, and if his want of experience has led him into occasional 
errors, we can exonerate him from all blame in connetdion therewith, for those 
who have carefully followed the Educationnl Administration of the Province, 
can easily trace them to their source. 

^*Sir, the ie-duplication of che administrative machinery necessitated by 
the dismcmbermiut of our Province has not been fraught with beneficial 
results, so far at least as Education is conoorned. Mr. Sharp, the Direotni: 
iflihUMMss Instruction in the Eastern Division, finds it difficult to .bring tao 
Assao) system into line with the advanced methods of Bengal; and the narrow¬ 
ness of the East has come into conflict with the broader ideals of the West, 
leading to the downfall of one Provincial Ruler. 

Mr. Earlo has rightly asked for able and worthy assistants to watch 
over and foster the different departruonts into which the education of the 
people must necessarily be divided, primary, Be<u>ndary and technical, and in 
th'* compass of what was originally a single province we shall find two sets of 
Assistant Directors doing the same work, 'fhe grant which should enrich 
the streams ail along the line will be stored and bunded up at the head and 
the cause of Education will suffer. 

“ Sir, I have pointed out the linos in which the Government of Bengal, 
except in the matter of the exclusiveness of the Impeiial Service, might 
work without the initiative of the Government of India. 

Primary Education —I had taken the liberty, on a previous occasion, to 
suggest that Primary Education should be made free, and that it might be 
made compulsory in certain areas. We are all thankful to find that the 
Government of India, under the inspiration of the Secretary of State, is trying 
to remove one of the greatest blemishes in the admirihtration of the Empire, 
the levying of fees for the Primary Education of the poor, and I trust it will 
not bo long before tho aspiration to which 1 have ventured to give expression in 
Your HonouPs Council will bo realized. 

In terpellatiom. —Sir, I am afraid I have put the patience of my Colleagues 
to too severe a strain. The subject with which i have been dealing, though 
technical, is of the most vital importance to the natirm. and niy only excuse is, 
that there is no other occasion when I can discuss it in this Council. Prom the 
placid waters of a non-political subject, I am drifting into the eddies of contro¬ 
versy and politics. Sir, the right of interpellation is a highly-valued privilege; 
it is intended for the purpose of directing inquiry and eliciting information. 
It serves as a great chock upon erratic Officials, whoso wanderings abroad are 
promptly brought to the notice of the Government and the Public. But some 
recent answers in Your Honour’s Council have oreut.^d profound disappointment. 

While innocent men holding honourable positions in life have been 
hamiliuted by being enrolled as special constables, not for the legitimate purooso 
of strongtiioning the Police Force but from polithuil and other motives, i our 
Honour’s Government has pleaded ignorance of the abuse of the powers vested 
in Magistrates of enrolling special constables. Such an answer defeats its own 
object and creates a feeling that the Government is neither prepared to correct 
its officers, nor to deny the charge. 

“ The indifference of Government to popular sentiment has evoked such 
a strong sense of resentment that when it was proposed at the last lierhampore 
Conference to bring this matter to the notice of Government for the purpoae of 
rectifying the abuse, the subject was dropped, because it was felt that the abuse 
was so nagrani that it was hurtful to the cause of agitation in the coiuttrv 
against unpopular measures. 
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Specific inatarccB were gpivten in questions pat in this Oouneil ol the 
iiiterferenoo by a Magistrate in political matters; and while they not 

denied, as in fact they could net bo, the oenduet of the Magistrate was sbnghf 
to be justified as a perfectly legitimate exercise of his right of private mid 
confidential intercourse with local zamindars. An unheard-of prosecution is 
started for the theft of benches, which never were stolen or intended to be 
stolen, but were used for a theatrical performance, at the close of which some 
youngsters delivered Stoadethi speeches,^ and the solemn farce of a trial is 
gone through in the lower Court at the instance of the District Magistrate to 
be relegated to the regions of ridicule by the District Judge, and the incident is < 
disuiissecl from consideration in Your JEionoor’s Council as one of the common- ' 
places, as it unhappily is, of our judicio-executive Magisterial Administration. 

** These and things like thtse do not tend to allay the publiwfincMaamsi 
which is still manifest. If Lord Cnrzon did the greatest disservice that 
he could think of to the Bengali mople, be also unwittingly did them 
the uicatcst service that man could do to man ; he evoked in them a life of 
which they themselves were not conscious; he ini>pired in them activities 
which they had not realized before., That this life, these activities may lead 
us onward and foiward to a higher platform, where the people and the Qovern- 
went can meet on terms of mutual respect and mutual goodwill, is the eornest 
desire of all well-wishers of ciihr country; but if the Government goes on clinnng 
to the Lanefiil traditions of the late administration, it will hardly be the fault of 
tbe people if the spirit of discontent gfts on growing, if belated concessiions to 
popular rights and popular demands are received with sullen discontent, if not, 
with positive tlisappruval; and if, in the end, the people and the Government 
stand absolutely divorced from each other. 1 am aware that Your Honour does 
not wish for such a cimsummation. 1 am also aware that much lies in Your 
Honour’s power to prevent it, and I earnestly appeal to Your Honour to exercise 
that power.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Jooemdba Nath Mokhabji said:—** Your Honour, the 
Budget for the current yenr, although in form and method it follows its pre¬ 
decessor and, in so fur as it does so, snares with it the lucidity which is no doubt 
a matter for congratulation, yet it must be confeased that in certain respects it ‘ 
affords grounds fur disappointment- The last Budget was ushered in shortly 
after the Partition of Bengal had been effected, and one might suppose that it 
was then too cl<<eo upon its heels to be associated with any practical under¬ 
taking on the part of Government for a better administration of tho divided ' 
Province, ba»edupon a more thorough attention to detail, such as bad boon fore- 
Aad4iwed by it on tlie eve of tho Partition. The promises witli which tho 
Partition of iitmgal wore proclaimed raised hopes that tho Budget for this year 
would be somewhat different in form and character from its predecessors. It 
seems to mo, Sir, that the Budget for a great Provincial Administration like that 
of Bengal should not only present in a clear and intelligible form its expecta¬ 
tions us to the different souices of its revenue and the reasons upon which they 
are based, as well as the allotment of that revenue to the ordinary charges of 
tho administration, but it should also clearly set forth a plan for reforms and 
improvements that it proposes to undertake or carry on during the year. In 
other words, the proposals for the year’s administrative operations in so far as 
they are not permanently recurrent as well as the poUcy which forms the 
driving power for such oporatiens should, to my mind, be stated and explained 
with a cWr outline. 

The Financial Statement should * also, in my judgment, note the 
. stages which ponding projects for improvement and reform may have 
attained, and if, owing to some cause or other, this progress has been 
arrested, it should indicate tho cause which has led to such arrest. It should 
farther state the circumstances under which and the manner in which 
Government proposes to stop, if possible, the operation of such interfering 
elements, if any, • and, as a matter of consequence, it should stale how and 
when it expects sueh projects'to resume their onward career. The FinaLciai 
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Slateinent shoold alao ahow how and to what axtont the amount allotted to an^y 
of diabuaeBMiit eoimeoted with a project for reform or improvomeat la 
alated to aarre the object ia yiew. Such atatementa, Sir, the public have 
a to expect. 

** The Gtovemment of this country is carried on by a body of Officials 
whose tenure of particular offices is constantly changing, and the lleads of 
Departments, idao, form no exception to the rule. The subordinate and 
permanent bray of Officials are mainly, if not entirely, interested in the settled 
I routine of their officutl duties, and they cannot be reasonably expected to take 
U anything like a sustained interest in the policy actuating a measure of reform. 
P The Budmt or the Financial Statement appears to mo to be a medium through 
> which thefacts indicated above can be conveniently made known not only to tne 
‘''-^gaflievi^^^eabho, but to the subordinate offioiala aa well, whose duty it is to carry 
out mastaurea of improvement and reform. The omission of these facta and 
statements from the records forming the basis of a Budget debate leads very 
often to the result that a measure conceived by one Head of the Administration 
is imperfectly realized or perhaps altogether lost sight of by another. Refcs*m 
and improvement under these circumstances tend to become shallow and fitful, 
the pcmlae sometimes get mystified for want of iiiforination in an easily 
aeoessible and clear form, and they lose the thread of what haa gone befme. 
It is needless to say that die adnuoistration loses in this sray a great deal of 
the vitality which must always be kept up in order to make it fruitful of 
pemaaaently good results. 

I will try to make my meaning clearer by reference.' to an item dC 
considerable importance in tne Budget for the lost year. In that year, a 
sum of Ra. 1,35,000 was allotted by this Qovernment to the establish'' 
ment and maintenance of a Central Weaving School at Serampore. The 
Financial Statement for the current year has kept the public entirely in the 
dark as to how this projected institution has progressed, if at all, and 
what further steps the Government proposes to take this year towards real* 
using this educational idea. The matter is of the utmost importance to the 
conntiy at large, yet the Financial Statement does not contain the faintest 
reference to it. No donbt the Tact is mentioned in the Financial Statement 
for the year that Rs. 36,000 is allotted to Technical Education, but the 
detailed eitimate contains no mention of it even, and we have no means 
of discovering whether the wffiole of the allotment of Rs. 1,35,000 in the 
' last year's Budget was spent in course of the last financial year or only a 
portion, and if so, what portion, and whether the sum of Ks. 35,000 provided 
m the current year's Budget merely represents the nnspent balance idlotted 
to the maintenonoe of the proposed institution and which could not be 
spent last year os the school was not opened at all ? 

** Further, there is nothing to indicate whether Government intends to 
fellow up the poUey of fostering Techniool Edutmtion; if not, what causes 
toevent it from -so doing and whethmr any portion of the Rs. 3.^,000 
ni toe eurrent year’s Budget will go at all towards the maintenance of (his 
teohnieal eitoool ? The people may therefore very well wish to know whether 
the Government is very serious about enooutaging Technical Education of such 
a olMuraeter aa would result in the Indians succeeding to a greater extent in 
manufeetnring artudes of everyd^ use ? The total increase of expenditure of 
Rs. 1,36,000 under toe head ox * Education,’ on the figures for the last year in 
the Ftoviucial and Local accounts, may not after all mean anything substantial 
BO far as the encouragement of the yreaving industry is oonoerued. 

If other inetaaces of a similar, though not of so important, character are 
to be cited, 1 con refer to the ohazges amounting to Rs. 33,000, on account of 
RnMEke Nuisance, and on allotoient of Rs. 14,500 as a provision for starting 
Training Colleges at Hooghly and Bbagalpur. Neither the former nor the lottier 
itein is assoein^ with any es^anation as to the muiner in whioh toese funy* 
-ora iwoposed to be spent. With referanoe to the latter item it is to be notodf 
however, that the figure appears for the first time in the current year’s Bu^lgej; 
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a&d sltlioiigh an explanation been added to the effeet that this sath hf 
Ka. 14,&00 is meant a proviaion f<» offieera who eome from Englaadv yet 'fisr^i 
all that, unln«s on© took ttie trouble of diving into the arohivea of the Edu<»tion 
Department ho would not know what offieera arriving from England would got 
the benefit of the training to be aeoured at thia expense of money. 1 do not 
propose to pursue the point an;;^ luriher. 1 feel sure the inatancea 1 have 
qudtod above place my argument in a clearer light. 

« Sir, I reet^nize that to meet tiiiedemand, a more careful, protracted and i 
reterehe thinking out of a plan of action u necessary than is accorded, under 
existing circumstances, to questions of this character. But if older conditions •'/ 
rendered such a course difficult, the lightened cares of the fifteen districts . i 
separated from this Province ought to make the tewk easier. On the part of the 
ncm-offioial Members, I may venture to say that they would gladly akwai aith itil 
the Government any responsibility in connection with the Budget that the 
Government might allow them. I take it, of course, that the brief opportunity 
that was given to some of us this year was, to my mind, not sufficient for the 
purposes of any substantial assistance. 

“I beg now to pass on to the subject of the ‘normal expansion’ of the 
Revenue. Last year 1 had the honour to indicate how by the system adopted 
in connection with the preparation of the Budget there was some danger of 
converting the so-called ‘lineal expansion’ of Revenue, with rega^ to 
assessed taxes into a somewhat forced expansion. My arguments were disposed 
of by the Hon’ble the Financial Secretary and the Hon’ble the Chief Secretary 
with remarks tp the effect that the Subordinate Executive Officers cannot know 
in the ordinary course of their work, and do not therefore take into their consi¬ 
deration, the Government estimates for the whole province which are repeatedly 
altered in course of the year iii the light of information received, and farther 
that no attempt is made to sfdit- up the total finally adopted into figures for each 
district. The process indicated is no doubt what actually takes place. But no 
eriticum was offered as to the coarse suggested by me, namely, of serutimzing 
the detaib as to the differences between the figures for receipts in the original 
estimate and the revised estimate for the expiring year, and instead of 
adding something more to the actuals for the expiring year, of oarefully 
eliminating fibom them those items which betray any result of irregular or over- 
assessment. 

“ I am indeed somewhat concerned to note with reference to Assessed 
Taxes that a sum of Rs 3,40,000 has been added this year to the figures 
in the revised estimate for the year that has just expired. Further, the 
figure in the sanctioned estimate under this head fur the last year was exceeded 
in the revised estimate by a sum of Rs. 1,90,000, and the excess is no doubt 
based upon the actuals for that year. How much of all this is due to progres¬ 
sive growth and how much to undue zeal on the part of assessing officers it.is 
difficult to say. From whatever point of view, however, the matter may be looked 
at, there cannot bo any reasonable doubt that the officers entrusted ubith 
levying of the Assessed Taxes know that the actuals for any particular year lu 
his own district form the basis of the figures in the Budget for the next year, 
and that unless they pull an their own figures for the current year to the level 
of tlioM sent up by them and already adopted without challenge by Govern¬ 
ment daring the previous jeax, they stand the chance of being censured, ho 
maitsr whether their own figures lure the results, in port at least, of irregular 
or over-assessment. This is a point to which I would invite the aeriohs 
attention of the Government. 

“ Sir, an increase of move than five. laKhs of rupees on the figure in the 
revised estimate for the year that is just out is notioeaUe in the current year’s 
Bttdg^ on the receipt side, under the head of sale: of Oonrtrfee Stamps. There is 
a lipther sum of two lakhs of. ntpees provided lor on: aooeuiht of the sale of plain 
jteger to be used with Court-fee Stamps. inoroaM: with, reference to the 

fig^a for the two preceding yoars impoara to be somewliat extraordinary and 
seepns to require explanatiKm. This sudden increase cannot be normal, for we 
dbrandy know the normal rate of insgetMto in the preceding ywaru. 
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‘'Sir, there is one other feature of the Budget on its receipt side to urhieh 1 
^^eg to request Your Honour’s attention, and it is the mixing up of some of l^e 
minor heads of tlie Froyinoiul Rates. I'tie only rate mentiuiied in the Budget 
under the head of ‘ Provincial Rates,’ apart from the general rates for the 
management of Private Estates, is the Public Works Cess. The words * Road 
Cess ’ seem to have altogether disappeared and one may wonder why it has. so 
done. Whatever may be the cause of such disapj^earauce it is certain that it 
« causes a studeut of these figures some trouble to find out what amount of Road 
lu Cess is collected in this Province. 

^ “ Passing on to the disbursement side, 1 beg to notice, in the first place, that 

the budgetted total receipts from the sale of Court-fee Stamps and plain papers as 
^ st aled ^ov e amount to Rs. 1,09,02,000, and the forecast of the total expendi- 
current year under the head of ‘ Adininistralion of Justice’ is only 
Rs. 74,10,000. It i^eems to mo that there is good ground for the complaint that 
the revenue obtained from this source ought to prove an incentive to a great 
many reforms with regard to tho Administration of Jusitce, both Civil and 
Criminal. 

“ In course of tlie debate in tho (’ouncil of His Kxcelleucy the Viceroy^ 
the necessity for the separation of the Judicial and Executive functions htu) 
been pointed out with groat force and clearness, and 1 beg to accord my 
heartiest support to the demand for this much-needed reform. So long as this 
canker wliich is eating into the vitals of the Administration of Justice is allowed 
to do its work unchecked, if. is hopeless to expect any abiding improvement. 
Want of fuude, at any rate, cannot be pleaded in this case. Considerable sums 
are now being devoted to the reform of the Police for which we all feel grateful 
to the Qovernment. But even a fraction of the money spent under this head will 
not find an adequate return if this proposed reform remains unaccomplished. 

“ The administration of tho Civil Justice also requires strengthening, and 
the large annual surpluses in the Court fee Revenue with a vigour and pro¬ 
gressive growth of its own sliould, 1 venture to submit, bo applied in part 
at least towards relieving congestion of the file where it exists, and in taking out 
the administration of Civil Justice in the comparatively backward places from 
tiro hands of the Executive Officers who, generally speaking, do not have a grip 
of the Civil Law. 

“ As an instance, 1 beg to refer to the administration of CivilJnstice in the 
Bonthal Parganas. 1 had lately occasion to submit a few questions relating 
to this matter, drawing the attention of Government to the serious'grievances of 
the people inhabiting tho area and particularly of those whom trade end 
enterprise as well as the reputed healthiness of tue locality have attracted to 
it. About two-tbirds of the entire population of the Sonthnl Parganas ere of 
nun-aboriginal origin, yet the system of administration of justice which 
obtain^ there is of such a primitive and paternal character that it hardly fails to 
eause abhorrence in the majority of its population. The preamble to the 
Regulation which constituted the Sonthal Parganas in the year only a 

year alter the Sonthal insurrection—contains the following recital:— 

‘ Whereas the Qenoral Begulations and Acts of Oovemment now in force in the Presi- 
denoy of Bengal are not adapted to tho unoivilieed raoe of people called Bonthala, and it 
is therefore exp^iont to remove from the operation of such laws the distriot colled Damin-i- 
• Eoh and other distriots inhabited principally by that tribe, Ac.’ 

“ The Sonthal I’arganas of to-day, it will appear, are not tho Sonthal Par* 
ganas of half a century ago, and 1 faM to see any reason why the Civil Law should 
not be administorod in much the same way there as it is administered in any 
other part of Bengal. My questions, however, did not relate to any proposal 
for reform in the trial of suits below Rs. 1,000 in value, although reform is very 
much needed in tliese cases also, but they wero confined to thoso above that 
limit, and suggested that in view of the hardships, delays and miscarriages of 
justice and in view of the fact that in the vast majority of cases the law 
administered in such instances is the ordinary law of the country and only 
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oooaaionalljr slightly adiuixtored with the Sonthal Law, a whole-time Shbordi- 
nate Judge should be appointed for the Sonthal Parganas with powers, if* 
need be, to Tiidt every one of the head-quarters stations in the six sub-divisions 
of the Sonthal'Parganas, or if that was impracticable, with powers to hold 
his sittings only at Dusnka, Rajmahal and Deoghur, or at similar convenient 
head-quarters stations. .My questions had the misfortuno to be disallowed on 
the ground that they' were in contravention of Rule 9 in the Bengal Council 
Manual. But whntever the technical objections might have been, the fact 
remains that thejdolays, unnecessary expenses and hardships from which the 
people of the locality suffer are very great indeed. 

The Sub-divisional Officers of the six subdivisions of the Sonthal Parganas 
who have all been vested with the powers of a Subordinate Judge,MtuucfiAciu 
spend a large portion of their time generally in receiving and disposing of 
petitions, to pass orders as the Executive Heads of their sub-divisions, to hoar 
criminal cases and do other work in connection with the administration of their 
sub-divisions, before they are in a position to take up civil cases. For want of 
time a Sub-Judge case there has to be postponed very often, and a well-contest¬ 
ed Sub Judge cose is soldum heard by the Sub-divisional Officer unless it has 
been postponed a great many times. Further, owing to the fact that Pleaders 
in the Sonthal Parganas have mo. right to appear in any but the Sub-Judge 
cases, there are only a few of tnem practising in tho whole area, and there are 
no Pleaders at all in some of tho sub-divisions, while in others there is not more 
than a single Pleader. The parties have therefore to get Pleaders from 
Bhsgalpur and (jther places at great expense and trouble, and this fact coupled 
with the frequent adjournments in the trial, prove ruinous to the litigants. 

“ Whore in a Regulation District the trial of a contested Sub-Judge case 
takes only a few days to finish, its trial in the Sonthal Parganas takes months, if 
not years, and I know of cases which have taken only the moderate space of a 
decade to be heard and determined. We have no Charles Dickens to make fun 
of these things, so those Sub-Judge cases have been pursuing their slow and 
unobstrusive career. 1 wish', however, the troubles of the litigants ended here. 
These Sub Judge cases are very often tried by the Sub-divisional Officers on tour 
and in the midst of jungles ai.d on hillsides far away from human habitations, 
rendering it extremely difficult for litigants’ Pleaders and witnesses to follow 
them about from place to place as also to find a shelter during the day or at 
night while attending them. The oonsequonoe very often is, that tho litigants 
have to pay heavy fees to their Pleaders, and often owing to the worry to 
which they are subjected witnesses desert the parties. 1 would respectfully 
but strongly request Your Honour’s attention and that of Your Honour’s 
Qovornmeut to these serious grievances which exist in the Sonthal Parganas. 


“ While on this question, I would beg leave to place one or two other points 
in connection with tho administration of tho Sonthal Parganas before Your 
lionour for consideration. One of them is, that lawyers are not allowed to, 
appear and represent parties in either civil or criminal cases (excepting, as 
already stated, in the cases triable by a Subordinate Judge). But the Sonthal 
Law ae the same time declares that such pennission, as a rule, should not be 
given. This rule denies to the suitor what is considered as his birthright in 
every civilixed country, and as I have stated about two-thirds of tho entire 
population in that area are non-aboriginal. It is proper therefore that the 
Sonthal Laws and administration should be reformed by making them suitable 
fur advanced communities or by exempting the nun-aboriginal races from tho 
operation of the Sonthal Liaws, oy declaring that in respect of transactions and 
suits between themselves (the vast majority of them are between non-aboriginal 
people) they are to bo governed by the laws prevailing in tho adjoining 
Regvdation districts. Of course, the Paharias or hillmen of the Damin-i-Koh 
who ore still in a very low scale of civilization, should still bo governed by tho 
special laws prevailing there. 

‘ ‘ If the G-ovemment be not, however, willing either to reform the 
Sonthal Laws and administration so as to make them suitable for the civilized 
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communities living in the district, or to make the law a personal one, 
p following in this rospeot the ancient precedent of the Regulating Act of 1773 
and the more recent preoeient of the Ohota Nagpur landlord and Tenant 
Procedure Act as regards Mundari rights, there are two other courses, so far as 
I cup see, which the Government can safely adopt, am., either to include some 
of the outlying pprUons of the Sonthai Parganas in the adjoining Regulation 
districts, or to declare the laws prevailing in those districts to be in force in the 
Oeoghur Sub-division which may still be retained as part of the Sonthai Parganas. 
The Government may be pleased also to inquire what other portions of the 
district can fitly bo transferred to the Regulation districts. In this connection, 
the claims of the whole of the sub-division of Deoghur, excepting perhaps a small 
strip on the east, the western portion of the Qodda Sub-division, and those 
port W** of the sub-divisions of Rajmahal and Paksnr that lie to the east of the 
Loop Lino of the East Indian Railway may be mentioned with a view to 
consideration by Government. 

<*1 believe that the Sonthai population is sparse in these tracts and 
almost nil in portions of them. Deoghur with its population < f 300,000 souls 
contains only 37,000 aboriginal inhabitants who live mostly in the eastern 
portion of the sub division. Ranchi, and portions of Haaaribagb, Manblium and 
even Bankura oontains, I believe, a higher percentage of aboriginal inhabitants 
than most parts of the Dooghi;r Sub-division. A major part of the western, 
portion of the Godda Sub-division is included in Parganas Bbagalpur and 
^Igong^ and while this tract is inhabited almost exclusively by non-aboriginal 
xae^ they have no marked difference from the adjoining portions of the district 
of Bhagftfpur. The eastern portions of the Rajmahal and Pakur Sub-divisions 
are inhabiW mostly by a population of well-to-do Muhammadan oultivators, 
largely immigrants from otW districts profiting by the cultivation of ^ute and 
the sale of lac, while large slices of these parganas wherein these portions lie, 
are situated in the adjoming district of Murshidabad. If all these tracts, with 
the exception perhaps of some small bits in the south, were excluded from the 
Sonthai Parganas, there wonld still be left to that distriot (Sonthai Parganas) 
an area of about 4,000 square miles and a population of about one and-a-lmlf 
million souls, which comprise more than the average area and population 
respectively of a Bengal district. It will be a wire step if the Government 
reforms the Sonthai Administration in any of the ways indicated above. 


Another defect in the Sonthai Administration which calls for reform is the 
system of making laws by means of circulars, letters and the like. The rales 
and circulars, moreover, wluoh do duty for laws are meagre end insufficient, 
and in several inatancee against the principles of sound legislation. If the 
Sonthai Lew is to be reformed, the machinery for making laws should not be 
left untouched. 


“ Sir at -first sight it might be taken as a relief by some of the Mmnben 
of Your Honour’s Council that the Army Estimates do not form the subject 
of their deliberations ; but looking more deeply into the matter, one dom not 
altogether feel sure that the Military does not live dwguised in the ranks of 
the Police. Large grants have from time to time been made with the object 
of bringing about reform in the Police. Last year, the total amount allotted 
to tho Police in the revised estimates was Rs. 68,80,000, the figures in the 
original estimate for that year being Rs. 63,67,000, and thU year it is 
Rs 71 00 000. It U also stated that there is an increase of Rs. 6,13,000, due 
Bhieflv to the re-organization of tho department. We have no means of 
H»iv«veringfrom the Budget how jnuch of this amount is proposed to be spent 
lu mi3iag the MaUhiy PoUce in each district. 


“ After all one is tempted to ask, is the strength of this branch of the 
Police Service maintainea in deference to the great armaments kept up by the 
arreat Powers of the worid or are they maintained with a view to meet itie 
sxigoncics that may spring up in relation to a singularly peaceful population ? 
If latter bo the case, it seems to me to be possible that oonsidtneaUe saving 
nay be effected by reducing tho Hilitary Police in tiie country, and t^ui it 
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may be rendered poesible for the Government to apply the savinge to 
improvement of Teohnioal Education and Sanitation in the coimhy. 

“ 1 find, Sir, that there is a saving of Hs. 8, -5,000 under C ivil Works in 
charge of Civil Officers, and the cause of the saving is chiefly ascribed to the 
non-utilization of a number of special grants. And, further, there is a saving 
of Rs. 6,28,000 under Civil Works in charge of the Public Works Dopartmeiit, 
owing to the abandonment or postponement of certain projects for which special • 
provision -was made at the time of framing the Budget. ^ ■ 

“In this connection I beg to draw the attention of Your Honour's 
Oovomment to the rule of the Government of India which requires tliat all 
articles of European manufacture above the value of Rs. 50 should«4*«ii«iported 
from England direct through the Secretary of State for India. In my 
experience I have found that this very objectionable rule not only causes in 
numerous instances a loss to tbe Government and therefore to tho public, owing 
to tlio prices that have to he paid for such articles being dearer than if they 
were obtained in Calcutta, but that the time that is taken, between tin- 
sending out of a requisition from India and the arrival of tho goods in 
India, 18 simply intolerable. 1 have seen buildings under construction by 
the Public Works DepartinjBnt-which after it had its -walls and. woodwork, 
etc., completed and finished, standing roofless for months in expectation of 
the* joists and T-irons for the roofing from England. It seems to me, Sir, that 
many of the delays and lapses in connection with public buildings and bridges 
are aue to ^his cause, ana I hope and trust that Your Honour will not find 
it difficult to move the Government of India -with a view to bring a more 
reasonable rule into existence in place of tho one now in force. 

“ I beg to offer my congratulations to Your Honour’s Government for tin* 
allotment of Rs. 3,600 for the collection of Sanitary Statistics. I find there was 
no such allotment in the two preceding years, and therefore it may be 
concluded that this grant contemplates a departure from tho practice now 
observed in the Sanitary Department of Government. The public would have- 
felt still more gratified if they were allowed to know at tho sanie tinu^ 
the objects towards which , the efforts in connection with tho collection of 
Sanitary Statistics aic, in the first place, to he directed. 

“ Last year, the Sou’hle Mr. Inglis wos pleased to observe in reply to my plea 
for sanitary improvement of the country at large, that he wondered why 1 should 
describe tbe Magra Hftt Drainage Scheme as a comparatively small project, the 
scheme providing, as it does, for the drainage of 290 square miles of country at 
a cost of about 20 lakhs of rupees, and he wished to kuow what sort of drainage 
scheme would satisfy me on the score of extent and cost. Sir, the ideal 
which I should like to work up to is one that aims nt the solution of tin- 
sanitary probleuis which exist in relation to the entire Province, and not in 
relation to any comparatively detached area, however important such questions 
may be from a local and detached point of view. 1 do not depreciate the 
value of such works of groat utility, hut I want a great deal more to be done. 

“ The drainage scheme of Calcutta, as for instance, is no doubt a veiy- 
important thing in itself, so far as the sanitation of Calcutta is eoticorned, and tli« 
execution of a plan regarding drainege in respect of this great City may entnil 
an expenditure of several orores of rupees; yet it will not in any way improve tla 
general sanitation of tho country, nor can the expenditure of several cron s t)f 
rupees on Calcutta he pleaded as an exciwo for neglecting the sanitsuion iit 
ruiul areas. I am therefore thankful, even for the v<?rv small expenditure uiuh i 
the head of‘Collection of Sanitary Statistics,’because I hope and trust th.it 
this small grant will prove to be the first step towards the formation of n 
goiieral and comprehensive scheme by which the Province of Bengal as ;; 
wliole may he benefited, 

“ I recognize that it is not pqssiblo to transform insanitary Ih ngal In- on. 
stroke of the magician’s wand. l£ is possible, however, to work out a compK'- 
hensive and systematic plan gradually and steadily. In this view of the matter 
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it is not difficult, for instatico, to adopt a fixed line of action with reference 
to rail-roads and raisotl-roads in g<M»cral, and the waterways to be kept 
free in connection with them. I regret to observe tliat tlie tendency to 
f.rntract waterways is unforrunatoly so general and patent that one is 

to infer that the services of the Sanitary Engineer are seldom, if 
rver, requisitioned in the construction of railways and embanked roads; 
but that, very often, the solo aim in such ii»idortakings is the saving 
of cost, cvtui at the risk of the railway or roadway' biing swept away 
daring the ll()ods, to be built again at a duplicated cost. 

Apart from the insanitary conditions which such a course brings about, the 
havoc (j iused by the Iwxck-wator during the rains in areas traversed by a railway 
or raised roai I way ami going across the natural fall of the country, is incalculable. 
'The recent floods in llarbhanga, North IJhagJiIpur and Purnea, as also the 
fh'Structiou pcstilem^e and famine caused thereb}", are still fresh in our 
uiiiids. Speaking for myself, I b.liove that, so far as the southeastern 
portion of the d-stjict ol Purnca is concerned, the new Katihar-Godagari 
line now under v(»nstructiori is ro-!ponsihlo for a great deal of our troubles of 
iast year* 1 would respectfully ask Your Honour to consider whether, iu the 
ctuis'truction of mil ways and raised joads iu general, Sanitary Engineers iihould 
not btJ associated with Civil Rugiac^rs. This is, however, only one out of 
ii great many points wliich may bo brought to light when more attention 
js paid to sanitary matii-rs, but many of the questions about Sanitathm are 
already before Govcrnineut, and they are well worth its serious <f?onsideration. 
"riicre is hardly any doubt tliat the sanitation of the distiicts in Bengal has 
bt'cn neglected. 

“ 1 am thankful to tlio Iloii’ble Member in charge of the Local 
Solf-tlovernmont lb 11 and to Your Ilonour^s Government for the syni- 
patby wliich lias bten t xtended to ceitaiu proposals which I have had the 
honour to make, and our special thanks are duo to Your Honour personally for 
the announcemont just made that steps w ill bo taken for introducing measures 
for the improvement of sanitation in the Local Self-Govorumont Act about t^> 
be amended. I hope the Government wdll pay to the question of Sanitation 
the attention tliat it justly deserves, and introduce efficient legislation in this 
cunnecnori. It is hardly necessary to point out that it is imposhible to expect 
jiiucli substantial piogresJB, agricultural, commercial or otherwise, in a nation 
m«jro dead than alive with Malaria, and with its ranks thinned by thousands, 
owing to tiic prevalence of opidemics. 

“ Passing on to the allied subject of Faiuinos, I must acknowledge our 
iiianks to the Government of India for relieving this Government of the 
charges under this head, completely at least for the current year. Famines 
have now become cliroiiic in tliis country, and every year, almost without a 
bveak, Goveruuicnt has to face this dreadful calamity in some province or 
ether. It is necessary, therefore, that the central Government should have 
.some means like the one organized by it, whereby it can deal with the evil 
directly and relieve the Local Guvernmunts as much as possible. 

“ While on the expenditure side, it is noticeable that there was no allotment 
under the bead of ‘ lnsp(3ctor of Mines’ last year and none this year again ; 
the public should like very much to know how and why such expenses have 
become unnecessary. 

The improvement of tbn Ministerial Service recently formed the subject 
of interpellation in this Council, and the Government was pleased to state in 
reply that the question was still under considoratim:. Wo do not know what 
the ultimate decision of Government in this matter will be. But the fact may 
be brought forward one© again thut, tlio high prices which have been continu*^ 
ing for some years past have rendered it extremely diflioult for this poorly- 
paid but exti'emely.useful class of public servants to make both ends meet. In 
any attempt to improve the administration of the country, it should bo the 
first duty of the administrators to place its mmisterial officers above all 
stmgglos for a mere living. 
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“ Sir, tbis year has brought into existence some importent measures of 
legislation, and the most important among them is the Hill to amend the 
Bengal Tenancy Act. One very important aspect of this Bill is the improve* 
meuC which it has introduced in the procedure relating to the preparation of 
records-of-rights. I say that this part of the Tenancy Act is one of its most 
important features, because it authorizes the State to interfere in the private 
relations existing between landlord and tenant; and while working it, the State * 
has very often to meet the possibility of bringing into existence strained 
relations and even disputes between landlord and tenant, where there w as uono 
before. The Settlement Officers charged with the .duty of preparing the rccord- 
of-rights have, by the very nature of their opera! ions, to wake up dormant 
claims, and by attempting to define that which was indefinite before, brihg into 
existence n state of tlings which, under other circumstances, one could TlOVibut 
deprecate. 

*'Tho community has to put up with those difficulties and inconvenien¬ 
ces, knowing as it does that the ultimate object f)f the Legielaluro in tbi.s 
matter is good—to take it through eddios and shoals and over bars into the 
calm sea beyond. But this rather difficult voyage requires that the man at 
the helm <A»» tho men at the oars should be all good men and true, able to pull 
long and to pull straight, and able to steer the boat through the dangers tlmt lie 
in her coarse. 

“ I may be pardoned, therefore, if I venture to make one or two sugges¬ 
tions on certain |:s>iut8 which have come to my notice in course of my exper¬ 
ience—suggestions which appeal to dry men of bu-sincss like myself; and 
1 hope, therefore, that Hon’ble Members will beai’ with mo when I make them. 

I venture to think that the officers engaged at all the stages of tlie record- 
making process'should -be well-picked, woH-paid and oxpeiionced men. It 
will never do to say that if at the earlier stages of the process inexperienced 
and ill-paii officers are ongagerl, their errors and perversions may be rectified 
afterwards. For the sake of a little saving, therefore. Government should not lose 
sight of this all-important fact. It is impossible to my mind to eliminate all errors 
iindlmisdoings by better treatment of the record at a later stage. Borne of them 
at any rate w'ill stick to the end. 

“ In the next place, it seems to me that the officers should not be eitlier 
overworked or hurried. The attestation is an important stage in the process, 
yet, if I mistake not, originally’^ about 1,000 plots had to bo attested in a day. 
Now, though the figure has come down to about 800, yot, along witli this 
work, certain otiiora, such as inspection afid testing of trijunction stones hare 
to be done by iho attestation officers. This inspection and testing is ratlior.a 
difficult piece”of work. It requires detailed knowledge and often takes time, 
and so practically the attestation officers are now wliere they were before. 

I have to refer to another matter which appears to me to be an anomaly. 
It is this, that a j unior officer, sometimes even of very short standing, sits * 
in judgment over a senior and well-tiiod attestation officer, in the decision of 
objections under section 103A of the Act. I do not propose to tiro the patience 
of Hon’blo Members with any more details. Suffice it to say, timt in a matter of 
such grave and far-reaching consequence, a rigorous selection of able and 
tried o.iicor8 is necessary, that their work should bo very carefully watched, 
and that everything should be done to encourage in them a spirit of absolute 
fairness and a thoroughly judicial frame of mind. It seems to mo that the 
suggestions made above if adopted, will preve to be some of the principal 
means by which the suspicions ordinarily attaching to an Executive Officer 
when made to discharge judicial functions can be allayed, and by wliioli 
confidence in the record-o£-rights insured. 

**I have detained Hon’ble Members more than 1 intended to do. I have 
done so, however, in the hope that there will be found some points at least in 
what I have said wbiph may prove worthy of the attention of Your Honour’s 
G-ovemment. 1 am under the belief that although what we non-official 
Members suy, from our place in the Council, may not succeed in changing the 
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policy of Government in many matters, yet in matters of administrative detail 
our opinion, when based upon actual experience of men and events, carries some 
weight.” 

The H-on’blo Mk. Allen said :—“ I have only a’vciy few remarks to make 
regarding sonio of the observations of my friend, the HCn’ble Baba Radha 
Oharan i*al, who alone, of all the Hon’ble Members who have addressed ttio 
Council to-day, has referred to tho affairs of tlia Corporati-in. The first two 
matters on which ho has spoken, namely, tho question of Court fees payable 
on appeals to tho Small Cause Court of Calcutta and the recent orders of the 
Government of India on the subject c>f Loans are already under the consider¬ 
ation of the Corporation, and I think it uuuecessaiy to trouble this Council 
wittrthnm. 

“ I have, however, to take strong exception to tho language which tin* 
Hon’blo Member has used regarding the Municipal Magistrate. I think, 
Sir, some of his observations are unfortunate and 1 regret that they should 
have been made- The Municipal Magistrate was appointed in 1001 for 
the reason that at that time when Municipal cases wore tried hy I’rcsi- 
dency Magistrates, and to a very large extent by Honorary jUagistrate.s 
also, the cases took so long to dispose of that the matter' becuma. a public 
scandal. It was for that reason and in order to facilitate the disposal 
of these cases, that on© Stipendiary Magistrate was appointed to whom all these 
cases were made over. The appointment of the Munici^jal Magistrate 
has proved thoroughly satisfactory and the result has been* an efficient and 
prompt disposal of these cases. 

“ One would imagine from what my hon’ble frtond has said that tlie 
receipts of the Corporation from fines were very larg© and increasing. I am 
happy to inform the Council that such is not the case. Since 1902-03, those 
fines dropped from Rs. 66,000 to Rs. 52,000. This result has been attained 
by the education of the people in the requirements of tlie Municipal Law ; they 
infringe the law much loss fiequently now because they know if th^ do so 
a prosecution will be instituted which will bo effectively d^oalt with. 1 think 
that is a very satisfactory result of tho 'working of the Court, and everybody 
connected with the Corporation will hope that these fines will go on decreas¬ 
ing. My hon’blo friend says that the p» ople, rightly or wrongly, believe 
that they cannot expect in this Court that independent administration of 
justice which is the proud privilege of the meanest British subject. My 
friend knows perfectly well that as a matter of fact the people do obtain 
impartial and even-handed justico in the Municipal Magistrate’s Court, and 
1 think he would have been better occupied in rerao'ving any misconceptions 
which ignorant people may have formed as to the administration of justico in 
that Court, than in coming here and repeating gossip of this kind before Your 
Honour’s Council. 1 think gentlemen of my hon’ble friend’s position should 
disabuse tho minds of tho people of misconceptions of this character, and 1 muy 
say that these misconceptions are probably caused to a large extent owing to 
loose statements made in tho course of debates in the Corporation on this very 
subject, and I think it is much to be deplored that such observations 

should have been repeated in this Council tu-day. 

“ With regard to what my bon’ble friend has said os to Primary Education 
in Calcutta, although this is not perhaps the time of taking up tho time of the 
Council with its consideration, I think there is a good deal to be said for his 
suggestion. From on© point of view, at aoy rate, the Corporation may I e 
regarded as the Cinderella of Calcutta, bor two grown up sistenf—the 
Government of India and the Government of Bengal—performing all the showy 
functioiiH and all the attractive duties of the ndministrfition of the City. 
They maintain, for instance, mognifi'^nt Hospitals, a University, College'!, 
a Library, and also places of recreation, like tlie Zoological Gardens, the 
Maidan and so on, and it is certainly the case that a great many of these 
duties, if not-all of them, would, in many English ana Continental towns, 
be performed by the City Corporation. The Corpoi-ation of Calcutta, 
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however, sits at home like Cinderella, and does the dirty -work of mending 
and cleaning the roads and dmdgery of that kind. 1 think it is very likely 
that aervioe on the Corporation might bo more popular, if the duties weiw 
more attractive ; and 1 would suggest for consideration as a good beginning 
that the duties of Government, in connection with J’rirnary Education and 
Technical Education in the City might very well bo made over to the-Corpora¬ 
tion ; the Corporation being given a sulwtantial grant to enable it to carry 
out these duties. 1 merely throw out this suggestion 'for the consideration of 
Your Honour’s Government. 

“ On the subject of the District Committees, my friend has said that these 
District Committees are illegal. My friend is not a lawyer and'^ neither am I. 
It is certainly incorrect to say that these District Committees have no legal 
existence; they have a legal existence, they were appointed under tholaw, and 
as a matter of fact they are now carrying nut their duties under the law. It 
is quite true that the legality of these Committees has been questioned, but the 
mutter has not yet pressed to an issue, and 1 am glad to see that my friend 
has borne testimony to the fact that these District Committees aro doing good 
work, and I hope they will continue to do so.” 

The Hon’Wo Mr, Colun said The Ilon’ble Air. Spink and the Hon’ble 
Babu Jogeudra Nath Mukhsifji bave asked for infoimation as to the work of 
the Smoke iCuisanoo Commission, and, as President of this Commission, I will, 
with Yonr Honor’s permission, briefly explain what has been done. The 
Commission was constituted in January, 1906, and the first thing necessary was 
to frame liulesbinder the Act, as the Act itself gives no powers for carrying 
out its objects. This is to be arranged for by rules, and when the Act was 
passed, it was understood that the work of framing thorn would have to be 
carefully scrutinized. It is true that there has been some delay in brinmng out 
the rules, but for this the Commission is not responsible. As provided by the 
law, the rnlos were published for three months and public criticism was invited. 
The public, however, at first took no interest in the rules, and the -dme for 
considering them had to be extended to enable tbe Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce and other Local Bodies to submit their criticisms. The Draft 
Rules were, on the whole, favourably received, but some revision was found 
necessary to meet the wishes of tbe local Chambers. This has now been 
done, and it is hoped tliat they will be shortly published. 

“ In the meantime, the Commission has no powers to act effectively towards 
the abatement of the smoke-nuisances. The old Act is repealed, and the rules 
under the new Act have not been passed. The Commission, however, has not 
been idle. Two Inspectors have been at work since last April and, thanks to 
the cordial co-operation of the Hill owners, they have already effected consider¬ 
able improvements. Daring the year they nave made nearly 4,000 observa¬ 
tions of smoke emission from chimneys, and over l,fl00 inspections of 
fumaces. In 350 cases they have tested the appliances for stoking, and on 
their advice, mechanical stoking arrangements and smoke preventive appliances 
hare been introduced in 71 Mills. In 14 Mills, the chimneys have been 
lehgthened. The general result of the year’s work is that, whereas in April, 
1906, black smoke was, on a general average, emitted for nearly 13 minutes 
per hour, tbe time has now been reduced to 3^ minutes. 

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Spink has suggested that the attention of the Inspectors 
has been speciidly devoted to the smaller industries. It is true that in tbe 
Oil-mill districts, whereas in April last 6 tona of black smoke was daily discharg¬ 
ed into tbe air, at the present time there is a discharge of 2 tons only. But 
the Howrah Mills have not been neglected. I have before me a diagram 
prepared by the Inspector for the Howrah district, and it shows that in the first 
quarter of last year black smoke was, on an average, emitted for 14 minutes 
per hour; while in the last quarter, the emission lasted 4| minutes only. 

“ As 1 have said before, the Oommission has been working -without tbe 
necessary powers which the rules will give them. It has not been possible 
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to deal efiectively with some <>£ the worst offenders, and the absence of 
improvemoiit in certain Mills may give on erroneous impression of the work 
Of tho Commission. Good results, however, have been attained, and this is 
largely due to tho courtesy and co-operation of Mill owners, w’ho have, 
in a large nuiiiher of cases, gladly accepted the advice of the Inspectors 
employed by the Comoiissiou. 1 would specially acknowledge tho services of 
Air. D. I'errier, Aluuager of tho Lower Hooghly Jute Mills, and Mr. £!. Dewar 
of tho Eaianugor Juto Mills. 

“ Tho lluu’blo Babu lladha Oharan Pal has suggested that Diamond 
Harbour could bo converted into u Sea-side Health Resort. This place, with 
its Railway communicafioa and fine frontage on the Hooghly, is particularly 
favourable for the purpose. 1 have already discussed the sixbjoct with the 
Hou'ble Al«inber, and am in consultation with the Magistrate of the 
Parganas regarding tho erection of a D&k Bungalow there. If this experiment 
succeeds, a scheme fur tho provision of building-sites will be considered. 

“ 1 was glad to hear tho roferonco made by tho Hon’ble Alembor to tho 
settlement at Frasorgunge, and I desire to emphasize the groat advantages of 
this place as a Sea-siiic Health Resort. This {Settlement is situated on the soa 
face, and it is in every way suited for the objects so eloquently put forward 
by tho Hon’ble Member. Government has already done much for its improve¬ 
ment, and all Avho have visited Fiasergunge arc loud in its praises. Land is 
available there for building-sites on very favourable terms, and I M'ould urge 
tho Hon’blo Member and others to make early applications. 

“ Before I sit down, I would ask Your Honour’s permissioiv to thank Your 
Honour’s Government on behalf of tho people of the Presidency Division 
for the liberal help which has, in recent years, been extended to it for the 
execution of Drainage Works and Schemes of Water-supply. During the last 
two years largo sums, in addition to loans, have been given to a number of 
Municipalities for drainage and water-works, and applications for help 
always recoive sympathetic consideration front Your Ilooour’s Government. 
The Budget for the current )oar coutuins a provision of over 7^ lakhs for 
contribution to Municipalities, and it should be tlie business of the Local 
Bodies of the Division to secure a large share of the grant by tho preparation 
of wcll-considcrcd schemes. 

“ 1 w’ould also refer to the help which has been given to Districts. A 
scheme for draining the wator-loggod area of the 24-Pargana8 id* being carried 
out with the help of a grant of five lakhs from Government. The work already 
done was most boiioficial to the crops of last year. Help is also promised to a 
Drainage Scheme in the Jessore District, and a large sum was recently 
expended in improving wutcr-oominuuioution in Khulna. During tire recent 
cold season an important Conimission have boon inquiring into the causes of 
Malaria in the Division, and their inquiries cannot fail to produce good results. 

‘ “ I desire, therefore, to thank Your Honour for the help given to the 

Presidency Division.” 

Tho Ilon'hlc Mk. Gait said -“1 have undertaken to reply to the remarks 
made by llou’ttlo Members regarding the Judicial and General Departments 
whicli wore, until quite recently, in charge of Mr. T. W. Richardson. I have 
lad very little time to study tho questions dealt with; and 1 hope, therefore, 
hat I may bo pardoned for any shortcomings. 

Tho Ilon’blo Mr. Spink has referred to tho growing income from Jail 
Tanufacturcs and to the competition of Jail Industnes with private enterprise. 
I'his matter is engaging the attention of Government, and tho opinions recently 
eoeived from the Associutiiius that represent the persons most interested are 
low tindor considerjition. The question is a complicated one, and a final 
ecision ha.'i n<>t yot been roaeht d. But I can assure tho Hon’ble Member that 
( very effort will he made to ensure that private traders shall not suffw unfairly, 
v.‘wi»g to tlie competition of convict labour. 
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“ Meanwlule, I may explain that of the receipta frcm articles manufactured 
in Jails, nearly four-fifths are on account of articles fcupplieii to other Jails and 
to various departments of Government; and tl at a considerable part of thea 
remaining one-fifth is on account of chaukidaii unifr rius, f|uiniiie sold at 
post-offices and articles supplied to District^ Boards cud Munh ipalities. The 
value of articles sold to the general public is very suittll, and probably does 
not exceed two lakhs. 

The llor^blo the Nawab Bahadur of Mursliidaba 1 has been pleased 
to express his apjjroval of the provision fur the construction of n sidcuces for 
Munsifs. It is Iio]>ed that in time these officers will all be j^ropcrly liouscd, 
especially those serving in the more unheaMiy pmts of the Lbo/inc(^. lu 
this connection, I would invite attention to the allotments of Rs 7b,000 fur 
the Civil Court building and Record-room of the now Judge hi,) of Uarbliauga, 
and of Rs, 61,000 for the Civil Courts at Jessoie. J’he question of providing 
a separate Judgeship for Kliulua is now under the conaidcTution ot Guvorn- 
ment, 

*^Tlio Hon'blo Babu Rudlia Charnn Pal takes exception to tiio appointircnr 
of a Fourth Pn sidency Magi*itrato on the ground tliat it will tend to deprive the 
iionorury Iilagi>tmtts of their Icgitiuuito share in the tid;nirii?trut:on of justice. 
Government is fully aware of the excellent services r» ndcreJ by tin se public- 
spirited gentlemen, and it is desired to employ them as inudi aa possible iii 
the disposal of simple CMSes, which can be finished at. one or two heuruigs. Ou 
the other hartd, it is not fair to ask them to sparo from their private concoras 
the time needec^ to dc al with highly (ontested or complicat.ed cases, in which 
there must bo several adjournments. Experietico has shown tlnit it is host for 
all concerned that cases of this kind should bo hoard by whole-iime htipondiary 
Magistrates. The need for a fourth such Magistrate is very great. Iii 
S^tember last, the work of the Police Court had become so congested that 
a Fourth Magistrate was appointed as a temporary measure, 'rho Govern¬ 
ment of India have been asked to sanction his appointment fijr a further 
period of six months, pending a final decision on t!iu qucvStiou of making the 
appointment a permanent one. This course h ts been recommind/^d by tlio two 
ilon’ble Judges of the High Court, who recently made an inspection c.f the 
Police Courts. Tlie necessity for taking sorno sucIj step for keeping the work 
up to date has also bocu indicated in communications i\.'Coived from the Bengal 

Chamber of Commerce and from the Pleaders practising in the Ptdico Cou t . 

• 

'I’he ilon'ble Babu Jogendia Nath Mukharji has referred at longtli 
to the system of the administration of justice ni the Soutlml i^ir^aiiag. 
The Hun’ble M* niber is perhaps not aware that the subject is under tho 
consideration of Government and that the Commi^sioiier of Bhj^gulpur will 
shortly submit a full report on the subject. Pending receipt of tlmt report, 
it would bo premature to make any definite pronouncomont. I may notice, 
however, that tho portion of tlie Uon’blo Member’s arguiuent which refers to 
the alleged delays iu the Courts of the Sub divisional Officers who try Sub*^ 
Judge suits is based on a misapprehension, Tho lion'ble Member says that 
suits, whicii ill Regulation districts take only a few days to try, take months 
or years to finish in the Sonthul Parganas. Thu Civil Aduiinisbruiion UejiortH 
for tho last three years, however, show that, in the Botithal Parganas, Bub- 
Judge suits lasted, on an average, fur only a little more than five montiis, 
whereas in tlio Regulation districts their aver<>ge dura ion was more than 
eleven months. 

“The Uon’blo Mr. Bertram ai*ks that more active steps may bo taken to 
secure tho destruction of mameatirg tigers. To avoid delay in t!iu offer 
of rewards, Commissioners of Divisions were empowered tv\o ycxtrs ago to 
offer rewards up to a limit of Rs. 500, without refoionco to Govt muient. Tlie 
Deputy ComnliH^ionor and Divisional Fertst Officer of Binghbhum have aDo 
been empowered, of their own motion, to grant ruwurdi up to Ks. 100. 
Unfortunately, tho destruction of a muu-eatiug liiri r is not ^ucli a wimple maitci* 
as it may seem to the liuu’ble Mombor. i hese auhnahn are peculiar y 
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canning, and they wander over a large tract of country. The Kodertna tiger 
was not kiiled until some months after the maximum reward had been pro- 
Oclaimed; and, at the present time, another of these brutes is still wandering 
at large, in spite of the numerous cflorts which have lioen made to earn the 
price put upon his head. 

“ I now turn to tlie most important subject of all—Education. The 
llon’ble Habu Kali- Pada Gliosli criticizes the increased expenditure on the 
directing and inspecting staff of tlie Education Department, and suggests that 
the staff has gained at the expense of objects worthier of State support, such as 
tho University and Guvornmont Schools. 1 wholly disagree with this view. 
The grants made b^' Government for Educational pnrposes have increased con* 
sidcrably during the lost few years; and it is obviously necessary, if these 
sums are to be well and wisely spent, that there should be an adequate directing 
and supervising staff. 'I'lic increase under the head ‘ Direction,’ referred to by 
the Hon’ble Member, is due to the appointment in the year lf(02-03 of an 
Assistant Director. 'I'ho work in the Education Department has, however, 
become su onerous that a further addition to the directing staff is urgently 
needed. 1 trust that the time is not far off when a special officer will be 
appointed to supervise Technical and Industrial Schools. The Hon’ble Member 
is mist aken in his figures regarding the expenditure under the head * Inspec¬ 
tion. ’ Tho expenditure under this head in the undivided Province was 
Ils. 3,58,000, and not Ks. 2,57,000. The latter figure represents the expendi¬ 
ture in 1901-02, in respect of the Province as now constituted. The rabsequent 
increase to Hs. 4,78,000 is not due, as the Hon’ble Member seems to think, 
to the appointment of an additional staff, but to the tfddng over of 
the Sub-Inspectors serving under the District Boards. It will be seen tiliat 
there is a corresponding decreaso under the bead ' Local.’ Fresh appoint¬ 
ments to the inspecting staff are now being made in accordance with the 
Bchomo sanctioned by tho Secretary of State ; and in this direction there will 
be a large increase of expenditure during the year 1007-08. As already 
stated, the first step, if any real progress is to be mode, is to have an 
adequate and efficient inspecting staff. 

The Hon’ble Member complains that all sums paid to Primary Schools 
and Secondary Schools are lumped togctljer against the head ‘ Grants-in-aid.’ 
In future tho smounts will be shown separately for each class of schools. 
Another complaint is that Secondary Education is being disregarded in fiavour 
of Primary JCducation. There is no foundation for this suggestion. Special 
efforts are being made to foster the spread of Primary Education, but this 
does not mean that the claims of Secondary Education are overlooked. Steps 
are being taken, wherever possible, to increase the grants to high and 
middle schools. The Hon'ble Member is mistidcen in thinking that such grants 
are being ‘ unsparingly reduced.’ 

The Hon’ble Baba Jogendra Chandra Ghose, dissenting apparently 
from the views expressed by the Hon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh, complains 
that Primary Education has been neglected. It is true that the addmonal 
grant sanctioned for the current year was not fully spent. This, however, 
was due to causes which will not reour; and even this year there haa been 
progress. The number of Primary Schools for boys increased during the year 
by 1 per i^enl.y and the number of pupils attending them by 2 psr cent.; 
while in the case of girls the total number of scbools of all kinds inoreasM 
by 12 per cent., and that of pupils by 10 per cent, I bring these latter figures 
to the notice of the Hon’ble Babu ]Qbupendra Math Basu, with reference to his 
remarks on Female Education. We admit the magnitude of the task before us, 
out we claim that steady progress is being made towards the deaired goal. 

*'l cannot understand the objections to tho training of yttrus, put forward 
by the Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose. Surely this is one of the 
most necessary reforms with which the Education Department is concerned; 
and 1 am glad to see that the action taken in this direction meets with 
the full approval of the Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur of Mursbidabad. The 
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Hrtn’ble Member also, seema to take .exception to the proposal to train female 
teaolierSy and to arguo that Mi Idle Veirnacular Schools can bo started ivith male a 
teachers. The middle standard, howt-yer, tak^ pupils up to the age of 14 , and 
I am not yet convinced that it ix possible for girls of this age to study under 
msle teachers. 

1 am glad to learn from the Hon'ble Baba Bhupendra Nath liasu and 
the Hon’hle Bahu Radha Charan Pal that the contemplated grant of Free 
Primary Education is 'a measure that has given general satisfaction. When 
the time comosi. the suggestion that any assignment of funds duo to Calcutta 
should be made over to the Corporation will receive due consideration. It is 
satisfactory to learn from the Hon’bie Nawab Batiadur of Murshidabad that 
the provision for maktabs has met with the approval of the Muhammadan 
community. 

“ Tiie subject of I’echnical Education has been adverted to by several 
HonMde Members, and in particular by the Hon’bie Babu Radha Charan Pal 
and the Ilon’ble Babn Bhupendra Nath Basu. The question was fully consi¬ 
dered Istst ye.ir at a Conferent o presided over by Mr, Oldham, Director Of 
Agriculture. The eouclusioti arrived at was, that the best plan would be to 
provide further facilities for ins.ruction at the Sibpur tngiueering t'olloge, 
and steps have alroad}* been ink'eu to carry out this recommendation. A 
special Eincational Odicer has recently been appointed to hold iuJustrial 
cbomisfry classes there. 

‘’It is, how<^ver, a very difficult matter to provide for all the different 
kinds of technical training at one single edacational centre. What is needed 
is a number of scjtarate Techaic.d Institations in the places where the 
industries connected Xvitit them are carried on. It is fur this reason that 
the weaving school will be established at Serampore, which may bo regarded 
as the' head-quarters of the weaving industry. I understand that the Director 
of Public Instruction intends shortly to address Government with a vi< w 
to further action in the direction of developing Technical Education. The 
first step would possibly be to place some one on special duty to make a 
general study of the induxtrial po.dtion and possibilities, to collect information 
regarding the various industries, and to endeavour to ascertain the causes of 
their rise or decline, and so pave the way for the establishment of the rcquiKiie 
technical schools. , 

“ Several 11 on’ble Members have UMCd that the grant of Rs. 35,000 for 
Technical Education is far too small. This sum, however, only represents tlie 
grant to the weaving school at Serampore There are numerous other items 
of expenditure on Technical Education which are entered in the Budget, such 
as tboso for the Civil Engineering College at Sibpur and the Bihar School of 
Engineering at Patna. I may add, with reference to the Hon’blo Baba Jugendra 
Nath Mukharji’s remarks, that Rs. 63,000 has already been spent on the acqiiisi* 
tion of land for the weaving schuol at Serampore, that buildings have been • 
hired, and that the project will be in full swing as soon as the Principal and 
his Assistant arrive from En^dand. It wm not considered advisable to spend 
money on the erection of buildings, until expert advise was available. Tiio 
allotment of Rs. 35,000 in the Budget for the coming year is to meet the 
recurring expenditure. 

“ 1 now turn to the remarks made by the Hon’bie Babu Bhupendra Nath 
Basu, other than those with which I havo already dealt in connectiun with tho 
speeches of other llon’blo Members. The • Hon’blo Member has quoteJ 
statistics to show how small a sum is spent on Education in India, as compared 
wdth European countries. I am unable, on the spur of the moment, to follow 
him through all his figures, or to examine them in all their bearings. It 
is, however, obvious that the expenditure must depend on the income 
available; and it is ^uite dear that the Qovemmont of India cannot rival 
Switzerland in sjjonding more than Rs. 9 per head of the population on 
Education, when its total revenue from all sources is not much more than Rs. 1. 

I would add that the expenditure on Eduoation shown in our Budget is only 
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direct expeojiture from Provinoial Funds ^ It d(>es not include tLe expondituro 
incurred by Dutriot Boards and Municipalities I’he point of view from 
Vhich this question should bo regardod is the proportion of the total revenue 
-which is derotud to Education ui India, as compared with European countries. 
Even then, the comparison is vitiated by the varjing educational needs of the 
two .communities, owing to the difforont stages of industrial development 
rea had by them. 

“ The Hon’ble Member, while thanking Government for the Re organization 
Scheme, complains that it does not afford adequate relief. It is admitted that 
the scheme, though it involved an additional expenditure of nearly two 
lakhs a year, wts not all tliat could bo wished. It was impossible at the 
time to do more, owing to financial const delations. It cannot be gainsaid, 
however, that the measures alr<‘ady taken reprosent a substuntial step in 
advance I have recently stated, in reply to a question put by the Hon’ble 
Babu Kali Pada Ohosh, that the question of the re-organization of the Lower 
Subordinate Educa'ional Service will be considered in connection with the 
letter of the Government of India regarding Secondary Education. J may 
add tiiat the first favourable opportunity will be taken for considering further 
improvements in the Provincial and Sabordinate Educational Services, As 
gards the relative position of the Indian and Provincial Fdueatioiial Services, 

1 am unable to make any definite pronouncement at present. I may say, 
however, that Government li'^pes sliortly to liavo an oppoitunity of consideririg 
the question raised by the Hon’ ble Member, and that, if that ojip rtunity 
occurs, his remarks will receive careful and sympathetic attentiqn. 

*’The Hon'ble Member refers to the small pay given to guru» in Primary 
Schools. 1 am wi ll aware that the })ay of these men is not what it should be. 
It must, however, be remcinbt rod that the great majority of them are n> t 
Government or District Boards’ servants, but that they are employed in aided 
or unaided sc’ ools. Their remuneration depends on circnmstances over 
which Government has no control. Another re s >n why they are paid at 
such low rates is, that their educational equipment is extremely modest. Steps 
are now bein^ taken to train gmrui, and there is no doubt that the trained men 
will secure a higher rabe of pay. 

The Hon’ble Member complains of the smallness of the grant of Rs. 46,000 
for the improvement of the Presidency College. The grant is admittedly 
small, but it is impossible for the Director of Public Ins'ruction to sulnuit 
schemes of improvement until the question of removal is settled. On this point, 
many intereets have bad to be considered and numerous persons havo been 
consulted. It is hoped, however, that a final decision will soon be arrived at. 

The Director of Public Imtruction will be requested to conrider the 
Hon’ble Member’s remuks regarding the Hindu and Hare Schools The 
ucc' mmodation at the Hindu Sdiool is insnilicient, but it is not certain that 
this is the case at the Hare Schocl. The want of play-grounds is of coarse 
ftdt, but this is not a uiut’er which admits of solution at the present time. Ro 
appUcution has hitherto been put forward for a now school in the south of 
Calcutta. 1 cannot agree with the objections taken by the Hon’ble Membw to 
the removal of t e Sibpur College to a place distant from an iudnitiial centre. 
It is not necessary or desirable that a College which imparts advanced technical 
education should be at the head quarters of any particular industiy. The 
primary function of the Sibpur College is to provide higher technical training 
1(1 Civil, Mechanical, Electrical and Mining Engineering, and to supply 
Experts and Teacheis fur the use of the leadiog industries of the country. Mo 
one centre can be Belecled which wdl be equally in touch with all the indus¬ 
tries ; and, as 1 have explained above, no one institution will supply all the 
various kinds of training fur the different industries. For this purpose it 
is necessary that separate t^n^l institutions should be estabushed, as 
opportunity arises, in the districts in which large industries prevail. 

The Hon’ble Member has referred to the delay which has ooenrred in 
brii^ng into effect the soheme for providing a tmining college fur tea<^er8. 
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The delay in due to the fact that Mr. Varley, who was brought to inaugurato 
this scheme, strongly disapproved of the manner in which it had been diawn ' 
up. A fresh scheme has now been elaborated by him in consultation with • 
the Director of Public Instruotion, and it is hoped that this will be sanctimted . 
without much further delay. Meanwhile, Mr. Varley will be employed in’ 
inspecting Secondary Schools on behalf of the University ; one of uis assist* 
ants will be employed as Inspector of Schools in the Patna Division and 
another to assist the Head Master of the Patna Collegiate School. The 
remaiuing one will assist the Head Master of the Hindu and Hare Schools. 

1 am glad to be able to inform the Hon’ble Member that Government has 
fulfilled the promise made last year to restore the number end value of the 
senior and juni ir scholarships to the amounts at which they previously stood. 

I am also happy to be ab'e to state that Oovemment will provide funds to 
make up the deficit in the p ivate contributions towards the Calcutta Women’s 
Training College Scheme.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. luoua said:—I desire to noti.ce some suggestions, to 
afford some information which has been asked fur, and to meet some criticisms 
which have fallen from Hon’ble Memb'^rs in the coarse of this debate, 
regarding the Department of Public Works and tbo Marine Department 
which I liave tbo honour to repfpesent. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Bertram has stated in connection with the Hospital 
Port D.ies Fund that complaints have been made by the Shipping that 
European sailo^ cannot gi t accommodation readily at the Presidency General 
Hospital, and he has suggested that the balance at the credit of the Fund 
might be utilized to build a separate block for the use of Seamen, which 
should also subsequently be maintained from the Fund. 

« No specific complaints in tliis matter have been preferred to Government 
by those oireotly interested, but the Chamber of Commerce at the end of 
November last made a Bimil.ir general oon^laint. On a reference to the 
Inspf ctoriGeneral of Civil Hospitals, that Officer replied that it was only in 
rare instances that there was a difficulty in admitting European sailors at 
the Presidency General Hospital when there wore no vacant boas, and that no 
difficulty wus experienced at the other. Ho^ibtls. This was intimated to the 
Chamber in a letter of the 4th of March, and at the same time the Chamber was 
furnished with, a statement of the number of seamen treated at the various 
hospitals and of the payments totlie hospitals from the Fund on their aceonnt; 
whw it does not appear that there is any sertous difficulty in meeting the 
present rewii'ements at the Shipping, the suggestion that a^ separate block or 
ward shbuid be built and maintained from the Fund is certainly one deserving 
of the fullest cemaideration which will be given to it. 

‘’The Hon'ble Member also says that he understands that the Mayo 
Hospital gets no grant frou the Fund, and he suggests that the Port Act be 
amended, so that hospitals treating sick losoars may be^ assisted from the 
Fund. The Hon’ble Member appears to be under some misapprebension, and 
he has not perhaps made a reference to the Act. As a matter of fact, the word 
* seaman ’ as used in the Act is in no <vay restricted to ESuropean seamen, and 
there is nothing in the way of grants being given to hospitals for the treat¬ 
ment of loscars. In the year 1905‘06, Rs. 8 i wore paid to the Mayo H ispital; 
and as in all oases payment is made not as a fixed grant but as an allowanc i per 
inan treated, this would indicate that at present not many lascars make use 
of that hospital. • 

As rep'ards the investment of the balance at credit of ibis Fund, I may 
say that this is being arranged for, and it is proposed at present to vest 
Ks, I,T5;000. 

The of the due wna reduced last April, and it is intended that in 
future the incline shall not be materially greater than the normal outlay. 
The aooounts for the year 1906-07 are notyet oomf^te, but as fur os believM 
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thoy would seem to indicate that some further reduotioa in the rate of due may 
‘ be poBttible. 

^ I’he Hon^ble Mt. Bertram has alluded to the periodical withdrawal of the 
Steam Pilot-vessel, tiio Fraser^ frotu tne Sandhoads, and has slated that this 
causes great incorivexiienco to the Shipping. Now 1 wish to point out that it 
was never conteiuplated that tne Frailer should be employed alone os a Pilot- 
vessel. A steaiti*vessel is required mainly during the Monsoqn, when there is a 
risk of a sailing-vessel bein? driven off the station by bad weather. In fine 
weather, the vessels are supplied with Pilots just as easily from on© of the 
sailing-brigs as from the steam-vessel. The authf>ritieB of the Dockyard, who are 
the responsible Advisers of Government, in matters relating to the repair of 
the steam-vessel, oonsidt^r it necessary that as far as possible it should not 
remain at the 6andheads for more than six to eight weeks, according to weather, 
without coming up for coaling and for petty repairs, which occupy usually 
a period of about half a month. One item alone which reqiii» c8 regular atten¬ 
tion is the painting of the surface of the hull at the water line, which from 
the constant boat work is specially liable to injury. The visits to town are 
necessary both fur efficiency and for economy. 

** The fact that the stoam-vessel can bo used for wireh'ss telegraphy is an 
incident and it is not the reason for whicli the vessel w;:is <>btained. It is 
no doubt a pity that it is not practicable to fit one of the sailing-brigs with 
a wiioloss iiiHtallatioiJ, but after all the trade of Calcutta appears to have 
got on very well in the past without this adjunct. 

'I"he Hon^ble Mr. Spink asks that Government will take st^s to improve 
the Water-ways of Bengal, and he suggests that a larger expenditure on 
these might help to facilitate trade and tti reduce the prices of raw materials 
and fooU-stulTs. 1 think that the Hon’blo Member has perhaps realized 
what a large trade there is at present on the water-ways, 1 would refer 
him to the Annual Reports on the trade carried by Hail and River in 
Bengal, compiled the idrector-General of Commercial Intelligenco. 

In this Report, there is an immense amount of information on the subject of the 
transport of goods. In 7'ableB VI and VII, are given the figures for the 
various articles impoi*ted into and exported from die Calcutta trade block 
ty thu various metbods of oariiago. if the Hon’ble Member will refer to 
tbeso, he will see what a large share of the total trade is now carried along the 
water-wa>s b; boat and by inland-steamers. As a matter of fact, I believe 
that the water-districts have very good communications. 1 do not say that 
they are not capable of improvement, and as a matter of fact the question 
of such improvement is receiving attention ; but 1 think there are very few 
places now left in Bengal, and certainly none in the Eastern Disirtets, 
where the price of raw materials or of food-stufb remains at a low level for 
want .of commuuicath.ns with a larger market. 

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Bertram urges the importance of the proposed Canal 
between the Bidyuhari and the Hooghly, known as the Tolly’s Mullah 
Scheme. As I said at this time last year, it is a matter of £ t, sT. The 
GoTuruuiuut of India will not give any favour to the scheme unless it can be 
shown that it will pay its way ; that is, that it will earn at least 4 per e«nt, 
on its capital outlay, after pacing working expenses. Wo have not heen able 
to do this yet. But we will try again. The Uou’tile Member has quoted from 
a speech of the Cbairinan of the India General fsat'igution and Railway Com¬ 
pany. It is only natural that a Carrying Company should wish the public 
revenues to bo expended on suhemen which would beuetit itself, whatever the 
result might be to the tax-payer. But this raises a general question of 
policy, which is beyond the range of this Council. 

“ The Hon’ble Member suggests that the Local Government should raise 
its own Loans. Such a procedure, as Agent for the Government of India, 
is already provided for in the Regulations of the Government of India, which 
are generally known as the Public Works Code ; but if this were put in practice, 
it would not in any way affect the subordination of the Local Government.

And it is here and not in .the* 
particnlar method of nosing funds, that the control is exercised. As regards ^e 
present state of Tolly’s Nullah, it is oertaitkly bad; but I do not know that it 
18 worse than it has been any time in the last ^ years. In 1883, Mr. Buckley, 
when reporting on an earlier scheme of canalizing the Nullah, wrote:— 

' * BneirieDoe has shown that any improyement to the Nullah is almost entirely 
a waste of money; if the bed is deepened it silts up again in a few months to its "AymitT 
ssotioa, and it doteriorstes very slowly, if at all, after it has done so. The Nullah luw been a 
natigaele stream for more than 1(|0 years; but if the bed in the most shallow part he 
deepened three feet, it will fill up again in six montha ’ 

*‘T!hA icoent expoiience is an, exact conBrmation of this. Last year 
we dosed the Nullah, and spent about Rs. 36,000 in deepening the bed 
at the shallowest part; and within a yecy short time it was just as bad 
as before. Nothing but Disking it a locked Canal, like that at Chitpur, would 
do good; ^ile the cost of this has been held to ‘ be out of proportion 
to the yolume of traffic. 


<< The Hon’ble Mr. Bertram also suggests canalizing the Damuda 
Riyer, by which 1 understand''he means providing the river itself with 
weirs and locks, as has been done on the Thames and on several of the rivers 
in France. The cost of doing this would be enormous, and it is altogether 
out of ^e question. The Itamuda is a large river when in flood, to which 
a river such as ^e Thames is a mere trout-stream. As far back as 1866, a 
iffojed was considered for a Canal from the Damuda near Raniganj to 
lock into the Hooghly at Serampore, with the object of conveying coal. 
Detailed plans and estimates were prepared for such a Canal which was also 
to supply water for irrigation. It was, however, held that there was no 
prof^ot of the scheme being a success financially, and it was therefore 
oropped. Colonel Strachey wrote then on behalf of the Government of 
India, what is equally true now. He said 


* With regard to the coal traffic, it must be recollected that the rail in every ease can 
be oarried to the pit’s mouth. In the oaee of the Canal on the other hand there must be land 
oamage bom the pit’s mouth to the bank, and transhipment is therefore inevitable.’ 


‘'The Hon’hlc Mr. Bertram asks that the Eastern Bengal State Railway may 
be pressed to provide bettor facilities for Fish traffic. The Hon’blo Member is 
doubtless aware the Bengal Gk>vemment does not control or intervene in the 
working of the Railway. The Manager of the Railway has, however, favoured 
me with some information on the sublet. In 1903, it was decided, in consul¬ 
tation with the Agents of the lande Refrigerating Company, that refrigeration 
vans were not snitable, but that the fish traffic could be carried more conveniently 
and safely packed in ice and in ventilated wagons. A low wagon rate iOr ice 
was introduced in January, 1904, and ten properly ventilated fish-wagons 
were placed in the line in the half-year ending December, 1906. * 


“The Bon’ble Member has asked that the marbles, brasses and historical 
tinnbs in St. John’s Church may be renovated by Government. 1 am 
informed that these are at present held to be private property; hut that it is 
under consideration to bring those of importance or interest on the register of 
Hisforical Monuments which are maintained from the public revenues. 

" The Hon’ble Bahu Jogendra Chandra Ghose has drawn adverse attention 
to the fact that a sum of Rs. 76,000, which was provided in last year’s Budget, 
for a navigation scheme on the Bhairah River at Jetsore has not Iwen utilized, 
k ®*plain for the ^information of the Bon’blo Member that it was found 
^at tTOSeneme, the object of which wbsto deepen the river in the interests 
** cost not lees than four lakhs; while it would be of 

smaHrttiiuA The Bhaitab is at present navigable up to Singhia, about 10 miles 
tikjgfO there is a direct connection with the Railway. 
*h*vfoB^ljie ti0 ond-to itapio'ye ^ainsge, and the fact that it has been 
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dw^ed not to go on. 'widi iV >b ^7 affeots tim BohemO n^ielk iii ttacbit 
,^tli0 OQiundamt&^ of Smbnot Board, for the dninage Into the Bhanra|b< ol 
' Wtaia Ikubt in the Tiauuty «d Jeasore town. 

“ The Hon’bte Memb» Buggests that the obar^ lor the eBtabUshinent of the 
Public Works Department employed on Civil Wbriu, and which in the present 
Budget he shows to be equivalent to 14 per eeni. on the outlay on works, is 
excessive. He has not given any reasons for his belief that the estabHshment 
might be reduoedw However, 1 may say thi^ a rate of 14 per eetai, Ibr idl 
oharges, direotion and acoount as well as executive, is a very low one. We obtadB 
from the Government of India a rate of 23 per cent, on outlav on Itnpwtal 
Works, and ^is is the rate which has to be provided in all schemes for Productive 
Works. As lately as 1903, the Government of India reviewed this charge and 
akUtsred to> the rate as being generally fair. So far as fibres are an indication, 
they indicate that our present establishment is too smiul for the work to be 
done amd not too larg^. 

f* The Hon’ble Member also draws attention to the reduction in the toUa^ 
receipts from the Nadia Bivers, He has perhaps omitted to read the note^ur 
the margin in the Financial Statement, page 23, which explains that the reduotion 
in tolls is due to a reduction in the rate of tolls, and to the bad rice>orop in 
certain districts which caused a diversion of traffic. It bad noting to do with 
the state of the ohaunels. 

“The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukhaxji takes exception to toe 
osdwM of the Government of India, whiito regidato the purchase* in this coun^ 
of stores of European Manufacture. This^ is of ooorse not a matter in whion 
the Local Gtovernment has any jurisdiotitm, but I may perhaps explain, 
fm the infmauation of the Hon’ble Mcanber, what the present conditions really 
are, as he appears to be under some misapprebeMion. Under the present rules, 
which have been in force, since July, 1004, an Executive Engineer oan usehisi 
d^cetion within a limit of Bs. 200 for individual articles. A SoperiDtondiBg 
Engineer can authorize purchase in this country up to a limit or Bs, 1,000, 
ajod. a Local Government can authorize purchase in this country with emt any 
lui^it as to amount. That this disoretionary power is made use of, tlia 
fblibwing figures will toow. In 1905-06, European stores to the value of 
Bb. 2,53,.‘^95 were purchased in this Provinoe, and in. 1906 07 the pwroboses 
amounted to Bs. 3,62,500 approximately. 

** It is of course as a rule preferable to get such stores by indbnt from 
England, because th^ then cost loss and there is a wider market to draw from. 
On the other hand, it is often not convenient to wrait, and it is necessary to 
purchase in this country. It is a matoer in whidi discretion is required, and-to' 
which it is used. It cannot be said that there is anything to complain'of to 
the rales as they now stand. 

* The Bon’ble Babu Radha Chatan Pal has drawn a sad pdoture of ^ 
ill-doings of the Port Commissioners with respect to a part ox the riverside 
lands. 1 think that what be describes as apparent ruin is reaBy toe tempi^ 
ary dislocation due to advancing commerce, and I hope it will be sooh 
remedied* 1 mavj however, point out to the Hon’ble Member that not veiy 
long ago he was himself a Fort Commissioner, aiid as the state of aflkirs, he 
has so vividly pictured can hardly have arisen to a day, I am sure ho is 
willing to re<mve hunsoll the oeasure he wishes conveyed to those who were . 
l^ly his. fellow Commissioners, for their' default.. 

« The Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur of Murshidebad has asked that aimmllbe^ 
should be done to improve toe volume of water in toe fihagirathi Mver to a 
soured of water-supply fmr drtoking.

'^Tbo Hicm’ble Mr. Spink has asked for some information with respOct Ho 
Ike addi^on wbioh is being made to the buildings of the High Court. l%«r 
presemi addition provides a waiting-room for the Jury; it also provides separate 
’#lBiHtmg'>roam8 for ladies and gentlemen, both Indian and European; but it 
hoe not been found practicable within the space available to provide rehe^- 
aatettMooms.' 

‘*Now, Sir, I desire with your permission to say something on a subject 

which is rather of the nature of a perennial than an annual in this Cormou_ 

1 mean the connection between obstructed or defective Drsxnage and Malarial 
fever. It is a large and complex question, and I wish it to be understood 
l2tat in the remarks I am about to make, I am expressing my personal views 
and that these are not necessarily the views of Government. I have, however, 
been recently migaged as a Member of a Committee on an inquiry into the 
matter in th» disririots of the Presidency Division, and it may be of some 
mxtMest if I state very brielfy the cofiidusions that we have arrived at. 

"This is not the place, n^^hisve 1 the knowledge required, for a disseria* 
tiou on the cause of Malaria. I speak subject to correction, but, as I understand, 
Medici Science is at present unable to say anytliing definite about the 
original source of the germs which cause the siokness. What is i^own 
that the germ^^e oommnmcated from man to man through the agency of a 
certain variety of mosquito. The mosquito for its development requires 
moistare in some form, either in the form of water or in damp soil end 
undergrowth. It would seem then clear that drainage, so far as it will deprive 
mosquitos of their breeding-grounds, must be beneficial. 

" It is, however, of great importance to know what we really mean 
when we talk of drainage and of obstructed^rainage. I think frioni 
what Hon'ble Members have said to-day and from what has been said 
on former occasions in this room, that there is a somewhat general iinpree- 
sion thatit is desirable to restore to their former state, as flowing effluents of 
the Ganges, those channels which have by the operation of natural oansei 
ceased to distribute its waters to the part of the delta in which they are sitttftted. 
There appears also still to be an impression, which is perhaps less generalj 
that the banks of roads and railways have caused' and are causing some geneni 
obstruction to the drainage. 

" As regards the former of those ideas, it is I daresay the case that if the 
oiwretionB of nature could be alteied if would do good to one part, though >9 idl 
pthhability'at the expense of another. However, for'praotio^ purposes'it miiistj 
1 think, be accepted that it is not possible to fight with nature in this meti^f,.liiid 
that what is necessary is to try to improve the esisUng conditions. 1 would illik> 
jttit point out that drainage means dinwing water off land and not twinging 
water on to land, which is what it is desired to do in restoring ffie deed riyOTs. 
Then as regards the Boads and Radlways. Thore may of course be places 
where small areas are affected by the want of sufficient water-tray and which can 
be mnedied if brought to notice ; but there does not af^iear to be anything 
to show that there is any serions obstruction from this cause. 

The seiioas obstructions appear to be due to two chief causes,— 
th# pits' and holes in and abont the sites of Tillages; and, sreand, the 
cnlHv^oti of the winter rice. The formeir narovides the best of breeding 
gTonndSfor nuMqnitos; while the latter, whion requires the holdiim up of 
tfae witter ^dso to the 'village up to the middle of November, supplies' 
mors moe^tos and ai& in kSepiag the villsge damp. Another fketor Which 
in tfaS'af ‘ ^e M^kal Offiperr is a veiT laige fsetor is, the dshse 
undemow^ which these is in so munw villages.

f ** There is a lai^e extent swamp-land in the iheeh, which hndonbtedly is 
prejndioial both to ouUiTation and to health; but as regMda the latter, it doet feibt 
appear to be of snob great importance aa the obstructions m and imme^ately 
around the village sites. We are beginning to know something about the, condi* 
tions under which the fever is most prevalent ; but there is probably still mueh 
to learn. One thing that strikes me as interesting is this. In Orisra, which is a 
country growing almosjt nothing but rice, there is comparatively little malara^ 
fever. The recorded ratio of mortality from fever in the Orissa Division, as a 
whole, is much less than in any other part of the Province. I think it is well 
deserving of inq^uiry whether there are reasons to bo found which can exjdaiO' 
the difference. 


*^l!Tow although the lands in the delta of the Ganges aro neoesrarily low, 
there is still no physical dilSculty in draining them, that is in drawing off ^ 
water from them. I suppose there is no part much worse than that on whudi 
^6 town of Calcutta stands, and one has only to look at the Maidan to see what 
can he done. 

“ On the other hand, as this would imply the abandonment of tl.e culti* 
vation of winter rice near all village sites, it may be said that this is quite 
impracticable. I sa^d last year that judging from the experience in Italy on 
this question, I thought it would be found impracticable in India to restrict 
the irrigation of rice near inhabited places, and it might be still more 
difficult to restrict the cultivation when only the natural rain-water is used. 

** At the same time this is a question that must be thought out by the 
zamindars and cultivators themselves, and they must consider the question with 
their eyes open to the fact that, at all events in some situations, rice oulti- 
vation dose to the villages means Malaria. 


What is certainly practicable is, to drain swamjps as has been done in the 
Hooghly and Howrah districts, which improves cultivation and at all events 
gets the land dry by January, j am afraid. Sir, that my friend, the Hon’Ue 
wja Peniy Mohan Mukharji, will tell you that drainage-works of this class are 
expensive luxuries to the zamindar, whatever they may be to the cultivator. 
There are, however, many places in which the works would be much less expen¬ 
sive than those draining to the Hooghly, where the great rise and fall of tide 
necessitate expensive sluices. Here, again, wo want the fully-considered 
opinion of the landholders and representatives of cultivators, whether suoh 
measures can bo left to the parties directly interested to take action under 
the Drainage Act or the Sanitary Drainage Act, or whether Government thould 
exercise the powers it possesses to compel action under the Embankment Act. 


« As regards the improvement of the village-sites, I hardly know what to 
say. The Hon’ble the Nawab Bahadur of Murshiaabad would 'apparent^ 
invoke the direct action of Government. He says: ‘Government must step 
In to do for us what we cannot do ourselves.’^ But think what it would piean 
to have a Government Department interfering directly with the surrounding# 
of the homes of the whole rural population. Surely, this is a matter in which 
the cure must commence from within. We cannot make pe^le moral by law 
or edict, and I doubt if we can make them healthy by conipuMon. 

“ We bear, Sir, much at ifae present time of the vory laudable desire of 
Indian gentlemen to take a larger share in administering the affairs of their 
country. I can imagine no better way of taking suoh a share than for the 
Ismdbolders and repxosentativos of^the peasantry to co-operate with Govern¬ 
ment in this matter. What we require is their aid iu suggesting what can 
be done, and not mere demands to do something which is impossible. Is i# 
pondble to restrict cultivation of winter rice? Can we compel viUagers to (dear 
nolik^owth through the agency of District Boards or Union Ooinmititees ? 

Sir, are quest^ions which I think it is for Government tp ask^.and for, 
^^^e Members and their friends to answer. 

; • f* The Hoa’ble Babu Jogendva Chandra Ghose advocates spending', Otoios 
of rupees and doing great deeds with borrowed money. Whto dealing whh 
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tiie report of the IrrigatioD Ommiesion which had recommended that Loatt t 
Funds should be appUM to the construction of protective, that is of unremunera* 
tive, works of Irrigation, the Government of India who did not accept the 
recommendation ^d : ‘ We do not affirm that there are no circumstances in 
which it would be justifiable to spend Loan Funds on non-productive purposes. 
That course may occasionally be unavoidable as in tho case of a great work 
or of urgent military preparations.* 

<* I can understand the Hon’blo Member arguing that a war against Malaria 
is a better cause than a war against another State, and tho argument might 
possibly be held sound if it could be shown that we know exactly what we 
wnt to do and what the effect will be. But we are very far from this. We 
are at present only in the stage of rather fruitless theoretical discussion. £ 
think it » time that wo entered on the stage of experiment which is the only way 
of testing theory. 

“ I quite sympathize with the Hon’ble Member in his desire tliat something 
should be done, and 1 hope that it may be found possible to set aside each year, 
from Provincial Revenues, a certain sum for expenditure on experimental 
measures of Rural Sanitation. 

“ I must apologize to you, Iwr, and to the Members of tho Council for the 
length of my remarks.*’ 

The Hon’blesME. Oablylb said“ Your Honour,^ I do not propose to 
infiiot on the Council a long speech. I will touch mainly on a few points re¬ 
lating to the Departments specially under my charge, but I will also briefly 
refer to a few remarks of the preyious speakers during tho debate. 

“ As regards the Agricultural Department, I have laid on the table a Note 
by Mr, Oldham, showing the main items of progress during 1906-07. 

“ The first thing that has to be done before the Agricultural Department can 
really do all that an Agricultural Department should do is, to get its Experts. 
Wo must, at starting, be dependent on Experts from Home, but 1 hope this will 
not last long. Wo liavo pressed on the Government of India the importance of 
giving such terms to men who entered the Department, as to enable us to enlist 
men of tho same class as those who now enter the Provincial and Subordinate 
Executive Service and the Subordinate Judicial Service. Till we have a suffi¬ 
cient number of Exports, progress must necessarily be comparatively slow ; and 
wo cannot turn out our Experts in sufficient numbers until our Agricultural 
College baa been started for some years. 

**Land has been purchased for the Provincial Agricultural College, which is to 
be established near Bhagalpur. I hope the building will bo ready next year. 

*' Over 200 acres of land have been acquired for an Agricultural Experhnental * 
Stotioti near Bankipur, and the necessary establishment has been appointed. 

A taEi8ar<^k farm has ^on opened at CbaibaBsa. At the Cuttack and Burdwan 
stations, practical demonstrations have been given, showing that paddy and jnte 
nan be eiovi-a in tho ssme yvar and on the same land in rotation with much 
profit; This is a matter to which, 1 think, you will ag^ree with me in attaching 

great importance. Important results have been obtained as regards sugar¬ 
cane and cotton in various districts. Another very important step in advance 
that, has been made during the year is, the iesqe of leaflets in tbe vemaculu, 
describing the results of work done at Agricultural Stations, and indicating 
importent methods of cultivation of certain of the most important crops, im¬ 
portant proposals ore under consideration which would enable ns to supply a 
muoh larger quantity of good seed to tbe silk-rearers t^n is at present tho 
case. These proposals were framed altera careful inquiry into the subject by 
a Committee, over which the Director of Agriculture presided and of which the 
Maharaia of Cossimbazar was a Member. We are awaiting a reply from the 
O<oyemment of i^lastern Bengal and Asenon as to the amount they are prepared to 
contribute, as the scheme, if fully carried out, will benefit both Provinces. 
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f “ The Hoti’ble Memben will, I think, aji^ree with me that llr. Oldham’e STefo 

ehowe that a "vety eatiefactory start has been made by the AgrioultnxeT ]>e] 3 iatt- 
ment in ita first year under a separate Chief. 

I'he expenditure during the year was Rs. 4,09,000. It is hoped to spend 
over 2 lakhs mure this year, namely, Us. 6,10,000. 

‘‘With reference to the Ilon’ble Mr. Bertram’s remarks regarding Agricaltnre 
1 hope my remarks on general questions have already made clear tliat there are 
limits to what it is possible to do at present. We must have our competent 
men to place in charge of Aloilel Farms, and 1 believe that Mr. Oldham has 
done all ho can to utili:i.e the Htafi now at his disposal. To appoint incompetent 
men, w(.>uld be worse than useless. It would load merely to results which would 
be untrustworthy, and which, if pressed on the Agricultural population, would 
discredit the Dopartuient. 

“I entirely agree with the Hou’blo Member as to the necessity of improving 
the local type of Cattle. This is a matter which is being specially attended to 
at the Sibpur Farm, which is maintained by the llathwa Estate under the 
advice of the Agricultural Departm<jnt, 

“With regard to Forests, 1 am glad to see the Hon’bloMr. Bertram’s remark 
that the matter is one in which the non-olHcial circles take iiitemst. Witih 
reference to tho suggestion that a more vigorous policy might be adopted, I 
would inform the Hou’blo Member tliat the matter has had tlie» constant atten¬ 
tion of Government and of the Conservator of Forests. I believe tlie Conser¬ 
vator of I'orests is spending every rupee that it is possible for him to spend to 
advantage witli his present staff. 1 hope the staff will soon be strengthened. 

“ With reference to tho llon’blo Mr. Bertram’s remarks regarding the 
inquiry into ihe. possibilities of developing tlie Fish Industry in Bengal, this 
Government is fully aware of its importance. It is hoped that the Secre¬ 
tary of State will agree to the Jlon’blo Mr. Gupta being deputed to the 
United St ites and Canada to investigate some of the measures adopted in those 
countries, and that on his return nn Expert from Home will be associated with 
him in his labours. 

“ As regards General Administration, I would notice the criticism of the 
Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghoeo on tho expenditure of largo sums for 
the,Suudarbaus reclamation. He objects to it on the ground that it violates 
the principle hitherto followed that. Government should not compete with 
private capitalists in such woik to the detriment of the latter. Tho question, 
of Government undertaking tho reclamations in the Sundarbans, was forced 
on us by tho very unsatisfactory relations between the Ibase-holders and tho 
raiyats in many of tho cases whore i-eclamation leases have been given, 
and it seems very desirable to try tho experiment of government dealing 
‘ direct with the raiyats. In conneotioii with this main object, when reclama- 
" tions commenced in f’raserganj, it WU9 found it might at no very great coat 
also be made a Sanitaidum for residents of Calcutta, especially daring the. hot. 
■ weather and after the rains. 

“ The llon'blo Member has criticised at some length the Govemmelnt 
• poliey in connection with the prevention of Malaria. This is not a mattbr 
dealt with by any of the departments under my charge, but, as emold 
District Oificor, 1 would ask the Alembers of Council to bear ia mind the 
extraordinary dilfioulty of doaling with the matter, not merely on acootint 
of the expenditure involved but also on account of tho great difficulty in 
carrying with us the masses of the jwpuhition (and it is necessary to 
with us the masses if any real improvement is to bo effected) whdrb' ^y 
questions of sanitary reform are coucemed. I bolievo there are many parts 
of the country, where to suggest that jungle should be cut dbwh round the 
;, • yiliagers’.houses would cause a rising of tho population. The jungle baf 
heen planted to secure privacy, and no amount of arguing on pur part as to its 
ihsanitory nature would, in the smallest degree, reconcile the wwaa of <he 
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j^puliition to any ait^pi on the part of Qovominent to deal the* 
question on sanitary' llneii. 


“I know of no ground for tho Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath MukharjiV 
allegation as to mortality in Darbi:anga. The dcath-rato is and has for soin© 
time been unusually low. Famines are no more a tciTor tlian they used to be. 
Distress is now at once brought to notice wliere in former days no remedial 
measures would have been adopted, and outside the local area no one would 
have known. 

With regard to the remarks that have fallen from tho Ilon’ble Babu 
Jogendm Nath Mukharji, on the subject of the necessity of careful work in 
connection with Survey and Settlement Operations and tho apjjointmont of 
more experienced men for decision of objections under section 103 (a), this is 
a matter which has constantly been draining tho attention of Government. In 
future, as soon aa a sufKoient number of Sub-Deputy Colloetors have received 
sufficient training to enable them to do Settlement Work, no outsiders will bo 
appointed as Settlement Offi ;«r8, and I hope it may hereafter be possible to 
get a certain number of officers with more judicial experience. It must, 
however, bo remombored thi^ a.more highly-trained stall’ involves as a rule 
larger expenditure, and Government has always to consider tho question of 
preveiiting tho costs from bearing too heavily on tho people. 

Steady progress has been made in carrying out the 
reforms sanctified by the Government of India. A Deputy Inspector-General 
has been appointed^ in special charge of tho Crime Department and of 
Badways, and a thud Range Deputy^ Inspector-General has been appointed. 
These reforms arc of great importance*, as it is necessary to lisve a senior 
Officer-in-chargo of the Crime Department wliich has now become a very heavy 
and important one, and Railways also need spooial attention. The third 
Range Deputy Inspoctor-QeneTal was nccessniy 1o enable the Deputy Inspector- 
General to deal properly with other mattev^ than office inspection. A very im¬ 
portant departure lias been made in tho appointment of Deputy Superintendents. 
These appointments can only be giv. n to Indians or .Statutory Natives. A 
number of additional In-spectors, Sub-Inspeclora, Head Constables and Constables 
have been ap{;ointod, and 500 town chaukidars have been roulacod by constables. 
Grade promotion has been given to a number of officers. Local and house-rent 
allowances have boon granted to officers stationed in Ilowiah or Calcutta. 

“ Two lakhs of rupees have been spent on inijxrov* inents to Police Buildings 
in the Mufassal and on quartoiafor Officers. The Police Commission specially 
noted the very unsatii.factory accommodation provided at many of the thanas 
in Bengal, and the expenditure under this head is me&t urgent. 

“ The work of tho Criminal Investigation Department continues to develop, 
end it has during the past year achieved much success in dealing with organized 
crime. 

“I notice that the Hon’ble Babu Radha Charan Pel has criticised tli^ 
allotment of funds to the District Police end the sJubordinate Police 
Force, r'ospectivoly. Out of the Government of India’s grant for the years 
10(i6-O7, l.a. 11,07,000 has been given for tho l iovineial Police. Of this sum, 
R«. 3,18,580 has been given to the Superior Force, and Rs. 9,48,430 to the 
Subordinate Police Force, «c., the grant is being divided in the proportion of 
18*T to the Superior Force, and 81*3 to the Subordinate Foiro. This is in 
accordance with the ratio of tho present grant to the total sum to be finally 
given to this Province. A comparatively largo grant has boon given this year 
to the Superior Force, as the reforms commenced with tho Subordinato Estab- 
licfament. In 1005-0-6, only Hs. 80,000 were spent on tho Superior Force a.s 
egaiQst Rs. 7,11,000 on the Subordinate Force. A larger grant of 

1,87,700 to the Superior Force this year was nbetfisavy, in order to 
give the same rate of progress to that branch of the Force. I would nlart jioint 
out to the Hon’ble Afember that the grant to the Superior Police Force this 
year includes provision for 16 Deputy Superintendents of Police. 
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** Before leaving the oubject of Police, 1 would noiioe a ratiier singulair 
fluggestion by the Hon^ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukhorji, regarding tfae redubO, 
tion of Military Police. 1 think that instead of haring too largo an Armed Ftwoe 
it is perhaps too small. The Armed iicscrresin each district are nut in any sense 
of the word a Military Force. They merely consist of a few armed mdn, con- 
tantly shifting in personnel, taken temporarily from the general Police Force of 
the district. Their numbers vary from 20 to 50 in a district, e.ff , a district like 
Midnapore with a population of over two million and-a*half has only an Armed 
Force of 50 men to prevent disturbances. Law-abiding as the population no 
doubt is on the whole, there are times when serious trouble is possible, and it 
must bo remembered that these small armed bodies are only reinforced, so far as 
the Police are concerned, by three companies with more or less Military 
tr aining . Should ut any time serious trouble arise, we would have to fall bade 
upon our troops, and 1 think the Hon’ble Member will recognize that it is moat 
undesirable that troops should be, except on the most pressing emergency, called 
out to deal with internal troubles. 

With reference to the Hon’ble Mr. Bertram’s criticism of the item of 
Rs. 25,000 for House-allowances to Officers of the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ijient, I would point out that the allowances are given to all the Subordinate 
Officers attached to the Criminal Investigation Department. It is a DepaHment 
which is stoadily increasing in importance, and it is most necessary that we 
should gel for it the very best officers available, and we can only do sO by 
compensating them handsomely for the extra expense involved b^ their appiont- 
nient to the Department and also for the more important nature of tho work. 

« Co-operative Credit Societies. —Mr. Gourlay, the Registrar of Co-operative • 
Credit Societies, has supplied me with a Note on the subject, from wliicsh it 
appears that progress during the year has been very satisfactory. The number 
of registered Societies has increased during the year from 57 to 151, while 
the unregistered Societies have decreased from 34 to 26. I’liis is exclusive 
of grain banks, of which there are about 20, not including tho largo grain 
business which is being caixied on in the Sonthal Parganas. A capital of 
25,000 maunds is being dealt with in that district on co-operativo lines. 

“ Mr. Gourlay has during the winter visited over a hundred villages in 
which Societies exist, and has gone into details regarding some 4,000 loans. 
He is of opinion that the movement has made great progress, and he 
believes tho number of members in the old Societies will greatly increase 
when more capital is available. He is of opinion, however, and 1 entirely 
agree with him, that it is not desirable that the numbers should increase too 
fast. He remarks that it is better that the few should thoroughly loam their 
lesson rather than that many should be given a little assistance. 

A matter of very great importance is the formation of a Co-omrative' 
Central Bank, of which the village banks should be share-holders. Mr. Gourlay 
Isolds, and here again 1 entirely agree with him, that outside capital diould 
rather bi> raised with certain Government concessions than that it should be 
supplied by the State. The ultimate object is to make the Co-operativ^ Credit 
Societies entirely independent of the State. I believe it would be a great 
mistake to introduce in Bengal anything like tho system of the Egyptian 
Banks. I refer to this, as it has been mentioned in the speech of the Uon’ble 
Mr. Bertram. Merely to facilitate borrowing would have no permanently 
^neficial results on the raiyats. The only effect would bo to encourage them 
to borrow large sums of money at lower rates of interest than is now the 
but their indebtedness would remain the some. What is wanted is to provide, 
the cheii of fellow-villagers on tho improvident borrower. Men who know 
^oroui^bly the resources of every fellow-villager will not allow exceosiye , 
borrp^c^gs by any member of the oommunity who belongs to the bank in 
which they are concerned. A Central Bank, however, is ueoessary in order id 
^vidp capital at the time when it ie needed, and to take it bade at those 
■easohp when business is slack. 
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“ 1 think, in oonolunon, no greater mistake could bo made than to try to 
force the pace too mutdi. It is essential that the banks should be built up on 
a solid basis. If this is done, I have no_ doubt that in 10 or 15 years • 
Co^raratiTe Societies will have afforded incalculable benefits to the rural 
population of this Province. 

“ Registration .—^Inconnection with the Registration Department, the Ilon’ble 
Babu KaU Pada Ghosh has spoken of an increase of 2 lakhs in Registration Foes. 
About two-thirds of this increase appears to be due to the normal growth of 
revenue. One-third is probably attributable to the abnormal increase in sales 
and mortgages of property of small value and in obligations for payment of 
money due to a bad year. The total increase, therefore, due to an uuu.sal1y bad 

r ear IS only about Rb. .66,000. The increase is regrettable, but is not so serious, 
think, as the llon’ble Member imagines. 

^‘Appointment Dtpariment .—As regards the Appointment Department, effect 
has been given to the scheme for increasing the cadre of the Provincial and 
Subordinate Executive Service. This is a reform which has been pressed on 
the Goverttment of India for several years, end it is very satisfactory that 
it has been possible to give effect to it during the year. The immediate 
effect on the administration will not be apparent, as it will take two or three 
years before the newly-appointed officers are fully qualified for their work. 

As they become available, the present strain on the administration will be 
sensibly reduced. 

“ 1 may perhaps refer to the Hnn'ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Busu’s attack on 
the uDsatisfactor^f nature of the answers given iu Council. The Hon’blo Member 
reminds me of the benevolent Roman who shouted with the crowd: ‘ Tlie 
Christians to the lions’, not because ho himself desired to see any one eaten alive 
but to pleaso the populace. So too the Hun’ble Member would like to see a 
certain section of the Indian Press gratified by the daily sacrifice of a District 
Officer. The temper of that section of the Press which he would gratify 
revealed itself lately in its ready acceptance of a palpably forged letter, 
notwithstanding the District Officer’s denim- 

“ I may note 1 do not accept the Hon’ble Member’s version of the Sultan- 
gun| incidents derived no doubt from one of the papers belonging to that 
soetton.” 


‘ BRIEF NOTE, DATED THE APRIL, 1907, OF THE MAIN 
ITEMS OF PROGRESS IN THE AGRICULTURAL DEPART¬ 
MENT, BENGAL, DURING 1900-07. 

* 1. Adminufra/isn.—-The separate appointment of Director of Agriculture 
was created with effect from the 3rd of April, 1006, and the Department c)f . 
Agriculture finally established as a distinct Department of Government. 

‘ 2. Mr. H. H. Corbin, b 80., joined the Department towards the close of 
the year. This Officer, after undergoing the necessary training, will, it is 
proposed, undertako the duties of Principal of the Provincial Agricultural. 
College. 

_‘3. Eaperimeni and Inquiry, — Four special Jute Farms were established 
during the year under the direct supervision o| the Deputy Director of Agri¬ 
culture for tho production of speoially-selecfed seed. Three hundred maunds 
of jnte-seed woro selected from those farms, and tho demand for the seed v/as 
so groat that it was all distributed by February, 1007. 

‘ 4, Some 340 acres of land were acquired at Sabaur, in the Bhagalpur 
district, for the construction of the Provincial A^icuUuml College and con¬ 
nected buildings, and for an Agricultural Experiment Station in connection 
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tbwewitb. Coiwid6rable inrogress was made daring (be year in laying out the 
land for the farm, in iteneing, construction of oattle^sheds, clearing of trees 
and ittttif plooglnng of the land and growing fodder crops for the farm stock, 
and providing implements and machinery. The!|construction of the Saperin' 
tendent’s quarters was started by tho Public Works Department. 

* 6. More than 200 acres of land were acquired for an Agiioultural 
Kzperiment Station near Baukipore. The necessary establishment was 
appointed. The whole area ploughed up during tho year and a considerable 
portion put under crops. Much progress has been made at this station in the 
oonstruotion of roads, erection of fencing, construction of cattle*sbeds, manure 
pits, special nAnal distributary, etc. The farm has been fully stocked with 
cattm and implements. The construction of the Superintendesit’s quarters 
was started by the Public Works Department. 

* 6. In all, 156 bullocks were purchased at different fairs during the year 
for working the Departmental farms. 

‘ 7. A mssar-silk farm was opened at Chaibaasa, an area of more than 
50 acres being acquired for the purpose. Cattle wore purchased and the 
necessary farm builmngs and Superintendent’s quarters weie almost completed 
during tho year. The land is being planted with Asan soedlinra for the 
rearing of'the ta$aar moths. Meanwhile, the laud was ploughed and utilised 
fur the growth of suitable crops. 

* 8. Special measures were taken at two centres in the Singhbbum district 
and in the oonthal Parganas for disseminating a knowledge qjmong the cotton- 
growers of the value of the cotton known as buri Icapai. These measures 
nave been so successful that the lint has found a ready sale, and more than 50 
mannds of seed l^ve been obtained for the Departmental Seed Store, and the 
cultivators were even loath to part with the seed. 

* 9. At the Cuttack end Burdwan stations, practical demonstrations were 
given that paddy and jute can be grown in the some year on the same land 
in rotation, with much profit. This is a matter of the utmost importance to the 
Bengal cultivator. Important collections were drawn as a result of the 
experiments on paddy at the Burdwan stations, and instructions issued in regard 
to the varieties, method of cultivation and manuring to bo adopted in that 
district. Important experiments were carried out in connection with jute at 
the Burdwan station. All these results have been published in special leaflets 
which have been widely distributed both in Englisn and in the Vernaculars. 

‘ 10. Similar action was taken in connection with iute at the Guttaek 
station, and on impetus ^yen to the cultivation of juto in Orissa. 

* 11. At the Cuttack station, it'was demonstrated that ground-nut could be 
profitably and suitably grown on a poor sandy loam, and seed was distributed 
to many districts. 

* 12. At the Domraon station, it was demonstrated that the kkain variety 
of sugarcane can be most suooeisfally grown, and that this variety resisted the 
attacks of pigs, jackals and white-ants much more than the local varieties. 

* 13. At Jagdispur, in the Shahabad district, an important exTOrinieDt was 
eonducted through Mr. E. Mylne with a flood-resisting variety of sugarcane, 
known as the ikri variety, obtained from the Faridpur distriot. The import¬ 
ance of this work lies in the fact that large areas in the oanal-irzigated ^ots 
of Shahabad are liable to water-logging, and (ihe local variety of cane,, knewa 
as maaya, will not stand such water-logging. 

‘ 14. At the Guttaek farsa, dsanonstration was given of the wwkiBg a 
good sugarcane press, and some dosen presses were lent out in neighhosnsBig 
villages for actual use. 

* 15. At this stidioB, a number of iq>prentioes were boosed on the farm 
and given praotioal instruetion in our farm methods.

* 16. At this station also, an impetus \tras given to the cultivation of 
potatoe in the Orissa districts by practical demonstration of the cultivation of 
approved varieties on the farm and the distribution of tubers therefrom. Th*e 
VM evidence during the year of the result of this work, and that the cultivation 
of this valuable crop is being taken up in the Orissa districts. 

^17 Measures were taken to disseminate a knowledge of the value of. 
mangolds, field carrots and cattle parsnips na cattle-food, by having the 
crops grown in different parts of the Province through selected correspondents. 

‘ ‘ 18, AmieuUwral EJueatt6n,-^Tho plans for the Provincial Agricultural 

College, hostel, residences, workshop, quarters, etc., wore prepared during the 
year and the manufacture of bricks started. 

‘ 19. A syllabus for the teaching of Agriculture in the higher classes at 
certain selected zilla and collegiate schools was drawn up, and a scheme 
prepared in consultation with the Director of PubUo Instruction for the 
preparation by competont authorities of a suitable text-book for such teaching. 

* 20. Two more selected students who had passed through the Sibpur 
Agricultural Clnsses were deputed to the Cornell College of Agriculture in 
America for two year’s further training. 

* 21. J^tribution of Idt^aiure and Informati- n. —A great advance was made 
during the year in connection with the preparation of leaflets describing the 
results of the work done at the several Agricultural Stations and indicating 
approved methods of cullivstion of certain of the moat important crops. The 
dMribution of information in this way was placed on a syato^tio footmg 
during the year. Some ton leaflets wore prepared and published during the 
year and distributed. Vernacular translations wore made, where required, and 
distributed. 

‘ 22. Supply of Seedt, Manures and Implements.-^Tho work in connection 
with the above at the Departmental Seed Store increased t'> such an extent 
daring the year that the accommodation in the large godown in I’oUock Street 
hiied for the purpose, was found tq be s^arcrly sufficient and it is possible 
that furtbera ccommodation will be required. 

‘ 23. Ten tons of fiussian flax seed wore received by the Departmeut 
from UuBsia under the orders of the Government of India, and fjio greater 
portion of it distributed to aU parts of India for experimental cultivation. 

' 24. Ayrieultural Associations.—-Visittict Agricultural Associations were 
established in nearly every district and Divisional Agricultural Associations 
in all Divisions, except Bhagalpur. Pecuniary aid was afforded to these 
Associations to start them in tbeir work. 

* 25. The Divisional Agricultural Associations were provided with a small 
oolleotion of standard-books on Agricultural subjects to form tbe nucleus of'an 
Agricultural Library. Copies of all the reports, leaflets and printed papers 

by the Department were distributed to all the Associattons, both aivi- 
sional and district. Instructions were drawn up for the guidance of these 
Associations and a list of items of demonstration work recommended by the 
Department was drawn up and d suibuted to them. 

* 26. The kia^ of seeds to be stocked in the Departmental Seed Store was 

Wu Sub-Committee of the Proviaeial Agrioultural Association, and a 
UAtberaof printed with the earliest date 6f sowing, latest date for receipt of 
in d ent, seea-rata per acre, ete., and a form of kxdent and a form for reporting 
the leaults of experiaMat ciroulated. 

‘ 27. The formation of the Provincial Agrioultural Association Library 
WM pashed on durksg the year. The botdis arranged and a provisional 
catalogue prepaved. 
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* 28. Divisionftl Agricultural Inepectora^ were appointed for the Patna, 
Orissa, Burdwau and Presidency Divisions during the year. A Supernumerary 
Int'pector was also entertained to fill vacancies caused by illness or leave. 

' 29. Agricultural Exhibitiom and Shows. —Mr. N. G. Mukherji was placed 
on special duty for some four months in connection with the Calcutta Indus¬ 
trial and Agricultural Exhibition, and a very fine collection of Agricultural 
exhibits was made by him and exhibited in a special shed, the whole cost 
being borne by Government. A model cattle byre was also exhibited by the 
Department. A complete catalogue of the exhibits was printed. All the best' 
specimens havo been carefully packed away, to form the foundation of a 
collection for the musoum at tho Provincial Agricultural College. 

‘ 80. Local Exhibiiions and Shows were much encouraged by the Depart¬ 
ment, and suitable financial assistance given to them. 

‘31. A spocinl staff of two Travelling Overseers was entertained to attend 
such shows and demonstrate the uses of approved implements, seeds and 
manures. These two men were specially trained for their duties, A list of all 
fairs was prepared in correspondence with the local officers and circulated to all 
District Officers, so that they might arrange that no two Exhibitions wOl be held 
on tho same date, if possible, and all the fairs in the Province were divided 
between tho Iwo Travelling Overseers. 

‘ 32. A special grant was luade to the Bihar Indigo Planters’ Association 
to enable them to oblain tho services of a Flax Expert from Enrope, to teach 
them tho best methods of treating the fibre and placing it upofi the market. 
The Expert joined during the year. 

‘ 33. Sericulture,—~A. Conimission was held tmder the presidency of th© 
Dii'cctor of Agriculture to inquire into tho causes of the decline of the silk 
industry in tho Prv»vinc 0 . Tho Committee submitted a report to Government, 
recommending certain measures for improving the condition of the industry. 
These recommendations are now under tho consideration of this Government 
and of the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam. 

‘34. A Manual of Arboriculture was drawn up by the Director fur the 
guidance of f'fficers dealing with tree-planting operations, which is now in 
tlie Press. 

* 35. A handy list of the Chief Economic Plants grown in tho Province, 
with their English, Botanical and Vernacular names, was drawn up by the 
Director for the use of Revcnue-nfiicers and Members of the vatious District and 
Divisional Agricultural Associations.’ 

The Ilon’ble Mr. K, G. Gupta said;—-“Your Donour, I propose to make a 
few observations with reference to the remarks made by some lion’ble Members 
regarding tho administration of those bronchus of Revenue with which I am 
dirUot’y concerned. 

“ htcomo-lax, — As regards Income-tax, the Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath 
Mukbarji rcpttii i his complaint about tho conduct of the assessing agency. He 
adduces no now facts or arguments, but simply states liis belief that some 
portion at least of the increase of Revenue must be due to the undue zeal of 
the suborUiiiiBsos. He is sceptical about ‘ normal expansion,’but is it not a 
fact that in the absen<;c of any gi'cat and widespread calamity such os famine, 
war or pestilence, thoro Is in every civilized country such a thing as normal 
growth of population and normal increase in its commercial, industrial and 
agricultural resources ? And as revenue represents the tax on tho aggregate 
productiveness of a country, it stands to reason that an increase of one must be 
accompanied by an increase of tho other. 

“Since the raising of the taxable oiinimum, the number of persons who are 
dealt w ith by the assessers is now less than 30,000, and the wora of assosntuent 
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is so^eloseljr •npernaed that ^ere is little reason for tho display of any nodse 
seetJ in the interest of revenue. Those who are engaged in the work of 

Administration are aware what diflieulties are thrown in the way of the 
staff by various subterfuges asseasing that are often had recourse to, to conceal 
the real income, and that many of the present complaints would disappear, if 
the assesBces on their part always met the Revenue-officers frankly and 
honestly. 

** J^ceirs.—Coming to Excise, 1 fully endorse every word that has fallen 
frrm, the Ups of the Flon’ble Nawab Bahadur of Hurshidabad and concur 
with him in thinking that an expansion of revenue, which is the direct 
result of inmeased consumption, » much to be deprecated. Before proceeding 
farther, I wish to assure my bon’ble colleague that the opening of spirit 
depots need not cause any alarm, as they are a necessary ftort of the Contract 
Distillery System and that they will only supply liquor to the retail shops. 

** Rxciee Revenue, as Hon’ble Uenibeta are aware, is .made up of various 
items, but the tJiree principle sources are Country Spirits, Hemp Drugs and 
Opium, the three together yielding about 85 per cent, of the total revenue, 
the share of the first being nearly LO per cent, Figurrs of consumption aro 
known in regard to hemp drugs fod- opinm and in regard to country ^irit 
in distillery areas, and during the 9 months of the year just closed, for 
which I have seen the figures, allhoujch the receipts show a heavy increase, 
there is a falling off in the consupption of both ganja and country spirits, 
opium alone exhibiting some increase. In pursuancu of the policy of 
checking consumptinn by raising the tax, the duty on opium has this year 
been enhanced in the Oriesa Division, in which tho drug is very largely 
consumed. 

Complaints against Excise Administration are generally confined to 
spirit, not only becautw its oonsumption is more general but also 
becanse the evil effects of indulgence in it are more conspicuous. 

1 do not think that those who sdvocate the closure of all liquor shops intend 
that they should be taken seriously or that they realise what the consequences 
of such a measure would be. It is well known that in countries where such 
an attempt has been made and under conditions more favourable than could be 
expected here, it has ended in sad failure. The craving for stimulants is 
universal and is as old. as the human race, and;so long as this craving exists, 
it is futile to attempt any measures of al^lute repression. If unduly 
checked in one direction it will find vent in others, and the sudden and 
widespread growth of tlie cocaine habit and increased consumption of 
morphia pills ought to fumirii a sufScieoit warning. 

As regards tbe object aimed at, viz., 'the promotion i>f temperance and 
sobriety, tbeto is np difference of opinhn. Everyone is agreed that all 
iutoj^cants are poisons of variorw degrees of potency and that their habitual* 
use is seldom beneficial and is often most hamtlul. But since it is not 
possible to stop consumption, the wisest course is to dieck it by raising the 
cost and by regulating sale, and this, in short, is the principle upon which the 
Excite Revenue is raised. There have been errors and omissioMS, but those 
who have carefully studied the Excise policy of Government will admit that 
it has not been influenced primarily or chiefly by levenue considerations. 

‘<In Bengal, I frankly concede that tbe great blot in onr Excise 
Administration is, that outstills still prevail in a considerable part of the 
Province. But this is the unfortunate outcome of the endeavours made to 
carry out the recommendations of the Bengal Excise Commission of 1883, 
having for their object the establishment of a system of regulated outstills. 
It was, however, soon evident that tbe task undertaken was an impossible 
one. and the attempt had to bo given op, but it put us back for several 
years. Even sometime^ before the appointment of the recent Excise Commit¬ 
tee, die gradual ahel^ioii of outstills was decided upon, and new that that 
Committee^ nave 'definitely condemned the syriem, the process of abolition will 
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(be.>gveatly;a<^Ve»M«d, anti Hiln hoped -tlMat ia .a tfenr rycttm* 4i»e will

1' (Aall confine my remarks to a few only of the 
subjects which have been brought before us. 

** The high price of grain has been referred to by more than one Hon’Me 
Member. It ie not atmbuted in any way to the action of G-orernmentand 
no specific meaeares on the part of Government have been advocated. It is 
undoubtedly a mfitsar which seriously affects certain classes of the community; 

, but it is very diiBmilt to see what action can reasonably be taken. It is 
desirable, however, if possible, to ascertain what are the causes that have led 
to these high prices. We hear of the great benefit which is accruing to many 
of the cultivating class; and that can only be regarded as cause of eongratbla* 
tion; We hear also that in many places cultivators, by taking the opportunity 
to repleoiBh their stocks, are doing what necessarily conduces to h^h priees; 
bait this also must be regarded with satisfaction, as it is dictated by wise reigaid 
-to their interests. The crop in Eastern Bengal was a good one, bnt by uo 
means a bumjwr crop; and the mere fact that the cultivators are keeping a 
certain amount of grain out of the market would tend to keep up priees. 
There is no doubt also that the amount of money that has come into the country 
has to do with this result. There are other causes which are at work, and 
which we are endeavouring to ascertain. We believe that, if there is a good 
monsoon, prices will undoubtedly fall. Meanwhile, however, GoveroTiient will 
continue to make inquiry,, and will gratefully welcome any sound information 
in regard to this matter. «» 

** It is witii satisfaction that I see the attention given by many Members 
to the important subject of Sanitation. 1 especially congratulate the Hon’ble 
the Nawab Bahadur on his practical contribution to the discussion. What 
we want in this matter, more than anything else, is the dissemination ' hf 
corre<}t views in regard to Sanitation among the people. However anxious 
Government may be to seenrh siinitary improvement, its efforts must be 
futile without the co-operation of the great mass of toe people. Government 
can direct and advise. It con undertake a few large BchemeB. It can g^ve 
contributions to District Boards, Municipalities and other local bodies, to 
assist them in carirying out schemes of their osrn. But for real and effective 
progress throughout the Froviiioe reliance must bo placed, as has been already 
said by the Hon'ble Mr. Inglis, mainly on the people themselires. 
-Government cannot possibly take in hand schemes for cleansing and freein(|f 
from jungle every .village of the Province, or for filling up or otherwise 
dealing with all tlm little breeding places for mosquitos, which exist witiioot 
number in jeertaiu districts, Gk>Yei;nmant may be able to conduct hwre and 
there experimeuts on approved lines as an induoement to the people -to 'take 
the matter np for themselves ; but after all, it is to the people that we must 

look for oart'ying out detailed sanitary work. 

* - >*’(<, 

In regard, to the action that Governmerit is taking, it is scarcefy a 
fair way of putting it to say that * beyond half a lakh provided for saoitary 
improvements iu Darjeeling and certain allotments to Mnnioipalities lor Ciltu 
Wortu, there is no'provision in the estimates for the general improvemeut uf 
the sanitatiou pf the Province.’ Apart from the total provision for the 
maiutengnoe of hospitalB and dispensaries, leper asylums, medical and vaccin* 
• ation staff,- an.d the like, which are all .nore or less directly oonoect^ 
with sanitation, there are Ks. 96,000 provided for expenditure duiing the 
prevalence of epidemics, besides aliofcmeuts for experiments in connection with 
anti-malarial wofk. There are also several grants, ranging from Hs. . 10,000 
to.Ba.-7^,000 qaoh given to various localities for water-supply and draioaffe. 
There is a large provision in the Loans Budget for advances to local bodtse 
on acqoont' of, Siiaitary schemes. , There are five and throo-quart<^ -laUbS 
pc«yided en..ajpcoant;,of the Magira Hht Drainage Scheme* And mQi«i.uica 
reserirp cure lukh for. oontributions, the greater part of wllHlih.wfll 

v^^psohilhlBt'Qlil iterqMi tp ^groqts for the improvement of sanitary ardiamea. 
Besides this, there is at work tho Drainage Committee, whoso report is still 
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awaited; and it is probable tbat aoixie action adll have to bo taken on that 
report. ' m 

^‘Altogether, I think that a careful exammatiou of the Budjiot "Will 
establish that this Government is by no means indiflferent to this most 
important subject. But, as I have said, Government can advise, lead the 
way. and give some assistance in regard to sanitation generally, and in regard 
to Hague and Malaria in particular; but the great bulk of the work has to 
be done by the people themselves. I think that 1 cannot do bettor here than 
quote an allusion to this subject in the Presidential Address at the Ounferentto 
recently held at Berhamporo. Mr. Deep Narain Singh said 

* Another urgent work that the people must take in their hands is the sanitation of the 
I’rovinoe. Facta, os dieolost’d by (Government reports, show that there is fearful mortality 
in the Province . j£ foremost factor of 

national life, the inevitable answer oomej—the physical powers of the nation, its numbers 
and effective fertility, its health and sanitaHon, the energy, vigour and absolute strength of 
individuals. Depreoioted vitality does not help in the growth of nationality; and 1 ap peal 
to my countrymen to take up the question of sanitation and hygiene in right earnest. And 
in tbi^ direction, 1 may sugf^est that mooh may bo done by a band of Missionaries going 
into the interior, educating tbc ]>oaplo in the ordinary principles of hygiene and taking such 
sanitary measures as the destruction of mosquitos and rats, the cutting of jungles, the 
digging of tanks and wells and practical sohemes of drainage.’ 

I naturally pass from this subject to the remarks that have been made 
in regard to Hospitals. I am glad that the improvements that are being 
oflEected in the piincipal Calcutta Hospitals liave attracted attention and mot 
with approval,-* It appears to uio that in a very short time it will be possible 
for this City to regard with great pride such Hospitals as the Presidency 
General, the Medical Oolloge, the Campbell Memorial and the Sambhunath 
Pundit Hospitals. The improvemonts that are being effected in these are 
altering tboiu almost out of recognition. The subject of the paying-patients’ 
wards in the Medical College Hospital, again referred to by my lion’ble friend, 
Raja Ban Bihari Kapur, has not, as he is very well aware,, been neglected 
during the past year, it was nccessarj*' carefully to consider and to consult Indian 
gentlemen about the plans for these wards. It has also been found necessary 
to ecquire new Ian , for them, inasmuch as there was no suitable site available 
on the land at present occupied by^ the Medical College Hospital. This has 
caused delay ; but the land is now being acquired ; funds for the construction 
of one ward are at my disposal ; and I expect through private liberality soon 
to have the funds for another. The work is being pushed forward as fast as 
possible. 

“I note the sugg^ostion of the llon’ble Mr. Bertram tbat some of the 
balance of the Hospital Port Dues might bo utilized for providing special 
accommodation for sailors. That suggestion will receive my careful considera¬ 
tion. 1 am glad to bo able to add that the improvement in the accommodation 
and equipment of hospitals is not confined to Calcutta, but is to be found 
throughout the Province. In this connection, I would solicit the co-operation 
of the wealthy and benevolent, so that the liberality of Government, may be 
worthily assisted. There is surely no object of benevolence that should appeal 
mote forcibly to men of means than the provision of well-equippecl hospitals 
for the sick. 

should like to say one word in regard to the Calcutta Improvement 
Scheme, which has been referred to by more than one Hon’ble Member. 
There is no doubt tliat great delay has taken place in coming to a final 
decision in regard to this matter. But it .must be borne in mind that the 
whole scheme, both in regard to the measures of improvement to bo adopted 
and in regard to the method of financing them, has liad to be referred to 
the public, and to be discussed by the Local Government, tlie Government 
of India and the Secretary of State. All this takes time; and it is not an 
easy matter, in regard to so great a-scheme, to arrive at a decision which 
will commend itself to ail those authorities, l^am glad, however, to say 
thet, with the consent of His Exoellency the Viceroy, I convened a Confiden¬ 
tial Conference at.Belvedere on the S2nd of January last, whioli consisted 
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of the Honi^le Membere i4nd Secretaries in the Fiaanee, Home end 0()mDieroe 
0 Departments of the Q-ovornment of India, the principal Officers of this 
eminent, and representatives of the Corporation and of the non>effioial 
community of Ccdcutta. We luid before os all the opinions that had been 
received; and tlie result of that Conference 1 was able to submit the seheme to 
the Government of India in a form wliich will, I truot, lead to early orders 
being passed in regard to it. 1 cannot at present give information m rogard 
to the details of the scheme on which the orders of the Secretary of State mid 
the Government of India must be awaited. 

I sympathize with the impatience of Hon’ble Members in regard to the 
action to be taken in respect of the Smoke Nuisance in Calcutta. The Hon'ble 
Mr. Collin, however, has explained to the Council how tlie case stands. 
Nothing effective can be done until the rules under ths Act have been passed. 
They are still under consideration ; but they have advanced so far that £ do 
not anticipate any delay in having them finally approved by the Government 
uf India. Meanwhile, the Injectors have been working; and I am glad to 

that they have found the Mill authorities ready to accept the advice they 
oner. Beal improvement, however, cannot be expected until the lospectora 
have authority under the rules to enforce their advice. 

“ I do not propose to say much in regard to tl)e Presidency College, 
although it is a subject to which I attach very groat importance. Opinions 
are still being received ; and I heard only this week that one of our leading 
Asaociations has some difficulty in coming to a oonclusion. {|iike the public 
generally, the Members of this Association are divided in opinion on this 
matter. Subject to anything further that may be laid before me, I am of 
opinion that the Presidency College ought not to be removed from its present 
site, and that we ought to improve it where it stands. 1 cannot enter on a 
scheme of improvement, however, until this question is finally decided. 1 
propose to take it up as soon as f reach Darjeeling; and 1 hope that before 
many weeks are over we shall have framed a complete scheme and shall have 
begun to carry it into effect. 

In regard to Elducation generally, I havo first of all to invito attention to 
what has been said by ray hon’ble friend, Mr. Gait. I do not intend to repeat 
what he has said in answer to the' criticisms of Hon’ble Members in regard to 
our educational policy. I do think that considerable progress is being made. 
Our object is to afford sound education in all departments and to push this 
forward as fast as we can. One important requirement in securing efficient 
education is a sound system of iiismction and dixtsetion ; and 1 am entirely in 
accord wi^ what Mr. Gait has said on this subject. 

Hoa’lde Members are aware of the sobenie which is under consideration 
for providing free Primary Education, in regard to this scheme, public bodies 
and gentlemen interested in the subject have bt;en consulted; and a report wiU 
be submitted to the Government of India with as little delay as possible. 

1 hope that the schools at which ibis free education is given will be efficient 
institutions. 

V We are anxious to secure good teachers; and as you have heard, we are 
establishing training colleges for the training of teachers who teach through 
the medium of English and training schools for vernacular teachers 1 cannot 
avoid mentioning kero the generous endowment provided by Syed Badshah 
Nawab Bazvi of Patna, for we training of female teachers at Bankipore. That 
scheme has already been submitthJ to the Government of India; and we 
expect to be able soon to submit a similar scheme for Calcutta. 

** The Government of India havo called fur proposals for the improve¬ 
ment of Secondary Education ; and our report will be submitted as soon as 
p 0 sn.ble. In this connection, 1 may mention that my hon’ble friend, tlifas 
Viee Chanoellor of the Univefsity, has made, on behalf of that body, a very 
uxgeot request for four Inspectors to assist the University in the work of 
inspecting recognized schools. My hou’ble frieu 1* bos aamsted this Government 
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in the difficult task of finding in onr depleted eMtablishment the offieera to 
conduct this inspection } n«d I. trust that the work will be begun within t«:o^ 
months from tho present dale. I think that we ought to acknowledge gratefully 
thesgreat work which is being done by the University in regam to the 
Colleges. In this matter, the Government will render ail the assistance that 
it can; and I trust that it will be found that something will also be done by 
private liberality. 

** In regard to Technical Education, tho eonulusion at which we arrived 
after full disoussion of the subject by experts, is tliat our best plan is to provide 
farther facilities for education at the great Engineering College of the 
Province; and steps have already been taken to carry out that decision. 
Desides this, as Hon’ble Members are aware, schools for technical education 
generally or for particular industries are being established throogboat the 
Provinoe. Tliis Government is quite prepared to go, as fast as it can, in mgard 
to this matter ; for I yield to none in regard to the importance of technical 
education in the development of the country. Finally, on this subject, 1 would 
say that I hail with p;reat satisfaction the efforts that are being made by 
private liberality to assist in the work, both of general and technical education. 
1 hope that those who are taking part in this good work will co-operate with 
the ^vernment, and that we siwl be able also to assist them. We are aiming 
at the same object; and it will be well for the cause that we shonld work in 
harmony together. 

**ln ragani to the Ministerial Officers’ salaries, I must say that I canuo^ 
understand how there should be any idea that there was any intention whatso- 
eyer of withdiawiag from the sobeme which Govommeut had worketl out. 
The whole subject is, however, still under consideration in connection with the 
report of tho Committee appointed to make inquiry. At present, we are awaiting 
a reply from the Hon’ble Judges of the Uigh Court whom we have consulted on 
the report of that Committee. It is no donbt unfortunate that there should be 
delay in carrying out this scheme; but it is absolutely essential that it should 
be fully consiaered in every detail before final orders issue; and in the mean¬ 
while we have given provisional increments of pay to a large number of officers. 

** I do not propose to add ai^thing to what has been said by my hon’ble 
friend, Mr. Gupta, in regard to Excise. Tho policy of Government has been 
frequently stated. A Cornnussiou has been appointed by the Govorument of 
India to consider tho whole question for all Provinces. Orders on the report 
of that Commission are in course of issue; and I trust that defects which have 
been found to exist in our Excise system will be remedied. The circumstances 
pf Excise Ad'iiinistration in certain districts of tiiis Province are receiving 
special attention. The matter is not one in regard to which this Government 
is indifferent. The action of Governutent must always be cautious and 
circumspect; but 1 am very far from viewing with dissatisfaction the earnest 
advocacy of temperance principles. It has my entire sympathy. 

« I take the keenest interest in the developmmt of Agriculture. A separate 
appointment of Director of Agriculture was created with effect from the Sird oi 
Apnl, 1906. But for some months before that date my frimid, Mr. Oldham, 
wuo was then appointed Director, had_ been on special duty during the cold 
weather, maturing plans for the organization of the department. In mv 
opii^n, Mr. Oldham has very fully justified my selection of him for this 
important office. I commend to the attention of Hon’blo Members the ‘ Brief 
Note * prepared by Mr. Oldham, wliich has been l.aid on the table by the 
Hoo’ble Mr, Carlyle. It is indeed brief, and oontains only the barest statements 
of faot. But it well deserves perusal. Among the points to which I especially 
invite attention is, the acquisition of land at Bhagalpur for the construction 
of the Provincial Agrioultural College and connected buildings and for an 
agricnltural experiment station in cmineotion with tho college. Plans for 
the buildings nave been prepared end luatorials are being collected. In 
addition to this, Mops haye been taken for the teaching of agriculturo in 
selected schools. Farms or agrioultnral experiment stations have Ipon 
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catablitilted in soveral oenti-es already. Valuable ezperimenta hare been oon.- 
^lucted. The results are publiMhed i» specif leaflets which have been widely 
distributed in English ana Yernncutar. 

“ Excellent work has boon done in the distribution of seed and in ^teio 
dissemination of knowledge of the value of certain crops and vegetables. 
Exhibitions and agricultural sliows liave boon encouraged by the department; 
and trained officers have been especially employed to demonstrate tne nse of 
ajjproved seeds and manures. TJjo Provincial Agricultnral Association has been 

K ut on a satisfactory footing; and Divisional and District Associations have 
eeu created throughout the Prox ince. 'I'hese are some of the facts which yon 
will find statod in Mr. Oldham’s note; and they indicate in how thorough end 
busin^s-like a manner the work of tlm most important department has already 
be«n inangurated. 

“ I may in one word refer to the Fishery inquiry, which has been conducted 
by my hoii’blo friend, Mr. Gupta. It has had such favourable results that pro* 
posals have been made to the Governmemt of India and the Secretary of State 
which may lead to great development of the fish supply of the Province, 

“ I do not consider it necessary to discuss tho expondituro on Police after 
what has fallen from my hon’ble friend, Mr. Carlyle, who has fully replied to 
the criticisms that have been made. As tlio President of the Police Comrals. 
sion, I am of course deeply interested iii carrying out such of the measures 
of reform recommended oy that Commission as have been accepted by the 
Government of India and generally approved. A great deal haf already been 
done in this Province; and we are introducing the reforms as fast as possible. 
The Goveriimeut of India has generously aided us, as well as other Provinces,. 
in meeting tho financial burdens which those reforms have entailed ; and 1 
gratefully ucknowlo Igo tho liberality with which wo have been treated. 

“ This Iciadfi mo to say that I do.not quite unders^^aud what the Hon’ble 
llaja Peuiy Mohan Mukharji means by sjmaking of the precarious nature of the 
assistance t<» be rendered to us by the- Government of India in n^gard to 
Famine. What has been decided on is this, that the Government of India shall 
assist t'nis Govornmrnt in building up a re.servo of credit with the Imperial 
Government, on which it will bo at liberty to draw when it becomes necessary 
to incur oxpondilure on famine relief. To form this reserve of credit an 
assignment of Rs. 2,00,000 is to be made annually up to a maximum of twenty- 
five lakhs. When famine occurs, tho Local GtJvemmeut will draw upon the 
amount standing to its credit to meet its famine expenditure ; and the expen¬ 
diture will thus be Imperial ex|)endituro. If tho reserve of credit is exhausted, 
any further expeuditare on famine relief will he shared between the Imperial 
and Local Governments. Thus, in ordinary cases, the expenditure will be 
Imperial ; in more severe cases one half of the excess over the amount to the 
credit of the Local Government will be Prt>viucial; and in extreme cases, the 
Government of India have intimated their intention of rendering special 
assistance. 'Phis constitutes a very considerable safeguard against dislocation 
of finance by famine, and leaves any great burden to the Provincial revenues 
only, in case of unprecedentedly severe distress. This has certainly placed us 
in a far better position than we wore in before, and seems to me to be for us 
a very satisfactory arrangement. My hon’blo friend advises that wo should 
save for famine; but the position is that the Government of India have agreed 
to save money fur us, and that is better. 

I cannot pass over the speech of my hon’ble friend, Babu Bhupendra Nath 
Basu, wilbout one or two remarks. His remarks regarding Education (though 
not always well considered) have not fallen in this Council on unsympathetic 
ears. It is not possible, at a day or oven a few years’ notice, to accomplii^ 
all that one wouhi desire to accomplish in regard to Education. But as I have 
already said, we are making marked progress; and 1 welcome ihe appreciative 
language in which the Hon^blo Member has referred tp the good work which is 
done by the present Director. Mr. Earle is putting the Education Depart*’ 
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Department of this ProTinco on a cound footing; andhis success in this work is due 
botli to bis special edministratiw capacity and also to the fact that the sphere 
^ his oraraiions is now such as may be dealt with more effectively by one man* 
1 trust that the era of progre^ which has been inaugurated will contiiiu« to th« 
great advantage of this Province. 

In the second part of his speech the Henable Member refers in caustic 
language to some of the replies to interpellations in C’ouncil. • It has been 
the object of this Government to make these replies in Council as clear and 
full as possible. Tlie law, as it stands, does not allow a njeeting of Copndl 

S urely for the purpose of interpellations; but as most of the Hou’ble 
[eml^rs know, this Government has sometimes even adopted the device of 
announcing purely formal business, so that there might be a meeting at 
which tlie right of interpellation might bo exercised; and it has 
been tho object of Government to give courteous and clear to 

questions put. Occasionally, however, the answer must of necessity be 
unsatisfactory, if the object of the question is one which the Government 
cannot approve. 

‘‘Of the cases particularly referred to by the Hon’blc Member, one was a 
prosecution which led to a e(^victioa before a Magistrate and to an acquittal 
by the Appellate Court. It seemed altogether unnecessary for tho Government 
io intervene in this particular case. If the conviction was wrong, it bad been 
set aside. If the acquittal was wrong, tho Government was not iostified in 
criticising it unless it desired to make an appeal to higher judicial authority. 
The other case was one in which what professed to be a report of certain 
confidential conversation between the Collector and some gfiiitlemen of tho 
district was published; and the Govemmont was asked whether it would 
deal with the Collector in respect of these conversations. The Government 
refused; because it is considered very inexpedient that there should be any 
interference with the confidential relations that naturally exist between zealous 
and kindl}' officers and Indian gentlemen. 

“The Hon’ble Member himself has not infrequently, either on my invita¬ 
tion or on bis own motion, discussed with me privately the propriety or wisdom 
of certain courses of action which he has followed. I have frankly given liiiu 
my advice. He has sometimes taken it; and he has sometimes rejected it. 

1 should have considered it a grave breach of confidence if, in either case, ho 
had published it, and had attributed his line of action to me. I hold that 
these gentlemen were justihed in seeking the advice of the Collector, and 
the Collector was justified in giving it. The Collector had no desire to 
enforce his advice; and the Government has no desire to prevent 1 im from 
giving friendly and confidential interviews to gentlemen of the district. 

“With reference to another remark of the Hon’ble Member, I may add 
the expression of my satisfaction that there has been no abuse in this Pro¬ 
vince of the important provisions of the law regarding the employment of 
special constables; and I decline altogether to follow the Hon^blo Member 
in his somewhat distorted review of the recent history of another Province. 

“ Tho suggestion has been made by some Hon’ble Members that the Budget 
might give more adequate information as to what is being done. I think that 
there has been some confusion of idea. A Budget is not an Annual Report. All 
the same, I think myself that it would be a very good thing if the Head of each 
of the principal Departments would draw up, in time for the Budget discussion, 
a brief statement showing its actual expenditure and the work that he has 
done during the past year, and also briefly indicating what he proposes to 
do during the coming year. I do not mean that this statement should 
indicate only any changes that aie to be introduced, but the general work of 
the depptment. 1 bIihII think this matter out; and 1 shall also consult 
non-official Members of Council before deciding as to the orders which I 
shall issue on the subject. Our object is to make our position, as indicated in 
the Budget, intelligible to the ordinary reader ; and I trust that we shall be 
aide to do something in this rispect. 
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1 am glad to h^r the acknovirledgment made of the informal action 
^ which I took this year in inviting mm-oflicial Members of Ooimoil to meet

This is due to eiicumstanoes 
over which, in the present constitution of the Council, 1 have really no control. 
I am very anxious that this difficulty should be removed; and as you are 
aware, 1 have, in this matter, the entire concurrence of TIis Excellency the 
Viceroy and the Government of India.”

II. Cixpiial and Income. —I'he capital of the Institution stood, as in the 

previous year, at Rs. 10,51,200, of which Rs. 10,46,200 are in the form of a 
3^ per cent, stock certificate of the year 1865. The balanco, viz., Rs. 5,000, is 
invested iu per cent. Government secui'ities. Tim annual interest on 
the capital amounts to Rs. 36,792. The year opened with a balance of 
Rs- 1,(361-3-5, and closed with one of Rs. 20,388-5-5. The reason why the 
opening balanco was unusually small is that tlie second hal^-yearly interest 
of Rs. 18,396 for the year 1905, which is generally received in D^ember, was 
not received till January 1906. ^ 

III. Election to vacanr.iesj etc.^(1) The annual election of foundationers 
was held in tho month of January as usual. For the 21 vacancies advertised, 
56 applications were received. Throe more vacancies having subsequently 
occurred, 24 girls wore elected on tho recommendation of a sub-committee 
consisting of tho Von'ble the Archdeacon Saunders Dyer, the Revd, Father 
A. Van de Mergol, s.j., the Revd. Titus Lowe, and Mr. W. W. Hornoll. Of 
the girls elected, 12 were placed at the Loreto Convent, Entally (10 at the 
Orphanage and 2 at the Boarding school), 7 at tho Calcutta Girls^ School, 1 at 
the Pratt Memorial School, 1 at St. Paul’s Mission Homo, ^ at La Martiuibre, 
Calcutta, and 1 at the Old Church Parochial Home. 

(2) Of the 25 girls who were withdrawn during tho year, 16 had attained 
the age of 17 years—the limit of age ordinarily allowed under the rules; while 
4 were withdrawn for various reasons before they had attained that age. The 
names of the 5 remaining girls wore removed on account of continued absence. 

(3) Of the eleven girls who wore withdrawn during the course of tho year 
and in respect of whom reports have been received, three are learning shorthand 
and typo-writing, while a fourth is seeking employment in that line; two 
are employed as assistant teachers; "two are studying for the High School 
♦examination, of whom one iiitomis later on to apply for admission into the 
Government Training College at Kurseong; one has been married and 
another is about to bo married; while tho eleventh is 8 tud 3 'ing at school in the 
Middle standard. At the close of the year there were 131 girls on the founda¬ 
tion—the same number as in the preceding year. They were distributed as 
shown below;—

IV. Education and Afamienance.-^(l) The nature of, the education impart¬ 
ed to the girls on the foundation is generally that prescribed for primary uml 
jiiiddle Bchoois for Europeans. In exceptional cases a higher education is given. 
Parents and guardians are allowed to choose any school for tlie education 
of their children or wards, mwided tliat such a school is approved by 
Government as suitable. A StTm of Rs. 21-8 or of iis. 16 a month is paid 
for the education and maintenance of each foundationer in a boarding 
school or au orphanage, as the case may be. A sum of Ks. 40 or of Rs. 2o 
is also allowed for each foundationer for outfit on joining a boarding bcJiool 
or orphanage, aS the case may bo. Under the rules a girl is not ordinarily 
allowed to remain at school after she has attained the age of 17 years, when 
an outfit grant of Rs. oO is given to enable her to make a start in life. If, 
however, a girl elects to take up teaching as a profession, some extension of time 
is generally allowed. One sucli extension was granted during tho year. Short 
extensions, not exceeding a few months, are also generally allowed to enable 
foundatio iors to ap[)Dar at iho examinations proscribed under tlie Code of 
Regulations f»>r Kavopeau Schools. Five such oxtonsions wcr(^ granted during 
the yoar. 

(^) 1'he average monthly cost of the education and maintenance of each 
girl on the Fund amounted to Rs. 18-12-1, os against Rs. 18 12 in tho preced- 
uig year.

No. 153S^J5,jB ,—With reference to the ooti^cation of the Government of India in the 
Foreign Department, No. 1401-E,B., dated the 16th August 1901, the following Order of 
His Majesty in Council, piiolfshed in the London Oawtte of the 12ih February 11-07, is 
republished for general information. 

ORDEU IN COUNCIL. 


At the Couit at Bt^ckingham Palace^ the lllh day of February 1907.

Whereas* by the Extradition Ai^s, 1870 to 1906, it was amon^t other things 
enacted that, whore an arrangement has been made with any foreij^n State with 
respect to the surrender to such State of any fugitive ciiminols. His Majesty may, by 
Order in Oouneil, direct that the said Acts shall apply in 1 he ease of such foreign State; 
and that His Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent Order, limit tbe operation of 
the Order, and restrict the same to fugitive criminals who are in or susnected of biding in 
the part of His Majesty’s dominions specified in the Order, and render the op^r^ition 
thereof subject to such oonditions, exoeptions, and qualifications as may bo deemed expedient. 

And whereas a Convention was oonoluded on the twelfth day of April, one thousand 
nine hundred and five, between His Majesty and the Pre^ident of the United States of 
America, for tbo mutual extradition of fugitive criminals, which l onveution is in the terms 
following: 

His Majesty the King of the Unilei Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and of the 
British Dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, and tbe Ihefeideut of the United 
States of America, being desirous of enlarging the list of crimes on aooonnt of which 
extradition may bo granted uudor the Conventions oonoluded between the United States 
and Great Britain on the twelfth July, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, and the 
thirteenth Deoember, one tliousund nine-hundred, with a view to the bett( r administration 
of justice and the prevention of crime in their respective territories and jurisdictions, have 
resolved to oenolude a Supplementary Convention for this purpose and have appoinUd as 
their Plenipoteniaries, to wit: 

His Biitaunio Majes^, the Most Honourabio Henry Charles Keith Petty-Fitzmaurioe, 
Marquess of Lanedowne, His Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs; 

And the President of the United States, the Honourable Joseph^Hodges Choate, 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plonipotentiazy of the Ignited States at the Court of His 
Britannic Majesty; 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respeotivo full powers, which were 
found to bo in due and proper form, have agreed to and ooncluded the following Articles: 

Aaticlb L 

The following crimes are, added to the list of crimes numbered one to ten in the first 
Article of the said Convention of the twelfth Julv, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-nine, and to the list of crimes numbered eleven to thirteen in Article I of the 
Siipploujeniary Convention cor eluded between the United States and Great Britain on the 
tkirUa^ntb Dccpniber, ono thousand nine hundred, that is to say : 

14. Brib' ry, defined to bo tho offering, giving, or receiving of bribes made criminal by 
the laws of h<ith countries. 

15. Offouccs, i£ made criminal by tbe laws of both countries, against bankruptcy law. 

«AttTlCLE II. 

Tbe present 0<>nvention shall be considered as an integral part of the said Extradition 
ConveutiemB of tho twelfth July, one thousand eight hundred end eighty-nine, and the thir-* 
loenth Derember, one thousand nine hundred, and tho first Article of tho said Convention 
of tho twelfth July, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, shall be read as if tho lists 
of crimes theroin contaiiied had originally oompiised the additional crimes specified and 
numbered fourteen and fifteen in tho first Article of the present Convention. 

The present Convention shall be ratifie.i, and the ratifications shall be exchanged either 
at Waabington or London as soon as possible. 

It shall oomo into force ten c^ys after its publication in conformity with the laws of the 
High Oonfracting Parties, and it shall continue and terminate in the same as Iha 

•aid Convention of the twdfth July, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine. 
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In isBiimony whereof the re*peotivo PlenipofcentarioB here signed the pretent Oonvention 
in duplicate, and haye thereunto afBxed ^eir mala. ^ 

Done at Lioudon, thi* twelfth daj of April, one thousand nine hundred and fivoe 

(Li 8.) Lcmadowne. 

(LaB.) Joseph H Choate. 

And whereas the ratifications of the said OonTention were exchanged at Wat^hington 
on the twenty-first day of December, one thousand nme hundred and six. 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, and in viitue 
of the authority committed to Him by the said recited Acts, both order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that from and after the twenty-second day of February, one thousand nine hui dred 
and seven, the said Acts shall apply in the ease of the United States and of the said Oon- 
vention with the President of the United States of America. 

tProvided always that the operation of the said Acts shall be and remain suspended 
within the Dominion of Canada so long as an Act of the Parliament of Canada passed in 
1886, and entitled *‘An Act respeotxng the Hxtraditicn of Fugitive Criminals,'’ shall 
continue in force there, and no longer.

RESOLUTION—By the Chovemment of India, Finance Department. 

The Government of India propose to deal separately with the various portions of the 
Report of the Excise Committee appointed by their Resolution No. 5001*.Exo., dated (he 
7th September 1905, and simultaneously with the connected parts of the Report by Major C. 
BL. Record, i.m.s., on the ** quality, manufacture and Excise control of alcoholic liquors in 
India,” which have been already ooxnmunioated to the various Looal Governments and 
Administrations. The present Resolution is concerned with the matters deolt with in 
Chapters U and IX of the former report, namely, arrangements or concessions outside the 
scope of the ordinary Exoise systems and country beers. 

2. The oonoossioxis outside the scope of Exoise i^tems are classified by the Excise 
Oommittes under two heads, ris., (a) personal pivilegcs, and (6) concessions to backward tribes. 
As stated in paragraph 8 of the Committee a Report, personal Excise privileges are at present 
allowed only in three provinces {the United Provisoes, the Central Proviuoes and Ajmer* 
Merwara), and in the first two of these they will shortly disappeur. As regards Ajmer* 
Mwwara, the Committee express tbe opinion that ihe concession of tho free distillation of 
spirits for personal Consumption which is allowed to the fazimi istimrardare hero leads to the 
demoralisation of the younger men of the privileged families, and they accordingly recom¬ 
mend that it should cease with the lives of the present holders. This suggestion commends 
itself to tho Governtnent of India. 

3. The concessions to ba^wurd tribes are enumerated in paragraph 9 of tho Com¬ 

mittee’s report. They relate mainly to the free brewing of country b^rs, while in respect 
of spirits and iari they sre comparatively insignifioAnt. The Oommiitoo have found 
(paragraph 11 of the Report) that drtmkenncss in many of tlie pi*ivileged areas is uu- 
^ubtedly prevalent to a lamentable extent, and is, generally speaking, limited by the 
opportunities and habits of tbe aborigines to the season when there is abundsnoe of tar$ 
or mahua fvr distiUat^n or of rice or other grain for the making of beer. Their gwew 
]M>mmendatian in vaghtd to the oDotiausnoe of those conceasioos is (paragrephs 11, 13 
*nA ^ pragMSMTO TM«neUott _of tho mom of priTilogo,

ociaeiflmd^- ao i^bould • 
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be made to introduoe a regular Exoiae syBiem in plaoes where the Government have not 
the means of exerolaing oumplete control over the operations of the liquor seller. The 
Government of India entirely concur in this view. 

4. ^ The Oommittee (paragraphs 12 and 14 of the Report) are not agreed as to the 
desirability of imposing nominal fees for the exercise of the privileges above referred to, 
a policy which has been defended os 4 first step towards regular control and oritioised as 
giving trouble to the people without affording any real oheok ou consumption. They hold, 
however, that if such fees are maintained they should be made more nnifortn and the method 
of ooUeotion put under better control, especially in Bengal. While the Government of 
India are inclined to favour the retention of suoh fees, they propose to leave the matter to 
the disoretion of the Liocal Governments oonoerned. 

6 . In paragraph 15 of the Report the Committee refer to the difficulties which are 
entailed by the enforcement of a limit of individual possession of liquor in the privileged 
tracts such as has boon proscribed in Bengal and in Eastern Bengal and Assam. They find 
that such restrictions have been of use in the direction of diminishing illicit sales and excessive 
private possession, hut have sometimes been used as a means of extortion by Exoise 
snbordinates. Am they x>oint out, this policy of restruotion on possession should only be 
undertaken when the establishment which has to work it can be effectively supervised and 
controlled. 

6. As regards particular provinoos, the Committee’s suggestions (paragraphs 13 and 14 
of the Report) are as follows 

(1) InJDengalihe suppression of home-brewing of pachwai should begin with the 

withdrawal of the privilege from the isolated aboriginal settlemeuts in which a 
system of house^tax is now in foroe and should be gradually extended to other 
areas as the country is opened up and regular administration established. 
The varying fees levied for the privilege in question in oertoin districts should 
be made more uniform and the method of coitootion put under better control. 

(2) Similar steps in regard to the suppression of home-brewing shoiiild be taken in 

MaBtern Bengal^ while in AABtim the Local Government is already taking 
steps towards the withdrawal of the right of free distillation of spirits in the 
Ehasi and Jaintia Hills. 

(3) In the Punjah^ wherever the privilege of home-brewing is granted subjort to the 

payment of a nominal f<?e, arrangements should bo made for the grant of 
liooDses with as little trouble to the people as possible. 

(4) In Madnts —(a) Certain areas within tne privileged tracts, espeoLdly along 

banka of tbe Godavari and Sabari rivers, should at once bo brought under more 
regular Excise administration, and a similar policy should be applioi) in the 
near future to the country to be opened up by the Yizianagram-Raipur Railway. 

(6) The whole of the privileged tracts should bo brought under the Madras 
Abkori Act, 1886, and the Cemmissionor of Abkari should be empowered 
to advise and investigate in regard to Exoise matters |in tbese^ tracts. 
This should not, however, involve any obtrusive interference with the 
authority of the Agents to the Governor or the introduction of special 
Excise establishmeiits. 

(«} The poll tax levied from the Koyas and Reddis of the Godavari district 
for the privilege of free distillation of spirits should be abolished along 
with the privilege itself. 

(5) In Bombay the question of. introducing a light tree*tax in the Panoh Mahals 

district (which is already under the consideration of the local authorities*) 
should be pursued, and as the condition of the kaliparaj (backward 
aboriginal races) improves, the specially low rates of tree-tax which ore at 
present levied on l^ees tapped by them for iari should be gradually moreased. 

(6) In the Central Provincee the existing prohibition against the location of shops in 

or near what is known as the Bsiga reserve, whioh the looal authorities 
desire to withdraw, should be maintained unless it can be shown that, in 
the absenoe of lioensed shops, unlicensed sales are responsible for a large 
amount of drunkenness, and that the licensed shops whioh it is proposed to 
open can be properly controlled. 

These oonolnsionB and rooommondations have the approval of the Government of 
India. 

7. As regards country beers, whioh are disoussed in Chapter IX of the Committee’s 
Report, Major Bedford has, as the remit of his enquiries, arrived at the foliowihg 
oonelusions^ 

(1) The liquors in question have, g^erally speaking, a lower alcoholic strength 

than spirits, hut are oonsumed in larger quantity, the net results being that 
about the same amount of absolute alcohol is consumed by the drinker of 
either class of liquor. 

(2) At the same time, in oonsequenoe of the fact that in drinking spirits the toxio 

amount of alcohol is more quickly reached and more easily exceeded than in 
tbe.oa^e of fermented liquors, the (former may be regarded as more noriona 
than the latter. 

(3) The noxious effect of bye^produols is in either case negligible. 

(4) In nutritive value oouniry beers, though inferior to toddy, are, generally 

speaking, superior to beers manufactured after European processes in and out 
of India. 

(5) The yeast fi*om whioh oountxy beers are manufactured is generally weak and is 

not infrequently drugged with poisonone idkalcdds, aurii 4s aconite, ihus 
vomica^ dhaiura^ eio, (The yeasta actually exsisin^d by Uaj^^ EMibiPd 
were, Jhowerer^ not foitna to centtsin ss^ 
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8 , The view® of the ExdiBe Oommittee oo the question of the impTOTement' of the 
Excise j^stem in reepect of country beers in areas outside tbe privileged traots are stated iiia 
paragraphs 175—181 of their Report. As they explain, the policy hitherto adopted has been 
to favour the oonsumption of oountry beers on the ground that they are a wholesoxne and 
moderate form of stimulant, the result being that the number of lioensoa granted £or the sale 
and home-brewing of these beers and the revenue derive! therefrom have steadily inoreased. 
After Bummarisiiig and disoussing the pbjeotions to the oontiuuanoe of this policy, the Oom« 
mittee express the opinion that “ while there may bo grounds, hygieuio or other, for the 
favourable treatment of these liquors among the hill tribes in Assam and elawhero, there are, 
generally speaking, none entitliog thsm to be treated differently from other alcoholic 
Kqnora; that, in the matter of inducing drunkeness, they are entitled to oonrideration oa 
the ground of their low strength but on no other; that the preaeot method of sale tendi to 
be both s public nuimuoe and a public cUnger ; wd that a much greater m^ure of control 
than is at present exerdsed is hece^aiy if they are not to be a serious impediment to progress 
in Excise reform in the distriots in whieh their oonsumption is most common/’ 

9 . Apart from the proposals for the restriction of the privileges of home«brewing refeired 
to above, the Gcmmittee recommend the application of the following furth<:r measures of 
reform—primarily to the Burdwao, Birbhum, Bankura and MurahLdabad dis^triols of Bengal 
(where the oonsumption of the liquors in question is most general), and secondarily to other 
areas in so far as oiroumstanoos may admit of their applioaiton there i*— 

(1) As the restriction of home-brewing proceeds, the policy of supplying the legiti¬ 

mate demand for the liquors in question by licensed shops should ootttiuU’V 
but the sites for th#whops should be selected judiciously, care being taken 
on the one hand thdt no undue temptation is put in the way of abori^inaU 
tribes and, on the other that they are not driven to the use of country 8|»idts 

(2) Taxation should for the present l>e realised by the existing s; stem of simple 

ai^ons. 

(8) The^estiou of imposing a minimum price should be oonsideied, 

(4) Licenses should be granted lor a term of years and the lioeuseen’ liability in the 

matter of providing better and more sanitary premises, good wells, and proper 
utensils should be strictly enforced. 

(5) The possession ou licensed premises of hux eomien, dhaiura or other samilar poisons 

should be made punishable, and lioenseea should b • requited to submit perioditoall/ 
for ubeiuical aualysiF samples of liquors as actually sold by them. 

(6) IiC»oal enquiries should be made as to the possibiliiy of introducing a system of 
licensing the manufacture of bakhar^ and a scieatiiio investigatiofi should be eet 
on foot with a view to determining the proper ingr* d ents of tho stuff. The Com¬ 
mittee prefer this latter proposal to M^ijor Bedford's suggestion (page 202 of his 

lioport) for the ofRoial issue of yeast. 

(7) Lastly, responsible officers should be employed to control the shopkeeper’s opera¬ 
tions to see that good rice and clean water are used, and to check the ocour- 
^ ronoe of drunkenness. 


10. Tho Government of India aooept the Committee’s suggoatious subject to the follow- 
ing remarks: (a) Liconses for the manufacture and vend of pachtrai and other similar liquors 
should be auctioned for a longt^r period than one year, so as to give the licensees larger 
interest in maintaining proper premises and appliauoes. Such licenses should not, however, 
be granted for a term exooeding three years, inasmuch as it is uudesirabie to allow the growth 
of anything of the nature of vested interested in Exoise shops. 

(6) If the fifth proj^osal in paragraph 9 above means that special penal legblation should 
be tmdertaken to deal with the possession in Uoensed vend premises of puisouous materials, 
such as dhiUura^ the Covornmeut of India are entirely averse to such a course They qon- 
sidw that action with regard to the possession of materials of this description qud poisons 
should be taken under the Indian Penal Code or the Poisonous Act, and not as a matter of 
Exoise law. Their possession by Exoise licensees ought, however, to be made a ground for 
the cancellation of a lioense. 

{e) The Government of India are altogether opposed to Major Bedford’s 
that Government should make and supply yeast to liquor manufao ture 
enquirieo suggested by the Oommittee as to the possibility of introducing a system of licens¬ 
ing the manufacture of hakhar should, however, be instituted. Meanwhile Major Bedford 
will be asked to undertake a seientiflo ravestigatiog with a view to deteruiiuing its proper 
ingredients. 

The action proposed in paragraph 9 (7) should bo taken by the regular Excise staff 
of the Province and not by a apec^ agenoj appointed for the purpose. 

(s) The Government Of luma woidd not object, where this may be deemed necessary, 
to shoM being provided with good wells at Government expense. 

11. They would further suggest, for the oonsiderauon of other liooal Governments, 
the deoieabilify of enfeming the xeqponsibiiity of a licensee for the sobriety of his customers 
by aprovision, similar to that already in foree in Assam, that, in cases wheie drunkenness 
amounting to a puUic nuisauce ooeuxs in the vicinity of a shop, the shopkeeper will be 
liable te have his hoense oanoetled and to forfeit his earnest money. Care must, however, be

I'he Hon’ble Babu Badra Chasas Paz. Aikod 

Has the attention of the OoTemment heen drawn to the articles 
headed *'Howrah Rate-payers and the Assessments” and **Howrah Municipal 
MeG)od8” whidh appeared in the ” Statesman ” of the 23rd and the2D& 
March, respectively, to the report of the proceedings of the Protest Meeting, 
held at Sibpur, which appeared in the issue ox the of the 27th 

March, and to the correspondence regarding Howrah Municipal Assessment in 
its issue of the 28th instant, and also to the editorial remarks on the same 
subject in tho Stateaman of the 28th March? If so, does the Government 
propose to make any inquiry as to the alleged illegality and oppressiveness of 
the recent re-valuation of the Town of Howrah? 

The Hon’ble Mb. McIbtosh replied 

** Government has no reason to suppose that the re^isaessment has been 
made otherwise than in accordance with law. It is open to any assesseo who 
is dissatisfied with his assessment to apply to the Municipal Commissioners for 
a review.” 


MUBIOIFAL XAZBS IN HOWBAH. C 

The Hon’ble Babu Radha Goaban Pal said 

In view of the fact that Howrah is already the most heaTily*tazed > 
Mufassal Municipality in Bengal as admitted in the last Report on Municipal 
Administration, the rate per head being stated therein as Rs. 3-8-3. which 
works up to about Rs. 36 per head of the rateable population, will ti^ Gov¬ 
ernment bo pleased to take any steps to prevent further increase of taxation in 
that Municipality ? 

The Hon’ble Mb. McIntosh replied 

** It rests with the Mumcipal Authorities to levy their rates and taxes in 
accordance with law.” 

BB.VALITATION OF BOLOING8 IN HOWBAH. 

The Hon’ble Babh Radha Chabah Pal asked:— 

Will the Government be pleased to lay on the table a statement 
showing the previous valuation and the present re-valuation of each of the hold¬ 
ings situated within the limits of the Howrah Muidcipality ? 

Tho Hon’ble Mb. McIntosh replied 

**The valuation lists are open to inspection in the office of the MunicipM 
Conunissioners.” 


SALASIBS OF HINISTieBIAL OFFIOEBS. 

The Hon’blo Baud Kali Pada Ghosh asked:— 

Will the Government be pleased to state when effect will be given 
to the scheme for improvement of salaries of ministerial officers, whira has 
been deferred for a long tune and baa in consequence retarded the srant of 
relief to these hard-worked officers ? 

The Hon’ble Mb. McIntosh replied :— 

** The details of the scheme are still under consideration. The Hon’ble 
JImnber is perhaps aware that a provisional increase of pay in the jhap y 
of personal allowances has already been sanctioned for a large 
of officera pending the elaboration of the final scheme.” 
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XDirOATIOlTAX* SSSYIOB, 

The Hon’ble Babu Kau Papa Q'Aosb aoked;— 

la tha Goyersmrat aware that the recent Te>oi^amzation of the 
Educational Service, which haa benefi^ to aome extent 4be officers of the 
CJpper Subordinate Service and for which the country feels immensely grate- 
iuly'haa yet failed to give relief to the very large class of useful officers who 
^re constituted what is called the Lower Subordinate Service and in whose 
saae the relief was all the more needed, and if so, will it kindly take early steps 
;o better their position, especially in view of the desirability recently expressed 
sy the Government of India that the lowest salary of a teacher mnployed 
n a Secondary-School shbuld be dl least Ks. 40 month ? 

In connection with the above question, will the Government be pleased 
to take into consideration the following points :— 

(a) Instances are numerous to show that, so far as these hard>worked 
but poorly-paid officers are concerned, the re-organization, instead 
of removing, has rather created discontent, the result having 
fallen far short of the expectations raised at first. The veiy 
grading of this branch of the service with the annual increment 
of only one rupee agpiqntfa, in all classes but one, is the moat 
discouraging, and tm number of appointments in the senior classes 
being disproportionately low, many officers find themselves 
where they were years ago, in spite of the re-organiza- 
tiOT, with hardly any prospect in the near future to cheer 
them up. 

(4) Under existing arrangements, an officer entering on Bs. 15, and this 
sum hardly suffices in the present age to support one man, may 
expect to draw Rs. 45 after full 30 years’ service, assumiqg that 
his promotion is uninterrupted, though that is by no means the 
p case, the maximum of a grade being the halting station in the 
upward march for many a weary yeuv As an example of the 
duappointing character of the present scheme, I may p<^t 
out that an officer, who has been working since 1883, and who 
rose long before the re-organization to Rs. 20 a month, is now in 
the Rs. 15-1-30 grade, and that pretty low down t^e list, so 
that it will yet take him two to three years to rise to the next 
higher grade and then stop there for another year to draw his 
first annual increment of Re. 1. There are, 1 TOlieve, many such 
cases on the list. 

(e) Again, officers^ who were getting Rs. 30 a month before the 
re-organization, plus Bs. 3 as grain compensation allowance, so 
kindly granted by Government, have been deprived of the latter, 
simply by virtue of their being placed under the new scheme in 
Class 11 (Rs. 30-~l—35) of thel^wer Subordinate Service and 
entitled to get an increment of Re. 1 a month on that account. 
In their case, therefore, the intended blessing has <mly proved 
a curse, causing an actutJ loss of Rs. 2 a month in these hard 
times. 

(d) A state of things like this is sure to give rise to a spirit of 
disinclination to work, and calls for early remedy. In whatever 
shape the remedy is to come, it may be urged, it would cost an 
extra expenditure. But considenng the importance of the 
matter, a lakh or so would be a sum well spent in this direction, 
at a time when Government is finding huge amounts for re-dupK- 
catiij^ the inspecting agency, the necessity for which is open to 
question. 

(t) If progremive salaries are absolutely necessary, and there ia no 
reason why they should so, when tho Provincial and the 
Upper Subordinate Services can do without them, the minimum 
pay and the periodical increment should at any rate be raised 
to such an extent as may afford adequate relim to these quali^ 
fied offioers, moat whom axe graduates or uadeegmdmies ox 
the Uaiveraity. 
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The Hon’ble Mb. GiiT replied 

** The Hon’ble Member’s question is in b more argumentative form than 
is authorized hy rule. But the Government has no objection to reply to it. 

The question of the re*organizntion of the Lower Subordinate Kduqa- 
tional Service, will come under consideration in connexion with the propcNBfds 
made by the Government of India in regard to Secondary Kducation and the 
Director will bo asked to submit his proposals on this subject when reporting 
on the letter of the Government of India. 

** The Director will also be asked to consider the cases referred to in 
paragraph (e) of the question ; and if he finds that hardship has occurr^ in 
any cases to submit separate proposals in regard to them, pending submission 
of his general report.” 


DBUNEENNESS lit KANOBI. 

The Hbn’ble Babu Kau Fada Ghosh said:— 

I have the honour to invite the attention of the Government to a 
memorial on the subject of excessive drunkenness in the district of llancbi 
which was adopted at a meeting of some of the representative people in the 
district presided over by the Bishop of Chota Kagpur and submitted to 
Government through the Deputy Commissioner of the distrioti^ the beginning 
of January last? 

Will the Government be pleased to state if any inquiry has been instituted 
in the matter and any steps taken to check the excessive growth of 
drnokenness in the said district ? 


^ The Hon’blo Mb. McIntosh replied 

“The memorial has been submitted to Government by the 
Commissioner and will receive most careful consideration. The prevalence 
of drunkenness in the district is admitted, and both the local officers 
and Government are anxious to take whatever steps are possible and right 
to check it.” 


CIVIL JlTj’lICB IN THE 80NTHAL PABGANA8. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jooendba Nath Mukhabji asked:— 

Does the High Court exercise any powers of superintendence over 
the Civil Work of the Sub-divisional Officers in the Sonthal Pargauas and do 
the Administration Reports issued by the High Court deal with the Civil Work 
of such Sub-divisional Officers ? 


The Uon’ble Mr, Gait replied 

“(a) Under section S of the Sontbal Farganas Justice Regulation No, V 
of 1893, the Local Government may appoint any Snb-divisional Officer to 
exercise the powers of a Subordinate Judge and Sub •divisional Officers are 
ordinarily invested with such powers. 

** These Courts are established under the Bengal. North-Western Provinces 
and Assam Civil Courts Act (XII of 1887), and section 10 of the Regulation 
gives the High Court power to hear appeals from such Courts. 

“The High Court, however, has not a similar authority over the Courts of 
the Sub-divisional Officers established under section 2 of Act XXXVll of 
1853. 

f‘(i) The anstver to the Hou’ble Member’s second question is in the 
negative,” 
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THE BENGAL TENANCY (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1900. 


The Ilon’blo Ma. Cablylb moved that the Report of tho Select Com> 
mittee on the Bill to amend and eupplcment the Bengal 'renanoy Act, 18^ 
be taken into consideration. * 

The motion wae put and agreed to. 

The HonM>lo Mb. Cahlylb also moved that the clauses of tlie Bill bo con¬ 
sidered in the form recommended by the Select Committee. He said:— 

“The amendments to be proposed by me are substantially drafting 
amendmonts,, to remove defects found in the drafting of tho Bill since its 
presentation in Iho form recommended by tho Select Committee. I'heir object 
is to put into their proper position in the Act new sections which it is proposed 
to insert, to improve tho wording in some cases, and in other cases to make 
provision to pitvont the clashing of the jurisdiction of Ke^enuo and Civil 
Courts. None of the airiendmonts in any way change or affect the principles of 
the Bill.” 

Tire motion was put and agreed to.

The Hon^lo M«. Carlyle also moved that sub-clause (^) of clause 1 be 
omitted asTWiiig unnecessary. He said:— 

“I have been advised that, as a matter of "drafting, tho sub-clause

Tho motion was put and agi'ced to.

The Hon’ble Babu Joqkjudjia Cuandba Qhose, by leave of the Council, 
withdrew the motion, standing in his name, that the new sub-section (4) to l>e 
added to section 12 of the Act by sub-clause (5) of clause 5 of the Bill be 
omitted* 

The Hon’ble Babu Jooendra Chandba Ohobb then moved that the 
following be added to the proposed new section 18A, namely except as 
provided by section 13 of tho Indian Evidence Act, 1872. Ho said:~ 

^*The proposed new section reads as follows;— 

* ii) Nothing oontainod in any deed of transfer to which the landlord is not a party 
shall bo evidence against the landlord of the permanenoe, amount or Hxity of rent, speoifioao 
lion of area, transferability or any inoident of any tenure or holding referred to in saoh 
deed.’ 

I do not think that it was intended by the framer of this section that they 
should exclude thereby the operation of section 13 of tho Evidence Act, which 
runs thus:— 

* 13. Where the question is as to the existence of any right or oustotn, the following 
facts are relevant— 

(<?) any transaction by which the right or ouHtom in queation was created, claimed, 
modified, reoogniaed, asserted or denied, or which was inoonsistent with its 
existence; 

{Jb) particular instanocB in which the right or oustom was claimed, reoognisied, or 
exorcised, or in which its exeroise was disputed, asserted, or departed from/ 

There have boon several cases in tho Calcutta High Court, espociaily one 
reported in 1, L. R., 24Cal., page 426, and also in I. L. It., 23 Cal., in whieh the 
Judges say that where the question of the incidence attaching to a tenure by 
custom, such us iransferabdity as in tho case of a Pufrapautradik giant arise, it 
can only be decided by having recourse to section 13 of the Evidence Act; and in 
another case, in 3 iVeekly Notes, tlio Judges say what is necessary to establish a 
local usage is evidence of transfer by persons other than tho landlord. There¬ 
fore, if the operation of section 13 is excluded by this new clause, it will,be an 
act of very great hardship and it will exclude proof oiacustom by any person 
ulleging it in case of a tenure. ” 

The Ilor/blo Mu. Caelyle said :—“ I must oppose the amendment moved 
by the Hon’blo Babu Jogendra CSiandra Ghose. The object of the Select 
Committee was precisely what he has supposed it wa^ not. We did intend to 
exclude the operati(>n of suction 13 of the Evidence Act. It is very doubtful, 
as the law now stands, whether section 13 of tho Evid^ce Act has any bearing 
in the case at all. If it hap, we desire to exclude it. The whole mischief of 
^ the present state of things has arisen from tlie fact that zamindars are unwilling 
to accept fees for fear lest their acceptance will be held as a bar to thsw 
denying afterwards tho transferability* of tho tenure or other incidents men¬ 
tioned iu a deed.” 

The motion was put and lost 

The Hon^le Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose also, by leave of the 
Council, withdrew the following motion sUnding in his name namely :_ 

^^That to the new section 17A, to l>e inserted by clause 6 of the Bill, the 
following be added, namely 

^ *Bat m no suit or proceeding between the paHie^, tdial! the londlorii be en4M«>d to deny 
the validity of Iho transfer without returning to the irausferee the ^mouat received by him 
^ aa fee#.' 
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Tiiat to ibe now acKHtioii 17&, in the eame clause, for the worda * be 
declared to he foifeited to the duvernineDt’, the words * shall be returoed to* 
the person who paid them after deductuig the cost that may be incurred in 
doing bo’, be eubstituted.” 

The Hon’tde Banu Jooendra Cbakdra OiioBathen moved that in the new 
section 17B, after the word “Qovernment” the following words bo added: 
“and it shall be asB-gned by the Govemment to the District Board Fund.” 
He taidt'^ 

“I wanted to move that the words ‘bo declared forfeited to 
Government ’ be omittedi and to Bubatitute the words * shall be rotarned to 
the person who paid them, after deducting the cost that may be incurred in 
doing so ’; but, having regard to the tminion of my other hon’ble colleagues, 
1 have decided not to press it, though I must say that, in strict justice, Govern¬ 
ment has CO right to the fees time dejmsitod. They do not belong to Govern¬ 
ment, and Government has no right to them. But, probably, it would be to the 
best interests of the country that instead of Qov«irnment taking tho fees it 
assigned them to the District Board Fund. Why I say that they should bo 
assigned to the District Board Fund is this: that it is a fund by which the person 
depositing the fees may direotly^enofit; Government has no right to take his 
money and to spend it for the benefit of a District other than the district in 
which he lives. Therefore, 1 humbly submit that this money, to which Govern¬ 
ment has nov^'ght, should be asMgued by Government for the benefit of tho 
district in which the person depositing it lives. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kaci Pada Ghosh said:—“I bog to support the amend¬ 
ment. The Hon’ble Haja Ban Bihari Elapur last year in his Budget speech 
alluded to this matter He urged tbai all the foes which may lapse to Govern¬ 
ment mighty be utilized in such things as excavating tanks, etc. I think if I 
remember light that wus exactly what the Hon’blo Raja Ban Bihari Kapur 
said last year, and I a^roo that the purpose for which these fees ought to be 
spent by Government is for some such pmpose, and the best thing to do is to 
make over such fees to the District Board. ” 

The Hon’ble Babb Jogbndba Natu Murhaiui said;—** I also beg to support 
this motion. Tho principle of taxation that has been followed, so fur as i can 
gather, is this: that where people of a oeitain locality are specially benefited by 
certain local measures they should pay more than those who are not so 
benefited; in other words, the general revenue should not bo devoted to purely 
local purposes as much as possible. If that be the principle of taxation, which 
has been largely adopted by the Government, I think it is entirel;^ consistent 
with that principle to adopt this amendment; because in that case the peoide of 
the locality, who make the contribution, will bo benefited more by this money 
than if it lapsed into and thus formed part of the general coffors of the State; 

1, therefore, think the principle embodied in this amendment is sound and 
Government should give cfiect to it. ” 

The Hon’ble Babv Basha Ciubam Pai. said I believe the amendment 
that has been moved by the Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose represents 
the wish of tho community to which we belong. It has been said over and 
over again in this Council, as well as in Government Resolutions, that the funds 
at the disposal of the District Boards are inadequate to the requirements of the 
dietriet. ^ Hero, Sir, a certain sum of money will be in the hands of Government 
ivhioli will come from the people of the district, and which does not belong 
to Government, and it is but fair that this money should be devoted for tJio 
purposes of the iiuprovoment of the district. I am sure, having regard to 
the express d^ire of Government and the willingness with which Government 
helpfid the District Boards, that this amondmerit will be accepted by the 
Hon'tde Member in ohaj-ge 4if the Bill; and this is a matter in wliieh tho 
opinion of the community, 1 vesture to eubinit, should receive considoration. ” 

The Hon’ble Babb Hath Baso said:W‘I also support this 

amenlment. 1 believe that under the law, as it will stant. after this Bill, there 
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^ Mill iKt be much surplus left in this connection. The funds which will lapse 
to Government will be very f>niall indeed^ for the principal difficulty in the way 
of thc^ landlords receiving these moneys will ba removed. Having regardi 
theref ore, to tUo smallness of the amount and to the fact that the people who 
pay these mmn ought, if possible, to bo the first claimants upon any use that 
may be made of these fees, it is but right and proper that the fund should he 
Eo applied as to render it more U5eful or available to those who pay it. I do not 

n >ose Government is anxious to get hoi 1 of this small sum of money, and 
o not anticipate there will be any difficulty in making over this money to 
the District Board Fund. In the Select Committee, wo had before us the 
opinions of various bodies and most of the loc.il public who were consulted, 
and their opinions supported this proposal that the money should be made 
over to the District Board Fund, and J liopo that the Official Members of Coun¬ 
cil will also support this amendment. It means no loss to Government and 
not much trouble to adjust the accounts, whether it is made over to Government 
or to the Disutet Board; and I am absolutely certainUovernmeut is not anxious 
to utilizo this revenue for its own purpose.” 


The Hon’ble Mr, Carlyle said:—‘‘I regret I must oppose this amendment, 
which has been supported by several of the Indian Members of Council. My 
chief reason is, that it might wreck the Bill, as we have not received the f-'anction 
of the Government of India, and I doubt if wo are authorized to introduce such 
an amendment at this stage. As tlie Ilon’ble Babu Bbupondr^Nath Basu has 
observed, the income from these unclaimed foes wifi probably E^very small in 
the future, and it seems hardly worth while to risk the Bill for such a small 
point ”

The pn bio Mk. Cabltuc wTd I must oppose tho ameudmeiit pro- 
posed by the Hon ble Member. Ibe wording of this clause has been carefully 
aomidond, ana 1 would ask tho Council xo accept the clausa as now dmft^. 
It «s not at all certain that the effect of tho amendment proposed by the Hon’ble 
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Member would uot be to forfeit righta previously acquired in Oalouttat in the ^ 
areas not included iii the town of Calcutta by notification under section 639 of 
the Calcutta Municipal Act.’’ ' 

The motion was put and lost. 

Clause 8. 

The Hon’blo Mu. Caulyle moved that in clause 8 of the Bill — 

(a) in sub-clause (o), for the words such landlord shall obtain thereby 
no right to hold the land as a tenant” there be substituted the 
words— 

** such p(?rson shall have no right to hold the land as a tenant, 
but shall hold it as a proprietor or permanent tenure-holder 
(as the case may be); ” 

(A) the proviso be omitted from clause (J). 

He said:—‘^With regard to the first point, the object is merely 
to make the clause clearer than it now is. The amendment makes it clear 
that a co-sharer landlord buvitig the holding will hold it as a proprietor, 
while a permanent tenure-holder will hold ir. as a permanent tenure-holding. 
This amendment also now covers the case, not generally provided for, where 
an occupancy raiyat purchases the entire tight as proprietor or permanent 
tenure-holder or9be estate or tenure in which the occupancy right exists. 1 
may point out the present section of the Act covers both cases, and that it 
was merely due to an error in drafting that the Hill did not jtrovide for both. 

As regards the second point, I move that the proviso bo omitted, as on 
further consideration it seems to be iinnecesary. There does not appear to be 
any danger of a Court holding that the special incidents, attaching to a proprie¬ 
tor’s private lands under Chapter XI, would apply to the lands dealt with by 
this clause. It m?ght also happen that the land acquired was actually 
proprietor’s private lard, aud there appears to be no reason why it should cease 
to be so.” 

The motion was put and agreed to.

The Hon’blc Babu Jogendha CnANORA Ghose, by leave of the Council, 
withdrew the following motions standing in his name, namely 

“ That sub-section {!3) of section 28 of the Act be omitted. 

That, if the above amendment be lost, the words ‘ shall be deemed 
to be a tenure-holder, or ’ aud the words ‘ as the cases may be ’ be omitted 
from sub-clause (4) of clause 8 of the Bill. ”

The Hoii’ble Baku Jogendra Chandra Ghose, then moved that in sub-sec¬ 
tion (i) of section 38 of the Act, after the words suit for ” the words or 
claim in defence to a suit for the recovery of rent ” be inserted. lie said 

‘‘The object of my amendment is this: it is doubtful whether a 
tenant in a suit for rent can claim a reduction. Under the old law, ho 
was BO hold to be entitled, and tiiat was hold in the cases of Moliosb p, Gunga- 
moni, Hay., 49o, and Gourkisore v. Bonomaly, 22 \V. 11., 117 ; but it is a 
matter of doubt whether, under the present Kent Law, a tenant in u Miiit for rent 
can plead a defence of the reduction of rent upon the grounds mentioned here. 
Therefore, I submit that this should bo made clear in tlie interests of the myal, 
PurtherTUorc, those words should bo added in the iutore.'^ts of the landlord. 

It was only last Thursday that a lionch of the High Court hold tluit, under 
this sootion, a tenant can make a defence, say when the suit is for rent, for 
100 bighas of land that for a year or two, temporarily, 5 bighas of the land Jiud 
become uncultivable and get a reduction in that suit. It that be so, it 
would be dangerous for the landlord; for, in ovory suit, the tenant could come in 
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and plead a deduction of rent upon any ground other than ihe grounds mentioned 
in sec'tion 38. I do not believe tiie Legislature meant that an octhipancy 
raijat could make a defence for a reduction of rent upon grounds other 
than those mentioned here. This is, therefore, a matter of very great import* 
ance, not only to the tenant but also to the landlord. 

“ I am sorry that the last decision of the High Court has not yet brcn 
printed, nor coula 1 get a copy, and 1 cannot therefore place it before the 
Council; but that ■was a caso in which 1 was engaged, and 1 urged before the 
Judges that this was not the intention of the Legislature that a tenant should 
be able to plead a reduction of rent upon any ground other than the ground 
mentioned in section 38 in a suit for rent. They held that the tenant could 
do so. 1 have given the Council an extreme caso which the High Court held 
to be good law. , 

“ I humbly submit, therefore, that section 38 should be amended in the 
manner suggested by me, so as to give the tenant a right to plead reduction of 
tent in a rent suit without making him undergo the expense of a suit for rent 
under section 38; and also to safeguard the interests of the landlord in a suit 
for rent, by precluding the tenant from pleading a defence which is not 
contemplated by section 38.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. CARnrnK said:—“ I must oppose this amendment. The 
hon’ble mover appears to suggest that a ruiyat should be allowed to mix up 
two entirely different classes of oasf's in one suit. A suit rent due has 
nothing, so far as 1 can see, to do with a claim for alteration of rent, and it could 
only lead to confusion and to prolonged litigation if the amendment were 
accepted. It seems to me clear, under the present law, the rent, legally du«- 
cannot be altered till it has been reduced by agreement or by suit, and 1 tbiuk 
to accept the amendment would be to introduce great confusion.” 

The motion was put and lost. 


Clause 9. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carlti:.e moved that in sub-c’ause (*) of clause 
0, for the words “ or partly in cash and partly in one of these ways” the 
words “or partly in any of those ways and partly in cash” be substituted, lie 
said• 

“ This is a purely verbal aa)cndnieut, which I hope the Council will 
accept.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Clause 11. 

Tho Hon’ble Me. Cari.yle also moved that in the new «ul>fiectioii ((?) of 
flection 52 of tho Act, in clauHe 11 of the Bill, for the words or, where there is 
a corresponding entry of urea in a counterfoil receipt, in any rent*roll ’’ the Words 
and brackets “or (where there is an entry of area in a counterfoil receipt, 
corresponding io tho entry in the rent-roll) in any rent-roll’^ be sub¬ 
stituted. He said:— 

“ This a purely verbal amondment, which seems to express the matter 
better than the words in the Bill as proposed to be amendea by tho Select 
Committee. ” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Clause 16, 

The Hon’ble B/btj Jogenpra CnANCBA Ghos><. moved that tho proviso to be 
added to section 88, by clause 16 of tbe Bill, after the word “ entry the 
words “ by the landlord or by his agent as above mentioned” be inserted, imd 
ih'ft t after the word “distributed” the words “ or if the landlord or his ageut 
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B8 above mentioned has granted a receipt recognizing the division or distribu- * 
tion ” be inserted. He said • 

** The object of this amendment is in consequence of a decision of a 
Full Bench of the Hi^h Court, which held that the granting of '■ a receipt 
is consent under section 88 of tiie Act. In order to avoid die effect of that 
Full Bench decision, 1 propose that this amendment of the law be introduced. 
This may or may not do away with the effect of the Full Bench decision, but 
it is intended to make the law stricter than at present. If it* is intended 
that no consent, except it be the express consent of the landlord or of 
his agent duly authorized in this behalf, should be su6Scient, how can it he said 
that an entry in a rent-roll by a gomaata, who is not an agent duly authorized 
in this behalf, can be sufficient ? It is simply making the law strict in one sec¬ 
tion and absolutely lax in the next section. 

** In the absence of the words of my proposed amendment, an entry 
waj gomaata would bind the landlord; and, in the second place, if you make au 
entry in the rent-roll sufficient evidence of oon^nt that is in favour of the 
tenant, why should you not give effect to the opinion of tbe whole body of the 
Judges of the High Court and timke a receipt granted to tho tenant evidence 
of consent ? I would simply ada words to make it clear that if an agent, duly 
authorized in this behalf, grants a receipt to a tenant that should be considered 
as a sufficient consent. Now, a tenant, when there is a proper division 
recognized by fim landloi d, can only produce a receipt that is in his power. 
Therefore, to ^Ike a receipt inadmissible is to go agaiust the tenant to au 
extent to which I am not prepared to go, and I humbly submit that this 
Council should adopt tho words of my amendment. ** 

The IIon*ble Babu Kai.i Pada Ghosh said:—“I am in favour of this 
amendment. When an ontry in the rent-roll is to be made binding, it is 
desirable that that entry should be made either by the landlord himself or by an 
authorized agent in that behalf. To make an entry binding on thu landlord is 
certainly an important matter, and in a matter of this kind, I submit, it is 
desirable that the entry should be made by a re.>>ponsib]e person and not by an 
ordinary gomaata or amla ; and if such an entry is made by such a gomaatu or 
amla, without the knowledge of the landlord, then it ought not to be binding. 

. “As regards the secuna portion of the amendment, as to how far a receipt 
which recognizes tbe division or distribution ought to be binding on tho landlord, 

I think that where a division or distribution has .been recognized by tbe 
landlord it ought to be binding upon him. It does not require any legal 
knowledge to say that, as it is a very common-sense view.” 

The Hon’ble Babo Radua Chaban Pal said:— '‘I cannot support my 
friend’s amendment. The landlord is responsible for his rent-roll. Jt is his 
own rent-roll, and any entry made .thcreih tbe landlord is responsitle for. I - 
cannot, therefore, understand why my hon’ble friend wants the additional words 
to be inserted, which will place the raiyat a.t a great disadvantage. The rent- 
roll will be under the control of the landlord and a tty entry wUeh is made 
there, whether by the landlord himself or by any of his gomeataa, the landlord 
will bo resposible for that entrjr end ought to bold himself liable for any conse¬ 
quences, good or bad, in which it mi"ht involve him. 1 do not, therefore, see 
any reason why this farther addition is required to be made to this proviso.” 

The Hon’ble Ma. Cablylk said :—“ I must, on behalf of the Government, 
oppose this amendment. The Bill, as now drafted, goes as far as it is right to go 
in favour of ihe zaniiudars. The practical effect of the amendment would bo to 
prevent any mutations Imiug binding as against a zamindar. how, we know 
that in many oases mutations are made and are recognized in practice for years, 
but it is pretty cortaui that it would never be possible to show that an entry 
that has been m^o in a rent-roll was so made by the landlord or by his a^^ont 
authonzed in writing for tiie purpose. It appears to me that zamiudars cannot 
havo it both ways, if weight is to be attaolied to a rent-roll where it is in their 
favour {e.g., action 52 as now amended), they must bCjpr^wred to allow some 
weight to be attached to a rent-roll where it may tell against them^ I may point; 
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out the evidence is only preemptive* Probably no Court would attach mnoh 
■weight to one year’s entry, but it. would attach weight entries made in 
})reviou8 years. This consideration is, I think, a sufficiont answer to the 
fibjoction that one man’s Consent however obtained would bind t!»© landlord.’’

“a landlord or” be inserted. He said :— 

It has been suggested that the new sub-clause { Si) as drafted, would 
not enable a single co-sharer owner of an 8'annas share in an estate to apply 
for a record-of-rigbts. In order to provide for this, I would ask the Presi¬ 
dent’s permission to move that the words ‘a landlord or’ be inserted at the 
beginning of the paragraph. It was an omission in the draft.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Clause 18. 

The Hon’bje Babit Jogendra Chandra Ghosr, by leave of the Council, 
withdrew the following motions standing in his name, namely: — 

That in sub-clause (S) of clause 18 of the Bill, the words, figures and 
brackets ^ and shall be deemed to have been so inserted from the commence¬ 
ment of the Bengal Tenancy (Amendmcnty Act, 1898,’ be omitted. 

‘‘That if the above amendment be not carried, tho following be added to 
section 102, namely:—‘The provisions of clause shall be considered to 
have f'lleci iroin the date when the Bengal Tenancy (Amendment) Act, 1898, 
came into force.” 

He said:—“ Those amendments are the samo as those proposed by the 
Hon’blo Babu Kali Pada Ghosh, and 1 think 1 had better accept the wording of 
his amendment us stated in item 21 of the List of Business.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Kai.t P/da Ghosh moved that in section 102, in clause 
IV' of the Bill, tho following proviso bo added, namely :«•- 

“ Provided that in case of particulars as specified in sub-clauses {%) and 
(ii) of clause (yff) that may have been entered in tho record-of-rights befort? 
the ])af:dng of the Bengal Tenancy (Amendmont) Act, 1907, tho party 
aggric i t d by such entries shall have the same remedies as are provided in 
thi^* a.*5 if the entries had been made on the date the Bengal Totiancy 
fAm< adiiiont) Act, 1007, comes into force.” 

Vte said“ This amendment is made simply with the object of giving 
romed*os to parties who may l^ave been aggrieved by the wording in this 
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',olaiU 0 . ..BraotieaUy.'ibiB clause gires arekospectire effect to all eoideR iluil 
alglit have been made ainoe the ^pemiug of the Amendment Aot < 0 ! >18d8« ^Nii 
at the same time it gives no remedy by way of objection or appedi ih any 
party who may be aggrioTod by such entries. So I subiuit that my amena- 
ment is mmply to give that remedy, and I hope it will be accepted. It may be 
said that if any entry that was made so far back as 1898, or even after 
the party ou^t to Lave appealed against those entries, and if they did not 
appeal, they cannot have their remedy; but my adbmission is, that the law as 
it then stood, did not authorize any entry of the nature contemplated by seotions 
1 and 2, it did not authorize a Bevenue-offioer to make sucli entries, and if 
such entries were made they <were ultra vires, and in the eye of the law the 
parties were not bemud by such entries. Now, by this clause a party aggrieved 
by that entry ought to have a remedy either by objection or ajjpeal. f tbiuk 
it is a fair amendmeiit, and tltis right of appeal or objection ought not to be 
taken away by giving this section a retrospective effect.” 


The Hon’blo Babu Joqendba^ Nath Mukhabji said befg to support 
the amendment. In my experience, 1 have come across many cases 
where Settlement Officers have made an entry in what they call ' village 
notes *, and the public were given to understand that those entries did not 
form part of the record. Now, 1 apprehend the effect of this legislation 
will be to legalize those noteir. 'The public being under the impreraion that 
no procedure was necessary by way of objection or appeal, because those entries 
had no legal effect, did not tako any action with reference to thoso entries, and 
1 think, these aectious ure meant to have retrospective effect these 

persons will bo prooluded without having been given a chance of contesting 
their claims; so that 1 think the amendment pr«>po.-.ed is a very fair one, 
uud I trust the llou’ble Member in charge of the Bill wilf not find it difficult 
to accept it.” 


The Hon’ble Baja PuAirr Mohan Mukhabji said:—“ I also support the 
amendment. Acts done without authority by Revenue>officei'B to confirm 
by subsequent enactment is alwa 3 'B an exceptional proceeding, and it is the 
more objectionable, in the present case as it deprives persons, the incidents 
relating to whose holdings have ^en entered in the record-of-rights and who 
should be deprived of the remedies against error which the law provides 
in other cases.^ So tlrat it is clear that these |>ersous would be greatly 
aggrieved and injured if no remedy is given to them of protesting against 
any of tho entries against their interests, or riiould appeal to the authorities 
provided for in the Bill.” 


Tho llon’ble Mb. Caulyle said:—“ I have to explain why Govern¬ 
ment cannot accept this auiendmout. The history of tho m a tte r is this: 
One Advocate-General was of opinion that tho rights and obligations 
of tenants as regards tho use of water, etc., might be recorded under the 
’I’enancy Act, as it now stands. Another Advocate-General hair given* a 
contrary opinion. It is, therefore, desirable that the matter should be ^aced 
beyond all doubt, but tho Government does not admit tlrnt the records already 
prejnixed are illegal. Landlords and tenants in whose oases sudh reeords were 
j>repBred could havo filed objections, and the only effect of the change pro- 

? i 08 ed and accepted by the Select Committee is, to prevent the possibiUty of 
itigation on the subject of tho validity of these records in future. 'I’ho 
amendment would merely give, an opportunity for vexatious litigation. The 
parties have ^beon <|uite happy so far with a record-of-rights prepared, and 
it swms undesirable to encourage, them now to enter into litigation. The 
' village notes' are not part of the record, and this section does not affect 
or touch them. The entries wore made in a regular record after full 
publication.” 


Hon bio Babu £au Papa Ghosh in reply said “ My object is 
cei'tainly nut to create vexatious litigation, as the Hon’ble Member in ebargo of 
the Bill is inclined to think, bnt'it is simply to give a remedy which the party 
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atfgxieyed oan fairily claim* It would have been very satigfg^etory if the 
llon’ble Member could have Been his way to make the matter dear by accept* 
ing thir amendment.”

“ I find that the question whether tho right of an occupc;«i<iy raiyat is 
transferable by custom is very often a subject of litigation. A very 
large number of cases come up to the High Court upon this question, whether 
the right of an occupancy-raiyat is transferable by custom or not ? Therefore 
I womd propose my amendment. It may be said that it might come under 
clause (8), special condition of incidents of the tenancy, but I found that in 
several recora-of-rights cases that that entry had not been made. In a case in 
which 1 was personally interested I wanted the Bevenue-ofiScer to make an 
entry to that effect, andf he did not. Therefore, I would humbly ask that it 
be made compulsory upon the Revenue-officer to make a record as to whether 
there is a custom of transferability in a village or not.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carltle said:—“ I have to oppose this amendment and 
must confess 1 am rather surprised that it should have been moved by a 
member of the legal profession. Ho proposes that every Revenue-officer 
preparing a reoord-of-rights, shall try a very large number of such questions 
regarding custom. ”

The Hon’ble Babu Jooehdba Chandra Ghose said X am surprised that 
the Bon’blo Member should oppose a small thing like the one X moved, namely, 
whether a custom is transferaoie by custom or not and should at the same time 
propose such complicated questions aa eimmenta—questions much more 
difficult to decide than questiona of tranaferability 

Tbe Hon’blo the Pbesident said :*—** Does the Hon’ble Member oppose 
the amendment?” 

The Hon’ble Babd Jooendba Cbancba Ghosb in reply said:—” No, I do 
not oppose it.”

*‘The third amendment is intended to make the'wording'(tf ttxe 'clause 
somewhat clearer. The provision re^^arJiug the force to be to'the 

Kevenuo officer’s decision has been transferred to section 107 by paragraph SO 
of the list of amendments.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The liim'ble Babu Kali Papa Ghosh moved that the following proviso 
be added to section lOSA, in clause SIB of the Bill, namely 

” Provided the Kevenue-officcr shall not hear and decide any of the 
issues mentioned in this soction if it has already formed the subject-matter 
of a suit under section 106.” 

Ho said In the amendment which I have moved sonie verbal altera¬ 
tions are uooessary, and the Hon’blo Mr. Carlyle has drafted an amendment 
and I accept the wording of that amendment in lieu of the one I have just 
moved.” 

“ I'lio amendment which I now beg to move will run thus 

‘ Provided that the Revenue-officer shall not try any issue under this

“Thu intention of the amendment is simply to prevent proceedings being 
simultaneously carried on under sections 105A and 106. Certain questions, or 
issues as 1 may call them,-may bo decided under section lOdA, and the very 
same question may form the subject of a suit under section 106; but it is 
certainly not desirable that the same matter shonld form the subject of dispute 
before two authorities under two different sections. liSnd that the Ilon’ble 
Mr. Carlyle has subsequently drafted an amendment to meet such contingencies 
when lie comes to _ motion 40, in which ho has provided for staying of 
certain proceedings, simply with the object to prevont these matters from being 
proceeded with simultaneously; but 1 find that the amendment of that section 
could not cover my amendment, so I am obliged to put it and 1 hope there can 
be no objection to its acceptance.” 

The Hou’ble Mb. Cablyle said 1 think it is quite right that there 
should bo such an amendment of tho Act. 1 am willing to accept thin amend* 
mciit, if the Ilon’ble Member will alter the wording, so as to bring it in line 
with tho wording suggested for the proviso to section 106.” 

, The motion was put and agreed to.

Tlio Ilou’ble Mb. Cablyle moved that to section 106 of the Act 
the following proviso bo added, ntmely;— 

“Provided al^ that in any suit under this section the Revenue-officer 
shall not try any issue which Las been, or is directly and substantially in 
issue between the same parties, or between parties under whom they or 
any of tliem claim, in proceedings for the settlement of rents under this

He said:—“ This proviso is necessary to be added to ^tion 106, in order 
to prevent disputes being fought out about the same matter in two different 
Courts—one under section 105A and another under section 106. The proviso 
won alUonrs with the one just accepted by the Council in the case of 
sectiou lOfiA.” 
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Tlie Hon’ble Babu Joqesdba Nato MtJKHABJi said:—“ Before this matter is 
put to the Tote I think there is one matter which requires consideration. ^ As • 
amended, the section indicates that where a question has formed the subjwt- 
matter of a suit, under section 106, no issue under section 105A shall be tried 
when it is practically the same in both. Similarly, where such is the case with 
reference to an application under section 105 and questions under section 105A 
havo arisen, the 106 Officer cannot try them where they are the same in pro¬ 
ceedings under that section as well as those under section 106. The result will 
be that there will be two negatives. The question for consideration is, whether 
there being these two negative aspects of the question the 105 as well as the 106 
OflScer will have to stop the hearing of both the suits. As I understand tho 
amendment, it contemplates cases which ere pending besides those which have 
been already decided. In both the amendments proposed, the same elements are 
present and both the Officers, tiz., 105 and 106 Officers will have to stop iheir 
proceedings, and the question may not bo decided at all by any of them,” 

The Hon'ble Mb. CAimyXiB said Might I ask that this matter be post¬ 
poned to be considered later on ? I have not had time to consider it.” 

The motion was then postponed for further consideration.

Section 107. 

The Hon%le Mb. Cabbtle also moved that in section 107 of the Act, for 
the words “In all proceedings for the settlement of rents under this Part, and 
in all proceedings under section 106” the words “In all proceedings under 
seotioa 105, section 105A and section 106”, be substituted, lie said:— 

“ The amendment suggested is merely to make it clear that section 107 
applies to section 105A as well as to section 105 and section 106.”

The Hon’ble Babu Jogendba Chanoba'Ghosb then moved that in section

The Hon’ble Mb. Cabltle smd^— “1 accept this amendment, although 1 
am not st^e it is strictly necessary, as in the majority of cases the rules of 
revision would affect the rent settlea under section 105, but I do not think 
iiiere can be any objection to it.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 
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The Hon’ble HAod Kali Pada Gnosn, by leave of tbe^ Council, withdrew 
the motion, standing in his name, that in section 108A, in clause 22A of the 
Bill, after the words “ bond fide mistake” the words “ of a clerical nature ” be 
added. He said;— 

“I find that the next amendment ^hich is going to bo proposed by my 
friend, the Hon’blo Babu Jogendra Nath Mukharji, not only covers my 
amendment but ia latlier an iinproveTnent, That being bo, I would ask Yimr 
Honour’s permisrion to permit him to niove hie amendment-” 

The Hon’ble Babu Jogendba Nath Mckhabji moved that at the end of the 
first clause of tho proposed section 108A, in dauso 22 A of the Bill, the 
following words bo added, namely:— 

“of a clerical or arithmetical nature.” 

lie said:_The wording Las bet n adopted by roe from the Civil Procedure 

Code section 206, and it was intended by the Select Committee, st) far as 
I remember, that this was tho class of cases contemplated by the new section 
108A; but as there is nothing in tho section itself to indicate that tho only class 
of cases that can come under it is tho one covered by the amendment as 
proposed by mo. I think it would bo bettor, in order to make tho section 
clear, that these words should bo added. As iho wording of the section stands, 
it may be interpreted to mean a great deal more than what the SsAect Committee 
contemplated. In tho Report of tho Select Comnittee, Hon’ble Members will 
find that the words ‘of a clerical nature’ are to bo found, and from those words 
it will be quite apparent that tho Select Committee intended that tho mistakes 
that Revenue-officers, specially empowered in this behalf, can correct are only 
those which are of a clerical or arithmetical nature. Therefore I think, Sir, 
the Council will liave no difficulty in accepting this verbal alteration.” 

Tho Hon’ble Baku Kali Pada Ghosh said :—“ I beg to support the amend¬ 
ment of my friend. I submit that the words ‘ Jond/ds’, if allowed to remain 
as they aro, would be a vague and too wide expression. Any kind of a mistake 
may be considered bond fido by one person and may not bo so considered by 
another person. I do not think that is the intention of section 108A. Any 
mistake of a substantial character can lie rectified by tho power of revision 
which section 108 gives to a Revenue-officer. Section 108 of the Act empowers 
a Revenue-officer, either of his own motion or on tho application of a party, to 
revise certain matters which are decided under section lOlt. So that that is 
tho substantial section, and this section 108A has been added simply with the 
obiort of empowering Revenue-officers to make corrections of a clerical nature; 
otherwise the result would be, if the words ‘ bond fide' stood, that by this section 
a Revenue-officer can even alter entries to any extent and there w’ould be no 
finality of record. It can be changed by section 108 and by section lO’^A. 
1 submit Chapter X of tho Bengal Tenancy Act is a very complicated Chapter, 
and even it puzzles a Lawyer to find what remedies are given mid what 
remedioB uri' taken away ^ so if we have after section 108 another section 103A 
of tlie same nature the people may not know under which section to proceed, 
and mntters would bo complicated by liaving sections, the scope of which would 
be almost similar. Even, from the Report of the Select Committee, I find ibat 
what w'a!- really intended was to empower Revenue-officers to correct mistakes 
of a clerical character. I tbink that is what was intended and tliat is what 
should be made clear in this section.” 

The Il^m’blo Mu Cari.tle said : My reason for opposing tho amondment 

of tho noi'’ble Member is, tluit I think thoro might be obvious mistakes in the 
record which yot were not of a purely clerical kind. It is difficult to say how 
tho wrnds ‘ of a clerical kind ’ would bo interpreted. It will I>e noted thot, under 
the Bill, notice must bo given to tbe parties concerned betore corrections ore 
made, snd any order would bo subject to appeal. Boction 108 only applies to 
, orders under uertain sections.” 
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The motion being put, the Council divided:—

"! ho IIenable Mr. Caiiltle moved that sub-clause {2) of clause 2? of the 
Bill bo omitted, and that after section 109C, as re-lettered in clause 24 of 
the Bill, the following be inser^d, namely:— 

109D. A note of all rents settled and of all decisions of disputes on 
„ ^ 3 . revision or appeal under section 108, section 109A, 

Not. of deeuw^on record. or Bub-section (5) of section 1090, slmll be made 

in fho record'of-rights finally published under sub-section {£) of section 103A; 
and such note shall be considered as part of the record.” 

lie said :—This is an amendment which 1 have no doubt the Council will 
accept. It merely provides more fully than before for all cases in which notes 
of uppellate decisions are to be made in the record. With the leave of the 
President, 1 would propose that after the word ‘ sub-section ’ the figures and 
word ‘ (£) or ’ should be added. Those were omitted by mistake in the 
original draft.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


Clause S4. 

The Hon'ble Babu Jooendba Chani>ra Ghose moved that in sub¬ 
section (1) of the new section 109D, to bo inserted by clause 24 of the 
Bill, after the word‘‘Act” the woids “and by the terms of which, when 
there is an enhancem«nt of rent by such agreement or compromise, the 
enhancement is such as could not be mado under the provisions of this Act 
regarding enhancement by suit ”, be inserted. He said:— 

As it is, an agreement regarding an enhancement above one-eighth 
of the existing rent cannot be taken cognizance of by a Bevenue-olficer, but 
the landlord is entitled, under the Act in a suit for enhancement of rent, to get 
a higher rate than one-uigUth by suit imder the provisions of the Act. If that 
be BO, what he can get by a suit, why should not he be allowed to get that 
by an agreement ? 'I'his section goes against the other provisions of the 
Act, and can only bu made consistent with them, if the words as 1 huve put 
them be added to it; that is to say, if a landlord enters into a fair agreement, 
entitling him to an enhancement of rent to which he may bo ontitlud by suit, 
there is no reason why a Revenue-officer should not give effiect to such an 
agreement? In the first place, this section is subverj^ive of all principles of 
law: if an agreement is fairly entered into between the parties, there is no 
reason why any Court should nut take oognizunco of it. But certainly if it is 
obtained bjr fraud or collusion, the Court may not give efiect to it. 1 supported 
this provisioh when the Bill was first introduced that in order further to 
safeguard the riglits of the tenants, in view of the larger rights given to the 
lanmords, this might be accepted; but it will be going too far now to say 
that a Bevenne-officer shall not record any enhancement of rent, even such os 
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a landlord can get by auit. By tlie previous seetioA, he OftHndt givfe effect to 
•'any agreement which contravenes the provisions of section 29. Clause 2, in my 
humble opinion, seems to be an attempt, but a futile attempt to remedy the mis* 
chief which the previous section does.” 

The Hon’ble BabU Kai.t Pada Ghobh said:— “ I am not sure if sub-section 
(i) of section 109D does take away the landlord’s right to get such an enhance¬ 
ment as he could otdy get by a properly-framed suit for the purpose. If it 
really does, then 1 am in sympathy with the object of the amendmwt; although 
1 must say tho wording of the amendment requires some modification.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carltle said;—“The Government cannot accept tho 
amendment proposed by the Hon’blo Babu Jogendrn Chandra Ghose. It would 
out at the root of the piovisions regarding enhancement by agreement between 
parties.’ Cno of the most important principles embodied in the Tenancy Act is, 
that there is not freedom of contrnct as between zamindar and raiyat. If a 
zamindar wisiic s to got an enhancement above a certain amount, he must either 
goto the Civil Court or to the Sottlemont Officer as the case may be. Were the 
amendment to be accepted, this principle Would be entirely aholished.. I would 
also point out that the amendment involves the adoption of a new principle, 
and it would not bo in the power of the Bengal Council to pass, until it 
had been i pproved by the Government of India and the Secretary of State.” 

The motion was then put and lost. ^ 

Tho Ibn’ble Raja Peart Moban Mukharji moved that in el ante 24 
of the bill, sub-section (5) of the new section 109D, be omitted. He said :— 

“ When an agreement or compromise is entered into by two persons, no 
third party can bo affected by it. Third parties’ rights will not be 
jeopardisid by any settlement or stipulation mentioned in such agreement or 
compromise. It is on this ground that I beg to move my amendment.” 

Tho Hon’ble Me. Carltle said “I regret the Government cannot accept 
the amendment proposed by the Elon’ble Raja Peary Mohan Mukharji. The 
rocord-of-rights is one which is prepared for tho use of tho public geUcrally, 
and not merely for the benefit of the two parties to a dispute. If this is so, 
the Revenue-officer is clearly bound to see that he does not, without due 
inquiry, make an entry which might injuriously affect third parties. The 
Hon’ble Raja Peary Mohan Mukharji has contended that an entry giving effect 
to a settlement of a dispute between two parties does not legally affect a 
third party, but in practice it would affect third parties very seriously. If, for 
instance', e zamindar and tenure-holder were to enter into a fraudulent agree¬ 
ment that tlie tenure-holder is to be recorded as an occupancy Taiyat, the 
tenure-holder’s tenants would find it almost impossible in practice to establish 
that they held occupancy rights. It is probably well-known to many Members 
of Council that fur many years, in partition cases, raiyats submitted to entirely 
illegal enhancements of rents; simply because if a raiyat’s holding was parti¬ 
tioned between two zamindars, the partitioning officer allotted to each portion 
the rents stated by the zamindars, even thoura the result was to make the 
raiyat pay a much higher rental than he had given lor the nndivided holding 
or than could have been demanded from him under the law.” 

The motion was put and lost. 

The Uon’ble Raja Peart Mouam Mukharji alM moved that in the same 
clause, the proviso to the new section 109E, be omitfied. He said 

“ Sub-scction (.‘i) of section 109E gives the Board of Revenue power 
to direct a Revenue-officer to revise a reoord-of-rights and to settle fairs 
or equitable rents; so that this sub-scction gives the Board a power which 
cannot be exercised even by Your Honour yourself without the sanction of the 
Government of India. By section 112, Your Honour has the power of direot- 
iag a revision of rent, which means either the raising of the rents or reducing 
of the rents; but before issuing orders to that effect Tour Honour has to 
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(ji) Where the making of an applioation or the institution of a euit^ has been delajed, 
owing to the operation of siib-seetion (/), the period of three months th^em mentioned shall 
» be oxoluded in computing the period of limitation presoribed for such suit or application/* * 

<< It is necossary to explain the reasons which DGcessitated this amend¬ 
ment, and some slight history as regards the process of framing records is 
necessary to bo placed before Hon’blo Members* Those Hon’ble Members who 
are not very familiar with the proceedings under Chapter X of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, in a permanently-sett led area, do^ not probably know that thete 
are several stages through which the record of-riglits is taken. The first stage 
is the demarcation of tho boundary of Tillages; then comes the stage when 
officers of subordinate rank fill in different columns tentatively, and then 
the next year the attestation stage comes, that is, an officer of superior 
rank verifies the entries in the record-of-rights and decides any matter 
necessary for him to decide in order to retain tho record as far as possible at 
' that stage in a correct way ; then tho preliminary publication of records takes 

S ince, and after*that objectiops are invited and considered by the Settlement 
Officers. After the decision of objections under section 103 of tho Bengal 
Tenancy Act, tho final record is framed and published and very often at this 
stage, when a person who has preferred an objection in respect of an entry in 
the rocord-of-rights, finds that his objection has been lost lie files a suit in the 
Civil Court. 

When tho final publication takes place, tho zamindar, or rather any¬ 
body who has benofitca by the record, comes in and files an application under 
section lOo for feicttleineut of a fair rent, and generally it is the zamindar who does 
so. Whorl an applictition like that is put in, various questions ai-e raised by the 
party against whom that application its preferred; the objections may be on the 
ground that the man who has been entered as a tenant is not really tho tenant, 
that he holds his land rent-free or it may be that the status which has been 
secorded has not been correctly recorded, that is tliat he is not a tenure-holder 
but a raiyat and so forth* 

“ Section 105A, which has been accepted by Hon’blo Members to-day, 
provides for contingencies of settling fair rents under section 105 ; because 
unless and until those questions are decided a Revenue-officer cannot settle 
a fair rent, for it may be that the land is really rent-free, not rent¬ 
paying. In such a case, it will be a pure waste of time for a Revenue- 
4)fficur to settle fair rent and then to unsettle it, after it is decided that the land 
is not rent-paying. Tho whole of his labour is h.st in that case. I need not 
go into tho history of this section lOrjA, which has boon accepted to-day; it will 
suffice for mo to bajt that, if tliat section had not been adopted matters would 
have been made considerably difficult. That is one stage of the case. 

The tenant, it may be, after an application under section 105 has been filed 
-—this has to be filed within two months after tho date of certificate of final pub¬ 
lication—and before he gets a summons in the case or before ho is called upon 
to appi ar and pqt in his written statement, may go to the Civil Court or to the 
Revenue Court under section 106 and file a suit. Provision has been made 
covoriT!g this contingency, and the freedom of choice of the plaintiffs as to the 
vonuo of their suits at this stage has been loft untouched. There is, however, 
no provision in the Bengal Tenancy Act providing against a contingency 
like the one contemplated by this now section 11 IB. 

I have already submitted that, before final publication of the record and 
after the decision of an objection under section 103A, a person may go to the 
Civil Court and file a suit. But what is the Settlement Officer, under these cir¬ 
cumstances, to do for instance when dthero is an application under section 105 
pending before him?^ Up to this time, parallel cases have been going on simul¬ 
taneously in the Civil Court as well us in the Settlooient Department* The 
Revenue-officer may now sometimes say that he had the first seisin of the case, 
and the Civil Court therefore has no jurisdiction to try the issues that has arisen 
before him at that time; the Civil Court saying, on the other hand, we are a Oivil 
Court and there is no authority by which we can be divested of jurisdiotion* 
In this way, considerable difficulty has ensued, and the difficulty has been ex*. 
peridncod not only by the landlord but by the raiyat as well. In order to 
prevent this double mode of procedure, this section 11 IB has been proposed* 
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** Three months after the final pnblioatiun of the record, I maj^repeat, is 
period during which a person can file a suit under ^ section 106 of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act; so that by the provision contained in the prraoBcd section lllB, 
time is given to a party to elect whether he should go to the Civil Court or to the 
Bevenue Court as plaintiff. The issues covered by this section are the follow¬ 
ing, namely:—Whether the land is or is not liable to payment of rent; whether 
the relation of landlord and tenant exists ; whether the land is port of a parti¬ 
cular estate or tenancy, a tenancy and whether there is any special condition or 
incident of or whether a right of wap or easement attaches to the land comprising 
the tenancy ? Now, these are questions which very generally crop up in connec¬ 
tion with the decision of oases under section 105, and it m^^ be questioned 
why is it that the wording of this section is somewhat diserent from the 
wording of section 105A ; as it will be seen that there are four classes of issues 
contemplated by this section 1111}, whereas there are more than four classes of 
issues contemplated by section 105A? Evidently, it was intended that the 
nature of the questions or issues intended to be dealt with should be the same 
in both these sections. 

It will be remembered, however, that section 105A was worded with 
reference to the record as finalfy framed, and because the consideration of anv 
issue meiitionod in section lOdA has to proceed upon the record as framed. 
Therefore, the wording of sedtidn 105A is slightly different from the wording 
of section 11 IB, so far as the classes of issues mentioned in each of these 
sections is concerned ; but it will be seen that practically every question that 
comes up inWsection 105A comes also in section 11 IB, when coupled with 
section 111 which forms a complement to it. The wording is different, because 
of the fact that the wording of one section is directed to the record itself ; 
whereas the other is independent of any such basis. 1, therefore, submit that 
the matter of section 111B, together w>tb that of section 111 and the matter of 
section 105A, are practically identical in point of the questions which they are 
intepded to cover. Then wo go on to the second clause :— 

‘ If, boforo tho final publioaticm of the naoid-of-ngbte in such area, a suit for &e deciaion 
of any of the issues mentioned in sub-seotion (1) dm been instituted in a Civil Court, the 
Bevenue-officor shall not entertain any suit under section 106 involving the decision of the 
same issue.’ 

" This is a matter, the principle of which has already been accepted by 
the acceptance of the two amendments adopted by the Council, in the shape 
of the two provisoes added to sectiims 105A and 106 ; and it is only with a view ; 
to prevent siinnltaneous suits in a Civil Court, and before the section 106 Officer, 
that tliis clause (S) is proposed. 

“ The third clause where, in the course of setting fair rents under section 
105, the Bevenuc-officer finds that, by reason of a suit involving the decision of 
any of tho issues mentioned in sub-section (i) having been instituted in a Civil 
Court, before the final publication of the leoord-of-rights or before a kevenue- 
officer under section 106, be is unablo to settle a fair rent until such issue lis 
decided, the Revenue-officer shall stay the proceedings for the settlement of a 
fair rent, pending a final decision on the issue ; and, after the issue has been 
finally decided, he shall settle a fair rent as if the record-of-rights had been 
framed in accordance with such decision. This is in exact consonance with 
existing practice. Where there is a paralld suit before the Civil Court the 
Revenue officer while proceeding under section 105 or 106 is at sea and ho does 
not know which way to turn ; and this clause^lays down the procedure for him. 

‘"The last clause (4), where the making of an application or the institution 
of a suit has boon delayed owing to the operation of sub-section (i), the period 
of thrm months therein mentioned shall be excluded in computing the period of 
limitation proscribed for such suit or application. 

“This is a necessary clause; because when a plaintiff is stopped from 
filing a civil suit, it may be. he loses his right to bring a suit in the Civil Court 
upon the expiiy of. the period of three months during which such suits are 
stopped. I have already submitted to the Council that the reason why the filing 
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of civil auita is forbiddejn foK thi^ nwnths after tU<9 final pytblicfttioiX pl leoorda, 
^8, to give tinae for election to the party concerned, and therefore it is right 
and proper that tbe period of limitation Hhould operate in hia favour daring wi* 
period of three monins. That is the object of clause (i). 

I think I have now briefly explained the object of section 11 IB, and 
1 hope Hon’ble Members will agree with me in thinking that this is a very 
necessary section. Great difficalties have been experienced for want of a 
definite procedure which would control parallel suits or stop parallel suits 
in tbe settlement and the Civil Courts, and the proposed section 11 IB is 
to give relief not only to the officers of Government concerned 
but to the general body of both landlords and tenants. With these words, 
I recommend this section. ” 

The Hou’ble Babu Sau Pada Ghosh said:-—have no intention of oppos* 
ing section; but 1 may be permitted to make a suggestion to the Hon^ble 
Member in charge of the Bill as to whether the period of three months, whicffi 
has been mentioned in clause (1) of section 11 IB, covers all cases which, by this 
section, he intends to provide. The period of three months has been taken, 
it ooinoides with the period mentioned in section 106 of the Bengu 
Tenancy Act; but in cases where a suit has been instituted, imdor sectiou 106 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act, within three months of the final publication of the 
record, say after two months and twenty days and necessarily some time wiU, 
be taken up in the final decision and it may continue for some months, the 
question is, if the very same matter regarding which a suit ^s been filed 
under section 106 be taken to the Civil Court, after the expiry olthree months 
from the final publication of the record but before the decision of the suit 
under section 106, whether the Civil Court’s jurisdiction would bo barred in 
such a ease P If not, a distinct difficulty arises which the Hon’ble Member wants 
to remove by section 111 B.” 

The Hon’ble Babu JoeasmtA Nath Mukbabji remarked 1 think the 
limitation Act covers that. ” 

The Hon’hle Babh EiXii Pada Ghosh crmtinned I am not speaking of 
the time. The question is, when a suit is pending under section 106 and the same 
matter is taken up by the Civil Court, can the Civil Court be prevented from 
proceeding with it?’’ 

The Hon’ble Babd JoeaimBA Nath Mokhabji said:—** You cannot have the 
same question tried over again by the Cfivil Court. You cannot have two snita 
running on at the same time.” 

The Hon’ble Babh T^au Pada Ghosh saidI would suggest another 
thing, namely, ^at the question or issue involved in clauim of section 
IfiSA has not been specifically mentioned. If it has been intentionally left 
out, some difficulty will arise. So far as 1 see, it does not expressly come 
imder the new section lllB and 1 think it onght to be specifically mentioned.” 

The Hou’ble Babd Jooextdba Nath Mukharji said:—*' I think section 
111 deals with tbe question of determination of the status of a tenant, and 
therefore corresponds to clause («) of section lOSA.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Cabdti.b saidT:—** I agree with the Hon’hle Babn Jogendra 
Nath Mukharji. I think the difficulties raised are soffioiently provided for.” 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

Seeiiona 116 and iSO. 

The Hon’ble Babo Kali Pada Ghosh moved that in section 116 of 
tiwAet, after the word proprietor’s” the words “or t«iuxe>hdder’s’* be 
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added| and thut the alterations that may bo ncoessary in fiootions 117| llSy 
120 and 129A for such addition be made* He 6aid:~ 

Section 116 as it stands only protects tho private lands of proprietors 
as defined in this Aot| and thereby it excludes tlio private lands of all 
tenure-holders. This is a very important question, and I hope it will 
engage the careful attention of the Council; because, in this Province, there is 
a very large class of tenure-holders who have private latids, and I nuiyjSay 
that tho private lands of the tenure-holders may be greater in extent than those 
of the proprietci's. One and the ^amc landholder may be a proprietor and a 
tenure-holder. I do not think it can be the intention of the Legiislaturo tViat 
private lands of tenure-holders should bo excluded from the ope ration of section 
116, and only a proprietor’s lands should be protected by that section. It may 
be said that this is a now addition which 1 want in section 116, but section 116 
as it stands only protects one class of lands ; and 1 submit that a tenure-holder’s 
private lands arc not protected and the right of occupancy should not be 
allowed to accrue in such lands,” 

We know that there are a very large number of muIcarariiJara and patni- 
dara in this part of the country, and as a matter of fact the ptivato lands of 
such tenure-holders have been recognized as such even in tho tettlenient proceed¬ 
ings ; so I simply ask that the words ^or tenure-holders’ may bo addeef,so that 
no difficulty may arise in interpAtmg this section ard (hat it may not be said 
that the private lands of tenure-holders have been iutcntioually left out.” 

The Hon’hip Babu Jogekdba Chandka Ghosr said :—“ I bog to support (his 
amendment. It is a ydain omission in section 116, but if tho amendment is 
carried tho omission, which is in favour of the tenant, will be removed; but in 
other sections of tho Act, which gives the zamindar’s rights iu (lie hhama lands, 
the defect may not be removed. Section 116 is now before tlio Council for con¬ 
sideration, and 1 submit tho amendment of tho Uon’ble Bubu Kuli Pada Ghosh 
is a reasonablo one and should be adopted.” 

Tho Hon’blo Babu Radha Charan Pal said :—“ I also support the amend¬ 
ment. Section 116 expressly protects Government land, Railway land, and 
proprietor’s private lands from the accrual of occupancy rights. Tenure* 
Holders are persona who have acquired fiom tho ])roprieiors a right to hold 
land, for establishing tenants as well as for collcclion of rents ; and I think that 
their interests are, so far ns these lands are concerned, practically tho same ns 
those of tho original proprietors from whem they have got tlio land. L think, 
therefore, that the interests of (he tenure-holders ouglit to be safe guarded by 
tho addition of the w'ords ‘or tenure-fioldcr’s ’ after the word ^proprietor’s’, 
as suggested by tho llon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Carlyle said:—Tho Government cannot accept this 
amendment. A fatal objociion to it is, that it involves a now departure, which 
would require to be accepted by the Government of India and tho bocrctary of 
State before legislation could be introduced into the Council on the point. Section 
116 is quite clear; it docs not apply to permanent tenure-holders and is not 
intended to apply. Independently of this objection, I would resist taking 
it up now. 1 doubt whether permanent tenure noldors can anywhere 
claim rightly to hold private lands of tho same character as Bengal and Bihar 
zamindars. A full inquiry would bo necessary as to wiietlur such rights 
should bo allowed. I am not prepared to give an opinion off-hand, but my 
impression is (hat tlio cares are not parallel. «1 may point out the Hoii’ble 
Member’s proposal would apparer^tly have tho effect of enabling even temporary 
tenure-holders to acquire private lands, and to har the accrual f>f occupancy- 
rights by tenants admitted (o occupation of tho land by temporary tenure- 
holders. 'J'his is altogether a now principle, which has been rtiisod ia Council 
for the first timo to-day.” 

The Hon’blo Baku Kali PadaGhobh in reply said admit my nmend- 

ment involves a new principle, but tho question ia of such serious iuipoitunco 
that 1 had expected it would Lavo been caniod; its uon-acccptaucc 'ivilt render 
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tenure*holders* lands unsafe, and 1 hope steps will be taken to remedy this 
omission in section 116. 1 do not think it was an inteottonal omiisum, butaA 

^ oversight.*’ . 

The motion was then pat and lost. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh a'so moved that in section 116 of the 
Act, the words ” and Orissa ” be added after the word ** BongaL” Ho said 

“This amendment has also reference to the same section, and its 
object is to safegua^ any misinterpretation that may arise by not having 
the word * Orissa * in that section. My reason is simply this: that the section 
as it stands classifies certain lands in Bengal by certain names, and also similar 
lands in Bihar. As this section has been introduced into Orissa, I think it 
would be desirable to add the words * and Orissa * after the word * Bengtd,’ so 
that'there may not be any misinterpretation that this section does not iuolude 
lands in Orissa.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Cabltlk said:—“Imust oppose the Hon’ble Member's 
amendment. This Chapter of the Bengal Tenancy Act was not in force 
when the settlement was made in Orissa, and if insarted it would probacy 
have the result of giving zamindars the right of holding land as private 
land in many cases where it was not the intention that such rights shonld be 
given. 1 do not tliink the Council ought to accept this amendment.” 

The rion’blo Babu Kali Pada Ghosh then, by leave ^ the Council, 
withdrew the amendment as also the following motion, which stood in his name, 
namely:—“ that -in clause (a) of section 120 (J) of the Act, after the words 
“ this Act” the following words be added, tiomely:— 

“and, in case of the Division of Orissa, twelve continuous years 
immediately before the date of extension of this section to that Division.” 

Chute S9A, 

The Hon’ble Raja Peart Mohah Mhkhabji moved that clause 29A of the 
Bill be omitted. He said:— 

** Section 29A is open to very grave objections. In the first place, it 
is opposed to all recognized principles of judicial procedure, to dictate 
to an officer engaged in a ^Kasi-judicial inqui^ as to the nature of the 
evidence on which he is to come to a conclusion. His discretion shonld not be 
fettered. In the second place, it is beyond the power of this Uonnoil to 
enact a law which would enable a District Officer to go counter to the principle 
of ret judicata. When a decree has been passed by a Oivil Court, whether 
ez-parte or upon fraudulent representations, tnat decree will have the fenroe and 
validity of a decree of a Civil Court, so long as it is not set aside by the Civil 
Court. The dictum of a Revonae*officer, holding that a decree is invalid or 
ftandulent, does not in the least take away from the validity or weight of a 
Civil Court decree. The person who has got the decree—I mean the decree- 
holder—-will, if he applies to the Conrt, get every relieif ordered by that 
decree; the Oivil Court will be bound to give him snob relief in nnte ot 
the dictum of a Revenue-officer. 

“ I submit., therefore, that, havii^ regard to the serious objections I 
have pointed out, this clause of the BUI shonld be omitted. Your Honour 
will BOO that cases of fraudnlenl decrees are not unprovided for by the 
Evidenco Act. Section 44 of the Evidenoe Act provides that, when a 
decree has been proved in a suit or other proceeding by a party, the adverse 
party is at liberty to provo that that decree was obtained by fraud or 
misrepresontation ; so that all that clause 29A proposes to provide has b ee n 
already authoritatively provided for in the Evidenoe Act; and I think that 
this Gonneil should be content with the provision of the law as it at 

pres^ak” 
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The Hon’ble Baja B4ir Bq^bi. Hlap^ said:-—** Y(Mir Honoor, liieg to 
svrattort say h^n’ble friend in Bis npinion this clause be omitted from 
BuL On the face of it, it looks Tety unpropei*. and uiunst that a decfMi: tft, a 
Civil Court passed on a suit (even if it be given under a decision of the U oa^a 
^gh Court) can be nullified by a Settlement Officer. A Revenue-officex, 
possessihg a doubtful . experience, is to be empowered to set at naught the 
judicial finding of the highest Court, if on inquiry he finds that what is stated in 
the deed of compromise, agreement or the decree, is not borne out by the. 
evidence record^ by him at tlie time of the local inquiry, he is not to give 
effect to such decree, etc This is virtually giving the ^ttlemont Officer much 
greater power than it is fair and safo to entrust him with, specially as there is 
no time-limit to the re-opening of the question. 


** 1 need hardly say that it is not uncommon that only the members of a 
combined body sometimes are brought before the Settlement Officer at the time 
of the inquiry, and that the subordinate officers of the Settlement Department 
sometimes have favourable evidence recorded on behalf of such persons as 
pay them well or are otherwise able to secure their sympathy. 1 think, Sir, 
the directions given to the Settlement Officers under section 120 of the Act, as 
they now stand, are quite sufficient, and further provision, which is under 
disoussion, need not be made. Besides, Sir, a good deal of injustice, I fear, 
may be done to those land-lojrds that have extensive firai or nHjota lands. 
BEenoe, I consider that the provw be expunged from the Bill. 


The Hobble Babu Bisdpeiioba NathBasd said:— ‘‘1 also support my 
friend, the Hon’ble Baja Peary Mohan Mukharji, in this amendment. In the 
Mote of Dissent that 1 have appended to the Boport of the Select Committee 
I Itove taken exception to this clause, both on the ground of principle and as 
being of very doubtful value in practice. From the Notes circulated to us, 
1 find that excej^tion is taken to the prraosition which I ventured to lay down, 
tlmt it is objectionable on principle. The principle is this—that a finding of a 
Civil Court shall not be disturbed, and 1 think it would be a mistake to invest 
a Bevenuo-offioer with authority to inquiro and decide whether a decree of a 
Civil Court in a contested suit was obtained by collusion or fraud which is 
practically the effect of clause 29A; it is objectionable on principle and of 
very doubtful value in practice. The clause fixes no time within which a Civil 
Court decree may be challenged before a Bevenuo-offioer, aud the provision 
will lead to settled questions being re-opened, after lapse of considerable time 
and to unnecessary litigation. That is a well recognized principle in criminal 
proceedings; its application occurs every day in cases of trespass qnd for 
offences against property. The counter-propositioD is stated in the Note 
thus:— 

* This olause in the maiu xe-sasorts the principle already accepted in clause 24 that, 
agEesments or oompromisee made before a Revenue-ofSoer should not be held to afleot the 

E hts of third paxtios. But in regard to the record of proprietor’s private land, the majority 
ua oonaidcr it necessary to go further and to provide that the Bevonue-ofiloer ehall not he 
md to record land, as proprietor's private land, because it has been deolaved to be Bojin a 
decree whidh has been ootauied 9»-parte or by odUusion^ or fraud. The question whether 
land b proprietor's private land aSeata not merely the parties to a partionlar suit, viz^ the 
londldra and the tenant for the time being, but also all future oooupants of the land, and it 
is neoeasary to safeguard thni interests as far as possible. It would be easy for a Iwdlord 
to obtahi on or collusive decree, doolaring oertein land to be proprietor's private 

land, by suing a non-existent or fiotitions defendant who had no ooneern with the land. 
We oonsider, therefore, that in framing a reoord-of-rigbts regarding suoh lanA the Bevenne* 
offl^ ehdtdd not be bound by deoiees of the natanT rmexxed to, but ehoold be required to 
satisfy Ifimself by independent evidence oe to the real natnre of the land.' 

We do not question that a Civil Court can set aside its own decree if it is 
satufied from a regular hearing that the decree was obtained by fraud or col¬ 
lusion, but that Court must be a Court which can exercise jurisdiction in the 
matter. ^ It has also been established that a party may take the defence in a 
Civil suit of a decree having been obtained by fraud or collusion, That also 
wiU have to be tried by thq Civil Court, but the principle that I was contending 
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for was this: that the Court ie not a Civil Court and that a mere Revenue- 
officer should not be allowed to interfere with decrees of Civil Courts. It 
^ will impair the value of our Civil Court decrees, and I submit it would introduce 
a very dangerous innovation. It is possible if a Revenue-officer finds that 
there is anything suspicious in a Civil Court decree, he can easily remit 
the parties to their remedies in the Civil Courts. Therefore, I think that on 
principle this is objectionable. It is also, as I have said, of very doubtful 
value in practice, for I am quite sure that very few Reveiiuo-offioers, unless 
they are possessed of an extraordinary amount of ‘zid ^ in a certain matter— 
which unfortunately is not absolutely uncommon—will disregard Civil Court 
decrees. That being so, I do not soo the use of introducing a principle of 
legislation in a Kent Bill which, as T say, cannot be justified.’’ 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Radha Giiakan Pal said “ I rise to support the 
motion of the Hon’blo Raja Peary Mohan Mukliarji, that this clause be 
omitted from tho Bill. Section 120 lays down rules for the determination of 
a proprietor’s private land. In a Civil Court, if the question of right has been 
thrown out and a decree is obtained, 1 do not think it would be to the interest 
of tho landlord or tho tenants that tlie matter should bo ro-oponed by the 
Kevenuo-officer at a subsequent stage, and especially when there is no time to 
make inquiry. It has been often remarked and often brought to iTour Honour’s 
notice, that litigation is tho bane of this country that the raiyuts in many 
oases are ruined in litigation in which they aro involved with tlio landlords of 
tho country. "In this case, I do not think that any benefit will accrue to tho 
raiyat; but, on the contrary, he will bo plunged into litigation^gain over a 
matter which has been settled and decided by a constituted Court of Law, and 
tho raiyat will, in tho long run, bo worsted by tlio re-opeiiinir of tho whole 
question of hia rights which has been onco decided by the Civil Court. In 
these circumstances, I su 2 >port tho motion.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mr. Allen said:—I um rather doubtful whether all the 
Hon’blo Members, who have spoken on this subject, have nppreciafed the exact 
bearing of this section 29A upon the law, and 1 would ask Your Honour’s 
pormission to say a word or two about the law as it stands buforo dealing 
with their observations. Under section 13i), a Rcvonuo-o/Iicer has to make 
an inquiry in order to frame his record as regards n proprietor’s j)rivate lands, 
and he has to record as proprietor’s private lands u)l lands wdjich uro defined as 
such under section 120. Uhe effect of that record will l/O found in section 116, 
which provides that nothing in (Jhapter V, whicii is the Chapter which deals 
witli accrual of occupancy rights, sJiall confer a right of occupancy in, and 
nothing in Chapter VI shall apply to, lauds so recorded ; in other words, no tenant 
may hereafter acquire occupancy rights in any laud which tho Kevenuo-officer 
has recorded as being proprietor’s ijrivato lands. 

That is a very important penalty upon tlio raiyats of a village, and the 
Soloot Committee Iiave very carefully considered how far they ought to gj in 
protecting the raiyats of a village against u wrong record of what is proprietor’s 
priv:\to land. It might w'ell happen, the Select Committoo thought, that a ^ 
collusive decree might bo obtained by a zamindar, against one or more of his 
raiyats, in a suit in which tho raiyat did not attempt to fight the claim of the 
zamindar; the result of which might bo that all or a very largo portion of tho 
lands of a village might bo decreed, as between tho j)artior, to be proprietor’s 

f irivnto land. If ihoii a Revenue-officer going into tho village, after that decree 
lad been passed, wore to adopt that decree as tho basis of his record and were 
to record all tho lands or such of the lands as were affected by the dooreo 
as being proprietor’s private lauds, very grave injury would bo dealt to tho 
raiyats of tho village, and not only to them but to their descendants for all 
time; in other words, a decree which is passed botwoon certaiu parties only 
might prejudicially affect tho interests of a very much wider circle of tenants. 

appeared, therefore, to tho Select Oonimitteo that some special 
pr:>Tisioii was necessary in the law to pr(^vcnt 5;;mh a result occurring. Soum 
of tho Members of thq Select Committee thouglit tliat a Revonuo-officer 
ought to go behind any decree that might Lavo been passed; in other

words, in spite of any decree that might have been passed, after due inquiry 
and whether contested or not, he yet ought to disregard it if he eamd 
to the conclusion that the decree was^ wrong. On the other hand, other 
Members pressed before us the view, which has been {Mressed upon the Council 
to-day by the Hon’blo Members who have spoken upon this amendment, and 
they said it would be wrong that a Revenue-officer should have power in that 
way to override the decrees of a Court passed after a full hearing and on a 
proper consideration of the evidence. 

“ TFie Select Committee adopted a middle course: they accepted the view 
that had been pressed and they said that whore a decree had been passed with 
the parties before the Court and after due consideration of the evidence, 
effect must bo given to the decree by the Eevenue-officer; but they held and 
they were advised that there were other decrees, which could not bo so 
described and which might have been obtained ex-parie or by collusion or 
fraud. , Such decrees, the Select Committee thought, should not protect the 
zamindars against the accrual of occupancy rights for all time; and it was 
in adopting this middle course that the Select Committee have framed the 
section as it stands to day. I would press upon Hon’ble Members the view 
that the wording of the section as it now stands is the reasonable o:ie; for 
while on tho one hand it , preverit. a certain class of decrees which are 
described as being ex-parie or obtained by collusion or fraud from interfering 
with the accrual of oocupan^.*y rights it will on the other band protect bond 
fide decrees mud their decree holders in the enjoyment of rights decreed to 
them.’’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carlyle said:—T cannot accept the proposal entirely to 
omit the section; and for the reasons given by the Ilon’ble Mr, Alien it is very 
important. As regards the objection raised by the Ilon’ble Kaja Peary Mohan 
Mukharji as to tho matter being ret judicata^ I do not seo how that objection can 
possibly arise. A matter is tee judicata merely as between parties. It may bo 
ree judtoaia as between a zamindar and his tenant, who is*a party to a fraudulent 
or collusive decree, but it is not m judicata as regards tho public, and the 
provision of the Kill is not in conflict with legal principles. 

‘‘ I am prepared to omit, and will myself move, if necessary, that tl-o 
words ‘which has beon passed rx parte or’ be omitted, but I am not prepared 
to go further. Kvory Civil Court has a right, and is in tact bound, to rcfinso to 
act on a decree obtained by collusion or fraud, and there is no reason why a 
Revenue-officer should accept a collusive or fraudulent decree, csprcially . wlien 
it is remembered that the question he has to decide affects not only tlie parties 
between whom these suits have been brought but tho public gouerally. 1 can 
see no reason to btdievo that Revenue-officers are likely luistily to conclude 
that decrees arc collusive or frauiHileut any more than Muiisifs or Subordinate 
Judges. The decision of the Revenue-officer will of course not alter the effect 
of tho decree as between the parties the h\xit in wiiich it was obtained. • 

“ Tho ITon’ble Babu BhupenJra Nath Basil’s suggestion that they are liable 
to abuse and that it would be introducing a dangerous innovation, I can see no 
reason for this, I think it is important that very careful inquiry should be 
made before any Revenue-officer passes an order. 

“I am, therefore, opposed to the omission of ths whole clause,but 1 will 
move that the reference to ‘ ex-parte decree? ’ be omitted.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 

The Ilon’ble Babd Bhupkrdra Nath Basu moved that in clause 29A 
of the Bill the words “ or in any decree which has been passed cx^parte^ 
or which is proved to his satisfaction to have been obtained by ct Ilusion or 
fraud ”, be omitted. ^ Ho said :~ 

I will not go into tho reasons because I have already explained 
thoou” . • . 
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Tho Hon’ble Mr Cabjlyle said :—I have already given my reasons for 
'refusing to accept this Bmendnient in dealing with the amendment proposed by 
the Hon’blo Itaja Peaxy Mohan Mukharji, and I do not ifvi^h to take up the 
time of the Council in again giving my reasons for rejocting it*’^ 

The motion was put and lost. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendka Nath Rasu also moved that in clause 29A 
of the Bill, the words or which is proved to bis satisfaction to have been 
obtained by collusion or fraud ** be omitted, lie said 

It has been said that ex-parie decrees are often obtained without serv- 
tng the summons of the Court, and consequently it would be injudicious 
and probably unsafe to attach Iho same importanco to tX’parfe decrees as 
a decree obtaind in a contested case, though, in the strick interpretation 
of legal principles, an rs?decree has the same force as a decree in a 
contested case ; yet, 1 fully admit that there are cases whero summonses 
ai'O not served, and consequently the mischief that may be done by an ex-parie 
decree will bo avoided if we ro-open that portion wliich has been passed 
tx^parte and omit tlio porticn ‘ or which is proved to his satisfaction to have 
been obtained by collusion or fraud.’ ” 

The Hon’ble JUnu Kali Pai>a Ghosh said :—One of the arguments 
advanced as regards tiiis ] oint is, that the entry which the Kevenuo-ofliccr will 
make will be evidence against tho public, and therefore he can go behind 
a decree which might have been obtained by fraud or coilusi^h and he may 
or may not accept this d< cree if ho is satisfied that it was so obtained. Of 
course so far as those who aro not parties to that deerre aro concerned, there 
may 4^0 much force in tho aiguinent, but as regards tho parties themselves, I do 
not see how a Revenue officer can go behind such a decree, which may 
have been passed years and years ago ard ho n«ay make an entry against 
such a decree. It is objectionable in principle, and 1 submit, therefore, that the 
amendment proposed by the Hou’ble Bubu Bhupendra Nath Rasu sbould be 
accepted.” 

The ITon’ble Mm. Carlyi.e said :—As regards the effect of a collusive or 
fraudulent decree, no entry of a Revenue-officer will affect any dc^cision pckssed 
between tlie parries, but 1 must oppose the amenrirnent for the reasons 1 have 
already given in dealing with the Uon’ble Raja Peary Mohan Mukharji’s 
amendment.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 

The Hon’ble Babu BnurKNDRA Nath Basu also moved that the fallowing 
be added after clause 29A, namely:— 

Provided nevertheless that a Rovonuo-oflScer shall give effect to a decree 
of a Civil Court which is more than sis years old and under which such land 
lias been held by the landlord as his private land fora coDtinuous period of sis 
yeais.” 

Ho saidI move this amendment with some amount of confidence, though 
I must admit iny confidenoo has been somewhat shaken by the vote on llie 
previous amendmont. Section 120 of tho Act provides that—- 

* Ibo Revinue oOicer shall rsoord as a proprietor’s private land— 

(а) land which is proyt»d to hasre been onliivated as khamar^ niral^ sir, nij^ ntjot cr 

k imal by the proprieti^r himself, with his own stock or by bin own servants or 
by hired labour for twelve continuous years immediately befoie the pasdng 
of this Act, and 

(б) cultivafod land which is recognised by village usage as pioprietor’s khamar^ 

nij^ nijjoty or kan.ai* 

So that whatever may be the antecedent history of the laiid^ whether originally 
it was khimar land or other land, the tenant had a tight to have oceupancy 
rights in. If it is proved to a Revenue-offirer that such land has been held 
for twelve years continuously by the landlord and cultivated by him, then I 
say that^ u^^twithatanding anything which may have preceded this stMe of 
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tbingv^i ihd Rerenue^offioer in bound to record this as the proprietor’s private 
land«^ If that bo so, is it too much to a^k my hon’blo friend to^accept thos 
prinoiple I now eoek to place before the Council, namely, that if there has been 
a decree of tho Civil t)ourt, either ez-parU or contestetl, and if in pursuance 
of that decree tiio landlord has taken possession of tho land as his private land 
in the face of the whole village and in the present o of all tho villagers, and 
has for six contiimous years kept possession of the land ami cultivated tho 
land as his ztrat or khamar land, I say would it be too much to ask that the 
Revenue-officer should reco^niz ^3 such lands as the landlord’s private lands ? 
1 submit, with considerable conlidenoi', that there is no objection to such land 
being recognizod as the landlord’s private lands. 

tho decree is ezparte but if it is followed by possession, then the 
p%fU character of the decree altogether vaniwliOss; because as soon as the landlord 
takes possession the fact of tho decree is brought home to tho tenant. If the 
decree is fraudulent or collusive, that only means that there is some sort of au 
arrangemout between the tenant and the landlord for some ulterior object; the 
direct object not being tho dispossession of the tenant in favour of the landlord. 
It can only bo either collusion or fraud. I take collusion fir^t; if it is collusion, 
then, Sir, the meaning is that thero is an underhand arrangement between the 
proprietor and bis tenant, and that undorhani arrangement is for the purpose of 
defeating some other right. is coll^^ion. We have instances like that in 

many phases of Hfe« Bu<m as in henami trunsactions. 

“I subrnsA however, that if, under a Civil Court decree, tho landlord takes 
possession under a so called collusive decree and rciains possession for six 
years, and receives tho profits of tlie land, certainly the prcsumjdiL.u of collusion 
is atonco negatived. 1 say, with considerable coufidonce, tlmt in such a state of 
things my hon’blo friend will not bo able to cliorge the hmJlord or the tenant 
with coliusion. There is no collusion Por fraud, bi cause iiaud means that 
the landlord obtains a decree in suppression of tho tenant’s rights, by some 
fraudulent method: for example, A, a landlord, obtains a d^creo against B, 
whereas tho retd tenant is C, that is a fr iudulent decrc^e; but when A seeks to 
obtain possession of the land against C, tho latter is at once apprised of tho fact 
that there has boon a fraudulent deerro behind him, and tlien he has got the 
remedy which tho general law provides, namely, that oven after three years ho 
can go and set aside the decree. 

It may be said that a collusive decree may bo kept cpnescont .and may bo 
brought up in time for the purpose of asserting a false claim, but the amend¬ 
ment which I propose is, that even if there is a fraudulent decree —a suppnitiiion 
which I humbly submit under these circumstances which I suggest would be im¬ 
possible—the man must come forward within throe years from tiie time the decree 
is executed to assert his right; if he does not, his right gt^cs. It may be said tliat. 
so much time may elapse that the landlord - may hereafter be prevented fron» 
proving fraud, but it is well-kno*vu that if a docree-holder mak< s default 
in exaouting bis decree for thr« e years he h>scs his right to execute tho decree, 
unless he has made a previous attempt to execute and failed. Consequently, I 
submit this amendment to my hun'ble friend in ohurge of the Bui with 
cousi derable.confid ence. 

I am aware that cares have been known where powerful landlords hnve 
so conducted themselves as to deprive tlieir tenants of their just rights, 
but 1 humbly submit the safeguards I piopose would operate iijiainst such 
a pratice ; and. Sir, powerful landlords we not very common in Bengal. 
In Northern Bengal and Biliar, we have to deal mostly with Cf)-8liurer land¬ 
lords or landlords belonging to the upper middle ohisscs; but I sny if the 
law, as it now stands, n<»t Cniy allows but makes it obligatory upon a Kovenue- 
officer to record tho land as the landlord’s private land if the land has been 
ill poseossioii, it stands to reason that if there has been a decree of a Civil 
Gourt ezpafif or otherwise and if that decree has been followed by possession 
and used for six oonsecutivo years, there is no reason why that deciee should 
not be recognizod and given affect to and no reason wJiy a Kov'ciiuo-otHccr 
should. go behind such a decree and take evidence as to whether it was a 
fraudolent or aoIlusivA decree.^’ 
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^ The Hon’blo Bai3U Jooendra Chandra Ghose said:—to support 
th^ amendment on the ground that a tenant, affected by a decree obtained by 
collusion or fraud, cannot after throe years but be cognizant of the fnet. 
My friend, the mover, hns given eiry ©irs; under the Limitation Act, the period 
is three years. Upon the wording of the amendment, when the land 
has boon in possession of the landlord for six years that is sufficient notice. 
1 submit that if this amendment is not carried the provision of the law proposed 
would go against the Limitation Act.’^ 

The Hon^ble Mr, Allkn said:—I should like to say a word with refer¬ 
ence to the remarks of the Hon'ble Babu Bliupendra Nath Basu. He dwell 
upon the fact of the possession of the landlord’s private land as being some 
overt act which would bo performed in the face of the whole village, but as a 
matter of fact the private land of a landlord is not as a rule cultivated by 
himself at all. It is usually cultivated by tenants very much in the same 
way as the ordinary raiyiiti hind ; the only distinction between the zamindar’s 
private land and the ordinary raiyati land of the village being that 
the tenant docs not get occupancy right in the former lands. Therefore, 
the argunient tltat because the landlord has held this land as private land for 
a continuous period of six years therefore it must be recognized in the 
village us Ids private land falls to the ground, because the villagers would 
not necessarily know and would not probably know that the zamindar claimed 
this land as his private laud,” 

The Hon’blo Raja Ban Bihari Kapur said :—I support the amendment. 
Every tenant in a village knows which is really private land and which is, what 
I may call, public land, that is land belonging to tenants ; and it is a mistake 
to uigo that the contrary is the case. Every tenant knows ever^ inch of 
the land which is under cultivation and which is the zamindar's private land. 
Therefore, Sir, what iny hon’ble friend has suggested that the six years* limit 
might bo introduced lias my full support ; but I should like to say one thing 
more. 

With the permission of my Iion’ble friend, there is some provision in the 
Act that if a tenant occupies the lend for 12 years he acquires a right of occu- 
pancy^ ' Her© my hon’blo friend is proposing that even if the land was not his, 
but still if.the land was occupiedf for six continuous 5"oar8, that ought to be 
recognized os Ids private land. 1 should like to make a furtlier amendment, if 
this amondnient is lost, tbnt this period may bo extended io 12 years ; and that 
when a tenant is able to acquire a light ot occupancy by continuous possession 
for 12 years the zamindar should also be allowed, even if the land be not his 
own private land but used as such for a continuous period of 12 years, that 
lie should acquire tho right of occupancy as his private land.” 

The Hon’ble Mr, Gordon said:—I should like to make one observation, 
Viccauso it seems to me that tho Hon’blc Member who has put forward this 
amendment and the Tion’ble Member who has ju*<t spoken are under some 
slight misapprehension as to the actual state of the law. The law does not 
say that any propiietor who has cultivated land for 12 continuous years 
shall bo able to claim it as his private land. It says that land whicb has 
been for 12 years immediattdy before tho passing of the Act proved to have 
been cultivated as ziraij khamar^ etc., shall be put down as private land, 1 
think tho Uon’blo Member who^ put forward the amendment argued that if 
land was cultivated by a proprietor for 12 years it became tpao facto his 
land, but I do not think that is the law; or that the proposition is correct that 
if a decri^c has been in existence for six years and for six years previously the 
proprietor cultivated the land, then you are only following the principle of law 
which i>ii>vidos for 12 years. The law is, that it must be distinctly recomized 
by village uspge to bo private land or have been cultivated as such for 12 
years before the passing of the Act.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cablvle saidI regret I must oppose the amendment. 
The Uon’ble Raja Ban Bihari Kapur is no doubt quite right in saying

that every raiyat know* exactly what i« private land and what ie not} but 
every raiyat in a village does not know what land has been convwted into 
]^vate land, by a colluaive or fraadnlent decree. There is no more reason for 
accepting a oolfusive or fraudulent de<nree 15 years old than there is for aco^t** 
ing sooh a decree only 6 years old. It must be remembered that we are 
dealing with righ^ which affect the public and not merely parties to any case. 

I do not think wo should allow a limitation of 12 years only for the 
acquisition of such rights by a fiaudulent or collusive decree. The present Act 
prescribes that such rights must have been obtained 12 years before the Tenancy 
Act was passed, namely in 1873. It is proposed practically to have a new period 
of limitation of 6 or 12 years, witidn which the proprietor may give rights 
adverse to the principle. This cannot possibly be admitted. As the Hon’ble 
Mr. Allen has very well pointed out, there is no overt act to show that the 
land is private land; that is s matter between the zamiiidar and the laiyat 
who happens to cultivate the land.”. 

The Hnn’ble Babo Jogbndra Nath Mitrharji said“ I have been very 
anxiously considering this section and it seems to me that the decree of a 
civil Coui t in the present instance is not an ordinary decree of the Civil Court, 
and I invite the attention of the Hon’ble Member in cbsrge of the Bill to 
section 120, clause (5), which provides that:— 

‘ If any question arises in a Civil Court as to whether land is or is not a proprietor's 
private land, the Court shall have |pga^ to the rules laid down in this section for the 
guidanoB of Revenne-ofBoers.’ 

So it seems to me that if a decree is sought to be obtained in a Civil Court, the 
Civil Court i8%> bo guided by the rules laid down for the guidance of Bevenne- 
officers and these rules are contained in the previous part of section 120 ; 
so that unless those conditions are satisfied, 1 tlnnk it would be very 
difficult for a Civil Court to come to the conclusion that the land in 
question is iiamar, zirat, etc., of the proprietor. There is a further condition 
attached to a question of this kind and that is contained in clause {‘2). In 
clause (3) it is stated that 

* In determining whether any other land ought to be recorded as a proprietor’s private 
land, the officer shall have regard to local custom and to the question whether the land was 
before the second day of Sarob, 1883, spcoifioallr let as proprietor’s priva’e land, and to 
any other evidenoe that may be produced ; but shall presume that laud is uot a proprietor'^ 
private land until the contrary is shown.' 

** It will appear that the privileges that the zamindar may claim umler 
Chapter XI are fenced in with very many difficult conditions, and a Civil Court 
cannot say that it shall not observe those i-onditions. Therefore, it seems to me 
that if a decree has been obtained in a Civil Court, in respect of the zamindar’s 
private lands, that decree to all intents atid purposes serves as a decree 
obtained in a Revenue Court. 

** Now the question is, whether in this particular instance it can be said 
that the decree is a decree which does not affect public rights and is 
merely a decree between parties ? It seems to me that as the Civil Court 
has not been given a very free scope in this matter and as the Civil Coutt 
is to proceed in the way a Revenue Court is to proceed in a matter of this 
kind, I find it difficult to distinguish between the two. The only question 
that has to be considered is, whether if a man has obtained a decree in the 
Civil Court, satisfying all the conditions laid down in section 120 and 
has been in possession for six years on the strength of that decree, he 
should not be allowed to get the benefit of such a decree. I think, Sir, 
the proposals of my hon’ble friends, whq have spoken in favour of the 
amendment, have considerable force. To reject the amendment would be 
simply encouraging litigation.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Sijlcki: said :—** My remarks will be confined ohiefiy to 
what has fallen from the Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukharji. He savs he 
ctmnot understand how a Civil Court could possibly come to any conclusion 
without rdferenoe to the procedure laid down for the guidance of Revenue- 
officers. I think the Hon’ble Member forgets that CivU Courts decide on what is 
put before them and they have no means of discovering facts other than those 
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which arc put before them, aud therefore they are not in the same position as 
a Settlement Officer. Here is a case in point in which certain raiyats came 
into Court and relinquished possession of their lands, and, on the strength of 
^ their admissions, the Munsif decreed the land to be zirai^ thereby placing the 
public at a disadvantage; though there was nothing save these admissions 
to prove that the land was zirnt. I think, Sir, if the amendment which is 
proposed bo accepted it would bo dangerous ; it would tend to increase the 
extent of the zirai lands and gradually most of the good lands of a village 
would became zirat lands of the proprietor and the public would be prevented 
from acquiring occupancy rights.’’ 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu in reply said With reference 
to the observation of the Hon’ble Mr. Allen, that I was probably not justified in 
assuming that the action of the zaniindar in taking possession wotild be an 
overt act, 1 humbly beg to differ from him, not withstanding his great experience 
of Settlement operations. It is a matter of common knowledge that the village- 
headmen know every inch of the ground in the village, trees, fences and water¬ 
ways. I have had some cxperiencij of village life, and 1 have never known a 
villager who has not been thoroughly conversant will all the tenures and all the 
particulars of his village. If Your Honour were to go down to a village, the 
Village Elder will show you the trees which belong to the tenants and landlords 
and boundary marks ; and if a plot of land is held by a zamindar for six years 
as bis private land 1 cannot conceive of the villagers not knowing it. 

the next place, with reference to what the Hon’blo Mr. Gord(»n has 
said, it is quite true that the 12 years possession would have been before tho 
commencement of this Act; and if 1 bad omitted to state it<'t was uninten¬ 
tional and owing to inadvertence, but what I say is this : Why should there be 
a suspicion and a feeling of distrust against our Civil Courts in this Council ? Is 
it for a moment supposea that the Civil Court will not take the evidence that they 
are bound to take under section 120? It is not. an ordinary e:c - par ie money decree 
in which a man comes forward with lus bond or promissory note and gets his 
decree ; it is a decree in which a custom has to be proved, they daily crop up 
and arc daily decided and are taken up from the Munsif to the High Court and 
sometimes to the Privy Council. In customs of great intricacy, such as in 
cases of adoption of affiliation of parentage and variims oiher things, there 
are certain recognized rules in the Evidence Act. Even in an ex-pat ie suit, to 
establish an adaption a Civil Court will not give a decree declaring somebody 
to bo an adopted son, merely upon the ex^parte statement of an individual ; it 
will require evidence and evidence of the closest kind before it gives a decree. 

‘‘T«ke the custom of primogeniture or succession by daughters’ sons, or the 
custom of ahibarlship prevailrng in a certain family. Jn these matters, 
Civil Courts are oxccssivoly jealous, very much more jealous than Executive 
Officers are and more jealous in wn cz-parte suit than in a contested suit. 
What I was saying is this: the same conditions which must be proved before 
a ttevcnue-otlicer have got to be proved before the Civil Court, Wty docs 
my friend suppose the Civil Court will be less strict than a Revenue-officer in 
requiring the requsite amount and quality of the elements to establish thut 
right V ”

So the amendment was lost. 
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The Hoti'blc Babu K-A.U Papa GHOfcH moved that in sub section (5) of 
section 120, in clause 29A of the Bilh the words or which is p'rQve(|. ft> his 
satisfaction to have been obtained bf collusion or fraud” be omitted. 

The Hon’blo Babu Joqisndba Chandra Gnossj by way of amendment^ 
moved that in sub-section (^) of section 120, in clause 29^ of the Bill, the 
words ‘^has been ipna^edi ez-parte or which” be omitted. He said:— 

‘‘I beg leave to move this amendment which the Ilon’ble Mr. Carlyle said 
would bo accepted if altered.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Carltle said :—I accept the amendment.” 

The motion was then put in the amended form and agreed to. 


Clause 30. 

The Hon^ble Mb. Carlyle moved that sub-section ^5) of section 147A, 
inserted by clause 30 of the Bill, bo converted into a proviso to sub-section (^) 
of the said section, and sub sections ( 4 )f (^) and ( 0 ) bo re-numbered (3), ( 4 ) 
and (rJ7), respectively. He said ;— 

*^This is only a drafting amendment, which I have no doubt the Council 
will accept.” 

The motion was put and Bfveed to. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jooendra Chandra Ghose moved that in siib-seclion 
(J) of the nwr section 147A, to be inserted by clause 30 of the Bill, the 
following words be inserted after the word “Act,” namely :— 

“ except when the Court is satisfied in case of an agreement or com¬ 
promise about rent, that the rent agreed upon is fair and equitable, although 
the terms of the agreement or compromise are such that if they were embodied 
in a contract, they could not be enforced under this Act.” 

He said :—“ I take the words of my amendment from section 109E. As 
this section stands, Your Honour will see that any agi'oenient or compromise 
which contravenes the provisions of section 29 of the Tenancy Act, that is, which 
gives the landlord a rent of more than two annas in the rupee, cannot bo taken 
cognizance of by the Civil Court, but in section 109E, which has already been 
passed, we find tnis— 


‘ Notwlthetarding anything ooaiaiDed in section 109D, if in any case, while the record 
^ is being prepared, the landlord and tenant agree as to the 

to Mttie rent which phnll be recorded as payable for the tenure or 
holding, a Beviiiue-officer especially empowered in this 
behalf by the Local Government mny, if he ia satisfied that the rent agreed upon is fair and 
equitable, but not otherwise, settle such nnt as a fair and equitable rent, althcugh the terms 
of the agreement are such that, if thf^y wore embodied in a contract, they could not be 
enforced under this Act; and the provisions of section 113 shall apply to a rent so settled.* 


“All that I propose is, that what has boon provided for in section lOOE 
should also bo provided for in section 147A. If a Revenue-officer can takb 
co^izance of such agreement when ho is satisfied that the rent agreed upon is 
fair and equitable, 1 do not see why a Civil Court, when it is satisfied that the 
rent agreed upon is fair and equitable, should not have power to give effect 
to such an agreement ? I submit that this is an anomaly v^hich should be 
remedied.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Carlyle said:—“I regret that the Government cannot 
accept this amondment. There is a specious appearance of fairness about it, 
whioli may perhaps appeal to some of the Members of Council. It may bo 
urged that, if Uevonue-offioors can give effect to an agreement or a compromise 
regarding rent, where they consider it fair and equitable, why should not Civil 
Courts also have this power? My answer is, that a Civil Court has absolutely 
no means of determining whether the terms are fair and equitable. A 
Bev.enue-offioer has to deed with the whole area under settlement. He is 
constantly going about, and he is intimately acquainted with the circumstances 
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of each village he deals with. For him there should be no difficulty in deoid* 
ing whether the rent is on the whole fair and equitable or not. As I have al¬ 
ready said, a Civil Court has no material whatever which would enable it to de- 
** cido tile question. 1 miut accordingly ask the Council to refuse to accept this 
amendment 1 am making no attack on the Civil Courts, but simpljr ptHnting 
out that they have xfo opportunity of judging of the fairness of a rent, while 
the Revenue- officers have." 


The motion was put and lost. 


The Hon’ble Raja Peaby Mohan Mukhabji, by leave of the Council, with¬ 
drew the motion, standing in his name, that in clause 30 of the Bill, sub¬ 
section (5) of the now section 147A, be omitted. He said:— 

‘‘ The arguments that I intended to address to Your Honour with reference 
to this omission have already been addressed by me with inference to clause 24, 
section 3; and as they have not been accepted by Government, I do not wish to 
repeat and press this argument over again with reference to this clause. I 
therefore withdraw the amendment. ’’ 


Clause SI. 


The Hon’ble Mb. Cablylb moved that in the new clause (hh) to be inserted 
in section 148 of the Act, by clause 31 of the Bill, the words from unless 
the Court is" to the words furnishing such statement ” be transferred to the 
end of the clause after the word *' record-of-rights ", and that words “ list 
and" be inserted after the words furnishing such". He said:■— 

“ This is a purely drafting amendment, which I have no doubt the Council 
will accept."

The motion was put and agreed to. 


Clause 32A. 


The Hon’ble Bibu Joqendba Chandka Ghose moved that clause 32A 
be omitted, and that to section 143 of the Act the following proviso be added, 
namely:— 

“ Provided that an applicant for an order to set aside a decree passed ex 
parte or for a review of judgment shall at the time of presenting his appli¬ 
cation either deposit in the Court the amount duo from him under the decree, 
or in pursuance of the judgment or give security to the satisfaction of the 
Court for tho performance of the decree or compliance with the judgment 
as the Court may direct. 


Where a person has become liable as surety under tho above proviso, 
tho security may be realized in the manner provided by section 2h3 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure.” 


Ho said :—“ The words are taken verbatim from the Provincial Small Cause 
Courts Act. 1 think this is the proper place where the provision about setting 
aside a decree under section 108 should be inserted, and 1 further submit that 
tho provisions of section 153A do not seem to me quite logical. It says ;-~> 


* Every applioation for an order under seotion 108 of the Code of Civil Prooedure to set 
arido a decree passed ex parte, or for a review of judgment, under seotion 628 of the said 
Code, sholl contain a statement of the ityory sustained by the applicant by reason of the 
deoreo or judgment; 


and no such applioation shall he admitted— 

unless the applioant has, at or before tho time when the application is admitted 
deposit^ in the Court to which the application is presented the amount, if 
any, w^ohhe admits to bo due from him to the decree- holder, or such amowt 
as the Court may, for reuons to be reoorded by it in writing, direct; or 
(S) imlosB the Court, aftw ^sidering the statement of injmy, is satisfied, for reasons 
to be reoorded by it in writing, that no such deposit is neoessarv.' 
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**The statrnient of an injury ifl a very supeifluous tiling, *ind tho provirion 
of clause (&). that if from tno statement the Courtis satisfied of an injury^ 
seems to place the applicant under a great disadvantage. In cases like this, 
tho tenant should bo allowed either to dep^^sit tho money or to give security 
to the satisfaction of the Court. 1 submit that the provisions of tho Provincial 
Small Cause Courts Act should be adopted in this Act in thoir entirety.’^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carlylb said :—“ I must ask the Council to reject tho 
amendment proposed by t!io Iloidblo Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose. To 
allow an additional element of litigation to bo introduce I by permitting the 
giving of security will, 1 think, not commend itstdf to Council. Tho object 
in rent-suits is to make tho proceedings as simple and speedy as pc ssiblo, and 
I am afraid the amendment proposed by my hou’ble colleague would have 
the opposite effect. 1 would also point out that, under tho Ilori’ble Member’s 
proposal, the alternative to furnishing sfcurity is deposit of the full dcen tal 
amount. In some cases, it might bo imjjO'sible for the tenant to find tlie 
money, and sucli a provision would then amount to denial of ju-tico. 1 can 
see no reason why discretion should not bo left to the Court, as proposed in 
the Bill." 

The motion was put and lost.

I'ho amendment I prupc so siippUcs an obvious defect in tho wording of 
the section as submitted by tho Suiccl ComuiitU o.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Clavse f'i.'K 

Tho Hon’hlo Baiuj Kaij Pada Onosii moved that flection lo8A, in 
clause 33 of the Bill, bo omitted. 

The ITon’blo Baku BnuPKNiUiA Naih JUsu moved ahso that clause 33 of the 
Hill be omitted. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Kati Papa Giiosii srdd :—This clause introduces an 
altogether new principle into the lient Ait of the iTovince, and I may say 
much of the agitation against the Bill ccntiod t n this clause. Op|)osition ctiine 
not only from persons representing the tcnniitiy, but also from a body of land¬ 
holders in the Province. When ihisclausowaslakrn up in the Select (.ommiftec, 
it was hoped that in view of the decided o])position to it and of tlio strong 
dissent which was expressed by two of the Hon’blo Members—Babu Bhupendra 
Nath Basu and Babu Jogendja Nath Mukharji—that tho Select Committee 
would have peril their way to leconaneud tho ('mission of this clause or at least 
make such modification as would make Jit ac( eptable to tho gdieral public. 
Some modifications have been made, but tho.s(‘ rnoditicalionH ccr-^ainly do not 
take away the (d)jt'cti' nnblo feiitureof this clause. 1 submit that thi.s clause is 
. objeotiouabie on principle and so far as piactii’al exprulicncy goes it is equally 
objectionable, if notmoro. 1 say it is objeetiofiable in piinciplo becauso we find 
that altlu'Ugb this clause bos been inserted birnply for the benefit of the 
landlords, but the way in which this clause bos boon drafted dots not, I think, 
extend the benefit to tho general body of landlords. 

•^Itis laid down that aVi application can be umdo under tin's sr?ction to 
tho Local Government through tho Collector a d that tho application may bo 
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allowed or refused aad' certsin conditions may be laid down, bat in no case any 
{eason shall be assigned £or the action of the Lo^l Government. Am a matter 
oi lact, when an appliccddon is made to the District Officer it will be in tbo usaal 
course forwarded to the Local Govorment; but we have reason to believe that 
the decision of the Local Government will practically rest on the report of the 
District Officer, so it will practically rest with the District Officer to allow such 
a prayer or to refuse it. 

“ Now, Sir, a landlord may be a perfectly good landlord, but he may not 
be. in the good graces of the District Officer; and it may so happen that when he 
makes an application under tltis section his application may bo rejected, and he 
may not be informed fi'r what reasons it was rejected. We understand that the 
ciiterion for deciding a point like this would bo the landlord’s conduct, and if 
that be so, ihon the rejection of an application means that the landlord is not a 
landlord with a good conduct. If that be so, I think, Sir, very few landlords, 
with their ideas of self respect, will avail of the remedy which this section 
proposes to give them. The method of selection_ will create an invidious 
distinction amongst landlords. And I further submit that it is also objection* 
able in principle from the tenant’s point of view. This section practically 
ousts tho jurisdiction of the Civil ^urt in a matter which may come within the 
purview of this clause. Hitherto, Sir, all rent-suits were tried by Civil Courts, 
and we were not aware of any such j>rocedure in our Rent Act. 

“ Now some cases will not be tried by the Civil Court but by a Certi* 
ficiite Cfficer. We know also that the Cerlificatu Procedure will .He summary, 
and the tenants may not huvu before tho Certificate Officer their defence 
sifted so thoroughly as they can now have in the Civil Courts in an ordi¬ 
nary rent-suit. The tenants may very properly object to this section because 
it introduces a now p.inciplu, a princi{>le which is objectionable so fur 
as their interests are concerned. Then as to the practical expediency of this 
sectivtn. The true roasun for inserting this clause is, to secure to the landlords 
a speedy remedy for realizing their nuts. 'I'he question is, whether the clause 
secui'es that privilege to tho landlords; and to determine a poiiitr like this brings 
us to the consideration of some seciions of the Certificate Act, where a certain 
procedure has to be followed before a certificate can be made absolute. 

“ Those who have practical experience of fhe working of tbo Certificate 
Act arc aware that, to avail oneself of the - Certificate Procedure, one must 
file a jequisition before the CJcrtificate Officer, and when that requisition 
is filed the Ccrtificatu Officer has to satisfy himself as to whether the 
amount claimed is justly recoverable or not ; and when he is so satisfied 
he makes a certificate and issues notice, giving 30 days’ time. So, to start 
with in this Certificate Procedure, the tenant will have to be given 30 days? 
time to file his objection to tho certificate ; and then when he files fiis 
objection the Certificate (officer can dispcisc of it, or if the afiplication of 
objoction contains any loud jidt claim of right then the Certificate Cfffioer 
will have to refer tlie mutter to the District Collector who can cancel the 
cci-tificate if ho likes: but sujiposiiig tho cfficer makes the certificate absolute, 
the teimnt, the judgment-debtor, will have a right of appeal, and in fifteen 
days he can appeal; and when tire appeal is decided toeu he has another 
remedy and tiiat is, that within six months from the dato of the dkiroaal of 
the appeal ho can file a civil suit for cancelling the certificate. 

'* Is this a speedy procedure as compared with the piobedure under the Act ? 
In a^rent-suit, ll days’ time has to be given to the tenant for filing bis written 
stafemi'nt, and in certain suits where tho amount claimed is below Rs. 50 and 
whew such suits are tried by judicial officers specially empowered in that behalf' 
theAdecision is finol, and L believe section 153 of the Bengal Tenancy Act lays 
down, such a provision: but when we find that in place of 30 days 11 dhys* is 
osify neoesssiy in 8' retrt-suit and an order of Court is fibal^ thea can. wo say 
thisti the Certificate Procedure will be a speedier procedure than the prooeduie 
which has now to be observed. 1 do not sec that any practical adtantage will 
he. Mined by the landlords by adopting this procedure, whereas tide.procedure 
as .I^d! down operates with hardship on the tenairts as-a tdass. 
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** 9itf cettifieafed we itow-tf-iayB allewed in respect of demands wliioti arsf 
of » pubiio oharactet} in which an officer or authority making the reijiiisitiofi 
hus no sort of personal interest as they are either the Managers of Government 
Kstates or officers of similar description.. They cannot bo said to have any 
personal interest in the amount which is claimed ; wiiercas in the case, which 
will come ander this clause, it cannot be said that the landlord has no personal 
interest in the requisition which will be tiled on his behalf. It is too much 
to expect that a landlord will have time enough to go through all tho details 
of a requisititin, and it is not possible that he will himself verify the 
accuracy of all these details made in a requisition. Tho matter will have to 
bo entrusted to his amlag and goma^tas^y and most of them may be low paid 
amlas ; they may not be above suspicion, and it may happen that several of 
these entiios in a nquisition may bo prejudicial to the interests of rniyats 
and the summary procedure to tho landlord may carry victory. ^ 1 submit 
that consideting Uie fact that this section will not give any speedier remedy 
to the landlord and the fact that the general body of the landlords will not 
benefit, and on tho other hand that tlio interests of the tenantry as a class 
will bo jeopardised by tiiis clause, I submit that it ought to be omitted.” 

The Hon’blo Raja Peauv Mohan Mukhakji said:—I am unable to 
appreemto the f(*rce of llm argument that, because the privilege which Your 
Honour's Govcriim€M»t propose to give t*» landholders under tTiis clause has 
boon safeguarded, by certain conditions and restrictions, thut the clause should 
be eliminated from the Bill. It is avowedly an experimental measure. If 
tl»e experience K its operation be found to be satisfactory, Government would 
doubtless have no objection to modify and extend it. It is a valuable 
privilege for which the laudhoidors should be grateful to tho Goveriinient* 
lloii’ble Members liave a'tempted to disci edit the clause on the ground 
that hi the hands of low-paid zaniindari amlas it may prove an engine 
of oppression ; and it lias at the same time been urged that the clause does 
not give adequate facilities to the landholders for speedy recovery of their 
rent, inasmuch as the raiyat could keep his landlord at bay by protesting 
against the certificoto to the Collector and by instituting a suit m the Civil 
Court to contest it. For the purpose of attacking the clause, Hon’ble 
Menibors have been compelled to blow hot and cold in tiiesame breath. When 
Government has found the procedure satisfactory for recovering their dues, 

1 do not see why landholders should not find it equally satisfactoiy.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bj rtuam said “ I have not intervened in this debate, 
but this clause Hcoiiis to be one to wliich there is n great deal of opposition alt 
over the country; and when one hears tho representations of tho non- 
oflicial Minibers wdio have spoken on this subject, one cannot but come to 
tho conclusion that there must be something very unanimous in the opposition 
to this measure and it shows that that opposition is very strongly backed. 
It seems to mo that the proposed ])rovisiou is radical!}’ wrong, and 
unless Your Honour or tlie Hcm’ble Member in charge of the Bill cair 
teli me of airy other part of the world wlicre the Govcrumeiit goes out 
of its way to give hucIi privileges to the temporary owners of the soil, 1 
shall certainly not vote in favour of the pro[iosed change. 

“ It seoios to me that, by this provision, the G«»veriimeiit ore going to oflfer 
a bribe to the zamind^rs in tlie hope of collecting revenue quicker; they are 
certainly giving them facilities to be able to siivw the nores of the poor 
tenants. If this is passed, the landlords will^be very sure to get their revenue, 
and at a very early period, by the Certificate Procedure which was spoken 
of. Of course, all landlords' airC strongly in fav<»ur of it; tho tenants are the 
poor people who will stiffm*. Your Honour will say that it is good that the 
iHiidlord should have his booksmade up to the- satisfacti* n of the Revenue- 
officer ; still 1 say the tenant is the one who will suffc'r,* because when the law 
is put on to him in that* strong way the poor wretch will have no mercy; he 
will be sold up neck and cn»p, whereas' if he goes to tho Court he will get 
justice. Wo are told yon will have quiet’in tho Mufassal and that the 
landlords are afl in favour'of this. It is a mistake on the part of Government 
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to liavo incorponited tins in a Rent Hill. They ahould not have incorporated 
it ill an Act, because tliis being an experimental meueure roust 

unsottlo ttio mijida of all tenants all ovir the country. * 

Tlio lltm’blo Raja Han Biiiaki Kapur said:—“Your Honour, I beg to 
thank tf>o Government for understanding the grievances of the landlords 
and for arriving at the cor elusion lluit a sumtnary procedure is really necessary 
to bo granted to the laiullonls, for the speedy lealization of their rent from 
thoir tenants. 

“ The cuntborsome and expensive procoduro which the landlords have to 
follow nt present^ for the roaliznlion of their junt dues, is very tedious and 
troublesome; and I need liardly say that, in thooidinary course, it takes more 
than thre (3 years to uot money from the date of institution of a rent-suit in 
oontestod casos. Then, again, in tho case of wicked well-to-do and designing 
tenants, it takes six ycaiH or more to get the money duo, after protracted 
litigation in < very stage c)f tho progress of the suit and the execution of 
dociecs. It is an admitted fact that this kind oi IHigation is very costly and 
ullima'ely tlie tomukts have to pay h good deal more th ui it was necessary 
for him to do, hiiiJ he not taken upon himself the pleasure of opposing the 
Z'.min dai 

“ 'J'iio Cerfcifioitci Procedure will provo a much speedier machinery for the 
rcaliz'.tion of rent. It is coo)parati'/(»ly loss costly to the landlords and tho 
tenants alike, and any measure which lessens Iho cost of procedure for 
colleeth)!) of roTjt fio.n the lenunts must be in the long run more suitable to 
tbea» tiian a riiiniUisly (loylly and lengthy procedure, 

“'I ho ^’uimrnry Procedure wliicii is to be introduecd in the Statute Book is 
ically a woicoPK^ inauguration of the legislator, and as smdi I, for one, must 
lifaitil\ iin>v»’{iiat <‘ho (duuso under discussion bo accepted by the Council and 
passt d into low, hi this connection, Sir, I cannot help observing that tlse Sura- 
inary Broi*edurc^, wiu'ii it bocoines law, will serve as a boon to those landlords 
wito will I’uv** the L(»od fortune <'f getting the privilege from tlie Government 
I«>i i^s US ' in iiiiir zi . induries. Hut, Sir, at Icunt as far as Heiigal proper is 
conceriK tJ, if r uni’ot <\x[i(;ct to enjoy this advantage for another twenty to twenty- 
five Years; bocauso. ul.iv vo all i.iher cnusideration, tho condition which must 
be satisfied before onc^ ^ an liopo to szoA the boon is tliat the propeitics must t)C 
surveyed, a r( cord-ol-i ight piopurf'd and finally pnblislicd, and an agency 
is provid»^?d i'or for rlie mainttuniiuo of the records. Thus it will be seeuj 
Sir, that (he advaiilugii is only romotely prospcccivc and is not so very easy to 
obtain. 

“ 'riien, Sii', spfMiking personally, I, for one as a small zamindar, will never 
reap the benefit whicli I have the Inuiour of trying to 8c?cure for tho landlords 
of the iVovinco; bot ausc, in my lime, the arrajigemont necessary for granting 
^ the 1 etmi^sion for tlio use of tlio Ourtificato Procedure will never be couipleted. 
' d Inn. Sir, tl?o Summary I’rocodurc lik(', every thing else, has both its advantages 
and disadvauf iig( H ; aini it is not an unalloyed blessing on the whole to those 
who will ha\o the privilege of using it. The working of tho system will 
most probabiy icquiie furthor amendments wJicn the procedure is put into 
HOtual woikiinj, <»>]iocially as wo have combined the procedure of Chapter 
XIV of tho Bengal 'ronancy Act, for the execution of tho decree wdth sub-clause 
(t^). But this must lo loft, Sir, for the gentlemen who come after us ; there¬ 
fore, 1 refioin from discussing thfs point further. 

“Youi llcn:>r.j-, s'Hne of my colleagues have remarked that the Govern¬ 
ment shouM i.< t n akc any disl inctioii auioug tho zamindars, even at the begin¬ 
ning by granting tho privilege of using tho Sun)luary Procedure to some and 
refusing it to utlicrs ; ui»d lhat Uic words *bad zamiiidurs’ and *good aainiudars’ 
liavo unh3pi>i]y been us^ <1 in discussion. But, J-‘ir, the fact must not be lost 
sight of that a zamincbir rmuU have all liia zamindari pape rs and records properly 
kept up and tiie ^oftlt numt records piojunly maintained, before he can ask 
the Gov eminent for tho juivil^cgo of using the Summary Procedure; and this is 
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meant for all zamindara, bi^ c* small, and bad _ot good. No dietinotion can * ‘ 

possibly bo made as fnr as this important point is concerned. Secondly, bo 
most prove himsolf to be a good zamindar according to the Government stand* 
ard, before be can expect to get the use of the Summary, Procedure* 

‘‘There is no doubt. Sir, that the Government have the right to jadge and 
distinguish between different classes in tho community, and 1 do not, therefore, 
see whv the Government should not make a disdnetion between good and bad 
landlords. Besides, Sir, this very fact when it becomes widely known to the 
zamindars, I feel will have a salutary effect ui)r‘n them, as many landlords that 
are now in the bad books of the Government and are noted by tljo olBcials as 
bad landlords, would try to mend their ways and in time become got'd zamindars. 

So tins distinction would really have tho effect of gradually inducing the 
zamindars to try to become good according to the Government slandurd. 
Therefore, Sir, instead of finding fault with the clause, I think it to be most 
wholesome, and as such 1 strongly support tho Bill ou this head, 

“ Then, again, any person whose conscience is not clear and whose record 
is not j»roporly kept, need not take the advantage of the Summary Procedure. 

He can follow the ordinary course, considering that it is entirely optional 
with the landlord to ask for life Summary i rocc duie or not. Sir, many critics 
have as»ked why the zamindars should be helped by the Govcniincnt in speedy 
realization of rents from their tenants ? Why should Summary Procedure be 
granted to tho# ? They forgot that while tho zamindars liavo to make the 
payment of their revenue to Government in a given time (under tho sun set 
law) the zamindars aro not able to collect their rents for years togetlier. It is 
to remove t}>is hardship that the Government must help the zamindars in the 
speedy collection of their rents,” 

“ Besides, Sir, the persons who profess themselves to bo tlio friends of 
the tenants should boajj in mind that it is also good for tho tenants if they be 
induced to pay up tlieir rents quickly and thus avoid tho accumulation of 
interests on, and the addition of costs of litigation to, their rents. As the 
speedy realization of rents would help both the landlords and the tenants, the 
Government must help tho zamindar in realizing their just dues; while 
protecting the tenants from unlawful exaction. Besides, Sir, the zamindar 
pays his revenue in a lump sum in four iisis to tl»c GovernrnoJit, thus saving 
the Government the trouble and expense of direct management and the 
writing-off of bud debts and tho granting of remission, which are inevitable 
when a property is managed ^Aas; surely ail those icquiro some couvsideratiou. 

“ Then, Sir, tho local authorities form the connecting link in the manage¬ 
ment of the whole Empire. Tho zamindar, if he chooses to do good to his 
country and people, can do so vor}'' well if ht? is wis(> onouuh to keep himself 
in touch with the District Officers. It cannot be denied that the District • 
Officer is tfio person through whom the Governiiiont can know the zamiudats 
individually. A zamindar can see his District Officer often if he desire to do 
so, and tho Commissioner less often; wliile he can approucli Your Honour voiy 
rarely: therefore, it follows, Sir, that if a zamindar wants to be in the good books 
of the Government ho should work in harmony with and seek the advice and 
help of the District Officer, if he require any, and bo ready to help tho District 
Officer whenever ho can. Surely, 1 cannot agree with the remark which has 
beon made by my hcu’blo friend, Babii Bhupenlra Nath Basu, that the 
2samindars try to curry favour with tho Government officers, simply with a 
view to obtain some recognition from the Government with their help ; tliis is 
casting a slur ou his brother zamindars. 

'‘ I venture to state with your permission, Sir, that wdiat the Govoinmcnt 
want is, that the zamindars should be fair and just in all thoir dealings with 
thoir tonaiits, upright, candid and welNbehaved ; and that they should "be fair 
and above-board in all their actions, bo on good terms with the District Officers 
and all men of the district and treat their tenants kindly. 

“ Your Honour, I will not detain the Council very long: there is one point 
only which *wish to touch upon, Sir-nothing has been done in tho present 
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amended Bill to relieve thedifficwlty of the landlords who will not have the' 
good fortune of using the Summary Procedure, m:r has anything been done to 
make the present procedure cheap and less cumbersome. 

Besides, Sir, nothing Ims been done to remote one of the chief defects 
of all such proceedings, vw,y the inodo of process aerving to which a good deal 
of importance is attached. I need hardly say, Sir, that on account of the 
absence of the improvement on this particular head, wo are really left where wo 
were when the amendment of the 'Tenancy Bill was taken in hand. Further, 
most of us must continxie to labour under all the usual disadvantages^ for at 
least another 20 or years, because, wc cannot use the Sutnin^iry Procedure 
which we are providing for in the Act until the Province is surveyed and 
Settlement is concluded. Therefnre, Sir, I venture to state that sooner or later 
this process-servico qu»»slir.n will have to bo taken up iu the Council and some 
further amendments will have to bo made/’ 

The Uon’blo Babtj Joobxdba Nath ]\rr7KnAEJi said :—** Though my amend¬ 
ment comes after that of the Hon’blo Babu Bhupendra Nath Ba^u. I liave been 
asked by him to submit my observalions before he takes up the question. 1 have 
submitted the chief points of my case in tiie Note of Dissent which has been 
appended the Report of the Select Committee, and 1 do not think 1 should 
be justified in taking up the time of HoiTblo Members by going over the same 
ground again. 1 will, liowt vcr, touch upon a few points which have atisen iii 
the course of the debate, and to ihoso points I beg to address mystdf. 

“The first point that I take up is this: that we, tho opponents of this 
measure, are told that we are Vduwirjg hot and cold. We have said that it is 
a measure' which is not calculated to give adcqurjto relied to the zumimlars, and 
it is a measure which is calculated to put the raiyat in a difficult position. I 
think anybody who tv*kes an impii'tial view of the situation will agree with 
me iu thinking that these two aspects of tl»o quotation aBo really what, wo have 
stated them to bo, and that wo are not really blowing hot and cold. Iu 
this respect, I have been supported by my boivblo ccllcoguo, Raja Ban Bihaii 
Kapur, wlio sayn that the measure is not an unalloyed blessing to tlic zamindars; 
so that what my bon’blo opponent has said is perliaps without any basis or 
foundation. 

“In the course of our deliberations, in connection with this Bill, we 
received a letter fiom some ooo in tho District of Muzaffarpur, who says that ho 
is a zamindar iind that he lias taken np ceitain questions on behalf of the 
raiyats. I can, therefore, submit to Hon’ble Members Unit it is quite possible 
for a man who has landed interest to say that tiie Bill, so far as this pordnn 
is concerned, docs not oj^crato entirely in favour of the landholders. The 
fact stands llms: a zamiiniar who has a long purse and a big zaniindsri is 
always in a position to bring dowi* on his knc<^s a recalcitrant raiyat who 
shows fight, and it is not often that a big landlord is brought down on his 
knees by a fighting raiyat. It is just the other w ay about. l‘ho zamindar can 
niiDrd to wait, and when in tho end, if ho has a good case, he wins ; the raiyat 
is dead by that time. I moan do *d from a financial point of view. The 
small pro|5rictor8 will have no elmnee of coming under tliis section, they arc 
the men who are likely to suffer even wuthout tho Certilicate Procedure and 
their case wdl now .stand precisely as before. Iftlio argnment tliat is advanced 
by some of my friends that our zamindars, who pay Govorninent revenue, 
ought to bo placed in a position iu which they (‘un collect their rent quickly 
is to bo acceptcd, it, should bo held to bo a principle more applicable to the 
case of small propx'h tors than to the case of big zamindars. I’herofore, 1 sub¬ 
mit that the proposed sccliuu wdll net affect the situation, so far as affording 
relief to the main body of zamindars is concernod. 

^^Th<3r0 m another point and it is this: when a zaminder pays his 
revenue to Government ho pays it on tho expectation of ceitain profits, and 
it is ponlrary to all principles of aidintiry law of property that he should 
avoid all trouble a 2 }d that tho State should collect his money for him. For 
instanec^ if I lead a person Its. dfiQO or lis. dOO, say at 0 per interest^ 
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I cannot say here is n^y money, and when the bo^\9er ^ill refuse to pay 
Goveininent will have to i.ecover it. for me. That will be n very preposterous 
idea. Some such idea is latent in this section. The zamindar says:‘I pay 
Govcrninetut revenue, rent is due to me from certain tenants, but because 
thero is trouble involved in putting Ihetn into Court Government must 
recover the rent for me.* Government does it in a way in all cases, but on 
evidence. This is a matter which must not be lost sight of. I may further 
say that tho margin of profit that w'^as left to the zamindavs at the time of 
the Permanent Settlement Mas left to them because they undertook to collect 
ti e rent from the tenants, and in view of the trouble they undertook to go 
through in collecting the rent they were given 10 per cent, by the State. It 
M'as not a gratuitous act on the port of zamindars. That profit of tho 
zamindarsis perhajis 50 times more now. The value of land has gone up 
and the profit, wliere it was Rs. 10 at the time of the Permanent Sottlement, 
is now porhops Us. 200 or Rs. 600 ; so that it does not do for the zamindars 
say that, because they have to pay revenue, all evidence, must bo done 
away with ? 'Fhen I must submit that the section as it has been framed is 
not an unmixed blessing, as has been admitted by the Hon*ble Raja Ran 
JBihai i Kapur. 

As I read this section, liflsde before me practical difficulties which 
will probably work against the zamindar. One is about limitation. Under 
the Rongal Tenancy Act, he can sue for four years* rent in ono suit. 
Although certain sections have been extended tn the Certificate Procedure, 
under section 158A, yet the scheilulo regarding tho Law of Limitation remains 
the same as before; and as tho procedure under section 158A is not a suit 
that tho Law of Limitation will not apply. No argument will convince mo 
that tho zamindar will not suffer thereby. When the position is this, that 
this measure, for certain superficial reasons, recommended itself to a certain 
class of zumindnrs or geyjtlcmen who had the good fortune to be consulted, 
but upon further examina'iiou of the priiicipio underlying it great difficulties 
have been disclosed. It should not be that, because upon a superficial conshL 
oration sanction was given to it by some zamindars, we should stick to that 
sanction in spite of the difficulties that may be seen. I am not ono of those 
who wish to throw any obstacle in the tvay of zamindars, but my wish is, that 
everything should be fair and square; that things should not degenerate, and 
that the law should not be in such a state as to put temptation in the w^ay of 
ill-paid officers of zamindars. 

‘‘As regards supervision, I may say that I cannot think rfaiiy mcar? to 
devise a machinery by which Government can undertake to keep control ever 
zamindars, who have been given power under this section. The mere re-ord- 
of-rights is not enough; the record simply determines tho rent that is paid 
but tho amount of rent that is pai<l, month by month, or quarter by quarter, 
is not entered in tho record-of-iights. We all know that amm have to bo 
satisfied, and I do not think Government can devise any means by which tho • 
difficulties arisinnrout of this state of things can be mot. The result will be that 
first will conio too attnchinont and the hearing afterward^. This is a state of 
things, Your.l]< iiour can easily understand, M ill bring tho raiyats doM-n on their 
knees. They w ill probably tlum tliink of avoiding all their troubles by paying tips. 
That will be th rcsuUto whicli they will have to submit. Even tho zamindars, 
many of them very good and kind-hearted men, will not bo aware of what is 
going on. Tbenis.ttcr now before this Council,was considered by many eminent 
Civil Servants, and many of them did not approve of the principle c f this 
Bill, and thuse mUo ajiproved of tho principle of the Bill did so with consider¬ 
able reservation. Taking a broad and impartial view of the question, 
Your Honour aud^ the Ilon’blo Membe rs of this Council will perhaps have no 
difficulty in coming to the conclusion that, it is a most dangerous experiment 
that is being tried under colour of this section. With those roiuarks, 1 bog to 
support tho motiun.'* 

The Ilon’blo Mr. Garlyle said I must, on behalf of the Government, 
<ippos6 the amendmont of the Rou’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh. Before I deal 

4.n;ci «inn«'Tir1fnp.Tif:. I must oxnress my surprise that several of tho Hon bio 
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Members who haye spoken should wish to have all rent-suits tried by the Civil 
Courts. ] would like to bring it to the notioe of tl»e Uon’ble Mr. Bertram that 
in Bombay, under the Bombay Land Ruvenno Code, superior hoMers are entitled 
to collect their rents by Summary Procedure, and I would refer him to the 
Calcutta Small Cause Court Procedure. 1 do not wish to go in detail into the 
history of the question. Lord Kimberley, in paragraph 10 of his Despatch 
No. 24, dated the 23rd Juno, 1885, on the Bengal Tenancy Act, expressed his 
regret that it had not been found possible to give greater facilities for the reali¬ 
zation of rent by an abbreviation and simplificatioti of the procedure of the Civil 
Courts, but most Members of Council know that Govornuient long ago promis¬ 
ed, if possible, to provide zamindars with, some more speedy methods of 
recovering rent than they have now got. The difficulty has always been to 
provide safo-guardls, which would prevent a Summary Procedure from being 
turned into an engine of oppression. I believe that ihe provisions of the Bill 
have solved the problem, and, if so, it would, 1 think, be wrong and contrary 
to the repeated statc'meuts of Government now to withhold from zamindars 
the boon so long asked for. 

“I would also point out that, oven from the point of view of the 
raiyats, these provisions should pi ove a boon. Costs will be reduced; and us in 
the groat majority of cases rent-suits are decided agoiust raiyats, the greater 
part of the benefit will accrue to thorn. I hope also that if the provisions 
regarding the Summary Procedure jirovo a success, it will haveja great effect in 
bringing zamindars to keep their accounts in better order thansife now the case. 
1 do not of course refer to the numerous largo and well-managed zamiudaria 
which do exist in the Province, but in a groat majority of the zamindaris, 
I think, 1 am not wrong in saying that accounts are not properly kept, and it 
would bo a groat inducement to improve this state of things, if the zamindars 
knew that by keeping their accounts properly, they would be able to reap the 
benefit of the provisions now under discussion. 1 will close by reading the 
remarks of a zamindar, Babu Ragliunandan Prasad Singh, on this section. 
He says: — 

‘ The introduction ot the oertiiicato Byrtetn to realize rent with proper safeguard will 
honedt also raiyats who have to pay heavy cost of rent-suits and execution proceeJinga when 
a suit to realize rent is instituted; whereas iu the oerlUicato system of payment they will have 
to pay only one process-fee.’ 

“ I may also add that they >vil] not have to pny tlio fees at the time of the 
institution and hearing of tho suit uad the execution of decree as is at presctit 
the case in rent-suits. As regards the quo.stiou of limitation, 1 think tho Hon’ble 
Babu Jogendra Nath Mukbarj i is in error. As I understand Article 2 of Schedule 
8, the limitation will be exactly tho sumo whether the suit is under the Civil 
Court Proced-uro or under the Certificate Act, As regards the political 
objection, I will only say that, if the provisions are not successful, the Govern¬ 
ment cannot make use of it us a political weapon. As regards tJio llon’ble 
Raja Ban Bihari Kapur’s remarks that very little good will bo done at present 
because nothing has lieen done to improve proces.s aenring, 1 agree that there are 
great difficulties ut present, but we are attempting to improve the process 
serving and 1 hopo iu a few years there will be a great difference iu the 
present state of things. ’ 

The llon’ble lUmi liKUPENni.A Nath Babu said:—‘-My hon’ble friend 
Mr. Bertram, has said that this is an attempt to bribe the zamindars. I will 
not follow him in that lanaruage,j)ut w'ith tho courtesy of an Oriental I will 

call this not a bribe but a bait; and notwithstanding what I,, have heard from 

my hon’ble friends, tho two leading zamindars of this I’roviiico, I still adhere 

to my opinion. For nearly 20 years now or more, the zamindars have tried 
to obtain this privilejro from Government and this lias been up to now denied 
to tht m. After 20 years, u privilogd is sought to bo conferred upon the 
zamindars and why ? My friend, tlio lion’Wo Uaja Ban Bihari Kapur, says 
that tho zamindars of Bengal are in a very bud way. It is stated that there 
ought to be some compensation to tlio zamindars for tho sunset law j one can 
underitand the argument but such is not the fact, and I do not think that because 
the GoTCi'Aaieut is supposed by our zamindars to bo bard on them, that they 
shtnild be allowed to oppress their raiyats. 
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“ I am reminded o£ a story ^ which is well-known among my . own 
community, where a poor clerk in a Goyernment office used to get a 
great deal of' abuse and ill-treatment fr<Mn his superiors. Being unable to* 
vent his feelings on him, he used to come home in the evening and 
yent hj w feelings against his poor and uiioSeoding wife. 1 am afraid that 
is the position with my friends, the landlords of Bengal, who believe that they 
liave got a crievance against Government for the sunset law; and they now 
want the license of Government to go forth amongst their tenants and oppress 
them in their turn. 

*<The Land Revenue of Bengal was settled more than a century 
ago on a permanent basis. The rent from land has grown by enormous 
bounds, the Government portion has remained fixed and stationary. Have the 
landlords any right to complain ? European capitalists have sunk their capital 
in our country ; trade and commerce have increased the value of land; railways 
have enabled the produce of the country to be exported, and the value of land 
has risen enormously. Lous it lie in the mouth of the samindars to turn round 
and say that the Government of Bengal have treated them badly and that 
therefore they should be allowed to treat their raiyats badly ? 1 suppose, Sir, 

that no man in his senses would for a moment put forward such an argument. 

“If the conditions of the country were investigated and inquired into as 
they existed in the year 1793 End-as they exist in the present year of grace 1907, 
it will be found that the benefits which the landed classes have derived from 
the Permanent Settlement have been enormous; but apart from that, in what 
connection i^it that my friend, the Hon’ble Raja Peary Mohun Mukharji, 
says that we have been blowing hot and cold. I can assume that it has been 
very far from our intention to do so. What we have said is, that if there are 
powerful raiyats who can combine to oppose the landlords the new procedure 
will help them. 

“ The difficulties which a refractory tenant may throw in the way of 
the landlord have been well put by my friend, the Hon’ble Babu Jogendra 
'Hath Hukharji, and 1 will not repeat them. They are known, I believe, 
to most Members of Your Honour’s Council. They may not be known to 
my friends, the representatives of trade and commerce in this Council, but 
they may take it from me that if a raiyat has got the means he can hold the 
samindar at arm’s length for a much greater period under the Certificate 
Procedure than he can under the Tenancy Act; but Your Honour knows, and my 
friends in Council know, that powerful tenants, specially in the Western Province 
of Bengal, are not very common commodities ; combinations among them are 
not frequent os in the sister province of Eastern Bengal and that the vast 
majority of our tenants are poor and law-abiding people. 

“ Then, Sir, that being the state of things, so far as powerful landlords are 
concerned, you propose to hand over the raiyats, bound hand and foot, to the 
tender mercies of the landlord and his amla. 1 am not overdrawing the picture. 
Where have you heard of a pioce ef legislation by which, as soon as a cortifi^te 
is filed, the whole property of the raiyat, both movable and immovable, is bound? 

Is that a condition of things which Your Honour and Your Honour’s Advisers in 
this Council can contemplate without any feelings of apprehension ? Are 
there not powerful landlords enough in the ’Western Province wlio can utilize 
this section of the Act to the utter ruiu of their tenantry ? Your Honour and 
Your Honour’s Advisers and the^predeoessors of Your Honour, who framed • 
this Act, have laid down elaborate precautions for the protection of the raiyat. 
Has the time come and is the necessary 'evidence available that this should 
be done away with ? In the papers before us and in the opinions submitted 
to us, we have not got evidence to show that the condition of things is such 
as to justify these powers being given to the landlords, and the question has 
been asked, why ? It has been answered by the Public and the I’ress. 

“ Your Honour’s Government is not laying down any conditions under which 
this privilege may be granted ; the one condition is, that there must bo a 
record-of-right and that reoord-of-right must be kept up to date; but that is 
not enough. If that were the solo condition and guiding principle, * for 
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one and the public Would uuderatand and appreciate tha g^eneronity of the 
Government to our landed clashes, but the whole thing reminds us of the Star 
*^Ohamber of England; You cannot grant a power without assigning any 
reasons* Beasons, however, are not given, and you can withdraw^ &e 
privilege without assigning any reason and without aflFording the zaminjdar 
an opportunity to exculpate himself, if there is nn^'thing said against him« 

“ May I ask what would bo Your Honour’s opinion and the opinion of Your 
Honour’s Councillors, as to what would be a greater weapon in the hands of 
the Government to coerce tho zamindars if occasion arose? There have been 
occasions where zamindars and tho landed classes have taken a prominent 

E art in agitations against Government; private and confidential interviews 
etween the District Magistrate and the people of the district have probably 
served their purpose to some extent, but private and confidential intervieivs 
are not enough; you grant nio a substantial privilege which you can 
withdraw without assigning any reason, without being answerable to any 
body, and I suppose the Qovorimient has got no conscience. It is not possible 
that in many instances tho piivilego whicVi Government retains is liable to 
abuse, and, Sir, may I ask would it bo for the benefit of tho Government that 
that such a power should bo retained by them ? 

Tho Hon’ble Baja Ban Bihari Kapur has said that I threw some slur upon 
tho landed aristocracy of tho country. Far be^it from me, a humble citizen, to 
throw any slur upon that mighty and august body—the landed aristocracy of 
Bengal. I have derived untold beneits from them, but I might tjjl them that 
they know not what they are jumping at—that it may be a veritable engine of 
destruction alike to them and to their tenantrj’. 

If, Sir, an Inspector of Police can start a prosecution against aft 
innocent man for an alleged theft of ^jenches which wore taken away 
from a school for a temporary purpose, what may not happen ? WJiat 
is tho effect of a zamindat incurring the displeasure of a Of>llector of 
the District ? It makes the whole landed aristocracy of Bfjngal, about 
whom I am so proud, entirely eubserviont to Government; and apart from 
that aspect, is that a position which is beneficial to Govornmorit ? Is it not of 
the greatest benefit to Government that in all public agitations the sober and 
staid judgment of tho community and landed classes should bo closely associated, 
so that the agitation may be carried on on reasonable and constitutional 
lines. 

^^I say it is in the highest degree to tlio interest of tho State that such a 
procedure should not be reserved to Government, and, Sir, what is the answer 
of the zamimlars themselvoa and of those officials to tho Government whom 
tho Government must trust ? I will not say it is tho unanimous opinion, but 
by an overwhelming majority they are against the grant of this privilege. 
Tho British Indian Association, from which comes tho Hon’ble Raja Poaiy 
Mohan Mukharji, has given it but a qualified support, and so the Bihar Land- 
ho'lders’ Association. If Government Officials, whoso advice is always entitled 
to the greatest weight, are opi^osed to it, why then. Sir, should Government be 
so anxious to thrust its power upon the zamindars ? If I had understood that 
this pow<ir would not bo abused, that it would be both to the good of the 
landlords and tho tenants, I, for one, would have accepted it; but the tenants 
have protested against it and the landlords hjavo protested against it. 

Tho power proposed to be is so hedged in and so much surrounded 

by technical and legal difficulties, that probably it may never come into operation. 
If, as my friend Raja Ban Bihari Knpur has said, that another 25 years 
may elapse before tho provision can bo put in force in Bengal, why then is 
this Lunj; why should this measure bo introduced now ? I would appeal 
to Youj' llonour and to Your Honour’s Council to stay thoir hand as regards 
this provision of tho Bill. I admit tliere arc provisions in tho Bill which 
are calculated to do good, but whv introduce a provision which is alike 
harmful to the landlords and tho tenantry ? On those grounds^ Sir, I oppose 
the introduction of this provision.”

The Hon^ble Babu Bhupeotwra Nath Basu also moved that sub-section (^) 
ol section 158A, in clau'fc S3 of tho liill, be omitted^ and tho following sub¬ 
section beadded alter sub-section (i), namely:— 

(fj) Tlie Local Qovernment shall lay down the terius and conditions on 
which such application may be^ranted, and may at any time add to or vary 
such terms and conditions, tiro Local Government shall allow an application 
which complies with such terms and conditions. 

“ And Ihe^ocal Goverrrment may withdraw its allowanco of any applica¬ 
tion if the applicant sitall have violated any of such terms or conditions, but 
before any such allowanco is withdrawn, two months’ notice shall bo given to 
tho party concorjied to conform to such terms or conditions or to show cause 
why, in default thereof, such allowance shall not be withdrawn, and no orders 
shall be passed without considering tho represoutation, if any, of such party. 

“ The decision of the Local Govcoruxaent shall in all cases ho final.” 

Ho said :—“Anticipating that the amendment of which 1 have given notice 
would be lost, I havo tried to movide what I consider a reasonable safeguaid 
for the exercise of this j)ower. We will now assume that the Council has decided 
that this privilege should be conferred. If it should be considered conferred, 
is it not reasonable that it should bo conferred upon certain distinct zamiudara 
and on certain conditions? If those terms and conditions are carried out, 
I respectfully submit that tho privilege should bo allowed to continue; if those 
terms and conditions are violated, then it may be withdrawn and I have 
provided that tlie decision of tho Local Government shall in all cases be 
hnal. 


“ I have also suggested that the party concerned shall have an opportunity 
of clearing himsidf of any chargoa that may bo mado against him. It is a trite 
saying that the lowest criminal in the laud shall liave his say before he rs 
condomne<l, and here you are admittedly dealing with a class of people who 
possess and enjoy the highest social ppdtion in tho laud, who havo at one time 
merited tho confidence of Government hut for sonio supposed ofEonco this 
privilege may bo sought to bo withdrawn. I appeal to my friends, as Englisli- 
men, with their inherent sense of fair play and justice, whether it is fair not to 
give thorn an opportunity of being hoard ? To men like niyself, brought up 
under English ideals and steeped in the histq;ry of tho English constitution, it 
does seem to.be highly unoonstitutionol and unfair. Therofuro, with some con¬ 
fidence, I submit this amendment for acceptance.” 

Tho Hon’blo Babu Joqenpka Nath MoKnAiMi said:—“ My amendment is 
in almost the same words and may be dealt with at flio same time. The main 
amendment having been lost, the question arises whether the powers which im' 
given to tho landlord by this section should become a matter of juusontiJ 
consideration alono. It seems to me that it is in tho highest degree uiulcsir- 
able that such should be the case. Wo are day by day drifting away from u 
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pritnitiTe state of soeiety, and while we are realizing this in oi^ part of the 
world in another part of the world we find that the forces of Government are 
driving us back into it. The whole idea of Government is based upon law, 
and if in a matter of ao much importance a person should be allows to esercise 
the powers under this section, simply upon a personal consideration, it will 
be doing great injustice to the whole community, not only of landlords but 
of everybody concerned. The amendment which 1 propose is that, in the 
event of the above amendment being lost, for sub*seotion (£) of the proposed 
section 158A, in the said clause, tho following be substituted 

* The liocal Govemment shall prescribe the terms and conditions upon which such 
applications by landlords may be granted, and may at any time add to or vary such terms and 
conditions; and the Local Government shall allow all applications under this section by land¬ 
lords who undertake to comply with such terms and oonmtions. 

* The Local Government may withdraw the powers granted to a^ landlord under this 
section if such landlord shall have violated any of the terms and conditions upon which the 
powers imder this section were granted to him, but before any such powers shall have been 
withdmwn, three months’ notice shall be given to the party concerned to show cause why such 
powers ^all not be withdrawn; and no deoiBion withdrawing such powers shall be passed 
without considering the representation, if any, of the landlord m whom such notice may have 
been issued. 

‘ The decision of the Local Government shall in all oases be final.’ 

If the law laid down in this amendment were accepted, everybody would 
know that by fulfilling certain conditions ho could obtain the privilege. So 
that Your Honour can see that if this was not granted the result would be that 
somebody might—1 do not say that everybody will, the It^ contemplates 
everybody—curry favour with the Head of the District and obtain the privilege 
and then do what he liked with his tenantry. The amendment olso suggests 
that tho Local Governnient may withdraw the power under fixed conditions. 
This is also very fair; and if Government wi4ies to withdraw t|ie power it 
must do so on specific grounds.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Badha Charan Pal. said: *^‘*1 riso to support the motion 
of my hon’ble friend, Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu. 1 may tell Your Honour 
at once that the section, as it stands, has been received with almost unanimous 
disapproval by tho entire community representing tho landlords. 1 do not 
pretend to speak hero on behalf of the landlords, but 1 may inform Your 
Honour that, at the conference which was held by the Bengal Landholders 
Association, this section, by which Govemment reserved to itself the power 
of refusing to grant an application, was opposed almost unanimously by the 
land-holding community. I think, under the circumstances and having regaid 
to the fact that the landholders, generally speaking, do not want this provision, 
the amendment which has been placed before this Council will go a great way 
to inspire confidence in the concesHion which the Government has offered to 
the land-holding class and it will also do away with any possible favouritism 
which this section, as it now stands, may give rise hereafter. 

* It has been openly said by the land-holding class, residing in the Mufassa), 
that they are afraid the provisions of the Bill will remain a dead letter, that they 
will not avail themselves of it for fear of being branded as bad landlords when 
the application is refused without any reason assigned for it; and, speaking 
as an Oriental, I may say that the fact of an application of this nature, having 
been submitted by a zamindar of a district to Government and having been 
refused by it, lowers the zamindar in the estimation of not only his 
eommuuity but also of his tenantry, and this apprehension, 1 must frankly tell 
Your Honour, will, 1 am afraid, keep away many landlords from approaching 
the Government on the subject. We are accustomed to live under well-defined 
rules and regulations, wo know we have to conform to the rules; whether any 
individual is a bad individual or a good individual, so long as he complies with 
the laws of the land and^ with the rules and regulations which are prescribed 
by Government, he is entitled to all the privileges of British citizenship. 

Under these circumstances, I would implore Your Honour to accept this 
amendment which has been placed before you and thereby inspire confidence in 
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destinies are also committed to Year Honour’e care* 

“ I have only on© observation io make in conclusion ami that is, with 
reference to tlie speech of the iIon'*ble Babu ^Bhupendrs I^ath Basu. li© 
has vigorously attacked this prtiVisiow of the Bill,- and I may be permitted 
to. tell Your Honour that although he is a leadhig Lawyer of this Province 
he is also a zamindar and a aamindar of no mean status ; and when he has 
spoken with such emphasis in this maitOr i aw Sure' that he has spoken from 
deep-seated conviction and he has thereby reflected not only liis own opinion 
but also the unanimous opinion of the country on the subject. ” 

The Hon’ble Mb. CablyuI said I must oppose this amendment on 
behalf of Government. I understand the Hon’ble Babn Bhupendra Nath Basu 
to say that the Government has no conscience. I have heard a remark about 
this in the Corporation. 1 can assure him that the Government has a 
, conscience. 

“ The provisions regarding Summary Procedure are tentative. The 
Government must keep the most strict control over th(ir working, and cannot 
accept any proposal which woidd tend to weaken its powers. However 
olea:ny the Bill may declare tWSI the powers of tho Local Government are to be 
subject to no appeals, provided it complies with certain conditions, 1 defy 
this Council to invent a section which it will bo beyond tho ingenuity of 
lawyers to idfpugn in Court, and the Government cannot risk having its 
orders set aside by a Civil Court on the ground that its proceedings were 
informal or for some reasons invalid. As a matter of fact, the Government 
will, of course, give zamindars a hearing before withdrawing the privilege.” 

The motions were then put and lost. 

The Hon’blo Mb. Cablyue moved that in clause 33 of the Bill, 
above the heading in italics, the word, figures and letter “ Chapter XIIIA ” 
be inserted. He said 

“This is a mere drafting amendment, and, I have no doubt, will be 
accepted.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Cakuyle also moved that sub-section (8) of section 158A 
be converted into a proviso to sub-section ( 5 ), and sub-section (9) be re-numbered 
sub-section (^). He said:— 

‘‘ This is a drafting amendment, which the Council will probably accept.'’

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THE BENGAL TENANCY (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1906. 

Section 106, 

The Hon’ble Babh Jooendba Nath Mukharji moved the following amend- 
ment which stood in the name of the Hon’blo Mr« Chriyle and had been held 
back for further consideration, namely :—^ 

That to section 106 of the Act, tho following proviso be added 

* Provided also that in any suit under this seotion the Bevenue-ofBoer shall not try any 
issue which has been, or is, directly and substantially in issue between the same parties, or 
between parties under whom they or any of them claim, in proceedings for the settlement of 
rents under this Part, where such issue has been tried and decided, or is being tried, by the 
Revenue^offioer under section 105A.’ 

Ho said:—** This amendment stood over yesterday in consequence of some 
defects which seemed to require consideration, and since yesterday we have been 
able to give this matter some consideration, and after consultation the following 
slight alterations in the original amendment appear to be necessary. After 
the words ‘ or is’, in tho second line of the proviso, the word * already’ may be 
inserted. The same word ^already’ should bo inserted in the last but one line, 
and the letter ‘ a’substituted for the word ‘the’ before the words ‘Revenue- 
officer ’ in tho last line of the original amendment as it stood on the notice 
paper. These being put in, the amendment will read thus:— 

* Provided also that in any suit under this sootion tho Revenue-pffioer shall not try any 
it sue which has been, or is, already directly and substantially in issue between tbe same 
parties, or between parties under whom they or any of them claim, in pfobeediugs for the 
settlement of rents under this Fart, where such issue has been tried and..decided, or is 
already being tried, by a liL^venue-offioer under seoiioa 105A/ 

These additional words seem to me to meet the situation, and I hope • 
Hoii’ble*Members will see their way to accept the amendment. While on this 
subject, I beg to draw the attention of Hon’ble Members to the amendment 
regarding the proviso to seotion 105A which was passed yesterday^ I'he 
additional words 1 have mst proposed appear to be necessary in that amend- 
'ment also, and I beg Your Honour will permit me to move an amendment 
introducing the word ‘already’ after the words ‘or is’ and before the words 
‘ directly and substantially ’ in one place, and also the same word ‘ already ’ 
after the words ‘or is’ and before the word^ ‘ being tried’ in another ; ana a 
further alteration that instead of the word ‘ tbe ’ the word ‘ a ’ be inserted 
where it occurs between the words ‘being tried by the Revenue-officer.’ 
The amendment being introduced, the section will read thus:— 

* Providfid that the Rovenue-offioer shall not try any issue under this section Which has 
been, or is already direetly aud subafontially in issue between the same parties under whom 
they or any of them claim, and has been tried and decided, or is already being tried, by a 
Revenue-officer in a suit instituted before him under section 106 .’ 

“ I have talked over the matter with the Hon’ble Member in charge of the 
Bill and 1 am told he has no objection to accept thie amendment, and on the 
wliole it would make it hotter.” 

Tbe motions were put and agreed to. 

dome $6, 

The Hon’blo Babu Bhupendba Nath Basu moved that clause 36 of the Bill 
be omitted. He said: — 

“Section 310 A of the Civil ^Procedure Code is sought to be introduced 
in section 170. Section 170 of tho Act provides that sections 278 and 283 
shall not apply. The Select Committee has sought, by introducing section 
310A into that section, that that section should also be excluded from tbe 
operation of the Rent Act. Under section dlOA, after a property has been 
sold in execution of a decree the judgment-debtor or any other person inter* 
ested in tbe property may put in the purchase money into Court within 30 days, 
plus certain compensation by way of interest and costs, and thereupon the sale 
18 set aside. Jn zaniindari matters, it often happens that holdings are recorded 
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in thejname of a partionlar, indiridnal as a tenant whereas the real tenant may 
be a different person altogether. 

“ Section 170 of the Bent Act allows the judgment-debtor of any person.^ 
having an interest in the tenure or holding, to pay the money into Oourito 
before the sale. Section 310A was introduced into the Civil Procedure Code 
with the object of allowing judgment-debtors or other persons interested in 
the property sold to pay into Court, within 30 days after the sale, the purchase 
money, pins interest and costs, and in that case the sale would be cancelled. 
The operation of section 310A was extended to the Bent Act by decisions of 
the Wgh Court. The High Court has held that even under the Kent Act 
Procedure, if a tenure or holding is 'sold the judgment-debtor or any person, 
interested in the tenure or holding sold, put in the purchase money, 

interest and costs and get the sale cancelled. TVnat we are now seeking to do 

is, to deprive a large class of tenants of this right. Once the tenure is sold, he 
cannot save bis property by paying in the purchase money and damages and 
costs; and I find in the Notes circulated that a learned Judge who had differed 
from the High'Court Puling stated, that the change in the law to the prejudice 
of the tenant is justifiable, because, after a sale, it would not be desirable to 
have the whole proceedings re-opened and the realization of the landlord’s due 
delayed. 

I will not tire the pat^nCe of Tour Honour’s Council W referring to 
the Note of Dissent of myself and of my friend on my right. Vvo have stated 

it, and it is well known, that there are numerous holdings and tenures in respect 
of which the rftorded tenant is not the real tenant. Hon’ble Members are 
probably aware that that is the state of things in many zamindaries, either because 
the aamindar refuses to recognize the right of transfer or because the raiyat, who 
has purchased the holding, has failed to satisfy the am/a. The old name remains 
recorded; the zamindar goes on; gets a decree against the old tenant, who has 
nothing more to do with the tenure. The result is, that he obtains a decree 
against the recorded tenant in execution of which the holding may be sold, and 
the real tenant may know nothing about it. He may not know anything about 
the decree, because the process is not served upon him but upon the recorded 
tenant. He may not know anything about the sale, because the proceedings 
will not be brought home to him but to the old recorded tenant, who has no 
interest. The only time probably when he will come to know of this is, when 
the property has been sold and the zamindar goes to take possession. 

**1, therefore, submit that this privilege which has been extended to the 
raiyats by the High Court should not be withdrawn. It will operate as a very 
great hardship upon a numerous class of raiyats. To the zamindar, it 
makes very little difference; he gets bis money, his damages and his cost. I, 
therefore, respectfully submit that this clause 36 should not be allowed to find 
a place in the Rent Bill: it will be hard, oppressive and inapplicable.” 

The Hon’ble Bzja Bah Bihaki Kapub said:— ** Your Honour, In supporting 
the retention of the amendment of section 170, in danse 36 of the Bifi, as itr 
stands, I cannot do batter than quote in. extento the opinion of an eminent 
Judge of the highest Conrt in Bengal on this point 

< Extract from a Note on olauee Sff of the Bengal Tenancy {Amendment) Bill, 1906, 
hy the Hoifble Mr, Jnetice Rampini, dated the iJiih March, 1907. 

KChtuee 36,- —^The intention of the frameispf the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885, 
with regard to sides of tenures or holdings for arrears of rent, was that any 
one having in the tenure or holding an interest voidable on the sale {e:g,, a 
mortgagee or an unrecognized transferee) might pay in the decretal amount 
with co^ and so stop, the sale. This is provided for in section 170, 

sub-section {3). Bat it wm intended that, after the sale, only the judgtuent- 
debtor should have the privilege of having the sale set aside by paying up 
the decretal amount and costs with compensation to the auction purchaser of 
6 per cent, of his purchase money. The object of these provisions was to 
induce persons, having an intorest in the property to be sold, to pay in the 
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amount o| the landlord’s debt before tiie sale, so that the landlord f decree* 
holder) might get the money due to him quickly, and the matter might be 
settled and set at rest once for all. This was no hardship to the landlord, 
because (i) he got^ bis money quickly, {S) his old tenant still rmnained his 
tenant, and (5) all risk of future complications and expense was obviated. 

* The provision that after the sale only the judgment-debtor should be 
allowed to pay up the decretal amount presented no pmctical obstacle to the 
setting aside of the sale, and was no hardship to any one, because the decree- 
holder could always bo compelled to take the money, whoever paid it, by the 
ample device of paying in the amount in the name of we judgment- 
debtor. 

* The provisions of section 310A have, however, by the Rulings of the High 
OoUTt, been extended to sales in execution of rent decrees, and the result of 
this has been (f) to take away from the mortgagee or unrecognized transferee 
all inducement to pay in the decretal amount before sale, (2) to force the land¬ 
lord ^decree-holder) to take the money from a person whom he may not 
recognize, or wish to recognize, as his tenant, and (3) to give rise to the 
probability of protracted proceedings and long and expensive litigation, 
jror, in the first place, the decretal amount is often paid in with a request 
that it may not be paid out to the landlord (decree-holder) till applications 
by the judgment-debtors for setting aside the sale, on the ground of 
irregularities or fraud in the sale proceedings, have been disposed of. 
Simnltanoous applications under section 174, and to set aside the sale on the first 
of these grounds, have now been provided ageunst by clause 87 c-1 the Bill. But 
there is no remedy for a simultaneous application' under section 174, and une 
to set aside the sale on the ground of fraud. These applications to set aside the 
sale may be opposed both by the decree-holder and the auction-purchaser; 
for the latter may not wish to part with the tenure or holding pui'chased by 
him, and to whom the statutory allowance of b per rent, on the purchase 
money may not be a sufficient compensation for the loss of his bargain. The 
decree-holder may also oppose the application to set aside the sale, not only 
on the ground that there was no fraud, but because the amount paid in was 
insufficient, or was not paid iit duo time. These proceedings, with the 
inevitable appeal and second appeal or application for revision, to the High 
Court, may last for years. All this time the landlord does not know who 
his tenant is—whether he is the old tenant (i.e,, the judgment-debtor) or 
the auction purchaser. Ho cannot he certain, then, whom he should sue 
for rent. Ue may sue the wrong person, and some of his lawful demands fmr 
rent may consequontly become barred by limitation. 

It clearly expounds the reason why the amendment has been made in the 
Bill, and bearing in mind that the granting of means of speedy realization of rent 
due to the landlord is the object of the Legislator, it is proper that the amendment 
should be accepted as it now stands. Therefore, I beg to support that the 
clause be accepted and passed.” 

•i _ 

The Hon’ble Raja Pkart Moh.an Muxhabji said:— I too, Your Honour, 
oppose the motion for the omission of clabse 36. Section 174 of the Tenancy 
Act gives a judgment-debtor the right to get the sale set aside by depositing 
the money, and section 170 entitles any one who is at all interested in saving 
the tenure from sale to deposit the money and protect the tenure from sale; 
so that everybody, who is nearly so intecrestod in protecting the tenure from 
sale, w allowed, an opportunity of doing so by depositing the money. 
Where is the necessity for a douBle provision, especially whou it loads to this— 
that if, after the sale, a mortgagee or somebody else, who is inti^restod' in getting 
tho sale set aside, deposits the money and the landlord is obliged to take the 
money in satisfaction of the decree, it would be oonipoUing tlie landlord to 
reeoguizo a stranger as his tenant? Your Honour will see that in the eaHiet 
clauses i>£ the B-ll much facility has been given to transferees of holdings 
to get their names registered in tho zamindar’s sherista, so that the objection 
which the hon’ble mover of the amendment raised on the score of the mort¬ 
gagee and other persons being ignorant of the impending sale, is, at any rate, 
mitigated, if not wnolly removed. I submit, therefore, that no necessity 
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cxiste for makitig section 310A of the Civil Procedare Ooda any 
longer applicable to rent suitSi and that the clause in the Bill as it stando 
is just and desirable.’* 

The Hon’blo Babu Kaxj Papa Ghosh, by leave of the C ouncil, withdrew 
the motion, standing in his namOf that clause 36 of tlie Bill be omitted. 
He said;— 

1 beg to support the amendment moved by the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra 
Nath Basu. It is said, Sir, that unless section 310A of the Civil Procedure 
Code is included in section 170 of the Bengal Tenancy Act, or otherwise 
unless any person other than a judgment-debtor be debarred from paying 
^he decretal amount after the sale, certain complications will arise; and 
in order to meet these difficulties or complications, it is said that section 310 A 
has been included in section 170 of the Tenancy Act. The first point urged 
is, that if any person other than the judgment-debtor is allowed to pay the 
decretal amount after the sale, then practically this will take away from the 
mortgagee or unrecognized transferee all inducement to pay the decretal 
amount before the sale. 1 submit that such a contingency is remote, and my 
reason is this: there is substantial difference between payment of a decretal 
amount beforo the sale and after the sale ; if the money is paid before the 
sale under section 170, thefif a certain right is created in favour of the 
person who pays that money. Section 171 of the Bengal Tenancy Act is 
quite clear on the subject. It provides that:— 

* 171. When any person having, in a tenure or holding advertised for a sale under 
this Ohaptert an interest which would he voidable upon the sale, pays into Court the amount 
requisite to prevent the sale,— 

(a) the amount so paid by him shall ho deemed to be a debt bearing interest at 
twelve P' f centum per annum^ affrt seoiu^ by a mortgage of the tenure or 
holding to him ; 

{Jb) bis mortgage sh^dl take priority of every other obarge on the tenure or holding 
other than a charge for orrear of rent; and 

(o) he shall 1^ entitled to possesBion of the tenure or holding as mortgagee of the 
tenant, and to retain TOssesBion of it as such until the debt, with the interest 
due thereon, has boen discharged/ 

‘ So the payment before the sale secures in favour of the person who pays the 
amount all these rights, and none of these rights can bo secured by payment 
after sale. Is not this a sufficient inducement to any person to pay the money 
before tlie sale ? When ho finds that tho amount which he pays will secure for 
him all iheso rights, I submit that in all cases he will try and pay the money 
before and not after the sale provided ho has notice of tlie sale. Then, again, 
payment after sale will also necessitate his paying 5 per cent, as a penalty, 
but before sale there is no sudi penalty. Therefore, it is quite unreasonable 
to say that this inducement is taken away, by allowing a person to pay after 
the sale ; that argument falls to the ground: certainly, if he be a person who 
has an interest in the property and he is anxious to stay the sale, he will 
come in beforo the sale, it is only in oases where a man has no notice 
of the sale, then of course ^ if the sale takes place and he comes in after the 
sale, he pays the amount with 5 per cent, penalty, and that remedy he now has 
under section 310A of the Civil Procedure Code; and the present 6lause 36 
proposes to take away that remedy, and I submit it would be a great hardship 
on the people who have an interest. 

‘‘Then, there will be anotlier practical difficulty in this connection, and it 
is this: under section 170, the judgment-debtor and any person having a voidable 
interest in the tenure or holding may pay tho money. I submit that this 
does not contemplate tho case of a co-sharer in the property, who is not a 
judgment-debtor and his interest is not in the eye or the law an interest 
voidable on the sale; this interest being almost co-extensivo with the interest ef 
the judgment^debtor is void, and if be does not happen to be the judgment- 
debtor and if his interest is not voidable, then bo cannot pay under section 170; 
and the only remedy^ left to him at present by the law is after the sale, under 
section 310A of the Civil Proeedure Code; ana if that remedy is also taken 
awny, then all such co-sharers who do not happen to be registered tenant** 
and therefore not made parties to the suit, will have no remedy to pay the 
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money after the sale, because it i» the judgment-debtor alone who will be able 
'to come in after the a^e. 

Then, it is urged there cannot be any practical obstacle to the setting 
aside of the salej because ho can adopt the derice of paying the money in the 
name of the judgment-debtor; but that argument is also fallacious, because 
after the safe the judgment-debtor must apply for setting aside the sale ; it is 
not that any person can pay the money in his name; unless he signs an 
application, the sale cannot possibly be set aside : so it will not do to pay the 
money in his name, but it is only the judgment-debtor who can do so; 
so that in many cases it happens that the judgment-debtor, having no interest in 
the (property, may be in collusion with the decree-holder, and thereby the 
person interested may not have any remedy to have the sale set aside when 
once it takes place. For these considerations, 1 submit the law should not be 
disturbed ana the people should have an opportunity of paying the money 
after the sale, and thereby to have the sale sot aside.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Joqendua Nath Mukhaeji, by leave of the Council, 
also withdrew the motion, standing in his name, that clause 36 of the Bill be 
omitted. He said:— 

Instead of moving my amendment separately I beg to accord my 
support to the hon’ble mover of tliis amendment, because our amendments 
are practically the same. It would not have been necessary for me to say 
anything at all on this subject after what has fallen from my hon’ble friends on 
my left, had it not been for the Note of an eminent Judge which^'^was referred 
to by the Hon’ble Raja Ban Bihari Kapur. I am afraid this Note will have a 
considerable e£Pect on the minds of Hon’blo Members, some of whom are not 
familiar very much with the operation of the Bengal Tenancy Act. It is, 
therefore, necessary for me to allude briefly to that Note and confine my argu¬ 
ments to the points made in that document. It is necessary first to under¬ 
stand the purport of section 170. It provides that:— 

* (^) When an order for the eale of a tenure or holding in execution of a decree for 
arrears due thereon has been made, the tenure or holding^ shall not be released from 
attachment, unless, before it is knocked down to the auction-purchaser, the amount of 
the decree, including the costs decreed, together with the costs incurred in order to the 
sale, is paid into Court; or the decree-holder makes an application for the release of the 
tenure or bolding on the ground that the decree has been satisfied out of Court. 

* (3) The jedgment-debtor or any person haying, in the tenure or holding, any interest 
voidable on the sale may pay money into Court under this section.’ 

<< Vory many of the questions which have been raised in this Note can be 
disposed of by rcierence to clause (J) which 1 have just read, because the question 
of recognizing a stranger as the tenant, which was raised by one of the Hou’ble 
Members who is opposed to the amendment as an argument against the 
amendment, is raised in practice before the sale ; and no time is saved by going 
into this question before the sale just as no time is saved by going into it. after 
the sale. 1 submit that the question is not the stage at which such objec¬ 
tions are disposed of, but whether these objections are to be disposed of at 
all. It is necessary for every Court to dispose of these objections under 
section 170 if the law permits it, otherwise tho fact remains that the money may 
be paid by a stranger, and when paid, it goes to the liquidation of the debt 
without any inquiry as to the person paying it; and the matter ends there. 

Is it contended by those Hon’ble Members who are against the amend¬ 
ment that tho Court is boimd to go into tliis question* under section 170 f 
Can the Court say, under section 470, that because the person making the 
payment is not a recorded tenant it will not allow him to nay the money P 
Certainly not. Can tho landlord say, at this stage and before tne sale, that the 
person making the payment is not his tenant, and therefore if such a person is 
allowed to pay the money into Court he will jeopardize the landlord’s interests 
and the landlord will be forced under these eircumstances to recognize a person 
whom he does not want ? Certainly not. But supposing that sudi a question 
is allowed to be raised under section 170, the Court is bound to decide it j and 
so, whether it is decided before or after the salo, there is no saving of time or 
trouble. After the sale I submit the question becomes simpler, because the 
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money being paid and the sale bein^ eiBt airide there is an end of the wbole 
matter. There is no opportunity given at this stage to the man who pays to 
raise the question of title to the tenancy; nor is any time given to the aanundar 
to raise such a question : he is bound to accept the money in any case, whether 
it is paid before or after the _ sale, as the low now stands. The distinelioxio, 
which are somewhat prominenUy referred to in the Note, are distinctions, if 
I may say so, without a difference. It has been said in tho Note that deiaretal 
amounts are often paid in, with a request that it may not be paid out to the 
landlord (decree holder) till applications for setting aside the sale, on the 
ground of irregularities or fraud m the sale proceedings, have been disposed of. 
Now, section 311 is the section in the Civil Procedure Code by which a 
judgment-debtor or any person whose property has been sold in execution of 
a decree, may, apply to the Court to set it aside on any of these grounds. This 
question, however, is not at all affected by the payment, as it has been, as a 
matter of fact, excluded by the substantive law on the subject. Section 174 of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act mstinctly excludes section 311 of the Civil Procedure 
Code from the operation of that section. It says:— 

‘ Frovidsd that, if a judgment-debtor applies under section 311 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure to eet aside tbc eale of his tenure or holding, he ehall not be entitled to make an 
application under tbie eeotion; and if he applies under this section, he shall not be eutiUsd 
to make an application under eeotion 811 of tho Oode of Civil Procedure.’ 

This portion of the Note ^b^rofore goes. It will, therefore, be noticed 
that the mortgagee or the unrecognized transferee cannot put in the money and 
at the same time raise an objection under section 311 of the Civil Procedure 
Code. Then, spoming to the wording of section 310A, the distinction notice* 
able is, that under section 174 only the judgment-debtor can pay and not 
any person whoso tenure nr holding has been sold, as provided by section 
310A; and the language of section 174 runs thus :— 

* Where a tenure or holding is sold for fua arrear of rent due thereon, then, at any time 
within thirty days from the date of eale, the judgment-debtor may apply to have the bm set 
aside, on his depositing in Court, for payment to the decree-holder, the amount reeoverable 
under the decree with costs, and, for payment to (he purohaser, a sum equal to five j>er emtum 
of the purchase money.’ 

** That is the distinction. It is stated in the Note that if it was intended 
that section 310A should have application, why is it that section 174 was 
enacted ? But that is more than we can tell. Section 310A did not form part 
of the original Civil Procedure Code, it had to be added by a subsequent 

f ieoe of legislation; but section 174 follows to some extent section 310A, and 
may say the Public Demands Beoovery Act also which contains a section 
similar to section 174. Although all these correlated sections embody one 
general principle, it cannot be said that when this section J 74 was enacted the 
Legislature had in contemplation the exact wording of section 310A. It teems 
to me to be practically certain that the wording of section 310A was not oontem* 
platod at the time the Bengal Tenancy Act was passed; because we find that 
in section 170* no reference is made to section 310A. If it was the intention 
that section 310A should not have^ application, it could have been specifically 
excluded, just as certain other sections of the Code of Civil Procedure werq 
excluded by section 174; but for the^ reasons I have placed before Your 
Honour, it will appear that the wording of section 810A was not considered 
at all. 

We are, therefore, relegated ^ to this porition; we are not concern¬ 
ed to know whether certeiu decisions of the High Court are right or 
wrong; we are concerned to consider the question upon its merits, namely, 
whether the right, after having been extended to all persons whose property 
has been sold, and not to the judraent-debtor alone, should now by specific 
legislation be taken away from all such persons: and my submission is, that 
no cose has been made out for taking away these rights from the people. 

With regard to the question, whether the operation of section 174 having 
been extended by the Kuliug of the High Court uobody would think of paying 
beforehand the decretal amount, I would beg to draw the attention of 
Hon’blo Members to the fact that a man who allows a sale to take place, that is, 
a judgment-debtor or any person who is entitled to pay tho money before the 
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«a1e who alloys the afile to take place; haip to pay a penalty of S per eent^ on'the 
purohei^ money. Tm® pOT'o-ltyt I siihinit, ought to a6t aa a sUflScieiitdeterrGint; 

' apart from the adrabtagea which a person, who pays the decretal amount before 
the sate under section 170, cun expect, and which nave been pointed out my 
friend, the Qon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh, as accruing under section 171 of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act. All this is really a deterrent. 

Now, I ask why should those persons, who have the misfortune to be 
mortgagees in respect of a Iiolding or tenure, as well as other interested persons 
who do not 6nd a place in the records of the zamindar, be left in the lurch ? 
The zamindar frames liis suit against the recorded tenant, but the real man who 
is interested in the prevention of the sale never gets notice. Section 85 of the 
Transfer of Property Act provides againi^t such contingencies, and says that 
in the case of a mortgogo every person who has an interest in the mortgaged 
property should be made a party. No corresponding section is to be found in 
the Bengal Tenancy Act. The result is, that th^ose persons who are not on 
the records of tlio zumiudars set om if ever get any notice through the Court. 
According to the law, the rent is a first charge on the tenure or holding and, 
therefore, the tenure passes by the sale and not merely the right, title and 
interest of the judgment-debtor; and if the tenure passes, what is the really 
interested man to get ? Ife has not been given a chance, by section 174, of 
depositing the money* The language of section 174 is undoubtedly narrow ; 
but inasmuch as section SlOA h^ not been excluded by express provision, and 
inasmuch as the High Court Rulings have held that in such cases section 310A 
applies, such persons have been allowed to deposit the money: and now it is 
proposed that this right should bo taken away by legislation ^ror no palpable 
advantage to the za^nindar. 

It is said that bad law very often encourages corruption. If anybody 
makes bad law, people try to get round it by various means ; and one should 
always try to avoid making bad laws. Ah it has been pointed out by my 
friend, a person who is not on the record cannot sign thenatno of the judgment- 
debtor ; bo cannot forge his name in order to bo able to pay the money after 
the sale. It is said in tho Note— 

* These applioaliouB to set aside tho sale may be opposed both by the decroo-bolder and 
the aucUon^purohoser ; for the latter may not wish »o part with the tenure or holding pur¬ 
chased by him and to whom tlio statutory allowance of 5 per cent^^ on the purct&ase money, 
may not be a euflidhmt comjieusation for tho loss of his bargain. The dooree-holder may-^ 
also oppose tlie appU^ation to sot af^ide the sale, not only on the ground that there was no 
fraiid, but beoauFe the amount paid in was insufHoiont or wos not paid in due time. Tbeeie 
proceedings, with the inevitable appeal and seormd appe^il or application for revision, to the 
High C/Ourt, may last for years. All this time the landlord does not know who his tenanc 
is—whether ho is tho old toiiant, (c.e., the judgment-debt or) or the auction purohasor. He 
cannot bo certain, then, whom ho should sue for rent. He may sue the wrong person, and 
some of his lawful demands for rent may consequently become barred by limitation. 

These are also quostions which seem to mo not to depend upon the person 
who pays. If tho money is not paid in time thoso questions can always be 
raised if allowable, even before the sale. Section 316 of the Civil Procedure 
Code answers the point raised in tho last part of tho above paragraph. So 
loTtg as there is no certificato the title docs not pass. The zamindar, 1 think, 
can always sue ibo old tenant till the sale is confirmed. Thus it will be seen 
that tbe remarks loso much of their force by reference to section 316 of the 
Civil Procedure Codo. 

Further, why should we feel so anxious about the purchaser, whose rights 
do not even commence till after two months from the date of tho sale ? 

Then again in case of fraud* if such matter be not allowed to comosinto 
execution proceedings after the sale, tho aggrieved party can raise tbe question 
by a regular suit. A party really injured will seldom refrain from asserting 
his rights, and it is only a matter of procedure whether ho should have his 
remedy in tho execution proceedings or by a regular suit ? If he can file 
a suit, it will go from tho Original to tho Appellate Court, and from the 
first ^ Appellate Court to the High Court* At what time does tho zamindar 
get his money in that case? Further, in course of the regular suit, tho plaintift 
may obtain an injunction from the trying officer stopping further progress of 
the oxeoistian proceedings. So that, considered from any point of view, it seems 
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to! me tltat the limitation that proposed is hardly called fot hy> the 

chroutnstancQs of the case, and, a#'I have submitted to Hon’blo hTemben., ^e 
question is not an ? academical ooe at all, bat that it is a practical one and is 
mugbt with ^rave oon8equBnoea_ to the parties concornod. It is not, I 
repeat, a question as to who is right and_ who is wrong, bat that it is a 
question as to whether a person who has enjoyed a right up to tlio present time 
should be deprived of his right ? ’* 


The Hon’ble Babu Jooendba Chaudba Qbosb said:—“ The amendment pro¬ 
posed in clause 36 is in consequence of several cases in the High Court, in one 
of which 1 . bad the honour of being engaged. The true reason for the amend¬ 
ment has not boon apnrociated by the Hon’ble Members who have oppose<l it, 
and the'- reason is, that there should, not be a doable remedy given to the judg¬ 
ment-debtor in a sale. A romqdv is given by section 174 of the Tenancy Act, 
and the Judges bavo with reluctance been obliged to give effect to the con¬ 
tention that section 810A also should apply. Section 174 ought to have been 
fuller, I admit, but the enactment of section 36 is wholly unobjectionable. It 
would bo logical not to omit it; and there is another reason which has led to the 
enactment of this clause, and that is this : several cases have arisen in the High 
Court in which purchasers or alleged purchasers of occupancy holdings have come 
in under section 310A, and the difficult question arose whether tho trans¬ 
ferability of occupancy holdii%s' should be gono into before section 310 A 
could apply ; and in all these cases, so far as 1 remember, tho Judges were 
very reluctant to give effect to section 310A, but there is no force in tho 
objections putaforward by the Hon’ble Member who opposed it. 

“ There is alsolutely no force in tho case of alleged transferees of ocoupancy- 
holdings; but in tho case of oolluaive sales, to avoid tnnrtgugcs of uuder-tonures 
by permanent transferable tenure-holders, there is un apparent hardship. 
'I'bese cases are very common, that a permanent transferable tenure-holder 
colludes with a zamiudar and gets his tenure sold in order to avoid his 
mortgage or an under-tenure. Theso cases shouhi, I very humbly submit, 
be provided for; but that cannot be provi<ied fur by the omission of section 36. 
That should bo provided for by the am* ndment of section 174, and clause 36 
should in no case be omitted. I have mentioned this matter to the Hou’ble 
Raja Peary Mohan Mukharji, and he agrees with me. I also mentiorud this 
matter to tho Ilon’blo Member in charge of the Dill, but he tells mo that 
the Act will probably have to bo ro-ciist and this matter will be con.sidorotl 
then. 1 only mention this matter now, so that it may not be lost sight of 
when the Act is again amended.” 


Tho Hon’ble Me. Cabi.tl.b said ;—“ I must ask tho Council to reject the 
proposal to omit this clause. It is dcsivablo that everything, in connection with 
rent-suits, should be as simple and speedy as possible. No hardship will, 1 believe, 
be caused by refusing to allow a salo to be set aside in Court by third parties. 
It should almost always he possible for third parties to get tho judgment debtor 
to pay in tbo money, and I believe in practice they could always, as a matter of 
fact, get the money paid in; but their presont intervention os third parties fo 
the case is undesirable. 

With reference to the remarks just made by the Hon’ble Babu JogCndra 
Nath Mukharji, 1 must explain that if proposals bo brought forward for changes, 
as is possible, especially in connection with the Certificate Procedure, which, 
if snooessful, may rcqnwe the amendment of section 33 os now laid down, and 
any other questions, such as the Hon’ble I^bu Jogendra Nath Mukharji has 
raised, the matter could be considered and brought up. 1 do not uled^ 
myself that the Bengal Tenancy Act will be amended at an cacly date; but if, 
as I bavo- said, the recovery of rents by tho Certificate Procedure is a success, 
it is practically certain that considerable amendments will hayo to bo made 
in the new section I58A, to provide for difiloultios which may arise in praclicai 
working. In that case, the point now raised by tho Hou’blo Member will bo 
considered. The whole point is not what the law now is, nor as to what the 
interpretation of tho Judges of tho High Court who gave effect to it meant it 
to be, but the question is what tho law ought to be. 
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The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Makharji aiigued, aa I anderatand» 
<-that section 310 A not having been specifically excluded from the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, it must be held that it was the intention of Government that it 
should wply* Section 174 was passed in 1895» while section SlOA was passed in 
1894. with regard to the distinction between section 171 of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act and section 310A of the Civil Procedure Oodoi the great difference is, that 
section 171 provides specifically what is to be the position of an interested party 
who pays before the sale. Section 310A does not provide for bis poation with 
reference to the landlord, and hence section 8lOA is objectionable for rent-suits, 
though section 171 is not. The Hon^ble Babu Elali Pada Ghosh, I understand, 
argued that if there wore co-sharors who were not affected by a decree for rent 
they would not be protected by section 171. 1 do not understand how a decree 

for rent could affect one co-sharer tenant only : all would be judgment-debtors 
and all or any of them could pay in the decretal amount before or after the sale. 

In connection with this subject, I will read a letter to the Government of 
India by the Government of Bengal in regard to the observations of the High 
Court, giving our reasons for inserting section 86 in the Act 

* The High Co-^rt propose that iu tlio case ol a transferable tenure, the transferee should 
l»e enabled to apply to have a sale in exeout'on oi a rent decree set as'do.^ In the abstraot, 
taore would be no ohj 'otion to such a provision ; but in praotioe it would give rise (o oom- 
pi cated disputes, as to whether the tenure oouoemed was transferible or not. Such disputes 
would have to lie dojided in execution proceedings, which are only of a summary character; 
and ihe decision arrived at Would have no binding force. 'I he objection to the proposal is, 
that it would interfere with one of the main objects of the Bill, which is to render rent-suits 
and the snbsequent execution preooedings as simple as possible, and to mevent the inter- 
vention of third parties. It is believed^ that, in praotioe, the transferee has little or no 
difficulty in avoiding a sale by paying the decretal amount into Court in the name of or 
through the judgment-debtor. The question whether the transfer was valid then lies he« 
tween the transferee and the landlord, and is not allowed to complicate the execution prooeed- 
ings in the rent suit. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that this course causes little 
inconvenience and is preferable to allowing ihe intervention of third parties in execution 
prooeediDgs in rent-suits. He would, therefore, propose to retain ihe oiaose as drafted.* 

** 1 think this slates briefly, clearly and completely the reasons for 
mairtainiiig clause 36 as it now stands/’ 

The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Murbabji in reply said : —As I have 
pointed out, the reasonablenesa of tlie law aa it|at present exists and as it has 
l^ea interpreted by tlie Rulings of the High Court, will appear from the Rulings 
themselves, and the reasonableness of those Rulings wo are not assenibled here 
to discuss. There is, however, one aspect of the case to which allusion has been 
made by the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill, namely, whether third 
persons should be allowed to interfere in execution proceedings, which 1 propose 
to touch upon now. 1 venture to submit that third persons have been allowed 
to interfere in execution proceedings by the law itself ; the only question now 
is, the time or stage at which such interference should be allowed, and 1 have 
already submitted that, so far as the decree-holder is concerned, whether the 
consideration of this question relating to the interests of third parties is taken 
up at an earlier stage or at a later stage, it is perfectly immaterial to liim as 
long as he is kept out of his mone^. He can never get his money until the 
sale is confirmed; and my submission is, that whether the confirmation of the 
sale takes place after the disposal of objections in execution proceedings or 
after the disposal of a regular suit instituted by a man who expects to lose his 
property, the consequence is the same. Therefore, 1 submit that aa a principle 
a statement like the above is not entitled to any consideration. The last thing 
I will repeat is, that the question before us is not an academical question at all 
but we are taking away the rights of parties by legislation; and if legislation is 
to come up a^ain, for purposes of reform, why not allow the present state of 
things to confcmue till then, and after the matter is more thoroughly considered 
change section 174, if that is necessary, or intniduce any other amendment? 
We are concerned with clause oG of the Bill, and if the law can be amendecL in 
a better way^ than 1 have proposed, by all m^-ans do it. But it will be bei^r 
under Ihe circumstances, if the consideration of the matter of clause 86 is 
deferred till another Bill comes up for consideration.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 
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The Hon’ble Babu JoaENDRA Ohandba Ghosp., by leave of the Counoi], 
witfadrew the motion, standing in his namo, that in clause (f)olt sub-section (5) 
of section 178 of the Act, after the words for ” the words “ or claim 

in defence be inserted. 

Section 181» 

The Hon’ble Raja Peary Mohan Mukhaeji moved that in section 181 
of the Act, after the words ‘‘service-tenure’^, in both places where they 
occur, the wrords “or holding” be inserted. He said:— 

“Whenever a question arose in a case in the High Court, whether a 
service-holding or a patni-holding acquired a right of occupancy, it was in¬ 
variably hedd that the provisions of the Bengal Tenancy Act ciid n- t apply 
to such holding. The most recent case on the subject was decide d only a few 
weeks ago, and it is reported in the current number of the Reports. 1 think 
thot the use of the'word ‘tenure’ in section 181 instead of Loth ‘tenure’ 
and ‘holding ’ was an oversight, because the same principle held good in both 
cases of tenure and liolding ; and in regard to both tenures and huldincrs the 
judicial decisions have been in favour of the vh-w, that tlie provisions of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act did tmt apply to service-tenures or holdings. 

“The Ilon’blo Member in charge of the Bill observed to mo, some time 
ago, that mv amendment might give rise to objections on the score f-f 
ffhaivmli hohlings. With reference to that ohservation, I btg to submit that 
the question of /jhatwali holdings and their incidents have bftn very often 
definitely settled by law, namely. Regulations 29 of 1814 and T) of 1859; so that 
no sort of complication or difficulty will arise if tlie meaning of section 81 
were n\ade clearer, and if it were put down in the law itself that by service- 
tenure is meant both tenures and holdings. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carlyle said:—“I must oppose tlii.*^ amendment on 
behalf of the Government. The sanction of the Government of India, to the 
raising of the question, has not been obtained'as regards holdings; and the 
whole question of service holdings is a very difficult one. The Government has 
had a great dcal^ of difficulty in securing the fair treatment of holders of 
piekhan lands in Midnapore, and I am not prepared to nccept anything which 
would increase our difficulties. It would bo impossihlo for the Government 
to accept legislation on this subject, without very full inquiries not onl}' from 
public bodies and associations but also from District Uffii^ers and District 
Judges.” 

The motion was put and lost. 

Section 188, 

The Ilon’ble Babu Jogbndra Chandra Ghose, by leave of the Council, 
withdrew the motion, standing in his name, that to section 188 of the Act, tVie 
words “except as otlierwise provided in this Act’" be added. 

Clause Si), 

The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukhar.?! moved that in clause (e) of 
the proposed section 188A, in clause 39 of tljo Bill, after the word “ landlords” 
the following bo added, namely :— * 

“whose shares of the rent of a tenure or holding are colloctod 
separately,” 

He said I propose to amend the above slightly with Your Honotxr’s 
permisriou. I omitted to notice one matter and it is that, under cortain circiini- 
stances specified in the Bill, a co-sharer who does not collect Lis rent scpnrat^'iy 
can sue. So T propose'to add after the word ‘whose’ the words ‘tth:iro or,' 
and after the word ‘separately’ the ■words ‘or who are othorwisc' entitled 
to sue.’ There are certain sections in the Bill, as I have said, permitting one 
co-sharer, whose share in the rent is not collooteJ separately, to sue BcparateJy. 
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The object of the amendment is this : tliis eoction, it was originally framed, 
contained the words ‘whose sliare or shares of the rent of a tenure or holding 
are collected separately’, but those words were dropped in the Select Committee ; 
and 1 for one did not at the time very well understand the significance of the 
proceeding. Kramining the words of section 188A closely, it seems to me 
that if these words were added they would make the section clearer than at 
present. As the law stands at present, no co-sharer whose rents are not collected 
separately—in other words, who lias not entered into a separate contiact with 
the tenant to pay him rent H(3parately—can sue soparatoly ; and therefore in 
the original draft of the Hill these words had been introduced. Tlio provision 
now is— 

‘ Not withstand inpr anytlung contained in this Aot, every suit between landlord and 
tenant as such inslitutod l)y 

(r/) a sole landlo»’d, 

(A) the eutiro body of landlords, or, 

(c) ono or more oo-uburor landlords, 

shall be subject to the provisions of sectfous 143 to 153 (both inolusive): 

and to oviry deoiee pabst^d in a suit framed under sub-scotion (1) or sub-seotion (2) of 
section 168B, the provisions of Chapter XIV shall, so far as may be pmotioabJe, he 
applioablo.' 

“ This may mean that an independent right has boon conferred upon co¬ 
sharers, whose rents are not collected separately. Evidently, that is not the 
intention of the framers of the Act, and if the w'ords suggested by my 
amendment were inserted ; they would make the section clear ar^f? prevent any 
inis-constjurtion of the law. Such iniS'ConBtruction is not the intention of 
the Legislature, and there can bo no harm in introducing the words contained 
in my amendment.” 

The Iloii’blo Mk. CARnYi.E said : — “ The additif^n that the Ilon’ble 
Member has just made in his amondinont has altogether altered its meaning, 
and 1 cannot express any opLuioii on it now. I tl.iitk it would bo safer for the 
Council not io accept it with these additional words, paiticularly as we have 
not had full time to examine them. 1 was prepared to oppc»se the words as 
they stood, as they were obviously wrong, but I am not sure whether tiie words 
now are right or not, and wo have not, gut time to examine theui now.” 

The motion was put and lost. 

Clause AO. 

The ITon’blo Mr. CAKnYi.E moved that in clause 40 of the Bill, after 
clauno ( S), the following bo inserted : — 

^^(3) to prf'bcribe the manner in which landlords’ fees shall bo transmitted 
to the landlord. ” 

lie also nioved that clause (3) be re-numhercd clause (4)> 

' He said: —d'his ainotidmout is consequent to the amendment already 
accopud by ilic Council in Chapter IVA of the Bill, As the Government has 
tak^ii on itKvlf the power of transmitting fees to the landlord, obviously they 
icquirc i^ow^cr to provide how such fees are to bo transmitted.” 

Tbo motions were put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’blo Babu Jocjendra Chandra Ghobb, by leave of the Council, 
withdrew the moti*m, standing ii\ his name, that the new clause (S) of section 
189, to ba iui?erted by clause 40 of the Bill, be omitted. 

The Ilon'ble SIr. CARnYi.u moved that the Secretary be directed to re* 
number the cUiusos of the Bill in consecutive order, end to make correspond¬ 
ing alteiations in all cross-references thereto. ^ 

The Hon’ble Babtt Jogendra Chandra Ghose said I beg to suggest 
that as the I5engal Tenancy Act has bocr)me disfigured with so many sub¬ 
sections—^A, B and O, I submit as an amendment that all the sections of the 
Act be re numbered,” 
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The Hon’ble Mk. CAHiiTiiB aaid:—I must ask the Council not to accept 
this proposal, as it would lead to f^eat confusion. All the references arc to 
the present numbers of the Act, and it would cause great confusion if w© were 
now to alter them/’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Caklyi.e’s motion was then put and agreed* 

The Hon’ble Mu. Carlyl.b moTed that the Bill, as settled in Council, bo 
passed. H e said; —- 

** I trust llon’ble Members of Council have not got the impression that 
because I gavo in some eases short replies to some of the amendments that 
matters hove not been fully considered. I have tried to give full consideration 
to everything that came betfoie me, either in the wayof suggestions of llon’blo 
Members or from outside the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Baja Peahy Mohan Mukharji said;—“The original objects 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act (Amendment) Bill were to make provisions to 
prevent landlords from evading the grant of rent receipts to their tenants, to 
prevent illegal < nhancemouts of rent by moans of unfair and inequitable 
agreements and compromises, to amend Chapter XII of the Act relating 
to record of-rights by placing it t)n a satisfactory basis and to give facilities to 
landlords for the ctdlection of thfeiiP'rents. Jn giving effect to some of these 
objects, powers have been vested in Revenue-officers to the exclusion of the 
legithnaie functions of the Civil Courts, and judicial decisions have, in some 
respects, been subordinated to the orders of the Executive. Jt is a procedure 
open to grave olgeoti'^n, I cannot conceive of any circumstances in which 
disputes, rc'lating to land, could be decided with greater justice and equity than 
by upholding the authority and independence of the Civil Courts, Every 
attempt lo interfere with the functions of the Judiciary is u move in the wrong 
direction, and this is to be regretted the more, as we have for some time been 
led to indulge in the liope that, at last a dona fide attempt would be made to 
remove a iong-stunding grievance by efiFecting a separation of the Judicial from 
the Exc3imtive functions of public officers. 

It would be wrong, b jwever, to say that the new clauses of the Bill, 
intended to enforce adherence to the law, involve a new principle. In no 
one respect does any of the clauses of the Bill go beyond trie policy of the 
Bengal Tenancy Act. The striiigency of the new provisions would, in no way, 
affect law-abiding landholders; while those who have hitherto complained of the 
injustice and haid^hip (>f a law, which threw obstacles in the way of recovering 
admitted rates of rent by suit in Court, would find ample reason to congratulate 
themselves on the many important changes which have been made in the 
Act of 1885. 'i'lio sections relating to transfers and devolution by inheritance 
of tenures und lioldings, which have hitherto been a prolific source of dispute 
between landhoUhrs and raiyats, have been satisfactoiily modified; the pro¬ 
visions relating to the merger of holdings in superior interests have boon so 
modified as to reduce to a miaiimuni the chances of litigation ; the provisions 
relating lo cemmuttiiion of rent-iivkind lo money rent have been modified' 
so as to remedy the defents brougVit to light by their practical operation; 
the section providing for the assessments of additional rent on excess land 
held by raiyats has been modified so as to give landholders a workable 
provision for the rcoiization of their just dues; the division aod sub-division of 
holdings without tho landlord’s consent have been adequately safeguarded ; the 
admissibility of ct)pioa of collection and measurement papers in current use by 
landholders, as evidence in rent suits, has heeir clearly provided for ; false pleas 
of disclaimer of landlord’s title h^ivo been made penal ; efff'.ctivo restrictions 
have been pla(;ed in the way of fraudulent attempts to beep landlords at bay, 
in the matter of recovery of rent by vexatious applications, for reviv'al of 
suits decreed ex pnrie, hy false pleas of title in third parties and by equally false 
pleas of tho claiui for rent being in excess of tho actual rate, and an earnest 
attempt has been made to solve, with the aid of the boat available export 
knowledge and €?xpoiitmc©, tho difficult question of the rights and liabilities 
incidental to sales of holdings in execution of decrees for rent obtained fay 
co-sharrr landluuders. 
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^‘Not the least noticeable c1a:use ih the is the one whif h makes 
^ the Certificate Procedure avaittible for recovery oi rent, by those land¬ 
holders in ‘whose estates a record-of-ri^hts has been made. Xhe importahoe 
of this moftsuro cannot bo overrated. In every country, tho State ^esetveti to 
itself an oxcoptionally Satninary Procedure for the recovery of its dues. In 
tlie case of the Stato^ there is every gnaranieo for the oorrectnoss nhd validity 
of its claim, and there is no room for apprehension that it might be vitiated 
by interested motives. 'I’o make such a procedure applicable to tho claims 
of private persons, means tlie granting of a privilege of which landholders may 
well feel proud. The privilege has, it is ti'ue, been guarded by conditions aud 
limitations which would greatly circumscribe its uso; but if there bo any 
measure which should noc be made widely applicable, without an experience of 
its operation within defined limits, it is this. It is poor wisdom to find fault 
with tho Legislature for not legislating for a nation on d priori reasoning alone. 
No longer with Coke do wo look upon law as Hhe perfection of reason.' In 
civilized commuiiitit s, tlio life of the law has not been logic; it has been 
experience. 

For the purpose of discrediting this clause of the Bill, Hon'ble Members 
have thought fit to decry the Permamiit Settlement and the whole body of 
landholders of Bengal. I have heard persons, wholly innocent of the history 
and literature of tho Permanent Settlement, speak in irreverent terms of tho 
measure, as the blundering work of Lord Cornwallis; but I was not prepared to 
find such ab 3 ’'smal ignorance on tho subject in Hon'ble Members of Council, 
A measure conceived and matured by Pitt, the greatest Stafc^sman of the 
age and his Colleagues in the Cabinet, it was intended to save tho East 
India Company from financial ruin, to bring tlie country, more than one-third 
of which was filled witli jungle, into a state of cultivation and to increase the 
wealth and prosperity of the people by recognizing their just rights, and thereby 
stimulating them to improve tlieir estates. 

The effect, however, oi* the scttlomont on tho first owners was disastrous. 
It was no easy matter to have to pay, year after year, irrespective of the 
caprices of the seasf)ns, the land-revenue assessed at ten-eleventlis of the rent- 
roll of estates. The majority agreed, looking more to the distant future than 
tb the immediate present; but most of tlio estates, more than 90 per 
changed hands within tho following 20 years, and even such a rich house as 
Burdwan had to part with a considerable p<irtion of its estate, consisting of 
Par<fanas Mandalgirat, Arsa and Chefcooa, for defaulting payment of revenue. 
Nothing, therefore, is more gronn<lless than the supposition that tho present 
body of landholders are in tho onjojnncnt of the piofits arising fi’om land, 
since the date of tho Permanent Sottlement. The number of zumindars who 
can tl’aco their title, front tho time of that Settlement, can be counted on the 
fingers. 

**Practically speaking, tho whole body if zamindars, with a few notable 
exceptions, have paid extravagant piices for the estates they now hold. It 
vasses my ability to understand cither the logic or the ethics of the argument 
for imposing obligations upon landholders, because a few of them are wealthy. 
It would be quite as reasonable to impose obligations upon a person who makes 
a kirgii profit by investing his money in shares of the Bengal Bank. The 
contfMiliun has no more root in history or law than in common seiiso. Tlie 
pro)i ;ity created by the Permanent Setllcmont is the property of the nation. 
It belongs to no section or caste of the public. It bohovos every ono, who 
desires to pose himself as a friend of tho country, to support the Settlement 
to tho best of his ability, instoaH of throwing fiu*ther obstacles in iho way of 
landholders which is already thorny enough. 

*‘Tho great 1 istorian, James Mill, was no friend either of the Settlement 
or of the Zamindars; yet he was coinpellod to say; — 

‘ To draw from the raiyats the dutif^s or contributions wliioK they owe is well known to 
b© a busimss of great detail aud difficulty, requiring tlje etriotost vigilance and most minute 
and persevering applications. Anything which BlrikeB nt the credit oftho zamindar, fanner 
pr other lunr^tionaiy, by wliioh this duty is poiforraed, irinuinsely inoreasos tho difficulty, by 
encouraging the raiyat in tho hop© of defeating tho demand by evasion, ounniug, obstinacy 
or dehy," 
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** It is therefore, in smcere appteoiation of the value of the changes made 
W the Bill, in the law of landlord and tenant, that I feel grateful to Your 
Honour’a Government. When landlords wd tenants have assimilated these ^ 
changes and judged correctly their bearings upon what was indefinite and 
uncertain before, they would feel deeply^ grateful to the Government for 
having set at rest disputed points of substantive law and procedure, which were 
a prolific source of litigation, and for placing the mutual relations of landlord 
and tenant on a fairly satisfactory basis. The staunchest advocates of the zamin*- 
dari system and the most ardent champions of tenant rights would felicitate 
Your Honour^s Government for having given the country a law which would 
engender more cordial feelings between landlords and their tenants, and tend 
to tho improvement of their mutual relations. 

small part of the result is due to the Hon’ble Member in charge of 
the Bill. Although the zamindari interest is very inadequately represented in 
the Council, and the majority of the Bon’ble Members arc frankly democratic 
in their proclivities, I cannot help saying that it is with conspicuous ability and 
admirable tact and judgment that the Hon’ble Mr. Carlyle has piloted the 
Bill through the Select Committee and the Council ; and that when he takes 
count of his stewardship of the Bill, he will have the gratification of feeling that 
he has succeeded in presenting to the Council a measure which will have a 
beneficent effect upon the largest section of Gis Majesty’s subjects in the 
Province.” ^ 

The Hon’j^le Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu said I also offer my congrat¬ 
ulations to the Hon’blo Mr. Carlyle for the way in which bo has piloted this 
Bill. 1 do not take account of some of the most important amendments that 
have been brought forward and which were rejected at his instance. We 
had anticipated defeat and were not surprised at the result. Our regret is, 
that when tho Bill was matured, the provisions wore considered by a Com¬ 
mittee in which the tenants were not at all represented, except tlirougli the 
instrumentality of Government Officials. We do not claim to have democratic 
principles, but we have tried to induce the Council to take a view which 
would, we thought, make tho Bill more beneficial to the raiyats and the 
country at large. Our attitude here was not the attitude of representatives 
of a special class, but of the groat mass of our countrymen* Speaking for 
myself—and 1 am a small landlord in my own way—I have tried sedulously 
to put away from my mind my own interests in the question, and to view the 
matter from a different aspect. 

“In the Select Committee w'e, who have been accused of democratic 
proclivities, have tried to help tho landlords, so far as the realization of their 
dues were concerned. In Your Honour’s Council, 1 have tried to press, 
with what little force 1 could muster, the propriety and the necessity of 
recognizing the proprietoi’s private lands. 1 can honestly say that 1 have 
not, and 1 can also say, on behalf of my colleagues who have supported 
me, tried to advance any particular interest in connection with this Bill 
in this Council. 

do not wish to say anything at the present stage about the beneficent 
results of the Permanent Settlement. My non’ble friend is probably right 
when ho says, that the original proprietors, with whom tho Permanent Settle¬ 
ment was entered into, are but very few now in the country. Greater, therefore, 
is the reason for our contention that the present body of zamindars have no 
right to complain. When we go to the market we pay a value upon the rent- 
rml as it now stands, and those, who purchaso at the present day, get their 
money’s worth ; they, I humbly submit, have no right to complain: nor do I 
wish to say anything against the landlords or zamindars as a class. What 
I wanted to impress upon tho Council was, that tho increase in the 
value of land is due more to the enterprise of European capitalists, to the 
beneficent measures undertaken by Government to various natural causes, 
more than to the exertions of the zamindars themselves. Gailways, irrigation- 
channels and trade have been developed; and 1 may say, without offence, that 
all that has been done without receiving any adequate support from the 
zamindars, and, in many cases, in spite of their opposition.

“It is, I beKeve, known to every Member of this Council that 
whereas the Fermanent Settlement on an average reaerved to the landlords one* 
tenth of the net profits, in several coses of the Bengal SEamindaria the 
proportion is reversed: the State now gets one-tenth and the private landlords 
nine-tenths. Whether that proportion is or is not accurately corieot, it may 
lie fairly said, and said with a great deal of accuracy, that in most oases the 
samind^s, which at the time of tho Permanent Settlement yielded a definite 
share of the profit to the landlords yields at the present moment a muoli greater 
income, witl^t any money having boon spent upon it by tho landlords them¬ 
selves. This must be, us political economists have all admitted, a source of 
great loss to the Govomment and the State. The revenue of th« landed 
estates in Bengal would have been available for many reforms being carried 
out in ttie Government, if it had not been given away in the days of Lord 
Cornwallis; and so far as my countrymen are concerned, though I fully appreciate 
the many blessings also which have aocrued from Permanent Settlement, 

1 may say, without any fear of reaBr>nab1e contradiction, that the balance has 
not always been in favour of the Permanent Settlement. 

“ Of all the Provinces in India, Bengal is the Province most backward in 
trade and commerce. The reason is not far to seek. The invesiment of capital 
in landed properties provides a safe source of income; any one who makes some 
morey go«» at once to land as an investment, and tho result is, that the people 
have not yet taken to commercial pursuits in tho same way as the more go ahead 
Province of Bombay or even the backward 1 'rovinco of tho Punjab. To tho 
Government, it has been a great loss; it has given to us indeed i^wealthy class, 
but can it be said honestly that that measure has been utilized for the benefit of 
tho nation or tho State, except in very rare cases ? l^hese, however, are 
questions which do not aiiae upon the discussion of tho prosont Bill. There 
are many defects upon the Bill, and it would have been better if a more careful 
consideration had been given to these matters and tho defects removed. 

“I have already had my say upon the Certificate Procedure, and I do not 
wish to repeat what I have already said ; but 1 accept the Bill as a frank 
recognition on the part of tho Government of the many difficulties which have 
arisen in tho present Tenancy Act; and 1 welcome tho desire of Government 
to meet them, but I may take Your Honour’s leave to warn Government that 
it will be a great mistake and much more than a mistake, uuy a national 
calamity, to go back upon tlio principles upon whicli the Act of 188o has been 
fiamed; to give the go-1^ to the experience of those eminent Civil Servants 
and distinguished Jurists upon whose opinions that Act was framed, and to 
upset them.” 

The Hon’ble Baja Ban Bihaki Kapur Siiid: —“Your Honour, I must thaak 
Your Honour, the Goveroment of India atid tho Secretary of State for India 
for allowing Uie present amended Bill to become law, as it contains the much* 
needed Summary Procedure, and many wholesome provisions which will help 
both tlio landlords and the tenants. 

“ Sir, although some provisions of tho Bill do not commend themselves to 
some of us, yet 1 consider that the Bill, ns a whole, deals fairly with the diffi¬ 
culties which have arisen, and with the defects which have revealed themselves, 
within recent years, in the working of tho Tenancy Act. 1 hope that it will 
improve the relations between landlord and tenant generally. Therefore, Sir, 
I feel great pleasure in congratulating Your Honour, and my hon’ble friend 
the Chief Secretary, Mr. Carl 3 'le, for successfully passing the Bill into law. I 
would particularly thank tho Hon^blo Mr. Carlyle for tho coiuteous and careful 
way in which he has listened ond dealt with our proposals. In offering those 
congralulutions, I would specially mention the llon'ble Mr. Justice Rampini to 
whoeo advice we owe much.” 

Tho Hon’blo the PRESiDEarr said;—“I think that Hon’blo Members 
will expect that I should say a few words before putting to the Council tire 
motion that this BUI be passed. I shall not allow mj’self to bo led into tho 
diseussion of certain matters on which some Hon’blo Members have given ws 
their yiews at confiderabla length. 1 shall not, for example, take op your 
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time with a diseussion of the principlofli objects and effects of the Permanent 
Settlement; for, as was admitted by the Hon’ble Babu Bhnpendra Nath BaiSn is* 
himself, ‘ such questions do not arise in the discussion of the present Bill/ 

“ My purpose is a simpler and less pretentious one: namely, to state in a 
few sentences the principal objects which we had before us in undertaking this 
legislation. Our first object was to remedy oertain defects in the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, and to render it more effective for the purposes for which it was intended. 

A number of defects had been brought to light by experience ; and we set 
ourselves first of all to consider these. It was in the consideration of these, 
that our work began. I do not think that, judging from our motives at all 
events, we stand in the smallest need of the warning addressed to ua by the 
Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu, that wo should not forsako the principles 
on which tho Tenancy Act of 1885 was passed. Our object has been to make 
it possible to carry out the principles of that Act more offeotivoly and more 
easily. 

While we were conaideting this matter, however, there was another matter 
that was brought very clearly to our notice, in respect of which it seemed 
to us necessary to try to do something. I may refer to the enormous difficult¬ 
ies which have, in certain places especially, grown up in respect of the 
rmlization of rents by tho zamindars. It seemed to me that if duty requires 
us to protect tho raiyats agai^t- certain zsmindars, it is nothing less than 
fair to endeavour to protect tho zamindars also in the just enjoyment of their 
rights. I desire hero to repudiate very strongly the language which has been 
used by two ddoii’ble Members in connection with this matter. Tho Hon'ble 
Mr. Bertram has said that iho provisions of tho Bill to which 1 am now 
referring are *a bribe’ on tho part of Government to the zamindars; and the 
Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu has stated that in his view they are bait/ 
If the Hon’ble Members really bcHov'e what they are saying, then I think that 
their view of tho action of Government is an ungenerous one. I do not believe 
that they mean precisely what they say; and therefore 1 am rathor inclined to 
call thoir language unwise. If it were uttered only for this Council, it would 
be regarded as one of the so called pleasantries of debate ; but as this language 
may bo read by ill-informed persons outs^ido, ignorant of our motives and 
ignorant of tho provisions of this Bill which has been so fully discussed, I 
desire to repudiate the language ornphatically. Every' beneficent measure 
ought to give satisfaction to certain classes, if not to the whole community. 
But to say tliat the object of beneficent legislation is to curry favour with 
certain sections of tho commuiuty is, grossly, to misropresoiit the characteristic 
attitude of Government. 

** As I have said, w’o desired to remove a grievance under which the zemin¬ 
dars suffered in the great difficulty which often arose in regard to tho collec¬ 
tion of rents. Wc wanted to facilitate the collection by zamindars of their 
just dues. Whni we have done is to a largo extent an experiment. It is an 
experiment which wo must carefully watch. It is an experiment in regard to 
tho offocts of which we are very anxious: and it is therefore an experiment 
which w^c have hedged in by serious limitations and conditions. We look 
forward with ini crest to ace how far this experiment mti^ succeed. If it sue- 
ceeds, undoubtedly we must expect to modify tho conditions of its operation; 
but until we eco how it is to succeoJ, wo must proceed cautiously. 

Another thing which caino very clearly before our notice, and pressed 
itself on our attention, was tho question of giving greater authority to the 
rocord-of-rights, wlien such record has bej^n duly prepared and published. 
Wo were face to face with what appeared to us a perfectly unjustifiable waste 
of public money. Enormous expenditure is incurred in preparing an 
elaborate and accurate rocord-of-rights, and it has been tho tendency in tho 
past to prevent any notice being taken of this record-of-rights by any Dopart- 
mont of administration, except perhaps tho Settlomont Department. Wo have 
a record-of-rights prepared on tho spot, in presenco of all who nro interostod, 
by a thoroughly trained and competent csrablishmcnt; and this valuaTde record- 
of-rights is pushed on one side as if it were absolutely useless. sljonld like 
to know any large business concern whicli would willingly soo its books and 
records, which had been carefully kept and prepared, sot aside to moke away 
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for vague and often untrustworthy evidence as to the details of its position and 
business. We want to give the record**of-riglits its due place and to have it 
utilized* That will be to the advantage of the landlords and tenants alike. 

These are the principal obiocts wliich we had before us in undertaking 
this legislation, and 1 think it will bo admitted that all the conferences that 
have been held, the Committees that have sat on the Bill, the discussions that 
have taken place, and the consultation of all those likely to be able to give 
any assistance in the matter, have indicated an open minded desire to do the- 
right thing in regard to this question. The work yesterday and to-day has 
been fairly hard: but wo have been able to push through the discussion in 
Council promptly and satisfactorily, because of the full discussions of all the 
details of the measure which had preceded our meeting in Council. 

** I desire to express my full concurrence with what has fallen from the 
Hon’ble Kaja Ban Bihari Kapur, regarding the eminent services rendered to us 
in this matter by my friend, the Hon’ble Mr. Justice Rampiui. It was with 
great hesitation that I made up my mind to ask Mr. Kampini to act as President 
of the Committee of experts which 1 appointed to consider this Bill. It was 
a great tax on his time and energy. It mu^t be a great satisfaction to him to 
think that he has been able to bring the measure so far on its way ; and it must 
be ospccially gratifying to liim to know that this is due to the groat confidence 
with which he inspircnl the Zamindars, Revenue-officers and Members of the 
Bar, with whom ho kindly co-operated, by hit* great knowledge of the subject 
and his fairness and uprightness. I also desire to thank aJi the officers and 
gentlemen who have served on the Committees, taken part in ccr.iferences, and 
otherwise advanced the work in which havo been enga^i^cd ; and perhaps 
I may be especially allowed to mention my friend Mr. Kerr, the Director 
of Land Records, whose untiring labours have been invaluable to us. 1 need 
not say that 1 concur fully in the congratulations offered to Mr. Carlyle, the 
Hon’blo Member in cliargc of the Bill, on having carried it through the Council, 
lie has worked ungi'udgiiigly, tactfully and successfully; and it must be a 
great satisfaction to him as ho is about to go on leave that, oven if his other 
heavy labours had not earned for him his rest, he has earned it by his work 
over this Bill. 1 desire finally to acknowledge the assistance which Govern¬ 
ment has received from all sides in the Council. The discussion yesterday and 
to-day lias been long and arduous; but very little if anything has been done 
or said which has not seemed quite necessary. There has been no semblance 
of obstruction; and thanks to the full and free discussion of details which 
preceded our work here, we have pushed through the work in Council, as 1 
have already said, promptly and satisfactorily.’’ 

The motion that the Bill be passed was then put and agreed to. 

The Council was then adjourned to Saturday, the 6th April, 1907.

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

COTTJiT-FBES IN THE SONTHAL PABGANA8. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mgehabji asked :— 

Will the Govornment be pleased to state whether any additional 
Court-fee is leviable on a suit or on an issue raised therein, when such suit or 
issue has been referred to the Subordinate Judge for decision under the Sonthal 
Settlement Law ? If not, will, the Government be pleased to state if any Court- 
fee has been levied on such suits or issues in the Sonthal Parganas, and when 
not paid on demand, such suits have boon dismissed ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Carlyle replied: — 

V* This Government was advised in 1001 that no Court^fees are leviable 
under the Regulations at present in force in the Sonthal Parganas on a suit 
or issue raised therein, when such a suit or issue has been referred to the 
Subordinate Judge for decision under section 5 of Regulation HI of 1872. 
Court-fees are, however, leviable on documents filed, exhibited or recorded 
after the transfer. Government was not awai’e before the receipt of the 
question that a different practice was followed. A report will be called for.” 

SUB-DEPUTY COLLECTORS. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukharji asked :— 

(a) Has the attention of Government been drawn to a leader in the 
Behari newspaper of the 22nd January, 1907, and letters from its correspond¬ 
ents appearing in that newspaper of the 25tli January, 1907, and 5th February 
1007, regarding tho injustice done to Sub-Deputy Collectors in general and 
Bihari Sub-Deputy Collectors in particular, in the matter of promotion to the 
grade of Deputy Collectors? 

(5) Are the allegations mado in the said letters and leader to the effect— 
(i) that over 20 Sub-Deputy Collectors of the lowest gjado have been promoted 
to the grade of Deputy Collectors superseding old and experienced officers of the 
first four grades ; and (u) that a Sub-Deputy Collector, who is not a graduate 
and who had not then passed tho departmental oxaujinations, was promoted 
from the fifth grade to the second grade ? 

(c) If so, will the Govornment be pleased to state its reasons for so doing. 

(d) Is the Government aware that there is a general feeling of disappoint¬ 
ment and dissatisfaction among the officers who have been serving for the last 
10 or 12 years, but whoso claims have been altogether overlooked in favour 
of quite junior officers? 

{e) Will the Government be pleased to state under what circumstances 
extraordinary grade promotions such as those which were made in the cases 
of the Sub-Deputy Collectors referred to in (5) above are generally made ? 

(/) Is it necessary that officers receiving grade promotions, ordinary or 
extraoidinary, should, before receiving such promotions, pass the Departmental 
Examinations? If so, will the Government be pleased to state why the Sub- 
Deputy Collector referred to in (5) above was promoted when he had not 
passed the departmental examinations ? 

(ff) If the answer to question {/) above bo in the negative, will the Govern¬ 
ment bo pleased to state why other officers who had completely passed the 
Departmental Examinations before the introduction of the new rule, which 
makes passing in a sGooiid vernacular language compulsory, were not promoted 
to the next higher grade ? 
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The Hon’ble Mb. Carz-ym replied :— ^ 

and (<?) Twenty Sub-Deputy Collector a of the 6th grade were made 
Deputy Collectors. These were officers who had been selected by Govern¬ 
ment in 1906 ae suitable for Deputy Collectorships. They could not bo 
provided with appointments as Deputy Collectors then, as at that time the Pro¬ 
vincial Civil Service cadre bad not been increased. They were accordingly 
given appointments in the 6th grade of Sub-Deputy Collectors, with a promise 
that their claims to appointments as Deputy Collectors would be considered 
when the cadre of the Provincial Civil Service was increased, provided of 
course they did well meanwhile. 

It is correct that a Sub-Deputy Collector, who is not a graduate and who 
had not passed the departmental examinations, was promoted from the 5th 
to the 2nd grade. This was done under exceptional circumstances. 

‘'(rf) It has been brought to the notice of Government that there has been 
some misunderstanding amongst some Sub-Deputy Collectors, and Government 
is glad to have the opportunity of removing it. The answers to questions 
(A) and > c) above will show that the appointment of the Sub-Deputy Collectors 
as Deputy Collectors was merely a matter of deferred appointment. 

“(e) Extraordinary prolliotions such as that referred to in the case men¬ 
tioned by tlie Hon’ble Member are made under very special circumstances. 
Each case is decided on its merits. 

“(/) Gtecers receiving ordinary grade promotion should, before receiving 
such promotion, pass tho departmental examinations according to the rules 
laid down by Government in its Resolution No. 3297A.D,, dated the 20th 
September, 1906, published in tho Calcutta Gazette of the 17th October, 1900. 

“ In tho Resolution it is mentioned that extraordinary promotion may be 
given in special cases. 

“(y) Tho answer to (/) being in the affirmative, this requires no answer.’* 


PBOVINOIAL EXECUnVE SEIiVIOS. 

The Hon’blo Babu Jogendra Nath Mukhabji asked 

(a) Did not the Government promise at the time tho Budget for 1906-07 
was discussed that by tho increase in the cadre of Deputy Collectors (which 
has since been effected in the financial year 1906-07) a imuiber of senio!' 
Sub-Deputy Collectors would bo promoted to tho grade of Deputy Collectors? 
If so, will thi‘ Governraciit bo pleased to state why out of about 80 appointments 
made during tho year in the last grade of Deputy Collectors, only 10 Sub- 
Deputy Collectors were promoted to that rank ? 

(d) Will the Governrn<*nt be pleased to state why, in making appoint¬ 
ments of Deputy Collectors, tho claims of Sub-Deputy Collectors of approved 
merit and ability have been overlooked in favour of outsiders with inferior 
educational qualifications and with no experience whatever ? 

(c) Will tho Government be pleased to state whether it oottsiders it 

desirable that the period of sub. pro tempore service of Sub-Deputy Coliectora 
should be counted as ono of qualifying service in calculating their claim to 
pension and leave ? If not, why not ? ^ 

(d) Does not Government consider it feasible to include the case of sub¬ 
zero tempore or officiating Sub-Deputy Oolieotors, in Article 376 of the Civil 
Service Regulations ? 

{e) Will tho Government be pleased to consider the general question 
regarding the travelling allowance of Sub-Deputy Collectors, which it was 
pleased to state in reply to a question put in Council on the 7th April, 1996. that 
it had not considered till then f Does not the Government consider it very 
hard for such officers, in view of the work they are generally required to do, 
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ordinarily spoaking, they sliould pay their travelling expenses from their 
pay? Does not the work of Oovernniont suffer in ct>ns<quoTico of tlie rule 
that now exists on this point? 

The Hon’ble Mb Carlyle replied :— 

‘‘(cf) It does not appear from the discussions on the Budget for 190G-1907 
that Government promised that, on the increase in the cadre of Deputy 
Collectors taking effect, a numbin’ of senior Sub-Doputy Colloctora would be 
pi’omoted to the grade of Deputy Collectors. Owing t(* iho increase in the 
cadre, 53 officers wore appointed substantively ii^nporfi to the last grade 
of Deputy Collectors, and 33 Probationers were appointed. Of the 53, 37 
wore promoted Sub-I eput^^ Collectors, or if the 20 -Sub-Deputy Collectors of 
the 5th grade who received deferred appointmont t6 iho grade of Deputy 
Collectors under special circumstances bo excluded, 17 Sub-Deputy Colloctora 
were promoted. 

(d) The answer to this question is that the'claiins of Sub-Deputy Collect¬ 
ors of approved merit and ability were not overlooked. 

(e) and d) The period of substantive pro tempore service of Sub-Deputy 
Collectors counts, under certain conditions, as qualifying service in calculating 
their claim to pension and leave. The case of subsinntive tempore Sub- 
Deputy Collectors is already covered by Article 375 of tlio Civil Service Regula¬ 
tions. The attention of the Hon’blo Momher is drawn to the answer given to 
him in Council on the 7th April, 1906, on the subject. Thcu o are ifb Officiating 
Sub-Deputy Collectors. 

^^(e) The general question regarding the travelling allowance of Sub- 
Deputy Collectors has been referred to the GoverLinent of ludia,’^ 


APPELLAIE COURTS IN THE SOKTHAL PAIUJANAS. 

"J'hn Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukhah.ii asked ; — 

(a) Will tho Government be pleased to consider the advisability of 
withdrawing the power which Appellate Courts in the Sonthal Parganas 
now possess, of enhancing punislnnents in criniinal appeals, and of bringing 
the law in this connection into conformity with the General Criminal Law 
of the country ? 

(i) Will the Government bo pleased to state what local exigencies 
necessitated the introduction of such a law, and its perpetuation in tho face 
of the fact that, out of a population of 1,809,737 souls in the Sontlial Parganas, 
1,144,266, that is nearly two-thirds are noii-Sonthals, and that iho number of 
the non-Sontlml population of tho area has been rajiidly increasing in conse- 
quoiico of the development of trade and of tho natural resources of the country ? 

{c) Does not Government consider that, even in the interests of tho 
aboriginal population, it is more necessary that such a law should bo 
abolished in the non-Regulation, than in the Regulation, districts? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gait replied:— 

I propose to give a general reply on the points raised in the questions of 
the Hon’ble Member. It must be remembered that tho peculiar Sonthal system 
of criminal administration cannot lightly be sot aside, and that it is very neces¬ 
sary to protect tho interests of the aboriginal races for whom the ordinary 
Juaicial system is in some respects unsuitable. 

“ Tho Hon’blo Member has alluded to the power of enhancing punishments 
which the Sonthal Appellate Courts now possess. Tho attention of the 
Lieutenant-Oovemor was drawn to this provision of tlie law in an address 
presented by the people of the district, and this subject as well as the whale 
question of the Juaicial Administration of the Sonthal Parganas is now under 
the consideration of Government.” 
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THE BENGAL LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT (AMENDMENT) 

BILL, 1906. , 

The Hcm’ble the Pbicsident said :—‘‘ I desire to inform Hon’ble Members 
that the G*-veriiiiieTit has come to the decision to postpone the consideration of 
the Bill to amend the Bengal Local Self-G^^vemment Act of 1885. '1 to 
principal reasons which hare led to this decjsioii are two. In the first place, 
the (Jfivornment of Bengal entirely agrees with what appears to bo the 
unanimous opinion, of the non-official Mtmbers of^ this Council, that the Road 
CJess should be devoted to the objects for which it is coIUcted. The difficulty 
in the way of bringing this into on Act is a technical one, namely, that it is 
regarded as inexpedient to bind the bonds of the Government and the Local 
Authorities alike by the provisions of an Ant. Inasmuch, however, as we 
are all agreed as to the propriety of ear-marking the Road Cess, 1 am anxious 
to consider at leisnre whether it may not be ixwsible to get over this tocbnical 
difficulty. My second reason is, that 1 bail with satisfaction the strong 
feelinc- in favour of Sanitary legislation ; and I am somewhat loath to proceed 
with the Bill without making some effort to devise some sanitary provisions 
which may be acceptable to the Government of India, and may find a place 
in the Bill. 1 regret that this decision should bo arrived at so late in the 
Session - but I think that I shal^ carry the unanimous approval of the Council 
with me in deciding not to take the jlill up this Session at all.” 


THE Bengal financial statement for 1907-C8. 

The Hon’ble Babu Kau Pa»a Ghosh said:—“Sir—Before enteiing into 
the dry details of the Financial Statement placed before u.'i, I may be permitted 
to otter our thanks to Your Honour for inaugurating a happy change in the 
procedure connected with the preparation of the present Budget, a change 
which was foreshadowed in Your Honour’s Budget Epeech of lat^t year. 
Unlike the stereotyped method of enveloping the settlement of Budget details 
with official secrecy, Your Honour thought it proper to invite su^esUons 
from some of the non-official Members of Council who were summoned to 
attend a Conference that was held for the purpose. I am not aware on 
what points tiie suggestions of the Hon’blo Members were sought or to 
what extent they were accepted. But what little share they might have 
been allowed in the preparation of the Budget, the principle of associating non¬ 
official Members with a matter which plays perhaps the most important part 
in shaping the attairs of the Province is indeed noble in its conception and may 
be far-re^hing in its consequences. The greater the confidence reposed by 
the Government on the people entrusted to its charge, the more solid does its 
foundation become. In this connection it may not be out of place to observe 
that the suggestions made on the Budget by the non-official Members from 
their places in the Council do not count much. They aie invited to otter 
their criticism at a stage which may be considered too late for any 
material modification of the Budget, and such criticism, as a matter of 
fact is more often explained away than given effect to. The procedure 
adopted this year has at least afforded to some of the non official Memliers 
an ^portunity of offering suggestions at a time and in a manner which may 
be fruitful of results hereafter. 

“ In reviewing the Budget Estimate of 1900-1907, the Hon’ble the Financial 
Secretary has shown that the aotu«d reoeipto tSE tlie year have exceeded the origi¬ 
nally ostimatod amount by over 10 lakhs (Rs. 6,03,87,000 minus Its. 4,02,72,000} 
and this increase has been sliown as the net result of improvemerits under 
certain beads, such as Stamps, Excise, Asssssed Taxes, Registration and 
Irrigation. The first-mentioned three heads are so elastic in their character 
that they can admit of any expansion or what is called progressive iiiorease, 
without calling for spcicisl ootmmeat. But the increase of two lakhs under the 
head of ‘ Registration ’ is so unusnal in its character that it is bound to attract 
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notice. It is said that this increase is due in part to the unfavourable character 
of the season in some localities which necessitated the execution of a larger 
number of bon^. No other cause having been specifically mentioned, one 
may infer that the inoreuso is mainly due to the above cause, and if it be so, it 
is certainly not a matter for congratulation; on the other hand, it reveals 
rather an alarming state of things and presents a sad outlook for^ the Province. 
We are not also told which particular localities have contributed to this 
increase, but having regard to the excessive rise in the price of food-grains 
throughout the Province, one may presume that the people under the pinch of 
distress and poverty have had recourse to the boiTtiwmg of money to meet the 
necessaries oH if e. 

“It is indeed gratifying to find that the Government of India have 
formulated a scheme for relieving the burden of the Provincial Ooveroments 
on account of Famine Kelief Expenditure and have made it possible for 
tliis GovernmeJit to provide for about 8 lakhs to bo spent for this purpose 
in the current year. Wo are grateful to the Government of India for tliis 
help iu a matter of such vital importance. But regard being had to the 
distress that has prtn'ailed iu the Province during the last year, and to 
the high prices of food-grains in the current year and to the emergency 
which may arise through failure of rains or any other cause, the provision 
already made may not be adequate. 

“In paragraph 14 of the Financial Statement where prvjvision has been 
made for recurring outlay, no amount has been shown uiider the head 
‘‘Increase of pay of Ministerial officers in addition to the special grant made 
by tlje Government of India,’although we notice that a sum of Rs. 1,50,000 
was put under this head in the last Budget. In Appendix B, under the 
head ‘ Land-revenue,’ a sum of Rs. 1,40,000 has been shown in the place of 
Rs. 2,30,000 provided in the last Budget, and under the head ‘General 
Administration ’ a rum of Rs. 2,17,000 which stood in the last Budget has 
also beeu provided in the present Budget. I hope the Hon’ble the Financial 
Secretary will favour us with an explanation as to the cause of this apparent 
omission or decrease, and give us an assurance that these changes^ do not 
affect the main object in view. All that wo are anxious to know is, when 
Government will be in a position to give effect to this long-deferred 
scheme, so that relief may at last reach the hardworked and. poorly-paid 
Ministerial officers. 

“ Turning to the vexed question of Sanitation^ which carries in its train 
the question of Water-supply, we do not find an^’thing in the prMent Budget 
which may lead us to think that this question is engaging the sjMcial attention 
of Government. Instead of any increase in the provision under this head, the 
special allotment for anti-malarial measures which was put down at Rs. 20,000 
last year, finds no place in the present Budget. 

“ It is said that the whole Medical Department is maintained for the pur¬ 
pose of combating all sorts of diseases. Malaria including, and there is therefore 
no need for making any special provision for Malaria. It is true that a sum of 
Rs. 23,6;i,000 has been provided under the Budget head ‘ Medical,’ but the 
question is, bow much of it is available for medical relief of the rural population 
stricken with Malaria. Out of tbis-amount, if anything can possibly be claimed 
for such relief it is the provision of Rs. 1,25,200 shown under the sub-head 
‘ Grants to Mufasaal Hospitals anc^ Dispensaries,’ but we know it as a matter of 
fact that the major portion of such grants is given to hospitals and dispensaries 
which are mostly situated at the head-quarters of districts and sub-divisions. 
It is superfluous to say that no appreciable relief can reach the rural population 
out of this grant. 

“ We have been further told that it is the duty of the District Boards to 
give adequate reUef in the matter of Water-supply, and that the Government is 
prepared to contnbute towards the expenditure for this purpose. It is certainly 
not our object to quarrel with the Government as to the source from which 
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relief ought to conie, and we shall be eatisBed bo long as we find that steps are 
being taken to remove this grievance, perhaps the greatest grievance of people^^ 
inhabiting the rural parts of the Province. ^ Sir, this queation has been pressed 
upon the attention of the Government times without number, but as it is 
a question of life and death, it can bear repetition. It would certainly be a 
matter of great disappointment if Government would simply rest contented 
by throwing its responsibility in a matter of such importance on the District 
Boards. It is said that the District Boards do not appear to regard the 
matter as one of urgency and are not therefore keenly interested in it. I do 
not think that any District Board is prepared to plead guilty to such a charge. 
So far as I a n aware the District Boards are keenly alive to the importance 
of thi^ question, but, limited as their resources are, they find themselves unablf 3 
to iiftord material relief in this direction. Unless Government would take 
up the question in right earnest and be prepared to place funds at the 
disposal of the District Boards, specially for this purpose, there is little chance 
of anything substantial being done out of the funds of the District Boards. 
If the wealtliier classes of the people are convinced that the scheme organiaed 
for affording relief in this matter has found favour with Government, they 
will join hands with it with as much liberality as they do in many works of 
public utility initiated by Government. 

“With special provision ^In'the Budget for Water supply and a portion 
of the annual grant to the District Boards ear-marked for the purpose and 
with private contributions which, we are sure, will be forthcoming, a practical 
scheme for su%h water-supply may be effected. I feel assured that the country 
wifi welcome such a scheme with feelings of deep gratitude to Government, 
even if it be effected at the curtailment of expenditure on other projects. 

“ I may be excused for taking the time of the Council by speaking on a 
matter which, it may be thought, has been rendered stale by repetition, but it 
should be boine in mind that I am pleading the cause of millions of suffering 
humanity whose voice is too feeble to reach the oars of Government. 

“ Under the head of ‘ Excise Receipts,’ we find that the revised estimate 
for the year 190fi-1907 has been pas.sed for Rs. 1,60,80,000, showing an increase 
of more than 8 lakhs over the actuals of the preceding year. Wo are told and 
told on high authority that mere increase in the Excise revenues is not necessarily 
an indication of greater consumption of intoxicants, and such increase is quite 
compatible with the avowed Government policy of discouraging drinking. 
We do not certainly claim to possess what ma^ be called expert knowledge of 
Excise Administration but to us, the uninitiated, the above statement seems 
rather inexplicable in the light of stern facts wliich we come across in our every¬ 
day experience. I may be permitted to place before the Hon’ble Members 
of the Council certain facts which are within my personal knowledge and 
leave the Members to draw their own conclusions from them. 

In the Division of Chota Nagpur where there is a largo class of aboriginal 
population who are notorious for ttieir drinking tendency, wo find that the 
Excise revenue is steadily increasing and within the last 10 years it has doubled 
itself. In the year 1897-98, the revenue was Us. 8,64.880 and in the year 
1006 1907, it swelled to over 16 lakhs. It is said that the increase is due 
partly to the greater prosperity of the labouring class owing to a rise in their 
daily wages, but, so far as Chota Nagpur is concerned, there has hardly been 
any appreciable increase in the wages of tho labouring class, except that last 
year owing to a rise in tho price of food-graids tho wages have slightly risen, 
and what was two annas before is two-and-half annas now. I'liero can bo 
no doubt that the excessive drunkenness instead of indicating prosperity in 
the lower classes is contributing to tho increase of poverty amongst them. 
This undisputed fact is noticed by an officer possessing long cxpericiioc and 
an intimate knowledge of that part of the country, no other than the llon’blo 
Mr. Slacke who is now sitting with us and who in his report on^ the adminis¬ 
tration of the dirision, when he was its Commissioner, made prominent mention 
of it. 
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None can fail to admire t'lo avowed intentions of Government as far tis 
^ihey appear in Ciroulurs and Uoguiations and in Statements emanating from 
^nign authorities. We are assnreJ that it is the intention of Government to 
keep the prices of the t^timuKnt^ reasonably high and not to afford undue 
facilities in the way of obtaining intoxicants and wo know that Circulars have 
been issued prohibiting location of liquor shops in the markets or at their 
entratices or near the main roads. If this be the settled policy of Government 
to check undue growth of drunkenness, it has, so far as I am aware of the 
circuoistancos of Chota Nagpur, boon lamentably disregarded The price of 
liquor, 1 mean of ordinary mahua liquor, in which the lower chiBses of people 
generally indulge, has been kept steady for years and years and except in 
the immediate iioighbouihood of head quarter stathms, the price has not under* 
gone any apprordublo change, and a bottle of mahita liquor which was selling 
ten years ago at quo anna in the interior of the di.'«tricts, is still soiling at that 
price. As regards the location of liquor shops, we find that in the case of 156 
shops ill the district of Ranchi, 110 are situated at or in the immediate 
neighbourhood of markets, and the rest on the main roads or close to them. 
The sites of the shops, so fur as the other districts are concerned, are equally 
objectionable. 

Sir, may I a^k whether in a country inhabited by people of known drink¬ 
ing habitH, the existing circumHtances, as indicated by the above facts, afford 
proper check on their drinking tendency, or whether they are not calculated to 
stimulate such tendency ? To show to what extent the habits of intemperance 
in drink are prevailing among the aborigines and the deplorabla;<’consequenc6s 
resulting therefrom, I cannot do better than refer to a passage in a MemoiAal 
which was submitted to Government sometime ago by some of the representa¬ 
tive people in the district of Ranchi, and to which I have already invited the 
aliention of Goveronient. After stating certain facts, the Memorial goes on to 
say:— 

‘ Colonel Swaine, for many years Civil Surgeon and Superiu ten dent of the Jail in 

Rauchi, Wiitea thus of his esperienco “ I found that a large proportion of serious crimes, 
B ich as assaults and nuirders, were committe 1 during the state of intoxioatioii, and not only 
this, but luimoerR of persons die from exp )Bure and congestion of the luugp, especially in the 
very cold weath^^r. They leave the liquor shop hopelessly drunk, usually late in the evening, 
they stagger along for a time, then fall down and are found dead in the morning. In my 
experience, I have seen many such oases brought for pout mortem examination.'’ 'lliat deaths 
directly due to over indulgence in dam still occur, is the experience of many. 

* On bnzor days, it is a common sight to see the road side strewn with men and women 
in various stages of advanced infoxioution 

‘ Bofcides thi'<, many of the peopU) waste a Inrgo proportion of the money they have 
brought for purchasing necessary articles for home use in the liquor shop.’ 

In thf3 face of those facts, can we become convinced of the increasing 
prosperity of the labouring cla.98 which the increase in the Excise Revenue is 
.sup})Osed to indicate? True, the Government is not openly inviting people to 
inaulgo in drinks and it is equally true that no compulsion is placed on 
licensees to take out licenses, but that is not certainly the means to keep a 
chock on the growth of drunkenness in a country where the people cannot help 
lUomselvcs. I am indeed thankful to Government for the most sympathetic 
answer that was given to my question on^tbia subject, and 1 am glad that a 
mutter which is demoralizing these pepole and ruining them in body and mind 
has ongugod the special attention of Government. 

“ On the subject of ^ Education,^ the tabular statement given in page 11, 
showing the growth of expenditure under this head does not form a very 
useful guide, as it presomably cont9.in8 the oombitied figures for both the 
Provinces up to the year 1905-1906, But even the statement as it stands 
affords sufficient materials for reflection. * Direction ^ which cost only 
R«. 78,000 in 1901 -1002 for both the Provinces now rises to a lakh for only one of 
then;, and what is more striking is that ^Inspection ’ which cost Rs. 2,47,000 in 
1901-1902 for United Bengal han swelled to Be. 4,78,000 only for this Provinoe. 
Those have evidently gained at the expense of some woithier obj<>ct8 of State 
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support, the University and the Government Schools General, for example, 
the wonts of which are ranny but for which no liberal j)rovittion has been made. 
Certainly the expenditure on ‘ Education ^ is {;rowin<^ your after year and 
we are immensely grateful to the Government for this increa«od appreciation 
of our educational needs, but if the objects of lesser iinportanco swallow up 
the increase at the expense of comparalively worthier ohjocts, tho full 
measure of tho blessing cannot bo appreciated* 

“Against granfs-in-aid, it is presumed, arc shown all Bums ])!ild to Primary” 
as well as Secondary Schools. If so, there is no means of finding to what 
extent each of these two important branches of instruction is receiving the 
treatment it deserves There are reasons to b jliovo that while Pi imfuy Jt^dac.ition 
is justly receiving its due sliare of attention, as far as possible, Secmiclary 
Edfucation, both English and Vernacular, is not being dealt with in the same 
spirit and that accordingly most of the aided High and Middle Schools in tl\o 
I^ovinco are in receipt of exiguously small grants, which again are being 
unsparingly'' reduced every time when an application conies up fur rtu'-wal. 

“While it is a mailer of sincere gratification that the Government of India 
have allotted large sums for Education, it is disappointing to find that no 
adequate provision has been made in tho Budget for Technical Kdnetition. 
1 believe i voice tho feelings of tho entire public, when I saj” that a Polytcch- 
nique on a broad basis is tho cfyihg need of the country^ at "tho present day. 

“I cannot conclude without expressing my thanks to tlio Hon’blo the 
Financial SSecjjptary for prosentation of a Budget containing several useful 
schemes for reform proposed to bo underfaketi during tlio (uirent y’ear. 
Generally speaking, these projects have been fairly distribute I ull over the 
Province, but one thing that we cannot fail to notice in this connection is, that 
some of the provisions that wore made last year under tijo lica^l ‘Civil Works ’ 
have been carried over to the present year apparently' for iiuii-cxecution of the 
works. In tlio division of Orissa, the only project proj)osed to be taken in 
hand this year is the drainage for Puri Municipality'' at ICs. 7o,000, but a 
similar provihion was made in tho last Budget. I hope the aiuouiit allotted 
last year has all been spent for this purpose, and the present ye ir\s allotment is 
a supplementary grant. 

Tho Hon’blo Raja Peaky Mohan Mukhaiji said:—“ Ily” giving Ilon’ble 
Members an opportunity of examining, in Chamber, the Finaucitii SlaUvnc nfc by 
the light of tho information which the Hon’ble tho financial Secretary could 
place at their disposal, Your HonouFs Gevernmont has done all that an honest 
Government, sapiontly bent upon allowing its policy to bo (submitt<^(l to the 
search-light of unsophisticated criticism, can do to avoid error. Tlie procedure 
calculated to raise the Council in tho est'mation of the country ii^is been 
eminently satisfactory'in its results. 

“ Tho ProviiK ial Revenues and Expenditure have been bi ougiit into a 
condition of proptir equilibrium, and adcquute firovisibn has been made for the 
requirements of a progressive civilization. Far bo it from mo to absume the 
pontifical attitude in criticising tho Financial Statement. I am quite content; 
to rely on the judgment of the responsible Officers of Govennnout in tho 
matter of tho distribution of the assets for meeting tho demands of the 
different departments of Uie State. 

“ I cannot, however, disguise from myself ihe fact that the provision 
relating to Famines is anything but satis^ictory. Instojd i>f relying on 
precarious assignments from the Government of India for meeting tiio demands 
of famines which over and anon afflict the country, it wouM be more satifefac- 
tory if apart of the money raised by the Public Works Ce.ss be set apart: 
for the purpose. ^Jliis would bo in consonance witii the ckcl.irntions made at 
the time that tho Cess was imoosed. Famines should not bo treated as abnormal 
or exceptional calamitios. Sound financial principles rcciuiro that tho obliga¬ 
tions entailed by famines upon Government should be oxpresiily recoguiz. d 
and provided for among the ordinary charges of the Provincial Gtivernmont, 
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There are t^o other questions—the improvement of the Police and the 
impTovcmont of the Ministerial Staff of the Courts—to which I virould invite 
the particular attention of Government. I am pleased to find that provision 
has been made in regard to both these questions. I wouId| however, beg leave 
to suggest that an inconsiderable part of the money allotted for the re¬ 
organization of tho Police and for increasing the pay of ministerial officers of 
Courts should go to establish and maintain Vigilance Committees in every 
district. 7''he reform of the Police and of the Court Officers would be a 
hopeless task, unless tbo people co-oporatod with the Government for effecting 
it. The action of organized bodies in this respect would not oiil^ bo more 
effective, but would also be free from the stain of interested motives which 
might otherwise bo cast upon it.” 

The HonMdo Raja Bak Bihari Kapur said:—‘‘Your Honour, the Budget 
before us to-day, which has boon very admirably framed by the Hon^ble the 
Financial Secretary, must be declared a Prosperity Budget. 

‘‘It is a matfer of groat satisfaction indeed that our finances are steadily 
imnroving, and that we can safely look forward to an increase of receipts 
from all sources of Revenue from year to 3 ''ear, 

“ I feel very groat pleasure in congratulating Your Honour and the 
Hoii’ble the Financial Secretary on such a good Budget. The Budget is clear, 
simple and comprehensive. It fullj^ supplies all necessary information, and its 
allotments arc reasonable and fair. I snail not dc^taiu the Council long, as 
I do not consider it neccsssary to discuss the Budget iu vletail. I shall 
confine myself to Iwo'heads only. 

“It is a matter of satisfaction to find that the Imperial Government 
have been pleased to make a separate grant for the building up of a reserve of 
credit with the Imperial Government on which your Government will be able 
to draw when they have to cope with Famines. The Provincial Funds, being 
thus riilievod to a certain extent, will be bettor able to meet other necessary 
calls for the benefit of the l^rovinco. 1 desire to offer through Your Honour 
our th inks to His Excellency the Governor General in Council for the inaugu¬ 
ration of the system under which the Provincial Government will be spared the 
obligation of meeting the whole cost of Famine. 

“ I am thankful to Your Honour for the provision of Rs. 1,60,000 made 
in the Budget for the ‘paying patients* block for Indians in the Medical 
Gollego Hospital, Calcutta.* But I understand, Sir, that the whole of tiiis 
amount will bo required for the purpose of acquiring land for the building of 
the blocks, and nothing will be available for tho construction of any of the 
five separate double-storied blocks for tho accommodation of tho patients. 1 
have not scon the esnmate as to what each block of building is likely 
to cost, but I am itifonnod that each block of building will probably cost 
about R«. 80,000 to Ra. 36,000; may I, therefore, be allowed to ask Your 
Honour to set apart Rs. 60,0o0 to Us. 70,000 more for thivS work from our 
ej^timutcid surplus and to order tho construction of at least two blocks of 
building for receiving inmates before the closing of the present financial year? 

“ If this proposal meets with Your Honour’s approval, then wo shall have 
throo blocks of buildings completed during the year, one with tho 

handsome donation made by tho worthy citizen, Seth Seoprasad Joonioonwala 
and the other two from tho surplus of the Provincial Funds. I need hardly 
repeat, Sir, that this is a real want, and sincerely hope that Your Honour wiU 
bo pleased to remove it at an early date.** 

The Hon’blo IiiTisnAM-tiL-MuLK Raib-ud-Dowla Amir-ul-Omrah Nawab 
Askf Kudu Syud Wasif Aw Mefrza Khan Bahadur Maiiadut Jong, Nawab 
I^ahadur of Murshidabad, said:—1 think the present Budget offers few points 
for controversy, and as such I have very few observations to submit by 
way of criticism. 
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The Budget Statement disclnses the fact that though high prieea prevailed 
during last year. Government Revenue did not suffer and, in fact, conaiderably^ 
exceeded tho estimates, thus enabling Qoverainent to meet the imexpeeted 
demand consequent upon Famine expenditure, which has not been anticipated 
originally, but which unfortunately was incurred, without having recourse io 
the necessity of curtailing expenditure on other heads. This, no doubt, 
reflects credit upon those concerned in the oollection of the revenue. It is 
always prudent to make provision for Famine expenditure. It is, however, a 
relief to be told that such provision is not necessary to be made now, although 
a large amount will possibly have to bo incurred on account of Famine, because 
the expenditure on that account will, under the new schoino, bo met from 
Imperial Revenues, which will be some relief to the Local Govommont. 

Speaking of last year’s receipts, an increase of nearly two lakhs in the ^ 
Revenue, derived from Excise, is an increase which is liable to be viewed with 
dissatisfaction, if it indicated an incressod demand for and an increased con¬ 
sumption of exciseablo articles, a state of things which is not much to bo 
desired; but it is some satisfaction to know that this increase is ascribed to 
more satisfactory settlement than to anything else. It is to be hoped that the 
increased estimate in tho present Budget will, if approached, be not due to 
increased consumption, for nothing can be more objectionable than any 
increase of the Excise Kevepue from an expansion of the traffic in exciseablo 
articles, the disastrous consoquences of which, as much tlieir cause, it should 
Burel)^ be one of tho foremost thoughts of Government to avoid. The allot¬ 
ment of a la^tjgcr amount for the construction of small spirit depots seems to 
be an objectionable item, to which advocates of temperance will, no doubt, 
take exception j for the greater are the facilities offered by placing exciseabie 
articles within easy reach of consumers, the more will be the opportunities 
afforded to obtain without difficulty supplies resulting, as a matter of course, 
in more consumption. 

Though the expenditure under the head of ‘ Education ’ has been an over- 
inetcasing item, for which we must all be grateful, yet less cause for complaint 
would have been given if it were found possible to provide a still increased 
allotment, for there are few causes which demand tho yet greater attention and 
deserve tho yet further help of Government than the cause of Education. 
Looking to tho fact that great importance is now rightly attached to more 
extensive Primary Education, tho larger the sums spent thereupon, the better 
for the cjoiintry. 

** The provision for a claas for the training of Motor-car Driver Artisans is 
as opportune ns it is necessary and, being in the right direction, will bo hailed 
not only by those who own^ or desire to erwn motor-cars, but by the public 
generally, in view of tho possibility of minimising accidents, which untrained 
or imperfectly trained drivers are now responsible for. 

“ Tlie liiiudsome provisions for Maktabs will bo welcomed by my co-religion¬ 
ists, who are so much in need of help and encouragement, so far as matters 
educational, in particulm', are concerned. Properly administered, tlie allotment 
is bound to work out good results. 

** Equally satisfactory is tho largo allotment for training institutes for 
Primary School Teachers. It is of tho utmost importance to put pupils in 
charge of well-trained and duly qualified teachers, and no provision can bo 
too high for institutes designed for the proper training of those who in their 
turn will have to take charge of the training of the youth of the Province. 
Whatever might bo said of the sufficiency *of the total allotment under the 
head of ‘ Education the sum of four lakhs and fifty-four thousand for Primary 
Education seems to be a fair proportion, though a larger allotment would no 
doubt have been much more appreciated. 

sorry the improvement of the Bhagirathi Kiver finds no place in the 
estimate of tho year. That is a subject upon which, to a large extent, depend 
the life, health and happiness of the population of a largo area, bordering on the

river. Though the Railway lines on both sides of the river uill^ fo acme extent, 
^remove the inoonveniences to traffic which the silting up of the river has causedi 
yet they would not in any way, I respcc^iully submit, improve the river as n 
great source of water-supply. The stagnation of tho \ratcr is attended with all 
its evil consequences, and tho opening up of the mouth, as also the keeping up 
of the canal, by inducing a current from tho Ganges, would bo a groat boon to 
suffering humanity. A dredger has more than once been demanded. One 
costing four and»a-half lakhs has been brought out from England. If possible 
that should be spared for work in the river. Considering tliut tho Bhugirathi, 
oven in its moribund condition, brings in a large income in the shape of tolls 
levied on all boats which pass up and down tho river, two or throe years' 
proceeds spent upon a dredger wall not bo money misspent. Tiie necessity of 
providing an adequate and hcaltliy supply of drinking-water to the riparian 
villages still exists, and ought never to bo lost sight of, 

‘‘The provision for the construction of residences for Munsifs is one in the 
right direction. Considering how hard-worked these officers are, and the 
difficulty of procuring docent rented houses in tlio Mufassal, the construction of 
quarters in each chowki should bo carried out as soon as possible. 

“I am glad to find that tho Budget provides for the erection of an Obelisk 
at tho battle field of Blasse^a 1 hope tho pr oposed monument will be majestic 
in proportion to its importance. The rest-house at Plas^ey, already constructed, 
has removed a great want, but the several pillais and other hmd-mnrks, which 
have been erected throughout tho field, are too small and liable to bo concealed 
in the growing crops. These might well he substituted by larger^ pillars with 
dodcriptivo tablets. The plan of tho field might wdth advantage l)o liung up 
on tho walls of the rest-house, and tiio whole of tho field, whi(di was the scene 
of operations, might, if possible, be acquired and converted into a J*ark for the 
hard-worked people of Cah'uita to resort to, to spend a holiday, now that 
riassey is within easy reach by tho opening of tho Murshidabad branch of the 
Railway, which with an increased speed, fox* which tlioro is room, will bring 
Plassey nearer to Calcutta and render it capable of being done in le.ss than 24 
liours' journey both ways, and halt included. In this connection, I beg to 
draw the attention of Government fo tho desirability of transferring Plassey 
from tho jurisdiction of Nadia to that of adjoining Murshidabad, with which 
it is so indissolubly connected and associated. 

“There is no subject to which Government can bestow greater attention, 
and for which more outlay can with j>ropriety bo made than Sanitation. 
Beyond half a lakh provided for Sanitary hnpiovemonis in Darjeeling and 
ceiiain allotments to Municipalities for CHvil Works, 1 regret to^ miss in tho 
lOBtimatcs any schomo for the general improvement of,the sanitation of the 
Proviiice. There are parts of it wliich may require greater and curlier attention 
than others, but there can he Jitlle doubt that the necessity exists of thoroughly 
investigating into the general unhealthy condition of most districts, most 
prominent among which I regret to liavo to mention my own. If tho^ matter 
W(^re inquii'ed into, it would iit once become apparent that unhcalthiness is 
commensurate with tho exuberance of rank vegetation, which unfortunately is 
showing signs of increase all round. 

“True it is that in Uiban and Municipal areas, the law gives ample 
powers to local bodies to cut down and roiiiovo vegetation noxious to health, 
but tho appearance of sucli areas docs not at all show that the provisions of tho 
enabling sections of the Municipal Act arc carried out with any degi'eo of 
vigour. The case of areas covered by the Local Self-Govenmiont Act seems to 
be still worse. Hero whole villages are removed from the action of free air by 
the high and iuiponetrablo walls of trees and jungles with which they are 
surrounded. The removal of trees, wliich are sometimes fruit*treos and some¬ 
times timber, ia m-t free from difliculty; but the rank vegetation and the 
undergrowth can suicly bo dealt with and the arms of law can surely reach 
them. 
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“ In Sanitary- matters as in most otbnr mattors, we are in need of G-ovem- 
ment help, and unless Government takes initiative, there is little hop^, 

of our being relieved of our sufferings- The people are already tliankful 
for the inquiries which have been started by members of what is known as the 
Drainage Commission; and when they hove gathered statistics and completed 
their investigation and submitted their report, there is little doubt »a scheme 
will be formulated, whereby the drainage of the Province, obstracte<l by 
railways and embankments and otherwise, will bo improved and defective 
drainage, now one of the fruitful sources of Malaria, will be u thing of the 
past. Tho cases are worst whore deficient drainage, coupled with superfluity 
of vegetation, which prevents sun, light and air to have free accc ss, brings 
suffering to humanity. * 

“ 1 think there ought to be iu Bengal a regular and thorough organizaliou 
for tlie extermination of jungle, that is showing an ever-growing ^ndency to 
increase. If a Commission is appointed, or tlw I>rainage Commission, aliendy 
appointed,- bo in.‘*tructed to direct their inquiries with special reference to the 
cause of unliealthiness so far as it is due to the overgrowth of jungle, any 
additional ntoney, spent in that direotioin, will be money not sj^ent in vain. 1 
crave leave to plead specially tho canse of my own district. Murshidabnd is an 
old historic place, full of liistoi^ associations, and no one would like to see it 
reduced and converted into a great jungle. If any experiuients have to be 
made lot us begin with Murshidabad. If my information is correct, the death- 
rate in the old 4 i^ty, ifs suburbs and adjoining villages exceeds tho birth-rate, 
and 1 am afraid that if things go on at that rate the time is not distant when 
there will be left not one human being in this area to tell the tale of its misery. 

“ I think this is a matter which should invite the earnest attention of 
Government. 1 confess that much-of what is required to be done may be done 
by local bodies, but they are hampered by the insufEciency of tho funds at 
their dispi'sal, and an organized scheme, capable of coping with the exigencies 
and requirements of tho occasion and the enormity of the subject, is beyond the 
power and purao of most local bodies. Here it is that Government must step 
in to do for ua what we cannot do ourselves. It is not for me to suggest, mucti 
less to dictate, what exact line of action Government should adopt. All I wish 
to press for is, that anything which persons in a position to give authoritative 
opinion upon can suggest s))ould be attended to in order to improv<! tluj 
sanitary condition of the Province, as much by expeditions against mosquitos 
and the pro{)or drainage of low and marshy tracts, as by the cutting away and 
removal of raidj, unnecessary and obnoxious vegetation, which has encroached 
to a large extent on luoNt villages in Bengal, and to which hitherto has net 
been paid that degree of prompt, earnest and eystemutic attention which tljie 
serious evils resulting from them so urgently demand. 

There is one otlu-r matter which should engage the first and.foroniort 
attention of C»‘jvcrinu< nt, and that is the high prices of Articles of Food, specially 
rice that has become, so to speak, riiromc. The fact that uotwithstauding 
the harvesting of a com putatively bumper crop, high prices, almost fuuiiue 
prices, still prevail, is a matter for vjry serious consideration. Wo have been 
told -that this state of thitigs is due not to increase of exports but to the 
encroachment made by jute upon paddy land aud the abnormal storage of rice 
by growers and others for tlmr consumption as a safeguard against a 
recurrence of famine. Whatever may be the cause, to whatever this statu 
of things may be ai-oribed, there is a growiug*feeUng that rice at any rate ilnd 
at any cost must bo made cheap, so that the classes that are affocfi d most by 
high piicos may afford, with their limited means, to have at least two full 
meals in twenty-four hours. People would not grudge so much at tho high 
prices of luxuries or even of things not so absolutely necessary as the high 
price of what forms the staple of Bengpl. Give them rice, the stone weight for 
the rupee as it used to fetch twenty years back, there will th^ be not that 
general complaint which iu»w so uafortunately prevails That is a common* 
aeuse view of things. 
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“ 1 hear very little now-a-days of tlio galas or rice depots that were started 
or proposed to be started witli a view to meet the requirements of a bad year. 

* 1 do not know if much has boon dono in that direction. Hence it is that 
Government intervention and Government action are necessary to devise 
means, which will induce or enable the actual tiller of the soil to devote 
more attention and give more land to the cultivation of paddy and less 
to that of jute, and wliich will place his neighbour, whose profession is not to 
hold the plough, but whose life, healtti, ease and comfort depend to a large 
extent upon the extended cultivation of paddy, to give himself and his family, 
dependent upon his earnings, two full meals a day. 

Your Honour, the matters relating to Sanitation' and high prices upon 
which I have taken the liberty of addressing the Council are of such general 
importance that the appointment of one or inoro C'oiumissiouB to thoroughly 
investigate is a matter for the serious consideration of Your Honour’s sympathcr 
tic Ci overnment, and will, I have no doubt, be greatly appreciated by a people 
who are already grateful for your beneficent rule ” 

The Ilon’ble Babu Joqendha Chandra Ghose said:—Your Honour^ 
it would be ungrateful on our part not to acknowledge the great conces¬ 
sion made by Your^'Honour of allowing the non-olBcial Members an opportunity 
of considering the Budget before it is placed in the Council. This year’s 
experience has been rather disappointing on account of the fact that we had 
the Budget placed in our hands at tlio Meeting and liaJ no time given to us 
probably because it could not be given to us of considering it, excepting there. 
To make the experiment a success, two things are necessary, first, a desire on the 
part of the Officials in charge to seriously consult the non-official Members 
and to ascertain from them the needs of the country and not to be impatient 
of their criticisms and suggestions ; second, on the part of us, non-official 
Members, industry, knowledge of the country and a courageous and earnest 
striving, to make the country advance in all matters, in co-operation with the 
Government. 

It is usual to congratulate the Financial Secretary on tho Budget, and 
I do so with pleasure. But if I linger long on felicitations or on idle 
criticisms and high politics and fine phrases, I shall miss tho opportunity 
of directing the attention of the Government and of the Council to matters on 
which depend tho true welfare of this country. 

Now 1 shall go to the consideration of the Budget. I must say it discloses 
a condition of lamentable inaction on tho part of the Government for the 
good of the people, which is wholly at variance with the known earnest desire 
of,Your Honour to help tho people, and for which probably you arc not respon¬ 
sible. If wc look at page 4 of tho Budget, we find that most of tho imj>rove- 
meiits for which mone)^ was sanctioned last year have not boon carried out. 
''riie grants for the paying patients’ block for Indians in the Medical Collego 
Hospital, acquisition of tho Haritola Bustoo, near Campbell Hospital, double* 
stork d block in Campbell Hospital, Calcutta Municipality Incinerator^ 
Idujgalpur Municipality Water-w<)rks, Nadia Municipality repairs to Embank- 
Tuents, Monghyr Municipality Water-supply^, Borhamporc Municipality J>rainage, 
I’iiri filunicipality Drainage, mado last year have been repeated this year. 
I find also that many of tlie improvements for which money had been bud- 
getted the year before last have not been canded out. Indeed, very little of the 
good contemplated by Your Honour during the last two ^mars has been 
ey Tried out. 

Further, we have gone back. Last year Rs. 75,000 was sanctioned for 
tho Bhairab Valley Drainage, this j'oar it has been struck out altogether on tho 
gri>aud, I understand, that the project is not reac^ 3 ^ complaint is, that 
we are never ready. Again, 1 do not understand why, as regards the grant of 
Bb. 76,000 to the Puri * Municipality, whilo last year it was stated that 
Bs. 86,000 was for Drainage and Rs. 50,000 for Sanitation, this year the entire 
amount has been ear-marked for Drainage only. Probably tho words ^and 
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sanitatiou’ have boon omitted by mistake. But it is a mistake which ought 
to be rectified. 

further do not see why the India Government should not pay the sum 
of I?s. 1,50,000 budgetted for the now Presidency Jail cousoquent on the 
building of the Victoria Memorial on its site. Again i do not understand why 
a sum of Us, 1,20,000 has been budgetted for the re-alignnumt of tho drains of 
the Presidency Jail, by which I understand the present Jail, when it is going 
to be removed within a very short time. 

‘‘ There is no reason assigned for the fact that for the Obelisk at Plassey, 
the sum budgetted this year is Rs. 25,000, while last year it was only Rs. 15,000. 

Again the large sums granted for Sundurban reclaraalions should be 
objected to on the ground, first, there are more urgent needs of the country, 
and second that it violates the principle hitherto followed that the Govenuucut 
should not be competitors with private capitalists in such work to the detriment 
of the latter. 

“At page 13 of the Budget, I find under heading * Civil Works’the 
expenditure for original works and repairs is estimated at about Rs, 60,50,000 
and the estublialiment coat is laid at Rs. >%80,587. The establishment cost 
is thus about 14 per cent, or tlie expenditure. I believe that it is possible 
to reduce the establishment cost to 10 per cent., especially when all 
Government work is done by contractors, and a saving of about Ks- 3 lakhs 
should be mflfle if posrible for original works. The works in the districts 
may bo done by District Board Engineers without any payment if they are 
required to do so by the Government. Indeed, it is possible greatly to 
reduce tho establishment <;ost. 

“ This brings me to my main contention. Tho Government is aware of the 
extraordinary uuhealthinoss df the districts of MursUidabad, Krishnagore and 
Jessore. Life is one continued suffering for the people in the interior of 
these districts on account of Malaria. The deterioration of tho rivers and the 
water-channels is mainly responsible for tho result, 'i ho Government has up 
to this time simply stood by and looked at the result in mute despair. Difficult 
to mend matters. Rivers, if excavated, w’ill again silt up. Impossible. 
Inquiries have been set on foot. Inspections made. These are the explanations 
for inaction wo are accustomed to. Tho Government is aware of the vast 
schemes of Canal carried out in Prance, Germany and Russia for commercial 
and militory purposes. Hero, in Bengal, for internal commerce and for drain¬ 
age and for keeping out the salt wafer of the sea, wo require to keep alive 
the dying rivers of the Presidency Division, Wc require it for our lives. Wc 5 
can certainly canalize the existing rivers and have Canals at very much less 
cost than in the Kuropcan countries mentioned above. 

“At page 23 of tho Budget, 1 find that the loll iccoipts of tho Nadia 
rivers have, within the last 3 years, fallen by Rs. 70,000 u year. The revenmy 
is thus also suffering. Now to mend this state of things is (sertainly possible 
but it will entail a large expenditure. But it is possible for tlie Government to 
incur a large expenditure. It is doing so for the '’I'’own of Calcutta where the 
European residents have boconfO very much afraid of the Plague. So far as 
the districts are concerned, wo liave been standing still in all things, as 1 shall 
presently show. 1 earnestly ask Your Honour’s Govermneut to be more courage¬ 
ous and make the country advance. My contention is, that all works of puidic 
utility should bo done not out ot* Capital but but of Loan account. We spend 
70 lakhs for works every year. Wo can at once spend 7 crores of rupeek- 
on works, if wo do the works*by loan, leaving still a large inurgin for ordinary 
expenditure. In 20 years’ time the loan may bo paid up, and wo niay^ take u}) 
other works. That is how work is done in every progressive country. And 
many of thbse works will be productive. 

“ I found no reason in the criticism of the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale in the 
Imperial Budget diBCussion that the Government should only make unproductive 
expenditure. Only ball-rooms, GoYermnent buildings, decorations and tbe 
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like ar^o strictly approductive. EvorytMog that is truly good for tijo people 
is worth paying for by tbem^and ctin be made to yield a retarn if ttecessaiy. 
If the Governmeut will not do such works, the people tbeinselves will d'^ them 
at their own cost. I trust the Government will not adopt the policy advocated 
by Gentlemen whose forte is hi^h politics. We want water-ways for the 
development of the inland trade, for tlio carriage of our Jute and rice. We 
want a proper Drainage system for the districts. W e want also more Railways. 
Wo want to fight Muiaria which prevails not only in the districts 1 liavo 
mentioned but in Western Bengal, and is advancing to Midnaporo, Bankura 
and Birbhuin. It is no time to stand still. Bengal is advancing materially 
by leaps and bounds, through the development of the industries of foreign 
countries and through the railways built by private European companies. I'he 
Government is duiug very little for the people. Excepting the rriboni 
Canal, since the making of tlie Sone and Midriapur Canals which are paying 
works, the Government has simply done nothing for the Irrigation, Water-ways 
and Drainage of the districts. 

It is very- well known that good drinking-water is essential fo-r the 
health of the people. Tho Government, 1 find, has made inadequate grants 
to enable some District 'I’own Municipalities to have pure filtered water. 
Sufficient funds should bo placed in the hands of all l,)istrict Towns to enable 
them to have filtered water at once^ instead of asking District Boards to make 
grants for the purpose. life is short. If the presont gem^rafion of men suffer 
and die, what do they care for what may come to pass after theigS^ What has 
tho Government done for tho prevontioi* of Malatia? We hear of the mosquito 
theory. It may be good. But we want tho remedy to bo adopted-—jungles 
to bo cleared, dirty water-pools to be filled up. good drinking-ivater to be 
supplied. Large expenditure is necessjjry. District Boards, Vilhige Unions 
and the like are not able to grapple with this great question. The Govei-nment 
should take it up. 1 plead for a change of poliejf, and that is, great works 
should be taken up and all original works should be done out of Loan account. 

I next go to the matter of Education. I find the Budget defective^ 
as there is no heading of the exjjenditure u?idcr Primary Education or 
Female Education. It is fortunate for the Gavernmont that it is so. iJoro 
also we have beem standing still, so much so that wo have not been able 
to spend the iO lakhs of rupees granted by the Government of India in 
IfiOo for Primary SJducHtion and entered in the Bengal Budget. I know people 
find it very difficult to. spend money on works of beneficence, but 1 did not 
expect to find it in our Government. The fault again is not with the liead ,of 
our Government but with those who have tho cariying out of w'ork. 

“ Primary Education, I understand, cannot advance because gvrm require 
training. If we are to train gurus first and then teach our boys, we shall have to 
let the present generation go without education. Wo, who have seen the old 
system of patksaias do not appi^eciato the difficulty. Female education is also at 
a standstill, because we arc told wo bavo got no female teachers. If we have to 
wait for female teachers, I am afraid our girls shall have to go without educa¬ 
tion. It would be a long time before we shall be able to get orthodox ladies 
tc> take to teaching. Everybody in Bengal knows that there is no objection to 
girls fielow 12 being taught by male teachers. But the Government answered 
to a question put by me that that was not correct, and it was not possible to 
start Middle Vernacular Schools without male teachers. The answer was 
given to me who is the Secretary of one of the most orthodox and largely 
attended of such schools. This year i am glad to find a lump provision ^ 
Ks. 4,54,207 for Primary Education of boys and girls, .including an extra 
amount of one lakh of rupees granted through I believe the personal interven¬ 
tion of Your Honour and on account of the persistence of some non-official 
Members. I trust the amount will be spent. 

Similarly, Your Honour has repeatedly expressed your desire to establish 
a properly-equipped Technical School in connection with the Bibpur Engineer¬ 
ing College. We find this year a trifling sum budgetted for the Indiuiiial 
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^lemistr^r dats* It luts boon otatod that all tho departments will bo afartecL 
In time, but the arrang'omonts cannot be mado all at onoo. All this is ezouae 
for maction. Wo are at a standstill in everything. In tho matter of 
Eidueation wo are probably ^ing back, as tho remarkable falling off in the 
number of Entrance Examination candidates showed last year. That probaUy 
is owing to the unpopularity of the reformed University. But that we are 
not advancing as we should do, as Japan has done and is doing, is a fact, and 
we hold the Government responsible for it. 

I next go to our expensive dvil Service. The Partition of Bengal 
added to our burden on that head. We have a legitimate grievance in this 
matter. Mr. Naoroji, during the last Congresi), spoke of the fact that tke 
Statutory Civil Service obtained by him for tho people of the country has been 
abolished as one of the great disappointments of his life. Some few appoint¬ 
ments, as District Jud^s and District Magistrates, are now given to natives of 
India. They may be left out of consideration. What reason is there that at 
least one-third of the appointments now held by Covenanted Civilians should 
not be given to the people of this country ? Tlie abolition of the Statutory 
Service has been a retrograde measure making the administration more expen¬ 
sive. In the interests of economy, in Bengal at least, it should be revived. 

I must thank the Gov^srnment for the grant of Be. 40,000 for tbe 
residenoes of MunsifEs. 

“ I should here mention that Assistant Surgeons are also entitled to proper 
houses in wMeh they can live with their faniihes. Now in a few dutricts 
they get two rooms in the Charitable DJspensaiies for their quarters. Theirs 
is a hard-worked and very ill-pnid service. I trust Your Honour will kindly 
take their case into consideration. 

** This lc»ds me to _a very important matter. Your Honour has observed 
the extraordinary rise in the price of rice. To t'le cultivator, it probably 
means prosperity. But to the iJiadro/off4 cia^B it meana ruin. No doubt th^ 
are not more than 10 ptr cent, of tbe population, and they are the people 
who arc in the front of ell agitations against Government measures. But 
^ir shortcomings should be forgotten in pity for their helpless condition 
notwithstanding the assertion made by a few irresponsiblo men among them 
that they have the power to overturn tho Govfrumcnt and set up a Govern¬ 
ment of their own, and which they cannot do bocauso they have not yet 
been able to decide whether it is to be a Monarchy or a Republic. Just now 
they have to depend only on Government Offices or the Law Couits for 
their livelihood. There are people whom the extremists sometimes cry shame 
upon, who are working without ceasing and who have determined to saorifico 
everything in order to secure for the people independent msans of livelihood 
and they, 1 hope, will succeed in their efforts. But still it behoves the Govern* 
ment to devise measures for the greater employment of the educated cIwahcx. 
In any case, having regard to the fact that the rise of food-grains means tbe 
depreciation of the value of the rupee, the Governmont should, without delay, 
consider the advisability of ordering an increase of salary, at least of too 
officials drawing a salary loss than 100 rupees a month. It is more necessary 
and urgent than making provisions for the residences of high-paid Officials. 

As regards the amount budgetted for tho Co-operative Credit Societies, 
it seems to be very insufficient. A beginning has been made, but the progress 
is so slow that one despairs of seeing pood^ rosults arising out of it in bis 
lifetime. More vigorous action in this direction is also necessary. 

There is one more matter in which I am greatly interested and to which 
1 shall, revert on a future occasion. I Bud at pago 3-^, that Rs. d,dd,000 
were spent on Experimental Cultivation in iy0i-0#l. 1 find at page 21, the 

receipts on account of Experimental Cultivatien of 1905 06 to have been 
only Ks. 1,457. The result seems to me so extraordinary that 1 am afraid 
there is some-mistake somewhere^ 
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** I have done. I have found f»ult vnth the Government in jtwv thinx* 
mind havo used strong %vordfi of condemnution* That 18 beoau^t 1 baiiavo ihe 
Govornmont to be a beneficent onoi and a OovernmeDt which wo alioald 
consider onva| and with wliich wo should heartily co-opornte. I wiah my 
peopVa to aflL'VfibCO a\>Teasl with the other nations of the East now pulsating 
with a new life and wliic-h have or are about to take their place among the 
proudest nations of the Went. But the means I wish to see adopted in our 
present conditions are not those which high Indian Councillors are advising and, 
which if not adopted, they have warned the Government will lead to its early 
end. 1 should be at one with them in asking for political reforms advocated 
by them, but there are more urgent matters to consider. For the last two 
years political agitations have diverted the attention of the Government and 
the people from all good work, and tho Government had some excuse for 
inaction. But now thoro is little excuse. Permit mo to tell Your Honour 
that ui.leaa there is vigorous action taken for the materidl progress of the 
country, it will lead not to the end of the Government but to tho end of the 
people over which it has been placed by Providence.’* 


The Hon’ble Babu Radiia Chaban Pai. said:—*‘May it please Your 
Honour—I have hoard with great pleasure that some of the non-ofiicial 
Members of Your Honour’s Council were taken into confidenco befoio the 
Budget was prepared. A great principle is thus re€K>gnized for which we are 
thankful to Your Honour, but 1 hope from next year it will be given fuller and 
not partial effect as this year. ^ 

‘‘I congratulate the Government on the satisfactory state of its finance 
as disclosed in the Financial Statenumt laid before the Council. The year 
1006-1907 is strictly speaking tho first year of the Administration of the 
Government of Bengal after the Partition. Accordingly a new Provincial 
Settlement has been made with the Government of India, aud a generous 
provision made for the growing needs of the premier Province of the British 
Indian Empire by allotting larger shares of the divided heads of revenue 
to Your Honour’s Government. 

“ The estimates for 1907-1908 show Rs. 5,20,98,000 as receipts, excluding 
the opening balance, and Rs. 6,;^t>,86,000 as expenditure. Tho latter figure 
includes a non-recuriing expenditure of Rs. 67,48,000 which mostly consists of 
grants of public utility, and in this connection 1 gratefully acknowledge the 
provision of Its. 3,06,000 for additions to the Medical College Hospital, includ¬ 
ing a block for Indian paying patients and of one lakh for additions to the 
Campbell Hospital; while provision has also been made for a more generous 
scale of diet for pafients. All this testify to Your Honour’s cure for the 
w*itl-being of the people. 

My hon’ble friend, Babu Jogondra Chandra Ghose, has alluded to the 
grant to the Calcutta Municipality of Rs. 45,000 for an Incinerator. My 
friend has evidently been misled by the item in the Budget. As the Hon’ble 
the Financial Secretary will bear me out, it is not a grant for an Incinerator, 
but for the removal of the refuse platform on the west of the Campbell 
Hospital. I hope, however, some day in tho future the Government will be 
pleased to see its wa^ to make a grant for Incinerators and thus help the 
Corporation to abolish the refuse platforms, which are a standing menaoe to 
the City. 

‘^The largo accumulated opening balance which by gradual dimiiiation 
stands at Rs. 01,14,000 at the beginning of the current year has beeii^ 
judiciously drawn upon to moot the non-recurring expeodituro of tho cuivent 
year and the normal growth of revenue hss on tho whole met the increase in 
meurriug expenditure. It is a sound principle of finance that the accumulated 
balance should be returned to tho tax payer in some shape or other and should 
not form tho basis of rocuning charges. As Member for the Corporation, 
X wish this principle had been followed there to bring the recumng expendi¬ 
ture within the receipts which alone could put a stop to the perpetual 
phenomenon of a deficit Budget. 
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Courirfiea .— Tbe receipts firom Oonrt«fee Stamps are steadily increaiimg. 
This year’s figures show Bs. 1,07,63,000 as compared with Ra 1,02,60,000 at ^ 
laaii year. While on this subject, 1 may be permitted to draw Your Honour’s 
attention to the anomaly which ezistB m the Court-feo charges in the Calcutta 
Court of Small Causes. While in all other Courts of Bengal and even in the 
Appellate Side of the Bigh Court 7^ per cent, CourUfoe is leviable for the 
institution of suits and appeals; in the Small Cause Court of Calcutta, the 
suitor must pay 11 per cent, to file a suit. I do not think it can bo contended 
that parties get ^upeiior justice in the Calcutta Small Cause Court to what 
theyjpeceive in the District Courts all over Bengal. I earnestly trust Your 
Honour will remove this anomaly by ordering a reduction of Court>foe charges 
in the Calcutta Small Cause Court. 

“ There is another matter in connection with Court-fees which is of vital 
importance to the rate-payers of Calcutta. Your Honour is aware that all 
ob^tioDS against increase of assessments by the Assessor of the Corporation 
were formerly heard by a Bench of Commissioners, but by the Amending Act of 
188S this system was abolished, and since then these objections are heard either 
by the Vice-Chairman or the Deputy Chairman under the delegated authority of 
the Chairman. This is a highly unpopular procedure and .wrong in principle, 
as the Vice-Chairman and the Deputy Chairman are the Executive Heads 
of the Assessor’s Department. Of course an appeal against the decision of the 
Vice-Chairman or tho Deputy Chairman lies to the Small Cause Court. 
From 1889 to 1900, no Court-fee was charged on the institution of these 
appeals, but sisee 1001 under Government order a prohibitive foe is levied, 
v^oh has practically deprived the poor and even the middle classes of an 
opportunity of obtaining justice against the decision of tho Municipal Executive. 

“ For better explanation I would give a concrete instance. Suppose the 
Vice-Chairman after hearing an objection fixes the valuation of a hmding at 
5 000 and the rate-payer contends that it should bo Rs. 4,000. The 
differ^ce in rate involved is Rs. 195 per year at 19J per cent. If any fee is 
to be at all levied it should in all fairness be levied on this amount; but 
instf m'^ of this being done, the fee is levied on about 13 times the amount, as 
per calculation given below:— 

gI 

" The fee is calculated not on the existing Municipal rate of taxation, but 
on the difference of the highest rate allowed by the law and the existing rate. 
Thus it will be seen that when the difference of valuation is only Rs. 1,090 the 
rate-payer will have to pay cost on Rs. 2,220. This, added to the risk _ of 
having to pay heavy costs to the Corporation in the event of the appeal being 
rejected, has practically precluded the rate-payers from seeking relief in a 
Court of law. I would earnestly appeal to Your Honour to abolish tbe Court- 
fee or at any rate to reduce it to a reasonable limit. 

« Loom. —^The interest on Loan advances made to cultivators and public 
^M>d ies and other persons, accounts for the rfsoeipt of Re. 4,80,000, the bulk of 
which is realized from the Municipalities, the District Boards and tbe 
sultivators. The principal of this lean is lent the Government of India 
to the Local Government at an interest of 3^ per cent, and this sum is lent to 
the Municipalities at 4 per cent, and to cultivators at much higher rates. May 
1 not appeal to Your Honour to reduce tho interest to 3^ per cent, and thus 
xelieve the local bodies and cultivators whom the Government, as the protector 
the people, help in time of need. Considering tho difiiculties which local 
iSodies have to encounter in meeting their growing^ expenditure out 

the limited means at their disposal, such a reduction would be an 
ftet of generosity on the part of the Goveramont which will he 
highly appreciated by my countrymen. 

** Speaking on the subject of Ixians, 1 cannot abut my eyes to tho roc^t 
•rder of the Government of India fettering tho hands of tho Corporation by

directing that ii& Municipal Loan U to bo xaiaed in the market till the Imperial 
flovemment has obtained all the nmnoy it requires. This is highly unfair to 
the local bodies and disadvantageous to the rate^payen. Ordinarily, it takas 
2 months and*a'half to obtain the sanction of the Government to raise a loan, 
and if the Government postpone the issue of a Corporation loan to such time as 
suits their own convenience it would be most prejudicial to the interests of the 
Corporation. The Government should not foi^et that the munioipalities and 
local bodies are but parts of the whole administrative machinery and that thc^ 
are doing in a smidl way what the Government is doin^ on a utuoh lai^er scale. 

1 hope Your Honour will be pleased to safeguard the uterests of the Corpora' 
tion and other local bodies. 

“ Income-tax .—The Inoomo-tax, notwithstanding the raising of the mini¬ 
mum limit from Ks. 600 to Rs. 1,000 ayoar,bas brought an increase of revenue, 
from Rs. 46,43,405, the rise being in 1005-06, to Rs. 48,40,000 in^ 1006>1907. 
For 1907-1908, tho figures have boon fixed at Rs. 60,80,000, of which the re- 
oeipts from Calcutta and its Suburbs amount to about Rs. 30,00,000. Direct 
taxation is alwavs hateful to the people and tho Income-tax being an inquisi¬ 
torial tax is odious alike to the Europeans and Indians. But thmre can bo 
nothing more odious to tho people of this country than the imposition of 
Incom^tax on residential houses which absolutely bring no income. If a elei^ 
ora shop-keeper earns Rs. 60a month and if he happens to possesss an ancestral 
dwelling-house, which is assessed by the Municipality at Bs.TOO per annum, his 
oarnings and the valuation of his ancestral dwelling-house are added together 
and the Income-tax is caloulatod on that total and is imposed on#bim. 

The Income-tax was levied, as Your Honour knows, as a temporary 
measure to meet the urgent needs of the State and a distinct pledge was given 
at the time of its imposition that it would be withdrawn as soon as the state 
of finance would permit. Unhappily for us, the pledge has not been redeemed 
and the tax to-day presses very heavily upon the middle class who can 
scarcely in these hard times m^e two ends meet. May I not appeal to 
Your Honour to exorcise your iiifluonce with the Government of India to 
raise the minimum limit to at least Us. 2,500 a year and to exempt the 
bond fide residential houses from the operation of the tax ? Your Honour is no 
doubt aware of the attachment of tho people of Bengal to their ancestral 
dwelling-houses which ore worshipped as baeiu vbitae and to which they ding 
even though smitten with poverty. To impose an Income-tax upon such 
unproductive holdings is not only hard, but unfair. An Inoome-tax is a tax 
on income, and it ought not to be imposed on Capital sunk in a residential 
house any more than on money sunk in books, furniture, oinameuts ox clothing* 

<‘I now come to the expenditure side of the Budget. 

Thero is a saving of over three lakhs of rupees in the last year’s Budget .due 
to tho non-utilization of the full grant for additional Deputy Magistrates rad tiieir 
establishments, and of tho grant for the increase of pay of the ministerial 
establishment. Thanks to the generosity of the Government, tho hard-worked 
and ilbpaid ministerial staff had some oondderation shown to them. But it 
is a matter of deep regret that owing to the delay in giving effect to the 
proposal of the Salaries Commission the grant could not be utilized. 1 appeal 
to Your Uouour’s generosity to give retrospective effect to the proposal for 
increase. 

Stipmdiarff and Sonorary Preeideney Magiatrate*.~—i. find provision has been 
made in the Budget for a Fourth Presidency Magistrate. Formerly thwre 
were two Stipendiary Magistratbs who, with the Honorary Magistrates, 
disposed of all Police and Municipal cases. _ During recent years, a tiiard 
Stipendiary Magistrate has been added, and it is again proposed to add a fOnrili 
in spite of the reduction in the number of cases owing to the estaMishmont of 
a Municipal Court. It is worthy of^ note that the total number of oases before 
the Bench Magistrates was 6,185 in 1903, but since the addition of a third 
Magistrate in the latter part of December of that year the number of oases fell 
to 1,3^17 in 1904. Now that it is contemplated to appointa permanent fourth 
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Magistrate, the cases before the Bench Magistrates will necessarily be consider¬ 
ably reduced. There are no fewer than 86 Honorary Presidency Magistrates, 
ana I believe the object of Government in appointing worthy citizens to the • 
Honorary Bench is not only to economize expenditure but to allow them a 
legitimate share in the administratiou of justice in their own city and in the 
trial of their own countrymen. I am afraid that that laudable object is liable 
to be frustrated by the multiplication of Stipendiary Magistrates. I may bo 
permitted to observe that much distrust and misunderstanding may be avoided 
by making the Honorary Presidency Magistrates more largely participate in 
the administration of justice rather than transforming them into so many 
ornamental figure-heads. 

Municipal Magisttaie.-^A^ regards ^he Municipal Magistrate’s Court I 
believe Your Honour is aware that no Court in tlm Metropolis o£ the Uritiah 
Empire is more unpopular than this Court. I do not in the least exaggerate 
when I say that rightly or wrongly the people beliv vo that they cannot expect 
in this Court that indej)endent administration of justice which is the proud pri¬ 
vilege of the meanest of British subjects. It may be duo to the peculiar con¬ 
stitution of tho Court. It is well known tliat in every case before it the 
Chairman of the Corporation is tho prosecutor, and rightly or wrongly it is 
believed that the Magistrate who owes his appointment to his recom¬ 
mendation cannot act generallj^with ind‘:*pondence. It is also a noteworthy 
fact that tho fines roalizi d in this Couit generally exceed the estimated 
receipts under this head in the Municipal Budget and this is a matter 
which is coin 4 af)ented upon both in and out of the Municipality. It has ^en 
humourously described by some as a Revenue Department of the Corporation, 
Some of the cases which came up for revismn in the High Court elicited 
trenchant lemniks from tlie Hon’ble Judges, which were not calculated to raise 
the Municipal Court in public estimation. Quito recently, as Your Honour is 
aware, a great hue and cry wos raised that tho Municipal Magistrate should 
look for ud.rancement to the influence and patronage of the Chairman of tho 
Corporation. Considering all these circumstances, I would beg leave to suggest 
that the Municipal Court may be abolishod anl that the Municmal cases 
may bo tried by the Presidency Magistrates in the Police Court, and I am sure 
this act of Your ^ Honour will inspire confidence in the administration of 
justice in Municipal cases, 

“ Police Charges .—As regards the Police, the allotment for District Police 
OflGcera has been raised from Rs. 3,90,000 to Us. 4,90,000, while that for tho 
Suhoidinate I'olice Force has been raised from Ks. 27,30,000 to Rs. 30,84,000, 
i.tf., an increase of 25*64 per cent, in the case of District Superintendents 
and Assistant. Superintendents and 12*96 per cent, in tho case of inspectors 
Sub-Inspectors, llend-Conetables and Constables. Great was the expectation of 
the public when the Police Commission was appointed. The Police, which, in 
one sense, ought to be a source of strength to the people and tho Government, 
has unfortunately been a source of discontent to tho people. The corruption 
and oppression of the Police have not a little contributed to this discontent, but 
it can baldly bo expected that the meagre increase of salaries of tire subordinate 
ranks of tho Police would lead to any effective reform. Further, the difference 
in the pe rcentages is so striking that when it is remembered that tho higher 
ranks of the Police service are mostly recruited from persons of European 
descent and the lower ranks from pure Indians, it is possible that* tho 
inference may unhappily be drawn that it is due to considerations of race 
and creed. 

‘‘ Police Ouuri Building*—A provision of rupees one lakh has been made 
in the Budget for Calcutta Police Buildings, but no provision has been made for 
additions and alterations of the Police Court Building. The existing building 
is quite unsuited to tho requirements of tho Court. It is ill-lighted and ill- 
ventilatod, and the Court rooms, ospeoially those of tlie Honorary Bench, 
have not sufiBicient light^ even in mid-d.ay« People are so cramped and 
pressed for space that literally qieakiog there la hardly moving space when 
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tliG Courts are all sitting. There is no waiting room for witnesses and 
raitors, and all are huddled together in the verandah, which is packed to 
its utmost cspacity. In sliort, it is a most unhealthy and insanitary build¬ 
ing, quite unworthy of the City. I am sure the necessity of re-modelling 
the Police Court building is recognised by Your Honour, and that in the 
course of the year the matter will b3 talien up and a scheme matured so 
that the necessary provision may bo made in the next Budget 

Presidtmrff College .—I do not wish to take much time by dwelling on the 
question of Education which I leave to my learned and distinguished colleague 
the Member for the University. 

1 wish to inukt^ a few observations on the improvement of the Presidency 
College, for whicl» lis. 46,000 liavo been allottoJ this year. The question 
is, whetlicr the College is to be improved in situ or to be transferred to a new 
site. As far as the costs of the two schemes are concerned, they are roughly 
estimated to bo the same, natnely Its, 20 lakhs. A very large section of the 
community are strongly of 0 [>iiiion that the College should be retained in its 
present site and that it should bo expanded by the acquisition of land in its 
neighbourhood- This will have a double effect. In the first place, it will 

bo within easy rea(jh of students residing with their^ parent** or guardians 

in the Indian section of llie town, and it will be in close proximity to the 

University and other Educational Institutions. In the second place, tliu 

acquisition of land in the vicinity will remove a large insanitary area in 
one of the most congested wards in tho town. 

ij 

‘‘ Technical School .—A lump sum of Rs. 35,000 has only been allowed for 
Technical Education. 1 feel constrained to say that the grant is not adequate 
for tho growing needs of the country. The salvation of the country depends 
to a great extent upon the dlffunion of Technical Education among the masses. 
There ought to bo Polytechnic Institutions in every important district and 
<^entre. True it is that certain additions in this respect have been made 
to the Sibpore Engineering College, but that College being in an out- 
of-the-way place, even tho people of Cjalcutta cannot fully avail theni- 
aelves of its benefits. Calcutta ought to have a Model Technical College 
within easy reach of its inhabitants. 

“In this connection, 1 desire to draw the attention of Your Honour to the 
training of artisans and haiidicraftsmcn who luive a largo field before them. 
The struggle for existence is keen amongst my countjymcn. The clerical 
afipointments arc not sufficient for tlio growing population ot‘ the country, the 
emoluments are too small to meet even tlie bare necessaries of life. 1 
cannot, therefore, lay too groat a stress on the urgency of establishing 
institutions for imptiriing practical training in artisanship and handicraft, as is 
done, though on a small scale, in the Reformatory School for juvenile offenders. 
Eucourageinmit should be given for the admission of apprentices to the 
dock yards, telegraph works and work-shops. Much may bo done in this 
direction if the Engineering Firms could be i>ersuaded to kindly admit into 
llkeir work-shops Indian youtlis as ap)>rentico6. A very good impetus may be 
given tf» this education by tho Chairman of the Corjioration throwing open the 
Municipal Workshops to Indian apprentices. The Port Commissioners may 
also lend their help in this direction. I cannot allow the occasion to pass 
without referring to tho useful work that is being done at the Oxford Mission 
Industrial School at Ballyganj and at the Technical School established by 
Messrs. Eabcliand and Motichand in their Marble House and the Bengal 
TGchiiical Institute, founded by some of my countrymen, foremost ^amongst 
whom stands Mr. T. Palit. 

“ Free I rimari^ Education. —Sir, the news that the Government of India 
contcnqffate to make suitable and n^quisite assignment for the extension of free 
Primary Kilucation, has been recoivod with groat satisfaction. If any portion 
of ttie j±i!*signmt3nt made to the Gqvornmeiit of Bengal is allotted to Calcutta, I 
pray that the management of the grant be entrusted to the Corporation in the 
same way as tho District Boards and the Municipalities in the MufEasaal. 
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need haidly my that the Calcutta Municipality by virtue of ita local 
knowledge will be in a better position to promote the diffuHioii of Primary^ 
Education than any other agency, and that such an jxrrangement will bo 
welcomed by the people. I am sure, in this matter, I have tlio support of mv 
hon’ble friend, Mr. Alien. 

“ price of E*co .—l am glad that my intorpcllations as regards the hi«-h 

price of rice and the replies of Your Honour’s Governroent '^attracted the 
attenlhm of the Hon’ble the P'inance Minister, and he admitted from liis 
seat in the Imperial (’ouncil that the poor hhadraloge were the principal 
sufferers. I regret to observe that the poor hhadralogcs conatiiute a considerable 
element of the population of'Bengal. I am glad to learn from the rtyplica of 
the llon’ble Mr. Carlyle that Your Honour’s Govornmont is aware of the 
marked rise in prices and is making inquiries to ascertain the cause of the rise. 
The price was never so high for such a length of time and it seems that in future 
the high prices will be the chronic condition. 

might also tell Your Elonour that not only the price of rice but also 
the price of every article of food-stuff has hud an unprecedented rise which 
adds to the misery of the people. They are now in a state of suspense and 
anxiety for the outturn of the next monsoon harvest and they shudder to 
contemplate what is in store foi5Pthcm, sViould the next monsoon prove unfavour¬ 
able. A solemn and serious responsibility rests with the Government to take 
timely steps to save the people from the grip of starvation wliich is looming 
in the not di^ant future. 1 am grateful that Your Honour is alive to the 
gravity of tlie situation. 1 hope the Government will lose no time in pub¬ 
lishing the result of their inquiries to allay the public anxiety. I can assure 
Your Honour of the co-operation of the Public with your Government in 
the matter. On the initiation of the conductors of the ‘ Bangabasiii ’ news* 
paper a very useful Committee has already been formed, with His Highness 
the Maharajah of Durbhanga as President, to ascertain the causes of the 
rise and to suggest remedial measures. J have no doubt this Committse will 
be able to furnish useful information to your Government. 

1 take this opportunity to make a suggestion as regards grain com¬ 
pensation allowance. Last year grain compensation was allowed to all whole¬ 
time servants of Government on Rs. 30 and less. Never in the history of 
Bengal the cost of living has been so high as now. 1 he Port Oommissioners 
have allowed grain compensation to all their employees drawing salaries below 
Rs. 50 a month. It would bo an act of kindness on Your Honour's part if 
Your Honour is graciously pleased to similarly extend the allowance to persons 
drawing Rs. 50 and loss a month in thoseivice of Government. 

Iho City Improvement —I cannot allow this occasion to pass without refer¬ 
ring to the City Improvement Schomo. The Public have learnt that an official 
Conference has lately been hold in which the financial part of the scheme has 
bcort greatly re-modelled. 1 am sorry to lA'serve that the representatives of the 
people wore not taken into confidence in that Conference, so as to enable You^ 
Honour to judge the question from every aspect. The public are anxiously 
looking forward for any informatioii which Your Honour may bo pleased to 
vouchsafe on the subject. 

** The question of ways and means is agitating the public mind at the 
present moment. It is well known that the burden which has been imposed upon 
the Corporation of Calcutta and which is steadily increasing with the growing 
Municipal needs of tho town is already too mHoh for them. With an increas¬ 
ing revenue they are still Tinoblo to maintain an equilibriutn iti their finance. 
The current year’s Budget shows an income of Rs. 74,00,000 and an ex¬ 
penditure of Ks. 76,49,000, and this deficit of Rs. 2,49,000 has beuti met by 
drawing upon the accumulated opening balance which l*as this year dwindluJ 
almost to a vanishing point. With tho continually increasing cost of living 
in Calcutta which is complainod of both by KiU'opoans and Indians and 
also with the continually increasing assessment, any further increase in 
the rates of the City will be disaster to the people. Sir, overtaxation is 
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Hie seed of discontent. However strong may be the sympathy of our 
vKulors, however anxious tl*ey may bo to bring about a better understanding 
between themselves and tho.so under their rule, all thoir endeavours will be 
fruitler!s, when jieoplo groan under taxation and curse their fat© in utter 
helplessness. 

The structurul defect of the town, as has been amply shewn in 
Mr. Justice Trevolyitn’s Report, is a legacy made over to tlxe Corporation of 
Calcutta by Goveriiiucnt who neglected to remedy it when it could have been 
easily done at a nominal cost. 'Hie Corporation have done unaided all that 
they could do. Since the administration of Calcutta was made over to them in 
1862, hundreds of lakhs have been spent on the improvement of the City. 
Numerous roads have been opened out and any one who had seen Calcutta 50 or 
even 20 years ago cannot recognize it now. The rapid strides of improvoment 
would have continued had it not been for the amalgamation of the Suburbs 
with Calcutta in 1889. More than a hundred lakhs have been devoted to the 
iinprovemeiit of the ainalgaiuatod area and several lakhs have still to be spent 
both on the Suburbs and the fringe area. This has crippled the resources of the 
Corporation and the structural improvements have not therefore proceeded 
at the same rapid pace as before. 

Kurther, the new law has imposed upon the Corporation the continuous 
Water *euj)ply s^'stem. The water-supply is notoriously defective. J'ho 
continuous supply which should have been completed within the statutory 
period of five years, is yet far from being completed, though we are now at 
the end of the seventh j^ear. While the City is clamouring for water we are 
compelled to give away water to the outside Municipalities. All this has 
necessitated a new scheme for additional water-supply, which will cost another 
50 lakhs. These and several other important works, which are too numerous to 
enumerate, will entail the imposition of additional burdens upon the rate-payers, 
and I am afraid iliat any further addition to tlie burden on account of the City 
Improvement Scheme will be the lust straw to break the camel’s back. This 
question was carefully considered by the Trevelyan Commission and they 
observed;— 

‘ Iloiiao owners in Calcutta have to bear taxation out of proi)ortion to the burdens 
whiob are placed upon the shoulders of owners of other classes of property.' 

‘^They accordingly recommended the imposition of a Jute-tax at on© 
anna per maund on jute exported from Calcutta and used in the neighbour¬ 
ing Mills which they calculated would produce about 16 lakhs a year. They 
also observed that ^niuch miglit bo done if the Government made over to 
the Ci>rporation a substantial portion of Canal Dues and Excise Revenue levied 
in Calcutta.’ The London County Council gets a substantial contribution 
from the English Exchequer. The Bombay Municipality receives the Excise 
Revenue from the Govcrnmoiit. May not tlio rate-payers of Calcutta appeal 
to Your Honour for a similar annual contribution for the iai])roveiuent of the 
City which is the seat not only of the Imperial, but also of the Provincial, 
Government ? I find Your Honour has granted in this year’s Budget half a 
lakh to the Darjeeling Municipality, tli© summer seat of Your Honour’s 
Government. May not a similar favour in proportion to ils needs and 
importance be shown to the City which is the capital seat of Your Honour’s 
Governuicnt ? 

Decffniralizaiion .—Year before last Your Honour was pleased to state in 
the Council that you were considering the question of decentralization of 
Municipal Corporation work in Calcutta. You were pleased to admit that 
the work was enormous and a great deal of local agency was lost by endeavour¬ 
ing to do the work by the central authority only. Your Honour further 
announced that you had appointed a representative Committee to consider the 
matter and that on the receipt of the repoit of the Committie you would 
deal with the matter pi opiptly. T'wo years have passed since Your Honour 
nmdo t' e pronouncement and we are yet in the dark ls to the report of the 
Committee and the intention of the Govorimient on the subject* 
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^ Your Honour is aware that about a year ago the District Committees 
were formed and that it has been held by high authorities that they are 
illegal. Mr. Greer, while in tiiis Council, stated that legislation woulcP 
be necessary to give effect to his schenie of decentralization. But nothinir 
has been done in that direction and the District Committees continue withoiS 
being vested with any legal authority. I, for my port, recognize the 
usefulness of the District Committee. Divested, as the present Corporation 
is, of much of its representative ciiaraeter, it cannot be expected to be 
cognizant of the wants and wishes of the rate-payors and the^ uro-eiit local 
necessities of districts os the District Commissioners sitting witliin*\heir own 
districts and discussing matters* aniong themselves. The requirements of a 
district are better discussed aud threshed out in tho District Commiitee with 
the Executive Hoad of the District in their midst than in a big Corporation 
moeting where local questions attract little or no attention. Unfortunatelx-, 
the District Committees have no legal status and have no functions dotined by 
law, and it is my experience that the General Oomniitteo refuse to recognize 
the deliberations of the District Committees as they are not apjiointed b}** them. 

** In the absence of any legal status, the deliberations of the District 
Committees are coiitined to such matters as the Chairman may choose to commit 
to them from time to time; in fact they practically exist on tho sufferance of 
the Chairman. The usefulnoM of the District Committees is not therefore fully 
brought into play, and the local experience of Ward Commissioners cannot 
therefore be utilized to the fullest extent. Such a state of things cannot 
conduce to efficient administration. 

this connection, I cannot *help mentioning that tho constitution of 
the General Committee is such that the elected Commissi'^ners are in a 
perpetual minority. Of tho 50 Commissioners who constitute the Corpora¬ 
tion, one-half is elected by the rate-payers and it is but fair and just that the 
General Committee should bo so formed that at least half the members should 
be representatives of the elected Commissioners. As at present constituted, 
out of 12 members of the General Committee, the proportion of Comniis- 
sioners elected by the rate-payers to the other half is 4 to 8 excluding the 
official Chairman, who is also the Chairman of tho General Committee. 
Such a constitution cannot fail to be unsatisfactory, and 1 am sure Your Honour 
will recognize it. I confidently hope, in view of the declared wishes of the 
Government of the day, that an advance will be made on the lines of greater 
expansion of representative Government, and that this anomaly will bo soon 
removed and greater trust will be imposed upon the people, which is the surest 
way to inspire confidence in the intentions of Government. 

liiver-stde Hoads^ dhats artd Landing'stages^ —While speaking on the affairs 
of the City, I deem it my duty to bring to Your Honour’s notice the grievances 
of the public in tho matter of ghAts and landing-stages and roads in the 
jurisdiction of the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, to the north of the 
Hooghly Bridge. The Strand Bank Roads are in a broken condition, 
full of ruts, holes and depressions. The space just below the ghAts has silted 
up, and at ebb-tide the bathers tumble over the pitfalls and hollows and heaps 
on the river hank. Tlio landings for dinghy passengers are broken, and a 
portion of Strand Bank Road on the north has sunk and is In a dangerous con¬ 
dition. Tho Governmont has delegated its function for the preservation and 
maintenance of gliAts, landing-stages and roads, on the river sides, to the I*ort 
Cotninissiunors. May I crave Your Honour to move the Port Commissioners to 
take necessary stops to remove the grievances complained of. 

“ Malarious Tracts ,—Year after, year, •Hon’ble Members representing the 
different constituencies have dwelt upon the unhealthy condition of the 
towns^ and villages of Bonral. Outside Calcutta people are smitten down by 
malaria^ and cholera, which not only levy a heavy yearly tribute upon tho 
population but have debilitated the constitution of . tho people of Bengal. 
Enlarged livers and sploens and anssmio bodies are common sights outside the 
boundaries of Calcutta* Some of the fairest and most flourishing districts of 
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Bengal have been laid low by the ravages of cholera and fever within the 
,^Ufe time of a generation. A moral roaponsibility rests upon the Government 
to save the lives of the people. Just as the Government rears up an efficient 
Army and Navy for the protection of the people, so it is the bounden duty 
of the Government to whom Providence has commicted our destinies, to take 
measures fer the eradication of those insanitary conditions wiiich conduce to 
enfeeble and to enervate and oven to exterminate the population. 

^^It is commonly bLlicved that the obstructi »ii or diversion of the naturo.1 
drainage of the country and the silting up of the rivers and chaiineU of the 
Gangetic Delta loading to the gradual obliteration of the sources of pure water- 
supply are the fruitful causes of malaria and cholera. The congestion of 
Oaloutta is duo to the influx of population into the City owin^^ to the dread of 
malaria and cholera outside. 1 understand Government have appointed a 
Commission to consider and report upon the causes of Malaria in the Presidency 
Division to suggest means for its prevention. We are all awaiting the Report 
in great expectation of vigorous steps being taken to rid the outskirts of 
Calcutta of the scourge. 

Health Resorts .—I am grateful to acknowledge that Your Honour takes 
a personal interest in the matter of establishing health resorts for the people. 
Large sums of money have been spent on Frasergunge, but owing to several 
difficulties it cannot be conveniently availed of by my countrymen. 
Diamond Harbour is a healthy place where my wearied and jaded countrymen 
after a week’s hard toil can easily repair for relaxation and invigoratioa. 
It is a kkasmahal "pTopGrtY and Government can easily improve it" for utiliza¬ 
tion as building sites. 1 am sure, the Hon’ble Mr. Collin will extend his 
sympathetic help in the matter and 1 appeal to Your Honour, in the name 
of my countrymen, to make a grant for the improvement of Diamond 
Harbour, which wJl serve the same purpose to Indians as Frasergunge to 
Europeans. The grateful thanks of the Hindu community, not only of Bengal 
but of the whole of India are due to Your Honour for the grsCnt of Rs. 75,000 
for the improvement of drainage of that ancient and venerated place of 

S ilgrimage, Puri. 1 hope the grant will be continued till the improvement of 
rainago and water'supply of that town, which is now also a health resort 
of the Europeans, is completed,” 


STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT. 

The IIon’bio the Pbesipent said:—regret that, owing to illness, the 
.Hon’ble Mr. Bertram is unable to attend and to deliver his own speech ; but be 
has requested that it should bo laid on the table« This has been done ; and 
copies of it are in the hands of Hon’bio Members.” 

The Hon’bla Ma. Bertram said: —^‘Your Honour, I am sorry that under 
section 2 of the Indian Councils Act, 1892, and the Rules of tho 7th February, 
1 S 93 , made thereunder, the Members of the Council are not permitted to pro¬ 
pose a Resolution or divider the Council in respect of any discussion on the Finan¬ 
cial Statement, nor, under rule 5, is it permissible to enter upon a criticism of 
Imperial Finance. Perhaps this unfortunate state of things, which robs the 
de^te in this (’ouncil of all semblance of active life in a matter of such vital 
importance as the Provincial Budget, yet be altered in consequence of the 
proposals draftovi by the Council of itis Excellency tho Governor General and 
which, one learns from tlho public proas, are now under tho consideration of the 
Bight Hon’ble the Secretary of State. 

I ask, what has Government to lose by a full and free discussion of 
its measures and motbods. In this Council there is an oliicial majority, 
and in case of a tie Your II mour has a casting vote, and for a non*official 
tfomber to carry a resolution or an amendutent to the Budget, he must indeed 
have a very strong case to put forward. Our privilege, or, 1 might perhajMi 
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more properly put it| our duty is Ho make observations/ and our role there¬ 
fore is to be oritios. though not necessarily hostile or unfriendly critics, of 
Govei'iiment. It is in this spirit I propose to criticise the dtatoment the Hou'ble 
Mr* McIntosh has laid on the table. 

“I see from the Statement laid before ua that the settlement effected with 
the Government of India as the result of the Partition of Bengal was based on 
a revenue of Ks. 4,67,01,000 to which the Suprouie Government added 
Kh* 7 ,' 19,000 as a fixed assignment to meet a total Provincial expenditure of 
Rs. 4,74,40,000. 

The year 1907-08 is expected to show au improveiiient of Rs. 31,3^,000 
on the normal revenue, or say 6f 7o, which nppoars s itisfactory, and luakos 
* it clear that Bengal is not a poverty-stricken Province. 

•‘The net amount available for expenditure is shown as Rs. 6,41,4 \000, 
of which it is proposed to spend Rs. 63,68,600, leaving Rs. 4,66,000 still 
available for allotraont in excess of the minimum working balance and the 
money ear-marked for the Calcutta Impi’ovement Trust. 

Irtveatmnni oj^ Surplus —I would like to pr>iiit out a new source of 

Revenue to Government, should Your Honour care to pursue it. If tho net 
opening balance of Rs. 41,l4,Q!fK),' which includes the minimum working 
balance of Rs. 20,00,000, together with any surplus monies at the credit of 
Government, which cannot immediately or at an^ early date be applied to the 
purposes set forth in the Budget, say the following sums in particular:—

waB deposited at interest in the Bank of Bengal on short Loan, say at 14 day.’ 
notice, or invested in the same way as the funds of the Corporation of Calcutta 
are under section 119 (2) of Bengal Act III of lfc99, Government might 
benefit considerably and probably earn two or three lakhs, at least, yetirly as 
interest and this would be alwolutely ‘found money.* I throw out the 
suggestion for what it may be worth. If Government advice is good for tho 
Corporation of Calcutta, it naturally follows it is good for the prescribing, 
authority. Rupees 2 or 3 lakhs cannot be c Jled a trifle even to a wealthy 
Government like tho Government of India, let alone to the Govenmrent of 
Bengal. 

“The Hou’ble Mr. McIntosh may tell mo again (as he has already told mo 
Gin his office) that Government does not do these tilings, but my reply to him 
is, that it is not wise to persist in folly and to caielossly throw away opportu¬ 
nities io administer the public funds to thti best advantage. At the piesent 
time the unemployed funds of Government might lie earning probably 7 per 
cent, on short deposit. In passing, perhaps, 1 may be permitted to refer to 
the recently published accounts of the Victoria Memorial Fund, to show wfi.it 
can be done in the way of earning interest on Surplus Funds. 

“ —I would like,here to draw attention to one or two items on the 

Revenue side of the Provincial Lodger. 
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‘‘ Excw .—It is with much regret I see the iocreaso of Rs* 3,60,000 in 
the Excise receipts over the previous year. The continued raising of duties 
and the pressure on the ]>art of the Excise authorities to show more revenue 
must mean that bad liquor is vended at the grog-shops. If people must have 
strong drink, better that it should be good and wholesome, even if Government 
gets less duty. The policy of Government to stop drinking by raising duties 
is, in my opinion, a vicious one. Better far to shut up half the grog-shops in 
Bengal, if Government is honestly determined to make peo^e sober by 
^ Act of Parliament.* Their action would then be applauded by the country. 
Later on, half the rcuiaiuing grog-shops ci»uld be closed. The average man 
does not drink strong liquor wantonly. If a grog-shop is near, he will 
go to it, but I suppose in this country at lonst men will not go 3 or 4 miles for 
a glass of liquid poison. My constituents who are interested in Coal tell 
me the grog-shops are the curse of the Coal districts. I am glad to say 1 am 
heartily in sympathy with the Calcutta Temperance Federation, and hope that 
Government will hand over the licensing of drink shops in Calcutta to the 
Corporation as the Local Licencing Authority. 

Then there is the important subject of Forest Revenue. It is 
generally believed in non-official ciicles that if a more vigorous policy on com¬ 
mercial iines was pursued by the Forest Department better results would accrue 
from sales of timber and forest produce. No doubt this important subject has 
Your Honour"© constant attention. 


Jail Manufactures, — Show an increase in estimated receipts of Bs. 21,000. 
It is to be hoped this is not caused by undue and unfair competition with 
private enterprise. 

“ Hospitals ^—I now turn to the expenditure side of the Provin<ial Budget 
ior 1907-08 and congratulate Your Honour’s Government on the generous 
provisicui niado for Hospitals. I notice it is proposed to spend during the y^ar 
the following sums on the three great hospitals of Calcutta

Port Hospital Dues .—I am sorry to say complaints had been made by the 
shipping that European sailors canaot pet accommodation readily at the 
Ih-esidcucy General Hospital, notwithstanding that they have a preferential 
right bv virtue of their employers paying Port Hospital Dues. To obviate 
this in future, I venture to suggest that a special block be built for sailors (with 
pHvate rooms for officers) and be niaiutained entirely at the cost of the Port 
Hospital Dues Fund, the proceeds of which are specifically ear-marked for the 
benefit of European s^ors. Owners of vessels visiting this Port have to pay 
these dues, and are desirous that full use should be made of their money, so far 
as allowed by law. I would here m4mtion that sick officers have to be paid for 
HO]>arately, though the vessels on which they are employed have already paid 
Hospital Dues. 

“The Mayo Hospital and Howrah Hospital also have claims on ship- 
o\vuor8. Whiio the last-mentioiicd gets a grant, I understand the first-named 
iJTc ts nothing from the Fund, and I would suggest that the Port Act be amended 
so that tho Lieutenant-Governor can give to Hospitals treating sick lascars the 
benefit of the Port Hospital 'Dues, as so many of the vessels in the Calcutta 
foreign trade carry lascar crews and the men are not all residents of Calcutta, 
or of Bengal for the matter of that. 

While on the subject of the Hospital Dues, I again put forward the 
demand that interest be allowed on the funds in the hands of Government, 
as it is trust money and not a portion of the General Revenue of the 
Province. 
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Bouses for Official&.^l am »ure we arc all i^lad to see that the superior 
Officers of G-OTernment in Calcutta and Howrah are to have houses provided for 
thoin, but what is to be dono for the inferior, though no less harclwotkin^^f 
servants of the public ? On them the burden of the high rents rulint^ ?ii 
Calcutta and Howrah prosshs with greater severity, 

Plassey Obelisk .—I am sorry I cannot approve of the proposed expenditure 
of Rs. 25,000 in providing an Obelisk at the ‘ Plasrey ’ battlefield. This 
well be cut out with advantage. It is not politic, I think, to signalize this o^ne 
battlefield for special distinctioTi, espocitilly at the present above all 

others. No Obelisk is needed to record the battle. History ie a suflicient 
recordr^r and if it has taken lOO years to evolve the idea of an (Jb^disk, it shows 
' that our predecessors in Bengal did not consider such a thing needful. 

Pitot Ofuiser .—The Pilot steamer Trastfr. is again off her station, and 
my constituents, therefore, appreciate the provision for the second Pilot cruiser 
for the Sandhoads, and every effort should be made to get it on its station as 
early as possible. The periodical removal of the Fraser causes great incon¬ 
venience to shipping:, especially as the advantages of wireless telegraphy with 
the Sandhoads are felt by the community as a real step in advance. 

Agricultural College .—The pr^^vision of an Agricultural College at llhngulpur 
is no doubt a wise measure, and also the extension of the Veterinary Institutes 
at Belgatchia is necessary, but it is much to bo regretted that no provision is 
made for the establishment of model farms in various parts of Bengal, say 
for fruit in Behar or dairy and srass farms near Calcutta or in Jessore*^ where 
an imjiroved class of cattle could bo evolved from tho local typo. It^ is the 
indigenous animal we want improved. The Allahabad results show what can 
be done with Country cattle. 

Agricultural Department .—I venture to congratulate the A^mcultural 
Department of Bengal on the very excellent work done for the period of 15 
months from Ist April, 1905, to dOth Juno, 1900, as detailed in the last report 
of the Department. 

^‘The results brought out by the uso of hone moal and saltpetre as manure 
for paddy ore marvellous, and the results of the cultivation of jute and paddy 
as successive crops on the same land open up vast possibilities for thj ryot of 
Bengal. 

Government cannot spend too much money on pushing their expei'i- 
mental farms. It is a truism to say that the prosperity of tho agriculturist is 
tho test of the prosperity of tho Province. In improved agriculture is bound 
up tho well-being of the whole community. The examples of all progressive 
countries cannot be neglected in Bengal. The soil lends itself to kind cultiva¬ 
tion and will give a bounteous return to good treatment. The country looks 
with conBdence to Government to do all in its power to aid the agricultural 
development of the Province. There is a good market for every maund of 
produce raised in Bengal, and tho need of increasing the outturn of food-grains* 
IS patent to the most casual observer. 

**In connection with raising the material well-being of the ryot, I would 
press earnestly on Government tho necessity of granting loans to cultivator 
at moderate rates of interest, and I look foi^ward to tho day when there will 
be a great Agricultural Bank with Government capital invested in it. Bengal 
is years behind Egypt in this respect. • 

Roads. —Allied with agriculture is tho subject of roads, and I venture to 
suggest that the contributions to District Boards for the upkeep of main roads 
in the Mufussal might be on a more liberal scale, and that special grants might 
also be made for the construction of new roads, as I understand that in many 
places the^ opening up of the country, bordering on nowly-construcfed lines of 
railway, is being hindered by the want of suitable roads giving access to the 
railway station. 
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WaUr-wofks .—Tha propoaod allotments in aid of sundiy Water-works 
in the larg'er Provincial towu^ are to be commended : good potable water isa 
uecessily of life. While on the subject of water, I think Government might »n 
future 3*ears dt^vote funds to assist ITnion Committees ia sinking artesian wells 
in villa^res, so as to strike peronniil water. Small villages caiiubt afford Water¬ 
works, but artoi-ian wells are cheap and, if systematically exploited, the benefit 
to the people would be incalculabh*. 

Governn»i‘ni has onlv tt» turn to Australia to see wiiat can be done by 
tlie aid of artesian wells in the w'ay of providing drinking-water and waU^ for 
irriuation. Tli^‘ terrible outbreaks of chole:a in the Mufussal are all to be 
attributed to ])e ipb^ drinking foul or stagnant water. In ma*»3’' places thny can 
get nothin^: else, and surely Govoriiment will do ull in its power to keep its 
people aliv'e and hoalthv’^. 

Police .—It is satisfactory to find th d Government is doing something for 
the Police, who, geiiei tiil y speaking, are an under paid but hard-working body 
of men—usually attiacts good men, which makes for good service. 
T'he publi : will watch the Police reform witli real interest The entry in 
the Jiudgrt of Ks. 25,000 lor ‘ House allowance and Lor.al allowance of 
l*ers nal AssisJaut t<> Jnspectot-General and D jpiity Inspector-Genorul cjf 
Police and other officors of the Oriiniiial Investiiiation Department ’ is a lot 
of money and wants some oxplanaticni. 

MoMuments and Antiquities. —Out of the grant foi IVPmuineuts and 
Antiquities 1 hop© soino small sum will be spared to thoroughly renovate tim 
marbles, brasses and historical tombs in St. Johir’s CJhurch, Galcu^ts, and in 
this connectiou porluifjs His Excellency the Viceroy will supply a now bust of 
his ancestor, the Governor-General, to take the plrce of the bust widcli 
fell Jowni and and was broken to pieces in the earthquake of 1897. 
It was under the first Earl of Miuto, that the Church was ©nlargeJ and 
re-opened for Divine worship.

but the liudget di^tcussiou is the one opportunity we hu\o during the 
year ro bring ^ burning subjects’ prominently to the notice of Govorniueut. 
I wdll now, therefore, turn to a few subjects that Government might deal with 
generously during the coining year. 

‘‘ Fi.'^h .—We have to thank Your Honour for the IloiPblo Sir. Gupta^s 
fish inquiiy, for the further pr«>socution of which its. 00,000 have been allotted. 
We look for grout eventual results from that inquiry, and I ask Your Honour 
to soe that energetic s^nd sustained progress is made in opening; up, in particular, 
the valuable fisheries ^>n the soa face of Bengal and Oxi8.<a. VVe want If our 
Honour’s Government to emulate the Government of the United IStutos of 
America and be ag^^r^ssive ’ in yuur methods and to start works for dealing 
with fish and its various b 3 '-products, so that in time valuable trades can be 
worked up. 

The jute industry of Bengal can take themsands of maunds of ‘Swa¬ 
deshi ’ fish oil for batching. Japan finds it profitable to catch herrings and 
export the oil therefrom to India, for use in our jute mills. I*rivette enterprise 
in Bengal in this business is non-existent. Following the example of other 
enlightened Governments, Your Honour’s Government might sliow the way 
here Tf.e residue after the oil is extracted would form a valuable manure, 
and would no doubt find ready buyers all over the country. 

In connection with fish, is it too much to expect that Your Honour will 
press the Eastern Bengal State Railway to equip their line with some properly 
insulated wagons to bring down the valuable fisli caught at Goalundu and 
Diamond Harbour? At present, hundreds of maunds of magnificent fish 
have to be thrown away as unfit for humau consumption, owir g to inade¬ 
quate means of bringing it fresh to market. 
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“ TigerB ,—Another ftibjecfc I desire to bring to Yowr Honour’s no<ic<‘ 
today is the uubusineas^liko way of getting rid of * man-eating ’ tigers i:i^ 
Bengal. It eeemB that till quite a number of people are killed, no real interest 
is taken in the matter by the local authorities*. Quite recently a ^ man-eating’ 
tiger roamed the K-odarma Reserved Forest, and during two years some 52 
people, I understand, were disposed of, without counting cattle. Eventually 
a large reward was offered, and a man on the East Indian Railway killed the 
scourge of the district. But what I want to know is this. Is it not the duty 
of the JPolioe (or the Magistrate, who is the Head of the Police) to take steps to 
exterminate any tiger, or leopard, who is known to have killed a hunu n 
beir^, and not wait till a number of people are killed before working up u 
retf&*d to encourage a ‘shikari’ to try his luck? I should think the ruot^t 
sensible way Is to offer the maximum reward at once immediately the existence 
of the objectionable brute is known. 

If a human murdoror were at large, the whole strength of the Policy 
would be interested in tracking him down, 1 ask for this policy to be pursued 
iu the case of a ‘ man-eating ’ tiger, and I trust Your Honour will give..thc 
matter ^‘^oine little atteutlon during the official year, which is now young 
Force is given to what 1 have said by what was written in the ‘Indian 
Forester’ for January, l9i7 

‘ Man bATI no ScouEOt&s. 

‘The “Indira Forosh^r ” for Jauu^iry ha* an article on the mortality from wild auiuial 
iu India which ooQtaiu£» a number of valuable Buggtmiious regardinf? the beet means for 
waging war on man-eating tig»Ts aud leopards. Apurt from the iutereet the subject will 
necessarily have for sportsmen, it is. we thinks one of sudicient hnportanco to reoeive the 
closer attoiitiou of Qovernmeut. In toe last Resolution issued the Government of India, 
the number of people reported os having been killed by tigers and loopards wss 786 and 401, 
respeciively. This heavy m'-rtality Wi<s, there can be no doubt, in a great measure due to 
the amount of rope giveu to animals which were known to have acquired a taste for hntriau 
desh, the only steps taken by the autorities to rid affected districts of these soourrges being 
to issue special lioouBos to ^shikaries* for their destruction, with what suocess may be gathered 
from the fact that iu the Mancila district of tl e Central Provinces twenty-six such licensee 
wore issued dnnng the year to forest ottioials and police lunistables for the destruction of 
carnivora with u net reMilt of two wounded tigers.— (J ami M Gazette* 

Provi^:i.iai Finance, —'rhougli the Membt'rs of this Council arts precluded 
from criticising Imperial f'iuance, we are not prevented from disoussiug 
Provincial I'inauce. It seems to me wo should not ba indebted to the Govern¬ 
ment of India for all our needs, if a proper system of locentralized diitince wore 
introdu ced. 

“This P*ovinco has ^many wants which can only be supplied at great first 
cost or after great delay for want of funds, and consequently ’ projects, 
good in themselves, are unnecessaiily and indeffnilely postponed and 
the Province suffers. Cannot Your Htmoar approach the Government of 
India with a proposal to be allowed to raise Local or Provincial loaxre with au 
Imperial guarantee, if necessary, and to be paid off by a Sinking Fund? Thnse 
would not add permanently to the indebtedness of the country. In this con¬ 
nection, might 1 venture to dmw Your Honours attention to section IbS . S) of 
Bengal Act 111 of 1899, which to my mind is peculiarly suited to Provincial 
loans, and is on quite up to^dato lines r 

“Zb//y« Nullah Cmal .—There is the project of the new Tolly’sNullah CtuialiEa- 
tion Scheme which is still under reference backwards and forwards, so one 
understands, between the Governments of India and Bengal—and apparently 
‘ want of funds’ stands iu the way of progress. Burely the various Government;^ 
concerned, tliat is India, Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assanr, do not want 
to be told times of number that it is a project of first rate importance to the 
Citxumeroe < f the two Bengals and Assam, and should be vigorously pushed on 
without further procrastitiation and delay. If the Goveruments of 'Bengal and 
Eastern Be*.agal and^ Assam had the power to raise loans, the direct aid of the 
Govcrnmeiit id India would not be required. 
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consequence of the shiliy-slially policy nbc lit this Canal, Your 
*"iJonour’s Public Works Depattment do little or nothing to keep Tolly’s Nullah 
open for regular navigation, even for the smallest boats. 'I'he merchants of 
Chetla are bitter in their com^iamts, and see no early amelioration of the 
present unsatisfactory state ot things. 

* Gvvtrnment and ihe Eastern Benqal Stale Railway .—One cannot tliink for 
a moment that, as the Government of India own the Eastern Jioiigal State 
Hailway, their policy is to force merchants to use that railway and its connec¬ 
tions and its southern branch in proferemse to sending their goods by boat. 
I would draw Your Honou ’s attention to the weighty remarks of tiie Chainnan 
of the India General Navigation and Hail way Co., delivered at the half-ye’^4y 
meeting in London in May last, whidi perhaps you may have seen; — 

‘The llon'blw Mr. J. Chaudliuru to whom I rofernid at meeting last year, said the 
other day in the Legislative Council of Beng,al; “ 1 see no reason why wo should not spend 
as mufjh of our Provincial resources as mny be avuilable for the improvement of our water¬ 
ways, instead of blocking them up in unprofitable brick and mortar. We should also ask 
the Government of India, so far as h is beyond our resouroes, to umlertake the improvement 
of our waterways out of borrowed capital/’ This is a sentiment we may conlially subscribe 
to, as the good of the country is bound up with the dovelop-nont of our oi.vn special onter- 
prfs 3 , which can only prosper in aiding the cause of more etiicieiit an'i cheaper transport.’ 

While referring to the question of minimum railway rates and the rivalry 
between Bombay and Calcutta for the trade ly'ing in the interior between them, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Niuimo pointed out tliat Bengal whs trying to recover business 
that had been seduced away from it over the railways to Bombay by question¬ 
able devices. It seems to me that the Hon’ble gentleman might show that 
there is a simple means by which Calcutta could draw a vast amount of freight 
to the Eastern side of the Continent and away from the Western. Tiic; natural 
routes to the East are the large rivers, and if only Govoriimont took seriously 
in hand the improvement of the channels of the Ganges, even if railway rates 
were left as they are, Calcutta would gain an enormous accession of trade by 
moans of cheaper water carriage. Your fleet is being kept fully up to the mark, 
and the new vessels which have been added show bett^’r results than those 
which went before them, being larger cairiers with comparatively cheaper 
working charge. 

‘^Now, what are the means by which wo can achieve this end, and maintain 
our river services against the constantly grov/ing railway conipotitiori ? It can 
be done, and can be done thoroughly, but there is only one way—we must be 
able to cairy larger cargoes for the same, or even for less, money than we do 
now, and this can be achieved by loading our vessels deeper. Wc can load our 
vessels deeper only if we have the water to run them in. It is for this reason 
we have been doing our best to urge the Government of India to adopt the 
policy of other countricss, not in our interest alone, but with it in the much wider 
interest of the whole community, which must gain an enormous advantage by 
the cheapening of carriage. From a narrow point of view, and at first sight, 
thc'choapening of water carriage might bo taken to mean a decrease in the 
earnings of the Railways, but in practice this has not been found to be the 
result, for cheapening of transport by whatever means attained, has invariably 
been accompanied by such largely increased development in all directions that 
every means of transport has prospered in consequence. It has been said that 
it is the last foot in the draft of a vessel that pays. And that is quite true. 
When I tell you that during a great portion of the year our vessels are unable 
to load full cargoes, you will imagine what that means! Could they load up a 
foot deeper, the whole of the extra freight carrie 1 would be profit after 
deduction of a small extra allowance for coal ? 

‘‘ There is another point wIioto much can be done to help navigation, namelv, 
the shortening of routes. 1 tbink we have shown the Government conclusively 
that the route between Calcutta and Gosdundo by water can be easily shortened 
by 266 miles; between Calcutta and Narainganj and Cachar by 197 miles; 
and between Calcutta and the North-West by 425 miles; this can be done by 
the expenditure of a very moderate capital outlay, which would bo highly 
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remuuerutiye to Government from ,the tolls they would receive—if,'indeed 
they were advised to t^e tolls, stall for preserving ai^ opening up t^ {rreat^ 
oatural ireter roads wmoh tTie ooonti^' possesses, I may add tb^at 1 see in the 
Engineering Supplement of .lh» TWsss an account of one large dredger wbiofa 
the Government of India have ordered from Messrs. William h'imons & Co., 
of Renfrew. Wo understand that three such dredgers are going out, and we 
look forward with very great and pleasurable anticipation to the work* tbeV 
will perform in those rivers, not only to our benefit, but, as 1 say, to the benefit 
of the whole of the country. 

“ On behalf of ttie Commeroial community of Bengal, both European and 
Iqd.if^n, 1 aslt Your Honour to vis^rously support the demand for the canaliza- 
tigartd Tolly’s Nullah, ai«d to see that the .Goverumeot of India pushes on 
with .the work. 

Railway Faeilitwa, fiara OhAt a$ul Wayon».—The perennial subjects ot 
improved raiiwav facilities, the Sara Ghat Bridge and the scarcity of wagons 
have been fully dealt with by the President of the Bengal Ohamoer of Coni' 
merce, the ifon’ble Mr. Apcsr, 0 6.i., in the Snpremr Council, and 1 tmly refer 
to them here to say that Uie Province over which Your Honour rules is sufier- 
ing grievous loss by all these drawbacks to trpde. 

** DatnuJa River Improvament.—A. Hemend ha'> been put forward that an 
alternative route is wanted for bringing down coal from the districts where it is 
raised. The Daniuda river is said to offer facUities, if they are properly utilized. 
.1 suggest Xpvr Honour takes up the eanalication of this river as a Provinciai 
work, for we cannot expect the Government of India to look with favour on 
such a project, as they own outright the East Indian Railway, and in dne time 
will also become the proprietors of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. I refer 
Your Honour to what is being done in Belgium, France, Germany, Russia 
and the United States of America to cheapen tmnsport by utilizing water 
communication to the utcpost. Such a.project, as 1 have ventured to outline, 
might be financed by a local loan .floated in the manner 1 have already 
indioatod 

“ Calcutta Improvenunt Trtut .—There is one subject ot absorbing interest 
to Calcutta, and we r« all wait'ng to see the Calcutta Improvement Trust 
usheied into being. Can Your Honoiw yet take the public into your confi- 
depce? We shall know of the burdens imposed on the trade of the town and 
on the rate-payers of Calcutta quiidc enough. Can Your Honour tell us to-day 
when the necessary legislation to inangorate the Trust will be introduced into 
this Council ? ” 

The Hon’ble.Mn. Spike said:— ** Your. Honour, it is a matter for congrat¬ 
ulation that the Financial Statement laid befoie ps discloses sjte^y and 
marked prosperity in the Province, five lakhs of the inc.rrase pf fovenue 
Over the estimates having arisen frpm such staple sources as Sti^ps, Exmie, 
AnMssed Taxes, Registration aqd Irrigation. 

“It is a somewhat difficult task to effectively criticise the -accounts from 
the Statement laid before ns, and 1 do not propose to do so in det^l; but I 
would venture to suggest that the Governmqut should, in forthebm^^ annual 
. ctakimchts, set out the actual results of at least three previous’ ycairs, ri> as to 
enable'Membra, of this Council, by compariwm of the revenue and expenditure 
for. these periods, to form a more correct estimate of public remiirements, and 
file pOMfmlity of adequately satisfying tbesp requirements from the revenue. 

** Passing to a few of the prominent features of the Budget, it is to 
be reff^ted that the Government have not made a larger appropriation to 
Terimical Education. The country is rapidly developing along eveiy line, and 
'.thougjh no doubt Univerrity Education have Hs gfcat aovuntages, the Qoverii- 
merit riiKmkl .nse evetx ordeavour to enoonrage Rie practical possibilities of Ae 
pCc^e and Technical Education with advantage, receive closer attention 

and ftdler rid figfm Oovemment. Tun neeassity of gi'nng mere generous support 
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to this braiiqh of education was strongly nrged upon the authorities by 
. predecessor^ the Hon’ble Mr. Larmour, in his Budget jmeech in 1905, and his 
views received Your Honour’s cordial support; one, therefore, views the smaJI 
aHotment under this head with considerable disappointment. 

^'The Government has been addressed from time to time by the Association 
sn^hioh 1 have the honour to represent, on the subject of Jail Manufactures. 
From the Btatement before us, the cost of Jail Administration is set down 
roughly as 24 lakhs, and the revenue yielded by the Jails appears to be 
12^ laahs* A reference to the figures for the preceding years shows that the 
revenue from this source, instead of showing a decrease, marks a steady rise 
from year to year. Wo know that this matter is now receiving the careful 
attention of the Governments of India and Bengal, and I trust thal^^the 
discussion of the various issues that have arisen in connection with the 
competition of jail industries with private enterprise and which are so 
clearly set foith in the Government of India’s letter, No. 153 of 10th August 
last, will lead to a settlement satisfactory to the parties concerned. 

*^Few of the appropriations set out in the Budget will, I heartily believe, 
meet with greater approval than those in connection with hospital and 
medical needs in this City, and we have to thank Your Honour that these have 
been meted out with no mean hand. Owing to these liberal grants, and aLo to 
the generous allotments to Calcutta Charities from Her Excellency Lady Minto’s 
Fancy F^e Fund, Calcutta will begin to realize that her wants are at least 
receiving the recognition they deserve, and we shall shortly s^e the paying 
patients’ wards, both in the General and Medical Hospitals, available for the 
purposes for wMch they are so much needed. 

^*The want of much more accommodation for Small-pox patients has 
been keenly felt for some years past during which the * disease has been so 
terribly prevalent in Calcutta; the extension of the Campbell Hospital is a 
step in the right direction, but it is to be ^ hoped Government will not rest 
satisfied with this somewhat tardy recognition of tho City’s needs in this 
particular direction. 

It is to be hoped that the Government will devote its close attention 
to the improvement of the water-ways of Bengal. The network of navigable 
rivers intersecting the Province, if efficiently policed and otherwise rendered 
navigable for vessels, would do much to free the railways from their overburden 
of traffic, and would lessen the price of raw materials and food-staffs now 
ruling in this Province. The present high prices of food-stuffs has fallen 
heavily upon the commercial and trading community in Calcutta, who have 
been compelled to ^^nt increased wages of their employes, whilst it has 
also caused much suffering and diftoess to the people. The Government might, 
with advanta^, examine the question of the Water-ways of Bengal and see if 
this amelioration would not tend to cheapen the prices of these commoditiee. 
The expenditure on Rivers and Canals is so small as to lead to the oonclusion 
that the matter has not received the attention which it needs from the hands of 
the Government. 

The allotment of 50 lakhs to the much-needed scheme for the improvement 
of this City leads us to horn that the subject will receive the very early aiuil 
energetic attention of this Government. To handle the problem in a bom in<i 
wbolebearted way, much further assiatancse will be required, and it ia to b< 
hoped that Government will see its way to deal this out with no niggardlv hanc 
in inture Budgets. 

^‘The extension of the High Court buildings, for which I see a grapt o 
Ks. 1,30,000 has been made, will be welcomed by all whose business cdls then 
there, either as willing or unwilling visitors. The entire absence of an' 
accommodation whatever for jurymen, witnesses, etc., has long been felt as * 
very distinct grievance by a class of the community who have, mostly agaiai 
ih^ will, to spend many valuable hours in its crowded courts and oomdon 
and t strongly urge that under no oircumstanoea should their claim for deoen 
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•nd oommodioQs vaiting-r<)oma be ©▼etloofced. It would be a boon to many 
alao who come considerable diatanoea and have not tine to return home 
aome accommodation could be found for a restaurant where lunches eoiild 
be obtained in the brief midday interral granted by the Court. 


** I notice that a sum of Ha. 23,000 is allotted for Smoke Nuiaanoe charges 
in the coming year. Mot very mush progress has so far been made in reduouig 
the volume of murky clouds which pour over the Strand Hoad during the cold 
weather months. Judging by my own limited experience of the Commission’s 
activities, particular attention has been paid by the Inspectors to aoiae of the 
smaller industries in the City, but the greater sinners on the Howrah shore still 
jpoff^heir pestilential clouds over the just and the unjust in the City to the 
at^mraent of its health and cleanliness. It may be presumed, however, that 
steps will be taken to remedy this defect.’* 


The Hon’ble Babo Bhppbhoba Nath Basu said:-—“May it please Your 
Honour—Before I begin my observations on the Budget, Your Honour will 
allow me to thank you for the announcement just now made that Your 
Hdnour’s Oovernment has, in difference to public opinion, desired to postpone 
the consideration of the Local Self-Government BiU. We are grateful to Your 
Honour for recognizing the justtce'of the contention that has been put forward 
for many years psMt to devote the Rood Cess to its original purposes. I had 
taken tlie liberty on an earlier occasion to call Your Honours attention to the 
violation of the assurance which the Government had given when introducing 
the Hoad Cbss Act. It seldom falls to the lot of a critic of Government 
measures to see, during his lifeMlime, the reform advocated by him carried out. 
To me and to the whole country Your Hcmour’s announcement will come as an 
agreeable surprise, and I can assure Your Honour that it will greatly enhance 
the prestige of Your Honour’s Government for the courage of its convictions in 
the sinoerity of its purpose. 

“ The . Hon’ble Mr. McIntosh deserves our congratulations for the 
prosperous Budget he has been privileged to lay before the Council. 1 wish, 
nowever, it was possible to relu the official mould iu which the Finanoial 
Statement is cast, so that we, humbler mortals, not accustomed to deal with 
a solid array of figures, might approaoh it with a sense of greater ease and 
freedom. I am afraid I am guilty of impertinence in making this observation, 
but 1 oan only plead that 1 voice the feeling of the lay public. I must, how¬ 
ever, exonerate the Hon’ble Mr. McIntosh from any responsibility for the 
sphinx-like impassiveness of the Budget, for I recognize the^dimoulty of 
deviating from a stereotyped form. 

**Budfet Detail*. —We have to thank Your Honour for the opportunity that 
eras afforded us of discussing the anticipatory Budget tentatively, ^th the 
Financial Secretary. 1 hope the preoedent set by Your Honou^ will develope 
with growing years, and non-offlcisl Members of Your Honour’s Council, without 
ahy &tinction, will be allowed the privilege of subnutting their anggestions in 
writiug before the Budget is finidly frazned. < 

** Sir, 1 am in the fullest sympjathy with the public in its desire to see 
Budget debates curtailed, but this is the onty occasion when the whole adminis¬ 
tration may be reviewed and non-official Members are naturally anxious to 
utffice the opportunity. I most frankly admit that though our speeches have 
not often times been over-oonduoive to a wsikefol interest in the proceedings in 
the close atmosphere of the Conncil Chamber, we have always reoeivM the 
most considerate attention from Your Honour and our Official Colleagues, who 
have bravely fought against the snnm* of the whole prooeedings. I shall try 
not to abuse this indulg^euce and to be as brief as I oan in the few observations 
that I wish to make on this occasion. 

“ Divided Intereet.—^l lutve the himpar t<> rlt in this Conncil as the repre¬ 
sentative of the University .(ff Calt^tta, which embraces the entire Province as 
it used to be before Ootober, IBiM, llieeB are various questions of great 
importance connected with the Edueetional Administration of the several 
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ProTuoes cm wliich I would wish to_ speak, hut tihaifc may not be, not until 
the * settled faot ’ of official parlance is unsettled by tine united effort of . an 
entile ooioinunity. 

“ Jle-orffcmuation ScAem«.—Sir, the re>orgamzation scheme of the ProTincial 
and Suboidiuate Educational Services has been published, and 1 must thank the 
Goveanunant on behalf of my unhappy countrymen engaged in the wodc .of 
Eldueation for the relief, however inadequate, given to them; Intt the number, of 
appointments in the Provincial Service which begins with the grade of Rs. 200 
rising to and ending with the grade of Ra 700 a month, is only 112, distributed 
over 6 grades. The lowest or the eighth grade was fixed in Bengal at Rs. 140 
a mcmth as one of our distinguished Direetora of Pnblio Jsstruction thquffht 
that we in Bengal would get plenty of good graduates for Rs. 150 a nuo^b,. 
though the grade carried a salary of Rs* 2u0 a month in the other Provinoee 
where graduates were not so plentiful as in Bengal: in restoring to the grade, 
the pay originally intended.for it, the G^ovemmeot has done what is after all 
tMidy justioe. 

'*Leaving the Provincial branch of the Education Service and going down 
the ladder into the Subordinate Educational Service, we find 615 appointments 
distributed oveo' 8 grades, beginning with Rs. 50 a month and ending 
with Rs. 250. The only relief to this branch has been the creation of 
a few more appointments, which, m far as the lower grades are con¬ 
cerned, will serve to retard promotion. 

*'Ooming further down to the lower .Snbordinate Eduoationai' Service, .mm 
have 850 appointments distributed over 5 grades, ctHnmeucing at Rs. 15 and 
ending -at ns. 45. This is the improved state «f things in tiie western division 
of the old Provinee. A first class M.A., if he is very lucky, begins in the 
Subordinate Educational Service on Rs. 75 a month, that is to say, in the 
sixth grade. He must go through 14 grades before he can attain. .to the 
highest grade of the Provincial Services, viz,, Rs. 700 a month. Human life, 
specially in service in this country, is too short for this weary journey. No 
one has yet done it, and the highest that one can aspire to is Rs. 250 a month, 
the first. grade in tiie Subordinate Service. 

'‘Is it any wonder that our brilliant University men shun the £!dn- 
eational l>epartment like tlie Upas tree? If the prospects of this brarnffi 
of the serviee are bad, and bad eninigh they .are in ^1 oonsoienoe, (.what 
is tlie potition of that unfortunate oIm ^who pass their lives between 
Rs. 15 to Rs. 45 a month in the .education of our children? They are tike 
miners entombed, shnt away from the warmth and radiance ai life, though 
set to extracting much richer ore than any that a mere mine can ..yieul. 
Does Tour Honour expect any display of energy from men whose, life 
one uniform and unrMeemed drudgery? Thesb axe the teachere. in bur 
Secondary Schools. 

" Goraing to the yera teacher-.in ear'Prinsaty Sdbools, we-'find that-be 
receives the magnificent emolument, of Rs. 4*10-0 a month. Says-the 
Inspector of the Dacca Division: 'It.is important to note that-.this sum 
is probably doubled in any cases by the'performanoe of other, diitiep, the 
copying of deeds, etc., by agriculture or by free board extended to. Jdni 
by the villagers.’ And the same Inspector remarks: ' Even this reiounflKation 

would hardly attract a coolie’. Such is the lot of that bumble class of .officers 
who are supposed to teach our littla childreu the elements of all the, sciences 
known to men, biology, physics, sbemistry, botany, hydrostetuss, geology, .etc. 
Your Honour could not get a peon for the salary bffeied to theae teachers. 1 am 
quite sure the Government must feel ns keenly aa any one interested intb o work 
of Ednoation tiiat such a state of things cannot be allowed to continue. 

" We are gpntefnl to Govemmwt for theassnzanoe xtbas b.e^d out m imswer 
to some (questions of my hon’ble'friend,' Babn JKali Pitda Ghosh, ihb lot of 
1^0 lower suboidinate daiw reoeivo oonsideratioo. I hope ttm tcaeliigrf ja 
bnr Primary Schools will not be Iqigottjeh wUen‘ tbes^mme is irevii^* 
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If th.6 lot of tlio officors in tli6 lowor iahIes is doplor&bloj tHo prospects of 
those who arc in the upper ranks, in the branch known as the Provincial 
^Educational Service, are not very inspiring or encouraging. They will now 
begin on Ks, 200 and end, after passing through 8 stages, with Rs. 700. In 
these ranks are found some of the most brilliant men amongj^t us; men who 
have obtained high academic distinctions in Oxford or Cambridge or the Scottish 
Universities; men who would shed lustre on any educational institution with 
which they may be connected. 

‘‘Many names would at once occur to Hon’ble Members who have the 
privilege of knowing some of the ofiBcers employed in this branch of the 
Hero we find Dr. P. C. Roy, who is an ideal teacher idolized by 
I I ■4 ri s students and who has done original work in chemistry, of which his 
countrymen and the Government which employs him may feed justly proud. 
Hero in a lower grade we find Mr. Mahalnobis who has given to the Presidency 
College its Biological Department, and here too, in a .grade further lower 
down, is that eminent Chemist, Babu Chandra Bhusan Bhaduri, to whose 
devoted co-operation with Dr. P. C. Roy, wo owe those promising and well- 
equipped Chemical Woika, known as the Bengal Chemical and Pharma¬ 
ceutical Works, which for organization, economy and efficiency, would 
be an object lcss<m to many departments of State, and who after 22 
years of service was pining in the grade of Bs. 260 a month until the reoi’gani- 
zution scheme, which gave him an extra Re. 60 a month. Other names eq>uslly 
deserving mi^it be mentioned, but 1 have only selected a few to show what 
prospects are held out in the Educational Service to our most distinguished 
graduates. 

Provincial Imperial —Sir, informer years any distinguished Indian 
graduate who had taken to the 'Educational Service might aspire to rise to 
the highest position in that Service. A separate Indian Service, known as the 
Imperial Service, where the grading begins on Rs. 600 and goes on to Us. 1,500 
a month or nuirc to be recruited in England was unknown in those days, 
and Indian Educational Officers have occupied high places and discharged 
their duties with conspicuous ability. The spirit that the native of India 
must he kept down had not then manifestea itself and he was welcomed as a 
colleague, but during the last 12 years a change has come over that spirit, and 
a system of recruitment has been adopted by which Indians were practically 
debarred from the higher branch of the Educational Service. 

“ Callow ^ youths, not always distinguished graduates of the Home 
Universities, have been recruited at Re. 500 a month and have speedily 
risen to the grade of Rs. 1,000 a month, whereas older men, who had made 
their mark as teachers and had achieved distinction in the subject of their 
ohoice as original workers, wearily struggle against the bars of colour and race. 

‘‘ Sir, an aspiring Lawyer whose education may have been confined 
purely to an Indian University may rise to be a Judge of the highest Oouit 
in the country ; any enterprising young man who may secure a pbteo after a 
coarse of preliminary coaching, in the Gi\d Service may rise to bo a Commis¬ 
sioner of a Division, or even a Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, and 
I trust the day may hoi be far distant when one of my countrymen may 
oocupjj^ the exalted seat which Your Honour is now holding. And it is 
surprising that in the domain of education, when the Indian has a traditional 
and inherited aptitude, ho should be forcibly relegated to a back scat. 1 
am not one of those who would for a moment advocate that the emolu¬ 
ments offered to purely English graduates should be curtailed. I am still 
old fashioned enougli to believe that the association of the west and the east 
ill the field of knowledge has been productive of great good to ourselves, and 
that for many years yet to come this assooiatioh must continue; but what I do 
urge is, that my countrymen should not be excluded from the higher ranks 
merely because they are Indians.

** In imiiing this claim forward, 1 beHeve 1 nm not addronsinff an alto- 
. gother unsympathetic dovernmont. £videnoe is visible on all ndoR that 
&e spirit which, would keep an Indian down, merely because he is an Indian, 
is nvit^ way to a juster appreciation of the claims and capabilities of the 
Iiraian. No less a personage than His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales ha« 
re-steted the principle that should guide the Rngushman in the Government of 
India, and our present Sectary of State has emphasised the adoption of that 
principle from his place in Parliament. If, Sir, this just grievance is not 
removed in the present regime, we shall have little hope of this wrong being 
remedied within a measurable distance of time. 

‘^Neglect of Education ,— Sir, if the prospects of oiir officers engaged in th® 
Education Department are so gloomy, the prospect of education itself*i^,.not 
very hopeful. I cannot believe that those interested in the work of Educatioir^ 
in {ne country will share the gratification of the Hon'ble the Financial Secretary 
at the progressive increase of expenditure on the bead of Education. We do 
not like the probable saving of Rs. 3,41,000. The grant now stands practically 
at 43 lakhs. Is this a sum adequate to meet the educational needs of a popula¬ 
tion of 50 millions? The result is, that every department is starved. 

'‘ In all Bengal, until lately claiming to be the premier Province of India, 
there is not a single Technologioal Institution, there is not a single colleger 
properly-equipped, not a single scliool properly-housed and furnished. This is 
a sweeping statement 1 admit, but absolutely true. There is no Technological 
Institution in the country and there is no more to be said about it. As regards 
CoUeges, take the first CdUoge in Bengal, the Presidency Coll'ege, cabined, 
cribbed, confined,—overcrowded class rooms, inefficient and insufficient labora¬ 
tories, an inadequate staff, absence of a gymnasium or play ground, that is 
the verdict of Government Officials. As specimens of Government schools, 
take the foremost, either the Hindu or the Hare School,—ill-lighted, ill-reoitila- 
ted, incommodious, unattractive, that is the verdict of the Committee appointed 
by Government. 

“ If the Government is anxiosn to promote education, it is not enough to 
pass measures ^of officialized legislation and rest content; it must pour forth 
plenty out of its treasury to find the means which are considered essential 
towards a sound system of education. We cannot rest, while all the world is 
progressing. Sir, for the information ot my CoHe^ues, 1 shall place oertaia 
figures as to the scale of public expenditure in civilised countries 
in Bengal.

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It will appear from the above table, that where Your Honour’s Govern¬ 
ment spends Ils. 207 per student in the Presidency College, Manchester spends 
Rs. 1,070 and Liverpool Bs. 1,050; and of this sum of Ks. 207 spent in the 
Presidency College, the student iuiuself coiitiibutes Rs. 144, the Govemmenl 
spending the magnificent sum of Rs. 03 per annum per student for Collegiate 
Education in the Premier College in Bengal. Talking of contribution, it will 
be interesting to observe that while the public revenues of Japan contribute 
83*2 per cent, nf tliQ cost of education, Bengal contributes only 42*9; and 
while a Japanese student pays only 9'8 cent, of the cost of his education, 
the Bengali student pays 38*91 j^er cent* 

Sir, in a recent debate the Hon’bio the Chief Secretary, controvjgrting 
some obscivations whicli 1 had made in tliis Council, contended that'^tliiyS 

Government of Bengal had a conscience. Sir, I do not venture to follow 

my hoji’ble friend, who hails from a country which has given birth to some 

of the most astute metaphysicians whom the world has known, into the 

intricacies of such a recondite and abstruse proposition. But this much 1 
can safely say, that if the Government which my hoii’ble fiiend has so 
courageously vindicated had any liiif amcnts, the figures that 1 have quoted 
would raise a blush even in the grave and sedate countenance which would 
befit such a Government as ours. 

Sir, I if cannot move the Government on the 'question of Education foi 
the whole of the Province, I can plead with confidence the cau.se of the Isl 
(killege in liengal, if not in India. 1 do not pro])oso to place befo;r'e the Council 
the many sboitcomings which have been pointed out in the report of the 
Commission appointed by the Uiiivorsit^^, and admitted and confiimed by 
the Director of Public Instruction in his admirable annual report. Whatevei 
Your Honour’s Government may do, it must at once decide on the future ol 
the College. If it is decided to’keep it where it is, lands should bo taken uj 
at once and laboratories and class-roonis should be built and equipped without 
delay. The new University Regulations impose a serious and heavy respon^ 
sibilit}^ on the Government and unless the Oovernmemt is prepared to seo the 
College disaffiliated in science, it must do something to 2 >ut the College on 
a satisfactory basis; but if these iin]>rovcmentB require no time need be 

wasted in strengtheniug its staff, where there is mucli room for improvement. 

I believe I am not overstating llie case when 1 say that, in many subjects] 
missionary and private colleges in Calcutta can show a stronger staff than the 
Presidency College: this is a state of thir gs which ouglit not to be. 1 speak 
with some assurance when 1 say that at least 20 lakhs would be required foi 
the improvement of the Preaidoncy College, money which could not be bettei 
spent, and we have Rs. 4 6,000 allotted to tlie College! Truly, an offer which 
would try the patience of a saint much less of an expectant nation. 

Ilin^u and Hare Svhooh ,—I have already referred to the condition of the 
Hindu and Hare Schools. Tlie cla^^8-room3 arc badly liglitcd, the uppei 
classes are overcrowded’, tlio lower classes are huddled together, the sanitarv 
arrangementt* are defective ; and the Hindu School lias no play-ground at all. 
This is a state of things wliich the Government should not allow to continue 
in its premier sc; ools in Calcutta, and I earnestly commend the condition 
of these fechools to the attention of Goveininent. Might 1 suggest for the 
consideration of fGovernment tliat, instead of two first class Goveminent 
schools being loc. in the same place, the Hare School should be removed 
to a more southerly situation in Calcutta for the benefit of the Indian 
jAPpulafion in the southern and ouAying division of the town. 

Engineering VoUegB ,—Speaking of removals, would it be desirable 
to remove the Sibpur Engineering College far away from Calcutta P Th^ 
Government has in contemplation the addition of I’echnological Departments 
to this Institulioii on a large scale. W(»uld it be to the interest of such depart¬ 
ments to be removed far away from industrial centres, where boys could have 
practical lestons and .training ? is an aspect of the case which I whuJd 

rc sjfiectfully ask the Government to consider. 
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Female Education .—-If tho education of our boyn is still nej>lected that of ^ 
our^irls is hopelessly backward* In the western part of the old Piovinco of 
Bengal, the proportion of male scholars to the male population of school-going 
age is 28*47, whereas tho proportion in the case of girls is 2-92. In the 
eastern part of the same Province, including Assam, the proportion is in" 

the case of boys and^ 3*21 in tho case of girls. Under Your Honour’s jurisdic¬ 
tion, private institutions of an advanced type for boys number 17,191 against 
160 for girls, and the elementurjr private institutions niimb(3r 37,261 for boys 
against 2,409 for girls. This indicates, I am ufraid^ the national apathy to tho 
edu c aiion of girls. But Government is hardly more S3 mpathetic: it has got 
secondary schools for boys against 5,693 secondary schools for orirls- 
and as regards primary schools, thoro are 888,008 public institutions for^boys 
against 107,021 for girls. There is a growing desire, a growing necessity h)r 
the education of our girls, and if our marriage laws and social customs make 
higher education of our girls difEcuIt, there may be a much larger number of 
upper and lower primary schools for our girls. 

Training of Lady Teachcre .—While on the question of tho education of 
girls, we are thankful to Government for the facilities it is seeking to provide for 
the training of lady teachers, foi^the advanced classes of female students. It is 
a move in the right direction, and has been inaugurated none too soon. The 
scheme owes its initiation to Mr. Earle, and we are particularly grateful to him 
for the energy and ability with which he has pushed it forward. Your Honour 
was pleased to inaugurate tho scheme, and may I request Your Honour to put 
it into operation in Bengal at once, oven though private contributions have not 
come up to tho amount anticipated. Only a very small margin has to be made 
up, and I am sure Your Honour’s Government will readily corno forward to 
cover the margin, especially as the Budget anticipates a probable saving of 
Rs, 3,41,000 under tho head of ‘Education/ 

“ Training College for Teachers ,—I may inform llon’ble Members of the 
Council that, while t-uch a necessary measure of reform is hanging fire for want 
of funds, we have in our midst, for more than six months, a complete staff of 
teachers for the j^rojected training institution for male teachers. This institu¬ 
tion is not in existence, and from all accounts will not be ready until the next 
two or three years. In the meantime, the curious a.ro asking as to the expen¬ 
diture incurred in tho salary of tho stafi already brought out ? I am told the 
expenditure will not be less than Us, 3,0 0 a mouth for a staJQE which has no 
work to do. 

“ Diminished Scholarships, —Sir, both myself and my immediate prede¬ 
cessor in the representation of tho University have called attention to the 
diminution in tho value of scholarships, causing great hardship to our poor but 
deserving students who find that their college fees exceed their scholarships. 
Last year, wo only spent Rs. 1,50,000 out of a total revenue of over six 
crores. I congratulate myself that tho matter has drawn the attention of 
Mr. Earle, and I have no doubt that the grievance will soon be removed. * 

Muhammadan Education. —Sir, while dwelling on tho question of Scholar¬ 
ships, which means facilities to poorer students, I cannot pass over the question 
of Muhammadan Education. In the old Province, the Muhammadans represent 
a percentage of 17 2 of tho general population, but unfortunately this^percen- 
tage is not borne out in the school-going population. In tho primary schools, 
the percentage of Muhairmndans is 13, whilq m the higher stages of instruction 
it is still less. Thus in secondary schools, the percentage is 8*7, in Arts 
Colleges 6*3, while in Professional Colleges it is only 4-3. is a state of 

things which requires careful investigation, and if special facilities are needed 
to help the spread of educaiion amongst the Muhammadans, 1 am certain the 
educated Hindu community will not grudge. 

Direction ,—Last year, I had taken objection to tho appointment of an 
outsider as Director of Public Instruction in Bengal, My objection was on 
principle and, as such, it still stands good: but whilo maintaining my objtction 
on the ground of principle, 1 must frankly and freely ackiiowiodge that 
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outfiido tho ranks of the Education Department no seloution could have been 
better than that of Mr. Earle. His enerj^y aad enthusiasm in the discharge of 
his new and onerous duties and his dovotion, are worthy of all praise. He has 
carried out changes and reforms which had become stranded on the way for 
'want of motive power, and if his want of experience has led him into occasional 
errors, we can exonerate him from all bLimo in conneetiim therewith, for those 
who have carefully followed the Educationnl Administration of the Province, 
can easily trace them to their source. 

*‘Sir, the lo-duplication of idio administrative machinery necessitated by 
the dismemberment of our Proifinco has not been fraught with • 

results, so far at least as Education is concerned. Mr. Sharp, the DirectuP^ 
of Public Instruction in the Eastern Division, finds it difficult to bring tho 
Assam system into lino witu the advanced methods of Bengal; and the narrow* 
ness of the East has come into confiicc with tho broader ideals of the West, 
leading to the downfall of ono Provincial Ruler. 

Mr. Earle has rightly asked for able and worthy assistants to watch 
over and foster the different departments into which the education of the 
people must necessaiily be divided, primary, secondary and technical, and in 
the compass of what was originally a single province we shall find two sets of 
Assistant Directors doing the sumo work. I’he grant which should enrich 
the streams all along the line will be stored and bunded up at Jbhe head and 
the cause of Education will suffer. 

Sir, 1 have pointed out the lines in which the Govcriimerit of Bengal, 
except in the matter of tho exclusiveness of tho Impeiial Service, mijht 
work without tho initiative of the Government of India. 

Primary Education .—I had taken the liberty, on a previous occa6ir>n, to 
guggest that Trimary Education should be made free, and that it might bo 
made compulsory in certain areas. We are all tharkful to find that the 
Grovernment of India, under the inspiration of the Secretary of St-.te, is trying 
to remove one of the greatest blemishes in the admiriMiratiou of the Empire, 
the levying of fees for tho Primary Education of the poor, and 1 trust it will 
not bo long before the aspiration to which 1 have ventured to give expression in 
Your Honour’s Council will bo realized. 

^^Interpellations. —Sir, I am afraid I have put the patience of my Colleagues 
to too severe a strain. The subject with which i have been dc^uliug, though 
technical, is of the most vital impoitance to the nation, and iny only excuse Is, 
that there is no other occasion when I can discuss it in this Council. From the 
placid waters of a non-political subject, I am drifting into the eddies of contro¬ 
versy and politics. Sir, the right of interpellation is a highly-valued privilege; 
it is intemded for the purpose of directing inquiry and eliciting information. 

It serves as a great chock upon erratic Oftioials, whose wanderings abroad are 
promptly brought to the notice of the Governinont and the Public. But some 
recent answers in Your Honour’s Council have cieutcid profound disappointment. 

While innocent men holding honourable positions in life have been 
humiliuted by being enrolled as special constables, not for the legitimate purpose 
of strengthening the Police Force but from political and other motives, Your 
Honour’s Government has pleaded ignorance of the abuse of the powers vested 
in Magistrates of enrolling special constables. Such an answer defeats its own 
object and creates a feeling that tho Government is neither prepared to correct 
its officers, nor to deny tho charge. 

The indifference of Govornment to po*^mlar sentiment has evoked sudh 
a strong sense of resentment tlmt when it was proposed at the last Berhampo^e 
Goriferenco to bring this matter to the notice of Government for the purpose of 
l^ctifying the abuse, the subject was dropped, because it was felt that the abuse 
was so flagrant that it was hurtful to the cause of agitation in the country 
agaihst unpopular measures. 
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Specific instanoes were given in queations put in this Council of tbe ^ 
interference by a Magistrate in political matters; and while they were not 
denied^ as in fact they could aot be» the ccuduct of the Magistrate was sought 
to be justified as a perfectly legitimate exercise of his j ight of private and 
confidential intercourse with local zamindars* An unheard-of prosecution is 
started for the theft of benches, which never were stolen or intondod to be 
stolen, but were used for a theatrical performance, at the close of which some 
youngsters delivered Swadtshi speeches,^ and the solemn farce of a trial is 

g one through in the lower Court at the instance of the District Magistrate to 
e relegated to the regions of ridicule bv the District Judge, and the incident is 
^jljsitflSsod from consideration in Your Honour’s Council as one of the common¬ 
places, as it unhappily is, of our judicio-executive Magisterial Administration. 

** These and things like these do not tend to allay the public irritation 
which is still manifest. If Lord Curzun did the greatest disservice that 
he could think of to the Bengali mople, he also unwittingly did them 
the greatest service that man could ao to man ; ho evoked in teem a life of 
which they themselves were not conscious; he in^piiod in them activities 
which they had not realized before. That this life, these activilics may lead 
us onward and forward to a highiHr platform, where the people and the Govern* 
ment can meet on terms of mutual respect and mutual goodwill, is the earnest 
desire of all well-wishers of our country ; but if the Government goes on clinging 
to the bauefqj traditions of the late administiation, it will hardly be the fault of 
the people if the spirit of discontent goes on growing, if belated concessions to 
popular rights and popular demands are received with sullen discontent, if not, 
with positivo disapproval; and if, in the end, the people and the Government 
stand absolutely divorced from each other. I am aware that Your Honour does 
not wish for such a consummation. I am also aware that much lies in Your 
Honour’s power to prevent it, and 1 earnestly appeal to Your Honour to exercise 
that power,” 


The Hon’ble Babu Jogendba Nath Mukhaujx said:—“ Your Honour, the 
Budget for the current yeor, although in form and method it follows its pre¬ 
decessor and, in so far as it does so, shares with it the lucidity which is no doubt 
a matter for congratulation, yet it must be confessed that in certain rGspects it 
affords grounds for disappointment Tbe last Budget was iisberc3d in shortly 
after tlie I’artition of Bengal had been effected, and one might suppose that it 
was then too close upon its heels to be associated with any practical under¬ 
taking on the part of Government for a better administration of the divided 
Province, based upon a more thorough attention to detail, such as had been fore* 
sliadcwed by it on the eve of the Partition. 1 be pronjises with which the 
Partition of llengal were proclaimed raised hopes that the Budget for this year 
would be somewhat different in form and charneler from its predecessors. It 
seems to me, Sir, that the Budget for a great Provincial Administration like that 
of Bengal should not only present in a clear and intelligible form its expecta¬ 
tions as to the different sources of its revenue and the reasons upon which they 
are based, as well as the allotment of that revenue to the ordinaty charges of 
the administration, but it should also clearly set forth a plan for reforms and 
improvements that it proposes to undertake or carry on during the year. In 
other words, the proposals for the year’s administrative operations in so far as 
they are not permanently recurrent as well as the policy which forms the 
driving power iov such operations should, to my mind, be stated and explained 
with a clear outline. ” 

^‘The Financial Statement should also, in my judgment, note the ^ 
stages which pending projects for improvement and reform may have 
attained, and if, owing to some cause or other, this progiesa has been 
arrested, it should indicate the cause which has led to such arrest. It sliould 
fur^er state the circumstances under which and the manner^ in which 
Government proposes to stop, if possible, the operation of sucii interfering 
elements, if any, and, as a matter of consequence, it 

when it expects such projects to resume their onward career. In© J?inancia* 
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Statement should also show how and to what extent the amount allotted to any 
head of disbursement connected with a project for reform or improvement xs 
calculated to serve the object in view. Such statements^ Sir^ the public have 
a right to expect. 

The Government of this country is carried on by a body of Officials 
whose tenure of particular offices is constantly changing, and the Heads of 
Departments, als^>, form no exception to the rule. The subordinate and 
perinanont body of Officials are mainly, if not entirely, interested in the settled 
routine of their official duties, and they cannot be reasonably expected to take 
anything like a sustained iiiterost in the policy actuating a measure of Ji:;f>f^rm. 
The Uudgot or the Financial Statement appears to me to be a medium 
which the facts indicated above can bo conveniently made known not only to tne 
genera] public, but to the subordinate officials as well, whose duty it is to carry 
out measures of improvement and reform. Tlie onussion of these facts and 
statements from the records forming the basis of a Budget debate leads very 
often to the result tliat a measure c »nceived by one Head of the Administration 
is imperfectly roulized or perhaf)s altogether lost aiglit of by another. Reform 
and improvement under these circumstances tend to became shallow and fitful, 
the public sometimes got mystified for want of information in an easily 
accessible and clear fnz'm, and they lose the thread of what has gone before. 
It is needless to say that the administration loses in this way a great deal of 
the vitality which must always be kept up in order to make it fruitful of 
permanently good resubs. 

I will try to make my meaning clearer by reference to an item of 
considerable importance in the Budget for t[\o last year. In that year, a 
sum of Rs. 1,35,000 was allottcid by this Government to the establish** 
mont and maintenance of a Central Weaving School at Serampore. The 
Financial Statement for the current year has kept the public entirely in the 
dark as to how this projected institution has progressed, if at all, and 
what further steps the Government proposes to take this 3 "oar towards real¬ 
izing this educational idea. Tho matter is of the utmost importance to the 
country at largo, yet tho Pinanei^d Statement <laes not contain the faintest 
Toference to it. No doubt tho fact is mentioned in the Financial Statement 
for the year that Rs. 35,000 is allotted to Technical Education, but the 
detailed estimate contains no mention of it even, and we have no means 
of discovering whether the whole of the allotment of Rs. 1,36,000 in the 
last yearns Budget was spent in course of the last financial year or only a 
portion, and if so, what portion, and wliether the sum of Jis. 35,000 provided 
in the current year’s Bu igot nioroly represents tho unspent balance allotted 
to the maintenance of the proposed institution and which could not be 
spent last year as the school was not opened at all ? 

“ Further, there is nothing to indicate whether Government intends to 
follow up 1 he policy of fostering Technical Education; if not, what causes 
prevent it from so doing and whether any portion of the Ra. 35,000 
iri the current year’s Budge^t will go at all towards the maintenance of this 
technical school ? The people may therefore very well wish to know whether 
tho Government is very serious about encouraging Technical Education of such 
a character as would result in tho Indians succeeding to a greater extent in 
manufacturing articles of everyday use? The total increase of expenditure of 
Bs* 1,28,000 under the lioad of ^ Education,’ on the figures for the last year in 
the Provincial and Local accounts, may not after all mean anj^thing substantial 
so far as tho encouragement of the weaving industry is concerned. 

If other instances of a similar, though not of so important, churaeter are 
to be cited, I can rc?fer to tho cliarges amounting to its. 23,000, on account of 
Smoke Nuisance, and an allotment of Rs. 14,500 as a provision for starting 
Training Colleges at ilooghly and Bhagalpur, Neither the former nor tho latter 
item is associated with any exffianation as to tho manner in which these sums 
mrp proposed to be spent. With reference to the latter item it is to bo noted, 
however, that the figure appears for the first time in the current year’s Budget; 
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and although an explanation Hm been added to the effect that this sum of ^ 
Rs. 14|500 is meant as a provision for <^cerS who come from England, yet for ^ 
all'that, unless one took tne trouble of diving into the archives of the Education 
Department he would not know what officers arriving from England- would get 
the benefit of the training to be secured at this expense of money. I do not 
propose to pursue the point any further, I feel sure the instances I have 
quoted above place my argument in a clearer light. 

Sir, I recognize that to meet this demand, a more careful, protracted and 
re9erche thinking out of a plan of action is necessary than is accorded, under 
existing circumstances, to questions of this character. But if older conditions 
xmj^red such a course difficult, the lightened cares of the fifteen districts 
■IlSparated from this Province ought to make the task easier. On the part of the 
non-official Members, 1 may venture to say that they would gladly share with 
the Government any responsibility in connection with the Budget that the 
Government might allow them. I take it, of course, that the brief opportunity 
that was given to some of us this year was, to my mind, not sufficient for the 
purposes of any substantial assistance. 

1 beg now to pass on to the subject of the ^ normal expansion ^ of the 
Revenue. I^ast year 1 had the j^nour to indicate how by the system adopted 
in connection witb the preparation of the Budget there was some danger of 
converting the so-called ^ normal expansion ’ of Revenue, with regard to 
assessed taxes into a somewhat forced expansion. My arguments were disposed 
of by the Khsn’ble the Financial Secretary and the Hon’ble the Chief Secretary 
with remarks to the effect that the Subordinate Executive Officers cannot know 
in the ordinary course of their work, and do not therefore take into their consi¬ 
deration, the Government estimates for the wFiole province which are repeatedly 
altered in course of the year in the light of information received, and further 
that no attempt is made to split up the total finally adopted into figures for each 
district. The process indicated is no doubt what actually takes place. But no 
criticism was onered as to the course suggested by me, namel}'', of scrutinizing 
the details as 1 o the differences between the figures for receipts in the original 
estimate and the revised estimate for the expiring year, and instead of 
adding something more to the actuals for the expiring year, of oai^efully 
eliminating from them those items which betray any result of irregular or over- 
^ assessment. 

“ I am indeed somewhat concerned to note with reference to Assessed 
Taxes that a suui of Us 2,40,000 has been added this year to tlic figures 
in the revised estimate for the year that has just expired. Further,* the 
figure in the sanctioned estimate under this head for the last year was exceeded 
in the revised estimate by a sum of Rs. 1,90,000, and the excess is no doubt 
based upon the actuals for that year. How much of all this is due to progres¬ 
sive growth and how much to undue zeal on the part of assessing officer's it is 
difficult to say. From wlmtever point of view, however, the matter may be looked 
at, there cannot be any reasonable doubt that the officers entrusted with the 
levying of the Assessed Taxes know that the actuals for any particular year *10 
his own district form the basis of the ligm'es in the Budget for the next year, 
and that unless they pull up their own figures for the current year to the level 
of those sent up by them ana already adopted without challenge by 'Govern- 
ujent during the previous vear, they stand the chance of being censured, no 
matter whether their own figures are the results, in part at least, of irregular 
or over-assessment. Tins is a point to which 1 would invite the serious 
attention of the Government. • 

Sir, an increase of more tlian five lakhs of rupees on the figuie in the 
revised estimate for the year that is just out is uoticoublo in tlie current year's 
Budget on the receipt side, under the head of sale of (yourt-fee Stamps. There is 
a further sum of two lakhs of rupees provided for on account oi' the sale of plain 
paper to be used with Court-fee Stamps. The increase with reference t<* the 
figures for the two preceding years appears to be somewhat extraordinaiy af_ui 
seems to require explanation. This sudden increase cannot be normal, for we 
already know the normal rate of increase in the preceding years. 
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“ Sir, there is one other feature of the Budget on its receipt side to whicdi 1 
beg to request Your Honour’s attention, and it is the mixing up e£ some of the 
minor heads of the Provincial Rates. The only rate mentioned in the Budget ' 
under the. head of * Provincial Bates,’ apart from the general rates for the 
manBgement«of Private Estates, is the Public Works Cess. The words * Road 
Cess ’ seem to have altogether disappeared and one may wonder why it has so 
done. Whatever may be the cause of such disappearance it is certain that it 
causes a student of these figures scone trouble to find out what amount of Road 
Cess is collected in this Ihrovince. 

Passing on to the disbursement side, I beg to notice, in the first place, that 
the budgetted total receipts from the sale oi. Court-fee Stamps and plain pap^ tw 
staled above amount to Rs. 1,09,62,000, and the forecast of the total expencB^^w 
ture for the current yemr under the head of ‘Administration of Justice’ is only 
Rs. 74,19,000. It seems to me that there is good ground for the complaint that 
the revenue obtained from this source ought to prove an incentive to a great 
many reforms with regard to the Administration of Jusitce, both Civil and 
Criminal. 

A 

In course of the debate in the Council of His Excellency*the Viceroy, 
the noceasity for the separation of the Judicial and Executive functions has 
been pointed out with groat force and clearness, and I beg. to accord my 
heartiest support'to the demand for this much-needed reform. So long as this 
canker which is eating into the vitals of the Administration of Justice is allowed 
to do its work unchecked, it is hopeless to expect any abiding improvement. 
W&nt of funds, at any rate, cannot be pleaded in this case. Considerable sums . 
are now being devoted to the reform of the Police for which we all feel gratef ul 
to the Government. But even a fraction of the money spent under this head will 
not find an adequate return if this proposed reform remains unaccomplished. 

The administration of the Civil Justice also requires strengthening, and 
the large annual surpluses in the Court fee Revenue with a vigow and pro¬ 
gressive growth of ltd own should, 1 venture to submit, be applied in part 
at least towards relieving congestion of the file where it exists, and in taking out 
the administration of Civil Justioe in the comparatively backward places from 
the hands of tlie Executive Officers who, generally speakings do not have a grip 
of the Civil Law. 

As an instance, 1 beg to refer to the administration of Civil Justice inth(^ 
Sontbal Parganas. I had lately occasion to submit a few cjuestions relating 
to this matter, drawing the attention of Government to the senous grievanees of 
the people inhabiting the area and particularly of those whom trade and 
enterprise as well as the reputed healthiness of the locality have attracted to 
it. About two-thirds of tlie entire population of the Son&al Parganas ere of 
non-aboriginal origin, yet the system of administration of justice which 
obtains there is of such a primitive and paternal character that it hardly fails to 
^'ause abhorrence in the majority of its population. The preamble to the 
Regulation which constituted the Sonthal Parganas in the year 1855^*—only a 
year after the Sonthal insurrection—contains the following recital:— 

^ Whereas the General Regulations Acts of Goveniment now in force in the Presi- 
dotkoy oi Bengal are not adapted to the unoiviliz^ race of people ealled Sonthals, and it 
IB thcreloro expedient to remove from the operation of suoh laws the district called Damin^i- 
Koh and other districts inhabited prinoiprily by that tribe, &o.» 

“ The Sonthal Parganas of to-day, it will appear, are not the Sonthal Pat»» 
ganas of half a century ago, and I fail to see any reason why the Civil Law should 
not be administered in much the same way there as it is administered in any 
other part of Bengal. My ^ questions, however, did not relate to any proposal 
lor reioim in^tho trial of suits below Rs. 1,000 in value, although reform is very • 
much needed in these cases also, but they were confined to those above that 
limit, and suggested that in view of the hardships, delays and miscarriages of 
jusrice and in view of the fact that in the vast maiority of duies the law 
administered in suoh instances is the ordinary law or tike oountry and only

occasionallj slightly aduoxtured with the Sonthfd Law, a whole-time Stihoixii- 
nate Judge should be sppouitad for the Sontbal Par^aas with powers, if 
need be, to viHil; every one of the head-^uerteni stations in the six aub-divisions 
of the ^ Sonthal Parganaa, or if that was impracticable, with powers to hold 
his sittings only at Onmfca, Rajmahal and Deoghur, or at simRar convenient 
head-quarters stations. My qaestions had the misfortune to bo disallowed on 
the ground that they were in contraTention 4^ Rule 9 in tlie Benged Council 
Manual. Bnt whatever the technical objections might have been, the fact 
remains that the delays, unnecessary expenses and hardships from which the 
people of the locality suffer aro very great indeed. 

^j^The Sub-divisional Officers of the eix subdivisions of the Sonthal Parganas 
ModHTliave all been vested with the powers of a Subordinate Judge, have to 
spend a large portion of their time generally in receiving and disposing 
petitions, to pass orders as the Executive Heads of their sub-divisions, to hear 
criminal oases and do other work in connection with the administration of their 
sub-divisions, before they aro in a position to take up civil cases. P'or want of 
time a Sal>*Judge case there has to be postponed very often, and a well-contest¬ 
ed Sub-Judge ease is seldom heard by the Sub-divisional Officer unless it has 
been postponed a great many timM. .. Further, oudug to the fact that Pleaders 
in the Sonthal Parganas have Jio Tight to appear an any but the Sub-Judge 
cases, there are only a few of them practising in the whole area, and there are 
no Pleaders at all in some of the sub-divisions, while in others there is not more 
than a single Pleader. The parties have therefore to got Pleaders from 
' Uhagalpur and other places at great expense and trouble, and this fact coupled 
with the frequent adjournments in the trial, prove ruinous to the litigants. 

Where in a Regulat ion District the trial of a contested Sub-Judge case ^ 
takes only a few days to finish, its trial in the Sonthal Parganas takes uionths, if * 
not years, and I ki\ow of cases which have taken only the moderate space of a 
decade to be heard and determined. We have no Charles Dickens to make fun 
of these things, so these Sub-Judge cases have been pursuing their slow and 
nnobstrudive career. I wish, however, the troubles of the litigants ended here. 
These Sub-Judge cases are very often tried by the Sub-divisional Officers on tour 
and in the midst df jungl&o and on hillsides far away from human habitations, 
rendering it extremely difficult for litigants’ Pleaders and witnesses to follow 
them about from place to place as also to find a shelter -during the day or at 
night while attending them. The oonsequenoe very often is, that the litigants 
have to pay heavy fees to thnir Pleaders, and often owing to the worry to 
which thqy are subjected witnesses desert the parties. 1 would respeetfally 
but strongly request Vour Honour’s attention and that of Your HonouPs 
(Government to wese serious grievances which exist in the Sonthal Parganas. 

“ While on this question, I would beg leave to place one or two other points 
in connection with the administration of tho Sonthal Parganas before Your 
Honour for consideration. ^ One of them^ is, that lawyers are not allowed to 
appear and represent thirties in either civil or criminal cases (excepting, aa. 
ahready stated, in the cases triable by a Subordinate Judge). But the Sontbal 
Law at the same time declares that snob permission, as a rule, should not bo 
given. This rule denies to the suitor what is considered as his birthright in 
every civilized conntiy, and as 1 have -rtated about tw;o-thirds of the entire 
population in that area are uon-abori(^al. It is proper therefore that the 
Sonthal Laws and administration ehoiud be reformed by making them suitable 
for advanced oommunities or by exempting l^e aon-aboriginal races from the 
operation of the Sonthal Lawq, by declaring, that in respect of truussetions and 
suits between themselves (the vast majority of them are between non-aboriginal 
people) they are to be governed by the laws prevailing in the adjoining 
Regulation districts. Of coarse, 'the Pabarias or billmen of the DamIu-i-.Coh 
who are still in a very low scale of civilization, riioald still be governed by the 
specia'l laws prevailing there. 

“If, ^e Govempaent be laoi, bowevmr, willing either, to reform the 
Sontbal I^ws, snul aduunistration so as to them snitable fortfie civilised 
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oomnramiies living in iho district, or to make the law a personal one, 
following in this respect the ancient precedent of the Regulating Act of 17T3 
and the more recent precedent of tbe Chota Nagpur Landlord and Tenant 
Procedure Act as regfArds Mundari rights, there are two other courses, so far as 
1 can see, which the Government can safely adopt, viz,, either to include some 
of the outlying portions of the Sonthal Parganas in the adjoining Regulation 
districts, or to declare the laws prevailing in those districts to be in force in the 
Deoghur Sob-division wfaiob may still bo retained as part of tbe Sonthal Parganas. 
The Government may be pleased also to inquire what other portions of the 
district can fitly be transferred to the Regulation districts. In this connection, 
the claims of the whole of the sab-division of Deoghur, excepting perbaps ^a mall 
strip on the east, the western portion of the Godda Sub-division, aim 

E jrtioos of the 8ub*divisioD8 of Rajmahal and Pakaur that lie to the east of the 
oop Line of the Ekwt Indian Railway may be mentioned with a view to 
consideration by Government. 


‘*1 believe that the Sonthal population is sparse in these tracts and 
almost nil in portions of them. Deoghur with its population of 300,000 souls 
contains only 37,000 aboriginal inhabitants who live mostly in the eastern 
portion of the sub division. REmohi, and portions of Hasuuribagb, Manbhum and 
even fiankura contains, I believe, a higher percentage of aboriginal inhabitants 
than most parts of the Deoghur Sub-division. A major part of the western 
portion of tbe Godda Sub-division is included in Parganas Bhagalpur and 
Colgong, and while this tract is inhahitod almost exoluiHvely by^^on-aboriginal 
races, they have no marked difference from the adjoining portions of the district 
of Bhagalpur. The eastern portions of the Rajmahal and Pakur Sub-divisions 
are inhabited mostly by a population of well-to-do Muhammadan cultivators, 
largely immigrants from other districts profiting by tbe cultivation of jute and 
tbe sale of lac, while large slices of these parganas wherein these portions lie, 
are situatftd in the adjmning distriot of Murshidabad. If all these tracts, with 
the exception periiaps of some small bits in the south, were excluded from tbe 
Sonthal Parganas, there would still be left to that district (Sontlial Parganas) 
an area of about 4,000 square miles and a population of about one and-a-half 
million souls, which comprise more than the average area and-population 
respectively of a Bengal district. It will be a wise step if the Governuiont 
reforms the Sonthal Administration in any of the ways indicated above. 

Another defect in the Sonthal Administration which calls for reform is the 
system of making laws by means of circulars, letters and the like. The rules 
and circulars, moreover, which do duty for laws are meagre and insufflcieni, 
and in several inatanoea against the principles of sound legislation. If the 
Sontiisl 1.AW is to be reformed, the machinery for making laws should not be 
left untouched. 

** Sir, at first sight it might be taken as a relief by some of the Members 
of Your Honour’s Council that the Army Estimates do not form the subject 
of their deliberations ; but looking more deeply into the matter, one does not 
altogether feel sure that tbe Military does not live disguised in tbe ranks of 
the Police, Large grants have from time to time been made with the object 
of bringing about reform in the Police, Last year, the total amount allotted 
to the Police in the revised estiuiates was Rs. 08,80,000, tbe figures ih the 
original estimate for that year being Rs. 63,67,000, and this yecur it is 
Rs, 71,00,000. It is also stated that there is an inoreara of Rs. 5,13,000, due 
chiefly to the re-organisation «of the department. We have no means of 
discovering from the Budget how much of this amount is proposed to be spent 
in maiutauiihg the Military Police in each district. 

‘‘After all one istompt^ to ask, is the strength of this branch of the 
Police Service maiutaiued in deference to^ the great armaments kept up by the 
great Powers of tbe world or are -they maiutaiued with a view to meet the 
exigencies that may iq]ving up in relation to a singularly peaceful populatipn ? 
If the latter be the case, it s^ms to me to be possible that considerable wvipg 
may be effected by tMucing the Military Police in the couatry, sard fibus it 
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may be rendered j^tweibite for the Oorersment to apply the Bavinira 
iittjn'ovettieni of Tedmical Education and Sanitation in^e country. * 
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«I find, Sir, that there is a iaving of Ee. 8,^6,000 under Civil WnA- «« 
charge of Qiva Officer^ and the oauee of ^e aaving chiefly asiiSd to t£ 
aon-uUhisation of a number of apocml graata. And, further, t We ^ n 
of Bb. 6,28.000 under Civil Works in charge of the Public Works Deaartm^f 
owing to die-abandonm^t or postpo^ent of wrfann projects for which sp^ 
proTuion was made at the time of framing the Budget. 


“In this connection I beg to draw the attention of Your HononPa 
GJ(|(H!fhmeot^to the rate of the Oovernment of India which requires that 
Particles of European manufacture above the value of Rs. 60 sliould be imnortad 
from England direct tilxrongh the Secretary of State for India. In mv 
experience I hare found that this very objectionable rule not only T»n nnoa in 
numerous instances a loss to the GovermnoDt and therefore to the public owine 
to the prices that have to be paid for such artioles beuig dearer ^an *if they 
were obtained in Calcutta, but that the time that is taken, between the 
sending out of a requisition from India and the arriyal of the goods in 
India, is simply intolerable. 1 hare seen buildings under construction by 
the Public Works Department which after it had its walls and woodwork 
etc., completed and finished, stonding roofless for months in expectation of 
the-joists and T-irons for tiie roofing from England. It seems to me, Sir that 
many of thei^lelays and lapses m connection with public buildings and bridges 
are due to this cause, and I hope and trust tliat Your Honour will not Md 
it difficult to move the Goyemment of India with a view to bring a more 
reasonable rule into existence in place of the one now in force. ^ 

“ I beg to offer my congratulations to Your Honour’s Government for tite 
allotment of Bs. 3,500 tor the collection of Sanitaiy Statistios. I find ^ere was 
no such allotment m the two preceding years, and therefore it may be 
concluded that this_ grant oontemploites a departure from the praotioe now 
observed in the Sanitary Department of Government. The public would have 
felt still more gratified if they were allowed to know at the same tune 
the objects towards which the efforts in connection. with the collection of 
Sanitary Statistics are, in the first place, to be directed. 

Last year, the Hon’ble Mr. Inglis was pleased to observe in reply to my plea 
for sanitary improvement of the country at large, that he wondered why I should 
describe tlie Magra Hftt Drainage Scheme as a comparatively small project the 
scheme providing, as it does, for the drainage of 390 square miles i>f country at 
a cost of about 30 lakhs of rupees, and be wished to know what sort of drainage 
scheme would satisfy me on the score of extent and cost. Sir, the ideal 
which I should like to work up to is one that aims at the solution qf the 
sanitary problems which exist in relation to the entire Province, and it^ in 
rdation to any comparativrfy detached area, however important such queations 
nay be from a local and detached point of view. I do not depreciate the' 
value of such works of great ntilicy, but I want a gnnt deal more to done. 

“ The drainage scheme of Calcutta, as for instenoe, is no doubt a veiy 
iuiportant thing in itself, m far as the sanitation of Ctdoutta is concerned, and the 
execution of a plen regarding drainage in respeot of this great City may entail 
an expenditure of several orores of rupees; yet it will not in any way improve the 
general sanitation of the country, nor can the expenditure of aeveral orores of 
rupees on Calcutta be pleaded as an excuse for negleoUng the sanitation of 
rural areas. 1 am therefore thankful, even for the very small expenditure tfnder 
the head of ' Collection of Sanitary Statistics,’ because I hope and trust that 
this small grant will prove to be the first step towards the formation of a 
general and comptenensive scheme by which the Province of Bengal as a 
whole may ba benefited. 


“ 1 recognize^that it is not possible to ttansform insanitary Bengal by ono 
strolbs p£ tbe nutgioian’s wand. It is possible, however, to work out a compre¬ 
hensive and systomatie plan gradually and steadily* la this vie.w of the matter 
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it is not difficult, for instance, to adopt a fixed line of action with reference 
to rail-roads and raisod-roadg in general, and the waterways to bo kept 
free in connection with them. 1 regret to obsorTO that the tendency to 
contract waterways is unfortunately so general and patent that one is 
led to infer that the services of the Sanitary Engineer are seldom if 
ever, requisitioned in the construction of railways and embanked roads* 
but that, very often, the sole aim in such undertakings is the saving 
of cost, oven at the risk of the railway or roadway biing swept away 
during the floods, to bo built again at a duplicitcd cost. 

“ Apart fromtho insanitary conditions which such a course brings about, the 
havoc caused by the back-water during the rains in areas traversed by a r<Ai^y 
or raised roadway and going across tho natural fall of the country, is incalculi^Sft?**— 
The recent floods in Darbhanga, North Bhagalpur and Purnei, as also the 
destruction pf'stilence and famine caused thereby, aro sMll fresh in our 
minds. Speaking for myself, I bdievo that, si far as the southeastern 

I jortion of tho d strict ol Purnra is concerned, the new Katihar-G.odagari 
inenow under construction is rc^p^n^blo for a great deal of our troubles of 
last year._ 1 would respectfully ask Tour Honour to consider whether, in the 
construction of railways and raised roads in general. Sanitary Engineers should 
not be associated with Civil Eogioeor-s. This is, however, only one out of 
a great marty points which may bo brought to light when more attention 
is paid to sanitary matters, but many of the questions about Sanitation are 
already before Government, and they are well worth its serious Qonsideration. 
There is hardly any doubt that the eanit ition of tho distticts in Bengal baa 
beep noglectojf. 

*'I am thankful to the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Local 
Self-Government Bill and lo Your Honour’s Government for tho sym- 

f jatby whicli has been extended to coitain proposals whicb I have had the 
lonour to make, and our speoial thanks are due to Yonr Honour personally for 
the announcement just made that steps will be taken for introdudng measures 
for the improvement of sanitation in the Local Self-Government Act about to 
bo amonde l. 1 liope the Government will pay to the question of Sanitation 
tho attention that it justly deanrves, and introduce efficient legislation in this 
connection It is hardly necessary to point out that it is impossible to expeot 
much substantial progress, agricultural, comtncroial or otherwise, in a nation 
more dead than al;vo with Malaria, an J with its ranks thinned by thousands, 
owing to tho prevalonco of epidemics. 

“ Passing on to the allied subject of Famines, I mnst acknowledge our 
thanks to tho Governraont of India for relieving this Government of the 
charges under this head, completely at least for the carreut year. Famines 
have now become chronic in this country, and every year, almost without a 
break, Government has to faoo thi.s dreadful calamity in soma provinoo or 
other. It is necessary, therefore, that the central Government should have 
soma means like the one organized by it, whereby it can deal with tho evil 
directly nnd relievo the Local Governments as much as (mssible. 

*• While on the expenditure side, it is noticeable that there was no allotment 
under the head of ‘Inspector of Minos’ last year and none this year again ; 
the public should like very much to know how and why such expenses°ltave 
become unnecessary. 

“ Tho improvement of the Ministerial Serrico recently formed the subject 
of interpellation in this Council, and the Qovornraont was ploasod to state in 
reply that the question was still under consideration. Wo do not know what 
\fao ultimate decision of Government in this matter will be. But the fact may 
be brought forward once again that, tho bigh p.-icos which have been continu¬ 
ing f'lr some years past have rendered it oxtremojy difficult for this poorly- 
paid but extremely useful cluss of public servants to make both ends moot. In 
any attempt to improve the administration of tho country, it should be the 
first duty of the administrators to place its ministerial officers above all 
struggles for a more living. 
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“ Sir, thin year has brought into existence some important measures of 
legislation, and the most important among them is the Bill to amend the 
Bengal Tenancy Act. One very important aspect of this Bill is the improve' 
ment which it has introduced in the procedure relating to the preparation of 
records-of'rights. I say that this part of the Tenancy Act is one of its most 
important features, because it authorizes the State to interfere in the private 
relations existing between landlord and tenant; and while working it, the State 
has very often to meet the possibility of bringing into existence strained 
relations and even disputes between landlord and tenant, where there was none 
before. The Settlement Odleers charged with the duty of preparing the record- 
of-iighta liavo, by the very nature of their operations, to wake ^up dormant 
■■Mlus, and by attempting to define that which was indefinite before, bring into 
«exiBtence a state of things which, under other circumstances, one could nut but 
deprecate. 

The community has to put up with these difficulties and inconvenien* 
cps, knowing as it does that the ultimate object of the Legislature in this 
matter is good—to take it through eddies and shoals and over bars into the 
colra sea beyond. But this rather difficult voyage requires that the man at 
the lielm and the men at the oars should bo all good men and true, able to pull 
long and to pull straight, and ^le.to steer the boat through the dangers that lie 
in her course. 

“ I may be pardoned, thorefoi-e, if I venture to make one or two suggea- 
lions on certain point.s which have come to my notice in course of my exper» 
ience—suggestions which appeal to dry men of business like myself; and 
I hope, therefore, that Hon’ble Members will bear with me when I make them. 
I venture to think that the officers engaged at all the stages of the record- 
making process should be well-picked, well-paid and oxpeiicnoed men. It 
will never do to sa}’^ that if at the earlier stages of the process inexperienced 
and ill-paid officers ore engaged, their errors and perversions may bo rectified 
afterwards. P",or the sake of a little saving, therefore, Government should not lose 
sight of this all-important fact. It is impossible to my mind to eliminate all errors 
andlmisdoings by better treatment of the record at a later stage. Some of them 
at any lato will slick to flic end, 

“In the next jjlace, it seems to me that the officers should not be either 
overworked or hurried. 'I’he attestation is an important stage in the process, 
yot, if 1 mistake not, originally about 1,000 plots had <o be attested in a day.’ 
Now, though the figure has fibrae down fo about 800, yot, alontr with this 
work, esrtain others, such ns insiiection and testing of trijunction stones have 
to be done by the attestation officers. This inspection and testing is rather a 
difficult piece of work. It requires detailed knowledge and often takes 
and BO practically the attestation officers are now where they wore before. 

“ 1 have to refer to another matter which appears to me to be an anomaly. 
It is this, that a junior officer, sometimes oven of very short standing site 
in judgment over a senior and well-tried attestation officer, in the decision of 
objections under section 103A of the Act. I do not propose to tire the patience 
of llon’ble Members with any more details. Suffice it to say, that in a matter of 
such grave and far-reaching consequence, a rigorous selection of able and 
tried officers is necosaar^’, that their M'ork should bo very carefully watched 
and that everything should be done to encourage in them a spirit of absolute 
fairness and a thoroughly judicial frame of mind. It seems to me that the 
suggestions made above if ad,optfcd, will prowe to be some of the principal 
means by which the suspicions ordinarily attaching to an Executive Officer 
wh^ made to dischargo judicial functions can be allayed, end by wluch 
connaence in the rooo.*'cl*of-rights insured. 

havo detained Hou'bte Members more than 1 intended io do. I have 
done TO, however, xn the Impe ^hat there will be found some points at least in 
what X nave said V Inch may broT© worthy of the attention of Your Honour’s 
Qovertiment. I am under the belief that although wliat we non-official 
Members say, from our place in the Oouncil, may not succeed iu ohaiigiog the 
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policy of G-overtemeut in many matterB, yet in matteirli of adminietratiTe deteil 
onr opinion, V^heli based upon actual experience of men and eventa, carries some 
weight.” 

The Hon’ble Mii. Al.i.e» eaid “ I have only a very few remarks to inalce 
regarding some of the observations of my friend, the Hon’ble Babn Radha 
Charan Pal, who alone, of all the Hon’blo Menibem who have addressed the 
Council to*aay, has referred to tho affairs of the Corporation. The first two 
matters on which he has spoken, namely, the question of Court-fees payable 
on appeals to tho Small Cause Court of Calcutta and the recent orders of the 
Government of India on the subject of Loans are already under the coxss^er- 
ation of tbe Corporation, and 1 think it unnecessary to trouble this Ooun'eU 
with them. 

“I have, however, to take strong exception to tho language which the 
Hon’blc Member has used regarding the Municipal Magistrate. I think, 
Sir, some of his observations are unfortunate and I regret that they should 
have been made. The Municipal Magistrate was appointed in 1901 for 
tlie reason that at that time when Municipal cases were tried by ^ Presi¬ 
dency Magistrates, and to a very large extent by Honorary Magistrates 
also, the oases took so long to dispose of that the matter became a public 
scandal. It was for that reason and in order to facilitate the disposal 
of these oases, that one Stipendiary Magistrate was appointed to whom all these 
cases were made over. The appointment of the MuuicipCi Magistrate 
has proved thoroughly satisfactory and the result has been an efficient and 
prompt disposal of these cases. 

« One would imagine from what my hon’ble friend has said that the 
receipts of tbe Corporation from fines were very large and increasing. I am 
happy to inform the Council that such is not the Case. Since 1902-03, these 
fiuOT dropped from Bs. 66,000 to Rs, 62,000. This result been attained 
by the education of the people in the requirements of tlie Municipal Law ; they 
infringe the law much less frequently now because they know if th^ do so 
a prosecution will be instituted which will be effectively dealt with. I think 
that is a very satisfactory result of the working of the Court, and everybody 
connected with the Corporation will hope that these fines will go on decreas¬ 
ing. My hon’ble friend says that the people, rightly or wrongly, believe 
that they cannot expect in this Court that independent administration of 
justice which is the proud privilege of the meanest British subject. My 
friend knows perfectly well that as a matter of fact the people do obtain 
impartial and even-handed justice in the Municipal Magistrate’s Court, and 
I think he would hare been bettor occupied in removing any misconoc|>tlons 
which ignorant people may have formed as to the administration of justice in 
that Court, than in coming here and repeating gossip of this kind before Your 
Bonour’s Oouneil. 1 think gentlemen of my hon’ble friend’s position .should 
disabuie tiie miiids of the people of miseoneeptions of this character, and 1 may 
lay that these'iniWsohMptionB are probably caused to a large extent owing to 
loose statements mkde in the course of debates in the Corporation on this yery 
subject, and I think it is very much to be deplored that such observatioiis 
should have been MpcMted in this Council to-day. ; 

With regard to what my bon’ble friend has said as to Primary Edncntien 
in Calcutta, although ^is is not perhaps the time of taking tip the time of the 
OouncU'witn its consideration, I think there is a-good deal to be said for bis 
suggceiSdn. From one poixd of view, at any rate, the Corporation may be 
renrded as the Cinderella of Calcutta, her two grown up sisters^-the 
iQovernment ^ India and '^e Government of Bengal—-performing all the showy 
fonotions and all the attractive^ duties of the administration of the City. 
They maintain, fm instance, magnifiwnt Hospitals, a University, Colleges, 
« Ltbnuiy, Mid also plaoM of recreation, like tbe Zoological Gardens, the 
Maidan Mid BO on, and it is certainly the case that a great many cf these 
if not all of them, would, in many English and Continental towns, 
hh ftMcforated by tbe City Corporation. The Corporation of Oalontta, 
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however, eitB at home like Cinderella, and does the dirty work of mending^ 
and cleaning tbo road* and drudgery of that kind. 1 think it ia very likely^ 
that service on tho Corporation might be more popular, if the duties were 
more attractive; and I would suggast for consideration as a good beginning 
that the duties of Government, in connection with Primary Education and 
Technical Education in tho City might very well be made over to the Corpora¬ 
tion ; tho Corporation being given a substantial grant to enable it to carry 
out these duties. 1 merely throw out this suggestion for the consideration of 
Your Honour’s Government. 

“ On tho subject of the District CommitteBS, my friend has said that these 
Committees ore illegal. My friend ia not a lawyer and neither am I. 

K**f^s certainly incorrect to say that these District Committees have no legal 
existence; they liave a legal existence, they were appointed under the law, and 
as a matter of fact they arc now carrying out their duties under the law. It 
is quite true that the legality of these Committees has been questioned, but the 
matter has not yet ptessed to an issue, and I am glad to see that my friend 
has borne testimony t-i the fact that these District Committees are doing good 
work, and X hope they will continue to do so.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mb. ConniH ^id.:—The Hon'blo Mr. Spink and the Hon’ble 
Baba Jogeudra Nath Mukhurji have asked for information as to the work of 
the Smoke Nuisanoe Commission, and, as President of this Commission, I will, 
with Your Honor’s permission, briefly explain what has been done. The 
Commission was constituted in January, 1906, and the first thing necessary was 
to frame Uules under the Act, as the Act itself gives no powers for carrying 
out its objects. Tiiis is to be arranged for by rules, ana when the Act was 
passed, it was understood that the Work of framing them would have to be 
curefuliy scrutinized. It is true that there has boon some delay in brinmng out 
the rules, but for this the Commission is not responsible. As provided by the 
law, the rules were published for three months and public criticism was invited. 
The public, howovor, at first took no interest in tho rules, and the time for 
considering them had to be extended to enable the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce and other Local Bodies to submit their ciiticisms. The Draft 
Rules were, ou tho whole, favourably received, but some revision was found 
ncoessary to meut the wishes of the local Chambers. This has now been 
done, and it is hoped that they will be shortly published. 

In the meantime, the Commission has no powers to act effectively towards 
the abatement of the smoke-nuisances. The old Act is repealed, and the roles 
under the new Act have not been passed. The Commission, however, has not 
been idle. Two Inspectors have been at work since last April and, thanks to 
the cordial co-oporation of the Mill owners, they have already effected consider¬ 
able improvements. Duiing the year they have made nearly 4,000 observa¬ 
tions of smoke emission from chimneys, and over l,b0(> inspefctions of 
furnaces. In 350 cases they have tested the appliances for stoking, and on 
their advice, meclnmical stoking arrangements and smoke preventive applianoM 
have been introduced in 71 Mills. In 14 Mills, the ohimueys have been 
lengthened. The general result of the year’s work is that, whereas in April, 
1906, black smoke was, ou a general average, emitted for nearly 13 nunntes 
per hour, the time Las now been reduced to 3^ minutes. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Spink has suggested.that the attention of the Inspectors 
has been specially d<-voted to the smaller industries. It is true that in the 
Oil-mill districts, whureas in April last 8 tons of black smoke was daily discharg¬ 
ed into tho air, at tho preacut time tliere is a discharge of 2 tuns oqly. But 
the £[owrah Mills have not been neglected. 1 have before mo a diagram 
prepared by the lnspt«otor for the Howrah district, and it shows that in the tiret 
quarter of last yoar black smoke was, on an average, emitted for 14 minutes 
per hour; while in tho last quarter, the omission lasted 4^ minutes only. 

** As I have said before, tho Commission hos been working -without the 
necessary power* which the rules will give them. It has not been possible 
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^. to deal efiEeotively with aotne of the worst oflFendors, and the absence of 
^ improTemeut in certain Mills may give an erroneous impressioa of the work 
of the Commission. Good results, however, have been attained, and this is 
largely duo to tho courtesy and co-operation of Mill owners, who have, 
in a large nuinlier of cases, gladly accepted the advice of tho Inspectors 
employed by the Commission. I would specially acknowledge tho services of 
Mr. O. Ferrier,^, Manager of the Lower Hooghly Juto Mills, and Mr. E. Dewar 
of the Baranagar Jute Mills. 

Tho Hon’ble Babu Radha Charan Pal has suggested that Diamond 
Harbour could be converted into a Sea-sido Healtli Resort. This place, with 
its Railway communication and fine frontage on the Hooghly, is particularly 
favourable for the purpose. I have already discussed the subject with txk^ 
Hon^ble Member, and am in consultation with the Magistrate of the 24- 
jParganas regarding the erection of a DAk Bungalow there. If this experiment, 
succeeds, a scheme for the provisiou of building-sites will be considered. 

“ I was glad to hear the reference made by the Hon’ble Member to the 
settlement at Frasorgunge, and I dosire to emphasize the great advantages of 
this place as a Sea-side He alth Resort. This Settlement is situated on the sea 
face, and it is in every way suited for the objects so eloquently put forward 
by the Hon’ble Member. Government has already done iniich for its improve* 
ment, and all who have visited Frasergunge aro loud in its praises. Land is 
available there for building-sites on very favourable terms, and I would urge 
the Hon’ble Member and others to make early applications. 

Before £ sit clown, I would ask Your Honour^s permission to thank Your 
Honour’s Government on behalf of the people of the Presidency Division 
for the liberal help which has, in recent years, been extended to it for tho 
execution of Drainage Works and Schemes of Water*suppl;^. During the lost 
two years large sums, in addition to loans, have been given to a number of 
Municipalities for drainage and water-works, and applications for belp 
always receive sympathetic consideration from Your Honour’s Govornment. 
The Budget for the current j^car contains a provision of over lakhs for 
contribution to Municipalities, and it should be the business of the Local 
Bodies of the Division to secure a large share of the grant by the preparation 
of well-considered schemes. 

‘‘ I would also refer to the help which has been given to Districts. A 
scheme for draining the water-logged area of tho 24-Parganaa is being carried 
out with the help of a grant of five lakhs from Government. The work already 
done was most beneficial to the crops of last year. Help is also promised to a 
Drainage Scheme in the Jessore District, and a large sum was recently 
expended in improving water-communication in Khulna. During the recent 
cold season an important (Joniuiission have been inquiring into the causes of 
Malaria in the Division, atid their inquiries cannot fail to produce good results. 

I desire, therefore, to thank Your Honour for the help given to the 
Presidency Division.” 

The Hon'ble Mk. Gait said I have undertaken to reply to the remarks 
tnade4>y Hon’ble Meml>ers regarding the Judicial and General Departmetiis 
whicn were, until quite recently, in charge of Mr. T. W. Ridiardsoii. 1 have 
bad very little time to study the questions dealt with; and I hope, therefore, 
that I may be pardoned for any shortcomings. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bpink has referred to the growing income from Jail 
Manufactures and to the competition of Jail Industries with private enterprise. 
This matter is engaging the attention of Government, and the opinions recently 
received the Assoomtions that represent the persons most interested 

now under consideration. The question is a oomplicated one, and a final 
decision has not yet been reached. Bui I can assure the Hon’ble Member that 
0very effort will be made to ensure that private traders shall not suffer unfairly, 
owiiig to the compotition of convict labour. 
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Meanw1)ile, 1 may explain that of the receipts from artiolea manufactured 
in Jaif8< nearly four tlfthB are on account of articles supplied to other Jails and 
to Tariotis depaitmeiits of Government; and that a considerable part of the 
vemainmg one-fifth is on account of chaukidari uniforms, quinine sold at 
post-offices and articles supplied to District Boards and Municipalities* The 
value oi articles sold to the general public is very small, and probably does 
not exceed two lakhs. 

The Hop’ble the Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad has been pleased, 
to express his approval of the provision for the construction of residences for 
Munsifs, It is hoped that m time these officers will all be properly boused, 
especially those serving in the more unhealthy parts of the Province. In 

connection, I would invito attention to the allotments of Rs. 75,000 for 
the Civil Court building and Record-room of the new Judge-hip of L)arbhanga, 
and of Rs. 61,000 for the Civil Courts at Jessore, The question of providing 
a separate Judgeship for Khulna is now under the consideration of Govern¬ 
ment. 

*<The Hon'ble Babn Radha Charan Pal takes exception to the appointment 
of a Fourth Presidency Magistrate on the ground that it will fond to ae])rive the 
Honorary Magiftrates of their legitimate share in the administration of justice. 
Government is fully aware the excellent services rendered by tliese public- 
spirited gentlemen, and it is desired to employ them as Diiich as possible in 
the disposal of simple Ccises, which can be finished at one or two hearings. On 
the other ha»d, it is not fair to ask them to spare from their private concurns 
the time needed to d- al with highly contestoa or complicated cases, in which 
there must be several adjourninents. Experience has shown that it is best foi 
all conceriu d that cases of this kind should be heard by whole-time stipendiary 
Magistrates. The need for a fourth such Magistrate is very great. In 
September last, the work of the Police Court had become so congested that 
a Fourth Magistrate was appointed as a temporary measure. The Govern¬ 
ment of India have been asked to sanction his appointment for a further 
period of six months, pending a final decision on the question of making tho 
appointment a permanent ono. This course h is been recommended by the two 
IIonMde Judges of tho High Court, who recently made an inspection of the 
Police The necessity for taking some bucIj stop for keeping the work 

lip to date h IS aho been indicated in commiinicationH rocolved from the Bengal 
(Jiamber of Oorninerco and from the Pleaders practising in tho Police Couit^. 

“ “^rhe Hon’ble Babu Jogeiidta Nath Mukharji has referred at length 
to^ the system of the administration of justice in the Sonthal Parganas* 
The Hon'ble M* mber is perhaps not aware that the subject is under the 
consideration of Government and that the Comuiirsioner of Bhagalpur will 
shortly submit a full report on the subject. Pending receipt of that report, 
it would bo premature to make any definite pronouncement. I may notice, 
however, that the portion of the Uon’ble Member's argumont which refers to 
the alleged delays in the Courts of the Sub divisional Officers who try Sub- 
Judgt? suits is basel on a misapprehension The Him'ble Member says that 
suits, whicli in Regulation districts take only a few to try, take months 

or years to finish in the Sonthal Parganas. Tho Civil Administration Reports 
for the last three years, however, show that, in the Sonthal Parganas, Sub- 
Judge suits lasted, on an average, for only a little more than five months, 
whereas in the Regulation districts their average duration was more than 
eleven mouths. 

*^The Uon’ble Mr. Bertram asks that more active steps may be taken to 
St cure the deslrucUou of man* eating tigers. To avoia delay in the offer 
of rewards, Commissipners of Divisions were empowered two years ago to 
ofi'er rewards up to a limit of Rs. 500, without reference to Government. I'he 
Deputy Commissioner and Divisional Forest Officer of Singhbhum have aLso 
been empowered, of their own motion, to grant rewards up to Rs. 100. 
Unfortunatelyrthe detraction of a man-eating tiger is not such a simple matter 
as it may seem to the Hon’ble Member. I'hess animals are peculiarly 
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cunning, and they wander over a large tract of country. The Koderma tiger 
was not killed until soma months after tho maximum reward had been I>ro* 
claimed; and, at the present time, another of these brutes is still wandering 
at large, in spite of the numerous efforts which have been made to earn the 
price put upon hie head. 

“ I now turn to the moat important subject of all—-ISducation. The 
Hon’ble llabu Kali Pada Ghosh criticizes the increased expenditure on the 
directing and inspecting staff of tiie Edu'jation Department, and suggests that 
the staff has gained at tiio expense of objects worthier of State support, such as 
the University and Government Scliools. 1 wholly disagree with this view. 
The giants made by Govornment for Educational purposes have increased con¬ 
siderably during the last few 3 ’oar 8 ; and it is obviously necessary, if thesis 
sums are to be well and wisely spent, that there should bo an adequate directing 
and supervising staff. 'I'1 h 3 increase under the head 'Direction,’ referred to by 
tho Hon’blo Member, is duo to the appointment in the j^enr lii02 03 of an 
Assistant Director. Tho work in tho Education Department has, however, 
become so onerous that a further addition to the dirucling staff is urgently 
needed. 1 trust that the time is not far off when a special officer will be 
appointed to supervise Technical and Industrial Schools. The Hon’ble Member 
is mistaken in his figures regarding tho expenditure urider the head * Jnspeo- 
tioii. ’ The expenditure under this head in the undivided Province was 
Ks. 3,58,000, and not lls. 2,57,000. The latter figure represents the expendi¬ 
ture in 1901-02, in respect of tl»e Province as now constituted. subsequent 

increase to Us. 4,78,000 is not due, as the Hon’ble Member seems to think, 
to the appointment of an additional staff, but to the taking over of 
the Sub-1 nspoctors serving under tlio District Boards. It will be seen tliat 
there is a corresponding decrease under the head * Local.’ Fresh appoint¬ 
ments to tho inspecting staff are now being made in accordance with the 
scheme sanctioned by the Hecrotary of State ; and in this direction there will 
be a largo increase of expenditure during the year 1907-08. As already 
stated, tho first step, if any real progress is to be made, is to have an 
adequate and efficient inspecting staff. 

^‘Tho Tlon’ble Member coinplains that all sums paid to Primary Schools 
and Secondary Schools aro lumped together against the head ^ Granta-in-aid.’ 
In future the amounts will be shown separately for each class of schools. 
Another complaint is that Secondary Education is being disregarded in flavour 
of Primary Kclucatioti. There is no foundation for this suggestion. Special 
efforts aro being made to foster the spread of Primary Education, but this 
does not mean that the claims of Secondary Education are overlooked. Steps 
are being taken, whciever possible, to increase the grants to high and 
middle schools. Tho Hon’ble Member is mistaken in thinking that such grants 
are being ‘ unsparingly reduced.’ 

<*The Ilon’ble Babu Jogen lra Oiandra Ghose, dissenting apparently 
from tho views expressed by the Hon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghesh, complains 
that Primary Education has been neglected. It is true that tlie additional 
grant sanctioned for the current year was not fully spent. This, howerer, 
was due to causes which will not recur; and even this year there has bmn 

E rogress. The number of Primary Schools for boys increased during the year 
y I per cent.^ and tho number of pupils attending them by 2 per eenUt 
while in the case ot girls the total number of schools of all Kinds increase 
by 12 per ccni.j and that of pupils hy 10 per cent^ 1 bring these latter figures 
to the notice of the llon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu, with reference to bjg 
remarks on l^'cinalo Education. We aamit the magnitude of tbe task before us, 
out we claim fbut steady progress is being made towards the desired goal. 

1 cannot understand the objections to the training of gams, put forward 
by the llun’ble Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose. Surely this is^one of the 
most necessary reforms with which tho Education Department is concerned; 
mud 1 am glad to see that tho actiem taken in this direction meets with 
fha full approval of tho Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad. The 
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Roa’ble Member also seema to take exception to the proposal to train lemtf 
teaohers. and to argue that Middle Vernacular Schools can be started with male 
teachers. The middle standard, however, takm pupils up to the ag^o of 14, and 
I am not yet convinced that it is possible for girls of this age to study under 
male teachers. 

am glad to learn from the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu and 
the Hon’ble Babu Eadha Charan Pal that the contemplated grant of Free 
Primary Education is a measure that has ^ven general satisfaction. When 
the time comes, the suggestion that any assignment of funds due to Calcutta 
should be made over to the Corporation will receive due consideration. It is 
a^i^sftisfactory to learn from the Hon'bie^ Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad that 
the provision for maJtMs has met with the approval of the Muhammadan 
community. 

*‘The subject of Technical Education has been adverted to by several 
Hon’ble Members, and in particular by the Hon^blo Babu Radha Charan Pal 
and the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu. The question was fully consi* 
dered last year at a Conference presided over by Mr. Oldham^ Director of 
Agriculture. The conclusion arrived at was, that the best plan would be to 
provide further facilities for instruction at the Sibpur Engineering College, 
and steps have already been taken to carry out this recommendation. A 
special Educational Officer has recently been appointed to hold industrial 
cuemistry classes there. 

It is, however, a very difficult matter to provide for all the different 
kinds of technical training at one single educational centre. What is needed 
is a number of separate Technical Institutions in tho places where the 
industries connected with thorn are carried on. It is for this reason that 
the weaving school will be established at Serampore, which may be regarded 
as the head-quarters of the weaving industry. 1 understand that tlie Director 
of Public Instruction intends shortly to address Government with a view 
to further action in the direction of developing Technical Education. The 
first step would possibly be to place some one on special duty to make a 
general study of the industrial position and possibilities, to collect information 
regarding the various industries, and to endeavour to ascertoin the causes of 
their rise or decline, and so pave the way for the establishment of the requisite 
technical schools. 

Several Hon’ble Members have uwed that the grant of Rs. 35,000 for 
Technical Education is far too small. This sum, however, only represents the 
grant to the weaving school at Serampore There are numerous other items 
of expendituro on Technical Education which are entered in tho Budget, such 
as those for the Civil Engineering College at Sibpnr and the Bihar School of 
Engineering at Patna. I may add, with reference to tho Hon’ble Babu Jogendre 
Nath Mukharji’s remarks, that Ra. 63,000 bos already been spent on the acquiai* 
tion of land for the weaving school at Serampore, that buildings have been 
hired, and that the project will be in full swing as soon as the Prineipel atid 
his Assistant arrive from England. It was not considered advisable to epend 
money on the erection of btuldings, until expert advise was available. The 
allotment of Bs. 35,000 in the Budget for the coming year is to meet the 
recurring expenditure. 

** I now turn to the remarke made by the Hon’ble Babu Bbnpendra Nath 
Basu, other than those with wh|oh 1 have already dealt in connection with the 
spe^hes of other Hon’ble Members. The Uon’ble Member has quoted 
statistios to show hpw small a sum is spent on Education in India, as compart 
with European countries# 1 am unable, on the spur of the moment, to follow 
him through all liia figures, or to examine them in all their bearings. It 
is, however, obvious that the expenditure must depend on the income 
available J and it is quite clear that Iha Ghoverninent of India cannot rival 
Switserland in spending more than Bs. 9 per bead of the population on 
Education, when its total revenue from all sources is not much more than Rs. 4* 

1 would add that the expenditure on Education shown in our Budget is only 
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wi>diwH; eltpi&lllditalE^ Provitioiiil Funds. It does not inoindo ih^ expondittil'O 
inmirtbd by District Boards and Municipalities I'ho point of view from 
wMoh Ibis question should be regarded is the proportion of the total reyehue 
Whieh is deTc 3 %ed te Education in India, as compw&d with European ooontHes. 

*Evon then, the comparison is vitiated by the varying educational needs of the 
two .communities, owing to the different stages of industrial devolqpment 
reached by them. 

•* The Metftber,’while thanking Go’Vorfittient fcr the Re*organisation 

Scheme, ooiaiptains that it does not afford adcquato relief. It is admitted that 
the scheme, though it invoivod an additional expenditure of nearly two 
hJths a year, wjs not all that could be wished. It wa^ impossible at tft^ 
time to do more, owing to fitiancial eonsidetatioTis. It cannot be gainsaid, 
however, that the measures alnady taken represent a subatHiitial Step in 
advance. 1 have recently stated, in reply to a question put by the Hon’ble 
Babu Kali Fada Ghosh, that the questioii of the re-organization of tlie Lower 
J^ubordinato Educations! Service will bo considered in connection with tha 
letter of the Govemmont of India regarding Secondary Education. I may 
add that the first favourable o[)portuiJ)ty will bo taken for considering further 
improvements in the Provincial and Subordinate Educational Services, As 
iHgard.sthe relative position of the Indian and Provincial Educational Services, 

I am unable to make any definite pronouncement at present. 1 may say, 
however, that Government b^pos shortly to have an opportunity of consideririg 
the question raised by the lion' ble Monil er, and that, if that oppoi'tunity 
occuTS, his TOioarks will receive caroful and sympathoHc attention. 

‘'‘The Hon’ble Member refers to the small pay given to gurus in Primary 
Schools. 1 am well aware that the pay of these men is not what it should bo. 
It must, however, be remouiberod that tlie great majority of them are not 
Oovernroont or District Bt>ard6’ servants, but that the 3 ’' arc omplojmd in aided 
or unaided schools. Thc-ir remuneration dt pends on circumstances over 
which Government has no control. Aiiotlier re.son why they are paid at 
such low rates is, tliat their educational equipment is extremely modest. Steps 
are now being taken to train gurus^ and there is no doubt that the tiained men 
will secure a higher rale of pay. 

“ The Hcn’ble.Meniber complains of the smallness of the grant of Rs. 46,000 
for the improvement of the IVcsideiicy College. The grant is admittedly 
small, but it is impossible for the Director of Public lns^ruction to submit 
schemes of improvement until the question of removal is settled. On this pointy 
many interests have hud to be considered and numerous persons have been 
consulted. It is hoped, however, that a final decision will soon be arrived at. 

“ The Director of Public Iii.^truotion will be requested to consider the 
flon*ble Member’s remarks regarding tlie Hindu and Hare Schools The 
aecemmodution at the Hindu School is insuflieit nt, but it is toot certam that 
this is the case at the Hare School. want of play-grounds is of course 

felt, but this-is not a mutter whicii adtnit's of solution at the present time, ho 
application has hitherto been put forward'for a hew School in the south ^ 
Calcutta. 1 cknnot agree with the objections taken by the Hon^ble Metnbor'tO 
tbs jtonwwalof t e Sibptir College to a place distant iwom an indui^ial Oentre. 
It is not necessary or aoairablo that a College which imparts advanced technical 
eduealion should be at the head-quHTters of any particular industiy. ^ The 
^primary function of the Bibpur College is to provide Ligher technical trainiag 

Criyil, Mechanical, Electricar and Mining Engineering, and to suppW 
Experts and Teaches for the use of the leading industries of tho country, 
ope centre canine selected which will be equally in touch with all the indas* 
^es ; and, as t have explained above, no one institution will supply all 
Varipw kinds of training for the different industries. For tliis purpose it 
Ss necessary that separate technical institutions shouid be ostabU^ed, lui 
Cipi>ortuu(fy arises, in the districts in wliich large iodustiics prevail,- 

HOto^bfte Member has referred to the delay which has ocedrreff in 
bkitegMg into ^he schtolne^ ifor providing a traininjg college for tcatdiers. 
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IB dtto to ^thd ifftct tHttli Mt» ViBrfoyj wluo wtis bfoug^lrt to incui^ui'i^tO 
this scheme, strongly disapproved of the manner in which it had been drawh 
up. A fresh ficheoie hSA now beem oli^orated by him in eottsultatiotl with 
tM Idrector of Public Imtruotioo, and it is hoped that this will be sanctioifted 
‘without much further delny« JBeanwhile, Mr. Varley will be employed in 
iuspoctin^ Secondary iSchodLs on behalf of the University ; one of hia assistp 
ants will, be employed as Inspector of Schools in the Patna Dirision and 
another to assist the ^ Head Master of the X^atna Collegiate School. The 
remaining one will assist the Mead Master of the Hindu and Hare Schcols^ 
1 am glad to be able to inform the Uou’ble Member that Crovernmeut has 
^lyJjEUled the promise made last year to restore the number and value of the 
senior and junior scholarships to the amounts at which they previously stood. 
I am also happy to bo able to state that Oovernment will provide funds to 
make up the deficit iu the private coutributions towards the Calcutta Woineu’s 
Training College iScliome.” 

The Hon’lde Mu. Ivaias said:—desire to notice some suggestions, to 
adord some information whicJi has been asked foi‘, and to meet some criiicii^iis 
which have fallen from Hou^ble Membt’rs in the course of this debate, 
regarding the Department of y Public Works and the Marine Department 
which i have the honour to represent. 

** Tho Hpn’ble Mr. Bertram has stated in connection with the Hospital. 
Port Dues F^nd that complaints have been made by the Shipping that 
European sailors cannot get accommodation readily at tho Presidency General 
Hosmtal, and ho has suggested that the bahmee at the credit of the Fund 
might bo utilized to build a sennrate block for tfio use of Seamen, which 
should also subsequently be maintained from the Fund. 

*‘No specific complaints in this matter have been preferred to Govxirnineni 
by those directly interested, but ike Ch»Tuber of (Joinmerce at the end of 
November last made a similir general complaint. On a reference to tlie 
Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals., that Oflicor joplied that it was only in 
rare instances that tliere wus a difficulty iu admitting European sailors at 
the Presidency General Hospital when there wore no vacant boas, and that no 
ditfieulty was experienced at the other Hospitals. This was intimated to the 
Chamber iu a letter of the 4th of March, and at the same time the Chamber was 
furnished with a statement of the tiutnber of eeamon treated at the various 
hospitals and of the payments to the hospitals from the Fund on their account; 
whue it does not appear that there is any setious difficulty in meeting the 
present requiretnents m the Shipping, the suggestion that a separate block or 
ward should be built and maintained from the Fund is certainly one deserving 
of the f ugliest consideration which will be given to it. 

“ The Hon’blo Member also says that he understands that the Mayo 
Hospital gats no grant from tho Fund, and .he suggests that the Port Act be 
atQondod, eo that hospitals treating sick lasours may be assisted from tlife 
Fund. The Hon’ble Member appears to be undior some misapprehension, and 
ke hns not perhaps nmde a referesioe to tho Aot. As a matter of fact, the wovd 
'^aeaman ’ *aa used in the Act vs in no way restricted to European seamen, and 
there is nothing in the way of grants bmig given to hospitals £or tho treat- 
menlt of kuBcars. JLn . the year 1905-06, Ra. 3^ were paid to the Mayo Hospital; 
and as in all canes payment is made not as a fixed grant but as an allowanea per 
man rtreateci^ this would indicate that at prSsent not many lasoars make use 
of that liospital. 

** As i^egards the investment of the balance at credit of this Fund, 1 may 
say that this is being aiTanged for, and it is proposed at present to vest 
R». "1,75,000, 

The uate of the duo was reduced last April, and it is intended that in 
future the incomo shall not bo materially greater than the normal outlay. 
'The accounts for the year X806-07 are not yet eoipplcte, but as far as believed 
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they would seem to indicate that some further reduction in the rate of due may 
bo possible. 

« The Hon^ble Mr. Bertram baa alluded to the periodicid withdrawal of me

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Spink asks that Government will take stops to improve 
the Water-ways of Bengal, and he suggesto that a Iwgcr expenditure on 

these might hilp to facilitate trade and to reduce the pnees of raw matenals 

. and food-stufiFs. I think that the Ilou’ble Member has noi perhaps realised 
what a largo trade there is at present on the watCT-ways. I would refer 
him to tho Annual Reports on the trade earned by Kail and River in 
Bengal, compiled by the Director-General of Commercial Intolligonoe. 
In this Report, there is on immense amount of information on the subject of 
transport of goods. In 'I’ables VI and VII, are mven the figwes for the 
varioM articlos imported into and exported from &o ttlcutta tr^e block 
by the various metbOds of carriage. If tlie Hon’ble Member will refer to 
tfiese, he will see what a large shai^ of the total trade is now carri^ 
wetor-wavs by boat and by inland-steamers. As a matter of fact, 1 believe 
that the water-districts have very good commuuicatio^. i do not say that 
tbev are not capable of improvement, and as a matter of fact the question 
of TOch improvement is receiving attention ; hot 1 think there are ve^ few 
places now loft in Bengal, and certainly none in the llAstem Districts, 
where the price of raw materials or of food-stufiU remains at a low level for 
want of communications with a larger market. 

« The Ilon’ble Mr. Bertram urges the importance of the

the consideration of the_ District Board, for the dndnage into the Bhairab of 
certain Iheels in the vicinity of Jessore town, 

**The lion’ble Member suggests that the charm for the establishment of the 
Public Works Department ernplo^ ed on Civil Worlcs, and which in the present 
Budget ho shows to bo equivalent to 14 per cent, on the outlay on works, is 
excessive. Be has not given any reasons for his belief that the establishment 
might be raduccd. However, 1 may say that a rate of 14 per cent, for all 
charges, direction and account as well as executive, is a very low one. We obtain 
from the Government of India a rate of 23 per cent, on outlay on Imperml 
Works, and this is the rate which Las to be provided in all schemes for Productive'^ 
Works. As lately as 1903, the Government of India reviewed this charge and 
adliered to the rate as being generally fair. So far as figures are an indication, 
they indicate that our present establishment is too smiu^l for the work to be 
done aud not too large. _ 

“ The Hon’ble Member also draws attention to the reduction in the tollage 
receipts from the Nadia Olivers. lie has perhaps omitted to read the note in 
the margin in the Financial Statoment, page 23, which explains that the reduction 
in tolls is due to a reduction in the rate of tolls, and to the bad rice-crop in 
certain districts wiiich caused a diversion of traffic. It bad nothing to do with 
the state of the channels. 

The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukbaiji takes exception to the 
orders of tko Government of India, which regulate the purchase in this coontry 
of stores of Kuropean Manufacture. ^ This is of coarse not a matter in which 
the Local Goveriiinont has any Jurisdictiun, but I may perhaps explain, 
for the iiiformaiiun of the Hon’ble Member, what the present condiliuns really 
81 - 0 , as ho appears to bo under some misapprehension. Under the present rules, 
which have been in force since July, 1904, an Executive Engineer can use his 
discretion within a limit of Its, 200 for individual articles. A Superintending 
Engineer can authorize purchase in this country up to a limit of Rs, 1,000, 
aud a l.oual Guverumeut can authorize pu.chase in this country without any 
limit as to amount. Tl»at this discretionary power is made use of, the 
following figures will show. In 1905-06, European stores to the value of 
Rs. 2,53,595 were purchased in this I’rovinoe, and in 1906 07 the pmrebases 
amounted to Rs. 3,02,500 approximately, 

“ It is of course as a rule preferable to get such stores by indent from 
England, because they then cost less and there is a wider market to draw from. 

On the other hand, it is often not convenient to wait, and it is necessary to 
purchase in this countrj'. It is a matter in which discretion is required, and in 
which it is used. It cannot be said that there is anything to complain of in 
the rules as they now stand. 

The Hon’ble Babu Radha Charan Pal has drawn a sad picture of the 
ill-doings of the Port (Jummissiouors with respect to a part or the riverside 
lands. I think that what he describes as apparent ruin is really the tempor¬ 
ary dislocation due to advancing commerce, and 1 hope it will be soon 
remedied. 1 may, however, point out to the Hon’ble Member that not very 
long ago ho was himself a Port Commissioner, and as the state of affairs ne 
has so vividly pictured can hardly have arisen in a day, 1 am sure he is 
willing to receive himself the oeusdre he wishes eouvoyed to those who were 
latelynis fellow Commissioners, for their dofault. , 

The Hou’ble Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad bas asked that something 
should bo done to improve the volume of water in the Bhagirathi River as a 
sonreo of wator-bupply for drinking. So far as my present information goes, 
although there is uot sufficient depth of water in the Bhagirathi for navigation 
during the dry season, there is no lack of water in the river to meet the 
1 equiremeuts ol the people on its banks _ for drinking or for watering cattle. 

If, however, it is the case that the supply is really deficient in tins respect, it 
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onld not bo a very expmsive maltet to increase it as we have done in the 

S resent seaspn for tue Hairab-Jellinghee, by dredging at the intake from the 
-anges. 

“The Hon’ble Mr. Spink has asked for somp information with respect to 
the addition which is being made to the buildings of the High Court. The 
present addition provides a waiting-room for the Jury; it also provides separate 
waiting-rooms for ladies and gentlemen, both Indian and European; but it 
has not been found practicable within the space available to provide refresh¬ 
ment-rooms. 

.mur-.— “ Now, Sir, I desire with your permission to say something on a subject 

which is rather of tho nature of a perennial than an annual in this Council— 
1 mean the connection between obstructed or defective Drainage and Malarial 
Fever. It is a large and complex question, and I wish it to be understood 
that in the remarks 1 am about to make, I am expressing my personal views 
and that these are not necessarily the views of Government. I nave, however, 
been recently engaged as a Member of a Committee on an inquiry into the 
matter in the districts of the Fresidenoy Division, and it may be of some 
interest if 1 state very briefly the oondusicHis that we have arrived at. 

“ This is not the place, nor have I the knowledge required, for a disserta¬ 
tion on the cause of Malaria. 1 speak subject to correction, but, as 1 understand, 
Medical Sciance is at present unablo to say anything definite about the 
original source of the germs which cause the sicKuess. What is known is, 
that the germs are communicated from man to man through the agency of a 
certain variety of mosquito. The mosquito for its development requires 
moisture in some form, either in the form of water or in damp soil and 
undergrowth. It would scorn then clear that drainage, so far as it will deprive 
mosquitos of their breeding-grounds, must bo bencficiul. 

“It is, howover, of great importance to know what we really moan 
when we talk of drainage and of obsiructeddrainage. 1 think from 
what llon’ble Members have said to-day and from what has been said 
un foimer occasions in this room, that there is a somewhat general impres¬ 
sion that it is desirable to restore to their former state, as flowing eflluenta of 
the Gauges, those channels which have by the operation of natural oauaee 
ceased to distribute its waters to the part of the delta in which they are situated. 
There appears also still to bo an impression, which is perhaps less general, 
that the banks of roads and railways have caused and arc causing some general 
obstruction to the drainage. 

“ As regards the former of those ideas, it is I daresay the case that if the 
oper-itions of nature could be altered it would do good to one part, though in all 
probability at the expense of another. However, for practical^ purposes it must, 
1 think, be accepted that it is not possible to fight with nature in this matter, and 
that what is necessary is to try to improve the existing conditions. I would also 
just point out that drainage means drawing water ^ oS land and not bringing 
water on to land, which is what it is desired to do in restoring the dead rivers. 
Then as regards the Roads and Railways. There may of course be places 
where small areas are affected by the want of sufficient water-way and which can 
be remedied if brought to notice ; but there'does not appear to be anything 
to show tlmt ffiere is any serious obstruction from this cause. 

The serious dbstructions app^ix to be* due to two chief causes,— Jirst, 
the pits and holes in and about the sites of villages; and, second, the 
cultivation of the winter rice. The former provides the best of breading 
grounds for mosquitos; while the- latter, whicn requires tho holding up of 
the water close to the villages up to tho middle of November, supplies 
more mosquitos and aids in keeping the village damp. Another factor which 
in tho eyes of the Medical Officers is a very large factor is, the danse 
undergrowth which thei'e is in so many villages. 1 am very glad to see that 
the Hon’blo Nawab Rahadur of Murshidabad has spoken so dourly about 
his matter, because it seems to be of tire greatest importance. 
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^ ** There is a large extent of swamp>land in the bheeh, which undoubtedly is 

prejudicial bot.h to cullivaiion and to health ; but as regards the latter, it does not 
appear to be of such greot importance as the obstructions in and immediately 
ar<iund the village sites. We are beginning to know something about the condi¬ 
tions under wbich the fever is most prevalent ; but there is probably still much 
to learn. One thing that strikes me as interesting is this. In Orissa, which is a 
country mowing almost nothing but rico, there is comparatively little malarial 
fever. The recorded ratio of mortality from fever in the Orissa Division, as a 
whole, is much less than in any other part of the Province. I think it is well 
deserving of inquiry whether there are reasons to be found which can explain 
the difference. 

“ Now although the lands in the delta of the Ganges am necessarily low, 
there is still no physical difficulty in draining them, that is in drawing off the 
water from them. I suppose there is no part much worse than that on which 
the town of Calcutta stands, and one has only to look at the Maidan to see what 
can be done. 

On the other hand, as this would imply the abandonment of the culti¬ 
vation of winter lice near all village sites, it may be said that this is quite 
impracticable. I said last year that judging from the experience in Italy on 
this question, I thought it would be found impracticable in India to restrict 
the irrigation of rice near inhabited places, and it might be still more 
difficult to restrict the cultivation when only the natural rain-'^ater is used. 

** At the same time this is a question that must be thought out by the 
zamindars and cultivators themselves, and they must consider the question with 
their eyes open to the fact that, at all events in some situations, rice culti¬ 
vation close to the villages means Malaria. 

“ What is certainly practicable is, to drain swamps as has been done in the 
Hooghly and Howrah districts, which improves cnltivation and at all events 
gets the land dry by January. I am afraid. Sir, that my friend, the Uon’ble 
Baja Peary Mohan Mukharji, will toll you that draiusge-works of this class are 
expensive luxuries to the zamindar, whatever they may be to the cultivator. 
There are, however, many places in which the works would be much less ex]>en- 
sive than those dreinirig to tlie Hooghly, where the great rise and fall of tide 
necessitate expensive sluices. Hero, again, we want the fully-consideTed 
opinion of the landholders and representatives of cultivators, whether such 
measures can be left to the parties directly interested to take action under 
the Drainage Act or the Sanixai-y Drainage Act, or whether Government should 
exercise the powers it possesses to compel action under the Embankment Act. 

As regards the improvement of the village-sites, I hardly know what to 
nay. The Hon'ble the Nuwab Baliadur of Murshidabad would apparently 
invoke the direct action of Government. Ho says; ‘Government must step 
in to do for us what wo cannot do ourselves.’ But think what it would, mean 
to have a Government Department interfering directly with the surro^dings 
of the homes of the whole rural population. Surely, this is a matter in which 
the cure must commence from within. We cannot make people moral by law 
or edict, and 1 doubt if we can make them healthy by compulsion. 

“ We hear. Sir, much at the present time of the veiy laudable desire of 
Indian gentlemen to take a larger share in administering the affairs of their 
country. 1 can imagine no better way of taking such a share than for the 
landholders and representativcis of the, peasant^ to co-operate with Govern¬ 
ment in this matter. What we require is their aid in suggesting what can 
be done, and not mere demands to do something which is impossible. Is it 
possible to restrict cultivation of winter rice? Can we compel villagers to clear 
undergrowth through the agency of District Boards or Union Committees ? 
These, Sir, are questions which I tliink it is for Government to ask, and for 
* • Hon’ble Members and their friends to answer. 

“ The Hon’ble Babu .Jogendra Chandra Ghose advocates spending crorss 
of rupees and doing great deeds with borrowed money* When dealing with 
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the report of the Irrigetion Oommiwion ‘Which had recommended that Loan ^ 
Fonda ahoold be applied .to the oonstrootion of protective, that ia of unremunera* 
tive, works of Irrigation, the Q-overnment of India who did not accept the 
recommendation said : * We do not affirm that there are no circumstances in 
which it trould be justifiable to spend Loan Funds on non-productive purposes. 
That course maj^ occasionally be unavoidable as in the case of a great work 
or of urgent military preparations.* 

** I can understand the Hon’ble Member arguing that a war against Malaria 
is a better cause than a war against another State, and the ari;ument might 
... possibly be held sound if it could be shown that we know exactly what we 
'want to do and what the effect will be. But we are very far from this. Wo 
are at present only in the stage of rather fruitless theoretical discussion, t 
think it is time that we entered on the stage of experiment which is the only way 
of testing theory. 

I quite sympathize with the Hon’ble Member in his desire that something 
should be done, and 1 hope that it may be found possible to set aside each year, 
from Provincial Revenues, a certain sum for expenditure on experimental 
measures of Rural Sanitation, ^ 

“ I must apologize to you, Sir, and to the Members of the Council for the 
length of remarks.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Carlyle said:—“ Your Honour,^ I do not propose to 
inflict on the Council a long speech. 1 will touch mainly on a few points re¬ 
lating to the Departments specially under my charge, but 1 will also briefly 
refer to a few remarks of the previous speakers dating the debate. 

** As regards the Agp'icultural Department, I have laid on the table a Note 
by Mr. Oldham, sho'wing the main items of progress during 1906-07. 

** The first thing that has to be done before the Agricultural Department can 
really do all that an Agricultural Department should do is, to get its Experts. 
We must, at starting, be dependent on Experts from Home, but 1 hope this will 
not last long. We have pressed on the Government of India the importano e of 
gi'ving such terms to men who entered the Department, as to enable us to enlist 
men of the same class as those who now enter the Provincial and Subordinate 
Executive Service and the Subordinate Judicial Service. Till we have a suffi¬ 
cient number of Exports, progress must necessarily be comparatively slow ; and 
we cannot turn out our Experts in sufficient numbers until our Agricultural 
College has been started for some years. 

*‘Land has been purchased for the Provincial Agricultural College, which is to 
be established near Bhag^lprir. I hope the building will be ready next year. ' 

**Over 200 acres of land have been acquired for an Agricultural Experimental 
Station near Bankipur, and the necessary establishment has been appointed. 

A tassar-silk farm has been opened at Cboibassa. At the Cuttack and Burdwan 
stations, practical demonstrations have been given, showing that paddy aud jute 
can be c^wn in the same ^rear and on the same land in rotation with much 
profit. - This is a matter to which, I think, you -will agree with me in attaching 
very great importance. Important results have been obtained as regards sugar¬ 
cane and cotton in 'various districts. Another very iiuport.HUt step in advanrx) 
that has been made during the year is, the issue of leaflets in the vernacular, 
descviMiig the reeults of work done at Agricultural Stations, and indicating 
important methods of cultivation of certain of the most, important crops. Im¬ 
portant proposals are undw consideration which would enable us to supply a 
mneh larger quantity of good seed to the silk-rearers than is at present the 
case. These proposal were framed aftera careful inquiry into the subject by 
a Committee, over which the Director of Agr iculture presided and of which the 
Vabmaja of Oossimbasar was a Member. We are awaiting a reply from the 
Ooverument of Eastern Bengal and Assam os to the amount they are prepared to 
oontributei es the adheme, if fully oarried out, will benefit both PVovmces. 
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“ The Hau*Me lUembeka tviU^ 1 thiiJci ag^ree with me that A&. Oldham’a Note 
ehows that 4 very satisfactory start has ^en made by the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment in its &nBt year under a separate Chief. 

The expenditure durit^ the year was Rs. 4,09,000. It is hoped to spettd 
orer 6 lakhs more this year, namely, lis. 6,15,000, 

‘‘With reference to the Hon’ble Mr. Bertram's remarks regarding Agriculture 
I hox*e my remarks on general questions have already made clear that there are 
limits to what it is possible to do at present. We mast have our competent 
men to place in charge of Model Farms, and 1 believe that Mr. Oldham has 
done all he can to utilise the staff now at his disposal. To appoint incompetent 
men, would be worse than useless. It would lead merolv to results which would 
be untrustworthy, and which, if pressed on the Agricultural population. Would 
discredit the Department. 

“1 entirely agree with the Hon’ble Member as to the necessity of improving 
the local type of Cattle. This is a matter which is being specially attended to 
at the Sibpur Farm, which is maintained by the Uamwa iCs:ate under tiie 
advice of the Agricultural Department. 

*<With regard to Forests, 1 am glad to see the Hon’ble Mr. Bertram’s remark 
that the matter is one in which the non-official circles take interest. With 
reference to the suggestion that a mure vigorous policy might ^bc adopted, 1 
would inform the Hon’ble Member that the matter has had the constant atten¬ 
tion of Government and of the Conservator of Forests. I believe the Censer- 
ratoT of Forests is spending every rupee that it is possible for him to spend to 
advantage with his present staff. I hope the staff will soon be strengthened. 

** With reference to the Hon’ble Mr. Bertram’s remarks regarding the 
inquiry into the possibilities of developing the t*ish Industry in Bengal, this 
Government is fully aware of its importance.. It is hoped that the Secre¬ 
tary of State will agree to the Hou’ble Mr. Gupta bmng deputed to the 
United States and Canada to investigate soitte of the measures adopted in those 
countries, and that on his return an JSxpert from Home will be associated with 
him in his labours. 

** As regards General Administration, I would notice the critiotsm of the 
Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghoso on the expenditure of large sums for 
the Sundarbuns reclamation. He objects to it on the ground that it violates 
the principle hitherto followed that, Government should not compete with 
private capitalists in such work to the detriment of the latter. The question, 
of Government undertaking the reclamations in the Snndarbans, was forced 
on us by the very unsatisfactory relations between the lease-holders and the 
Vaiyats in many of the cases where reclamation leases have been given, 
and it seems very desirable to try the experiment of Government dealing 
direct with the raiyats. In connection with this main object, when reclama¬ 
tions commenced in Froserganj, it was found it might at no very great cost 
also be made a Sanitarium for residents of Calcutta, especially dutmg the hot 
weather and after the rains. 

“ The Hon’blo Member lias criticised at some length the Government 
policy in connection with the prevention of Malaria, This is not a matter 
dealt with by any of the departments under my charge, but, as an old 
District Officer, 1 would ask the Members of Goonoil to bear in mind tbe 
oxtraerdinary difficulty of dealing with the matter, not merely on 
of the expenditure involved but also on acoount of the great difficulty in 
carrying with us ths masses of the population ^and it is necessary to qbxtv 
with us the uiasses if any real improvement is to be effected) where nny 
questions of sanitary reform are concerned. X believe there are many parts 
of the country^ where to suggest^ that jungle should be cut down rounothe 
villagers’ houses would cause a rising of the population. 'I'he jangle 
beim planted to secure privacy^ and no amount of arguing on onr part aa to its 
iusauitery smture would, in the smallest degree, r^oncile the of tba

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“Before leaving tbe sabjeot of Police, 1 would notice a rather sidgalar 
suggestion by the Hon’ble Baba Jogendra Nath Mukfaarji, regarding the redac, 
tion'of Military Police. 1 think that instead of haring too large an Armed Force 
it is perhaps too small. The Armed Reserves in each district are nut in any sense 
of the word a Military Force. They merely consist of a fow armed men, con* 
tantly shifting in ^ers>>vnelf taken temporarily from the general Police Force of 
the district. Their numbers vary liom 20 to 50 in a district, e.g , a district like 
Midnapore with a population of over two million and-a*half has only an Armed 
Force of 50 men to prevent disturbances. Law-abiding as the population no 
doubt is on the whole, there are times when serious trouble is possible, and it 
miuR be remembered that these small armed bodies are only reinforced, so far as 
the Police are concerned,^ by three companies with more or less Military 
training. Should at any time serious trouble arise, we would have to fall back 
upon our troops, and 1 think the Hon’ble Member will recognize that it is most 
undesirable that troops should be, except on the most pressing emergency, called 
out to deal with internal troubles. 

“ With reference to the Hon’ble Mr. Bertram’s criticism of the item of 
Rs. 25,000 for House allowances to Officers of the Criminal Invo.stigation Depart¬ 
ment, I would point out that the allowances are given to all the Subordinate 
Officers attached to the Criminal Investigation Department. It is a Department 
which is steadily increasing in importance, and it is most necessary that we 
should get for it the very best officers available, and we can only do so by 
compensating tliem handsomely fur the extra expense involved by their appiont* 
ment to the Department and also for the more important nature of the work. 

“ Co-operative Credit Soeietiee, —Mr. Gourlay, the Registrar of Co-oporative 
Credit Societies, has supplied me with a Note on the subjeot, from which it 
appears that progress daring the year has been very satisfactory. Tiie number 
of registered Societies has increased during the year from 57 to 151, while 
the unregistered Societies have decreased from 34 to 25. I’his is exclusive 
of grain banks, of which there are about 20, not including the large grain 
business which is being carried on in the Soiithal Parganas. A capital of 
25,000 maunds is being dealt with in that district on co-operative lines. 

“ Mr. Gourlay has during the winter visited over a hundred villages in 
which Societies exist, and has gone into details regarding some 4,000 loans. 
He is of opinion that the movement has made great progress, and he 
believes the number of members in the old Societies will greatly increase 
when more capital is available. _ He is of opinion, however, and i entirely 
ag^ree with him, that it is not desirable that the nnmliers should increase too 
fast. He remarks that it is better that the few should thoroughly learn tlieir 
lesson rather than that many should bo given a little assistance. 

A matter of very great importance is the formation of a Co-oporative 
Central Bank, of which the village banks should be share-holders. Mr. Gourlay 
holds, and here a^in 1 entirely agree with him, that outside capital should 
rather be raised with certain Government concessions than that it should be 
supplied by the State. The ultimate object is to make the Co-operativK Credit 
Societies entirely independent of the State. 1 believe it would lie a great 
mistake to introduce in Bengal anything like the system of the Egyptian Land 
Banks. 1 refer to this, as it has been mentioned in the speech of the Uon’ble 
Mr. Bertram. Merely to fadliflate borrowing would have no (lermanently 
beneficial results on the raiyats. The only e^ot would be to encourage them 
to borrow large sums of money at lower rates of interest than is now the 
but their indebtedness would remain the same. What is wanted is to provide 
the check of fellow-villagers on the improvident borrower. Men who kl^w 
thoroughly the resources^ of every follow-villager will not allow excessive 
borrowings by any member of the community who belongs to the bapk in 
whieb they are concerned. A Oentml Bank, however, is necessary in orider to 
provide capital at the time when it is needed, and to take it liaok at those 
Beesons when business is slack. 
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“I think, in cooolusum, no greater mistake could be made than to try to 
force the pace too muOh. Jt is essential that the banks should be built up <m 
a solid basis. If this is done, 1 have no doubt that in 10 or 15 years 
CoeperatiTe Societies will have afforded inculoulable benefits to the. rural 
population of this Prorinoe.. 

** PrM8t^-«^H>».~*-InconBeotitu[i with the Registration Department, the Hon’ble 
Babu Kali Pada Ghosh has spoken of an increase of 2 lakhs in Registration Fees. 
About two-thirds of this increase appears to be due to the normal growth of 
revenue. One-third is probably attributable to the abnormal increase in sales 
and mortgages of property of small value and in obligations for payment of 
mone^ due to a bad year. The total increase, therefore, duo to an unusally bad 

r ear IS only about Rs. 66,000. The increase is regrettable, but is not so serious 
tbiuk, as the Hou’ble Member imagines. ’ 

Appointment Dtpariment—jkategax^ the Appointment Department, effect 
hag been given to tho scheme for increasing the cadre of the Provincial and 
Subordinate Executive Service. This is a reform which has been pressed on 
the Government of India for several years, and it is very satisfactory that 
it has been possible 'to^ give effect to it during the year. The immediate 
effect on the administration will not be apparent, as it will take two or three 
years before the newlv-appmntbd officers are fully qualified for their work. 
As they become available, the present strain on the adminutration will be 
sensibly r^uced. 

“ I m^ perhaps refer to the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu’s attack on 
the unsatisfectory nature of the answers given in Council. Tho Hon’ble Member 
reminds me of the benevolent Roman who shouted with the crowd: ‘ The 
Christians to the lions not because he himself desired to sec any one eaten alive 
but^ to please the jiopulace. So too the Hi>n’ble Member would like to see a 
certain section of the Indian Press gratified by the daily sacrifice of a District 
Officer. The temper of that section of the Press which he would gratify 
revealed itself lately in its ready acceptance cf a palpably forged letter, 
noturitbstanding the District Officer’s denial. 

_ “ I may note do not accept the Hon’ble Member's version of the Soltan- 
gan^ incidents derived no doubt from one of the papers belonging to that 
section.” 


* BRIEF NOTE, DATED THE APRIL, 1907, OF THE MAIN 
ITEMS OF PROGRESS IN THE AGRICULTURAL DEPART- 
MBNT, BENGAL, DURING 1906-07. 

* 1. AdmtntVfrafton.—The separate appointment of Director of Agriculture 
was^ created with effect from the 8rd of April, 1906, aud the Department of 
Agriculture finally established as a distinct Department of Government. 

* 2, Mr. H. H. Corbin, b so., joined the Department towards the close of 
the year. This Officer, after undergoing the necessary training, will, it is 
proposed, undertake tho duties of Principal of the Provincial Agricultural 

‘3. Experiment and Inquiry.—Fmat special Jute Farms were established 
during the year under the direct supervision of the Deputy Director of Agri- 
cnlture for tho production of speoially-seleoted seed. Three hundred maunds 
of jute-se^ were selected from toese farms, and the demand for the seed was 
Bp great that xt was all distributed by February, 1907. 

‘4. Some 340 aores of land were acquired at Sabaur, in the Bhagalpur 
iwtnot, for TOO construction of the Provincial Agricultural College and con¬ 
nected buildings, and for an Agrieultural .Experiment Station in connection 
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herewith. Oottsiderable pro;>resa was made during the jear in ajing out the 
tand for the faraiy in fencing, oonatmction of cattle^edoi clearing of trees 
and f>1ou)|hing-of the land and growing fodder crops lor the farm stock, 
and providing implements and machinery. The construction of the Superin¬ 
tendent’s quarters was started by the Public Works Department. 

* 5. More than 200 acres of land were acquired for an Agricultural 
Experiment Station near Baukipore. The necessary establishment was 
appointed. The -whole area ploughed up durii^ the year and a considerable 
portion put under crops. Much progress has been made at this station in the 
oonstruotion of roads, erection of fencing, construction of cattle-sheds, manure 
pits, special canal distributary, etc. The farm has been fully stocked with 
cattle and implements. The construction of the Superintendent’s quarters 
-was started by the Public Works Department. 

* 6. In all, 156 bullocks were purchased at different fairs during the year 
for working the Departmental farms, 

* 7. A ra««ar-8ilk farm -was opened at Chaibassa, an area of more than 
50 acres being acquired for the purpose. Cattle -were purchased and the 
necessaiy farm buildings and Superintendent’s quarters weie almost conmleted 
during the year. Tiie land is being planted with Atan soedtinn for the 
rearing of the tataar moths. Meanwhile, the land was ploughed and utilised 
for the growth of suitable crops. 

* 8. Special measures were taken at two centres in the Singhbbum district 
and in the Sonthal Parganas for disseminating a kno wledge among the cotton- 
growers of the value of the cotton known as buri kapaa. These measures 
have been so successful that the lint Las found a ready sale, and more than 50 
maunds of seed have been obtained for the Departmental Seed Store, and the 
cultivators were even loath to part with the seed. 

* 9. At the Cuttadc and Burdwan stations, practical demonstrations were 
given that paddy and jute can be ^own in the same year on the same land 
in rotation, with much profit. This is a matter of the utmost importance to the 
Bengal cultivator. Important collections were drawn as a result of the 
experiments on paddy at the Burdwan stations, and instructions issued in regard 
to the varieties, method of cultivation and manuring to be adopted in that 
district. Important experiments were carried out in connection with jute at 
the Burdwan station. All theje results have been published in special leaflets 
which have been widely distributed both in English and in the Vernaculars. 

‘ 10. Similar action was taken in connection with jute at the Cuttack 
station, and an impetus given to the cultivation of jute in Orissa. 

* 11. At the Cuttack station, it-was demonstrated that ground-nut could be 
profitably and suitably grown on a poor sandy loam, and seed was distributed 
to many districts. 

-12. At the Dumraon station, it was demonstrated that the khari variety 
of sugarcane can be most successfully grown, and that this variety resisted the 
attacks of pigs, jackals and white-ants much more than the local varieties. 

* 13. At Jagdispur, in the Shahabad district, an important experiment was 
^ conducted through Air. E. Mylne with a flood-resisting variety of sug^cane, 

known as the ikri variety, obtained from the Faridpur diatriot. The import¬ 
ance of this work lies in the fact tha^ large areas in the canal-irrigated tracts 
of Shahabad are liable to water-logging, and the local variety of cane, known 
as numgof will not stand such water-logging. 

* 14. At the Cuttack farm, demonstraiion was given of the working of it 
good sugarcatie pros;), and some dozen presses were lent out in neighbouring 
villages for actual use. 

* 15. At this station, a number of apprentices were housed on the fasm 
and given practical instruction in our farm methods. 
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* 16. At thin station also, an impetua waa given to the caltivation of 
p<itatoe In the Oriasa diatricsa bj praotioal dernonatration of the caltivation of 
approved varietiea on the farm and the distribution of tubem therefrom. There 
was evidence during the yen of the result of this work, and that the cultivation 
of this valuable crop is being taken up in the Orissa districts. 

< 174 Measures were taken to dissenainate a knowledge of the value of 
mangtdds, field carrots and oattle parsups as oattlo-food, by having the 
crops grown in different parts of the P^vinoe through selected correspondents. 

*18. 4yruiultvraljBi/tteatiott.—-The plans for the Piovincial dgricultural 
College, hostel, residences, workshop, quarters, etc., were prepared during the 
year and the manufacture of bricks started. 

* 19. A f^llabuB for the teaching of Agriculture in the higher classes at 
certain selected zilla and collegiate schools was drawn up, and a scheme 
prepared in consultation with the Director of Public Instruction for the 
preparation by competent authorities of a suitable text-tx>pk for such teaching. 

* 20. Two more selected students who had pasi^ed through the Sibpur 
Agricultural Classes were deputed to the Cornell Coll^o of Agiiculture in 
America for two year’s farther twining. 

' 21. J)utiri6itiion of Literaiwe and Infwmaiv n .—A great advance was made 
during the ye^r in connection with the preparation of leaflets describing the 
results of the work done at the several Agricultural Stations and indicating 
approved methods of culuvstion of certain of the most important crops. The 
distribution of information in this way was placed on a systematic footing 
duiing the year. Some ten leaflets were prepared and published daring the 
year and dutributed. Vernacular translations were made, where required, and 
distributed. 

*22. Svpply of Seedty Manurea and Imrlemmh .—The work in connection 
with the above at the Departmental Seed Store increased to such an extei>t 
during the year that the accommodation in the large godown in Pollock Street 
hired for the purpose, was found to be searcely sufRcient and it is possible 
that farther accommodation will be required. 

* 23. ^ Ten tons of Kussian flax seed were received by the Department 
from Kussla under the orders of the Government of India, and the greater 
portion of it distribnted to all parts of India for experimental cultivation. 

* 24. Agricultural District Agricultural Aa^ociations were 

established in nearly every district and Divisional Agricultural Associations 
in all Divisions, except Bhagalpur. Pecuniary aid ‘was afforded to these 
Associations to start them in their work. 

* 25. The Divisional Agricultural Associations were provided with a umall 
collection of standard>books ou Agricultural subjects to form tlie nucleus of an* 
^rioultural Library. Copies of all the reports, leaflets and printed papers 
issued by the Department were distributed to all the Associations, both divi> 
flional and district. Instructions were drawn np for the guidance of *h t mc 
Associations and a list of items of demonstration work recommended by the 
Department was drawn up and d stributed to them. 

* The kinds of seeds to be stocked in the Departmental Seed Store was 

decided by a Sub committee of the Provinoial Agricultural Association, and a 
list thereof printed with the earliest date of sowing, latest date for receipt of 
indent, see^rate p» acre, etc., and a form of mdent and a form for reportinc 
the results oi experiment mroulated. " 

‘27. The formation of the Provincial Agricultural Association Libraiy 
was pnslmd on aurmff the year* The books arranged and a provisional 
catalogue prepared. 
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* 28. Divisional Agricultural Inspectors were appointed for the Patna, 
Orissa, Burdwan and Presidency Divisions during the year« A Su|^riiumerary 
Inspector was also entertained to fill vacancies caused by illness or leave. 

* 2J1. Agricultural Exhibitions and Shows. —Mr. N. O. Mukherji was placed 
on special duty for some four months in connection with the Calcutta Indus¬ 
trial and Agricultural Exhibition, and a very fine collection of Agricultural 
exhibits was made by him and exhibited in a special shed, the whole cost 
being borne by Government. A model cattle byre was also exhibited by the 
Department. A complete catalogue of the exhibits was printed. All the. best 
specimens have been carefully packed away, to form the foundation of a 
collection for the museum at the Provincial Agricultural College. 

‘ 30. Local Exhibilions and SIiows were much encouraged by the Dej^art- 
mentj and suitable fiaanciul assistance given to them. 

‘31. A special staff of two Travelling Overseers was entertained to attend 
such shows and demonstrate the uses of approved implements, seeds and 
manures. Those two men were specially trained for their duties. A list of all 
fairs was prepared in correspondence with the local officers and circulated to all 
District Officers, so that they might arrange that no two Exhibitions will be held 
on the same date, if possible, and all the fairs in the Province were divided 
between the two Travelling Overseers. 

‘ 32. A special grant was made to the Bihar Indigo Plantefs’ Association 
to enable them to obtain the services of a Flax Expert from Europe, to teach 
them the best methods of treating the fibre and placing it upon the market. 
The Expert joined during the year. 

‘ 33. Sericulture .—A Commission was held under the presidency of the 
Director of Agriculture to inquire into the causes of the decline of the silk 
industry in the Province. The Committee submitted a report to Government, 
recommending certain measures for improving the condition of the industry. 
These recommendations are now under the consideration of this Government 
and of the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam. 

‘ 34. A Manual of Arboriculture was drawn up by the Director for the 
guidance of officers dealing with tree-planting operations, which is now in 
the Press. 

‘ 35. A handy list of the Chief Economic Plants grown in the Province, 
with their English, Botanical and Vernacular names, was drawn up by the 
Director for the use of Revenue-officers and Members of the various District and 
Divisional Agricultural Associations/ 

The Hon’ble Mr. K. G. Gupta said:—“Your Honour, I propose to make a 
few observations with reference to the remarks made by some fion’ble Members 
regarding the administration of those branches of Revenue with which I am 
directly concerned^ 

Income-tax.-^K b regards Income-tax, the Hon’bte Babu Jogendra Nath 
Mukharji repeats his complaint about the conduct of the assessing agency. He 
adduces no new facts or arguments, but simply states his belief that some 
portion at least of the increase of Revenue must be due to the undue seal of 
the subordinates. He is sceptical about ‘ normal expansion,’but is it not a 
fact that in the absence of any great and widespread calamity such as famine, 
war or pestilence, there is in every civilized country such a thing as normal 
growth of population and normal increase in its commercial,.industrial and 
agricultural resources ? And as revenue represents the tax on the aggregate 
productiveness of a country, it stands to reason that an increase of one must be 
accompanied by an increase of the other. 

Since the raising of the taxable minimum, the number of persons who are 
dealt with by the assessors is now less than 30,000, and the work of assessment

is so olosel^r supervised that there ia little reason for the display of any undue 
zeal in the interest of revenue. Those who are en^/aged in the actual work of ^ 
Adtuinistration are aware what difiiculties aie thrown in the way of the ^ 
staff by vaiious subterfuges assessing that are often had recourse to, to conceal 
the real income, and that many of the present complaints would disappear, if 
the assessces on their part always met the lievenue-officers frankly and 
honestly. 

Exeke .—Coming to Excise, 1 fully endorse every word that has fallen 
from the lips of the Hoii’ble Nawab Bahadur of Muraliidabad and concur 
with him in thinking that an expansion of the revenue, which is the direct 
result of increased consumption, is much to be deprecated. Heforo proceeding 
further, I wish to assure my hon’blo C^dleague that the openiug of spirit 
depots need not cause any alarm, as they are a necessary part of the Contract 
Distillery System and that they will only supply liquor to the retail shops. 

Kucho Revenue, os Hon’ble Menfbers are aware, is made up of various 
items, but tlie three principle sources are Country Spirits, Hemp Drugs and 
Opium, the three together yielding about 85 per cent, of the total revenue, 
the share of the first being nearly ^0 Figures of consumption are 

known in regard to hemp drugs and opiiftn and in regard to country spirit 
in distillery areas, and during the 9 months of the year just closed, for 
which I have seen the figures^ although the receipts show a heavy increase, 
tin re is a fulling off in the consumption of both,garya and country spirits, 
opium alone exhibiting some increase. In pursuance of the policy of 
fin (king Cl»ftsumptiori by raising the lax, the du^y on opium has this year 
been enhanced in the Orissa Dirision, in which the drug is very largely 
consumed. 

‘‘Complaints against Excise Administration are generally confined to 
spirit, mt only because its consumption is more general but also 
becaut-e the evil effects of indulgence in it are more conspicuous. 

I do not think tliat those who advocate the closure of all liquor shops intend 
that they should be taken seriously or that they realize wluit the consequences 
of such a measure would be. It is well known that in countries where such 
ail attempt has been made and under conditions more favourable than could bo 
expected here, it has ended in sad failure. The craving for stimulants is 
univfisal and is as old as the human race, and so long as this craving exists, 
it is futile to attempt any measures of absolute repression. If unduly 
checked in one direction it will find vent in others, and the sudden and 
widespread growth of the cocaine habit and increased consumption of 
morphia pills ought to furnish a sufficient warning. 

‘‘As regards the object aimed at, viz.j the promotion of temperance and 
sobriety, thcie is no difference of opinhn. Everyone is ogrecd that all 
intoxicants are poisons of various (degrees of potency and that their habitual 
use is seldom Ixmoficial and is often most harmful. But since it is not 
possible to stop consumption, the wisest course is to cheek it by raising the 
cost and by regulating sale, and this, in short, is tlie principle upon which ^the 
Excise Revenue is raised. There have been errors and omissions, but tHose 
who have carefully studied the Excise policy of Govemruent will admit that 
it has not been influenced primarily or chiefly by revenue eonsiderations. 

“In Bengal, I frankly concede that the great blot in our Excise ^ 
Administration is, that outstills still prevail in a considerable part of the 
Provinco, But this is the unfortunate ouV^ome of the endoavours made to 
carry out the recommendations of the Bengal Excise Commission of 
having for their object the establishment of a system of regulated outstills. 

It was^ however, soon evident tliat the task undertaken was an impossible 
one and the attenipt had to be given up, but it put us back for several 
years. Even sometime before the appointment of the recent Excise Commit* 
tee, the gradual abolition of outstim was decided upon, and now that that 
Committee have definitely condemned the system, the process of abolition will 
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be greetly accelerated, and it i* hoped that in a few yeare* tiae they will 
practically disappear. 

'' « The Hon’ble Baba Kali Pada Qhosh has sTOken strongly on the evils 

of drink in Chota Nagpur. The subject has received much attention, and he 
will be glad to know that outstills have been abolished in Manbhum from 
this yearfand that the question of extending tlie Contract DistUlery System 
to other parts of the Division is under comaJeratiou. It is unnecessary, there¬ 
fore. to take up his criticisms in detail; for it is hoped that with the disap- 
peairaoe of outetills and better regulation of sites and number of shoM, 
i^h of the present complaints will lose their force. The opening up of tne 
country by railways, the exploiting of its mineral resources, the starting of 
new industries and the extension of collieries have all tended to bring in a 
sadden influx of wealth, which has had its inevitable effect upon an ignorant and 
simple people naturally and greatly addicted to drink. * 

“ The Excise Committee have completed their labours, and their reoom- 
moAdations have on the whole met with general approval. It is oonfidendy 
anticipated that when under the orders of the Supreme Government effect is 
aivon to them, the Administration of Excise will show further improvement. 
But after all, when all is said and done, the craving for intoxicants, like any 
other evil propensity, cannot be eradicated bat only kept under check, and 
that to a limited extent, by any measures of Government. The real reform 
must come from within, from the people themst'lves, by the spread of educa¬ 
tion, by the growth of a healthier public opinion and by tlie effo^ of volun¬ 
tary associations * 

“ 1 have not considered it desirable to weary tho Council with o mass of 
details, however mush they might have been necessary to elucidste or support 
my remarks, but I have ventured to touch on a fow of tho more salient asjiocts 
of Excise Administration, in the hope that they may tend to i-emore some 
at least of the misconceptions that seem to exist on tho subject,” 

The Hon’blo Mb. McIntosh said:—“ Your Honour, I will not detain the 
Council for more than a moment at this late hour. I think the Members of 
Council for whet, 1 think, I may call the appreciative manner in which they 
have received the i'.udget, and for the many interesting suggestions they have 

made. 

“ Jdost of the points raised have been answered or touched upon by the 
Hon’ble Members who have spoken immediately before me, and I do not 
propose to go over the same ground again. 

*• I have listened with close atteution to all the speeches, and there is one 
Doint that strikes me forcibly. On all sides, there are many urgent and pressing 
demands for more expenditure in one direction or another. These are a 
common feature throughout tho debate. Here and there I heard a quiet 
suKeestion for reducing the revenue from Inoome-tax, Excise or some suoh 
source. But I heard few suggestions as to where the money is to come from 
to meet the largely-increased expenditure which is demanded on all sides. 
This is a matter of much practical importance, which must always be borne in 
mind when making proposals for fresh expenditure. 

“ There are one or two points to which I may perhaps make special refer¬ 
ence. The Hon’ble the Nawab of Murshidabad and other Hon’bie Members 
* have pressed upon Government the need for greater activity in promoting 
Sanitation throughout Bengal. This is a largo and^portaiit questmn which 
•will receive special attention this -year when the Report of the Presidency 
Draiuaee Committee is received. Tba diSlealties arc great, and I think it 
must admitted that the matter is one in which Government cannot act alone, 
^thont tho aid and co-operation of the great mass of the people and of the 
local bodies throughout the Province, it can hardly bo that the direot action of 
Oorernment will serve to do all that is required. Meanwhile it oannot be 
asiefTt^ that Government stands idle and does nothing. Large aomi have 
been and are being epent on the improvement of Drainage and Water-aupply, 
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mostly, but not all, through grants to Municipalities and Distiiot Roardsu Our 
Ix>aTi8 Budget also mokes large provision for loans to local bodies fot such^ 
objects. The report of the Drainage Committee will show what further action 
it will be practioable to ta^ in the near future. 

Several Hon’ble Members have referred to the improvement of the pay 
find prospects cf Ministerial Officers. As to this, I need only repeat what 
I have already said in this Council. ^ The details of the scheme are still under 
consideration! and there is no intention whatever of dropping it. ^ Pending the 
final scheme! provisional airargements have l^en made for giving a large 
number of officers increments in^ the shape of personal allowances. The 
provision on account of this is distributed over many heads in the Budget. 

** The Hon’ble Babu Kali Pada Ghosh observes that under the head ‘ Civil 
Works some of the provisions made last year have been carried over to this 
year, l^his is undoubtedly the case^ I'lie reason is! that the schemes were not 
sufficiently matured to admit of the expenditure for which provision was made, 
being incurred. Among othors, the Puri Drainage Scheme was not ready. 
Government proposes that both the Drainage Scheme and the Water-supply 
Scheme at Puri should bo procoedod with* 

“ The Hon’ble Babu Kadha Charan Pal has referred to the rate of interest 
charged on Lioans to M unicip^ities. District Boards and Cultivators. I would 
remind him that the Local Government is re8p^•nBible to the Government of 
India both for the interest and for the principal, and that the rate of interest 
charged by the 1-iOcal Government covers such part of the principal as becomes 
irrecoverable and has to bo written off. 

‘*The Hon’ble Babu Jogendra Nath Mukharji is of opinion that the Finan¬ 
cial Statement is not prepared in such a form as to give him all the information 
he wants. 1 will bear his remarks in mind. But it must be remembered 
thet the first function of a Financial Statement is a Budget function. The 
various dejiartujental reports issued by Government will, I expect, if read, 
be found to give, much if not all, of the infoimation he seeks for in the 
Financial Statement. As for example, I think he might refer to the Income- 
tax Report for facts and figures regarding the detailed administiation of that 
Dei>artment. 1 do not admit that there is any justification for the supposition 
that the expansion of the receipts from Income-tax is due to improper action 
on the port of the Assessing Ufficers. 

As to his remarks about the absence of details for tlie ‘Road Cess,^ 

1 would remind the Hon’blo Member that the Budget under discussion deals 
only with Provincial receipts and expenditure, and not with local receipts, such 
as the Road Cess, which is the principal source of income of the District Boards 
and District Road Committees and is applied to local works and needs. 

‘‘The Hnn’ble Babu Jogendra Chandra Ghose draws attention to a 
number of projects for which Budget provision was ma**e last year, but which 
have not been executed yet. The Uon’ble Mr. Inglis has explained about the 
Bhairab Valley Drainage Scheme. None of the other schemes mentioned, 
far as I recollect, have been abandoned, though progress was not made with 
them owing to their not being ready. It frequently happens, especially when 
we provide for grants to Municipalities and District Boards for particular pur¬ 
poses, that the schemes take longer to elaborate than was expected. Tlie 
ali^ment of tbe drains for the Fresidenoy Jail refers to the new Jail now 
under construction and not the old Jail.” 

The Hou’ble the Pbbsidbnt said“ 1 congratulate my hon’ble friend, 
Mr. Molntos^ on Ihe approval with whidi his Budget has been received 
in the Council, and iBLon’blo Members generally on tbe manner in which they 
have Dreoeatea their views. 1 do not propose to follow Hon’ble Mombexs 
through sdl their oriticisDis of the Budget. It must not for a moment l>e 
presuxu^ from my silence in regard to any of these criticisms that 1 do not 
attach importance to the matters discussod. But the Hon’ble Members who 
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represent the vAlious Departments of Government have given such information 
and explanations as appear to me to he necessai*^ ; and I need not repeat what 
has been already said. [ shall coniirio my remarks to a few only of the 
subjects which have been brought before us^. 

The high price of grain has been referred to by more than one Hon’ble 
Member. It is not attributed in any way to the action of Government; and 
no specific measures on the part of Government have been advocated. It is 
undoubtedly a matter which seriously affects certain classes of the community ; 
but it is very difficult to soe what action can reasonably be taken. It is 
desirable, however, if pofisiblo, to ascertain what are the causes that have led 
to these high prices W«^ hear of the groat benefit which is accruing to many 
of the cultivating class; and tiuit can only be regarded as cause of congratala- 
iion. We hear also that, in many places cultivators, by taking the opportunity 
to replenish their stocks, are doing what necessarily conduces to high prices ; 
but this also roust be regarded with satisfaction, as it is dictated by wise regata 
to their interests, '^rho crop in Eastern Bengal was a good one, but by no 
means a bumper crop; and the mere fact that the cultivators are keeping a 
certain amount of grain out of the market would tend to keep up prices. 
There is no doubt also that the amount of money that has come intb the country 
has to do with this result. There are other causes which are at work, and 
which wc are endeavouring to ascertain. We believe that, if there is a good 
monBoon« prices will undoubtedly fall. Meanwhile, however, GovernTuent will 
continue to make inquiry, and will gratefully welcome any sound infox*mation 
in regard to this matter. ^ 

‘‘ It is with satisfaction that 1 soo the attention given by many Members 
to the important subject of Sanitation. 1 especially congratulate the Hon^ble 
the Nawab Hahadur on his practical contribution to the discussion. What 
we want in this matter, more than anything else, is the dissemination of 
corrcict views in regard to Sanit;itioii among the people. However anxious 
Government may be to secure sanitary improvement, its efforts must bo 
futile without the co-operation of th(5 great mass of ttio people. Government 
can direct and advise. It can undertake a few large schemes. It can give 
contributions to District Boards, Municipulitios and other local bodies, to 
assist them in carrying out schemes of their own. But fox real and effective 
progress throughout the Province reliance must be placed, as has been already 
said by the Ilon'ble Mr. Inglis, mainly on the people themselves. 
Govornment cannot possibly take in hand schemes for cleansing and freeing 
from jungle every village of the Province, or for fillings up or otherwise 
dealing with all the little breeding places for mosquitos, which exist without 
number in certain districts. Government may be able to conduct here and 
there experiments on approved lines as an inducement to the people to take 
the matter up for themselves ; but after all, it is to the people that we tnuSt 
look for carrying out detailed sanitary work. 

In regard to the act ion tliat Government is taking, it is scarcely a 
fair way of putting it to say that ‘ beyond half a lakh provided for sanitary 
ibiprovoments in Darjeeling and certain allotments to Municipalities for Civil 
Works, there is no provision in the estimates for the general improvement of 
tho sanitation of the Province.’ Apart from the total provision for the 
maintenance of hospitals and dispensaries, leper asylums, medical and vaCCin* 
ation staff, and the like, which are all more or less directly connected 
with sanitation, there are Us. 26,000 provided for expenditure during the 
prevalence of epidemics, besides allotments for experiments in connection with 
anti-malarial work. There are.iflso several grants, ranging from Ks. 10,000 
to Rs. 75,000 each given to various localities for water-supply and dtaiuage. 
There is a large provision in the Loans Budget for advances to local bodies 
on account of sanitary schouies. There are five and three-quarter lakhe 
provided on account of tho Magra H&t Drainage Scheme. And fh&ie is a 
resorve of about one lakh for contributions, the greater part of whielt trill 
probably be devoted to grants for the improvement of sanitary ScheSies. 
Besides this, there is at work the Drainage Committee, whose tepcrt ieetill 
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awaUed; and it is probable that some action will have to be taken thaifii^ 
report, 

^‘Altogether, I think that a careful examination of the Budget will 
establish that this Government is by^ no means indifferent to this most 
important subject. But, as I have said, Government can advise, lead the 
way, and give some assistance in regard to sanitation generally, and in regard 
to Plague and Malaria in particular; but the gioat bulk of the work has to 
be done by the people themselves. I think that 1 cannot do better here than 
quote an allusion to this subject in the Presidential Address at the Conference 
recently held at Berhampore. Mr, Deep Narain Singh said 

* Another urgent work that the people must take in their hands is the sanitation of the 
Provinoe. Facts, as disolosud by Cjovernment reports, show that there is fearful mortality 
in the Provinoe. were to ask what may be the foremost factor of 

national life, the inevitable answer oomes--the physical powers of the nation, its numbers 
and effeotive fertility, its health and sanitation, the energy, vigour and absolute strength of 
indivIduaJs* Depreciated vitality does not help in tho growth of nationality; end I appeal 
to my countrymen to take up the question of sanitation and hygiene in right ^meat. And 
in this direction, I may suggest that mooh may be done by a band of Missionaries going 
into the interior, educating the people in tho ordinary prinoiples of hygiene and ^ing suofi 
sanitary measures as the destniotion of mosquitos and rats, the cutting of jungles, the 
digging of tanks and wells and stating practical schemes of drainage.’ 

“ 1 naturally pass from this subject to the remarks that have been made 
in regard to Hospitals. I am glad that the improvements that are being 
effected in^the principal Calcutta Hospitals have attracted attention and met 
with approval. It appears to me that in a very short time it will be possible 
for this City to regard with great pride such Hospitals as the Presidency 
General, the Medical College, the Campbell Memorial and the Sambhunath 
Pandit Hospitals. The improvements that are being effected in these are 
altering them almost out of recognition. Tlio subject of the paying-patients’ 
wards in tho Medical College Hospital, again referred to by my hon’ble friend, 
Raja Ban Bihari Kapur, has not, as he is very well aware, been neglected 
during the past year. It was necessary carefully to consider and to consult Indian 
gentlemen about the plans for^theae wards. It has also been found necessary 
to acquire new Ian for them, inasmuch as there was no suitable site available 
on the land at present occupied by the Medical College Hospital* This has 
caused delay ; but tho laud is now being acquired ; funds for the cons traction 
of one ward are at my disposal; and I expect through private liberality soon 
to have the funds for another* The work is being pushed forward as fast as 
possible. 

“I note the suggestion of the Hon’ble Mr. Bertram that some of the 
balance of the Hospital Port Dues might be utilized for providing special 
aoc^ommodation for sailors. That sugge^stion will receive my careful considera¬ 
tion* 1 am glad to be able to add that; the impi'ovomeut in the accommodation 
^ and equipment of hospitals is not confined to Calcutta, but is to be found 
throughout the Province. In this connection, 1 would solicit the co-operation 
of the wealthy and benevolent, so that tho liberality of Government may be 
worthily assisted. There is surely no object of beuevolonce that should appeal 
more forcibly to men of means than the provision of well-equipped hospitals 
for the sick* 

“I should like to say one word in regard to the Calcutta Improvement 
Scheme, which has been referred to by more than one Hon’ble Member. 
There is no doubt that great delay has taken place in^ coming to a final 
decision in regard to this matter* But it ^nust be borne in mind that the 
whole scheme, both in regard to the measures of improvement to be adopted 
and in regard to the method of financing thorn, has had to bo referred to 
the public^ and to be discussed by the .Local Government, the Government 
of«India^and the Secretary of State* All this takes time; and it is not an 
aMV matter, in regard to so great a scheme, to arrive at a decision which 
will coinmend itself to all these authorities. 1 am glad, however, to say 
that, witii the consent of His Kscellency the Viceroy, 1 convened a Confidem- 
tial Conference at Belvedere on the 23nd of January last, which consisted 
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the Hon’bl© Members and Secretaries in the Finance, Home and Couinierco 
Departments of the Government of India, the principal Officers of this Gov¬ 
ernment, and representatives of the Corporation and of the non-oflScial 
community of Calcutta. We htid before us all the opinions that had been 
received; and the result of that Conference I was able to submit the scheme to 
the Government of India in a form which will, I tru»«t, lead to early orders 
being passed in regard to it. I cannot at present give information in regard 
to the details of the scheme on which the orders of the Secretary of State and 
the Government of India must be awaited. 

** I sympathize with the impatience of Ilori’blo Members in regard to the 
action to be taken in respect of the Smoke Nuisance in Calcutta. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Collin, however, has explained to the Council how the case stands. 
Nothing effective can be done until the rule'* under th^ Act have been passed. 
They are still under consideration ; but they have advanced so far that I do 
not anticipate any delay in having th(3m tinally approved by the Government 
of India. Meanwhile, the Inspectors have been working; and 1 am glad to 
say that they have found the Mill authorities ready to accept the advice they 
offer. K©:il improvement, however, cannot be expected until the Inspectors 
have authority under the rules to enforce their advice. 

I do not propose to say much in regard to tlio Presidency College, 
although it is a subject to which I attach very great importance. Opinions 
are still being received ; and I heard only this week that one of our leading 
Associations has some difficulty in coming to a conclusion. Like the public 
generally, the Members of tins Association are divided in opinion on this 
matter. Subject to anything further that may bo laid before mo, I am of 
opinion that the Presidency College ought not to be removed from its present 
sue, and that we ought to improve it where it stands. I cannot enter on a 
scheme of improvement, however, until this question is finally decided. 1 
propose to take it up as soon as I reach Darieoling ; and I hope that before 
many weeks are over we sliall have framed a complete scheme and shall have 
begun to carry it into effect. 

In regard to Education generally, I have first of all to invite attention to 
what has been said by my hon’bio friend, Mr. Gait, 1 do not intend to repeat 
what he has said in answer to the criticisms of HV>n’l)le Members in regard to 
our educational policy. I do think that considerable progress is being made. 
Our object is to afford sound education in all departments and to push this 
forward as fast as we can. One important requirement in securing efficient 
education is a sound system of inspection and direction ; and 1 am entirely in 
accord with what Mr. Gait has said on this subject. 

“Hon^ble Members are aware of the scheme which is under consideration 
for providing free Primary Education. In regard to this schemo, public bodies 
and gentlemen interested in the subject have been consulted; and a report 
be submitted to tlie Government of India with as little delay as possible. 

1 hope that the schools at which this free education is given will be efficient 
institutions. 

“ Wc are anxious to secure good teachers; and as you have heard, wo are 
establishing training colleges for the training of teachers who teach through 
the medium of English and training schools for vernacular teachers I cannot 
avoid mentioning l?ere the gen«irous endowment provided Vjy Syed Badshah 
Nawab Kazvi of Patna, for the training of female teachers at Bankipore. ' i'bat 
schciuo has already been subuiilted to the Govoi-nment of India;, and we 
expect to be able soon to Bubnoit a siiuilur Bchetuo for Calcutta. 

“ The Government of India have called for jiroposala for the improve* 
ment of Secondary Education ; and oar report will be Bubmitted as soon as 
possible. In this connection, 1 may mention that my hon’ble friend, the 
vice Chancellor of the University, has made, on behalf of that body, a very 
argent request for four Inspectors to assist the University in the work of 
inspeettog recognized schools. My hou'ble friend has assisted this Government 
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in the difficult ot finding in our depleted establishment the officers to • 
conduct this inspection ; and I trust that the work will he begun within two 
months from the present date. I tliink that we ought to acknowledge gratefully 
the great work which is being done by the Umversuy in regard to the 
Colleges. In this matter, the Government will render all the assistance that 
it can ; and I trust that it will be found that something will also bo done by 
private liberality. 

“ In regard to Technical Education, the conclusion at which we arrived 
after full di^ussion of the subject by experts, is that our best plan is to provide 
further facilities for education at the great Engineering College of the 
Province; and steps have already been taken to carry out that decision. 
Besides this, as Hon’ble Members are aware, schools for technical education 
generally or for particular industries are being established throughout tue 
Provinol This Government is quite prepared to go, as fast as it can, in regard 
to this matter; for I yield to none in regard to the importance of technic il 
education in tlie development of the couatrv. Finally, on this subject, I would 
say that I hail with great satisfaction the efforts that are being made by 
private liberality to assist in the work, both of general and technical education. 

I hope that those who are taking part in this good work will co-opeiate with 
the Government, aud that we sbUtli-be able also to assist them. We are aiming 
at the same object; and it will be well for the cause that wo should work in 
harmony together. 

“ In regard to the Ministerial Officers’ salaries, I must say that I cannot 
understand how there should be any idea that there was any intention whatso¬ 
ever of withdrawing from tlie scheme which Government bad worked out. 
The whole subject is, however, still under consideration in connection with the 
report of the Committee appointed to make inquiry. At present, wo are awaiting 
a reply from the Hon’ble J udgos of the High Court whom we have consulted on 
the report of that Committee. It is no doubt unfortunate that there should be 
delay in carrying out this sehome; but it is absolutely essential that it should 
be fully considered in every detail liefore final orders issue; and in the mean¬ 
while we have given provisional inci’emeiits of pay to a large number of officers. 

** 1 do not propose to a«ld anything to what has been said by my hon’ble 
friend, Mr. Gupta, in regard to Excise. The policy of Government has been 
frequently stated. A Commission has been apfniuted by tlie Government of 
India to o insider the whole question for all Provinces. Orders on the report 
of that Commission are in course of issue; and I trust that defects which have 
been found to exist in our Excise system will bo remedied. The circumstances 
of Excise Administration in cm tain districts of this Province are rooeiving 
special attention. The matter is not one iu regard to which this Government 
is indifferent. The action of Government must always bo cautious and 
fdreumspect; but I am very far frera viewing with dissatisfaction the earnest 
advocacy of temperance principles. It has my entire sympathy. 

“ I take the keenest interest in the development of Agriculture. A separate 
appointment of Director of Agriculture was created with effect from the 3rd of 
Aiiril 1906. But for some months before that date my friend, Mr. Oldham, 
wlio was then appointed Director, had been on special duty during the cold 
weather, maturing plans for the organization of the department. In my 
opinion, Mr. Oldham has very fully justified my selection of him for this 
important office. I commend to the attention of Hon’ble Members the ‘Brief 
Note ’ prepared by Mr. Oldham, which has been laid on the table by the 
Hon’bie Mr. Carlyle. It is indeed brief, aud contains only the barest statements 
of fact. But it well deserves perusal. Among the points to which I especially 
iuvite .attention is, the acquisition of land at Bbagalpur for tlie construction 
of the Provincial Agricultural College and connected buildings and for an 
asricultural experiment station in connection with the college. Plans for 
the buildings have been prepared and materials are being collected. In 
addition to this, stms have been taken for the teaching of agriculture in 
selected schools. iWms or agricultural experiment stations have been 
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cfitablibkcd in soveral centres already, V aluahle experiments have been con¬ 
ducted, The results are published in special leaflets which have been widely 
distributed in English and Vernacular. 

Excellent work has been done in the distribution of seed and in the 
dissemination of knowledge of the value of certain crops and vegetables. 
Exhibitions and agricultural shows have been encouraged by the department; 
and trained officers have been especially employed to demonstrate the use of 
approved seeds and manurooi. The Provincial Agricultural Association has been 
put on a satisfactory footing; and Divisional and District Associations have 
been created throughout the Province. These are some of the facts which you 
will find stated in Mr. Oldham’s note; and they indicate in how thorough and 
business-like a manner the work of this most important department has already 
been inaugurated. 

I may in one word refer to the Fishery inquiry, which has been conducted 
by my hon’ble friend, Mr, Gupta. It has had such favourable results that pro¬ 
posals have been made to the Govommont of India and the Secretary of State 
which may lead to great development of the fish supply of the Province, 

I do not consider it necessary to discuss the expenditure on Police after 
what has fallen from my hon’ble friend, Mr, Carlyle, who has fully replied to 
tho criticisms that have been made. As the President of the Police Uommis- 
sion, I am of course deeply interested in carrying out such of the measures 
of reform recommended by that Commission as have been accepted by the 
Government of India and generally approved. A great deal has already been 
done in this Province; and we are introducing the reforms as fast as possible. 
The Government of India has generously aided us, as well as other Provinces, 
in meeting tho financial burdens which these reforms have entailed; and 1 
gratefully acknowledge the liberality with which we have been treated. 

This leads mo to say that I do not quite understand what tho Ilon’ble 
Raja Peaiy Mohan Mukharji means by speaking of the precarious nature of the 
assistance to be rendered to us by the Goveninient of India in regard to 
Famine. What has been decided on is this, that the Government of India shall 
assist this Government in building up a reserve of credit with the Imperial 
Government, on which it will be at liberty to draw when it becomes necessary 
to incur expenditure on fandne relief. To form this reserve of credit an 
assignment of lis. 2,60,000 is to be made annually up to a maximum of twenty- 
five lakhs. When famine occurs, the Local Government will draw upon the 
amount standing to its credit to meet its famine expenditure ; and the expen¬ 
diture will thus be Imperial expenditure. If the reserve of credit is exhausted, 
any further expenditure on famine relief will be shared between the Imperial 
and l.ioeal Governments. Thus, in ordinary cases, the expenditure will be 
Imperial ; in more severe esses one half of the excess over tho amount io the 
credit of the Local Gt)vernment will bo Prt/vincial; and in extreme oafKis, the 
Government of India have intimated their intention of rendering special 
assistance. This constitutes a very considerable safeguard against dislocation 
of finance by famine, and leaves any groat btirden to the Provincial revenues 
only, in case of unprecedentedly severe distress. This has certainly placed us 
in a far better position than wo were in before, and seems to mo to be for us 
a very saliefactory arrangement. My hon’ble friend advises that wo should 
• save for famine; but the position is that tlie Government of India have agreed 
to save money for us, and that is bettor. 

“I cannot pa«B over tho speetsh oC my hon’ble friend, Babu BhupepdraNath 
Basu, wilhout one or two remarks. His remarks regarding Edumtiojn (though 
not always well considered) have not fallen in this Council on unsympathetic 
ears. It is not possible, at a day or oven a few years’ notice, to accomplish 
alt that one would desire to accomplish in regard to Education. Bet as I have 
already said, we ore makingmarfojd progress; and I welcome the pppreciative 
language in which the Hon’ble Member has referred to the good worlc which is 
being Sono by the present Director- Mr. Earle is putting the Education Depart- 
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1 am glad to liear the acknowledgment made of the informal action 
wliich 1 took this year in inviting iion-official Members of Council to meet 
^ith the Secretaries in the various departments of Government and discuss 
the Budget before it was submitted to the Council. This was the first 
experiment in this diiection. I hope that next year I shall bfi able to 
take measures which will make tliis even a more effective moans of ascertain* 
ing opinion in regard to the work of Government. 1 shall certainly allow 
Hon*ble Members who attend the Conference to have an opportunity of 
studying the Budget, beforehand; and I hope that thi^ advice and assistance 
which they will give me will bo of no mean value. 

I should like to see the Province, in its <iifforoiit parts and its diverse 
interests, more fully represented in tlie Council than it is at pres(3iit. It is 
a great regret to me, for example, that I have no non-official representative 
of the Patna or Orissa Divisions in the Council. This is due to circumstances 
over which, in the present constitution of the Council, 1 have really no control. 
I am very anxious that this diflliculty should be removed; and as you are 
aware, I have, in this matter, the entire concurrence of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and the Government of India.” 

The Council was then adjourned sine die.

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ETTBOBOLOOIOAL REPORT OP THB PBOVINOBS OP WSiNQAL AND OP EASTERN 

AND ASSAM POR THE MONTH OP MaROH 1007. 
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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN* 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THJ5 
’^ONTJI OP MARCH 1907. 

The weather in the Provinoos of Bensral and Ea vtorn Bengal and Assam was during 
the month of March 1907 dominated, us in the preoeding inonUi, by a Berios of depres¬ 
sions that entered India from J^ersia or Baluchistan^ and moving in an easterly uucction gave 
ise to disturbed conditions in the area under report. In iho first week*rain loll in the 
northern districts of the reportitjg area and sUes were o'. ->udy during tlie prtvah noo of ini- 
SRitled weather, but were nearly clear during the roiuainder of the wt^ek, Temperatiuo 
was normal or in defect exoept from the third to tho fifth, when it was in slight exce-ss. In 
the second week of tho month some rain fell ou the 8th and lith and gonoral ruin over the 
greater part of the reporting area was rec orded on tho 12th and 18th. In each ease the 
dislurhod weather was caused by the approach of a depression from the west. Hkies were 
oloudy, while the iwo depressions were affecting the weather, but were clear or only lightly 
clouded on tho remaining days. Temperature was normal <»r in excess up to the idth, whea 
a fall took place, and it was in general defect on that day and on the 14th, In tlio third 
week weather was again affected by a depression, which gave rain from the IGth to the 21 s*,. 
Kainfall commenced in the wesrsrn districts and spread eastwards over tho whole reporiing 
area, being most ^ioncral on the 18th, after which it decreased, and ou tlie 2 tit and 2i6t 
confined to a few falls in Assaiu. Tho akioB wore more or less heavily clouded from tho 10th 
to the 19th. Tho most remarkable ^^teprologioal feature of tnis period was the aliiiormally 
low temperature that prevailed. In South-West Bengal duy temperatures were 20*"^ below 
normal at some stalions. Weather of the last week of tho month was again aflectcd by 
depiessions iipproaching from tho west. Itain foil in the western districts on the 22nd 
and was general on the 28rd. Ou tho next two days weather was dry, but ou tho 2<)tli ram 
occurred in Orissa, Deltaic Bengal and Aasam, and on the 27th ou the Urhm and Bengal 
coasts. Some of the amounts recorded were fairly heavy, on tho 28id Saugor Island 
and Chorrapoonjeo rocording about G inches each and Calouttii 2| inohos. Skies wer« ^ 
cloudy on the days of lainfull. Tenioerafure was in defect during toe whole period, more 
particularly ou iho 23rd, when very low temperatures weic r.K-orded. 

A notable feature of tho month was the development of a oyelouic storm in tho 
extreme south of the Bay —a very rare occurrence at tliis iimo of the year. This 
disturbance probably oommonoed to devolo}) to the south-west or south of tiio Andamans 
about the 6th or 7th of the month, aud uliimately moving in a westerly direction crossed 
the coast of Ceylon on the lOtli. It is reporled to have caused ooiisiderabie damage on 
land aud to one or two ships iliat found themaelvcvS in its neighbourhood* 

Sutnmftry of Tt-mj^crature ,—Mean tomporatuio was in defect over the whole reporting 
area, as might have been anticipated from the usual a‘?8ncifition of d- foot in fomporalure 
with excess in raiulall. The highest tomperafure registered during tho month Wfis ivU y 
at Cuttack and the lowest was Di'2 at Sib&agar.

BIHAB SCHOOL OP ENGINEERING. 

PaOSFECTUB FOB AUMIBSION. 

This school is under the management of the Principal of t^ie Patna College, assiste<k 
by a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to com¬ 
memorate tho visit to India of His Majesty the King when Prince of AVales. The object 
of the fund was the promotion of teohuioal instruction in Bihar. The school was formally 
opened on the 11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2. The number of students admitted to the ilrst-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60. Preferonoe is to be given to Biharis. Failing, however, a sufficient number of 
Bibari applicants, students who are natives of other provinces may bo admitted, preference 
being given to Bengalis domiciled in Bihar over non-domioiled Bengalis or other applicants. 

As far as accommodation is availablre, students who have passed the final *‘B’’class 
examination will be admitted to the second-year olass, provided tb^ are iK>t over 21 years 
oi age, preference again being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. 
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3. The Mihoot, as at piesent oonatituted, is chiefly engaged in training stndcTite for 
appointments os Sub'OTorseers and Orerseera- 

The currioulum inoludoe— 

(1) A sound study of elementary mathematios. 

(2) CaroM training in surTey work. 

(3) Drawing both free-hand and engineering. 

(4) Elements of road-making and the oonstruotion of simple buildings. 

(5) Workshop praotioe, with hand tools and machinery. 

Students are prepared for the Overseer oertiacato of the Public Works Department 
The necessary additional buildings have now boon completed; and Government has 
agreed to reserve one appointment annually for a qualihed student from this sohooL who 
must be a Bihari by race. 

4. The noxi session will commence on Ist July 1907. 

5. In the Overseer Department, which corresponds to the Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, tho manthJy fee is Re. 1-8, except for uon-domioiled Bengalis, who shall 
pay Rs. 4. All scholarship^holders, however, receive free tuition. Government scholarships 
of the value of Bs. 7 a month, tonable one year, are awarded each year on tho results of ^e 
annual examinations, cighe being tenable in the second-yoar class, in tho third-year class 
and in the fourtl.-year class. Of the soholarahips attached to the school, 75 per cent! 
of them are to be reserved for those students who are Biharis by race* The teaohing is in 
EngUsh. 

6. Candidatofl for admission to the Overseer Department must be under 20 years of 
ago, and must have passed one of the tests mentioned below 

(1) Tho Entrance examination of an Indian University in English and mathematics 

(2) Standard VII of the Code of European schools. 

(3) Students who have not passed either of these tests, and who ore otherwise elieible 

wiU have to pass an examination in English and mathematios (of about the 
same M the B^raw. wamination of tte Calcutta TJniveraity in thuM 

snbjeotB) to bo held by the Principal of tho Patna OoUogo on the 4th and 
6th July, respeotiYoly (from 6 A.ii. to 6 a.m. eaoh day). 

7. Candidates for admissioa must apply to tho Principal not later than tho 80th Juno 
Their application most give the following particulats: — 

(a) Name, addxeu, and oeoapation of father or guardian. 

(i) Pace and religion, (A doTOoiled Bengali must produce evidence to show that 
hiB father with his family have tahen up their roBidenoe in Bihar.)

An Amin-student is taught elementary surTeying with a oorrespond- 
ing amount of mathomatios and of geometrioal drawing. Ue will not be admitted to the 
workshop. A student in the first-year olass of the Overseer Deportment, who foils to p-n 
tho examination, for promotion to the second- 3 roar dass, but who hu shown an adequa te 
knowledge of elementary surveying and the other eubjeota taught in the Amin 

at his option, leave the sohool with an Amin oertifioate. 

Caudida'es for Amin class, who hove not passed the middle English or middle vemaoular 
examination, will bo examined at the school on the 4tb July; rmndidates failing at tlda 
examination will not be admitted. " 

9. Except in very apedal oases, a student will not be admitted to the Amin d i e s for 
the session that commences from Ist July 1907, unless applioation for admission ia m.A. 
before 8Uth June 1907. 

» 10 All candidates for admission to the sohool should present tbemsdves Dersonallw

11. There is ahostd in oonnootion with the sohool. The fees ara Be l-SforMom 
and Be. 1 for light. Students make their own mee arrangements. Studento ioininw^ 

Overseer olasses must reside in tiie hostel nnless they are residents with parmts or^rith 
nearly related guaidians whose homos are new enough toenable them to attend the aobiK 
the tequm-d tunes. The Pnnoii^ of the College will decide whether a atudhnt should reside

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REVISION SBOTLEBCBNT OF THE BANEI GOVERNMENT ESTATE IN 

THE DISTRICT OP OUTTAOK. 


SSYENUE DSPAETMEMT—LaND BBVSKUB.

Read— 

The Final Report on the revision settlomont of the Bank! Government Estate in 
the distriot ol Cuttaok, and a note of the Commtssioner of the Chdsaa Division, 
dated the 16th August 1906, submitted with letter No. 308S., dated the 94t|i 
January 1907, from the Director of Land Records. 

The Government estate’ of Banki was originally one of the Tributary 
Mahals of Orissa, but was forfeited to Government in tho year 1839 owing to 
the misconduct of the Raja who was convicted of murder and imprisoned for 
life. 

2. The estate was last settled in 1891 for a period of fifteen years which 
expired in September 1905. The operations which form the subject of the 

E resent Report ,wero commenced in December 1904. The estate was surveyed 
jr the professional Survey Department in 1891, and a staff has since been main* 
tained continuously to keep the records up to date. It was, therefore, assumed 
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tlmt all that would be necesdary on the present occasion would be a formal 
revision to bring the records into harmony with the provisions of the Bengal 
Tenancy Aci, certain portion of which have since been extended to the districts 
of Cuttack, Puii and Ilalasore. An inspection made by the Director of Land 
Records in January 1905, however, disclosed the fact that alterations had taken 
place in sixty per cent, of the plots since the previous settlement, and that in 
many cases tiie (‘hanges reported by the sarbarakars had not been incorporated 
in the record. A ph^t-to-plot enquiry and revision were therefore made, with 
the result that the number of plots was found to have increased from 115,775 
to 140,978, and the number of tenancies from 30,479 to 34,820. The attesta¬ 
tion of the revised record and tins assessment of rents were then carried out 
Birnultaneously. Tiio settlement was completed in December 1905, but the 
Settleniont Officer was unable to submit the final Report till Juno 1906, owing 
to the pressure of otlier duties. 

3. The estate comprises an area of 117 square miles, with a population 
of 58,814 persons according to the census of 1901, as against 57,451 a decade 
earlier. Since the previous settlomcut, the total cultivated area has risen from 
37,211 to 42,594 acres, which is equivalent to 66'6 square miles. Out of the 
total uncultivated area of 50‘C square miles, only about one-sixth is reported to 
be eulturablo, tiie bed of the Muhanadi alone covering about half the remainder* 
The holdings ill the possession of settled and occupancy raiyats number 20,313, 
or about Ihrcc-fifihs of the total number of holdings (34,820) in the estate ; 
thoij' average area is 1’03 acres. Theie are only 369 non-occupancy holdings, 
the average area in their case being 1'04 acres. 

4. The assessment of rents has been made on a very simple system, the 
enhancement being based sol sly on the rise in the price of rice, the staple 
food-crop of tlio estate, which had taken place since 1891. This would have 
justified an enhancement of annas 2*7 in the rupee, but it was limited to two 
annas on the recommendation of the Director and Commissioner. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to learn that this leniency has been appreciated 
by the tenants. No appeals or objections of any kind were preferred during, 
or after, the confirmation of the settlement rent-roll; and the new rents wore 
collected in full in the first year of the now sottlemont (1905-06). 

5. The gross rental of the estate (exclusive of raiyuti rents paid for 
revenue-free lands) lias been raised from Rs. 32,658 to Rs. 38,218, or by 17 
per cent., of wdiich 12-| per cent, is duo to the enhancement of rates and the 
balance to the extension of cultivation. The incidence of the settled rents 
per acre is Re. 1-0-4, as against annas 14-8 at the previous settlement. 
The low rates of i^ent do not moan that the lands are infertile; and as evidence 
of the prohjx I’ity of tlie tenants, thefeLieutenant-Governor observes that, during 
the settlement which has just expired, the few holdings sold, have fetched an 
average price of Ks. 113-4 per aeTe, or more than a hundred times the yearly 
rental. In addition to the rent, there are various miscellaneous receipts 
from fisheries, trees, etc.; including these the gross assets secured by the 
present settlement is Rs. 39,404. The net Government revenue, after deduc¬ 
tion of the commission payable to sarbarahkars and others, comes to Rs. 34,389, 
as compared with Rs. 28,820 at the last settlement, an increase of 19 }>er cent. 

6. This substantial increase has been effected at a cost of less than 
three annus an acre, and without any friction. In the calculation of costs the 
share of pay and establishment of the Director of Land Records, the pay of 
the Settlement .Officer, who was also manager of the estate, and certain minor 
Items have not been included. Even so, the settloment operations must bo 
regarded as liaving hv.Gu carried out very economically; and the Ueutenant* 
Governor has much pleasure in confirming the settlement ior a period of fifteen 
years fiom the AmN year 1313 (September 1905). 

7. 'J'he Lieutenant-Governor is gratified to learn that the throe Co-opera¬ 
tive Credit Societies started in the estate are much appreciated by the tenants. 
Tho Board of Revenue are requested to draw the attention of the Registrar 
of Co-operative Credit Societies to the suggestion made in paragraph 83 of the 
Settlement Report that the capital of the Societies in the Bank! Estate shotdd 
be increased. The Settlement Officer has brought to notioe the unsatisfactory 
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state of commuiiioatioas wliioh has preTonted the people of Bank! from deriving 
any great benefit from the opening of the Sast Coast Kailway. The attention of 
the Public Woi'ks Department vrill be drawn to the remarks contained in para¬ 
graph 12 and to the comments of the Collector recorded in the following para¬ 
graph of the Settlement Beport. His Honojir regrets to find that the assign¬ 
ments of lands made the former Hindu proprietors of the estate for the 
maintenance and worship of idols are being grossly mismanaged by the aebaiis, 
There are however legal difBcultios in the way of the Settlement Officer’s 
proposal that the power to sanction the institution of suits under section 589 of 
the Civil Procedure Code should bo delegated to the Collector of Cuttack. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges the excellent work done by the 
Settlement Officer, Babu Bahnukunda Kanungo. The services of this officer 
have recently been rewarded by promotion to the rank of Deputy Collector. 
His Honour’s thanks are also due to tho Collector, Mr. A. Garrett, i.e.s., for 
the valuable assistance he rendered to the Settlement Department in the 
concluding stages of the operations.

BIHAB SCHOOLi OF ENGINEEUING. 

PaOBFEGTUa FOR ADMISSION* 

This scbgol is under the management of tho Principal of the Patna College, assisted 
by a Board of Yisitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to oom- 
memorato the visit to India of His Majesty the King when Prince of Wales. The object 
of the fund was tho promotion of teohnioid instruction in Bihar. The school was formally 
opened on the 11th July 1806 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2- The number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60. Preference is to be given to Biharis. Failing, however, a suliiciont number of 
Bihari applicants, students who are natives of other provinces may be admitted, preference 
being given to Bengalis domioiled in Bihar ovor non-domiciled Bengalis or other applicants. 

As far as aooommodation is available, students who have passed tho finol “ class 
examination will be admitted to the second-year class, provided they are not over 21 years 
of age, preference again being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. 

3. The school, as at present oonstituted, is chielly engaged in training students for 
appointments as Sub-Overseers oiojt Overseers* 

The curriculum inoludos— 

(1) A sound study of elementary mathematics. 

(2) Careful training in survey work. ^ * 

(3) Drawing both free-hand and engineering. 

(4) Elements of road-making and the construction of simple buildings. 

(5) Workshop practice, with hand tools and machinery. 

Students are prepared for the Overseer certificate of the Public Works Department. 
The necessary additional buildings have now boon completed; and Government has 
agreed to reserve one appointment annually for a qualified student from tUis school, who 
must be a Bibari by race. 

4. The next session will oommenoe on let July 1907. 

In tho Overseer Department, which corresponds to tho Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, tho monthly fee is Be. 1-8, except for non-doroidled Bengalis, who shall 
pay Bs. 4. All scholarship-holders, however, receive free tuition. Goveruinent schtdarships 
of tho value of Us. 7 a month, tenable one year, are awarded each year on tlie results of tlie 
annual examinations, eight being tenable in the second-year class, eix in the third-yonr class, 
and eix in the fourtl.-year class. Of the soho1ar.^hi[)8 attached to tho school, 75 per cent, 
of them are to be reserved for those students who are Biharis by race* The teaching is in

11. There is a hostel in connection witli the soliooL The fees are Be. 1-8 for room 
and Be. 1 for light. Sindents maUo their own mes arrangements. Students joining the 
Overseer classes must reside in t-ho hostel unless they are residents with parents or with 
nearly iclatod guardians wIk^so hoTiios are tioar enough to enable them to attend the school at 
the requirid tirues. Tkio I’riiH ipal of tho College will decide whether a student should resida 
in the school hostel, or w-Lelhcr tho guardian proposed can be accepted as such.
